ON  the  ample  Collections  which  have  been  forming  for  an 
History  of  the  County  of  Leicester  ever  fince  the  time  of  the 
induftrious  William  Burton,  it  is  needlefs  to  expatiate.  A zeal 
for  the  honour  and  profperity  of  Leicestershire  has  gradually 
accumulated  the  prelent  materials;  but  a defedt  in  arrangement 
has  evidently  and  unavoidably  arifen  from  the  various  periods  at 
which  they  were  obtained.  To  any  other  merit  than  that  of 
afliduity  and  good  intention  the  very  nature  of  the  Two  Volumes 
now  fubmitted  to  confideration  forbids  the  Collector  to  afpire; 
their  prefent  appearance  being  that  of  a common-place-book, 
connected  however  by  an  Index,  which  it  is  hoped  the  Reader 
will  confuit  before  he  determines  that  any  Parifh  he  may  wifh 
to  examine  is  actually  deficient.  There  will  be  few  places  in  the 
County  that  are  not  mentioned  in  more  parts  of  the  Book  than 
one  ; and  it  will  readily  be  perceived  that  the  lateft  information 
very  often  materially  improves,  and  in  fome  few  cafes  almolt 
wholly  fuperfedes,  what  had  before  been  given. 

In  ZJhby  de  la  Zouch , for  example,  after  having  printed  what- 
ever could  at  the  time  be  collected  an  a£iual  vifit  to  the  place, 
the  hints  of  fome  ingenious  friends,  and  the  politenefs  of  Mr. 
Prior,  have  produced  a good  defcription  of  the  curious  church 
and  caftle  which  are  the  ornaments  of  that  antient  town  2. 

The  fame  may  be  as  juftly  faid  of  Melton-Mowbray 3,  Belvotr 4, 
Bottesford 5,  Mujlon 6,  and  many  of  the  villages  in  that  neighbour-

hood  ; where  the  information  From  Mr.  Crabbe*  and  Mr.  Mount- 
sey  z is  fo  extremely  fatisfadtory,  that  it  would  have  been  unpar- 
donable not  to  have  thus  particularly  pointed  it  out. 

A few  preceding  paragraphs  on  Claybrook1  are  rendered  totally 
ufelefs,  by  the  very  ample  and  well-digefted  Hiltory  of  that  Parifh. 
which  has  been  fince  furnifhed  by  Mr.  Macaulay4.

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The  refult  of  Mr.  Peck’s  indefatigable  afliduity,  with  the 
Colledlions  which  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Cave  had  formed  during 
the  fkilful  and  attentive  refearch  of  many  years,  the  Editor  is 
happy  to  announce,  will  form  the  bafis  of  the  intended  pub- 
lication. For  thefe  he  is  infinitely  indebted  to  the  liberality  of 
the  original  Collector’s  grandfon,  the  prefent  worthy  Baronet, 
who  is  now  one  of  the  Reprefentatives  in  Parliament  for  his 
native  County ; and  to  the  friendly  interceffion  of  the  Reverend 
Charles  Cave,  Vicar  of  Finedon,  who  has  confiderably  increafed 
the  obligation  by  his  own  very  ufeful  notes  and  obfervations,  and 
by  the  politenefs  with  which  the  favour  has  been  conferred. 

Two  other  manufcripts,  already  in  the  Editor’s  pofleffion,  will 
hereafter  be  of  lingular  fervice,  though  in  the  prefent  work 
he  has  been  delicate  in  extracting  from  them ; c<  The  Hiftory 
" and  Antiquities  of  the  ancient  Town  and  once  City  of  Leicefter, 
“ by  Thomas  Staveley,  Efquire  and,  “ An  Effay  on  the  Anti- 
cC  quities  and  Hiftory  of  Leicefter,  by  Samuel  Carte,  Vicar  of  St. 
u Martin’s,  1721.”  Thefe  articles,  with  feveral  engraved  plates1, 
were  in  the  molt  liberal  manner  contributed  by  a Dignitary  of 
the  firft  eminence  in  literature,  from  whofe  pen  there  was  once 
reafon  to  have  hoped  for  “ The  Antiquities  of  Leicefter.”  The 
manner  in  which  this  circumftance  has  been  mentioned  by  him- 
felf  in  print  will  be  an  additional  inducement  to  the  Editor  to 
ufe  his  belt  exertions  in  endeavouring  to  deferve  the  compliment 
which  Dr.  Farmer  has  condefcended  to  bellow  on  him2..

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Of  feveral  other  Townfliips  in  the  County  it  will  he  feen  that 
a full  account  is  here  given  ; fuch  as,  when  incorporated  with 
Burton,  and  enlarged  by  records  and  other  authentic  papers, 
will  be  fufficient  for  the  Hiftory  of  thofe  particular  places.  The 
parts  that  may  yet  be  deficient  he  hopes  to  lupply,  by  his  own 
diligent  inveftigation,  and  the  aftive  exertions  of  his  friends. 

Nor  will  the  prefent  mafs  of  information  be  wholly  fuperfeded, 
even  when  a complete  Hiftory  of  the  County  fhall  be  produced. 
The  Volumes  now  exhibited  are  a Mine  of  rough  materials,- 
whence  a fair  Superftrudture  may  be  raifed  ; and  will  exift  as 
fome  authority  for  what  may  be  deduced  from  it  in  a form  more 
regularly  connected  •,  and,  to  obviate  even  the  appearance  of  pur- 
chafing  the  fame  Work  twice  over,  fome  abatement  in  the  price 
of  the  Folio  Volumes  fhall  be  made  to  the  Purchafer  of  thefe 
Collections  ; of  which  no  more  than  250  Copies  are  printed. 

It  remains  only  to  requeft,  in  the  moft  earneft  manner,  the 
affiftance  of  the  Nobility,  Clergy,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  County, 
towards  the  completion  of  a regular  Hiftory,  which  the  Pub- 
lifher  of  thefe  Collections  propofes  to  undertake ; refpectfully 
foliciting  them  to  favour  the  Publick  with  Views  of  their 
Family  Manfions,  Parifh  Churches,  ancient  Monuments,  or  other 
remarkable  articles  of  curiofity.  The  communication  of  what- 
ever may  tend  to  elucidate  the  Antiquities,  Local  Cuftoms,  8cc, 
of  any  one  particular  place,  will  be  efteemed  a lingular  favour; 
and  to  the  Clergy  he  looks  forward  with  confidence,  to  affift  him 
with  Church  Notes,  Epitaphs,  curious  extracts  from  their  Regif- 
ters,  Terriers,  interleaved  copies  of  Burton,  &c.  either  in  the 
method  already  pointed  out  by  his  friends,  or  in  any  more  eligible 
mode  that  may  occur  to  themfelves.  The  fmalleft  article  of  in- 
formation will  be  acceptable;  and  whatever  he  may  be  favoured 
with  fhall  be  duly  attended  to,  and  thankfully  acknowledged.

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ADDITIONS  TO  MR.  CARTE’S  ACCOUNT  OF  LEICESTER. 

P.  595.  A flight  Iketch  of  the  Jewry  wall,  delineated  by  Mr.  Bafs  in  1777,  and 
placed  as  a head-piece  to  the  prefect  page,  with  the  two  annexed  views  of  it  taken 
in  1786  by  Mr.  Pridden  (fee  plate  XXXIV.)  will  give  the  reader  a tolerable  idea 
of  its  prefent  Rate.  “ In  September  1777,"  fays  Mr.  Throlby,  fpeaking  of  Mr, 
Bafs  and  himfelf,  “ we  made  a drawing  ot  the  wall ; and  at  the  fame  time  I exa- 
mined the  woman  who  at  prefent  occupies  the  little  dwelling  fpoken  of  by  Mr. 
Carte,  if  flic  had  ever  feen  or  been  alked  for,  two  particular  Hones  X defcribed  to 
her;  but  was  unable  to  learn  any  thing  from  her  refpefting  them.  I then  examined 
the  infide  of  her  abode,  but  to  no  purpofe  ; but,  on  my  flriftly  examining  the  out- 
fide,  I found  the  laft  mentioned  nearly  covered  with  mortar,  which  I foon  picked 
off  with  a trowel,  to  the  extremity  of  the  Hone  on  all  tides.  For  the  infpedlion  of 
the  curious  reader,  I have  procured  an  engraving  of  this  flone,  and  added  to  it 
fomething  like  Mr.  Carte's  drawing,  which  he  made  with  his  pen,  of  the  other 
(fee  p.  609).  The  length  and  the  height  of  the  Jewry  wall  feem  to  have  undergone 
no  material  alteration  flnee  Mr.  Cane’s  time.  The  front  of  the  broken  part  towards 
the  little  dwelling,  rauft  be  differing  almoft  daily  by  the  heedlefs  boys  who  play  in 
the  church-yard  ; and  who,  to  (hew  their  dexterity  in  climbing,  often  attain  the 
fummit  by  the  help  of  projecting  Hones.  The  South  arch,  wherein  the  woman 
lives,  Teems  to  be  of  the  fame  magnitude  as  the  fecond  and  fourth  ; the  fecond  is 
thirteen  feet  high,  and  twelve  feet  wide;  the  third  is  a little  jutting  arch  four  feet 
over;  the  fourth  is  the  fame  as  the  fecond  ; the  fifth  is  twelve  feet  by  fix.  There 
are  fome  few  errors  in  Mr.  Carte’s  meafurement  of  the  layers  of  brick  and  flone,  or 
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elfe  I did  not  find  where  he  meafured.  When  I had  gained  admittance  into  the  gar- 
den on  the  Weft  fide,  where  I made  a drawing  of  an  arch*  that  feems  to  have  been 
over  the  entrance,  I found  the  wall,  in  its  thickeft  part,  to  be  feven  feet  over. 
This  front,  as  I will  call  it,  has  a very  different  appearance  to  the  view  in  the' 
church-yard  : its  furface  fomewhat  indicates  the  ou tilde  of  the  building,  in  which 
are  only  two  arches*,  and  they  do  not  in  the  lead  projeft  from  the  wall,  as  on  the 
other  fide.  That  which  I take  to  have  been  the  entrance,  is  made  with  two  rows 
of  brick  ; and  it  is  fingularly  curious  of  its  kind.  In  every  part  of  this  wall,  on  this 
fide  in  particular,  the  mortar  takes  up  as  much  fpace  as  the  brick ; the  reafon  cf 
which  is,  II  take  to  be,  its  being  made  of  gravel  indead  of  fand.  On  this  fide  the 
layers  of  brick  and  done  are  in  the  following  order,  from  the  furface  of  the  ground  : 
N'J  i — 4 rows  of  done  22  inches  high.  N°  8 — 3 rows  of  brick  9 inches  high. 


9 — 3 rows  of  done  12  inches. 

10 —  3 rows  of  brick  9 inches. 

11 —  2 rows  of  done  11  inches. 

12 —  3 rows  of  brick  9 inches. 

13 —  3 rows  of  done  1 5 inches. 


2 —  3 rows  of  brick  10  inches. 

3 —  3 rows  of  done  18  inches. 

4 —  3 rows  of  brick  10  inches. 

5— 3  rows  of  done  2 feet. 

6 —  3 rows  of  brick  10  inches. 

7 —  4 rows  of  done  22  inches. 

Among  which  are  about  fix  feet  of  ragged  done  and  brick,  whofe  front,  or  con- 
joined parts,  are  gone.  Being  defirous  of  learning  fomething  that  might  lead  to  a 
difcovery  of  its  former  magnitude,  I employed  fome  workmen  to  dig,  on  the  Ead 
fide,  tranfverfely,  and  in'  a right  diredion  with  the  wall,  thinking  to  find  a founda- 
tion, which  I intended  to  have  traced  to  its  extent ; but  it  no  where  continued  a 
foot  beyond  the  projecting  parts.  There  have  been  found  on  the  oppofite  fide,  be- 
tween this  wall  and  the  river,  which  is  near  a quarter  of  a mile,  drong  foundations 
in  various  places,  made  of  materials  refembling  the  bafe  of  this  wall ; but  I dare 
not  even  conje&ure  that  they  ever  had  any  connexion  with  it.  A temple,  dedicated 
to  Janus,  I have  not  a doubt,  was  built  in  St.  Nicholas’s  church-yard,  probably 
where  the  church  dands  -f.  Jewry  wall,  I think,  was  never  part  of  that  temple;  but 
yet  was  built  for  a place  of  facrifice  for  the  idolatrous  worfhipers  of  Janus ; and 
that  the  Holy-bones  was  a place  fet  apart  for  depofiting  the  bones  of  the  facrifices. 
This  admitted,  oun  we  wonder  that  no  traces  of  the  temple  are  to  be  found  ? The 
fpreading  of  the  Gofpel  Truth  could  not  fail  to  haden  its  annihilation  : for  we 
find,  that  where  its  powerful  influence  prevailed,  the  towering  temples  of  an  Hea- 
then world  flood  tottering  with  ufeleflnefs,  and  crumbling  into  irivifibility  ! The 
curious  reader  will,  I prefume,  view  that  venerable  pile  St.  Nicholas’s  church,  which 
was,  without  doubt,  built  out  of  the  remains  of  that  perilhing  ftru&ure,  Janus’s 
Temple.  If  there  be  nothing  in  it  to  attrad  the  incurious  paffenger,  yet  he  will 
in  beholding  it  contemplate  a part  of  that  which  was  adored  by  our  unenlightened 
fathers,  at  the  vad  fpace  of,  perhaps,  2000  years.  In  it  there  are  vifible,  rows  upon 
rows  of  drongly  cemented  bricks,  that  have  fpurned  at  the  devadations  of  time  i”

lowing remarks  by  Mr.  Bickerftaffe  : “ I think  it  obvious  that  the  creature  with 
horns,  as  copied  in  the  plate,  is  a flag;  and  to  conclude  the  larger  human  figure 
to  be  enamoured  of  a male  beajl>  is  no  fmall  abfurdity.  The  arrow  is  aimed  at  the 
head  of  the  flag,  not  at  the  fuppofed  inamorato ; yet  is  not  diicba’-gcd  from  the  bow. 
The  criminal,  I think,  is  thus  plainly  difiinguilhed ; and  the  rap  of  the  other  figure, 
fimilar  to  the  archer’s,  fhews  them  as  beings  of  the  fame  rmk  and  quality.  The 
figure  that  points  his  arrow  recalls  to  me  the  defeription  of  the  fyrnbols  of  Apollo’s 
vengeance  on  the  Greeks,  in  the  firft:  book  of  Homer : his  bow  and  arrow  are 
there  employed  for  nine  days,  to  fpread  the  plague  among  the  Greeks.  The  fame 
artillery  is  the  frequent  type  of  the  execution  of  the  wrath  of  the  true  God.  The 
attitude  and  pofture  of  the  greater  figure,  agreeably  to  Ovid’s  defeription  of  Diana 
and  Adceon,  views  him  afcance,  averted  and  crofs-legged,  her  hand  calling,  or 
having  caff,  its  contents  of  water,  as  the  transformation  has  taken  place.  The  pofture 
as  above  is  that  of  modefty  and  averfion.  Though  the  right  hand  in  the  drawing 
feems  in  contafl  with  the  bealt  ; it  appeared  to  me,  upwards  of  twenty  years 
ago,  at  a diftance ; and  the  two  hindermoft  legs  of  the  quadruped,  with  the 
rump,  I think,  beyond  the  human  figure.  When  l examined  it,  1 was  well  lighted 
by  Mr.Xooper,  then  owner  of  the  houfe  over  the  cellar  which  contains  the  pave- 
ment (now  Mr.  Worthington’s)  ; and  was  fatisfied,  and  have  no  reafon  fince  to  retraft 
my  opinion  in  the  minuteft  circumftance.  I equipped,  I recolleff,  my  companion 
with  a .copy  of  Addifon’s  tranflation  of  Aftseon’s  ftory,  as  perfe&ly  decifive  againfl 
Carte’s  conjeffure  about  a vindictive  Venus,  by  the  aid  of  Cupid,  caufmg  a pre- 
fumptuous  mortal,  for  detracting  from  her  beauty,  to  grow  enamoured  of  a beaft.— 
Mr.  Cooper  re-built,  and  metamorphofed  this  houfe,  with  the  adjoining  one,  into 
the  appearance  of  an  elegant  temple,  with  windows  truly  ecclefiaftical,  terminating 
at  top  pointedly ; a fteeple  only  being  wanting  to  compleat  the  deception  as  a church. 
The  capitals  of  the  portals  were  large  lignean  mitres,  between  which  my  old  friend, 
in  his  ufual  velvet  cap,  frequently  occupying  the  gate-way,  with  a look  fo  folemn  and 
venerable,  a pipe  in  his  hand,  always  gave  me  the  idea  of  a prieft  offering  incenfe.” 

P.  596.  A curious  fragment  of  mofaic  work,  not  more  than  a foot  over,  but 
fimilar  to  that  found  at  the  “ Water-houfe,”  now  “ Johnfon’s  building,”  was  taken 
up  by  the  late  fexton  of  St.  Martin’s,  when  digging  a grave  in  the  South  aile  of 
that  church,  about  1773. 

Ibid.  u Mr.  Wilkins/*  Mr.  Carte  tells  us  in  his  MSS.  “ was  employed,  about 
1685,  by  Mr.  Carter,  in  laying  pipes  for  the  water-works,  and  in  making  the  trench 
from  about  Redcrofs  ftreet,  down  to  the  elm-trees  towards  the  North  gate,  at  fome 
diftance  from  the  houfes  on  the  Weft  fide  of  the  ftreet.  The  trench  was  drawn 
along  by  the  fide  of  an  old  ftone  wall,  which  was  well  laid,  but,  as  he  faid,  fallen 
down  towards  the  houfes,  whereas  . indeed  it  was  fallen  from  the  houfes ; for  there  is 
no  doubt  but  it  was  this  fame  wall  which,  in  September  1716, 1 had  an  opportunity 
of  feeing  at  thefecond  houfe  beyond  the  lane  called  Blue-boar  lane,  where,  a cellar 
being  dug,  and  enlarged  towards  the  ftreet,  I obferved  that  there  was,  juft  even 
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with  the  front  of  the  houfe,  a wall  underground,  which  how  deep  it  was  is  uncer- 
tain (the  workmen  not  digging  to  the  foundation)  ; but  it  was  upright,  till  within 
about  a yard  of  the  prefent  furface  at  the  entrance  of  the  houfe.  It  was  about  four 
feet  thick,  confining  of  forelt  done,  and  Roman  brick,  with  much  mortar,  viz. 
about  two  feet  high,  of  done,  and  then  one,  and  fometimes  two  rows  of  Roman 
brick,  or  tile,  each  brick  being  an  inch  and  a half  thick,  twelve  inches  broad,  and 
eighteen  long.  The  upper  part  of  the  wall  was  call  down,  and  lay  declining 
towards  the  gutter;  and  feeing  that,  by  Mr.  Wilkins’s  account,  it  extended  as  far 
as  where  he  drew  the  trench  for  the  water-works,  1 judge  it  to  have  been  about 
four  yards  high  when  it  was  ereCL  In  the  ftreet,  the  earth  above  it  is  about  two 
feet  high,  and  under  it  there  is  a pavement  of  pebbles,  juft  like  that  of  the  dreet; 
fo  that  the  furface  of  the  earth  n raifed  up  two  yards  higher  than  it  was  when  that 
wall  was  cad  down.  In  April  1718,  in  digging  a cellar  for  a new  houfe  then  ereft- 
ing  at  the  entrance  into  the  Friars,  near  the  North  gate,  at  about  fix  feet  un- 
derground, there  was  found  an  earthen  jug,  holding  about  three  pints,  or  two  quarts, 
full  of  ancient  Roman  coin.  The  mouth  of  the  jug  lay  declining  towards  the  Well. 
The  chief  of  the  coin  were  taken  out  before  I had  notice  of  it ; thole  which  I faw 
were  of  a fort  of  copper,  fome  of  them  as  big  as  a copper  halfpenny,  but  mod  of 
them  no  bigger  than  a filver  two-pence.  Upon  weighing  three  parcels  of  them,  I 
found  that  fixteen,  eighteen,  or  twenty,  made  the  weight  of  an  ounce  avoirdu- 
poife.  Among  them  I obferved  the  coins-  of  Titus,  Trajan,  Dioclefian,  Con- 
dantine  the  Great,  Condantine  Junior,  Conllainius,  Valentinian,  Theodollus,  Gra- 
tian,  Arcadius,  and  Honorius.  The  jug  was  of  common  materials,  and  its  mouth 
about  an  inch  in  diameter,  and  there  were  no  urns,  or  other  thing  remarkable 
found  near  it.  L^pon  confidering  the  circumdances,  1 conjecture  that  it  was  depo* 
fited  in  the  earth  between  the  year  422,  when  Honorius  died,  and  449,  when  the 
Saxons  fird  came  into  this  land,  and  that  either  by  fome  inhabitant,  upon  apprehen- 
fion  of  the  approach  of  the  PiCfs  in  their  incurfions,  or  by  fome  Roman  ioldiers  going 
on  one  of  the  two  expeditions  that  were  made  in  that  interval  for  repelling  the  Pife, 
who  being  flain,  and  fo  not  returning  to  take  it  up  again,  it  remained  there  till  it 
was  difcovered  as  above  related.  Single  coins  alfo  have  been  found  in  feveral  parts 
of  the  town,  and  in  the  fields  about  it,  efpecially  on  the  North-wed  fide  near  the 
Fofs-way  ; and  urns  in  great  numbers  have  been  taken  up  in  the  brick-works  near 
the  horfe  fair,  on  the  South  of  the  town.” 

To  this  Mr.  Bickerftaffe  adds,  “ that  as  fome  workmen  were  lately  digging  a well  at 
the  fign  of  the  Recruiting  Serjeant,  near  St.  Nicholas’s  church,  at  the  depth  of  about 
eisht  yards  from  the  furface  of  the  ground,  they  difcovered  a plain  Roman  pave- 
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light! (h  dole  grain,  friable,  and  by  the  fide  of  it  a thick  wall  built  with 
that  of  the  Jewry  walls,  and  in  a direft  line  with  it.  About 
pavernenr,  in  frecdone  rubbifh,  was  found  a copper  coin  of  which 
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of  about  forty  yards  from  that  place,  in  the  fame  direction,  is  a houfe  by  the 
church-yard  fide,  the  foundation  of  whofe  cellar  (lands  on  the  faid  wail,  S.  W. 
of  the  church,  as  continued  under  the  ftreet,  from  the  public  houfe.  Another 
fubterraneous  wall  runs  towards  the  Wed,  of  the  fame  impenetrable  (lone,  in  a 
perfect  fquare  from  the  aforefaid,  which  fecond  wall  has  an  old  window-place  or  f rame. 
The  coin  was  found  twenty-four  feet  deep,  the  pavement  twenty-nine.  The  pub- 
lic-houfe  cellar  is  nine  feet  deep ; its  door  is  two  feet  lower  than  the  top  of  the 
wall,  which  continues  under  rifing  ground  till  it  paffes  under  the  other  cellar. 

P.  597.  The  following  obfervations  on  the  gates,  flreets,  bridges,  £cc.  of  Lei- 
cefter,  are  taken  from  detached  articles  communicated  by  Mr.  Bickerihiftc.  If 
they  are  faultily  arranged,  the  mi  (lake  mult  rather  be  imputed  to  the  Editor  than 
to  the  Contributor.  They  are  thrown  out  as  hints  for  further  invefligation. 

“ The  Eaft  and  Weft  gates  in  the  borough  of  Leicefter  are  not  diametrically 
oppofite,  as  the  South  and  North  are  ; there  may  be  at  lealt  fifty  yards  aberration 
from  a right  line. 

The  town's  breadth,  from  the  Eaft  gate  to  Bath  lane,  on  a level  with  the  Wed 
gate,  which  joins  the  bridge  of  its  own  name  at  the  end  of  the  town,  though 
there  are  feveral  houfes  on  the  field  fide  of  the  bridge,  is  not  half  a mile;  but, 
with  the  addition  of  the  Coal  hill  and  Belgrave  gate,  may  be  more  than  three  quar- 
ters, with  a fmall  departure  from  a right  direction. 

From  the  Bridge  to  the  Infirmary  is  a ftrait  range  of  upwards  of  a mile,  of  a good 
width. 

The  extent  of  ftreet  within  the  gates,  from  North  to  South,  is  near  half  a mile, 
which  delivers  you,  by  a kind  of  continuation,  to  the  South-gate  llreet  without, 
and  that  to  the  Horfe-pool  ftreet;  where  the  latter  begins,  is  not  known;  whereof 
the  Infirmary  in  the  chapel  clofe,  with  St.  Mary’s  work  houfe  on  its  North-eaft  fide, 
or  rather  the  Horfe-pool,  is  the  boundary.  The  chapel  well,  about  ten  yards  from 
the  chapel  clofe,  not  well  guarded  by  a wall  on  its  fide,  in  the  paffage  from  the 
ftreet,  though  large  and  deep,  occafioned  the  death  of  a poor  woman  very  lately ; 
it  paffes  by  a pipe  under  ground  behind  feveral  houfes,  the  inhabitants  of  which 
have  pierced  the  pipe  to  fupply  their  occafions,  to  the  public  horfe  trough,  which 
maintains,  by  its  fuperfluity,  the  Horfe-pool. 

This  ftreet,  or  thefe  ftreets,  beyond  the  South  gate,  is  a quarter  of  a mile. 

From  the  South  gate  to  the  Magazine  is  56  yards. 

From  the  Turret,  or  Round  Heads’  inn,  by  the  mount,  to  the  Mill  lane  wall,  by 
the  fecond  Magazine  where  the  breach  is,  facing  the  chapel  clofe,  is  251  yards. 

The  courfe  of  the  ftreet  from  the  South*  to  the  North  gate  ran  in  the  Roman 
times  as  it  does  now;  for  at  the  fecond  houfe  from  the  South  gate  within,  when 
re-building,  was  obferved,  about  two  yards  from  the  furface  of  the  earth,  a Roman 
floor,  on  the  South-weft  fide  of  the  ftreet  near  St.  Mary’s  church-yard.  The  houfe 
next  the  South  gate  has  a mantle-piece  in  the  back  chamber,  facing  the  Round 
Heads’  inn  in  the  Newark,  of  free-ftone,  of  the  fame  fa  Avion  and  extent  with  the 
latter’s  chamber  towards  the  mount.  The  other  fire  place,  no  doubt  a fiic-fimile, 
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in  the  next  room  at  the  faid  Round  Heads’  inn,  or  turret,  as  it  is  ftyled,  which 
may  be  nearly  parallel  with  the  South  gate  in  St.  Mary’s  parifh. 

Far  from  hence,  and  not  quite  oppofite  the  town  hall  lane  in  St.  Martin’s  parilh, 
is  another  Roman  work,  mofaic,  in  Mr.  Stephens’s  cellar,  on  the  fame  fide,  and 
a fort  of  ancient  ftair-cafe,  bordering  on  the  ftreet.  Then,  perhaps  as  much  far- 
ther, oppofite  St.  John’s  hofpital,  is  Diana  and  ACtaeon  (fee  p.  717)  in  Mr.  Wor- 
thington’s cellar,  AW  Saints  parifh.  The  North  gate  is  not  far  from  thence. 

On  the  other,  or  North-eaft  fide  of  the  ftreet,  under  Mr.  Chriftie’s  houfe,  next 
door  to  the  county  gaol,  juft  out  of  All  Saints,  and  near  the  old  crofs,  and  high 
ftreet,  many  Roman  coins  were  found.  On  the  fame  fide,  at  a good  diftance, 
and  not  quite  oppofite  St.  Mary’s  church  lane,  under  the  additions  to  the  late  Mifs 
Clarke’s  fair  manfion,  appeared  a Roman  pavement. 

The  Humberfton  gate  runs  on  the  back,  South-eaft,  of  the  Belgrave  gate;  yet 
not  commenfurate,  unlefs  one  fide  of  the  houfes  below  the  level  with  the  Cock- 
muck-hil),  bat  thinly  fet,  is  admitted  as  pari  of  the  ftreet,  and  St.  Margaret’s 
workhoufe  as  its  boundary. 

Sanby”  as  it  is  called,  or  “ Sanvy  Gate”  as  it  is  written,  is  fuppofed  to  be  a 
corruption  of  “ San&a  via  Gate,”  as  it  is  very  fpacious,  and  was  convenient  for  the 
folemn  proceflion>  from  the  churches  within  the  walls ; commencing  as  foon  as  you 
are  through  the  North  gate,  and  continuing  to  St.  Margaret’s  church-yard. 

St.  Margaret’s  confifts  entirely  of  fuburbs ; it  reaches  from  near  St.  Sunday’s 
Bridge,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  llreet,  all  Saints  ex  adverfo  ; and  it  parallels  with 
ir  through  the  Sanby  Gate,  or  Sancta  via  Gate,  as  it  leads  to  St.  Margaret’s  church; 
thence  bending  by  an  acute  angle  to  the  Church  Gate,  its  liberty  ; thence  entering 
the  Coal  Hill,  it  branches  into  the  Belgrave  Gate  and  Humberfton  Gate  ; but, 
palling  through  the  Coal  Hill  and  Gallow  Tree  Gate,  it  ftiil  claims  the  off-fide  the 
ftreet,  being  now  oppofite  St.  Martin’s  fide ; it  Hill  continues,  by  houfe  or  field, 
till  it  takes  in  a group  oFhoufes,  from  the  Hangman’s  Lane  fronting  the  Magazine, 
to  the  Mill-ftone  Lane  near  the  South  Gate,  a mile  in  extent,  here  oppofite  St. 
Mary’s  fide  of  the  ftreet. 

From  the  North  gate,  the  continuation,  under  the  title  of  North  Gate  Street,  to 
St.  Sunday’s  bridge,  is  at  leaft  a quarter  of  a mile,  befides  the  branches  immediately 
on  the  oppofite  end  of  St.  Sunday’s  bridge  toward  the  fields,  which  conftitute  Sr. 
Leonard’s  parilh,  and  are  called,  that  which  runs  W.  W.  by  S.  the  “ Wood  Gate*,” 
that  on  the  N.  N.  by  E.  the  “ Abbey  Gate,”  leading  to  the  abbey,  whofe  brick 
Wall  begins  near  its  extremity.  If  this  wall  was  built  by  a biftiop,  why  is  the 
efcutcheon  over'the  little  recefs  for  a feat  within  the  wall  by  the  way-fide  radiated 
like  a glory,  unlefs  as  a compliment  to  the  royal  blood  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter? 

The  lines  of  collateral  mounds  called  the  Raw  dykes  [fee  p.  *485,  and  a fmall 
plan  in  plate  XXX.l,  though  at  bottom  in  the  interval  with  the  field  chiefly,  do 
not  prefcnt  a fide  to  the  town,  but  to  the  Soar,  in  its  progrels  to  the  town,  opening 
towards  the  Infirmary  clofe,  and  could  neither  be  an  offence  or  defence  to  the  town; 
but  may  rather  countenance  the  conjecture,  that  it  was  “ a curfus.” 

St.  Sunday’s  bridge  has  8 wet  arches,  the  midmoff  high  and  wide ; two  more 
on  the  town  fide,  fmall  and  ufelefs,  obftructed  on  both  fides  by  dyers’  buildings, 

and 
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and  made-ground.  It  is  98  yards  1 foot  long,  5 yards  2 feet  wide  ; parapet  walls 
about  a yard  high,  their  thicknefs  1 foot  2 inches.  One  of  its  arches,  the  neareft 
the  town,  is  pointed,  the  other  nine  are  round.  I believe  thar,  when  the  two  dry 
arches  of  Sunday’s  Bridge  poffeffed  each  a ftream,  the  waters  fupplied  a channel, 
cr  wet  ditch,  on  the  South-eaft  edge  of  the  Abbey  meadow,  the  old  race-ground, 
as  the  other  arches  the  river,  or  North-well  current,  by  the  abbey,  and  it  became 
an  ifland,  in  the  manner  of  the  Old  Soar  and  Back  Soar,  whofe  water  circulates  here, 
running  off  by  the  North-weft  fide  of  Belgrave  through  its  bridge. 

Braunfion  gate  bridge,  over  a difcharge  from  the  Back  Soar,  is  51  yards;  in  the 
middle,  and  as  far  as  the  arches  extend,  3 yards  28  inches  wide  ; the  parapet  walls 
are  a yard  high  ; five  yards  and  three  quarters  wide,  at  the  North-weft  end,  which 
leads  to  the  town,  to  near  the  firft  arch.  Here  are  four  high  arches  pointed  at 
top,  25  yards  from  the  town  end  to  the  narrower  part.  This  bridge  is  in  St.  Ma- 
ry’s parifh  ; the  houfes  beyond  the  bridge,  towards  Braunfton,  being  yet  faid  to  be 
in  the  parifh  of  Bruntingthorp,  which  is  eight  or  nine  miles  diftant. 

The  Weft  bridge  over  the  Soar  has  four  high  arches.  It  is  forty  yards  long,  fix 
wide  on  both  fides  the  centre ; but  at  the  centre  five  yards  fix  inches ; its  parapet 
wall  is  alfo  unequal,  yet  on  an  average  may  be  four  feet  high  above  the  pavement. 
One  arch  is  pointed,  the  other  three  are  round.  From  this  bridge  to  Braunfton 
gate  bridge  is  204  yards,  inclining  to  the  South.  The  Weft  bridge  is  about  a 
bow  fhot  from  the  caftle  mill,  and  the  adjoining  cafile.  The  diftance  between 
Weft  bridge  and  Bow  bridge  is  about  145  yards  Wefterly. 

Bow  bridge,  well  clad  with  ivy,  confifts  only  of  one  arch,  ft  riding  from  the 
Friars  near  the  Weft  bridge,  over  a back  water  of  the  Soar,  to  the  clofe  or  garden 
called  “ Bow  church-yard  by  which  clofe,  on  the  paved  road  fide,  is  a conftant 
fpring  of  limpid  water,  titled  “ St.  Auftin’s  well,”  ftill  overflowing  with  contribu- 
tions to  the  back  water.  The  length  of  this  elegant  and  eafy  curved  arch  (fee 
plate  XXX.),  from  abutment  to  abutment,  is  ten  yards  and  a half ; the  breadth 
is  two  yards  thirteen  inches,  and  a half;  the  height  from  a middle  ftream  * to  the 
top  of  the  abutment  is  two  yards,  thirteen  inches,  and  a half;  the  elevatioh  or 
height,  from  the  ftream  in  the  centre  to  the  top  of  the  arch,  is  three  yards,  one 
foot,  ten  inches,  and  a half. 

A few  yards  South-eaft  of  Bow  bridge  is  another  bridge,  called  Bow  bridge 
likewife,  which  leads  from  Bow-church-yard  to  the  town,  confiding  of  five  arches 
rather  low,  which  receives  the  ftream  at  a ftnall  diftance  from  the  Braunfton  Gate 
bridge  to  deliver  it  to  Bow,  thence  to  pafs  at  a fmall  diftance  into  the  conflux 
of  the  Soar.  The  former  Bow  bridge,  confiding  of  one  arch,  only  ferved  to 
convey  paffengers  from  the  Friary  to  Bow  church,  and  is  without  parapet  walls; 
which  the  other  has,  feet  high,  where,  Baker’s  Chronicle  fays.  King  Richard's 
fpur  ftruck  ; and  the  event  was  conftrued  into  an  omen,  that  his  head  fhould  be 
bruifed  there.  The  length  of  this  bridge  is  23}  yards  ; the  breadth  of  it  about 
5 feet  4 inches : the  arches  are  round.  The  Bofworth,  Hinckley,  and  Coventry 

* By  “ middle  flream”  is  meant  a middle  height  of  water,  neither  high  nor  low. 
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road,  from  Leicefler,  is  over  the  Braunfton  Gate  bridge,  and  its  exigence  at  that 
time  might  be  doubted,  except  that  the  king  might  take  this,  i.  e.  Bow  bridge,  as 
a bye  way,  to  efcape  the  crowd  of  the  army,  which  yet  he  muft  rejoin  at  the 
other  end  of  the  lane,  beyond  Danet’s  Hall  garden. 

From  Bow  bridge  with  arches  to  St.  3 ufl in’s  well  is  74  yards.  This  well  is  three 
quarters  of  a yard  broad,  and  the  fame  in  length  within  its  inclofure.  The  depth 
of  its  water  from  the  lip  or  back  edging  on  the  earth,  where  it  commonly  overflows, 
is  half  a yard.  It  is  covered  with  a mill  flone,  and  incloied  with  flone  and  brick  on 
three  fides ; that  towards  Bow  bridge  and  the  town  is  open. 

The  common  breadth  of  the  road  by  the  terras  by  Danet’s  Hall  clofe,  called  a 
Roman  way,  feems  about  4 feet  in  a hollow  road  between  a regular  defcent  of  clofe 
ground  *,  from  this  bottom  to  the  furface  of  the  terras,  which  is  only  a part  of  the 
eafy  defcent,  is  14  feet  in  height  or  more.  The  breadth  of  this  terras  is  about  the 
fame  breadth  with  the  hollow  way,  that  is  14  feet;  the  terras  has  no  flone  furface, 
but  feems  an  eafy  continuation  of  the  clofes  on  its  Eafl  fide  towards  the  town. 

In  July  1 77 1,  the  workmen  making  a new  turnpike  road  from  Leicefter  to  Mel- 
ton found  near  Thurmafton,  and  not  far  from  where  the  prefent  Leicefter  road 
paffed  from  Fofs,  a heap  of  ftones  fee  in  lime  (the  lime  of  Barrow  from  a hard  dark 
blue  flone  is  reckoned  the  beft  in  England)  fo  hard  as  to  baffle  their  eagernefs  to 
clemolifh  it.  It  had  ferved  as  a bafe  to  a large  milliare  * three  feet  fix  inches  high, 
five  feet  feven  inches  round,  which  lay  by  it.  Whether  the  figures  in  the  fifth  line 
Hand  for  II  or  III  miles,  it  determines  the  ancient  name  of  Leicefler  to  have  been 
Rat#,  and  not  Rage*  It  is  the  oldeti  milliare  known  in  Britain  (the  others  begin- 
ning with  Philip),  as  well  as  the  firft  infeription  in  this  ifland.  After  it  had  remained 
fome  time  for  public  infpe£lion  at  the  turnpike  houfe  at  Thurmafton,  the  corpora- 
tion, conceiving  it  worthy  of  more  attention,  placed  it  near  the  Belgrave  gate  j,  and 
it  now  forms  the  centre  of  a neat  obelifk  lurmounted  with  a lamp. 

However  well-meant  the  placing  of  it  in  this  fituation  may  have  been,  the  total 
lofs  of  the  infeription  mufl  eventually  be  the  confequence.  The  parts  damaged  by 
the  workmen  when  it  was  firft  difeovered  are  aukwardly  fupplied  with  modern  ma* 
fonry,  whereby  the  chain  of  the  infeription  is  much  interrupted  ; and,  by  being  placed 
too  low,  feveral  of  the  letters  are  much  defaced,  and  the  rude  fcratches  of  modern 
Vandals  will  probably  in  no  long  time  eclipfe  every  trace  of  antiquity. 

Thefe  obfervations  will  appear  lamentably  evident  upon  referring  to  a view  of  it  in 
its  prefent  ftate,  Plate  XX X-  where  the  infeription,  with  all  its  late  acquired  injuries, 
is  given,  as  accurately  taken  by  Mr.  Pridden  in  April  1788.

f “ I imagine  the  feeming  “ H”  to  be  two  ones,  or  miles  from  Leicefler;  the  flone  might 
have  been  brought  nearer  to  Leicefler,  than  where  it  was  firft  eredted^,  before  it  was  interred, 
if  the  place  of  its  difeovery  was  fhort  of  two  Roman  miles.  The  town-wail,  which  ran  parallel 
with  the  Eaft  gate,  muft  be  more  than  the  third  of  a mile  to  the  end  of  the  Humberftone  gate, 
fo  called  fron!  its  leading  to  Humberftone.

+ The  following  infeription  on  a brafs  plate  records  the  date  of  its  removal : 

“ This  Roman  mile-ftene  was  found  in  the  road  near  Leicefler,  and  placed  here  at  the  ex- 
pence of  the  Corporation  at  large  in  the  mayoralty  cf  James  Biftiop,  Eiq.  in  1783.” 
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The  following  account  of  this  curiofity  was  communicated  to  the  Society  of  An- 
tiquaries in  1 7 S £ by  William  Bray,  Efq. 

“ Although  Antiquaries  in  general  agree  in  fuppofing  that  Leicefter  is  the  Rata 
Coritanorum  of  the  Romans,  yet  Camden  and  Bifhop  Gibfon*  fpeak  of  it  with  fome 
doubt.  Hoifley  fays  it  is  undoubtedly  fo,  and  endeavours  to  fix  it  by  the  dis- 
tances between  Venona , Rata,  and  Verumetum , as  mentioned  in  the  Itinerary  f, 
Stukeley  alarms  it,  without  aftigning  any  reafon  j.  A miliary  {tone  has  however 
been  lately  difeovered,  which  demonllrates  the  certainty  of  it.  The  Fofs  way  from 
Venonne  to  Newark  on  Trent  leaves  the  town  of  Leicefter  a little  on  the  right, 
croiTes  the  river  Soar  beyond  Belgrave,  and  comes  into  what  is  now  the  turnpike 
road  from  Leicefter  to  Melton  Mowbray  a little  before  it  reaches  the  village  of 
Thurmafton,  beyond  which  the  turnpike  leaves  it,  and  goes  off  on  the  right,  but 
the  Fol’s  way  continues  in  a ffraight  line  to  Newark.  On  the  fide  of  this  road 
where  the  turnpike  is  carried  along  the  Fofs  way,  about  two  miles  beyond  Lei- 
cester, there  was  a kind  of  ftepping  block,  little  noticed;  but  in  mending  the  road 
about  the  year  1773,  they  removed  the  earth  that  was  round  it,  and  by  fo  doing 
difeovered  a {tone  lying  at  the  foot  of  it,  for  which  it  had  ferved  as  a pedeffal. 
This  {tone  was  two  feet  ten  inches  long,  five  feet  five  inches  and  an  half  in  cir- 
cumference. On  it  is  the  infeription  copied  in  the  inciofed  drawing  §.  The  ffone 
is  of  a gritty  fort,  fuppofed  by  mafons  to  be  from  a quarry  in  Derbyfhire.  It  is 
preferved  in  the  garden  of  the  turnpike  houfe  near  the  place  where  it  was  found. 
The  letters  in  the  upper  line  are  four  inches  long;  in  the  others  but  three. 
The  fecond  and  third  lines  feem  to  have  been  continued  round  ir,  fome  traces  of 
letters  being  vifible  on  the  back  part.  The  two  flrokes  at  bottom  j|  probably 
denote  the  diftance  from  Rata  or  Leicefter,  with  which  it  agrees,  being  about  two 
miles.  It  feems  to  be  rather  extraordinary  that  Camden  fbould  be  at  a lots  to  dis- 
cover the  ftreet-way  from  Leicefler  to  Lincoln,  as  it  is  flill  vifible  in  many  places, 
is  well  known  in  the  country,  and  goes  in  a flraight  line  from  Thurmafton  to 
Newark  on  Trent.  It  is  paifable.  on  horfeback  in  a dry  feafon,  but  is  bad  to  tra- 
vel on  after  rain 

P.  598.  “ The  caftelle  ftonding  nere  the  Weft  bridge  at  this  tyme  a thing  of 

fmaul  effimation  : and  there  is  no  apparaunce  ocher  of  high  wauiles  or  dikes.  So 
that  I think  that  the  lodginges  that  now  be  there  were  made  fins  the  tyme  of  the 
Baions  war  in  Henry  the  ill.  tyme  ; and  great  likeli hocl  there  is  that  the  caftelle  was 
much  del  acid  in. Henry  the  II.  tyme,  when  the  wauiles  of  Leirceiler  wer  defacid. 

There  was  afore  the  conquefte  a collegiate  church  of  prebendes  infra  Cajlrum ; 
the  landes  wherof  gyven  by  Robert  Buffo,  er'e  of  Leirceftre,  to  the  abb  ay  of  cha- 
nons  made  by  him  w ithoute  toe  vvalles.  A new  church  of  the  refine w of  the  old 
prebendes  was  ereflcd  without  the  caftelle,  and  dedicate  to  S.  Marie,  as  the  olde

In  William  Charity's  rental,  p.  9c,  after  the  words  of  the  record  cited  by  Mr. 
Burton,  there  is  added,  u Notandum  quod  in  compofitione  inter  nos  Sc  abbatem 
de  Sandto  Ebrulfo  di&us  abbas  locavit  ad  perpetuam  firmam  omnes  decimas  garba- 
rum  de  commun*  comitis  Leyceftr*  de  South  Sc  Well. — In  carta  ordinationis  cano- 
nicorum  ecclefia?  San&ae  Marias  de  Caflro  fic  fcribitur : Univerfis  Sandas  Matris  ec- 
clefise  filiis  Robertus  comes  Leyceftr*  falutem.

As  I have  already  obferved  (fee  p.  598);  at  length  one  of  the  eight  canons  was 
made  dean.  He  and  the  reft  were  inftituted  by  the  abbot ; only  one  .that  was  vicar 
of  this  parifh  was  inftituted  by  the  bifhop ; but  that  was  afterwards  changed;  and, 
by  the  confent  ana  advice  of  the  bifhop  of  Lincoln,  the  abbot  and  convent  ordained, 
in  1400,  that  whofoever  for  the  future  ihould  be  dean,  or  facrift,  fhould  alfo  be 
vicar.  The  dean  was  bound  to  be  at  the  charge  of  fome  things  belonging  to  the

church, 
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^church,  and  the  parifhioners  of  others;  but  the  dean  often  gave  feverai  things  of 
his  good-wili.

The  chapel  of  St.  Sepulchre  extra  muros  belonged  to  the  canons  of  this  church. 

By  an  old  book  of  the  churchwardens’  accompts,  which  fince  I faw  it  is  faid  to 
be  loft,  1 had  that  Thomas  Derby  was  dean  from  1488  till  1514,  in  which,  or  the 
next 'year,  he  was  fucceeded  by  Sir  John  Pegfal,  or  Pycfale,  for  in  1515  he  prefided 
in  taking  the  churchwardens’  accompts,  and  died  in  1520,  when  the  churchwar- 
dens received  for  the  death  of  the  dean  8s. ; and  in  1521,  for  the  death  of  Mr. 
Pecca^,  dean,  4s.  The  laft  dean,  as  I fuppofe,  was  Ralph  Cockley,  who 
*is  mentioned  in  the  following  return  made  by  the  commiflioners  for  taking  the 
valuation  .preparative  to  the  Diffolution,  which  fhews  alfo  the  ftate  of  the  Vicarage 
at  that  period :

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“ The  faid  college  was  founded  by  Robert  earle  of  Leicefter  for  the  fyndyng- 
of  ten  priefts  for  ever,  to  fing  mafs,  and  to  pray  for  the  fouls  of  the  faid  founder 
within  the  parifh  church  of  our  Lady.  Howbeit  there  be  at  thefe  prefents  but  fe- 
ven  of  the  faid  priefts  now  refydent  there,  fo  that  there  is  no  fomme  voyde  ; and 
there  be  within  the  fame  parifh  fix  houfelyng  people;  and  there  ys  a manfion  houfe 
for  all  the  faid  priefts,  which  is  before  valued;  alfo  the  faid  college  church  is  within 
the  parifh  church  of  Our  Lady,  where  there  ys  a vicar  endowed,  and  hath  a pen- 
tion  of  the  King’s  Majefty  of  vmi.  by  the  yeare,.  by  reafon  of  the  diffolution  of 
the  monafterie  of  Leicefter,  and  hath  no  other  profytts  but  only  hys  manfion  houfe 
and  a little  garden,  fee  upon  the  Weft  part  of  the  faid  college,  next  to  Gunne 
dyke.  Alfo  there  hath  no  lands  or  other  poffeffions  to  the  fame  belonging  fold  or 
inynyfhed  fythen  the  tyme  before  limited  nor  no  jewels,,  plate,  ornaments,  or  other 
moveable  goods,  to  the  fame  appertaining.” 

The  revenues  of  this  college  were  dfemifed  to  Edward  Holt,  Efq.  by  Queen  Eli 
zabeth  ; and  at  length  by  her  granted,  with  other  things  to  the  corporation  of  Lei- 
cefter in  fee-farm,  and  under  that  title  are  fpecifxed  in  the  chamberlain’s  accompts 
annually. 

The  corporation,  being  entitled  to  all  the  profits  which  the  dean  and  canons  en* 
joyed,  had  confequently  the  church-yard,  the  fmall  tithes,  and  offerings,  which  in  other 
places  belong  to  the  vicar ; fo  that  the  vicar  here  had  nothing  to  depend  on  for  his 
fubfiftence,  but  a fmall  penfion  of  81.  a year  from  the  Crown,  and  the  voluntary 
contributions  of  the  parifhioners.  But  Aug.  13,  1 Jac.  I*  the  corporation  agreed 
that  Mr.  Jeffon  Cl3rke,  ftipendiary  minifter  of  the  parifh  church  of  Sr.  Mary,  fhould 
be  tenant  to  the  town  of  the  Eafter-book,  or  duties  of  St.  Mary’s  parifh,  and  of 
the  tithe-pigs,  and  chrifoms,  as  Richard  Normond  had  them,  and  fhould  alfo  have 
the  mortuaries  from  Michaelmas  following,  from  year  to  year,  upon  his  honeft  be- 
haviour during  the  town's  pleafure,  not  exacting  any  tithes  in  other  fort  than  here- 
tofore  they  have  been  paid  at  Eafter,  paying  yearly  to  the  town  upon  Tuefday  in 
Eafter  week  40s.  -At  length  the  town  granted  to  the  vicar  of  St.  Mary's  iol.  a year, 
to  be  paid  him  by  the  chamberlains.  And  the  vicar  having  no  houfe  belonging  to 
him,  one  M s.  Lacy  offered  the  parifh  of  St.  Mary,  upon  their  paying  her  20 1. 
to  fettle  on  the  vicars  for  ever  the  houfe  late  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Jofeph 
Bond,  vicar  of  the  faid  p2riflv;  whereupon,  March  12,  1679.,  32  Car.  II.  at  the 
petition  of  the  parifh,  the  town  granted  them  5I.  out  of  the  chamber  of  the  town, 
towards  the  payment  of  it.  And  Aug.  13,  1706,  at  a common  hall,  it  was  ordered 
that  Mr.  Fox  (the  vicar)  fhould  have  the  rent  of  St.  Mary’s  churchward  till  the 
end  of  Mr.  Wilkins’s  leafe;  and  after  that  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  church -yard 
fo  long  as  the  hall  fhould  think  fit-,  and  on  June  10,  1709,  it  was  again  ordered 
that  Mr.  Fox,  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  fhould  be  tenant  of  St.  Mary’s  church-yard, 
payirg  yearly  for  the  fame  10s.  and  enjoy  it  during  the  pleafure  of  the  hall ; and 
that  the  3s.  4d.  charged  on  him  for  the  Eafter  book,  and  other  dues  of.  the  parifh, 
fhould  not  for  the  future  be  fuperfeded,  but  that  he  fhould  pay  the  fame ; but  at 
the  fame  time  it  was  ordered  that  he  fhould  be  paid  by  the  chamberlains  13s.  4d* 
over  and  above  the  10s.  already  granted  him  during  the  pleafure.  of  the  hall 

Whereas 
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Whereas  the  deans  voluntarily  did  fevera!  things  for  the  ufe  and  ornament  of 
the  church,  there  is  entered,  in  the  churchwardens’  accompts  of  1498,  a memoran- 
dum, “ quod  non  pertinet  ad  decanum  ad  folvendum,  neque  pro  reparatione  veffimen- 
torum  neque  pro  lotione  eorum,  neque  pro  organis,  neque  pro  reparatione  librorutn 
neque  caparum,  fed  tamen  ad  inveniendum  thus,  fummum  altare,  firumentum  ec- 
cleiice  & unum  creffet  de  cebo  [I  fuppofe  de  febo]  ardente  a fefto  Omnium 
Sanflorum  ufque  ad  purificauonem  Beatse  Marias  in  no£tej  & propter  hoc  recipit 
annuatim  de  auditore  Domini  Regis  10s.” 

In  this  church  there  were  five  folemnities  on  which  oblations  were  made,  and  on 
the  lame  days  there  were  gatherings  for  church  work,  ad  opus  fabricae  ecclefise, 
viz.  on  the  day  of  dedication  of  the  church,  otherwife  called  the  Church  holy-day, 
on  the  day  of  the  Alfumption  of  the  Blefied  Virgin,  on  All  Saints  day,  at  Chriftmas, 
and  at  Eafter.  They  ufed  to  have  church  ales,  and  the  profit  made  by  them  was 
accounted  for  by  the  churchwardens.  Thefe  were  frequent  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  Seventh,  but  feem  to  have  been  left  off  in  the  time  of  Henry  the  Eighth  in  a 
great  meafure.  The  vedments,  altar-cloths,  and  other  utenfils  ufed  in  the  church, 
were  hallowed  in  the  abbey,  for  which  a fmall  fee  was  paid. 

Adjoining  to  this  church  was  a veftry,  and  under  it  St.  Anne’s  chapel:  both  of 
them  dated.  In  St.  Anne’s  chapel  was  an  altar  and  feveral  images,  and  three  tables 
of  alabader. 

In  the  church  itfelf  the  high  altar  had  a lamp  before  it,  and  candlefticks  belong- 
ing to  it5  and  a canopy  over  it.  The  images  in  it  were  the  Rood  and  another 
Crucifix,  Mary  and  John,  the  Virgin  Mary,  St.  James,  St.  Hugo,  St.  George,  &c. 
a^reprefentation  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  another  of  the  five  wounds,  before  which 
there  was  a light  burning. 

The  church  being  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  her  image  was  more  efpecially  adorned 
with  cloaths,  and  a crown,  and  placed  in  a tabernacle,  with  a candledick  and  light 
before  it,  and  a table  -reprefenting  her  coronation. 

At  the  Eaft  end  of  the  South  aile  was  that  called  the  Great  choir,  alias  Trinity 
choir  * in  this  there  were  new  defks  made,  in  1495,  with  little  images  before  them, 
for  the  expence  whereof  colledtions  were  made  of  the  parilhioners  every  Sunday 
fucceffively  that  year.  The  fame  year  the  done  of  Lord  Hadings’s  arms  was  placed 
in  the  South  wall  of  the  nave  of  the  church,  where  it  {till  remains*.  See  Plate 
XXXI.  fig.  3. 

In  the  year  1439,  at  Chridmas,  the  parifhioners  agreed  that  feats  (hould  be  made 
in  the  nave  of  the  church,  for  which  purpofe  a colle&ion  was  made  of  what  every 
one  pleafed  to  give  every  Sunday,  from  Chriftmas  till  Midfummer;  and  fo  likewtfe 
in  the  following  year. 

* li  There  is  in  this  church,  on  the  wall  facing  the  North-wed  door  in  the  nave,  a done  ledge,  or 
pent-houfe,  over  a circular  fillet  or  garter,  circumfcribed  with  a motto,  fuppofed  to  be  “ Honi 

foit  qui  mal  y penfe,”  including  a maunch,  and  topped  by  a bull’s  head  ; I apprehend  it  is  the 
earl  of  Huntingdon’s  arms.  Francis  earl  of  Huntingdon  was  by  Edward  VI.  condituted  a knight 
of  the  Garter.  This  town  was  favoured  with  benefactions  from  that  family,  who  poflefs  a pri- 
tUege  of  appointing  a bailiff,  I thiuk,  alternately,  W.  B.

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In  1491  Mr.  Mayor’s  pew  was  made. 

In  1525  the  church  porch  was  built. 

I find,  in  the  churchwardens’  accompts,  that  on  Dec.  1,  1560,  3 Eliz.  there 
was  delivered  to  the  churchwardens  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  4th  of  September, 
in  the  30th  year  of  Henry  the  Eighth’s  reign,  fealed  with  the  feal  of  the  college 
of  St.  Mary  *,  for  a houfe  and  garden,  which  was  bought  out  of  the  church  flock* 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  prieft.  How  this  Houfe  and  garden  came  to  be  alienated 
does  not  appear,  but  fo  in  fa&  it  was. 

1377,  Dec.  22,  there  was  a parifh  meeting,,  a;  which  the  churchwardens  gave 
up  their  accompts,  and  new  ones  were  chofen.  At  this  accompt  it  was  agreed  by 
the  whole  confent  of  the  afTembly  there,  that  thirteen  of  the  chief  of  the  parifh 
Should  be  chofen,  to  fet  order  for  fuch  things  as  (hall  be  done  for  the  church  behoof  ; 
and  without  the  confent  of  them,  or  moft  part  of  them,  as  concerning  the  church- 
work,  charges  at  vifitation,  and  fuch  like,  nothing  fhould  be  done.  The  names  of 
the  thirteen  then  chofen  we**e,  Mr.  Danet,  Mr.  Ruding,  Mr.  Worfhip,  Mr.  Lud- 
lam,  Robert  Burftal,  Henry  Newbold,  Thomas  Chamberleynr  Thomas  Worthe* 
John  Worfhip,  John  Walker,  John  Wright,  William  Taylor,  Robert  Nyx. 

On  Dec.  13,  1584,  they  made  feveral  Handing  orders  for  the  better  government 
of  the  parifh.  The  three  firfl,  concerning  the  clerk  and  fexton,  regulating  the  time 
and  manner  of  their  ringing  for  prayers  on  Sundays,  holydays,  and  their  evens, 
and  enjoining  their  attendance  on  and  dutiful  behaviour  towards  the  minifler ; by 
the  fourth,  every  of  the  thirteen  abfent  from  church  accompt,  or  quarterly  meetings 
when  warned,  forfeits  is.;  by  the  fifth,  fuch  poor  as  being  able  and  come  not  to 
church  on  Wednefdays  and  Fridays,  are  to  have  no  relief;  by  the  fixth,  they  de- 
termine a certain  fum  to  be  gathered  by  the  churchwardens,  or  levied  by  the  thir- 
teen, to  mend  the  minifler’s  wages ; by  the  feventh,  they  oblige  every  parifh  ioner 
and  inmate  to  pay,  yearly,  quarterly,  monthly,  or  weekly,  what  fhall  be  levied  on 
them  by  the  thirteen,  or  feven  of  them,  towards  relieving  the  poor,  mending  the 
minifler’s  wages,  to  the  clerk,  and  other  duties,  on  pain  ofis.  for  every  default;  by 
the  eighth,  every  houfeholder  is  obliged  to  pay,  or  fee  to  be  paid,  for  his  in- 
mates, what  they  fhall  be  levied  at  for  the  purposes  aforefaid,  on  pain  of  is*  for 
every  default.  All  the  forfeitures  are  to  be  applied  ij  the  poor  man’s  box. 

In  the  great  South  aile,  at  the  Eafl  end,  called  Trinity  choir,  was  founded  a gild,, 
cr  fraternity,  called  Trinity  gild.  It  was  founded  by  Sir  Richard  Sacheverel,  kntv 
and  the  good  Lady  Hungerford.  Lady  Hungerford  was  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
Thomas  Hungerford  (fon  of  Robert,  fon  of  Walter  lord  Hungerford),  and  was 
married  to  Edward  lord  Haflings,  who  died  Nov.  8,  22  Elen.  VIE  leaving  iflue  by 
her,  George,  the  firfl  earl  of  Huntingdon.  After  her  firfl  husband’s  death,  flie 
was  married  to  Sir  Richard  Sacheverel  (fon  of  Ralph  Sacheverel,  of  Hopweil  in 
Derbyfhire),  who  died  25  Hen.  VIII.  and  both  he  and  his  lady  were  buried  in  the 
church  of  the  Newark.  This  gild  ufed  to  make  four  gatherings  in  a year  of  the 
brethren  and  fillers  belonging  to  it  in  the  church,  for  defraying  the  expenccs  or

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It,  which  confided  chiefly  in  the  wages  for  their  pried,  which  was  paid  quarterly* 
and  their  feafts,  the  chief  of  which  was  a dinner  on  Trinity  Sunday  ; befide  which 
they  had  a fupper  that  evening,  and  a breakfafl  next  day,  when  the  officers  gave 
up  their  accompts,  and  new  ones  were  chofen  for  the  year  enfuing.  The  officers 
were  a Reward  and  two  wardens  ; but  after  r 5 1 £ four  wardens.  The  firR  I have 
met  with  were  Mr.  John  YVhatton,  Reward,  and  John  Chamberleyn  and  Richard 
Morgan,  wardens,  who  gave  up  their  accompt  in  1508,  when  Trinity  Sunday  hap- 
pened'cn  the  18th  of  June;  by  their  accompt  it  appears  that  a dozen  of  ale  cod 
2od.  a fat  wether  2s.  4c].  feven  lambs  7s.  fourteen  goflings  4s.  8d.  fifteen  capons  5s. 
thirty  chickens  23d.  two  gallons  of  cream  8d,  a gallon  of  honey  and  a quart  iod. 
three  quarters  of  charcoal  13d.  half  a quarter  of  malt  23,  a bufhel  of  wheat  meal 
and  a peck  22d;  fourteen  geele  4s.  3d.  twelve  capons  4s.  two  load  of  wood  2 2d. 
four  gallons  of  milled,  for  a pig  3d.  &c.  &c.  The  gild  had  a flock  of  9I.  13s.  4d. 
which  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Reward  and  wardens,  who  thereupon  engaged 
to  make  the  dinner  on  Trinity  Sunday,  1 5 1 1 , at  their  own  coR  and  charges,  which 
they  did,  and  next  day  paid  in  that  Rock,  and  gave  account  of  what  had  been  ga- 
thered at  the  feveral  collections  from  the  brethren  and  fitters,  which  example  was 
followed  by  their  fucceffors,  by  which  means  the  flock  increafed  in  1517  to  20I. 
In  1512.  it  is  faid,  “ Omnia  erant  cara  ; modium  frumenti  i8d.”  In  1514  the 
lady  Mary  Hungerford  and  Sir  Richard  Sacheverel,  knt.  were  piefent  at  the 
dinner,  and  gave  them  20I.  A table  was  ordered  to  be  made  with  the  names  of  all 
the  brethren  and  fiflers,  quick  and  dead,  which  was  to  Rand  on  the  Trinity  altar* 
Mr.  William  WigAon  was  a witnefs  to  the  accompts  puffed  in  the  years  1518  and 
1519;  which  lafl  year  Richard  Brokesby,  dean  of  Haflings,  and  chaplain  to  King 
Henry  VIII.  was  chofen  Reward*”  Thus  far  principally  from  Mr.  Carte’s  MSS. 

“ From  the  level  of  the  South  wall  of  this  church,”  adds  Mr.  Bickerflaffe,  “ near 
its  centre,  and  coeval  with  it,  is  a-  ciofet,  formed  partly  by  a protuberance,  with 
loop-holes,  or  oblong  apertures  in  front,  looking  into  the  church-yard ; backed, 
a few  years  ago,  by  a door,  which  I well  remember  opening  into  the  church  ^ 
called  by  tradition  “ Little  Eafe,”  fuppofed  to  have  been  a place  of  difeipline  ; where 
fcarcely  above  one  at  a time  could  be  admitted  ; and  that  only  in  an  erecl  poflure*.

more  in  compafs  than  the  fquare  of  a tall  man’s  length  ; wherein  he  detained  fuch  as  offended 
him  ; fome  for  divers  months,  others  for  many  years  together.” — “ Whether  Lewis,  in  entertain- 
ing the  invention  of  iron  cages,  and  the  life  which  he  made  of  them  , or  John  Balve,  the  Car- 
dinal, which,  to  pleafe  his  fevere  humour,  firft  invented  them  ; were  more  faultie,  I cannot  tell, 
nor  will  I difpute;  the  rule  of  retaliation  was  more  confpicuouily  remarkable  in  the  Cardinal, 
for,  as  Cominaeus  tells  us  (who  himfelf  lodged  eight  months  in  one  of  them),  the  Cardinal 
was,  by  Lewis’s  command,  detained  prfoner  fourteen  years  together,  in  the  firlt  that  was  matte*

“ A law  more  juft  than  this  can  not  be  fet, 

Which  cruel  fkill  doth  catch  in  its  own  net.” 
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On  the  floor  of  the  corporation  chancel  * as  it  is  called,  for  they  repair  it  and  pre- 
fent  to  the  feats;  I have  obferved  of  old,  feveral  bricks,  or  tiles,  infcribed,  or 
rather  incruftated,  with  the  letter  CO,  a Saxon  charafter.  Tuefday,  Augaifl,  1786., 
half  an  hour  before  the  ledhire-fermon,  which  the  fleeple  announces  at  6 in  the  af- 
ternoon, I got  the  clerk  to  attift  me  in  the  invettigation  ; and  we  prefently  found 
three  bricks,  bearing  the  letter  03,  Saxon,  equilateral,  four  inches  and  a quarter 
oveV  each;  another,  carrying- the  common  capital  L-,  One  we  took  up  was  aninch 
deep,  or  thick,  above  its  incru Ration  of  mortar,  retting  on  the  loofe  earth.  Fre- 
quent interments; have  demolished,  or  difperfed,  many  others.  The  CO  aforefaid  I 
take  to  be  the  initial  of  municipium , the  borough,  and  the  Lfor  Lticeftria , as  they 
are  on  feparatefqnares.  A few  more  of  thefe  bricks  were  * decorated  with  a re* 
femblance  more  of  cinquefoils,  an  article  in  the  town  arms,  than  . of  fleurs-de-lys.  A 
cmquefoil  is  at  the  head  of  the  infcription  over  Boroughe’s  grave  (p.  73 as  a token 
that  the  interment  was  acknowledged  to  be  within  the  privilege  of  the  corporation, 
who  changed  the  old  mud  church  wall,  which  I knew,  into  brick  ; and  let  the 
church-yard  to  a publican,  for  about  three  guineas  a year,  whofe  back  door  enters 
it,  and  who  at  fairs  occupies  it  with  a multitude  of  cattle  of  all  denominations,  to 
the,  detriment  of  the  graves  and  flones,  againtt  the  idea  of  confecrated  ground  fet 
apart  from  common  ufe. 

In  the  chancel,  fome  yeaFS  ago,  a pewter  plate  was  dug  up,  jagged  like  ra- 
dii or  a glory,  far  in  from  the  circular  extremities.;  .and,  to  the  beft  of  my  me- 
mory, in  the  oalix,  otherwife  well  preferved,  was  a breach,  orbicular,  about  the 
dimenfionof  a fhilling,  pointed  with  a right  line,  alfo  patting  through  diametrically, 
about  an  inchdndength,*,  its  width  the  thicknefs  of  a crown-piece  ; conjetttured  to 
have  been  laid s charged  with  fait,  on -the  bread  of  a deceafed,  and  forgotten  to  be 
withdrawn 

On  the 'left  of  the  pulpit  flairs,  as  you  afcend,  and  clofe  to  them,  are  three  com- 
pafs  feats  adjoining,  or  in  one  frame;  that  which  takes  the  right  of  the  other  two, 
when,  occupied,  has  a turn-up  fitting-board,  decorated  with  a femi-circle  ex  adverfo, 
i.  e.  under,  in  alto  relievo,  over  a tree,  well  ftemmed,  and  well  cluttered  with  berries, 
like  grapes.  A fimilar  frame,  of  three  feats,  is  near  the  landing  of  theTouth  gal- 
lery 'flairs  at  St.  Martin’s;  and  fomething  of  the  fame  kind  in  St.  Margaret’s  chanceL 

In  the  chancel  window  are  the  three  lions  of  England  on  glafs. 

In  another  window  was  a Ihield,  bearing  gironne  of  fix  pieces  Or  and  Sable,- on 
^quarter  Gules,  a mullet  Argent  +. 

Byng’s  wind  §,  1757,  blew  out  a fleeple  window  of  this . church,  and  much  da- 
maged ; the  reft  of  .the  fleeple,  which  was  that  year  repaired,  entirely  lined  with

| On  the  day  of  Admiral  Byng’s  execution,  March  14,  1757,  it  blew  a prodigious  hard  gale. 
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brick,  girt  with  five  braces  of  iron,  and  (Lengthened  with  perpendiculars  of  the 
fame  metal,  for  1 iot. 

The  faid  fieeple  was  (truck  by  lightning  June  15,  1763  ; and  repaired  the  fame 
year,  at  the  expence  of  Sot.  John  Orem,  Thomas  Goodrich,  churchwardens. 

In  the  dreadful  thunder-ftorm,  July  10,  1783,  the  lightning  (truck  the  highefl 
fteeple  window,  N.  E.  cracked  the  inclofed  brick  work,  and  difeharged  the  free- 
itone  (hell,  which  was  half  a foot  thick,  down  to  the  next  window  inclufive,  up- 
wards of  fix  yards  perpendicularly;,  and  nearly,  a yard  broad  all  the  way,  fplitting 
the  (tone-work  as  low  as  the  battlements  ; part  of  whofe  wall,  N.  E.  palfed  with 
the  other  fragments  through  the  leads  into  the  church;  whofe  roof  was  repaired  at 
46I.'  expence  ; and  the  fpire.  taken  down  and  re-built  by  Mr.  Chefhire  for  the  fum 
of  245!.  1 os.  exclufive  of  the  old  materials.  The  (teeple  was  61  yards  from  tke 
ground  ; 25  yards  and  a foot  from  the  battlements:  the  fame -proportion  to  be  ob- 
ferved  in  the  new  ere&ion,  with  additional  decorations,  to  the  battlements.”

In  the  veflry  of  this  church  is  a kind  of  prefs,  called  an  Ark,  containing  feven 
cranes  for  the  purpofe  of  hanging  up  the  veftments  of  the  canons.  There  is  a 
locket  for  the  eighth  crane,  which  is  loft.

This  Richard  I take  to  be  the  fame 
that  yn  thofc  dayes,  as  it  apperith  by  his  workes,  was  a greate  clerke.  Befide 
this  grave  I faw  few  thinges  there  of  any  auncient  memorie  within  the  chirch  f.” 

“ In  this  church  Iyeth  buried  the  virtuous  lady,  and  moft  worthy  of  all  honour, 
Mabell,  late  wife  of  Sir  Henry  Hafiings,  knight,  fonne  of  Sir  Edward  Ha  flings, 
knight,  third  fonne  of  Francis  earle  of  Huntington.

Vert,  a fefs  between  three  roundels  Ar- 
gent; 3.  Sable,  crufuly  fitchy  three  fleurs  de  lis  Argent,  a canton  Ermine,  with 
this  inlcription  : “ Flic  jacet  Ricardus  Rudinges,  Arm.  qui  ohiit  8 Od:.

At  the  Weft  end  of  the  old  chancel,  near  the  feat  at  the  bottom  of  the  pulpit 
Hairs,  lay  formerly  a ftone,  not  quite  two  feet  broad,  and  three  feet  two  inches 
long,  with  the  figure  of  a prieft  delineated  on  it  * ; and  round’ it  this  infeription:

This,  ftone  has  been  lately  tranfpofed,  and  ftolen  fomewhat  further  into  the  chan* 
cel ; changing  place  with  a larger  and  darker  one,  five  feet  feven  inches,  and  a half 
long,  two  feet  four  inches  and  a half  wide,  which  bears  a tall  broad  crofs;  a Bible 
on  its  right,  on  its  left  a chalice ; at  its  foot,  under  a curious  bafe,  a fliortand 
imperfedt  infeription  (fee  plate  XXX.  fig.  1.):

This  iVlr.Thomas Gee  was  preacher  at  the  great  or  Prefbyterian  meeting  near  the  But 
clofe;  and,  as  Mr.  Bickerftaffe’s  mother  informed  him,  firft  introduced  the  Lord’s 
prayer  in  his  miniftry.  Before  this  erection,  their  houfe  of  wor-fhip  was,  what  is  now 
a barn  in  Bonner’s  lane  by  the  Horfepool  ftreet ; and  a ludicrous  exploit,  more  merry 
than  wife,  was  thereatchieved,  it  was  laid,  by  a ’fquire  Franks  and  his  fellows.  Franks 
married  Sir  Richard  Levet’s  daughter,  lord  mayor  of  London  in  1 7 15,  and  built  her 
an.  elegant  manflon  in  the  Newark,  that  which  is  occupied  by  the  Bunneys,  at  an  eafy 
diftance  and  communication  with  the  feat* of  the  frolic  ; where  the  clerk,  taking  his 
paper  from  the  ufual  place,  prepared  to  fmg,  giving  out,  “ God  profper  long  our 

noble  King,  our  lives  and  fafeties  all — Very — very  good  ! Simon,”  exclaimed 
his  mafter  ; but  when  he  proceeded,  “ A woeful  hunting  there  did  once  y’  hg. 
heard,  44  Hold,, hold, . Simon,  no  hunting  1” 

Under  the  great  table  of  benefactions,  on  a neat  fmall  tablet : 

“ Mrs.  Lucy  Fownes  was  buried  in  this  church  May  6,  1716,  who  by  her  laft

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Not  quite  oppofite,  and  on  a fair  marble,  on  a wall  that  parts  the  pul- 
pit flairs  from  the  South  aile,  is  this  infcription  ; in  which,  why  “ Neworks”  is 
adopted  for  the  old  term  Newark”  I cannot  conceive.  But  take  the  epitaphs 
and  with  it  my  authorities,  from  the  old  regifter,  againft  the  innovation  :

They  were  ferved  from  the  caftie-mill,  where  remain  in  the  wall 
pot  pipes — the  water  houfe  pump,  as  it  is  yet  called,  in  St.  Martin’s  parifh,  adjoining  to  St.  Mary’s. 
Wilkins  was  a man  of  many  fchemes,  a moil  mechanical  genius.  He  entertained  journeymen  in 
various  profeflions.  All  the  houfes  in  Leicefier  faced  with  imagery  and  other  external  decorations 
were  the  adts  of  his  people.  His  genius  was  unbounded  ; he  projected  an  apparatus,  or  compli- 
cated machine,  to  few  and  harrow,  if  not  plough,  at  the  fame. time;  he Teemed  to  poffefs  no 
fmail  portion  of  a like  fpirit  with  the  mechanical  BifhOp  his  name-fake.  It  was  reported  that  the 
corporation  were  jealous  of  his  abilities,  and  dared  not  truft  him  with  a whole  year’s  mayoralty; 
but  he  was  once  fupplemental  mayor  of  Leicefier,  and  found  means  to  detach  fome  property  of 
the  corporation.  He  perfuadcd  his  brethren  to  part  with  feme  land  in  different  places,  for  a 
consideration  he  held  forth  ; part  .of  which  he  re-fold  to  St,  Mary’s  parifh,  to  build  a workhbufe 
with  garden-ground.  The  remaining  fpot  at  the  end  of  this  was  offered  to  my  father  by  Wilkins's 
eldeft  fon,  after  his  father’s^ deceafe ; hulas  the. writings  to  the  title  to  this  were  wanting,  it  lay 
a long  time  unappropriated  and  wafte.  The  heads  of  the  claiming  family,  two  brothers,  dying 
jn  untoward  circumftances,  after  having  lacnficed  on  the  altar  of  Lris,  contention,  the  whole  of 
their  patrimony;  the  fpot  we  advert  to,  having  many  years  after  their  deaths- been  un -occu- 
pied, is  of  late  mounded  and  cultivated.**  W.  B.

Su  Margaret's,  which  latter  is  extra-mural,  and  includes  the  greateft  part  of  the 
fuburbs.  See  my  feheme  of  parochial  regifters  in  Leicefter,  improved  with  an 
.account  of  pariih  rates,  Gent.  Mag.  vol.  LIIL  p.  87;  vol.  LIV.  p.  136;  with 
which  collate  the  number  of  marriages,  baptifms,  and  burials,  for  ten  fuccefiive 
years,  in  feveral  reigns,,  that  of  James,  Elizabeth,  &c.  to  mark  population;  taken

A workhoufe  was -erected  here  in  1722.  I have  known  four  beds  in  a room, 
and  four  incumbents  to  a bed,  with  a difregard  to  opening  the  windows  till  I remon- 
flrated.  A contagious  fever  cut  off  great  numbers,  I fuppofe  like  the  gaol  diftem- 
per,  and  arifing  from  the  fame  caufe. 

Of  the  General  Infirmary,  which  is  alfo  within  the  preempts  of  this  pariih,  a 
particular  account  fhall  be  given  in  a future  page.  Two  fmall  views  of  it  may  be 
feen  in  Plate  XXX.  The  South-weft  building  for  infanes,  is  Paid  to  have  been  an 
after-thought  of  Dr.  Vaughan’s,  who  with  Dr.  Watts  projected  and  matured,  un- 
der Divine  providence,  the  feheme  of  that  charity.  It  is  large  and  elegant,  but  de- 
ftroys  the  fymmetry,  though  it  lies  back,  from  the  fide  of  the  general  eredion,  and 
looks  to  the  opening  of  the  Raw-dykes,  at  a moderate  diltance  ; but  at  prefent 
keeps  only  fimples.  A two-handed  pump  on  the  back  near  the  houfe  forces  water 
to  the  top  of  the  Infirmary  into  a refervoir,  which  fupplies  every  ward.  Another 
pump  in  the  waftv-houfe  fupplies  the  bath, 

A charity  fchool,  founded  and  fupported  by  voluntary  fubferiptions,  was  ere&ed 
in  1785,  for  the  inftrudtion  and  doathing  of  eighty  poor  children,  boys  and  girls,  or 
as  many  as  the  precarious  refources  wall  admit  of,  all  inhabitants  of  the  faid  pariih. 
It  is  an  elegant  brick  ftruflure,  interlaced  and  decorated  with  done,  cfpecially  the 
windows,  which  are  pointed  and  ltone-framed,  like  old  church  windows,  near  the 
church,  to  the  N.  N.  by  W.  a neat  garden  in  front.  The  length  of  the  building  on 
the  front  fixty-three  feet,  the  breadth  twenty-four,  the  hall  in  the  mid  ft  ; fchool 
rooms  on  the  left  as  you  approach,  and  mailer’s  dwelling  on  the  right.  The  height 
of  the  lower  fchool  for  the  boys  is  fourteen  feet ; and  the  upper  for  the  girls  ten. 
A fermon  for  the  benefit  of  this  charity  yearly  at  about  40 1.  The  mafter  teaches 
the  boys  reading,  writing,  andaccompts;  his  wife  the  girls  the  ufe  of  the  needle 
and  literature.  A ftone  boy  and  girl  occupy  the  niches  over  the  door.  The  ftone 
figures  were  the  gift  of  Juftice  Horton,  of  Tylon  Street,  London,  and  Mr.  John- 
fon,  an  eminent  builder,  of  London,  both  natives  of  this  pariih. 

This  was  the  native  pariih  of  Dr.  Richard  Farmer,  the  learned  Mafter  of  Ema- 
nuel College,  Cambridge  ; and  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  William  Ludlam*,  the  great  mecha- 
nic, &c.  who  were  born,  I think,  in  the  fame  houfe:  and  the  firft  light  I myfelf 
faw  was  in  the  fame  pariih.  You  fee  how  ambitious  I am  to  be  mentioned  with 
great  men.  W.  13/’

* William  Liullam,  B D.  T\  R.  S.  re&or  of  Cock  field  in  Suffolk,  and  -vicar  of  Norton  by 
Galby  (fee  p.  515),  was  formerly  fellow  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  proceeded 
23,  A.  17^8;  M.  A.  1742;  S.  T.  B.  1749.  He  was  celebrated  for  "his  mechanical  genius  and 
3 difeoveriea 
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P.  59S.  The  Abbey  of  S/.  Mary  de  Pratis , fituated  near  the  fide  of  the  Soar, 
near  the  Fofs  road  in  the  way  to  Loughborough,  was  founded  by  Robert  BofTu,  in 
1 [43,  for  canons  regular  of  the  order  of  St.  Auguftine,  and  in  honour  of  the  Af~ 
futnption  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  There  is  a large  account  of  the  endowment,  be- 
nefactions, and  donations,  in  the  Monafticon  Anglicanum  ; but  the  fulled  and  mo  ft 
particular defcription  is  in  William  Charity’s  Rentale  in  the  Bodleian  Library.  The 
principal  benefadtors  were,  Henry  IV.  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter,  Ralph  earl  of 
Chefhire,  William  Avenel,  Robert  Colls,  Hugh  de  Ardenne,  Margaret  de  Quincy, 
Roger  de  Quincy,  Arnold  de  Bois,  the  ift,  2d,  3d,  and  4th,  Ankeld  Malory,  Ralph 
Turville,  Thomas  Lathbury,  Thomas  Erdington,  knight,  and  William  Afton. 

Befides  thirty-fix  parifh  churches  in  and  about  Leicefter,  and  fundry  lands,  rents, 
and  tithes,  at  Burton,  Segrave,  Aferby,  &c.  & c.  this  Abbey  had  liberty  of  procuring 
fuel  and  keeping  cattle  in  divers  other  manors.  Amicia,  wife  of  the  founder, 
gave  two  bucks  annually  to  this  houfe,  one  on  the  Affumption,  and  the  other  on 
the  Nativity  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  Margaret  de  Quincy  gave  alfo  a buck  annually 
out  of  the  foreft  of  Charnwood,  and  land  at  Sheepfhead;  and  Robert  de  Quincy 
her  hufband  confirmed  thefe  grants ; and  added  the  tenth  of  all  hay  fold  in  Acle  and 
WyfTeley,  and  the  right  fhoulders  of  all  the  deer  killed  in  the  park  of  Acle. 

A regular  catalogue  of  the  abbots  may  be  feen  above,  p.  610.  ' 

In  1234  Stephen  de  Segrave,  who  had  been  juftice  of  England,  falling  into  the 
king’s  difpleafure,  and  being  called  to  an  account  for  his  adminiftration,  fled  to 
this  Abbey,  pretending  that  he  was  a prieft,  and  refolved  to  fhave  his  erswn  again, 
&obe  a canon  of  this  houfe  ; but,  upon  fecond  thoughts,  he  made  his  peace  with  the 
king,  and  came  into  a£tion  again ; but  died  a canon  regular  here,  5 id.  Nov.  1241. 

In  1279  the  Abbey  church  was  folemnly  dedicated.  It  is  fuppoled  to  have  been 
originally  built  by  Petronilla,  daughter  of  Hugh  Grentemcfnill,  wife  of  Robert 
Bianchmaines ; who  is  recorded  to  have  made  a long  rope,  or  plat,  of  her  hair,  to 
be  ufed  with  a pulley  to  draw  up  the  great  lamps  in  the  choir,  which  was  long  after 
kept,  and  fhewn  as  a precious  relick. — “ Other  Robert  BofTue,  erle  of  Leircefter,  or

Mag.  vol.  XXXV.  p.  412,  is  his 
report  to  the  board  of  longitude;  and  vol.  XL1L  p.  562.  a fliort  account  of  Church  Organs. — 
Mr.  Ludlam  died  at  Leicefter,  March  16,  i;8S. — “A  turn-about  octangular  table  in  my  family,  fup- 
44  pofed  the  fabrication  of  Dr.  Ludlam,  a notable  mechanic  in  his  day,  and  a child’s  chair  well 
44  timbered,  and  high  to  fit  at  table,  with  a very  convenient  foot-  board.  His  fons  William  and  Th  j- 
44  mas  were  both  clergymen,  and  both  eminent  mechanicks;  yet  Thomas  baud pajfibus  tequi  , his 
4k  daughter  boarding  feveral  years  at  the  late  Alderman  Wefiley’s,  a great  undertaker  of  building  a id 
44  wood  works.  Perhaps  a congenial  foul  might  attach  her  there  to  the  chromatic  harmony  of  a.e 
44  and  faw.  She  was  ftepmother  to  the  prefent  Mr.  Ci  adock,  of  the  theatre  and  literary  world.  1 1- 
44  fiances  of  this  kind  may  give  birth  to  a notion  that  fouls  as  well  as  bodies  are  rw  traduced*  W.  B.

t(  Petronilla,  a countes  of  Leicefter,  was  buried  in  a tumbe  ex  marmore  calchedonico 
t(  yn  the  waul  of  the  South  of  the  high  altare  of  S.  Marie  abbay  of  Leyrcefter 

William  Cloune-f,  who  was  chofen  abbot  in  1345,  and  prefided  32  years  till  1377, 
is  much  applauded  for  the  lands  and  pofTeffions  which  he  obtained  for  his  Abbey, 
and  many  other  advantages  which  he  procured  to  it.  Among  thefe  it  was  reckoned 
a principal  one,  that  whereas  the  abbot  of  Leicefter  had  feveral  times  been  fum- 
moned  to  parliament,  which  in  thofe  days  were  counted  a burthen;  he,  26  E.  Ill* 
obtained  a patent  for  exemption  from  that  fervice,  in  the  following  words : 

“ Rex  omnibus  ad  quos,  8cc.  falutem.  Supplicavit  nobis  dile&us  nobis  in  Chrifto 
abbas  de  Leceftria,  ut  cum  abbatia  fua  prasdi&a  per  Robertum  Fitz  Robert  de 
Melan  dudum  comitem  Leyceftrke,  fundata  fuiftet  in  puram  8c  perpetuam  eleemofy- 
nam,  8e  advocatus  five  patronatus  ejufdem  ad  manus  Domini  H.  quondam  regis 
Anglise  per  forisfafluram  Simonis  de  Mountforti  tunc  comitis  Leyceftrige  8c  patroni 
ejufdem  devenerit,  idemque  abbas  aliqua  terras  feu  tenementa  de  nobis  per  baron* 
feu  alio  modo  non  tenet,  per  quod  ad  parliamenta  feu  confilia  noftra  venire  teneatur, 
nec  aliquis  predecefforum  fuorum  ante  49  annum  di<fti  proavi  noftri  port  forisfaft* 
prasdifF  Simonis,  in  quo  anno  omnes  abbates  8c  priores  regni  noftri  Angl’  ad  par- 
liamentum  ejufdem  proavi  noftri  tunc  tentum  voluntarie  fummoniti  fuerunt,  fum- 
monitus  extiterit ; velimus  ipfum  abbatem  de  hujufmodi  adventu  ad  parliamentum 
fafto  exonerari.  Et  quia,  vifis  cartis  8c  confirmationibus  de  terris  8c  tenementis 
eidem  abbatise  datis  8c  conceffis  in  rotulis  cancellar’  noftras  irrotulatis,  compertum 
eft  quod  di<fta  abbatia  per  prcedicF  Robertum  Fitz  Robert  de  Melan,  tunc  comitem 
Leyceftr’,  fundata  erat  in  puram  8c  perpet*  eleemofynam,  8c  non  invenitur  in  rotulis 
prasdifF  quod  prasdidftus  abbas  aliqua  terras  feu  tenementa  de  nobis  tenet  per  ba- 
ron’, feu  aliquo  alio  fervitio,  nec  quod  predeceffores  fui  abbates  loci  prsedi^ti  ad 
aliqua  parliamenta  progenitorum  noftrorum  ante  praedi£F  49  annum  didti  proavi, 
noftri  aut  poftmodum  continue  fed  vicibus  interpolatis  fummoniti  fuerunt : No- 
lentes  ipfum  abbatem  indebite  fic  vexari,  conceffimus  pro  nobis  & htered’  noftris 
quod  idem  abbas  8c  fucceffores  fui  de  veniendo  ad  parliamenta  8c  confilia  noftra  vel 
hseredum  noftrorum  de  c^tero  quieti  fint  & exonerati  in  perpetuum,  ita  femper 
quod  di&us  abbas  8c  fuccelfores  fui  in  procuratores  ad  hujufmodi  parliamenta  8c 
confilia  per  clerum  mittendos  confentiant  8c  ut  moris  eft  expenfis  contribuant 
eorund’.  In  cujus,  &c.  Tefte  rege  apud  Weftm’,  15  die  Feb’.  Per  petitionem  de 
parliamento.”  After  this  the  abbot  was  fummoned  again  in  the  27th  and  29th  of 
Edward  III ; but  his  name  is  canceled  in  the  Clofe  rolls,  and  there  is  written  againfl 
it,  “ Abbas  Leiceftr’  cancellatur,  quia  habet  cartam  regis  quod  non  compellatur 
venire  ad  parliament’.” 

Another  privilege  which  this  abbot  procured  for  bis  Abbey  was,  that  whereas 
upon  the  death  of  any  abbot,  the  king’s  efcheators  ufed  to  enter  on  the  pofTeffions

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of  the  Abbey,  and  domineer,  and  make  great  fpoils ; he  obtained  a grant,  that 
on  the  vacancy  by  death  of  the  abbot  of  Leicefter,  the  king’s  efcheator  fhould 
not  enter  on  any  of  the  poffeffions  of  the  Monaftery,  but  on  the  fite  of  the  Abbey 
only;  and  that  he  fhould  flay  there  but  one  day  and  one  night ; and,  unlefs  he  volun- 
tarily departed  next  day,  they  might  drive  him  away  by  force.  And  for  this  privi- 
lege, and  for  the  firfl  four  months  of  the  vacancy  allowed  for  an  election,  they  were 
to  give  the  king  four  marks,  and  for  every  month  that  the  vacancy  continued 
longer  one  mark,  which  privilege  was  confirmed  in  1 Ric.  II. 

In  1352,  Henry  duke  of  Lancafter  granted  licence  to  the  abbot  and  convent  to 
impark  their  wood,  and  gave  them  deer  to  (lore  it  out  of  his  foreft  of  Leicefter, 
and,  by  his  perfonal  mediation  with  the  Pope*  procured  for  them  liberty  to  appro- 
priate the  churches  of  Humberflon  and  Hungarton  to  the  Abbey,  which  was  this 
year  elfe&ed  ; in  confideration  whereof  they  remitted  and  quitted-claim  to  him 
their  right  in  their  lands  and  tenements  in  Overley,  and  a cart-load  of  wood,  which 
they  had  ufed  to  receive  daily  out  of  the  foreft  of  Leicefter. 

In  1357  a great  difference  happened  between  the  abbot,  and  John  Laurence, 
and  Stephen  Laurence,  his  brother,  and  other  inhabitants  of  Belgrave,  about  the 
bounds  and  limits  of  their  fields  and  ground  in  a place  called  Le  Stocking;  where- 
upon one  night  the  men  of  Belgrave,  in  a tumultuous  and  riotous  manner,  pulled 
up  the  flakes  and  fences  which  the  abbot  had  made  in  that  place ; and,  the  more 
to  fpite  the  abbot  and  monks,  flopped  up  the  Fofs-way  over  the  river  Soar,  and 
made  barricadoes  at  the  end  of  the  bridge,  fo  that  the  tenants  of  the  abbey  could 
not  with  their  carriages  bring  the  ufual  provifions  to  the  abbey,  to  the  great 
grievance  of  the  convent.  Hereupon  the  abbot  obtained  the  king’s  writ  to  certain 
juflices,  viz.  Sir  Robert  Herle,  Sir  John  de  Folville,  Simon  Pakeman,  and  Laurence 
Hanbert,  before  whom  twenty-five  men  of  Belgrave  were  indi&ed  for  the  offence, 
and  being  found  guilty,  the  ringleader,  John  Laurence,  was  bound  in  40I.  for  bet- 
ter behaviour,  and  paid  iool.  for  damages ; all  the  reft,  who  had  been  drawn  into 
the  fa<fl  by  him,  had  only  a fine  of  iol.  fet  on  them,  to  be  paid  among  them  all, 
and  were  pardoned,  upon  condition  that  they  fhould  repair  the  Fofs  way  at  Cowef- 
walk,  and  clear  the  way  from  thence  to  the  bridge,  along  the  willows  and  the  penny 
green,  and  fhould  clear  the  way  over  the  bridge,  and  the  faid  Laurence  to  releale 
all  the  right  that  he  claimed  in  the  place  where  the  abbot’s  fences  had  been  pulled 
down  ; and  fo  the  difference  was  ended. 

In  1364  fome  perfons,  defigning  to  rob  the  Abbey  church,  get  into  it  through 
the  window  over  the  altar  of  St.  John  the  Evangdifl ; but,  being  loon  difeovered  by 
the  facrifl,  they  were  forced  to  depart  before  they  had  done  any  damage. 

Archbifhop  Courtney  held  a vifitation  here  in  1392. 

John  Mackworth  being  dean  of  Lincoln  in  the  time  of  William  Sadyngton,  who 
was  abbot  from  1420  till  1422,  and  a vacancy  happening  in  the  fee  of  Lincoln, 
he  would  have  vifited  the  Abbey  of  Leicefter,  becaufe  in  the  compofition  made  be- 
tween Boniface  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Lincoln, 
the  dean  was  allowed  to  vifit,  jure  epifcopali , two  monafleries,  during  every  vacancy 
of  the  bifiioprick,  in  each  archdeaconry  : but  there  being  an  exception  of  fuch

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monaderies  as  were  under  the  patronage  of  the  king;  and  the  earldom  of  Leiceder, 
to  which  the  patronage  of  the  Abbey  belonged,  Being  by  this  time  united  with 
the  Crown ; therefore,  when  the  dean  came  to  the  -Abbey,  the  abbot  fent  his  gentle- 
man, Richard  Tayierd,  to  the  gates,  forbidding  him  entrance-;  upon  which  the 
dean,  with  his  attendants,  went  to  the  town,  and  did  not  make  any  further  attempt 
to  vi fit  the  abbey. 

In  1530  Cardinal  Wolfey,  being  fen:  for  up  to  London  out  of  the  North,  came  as 
far  as  this  Abbey,  where  he  died  Nov.  29,  and  was  buried  ; for  the  circumdanccs 
of  which,  fee  his  life.  “ Upon  my  enquiries,1 ” fays  Mr.  Carte,  “ about  the  place  of 
burial,  the  mod* probable  account  that  I have  met  with  is  from  Mr.  John  Hafloe 
(which  fee  in  p.  598).  That  great  Lover  of  Antiquity,  Browne  Willis,  of  Whad- 
don,  Efq.  having  knowledge  of  this,  and  having  an  extraordinary  veneration  foe 
Cardinal  Wolfev,  as  the  original  founder  of  Chrid.  Church  in  Oxford,  of  which 
he  and  his  father  were  members,  defired  me  to  try  if  I could  find  out  the  fepulchre 
of  the  Cardinal,  which  I did,  hoping  that  when  1 had  provided  tools  and  labourers, 
fome  others  would  have  contributed  with  me  towards  the  expence;  but  finding  that 
only  one  perfon  would  contribute  twelve  pence,  I defided.” 

31  Hen.  VIII.  All  the  great  religious  houfes  that  were  above  the  yearly  value 
of  2ocl . being  given  to  the  king,  John  Bouchier,  the  abbot,  and  his  canons,  are 
particularly  mentioned  to  have  been  very  averfe  and  backward  to  make  a furrea- 
der,  whereupon  the  commidioners  were  forced  to  make  ufe  of  their  ufual  art  to 
induce  them  to  it,  viz.  by  threatening  to  charge  them  with  adultery,  and  frill  fouler 
crimes,  &c.  And  they  having  no  hopes  of  a fair  trial,  or  impartial  judges  in  that 
cafe,  thought  fit  to  comply  at  lad,  in  order  to  fecure  to  themfelv.es  the  pennons 
which  were  promifed  them  upon  their  fo  doing. 

The  following  letter  was  written  to  Lord  Cromwell,  by  one  of  the  commidioners, 
foon  after  the  furrender  : 

“ My  mod  bounden  dutye  remembryd,  this  is  to  advertis  youre  good  lordfhippe 
of  the  hole  edate  of  the  late  monadery  of  Leyceder,  in  the  wiche  we  have  taken  the 
furrender  and  feyne  of  the  abbot  and  convent,  and  the  writinges  thereof  be  in  my 
cudodye.  By  your  lordfhippes  goodnes  towardes  me  I now  ame  in  pofTedion  of  the 
houfe,  and  all  the  demefnes  wiche  was  uniett  at  the  tyme  of  our  repare  thether. 
We  alfo  founde  the  houfe  was  indettyd  to  the  kinge’s  heyghnes,  whereof  we  make 
no  reconinge  of;  and  for  the  difeharge  therof  we  have  made  fale  of  the  ftoke  and 
dore,  with  the  houfhold  ftuffe  and  ornaments  of  the  churche,  wiche  amounte  unto 
228I.  The  plate  is  onfolde,  \viiche  Maifler  Freman  takith  the  charge  of,  and  is 
valuyd  at,  by  weyght,  190  pounds.  The  lead,  by  edimacion,  is  valuyd  at  iocol. 
the  bells  at  881.  For  the  difehargeyne  of  thabbotr,  convent,  and  fervants  of  the 
feide  monadery,  there  haithe  beyne  payde,  as  dorhe  apere  more  particularly  by  the 
bouke  we  fend  your  Lordfhippe,  1 49I-  And  for  as  moche  as  thabbot  hathe  not 
receyvyd  of  us  but  20I.  he  hathe  requyride  me  to  defyer  your  lordfhippe  to  be  fo 
good  lorde  unto  him,  as  he  may  have  20  pounds,  or  20  marks.  The  church  and 
houfe  remeynythe  as  yet  undefacede,  and  in  the  churche  be  many  thynges  to  be 
made  fale  of;  For  wiche  that  may  plefe  your  lordfhippe  to  let  me  knowe  yowre 
pleyfure;  as  well  for  the  further  File  to  be  made,  as  for  thedefafinge  of  the  chirche 
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an&Qther  fuperfluous  byldinges  wiche  be  abowt  the  monaftery.  A hundrithe  marks 
y*rl.y  will  not  fufteyne  the  charges  in  repairing  this  houre,  that  all  byldinges  be  lett 
ftande,  as  your  lordfhippe  dial  I knowe  more  hereafter.  Thus  I pray  Jhefus  longe 
to  prelerve  you  in  helthe  with  much  honore.  Written  at  the  late  monaftrey  of 
Leycefler,  the  29th  of  Augufte,  by  your  iordfhippes  mod  bownden  fervante, 

“ Francis  Cave.’* 

This  Abbey,  at  the  time  of  the  ftippreflion,  was  eftimated  to  expend  1062I.  a year* 
There  then  remained  in  charge  3I.  6s.  8d.  in  fees,  and  32b  19s.  4d.  in-annuities  ; 
and  when  the  king  had  finally  feized  the  valuables  and  large  revenues,  he  fettled 
penfions  for  life  upon  the  following  perfons  : John  Bouchier,  laft:  abbot,  200I.; 
Richard  Duckett  ro!.;  John  Buckfhame  61. ; Richard  Webbe  6L;  John  La  eye  6b; 
Hugh  Sheppey  5I.  6s.  8d. ; John  Revell  5I.  6s.  8d.  ; George  King  5b  6s.  8d.  ; 
William  Parmoter  5I. ; James  Lawe  5I. and  Thomas  YVeffus  5I. 

Some  part  of  the  poffeffions  of  this  Abbey  was  given  to  Mr.  Cavendifh*  by  the 
king,  who  is  faicl  to  have  been  forry  For  the  fevere  fleps  he  had  taken  againfl  Car- 
dinal Wolfey.  Feb.  14,  1535,  the  king  granted  alfo  to  Richard,  Roger,  and  Robert 
Taverner,  feveral  more  of  the  lands  and  tenements,  as  appears  by  an  inftrument, 
dated  March  27,  whereby  they  conveyed  fome  of  them  tx>  other  perfons. 

In  1 45  t the  Abbey  became  the  property  of  the  Marquis  of  Northampton,,  and 
came  afterwards  to  the  Huntingdon  family,  who  built  a fair  houfe  on  it,  out  of  the 
old  materials,  in  the  time  of  Janies  the  Fir  ft,  or  beginning  of  Charles  the  FirfFs 
reign.  This  houfe  was  purchafed  by  the  Devonshire  family;  and  we  find  by  a 
manufeript  account  of  the  florming  of  Leicefter,  May  30,  1645,  written  by  Ri- 
chard Syrnonds,  an  officer  in  the  royal  army,  and  preserved  in  the  Britifb  Mufeum, 
that  it  was  then  the  refidence  of  the  countefs  of  Devonfhire,  and  were  the  quarters 
occupied  by  the  king  daring  the  abovementioned  attack,  and  for  fome  days  after 
It  was  neverthelefs  burnt  by  his  troops,  perhaps  to  prevent  its  being  ufeful  to  the 
enemy;  though  the  demolition  has  by  fome  been  attributed  to  envy  on  the  part  of 
the  then  Lord  Loughborough,  who  marched  from  Afhby  de  la  Zouch,  where  he.  was 
governor  for  the  king,  for  the  purpofe.of  burning  this  manfion. 

Since  that  period,  this  once  famous  Abbey  has  exhibited  little  more  than  a mag- 
nificent ruin  ; none  of  the  old  building  remaining,  except  the  gate  and  fome  of  the 
outer  walls ; and  only  a fmall  part  of  the  houfe  being  preferved  for  any  ufeful  pur- 
pofe,  namely,  a low  building  with  a leaded  roof,  the  upper  part  whereof  is  con- 
verted into  a cheefe-room,  and  the  lower  into  a cow-houfe. 

Eaft-fouth-eaft  of  thefe  ruins  are  three  large  doles  walled  in,  with  gates,  and 
a lianafome  communication  to  each  other.  Thefe  clofes,  where  the  inquifitive  eye 
may  eaftly  difeover  the  traces  of  fifh-ponds,  terraces,  walks,  8c c.  are  chiefly  converted 
into  orchards,  well  Rocked  with  feveral  kinds  of  fruit,  particularly  cherries. 

* Who  was  a conftant  attendant  upon  Cardinal  Wolfey,  as  well  in  his  profperity  as  adverfity; 
the  changes  of  fortune,  which  happened  to  his  friend,  made  no  unamiable  impreffion  upon  his 
virtuous  mind.  He  accompanied  him  alike  in  his  difgrace  and  in  his  afflidtion  : and  at  laft, . in 
the  fad  hour  of  death,  he  manifefted  his  love  by  a friendly  tear.

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Of  the  South  front,  copied  above  from  Buck’s  view  taken  in  1730,  the  fmat! 
part  now  remaining  will  appear  on  comparing  it  with  Plate  XXXVII.  which  con- 
tains three  views'*  taken  by  Mr.  Pridden  in  1788. 

1.  A North  view  of  the  ruins. 

2.  A Weft-north-weft  view,  (hewing  part  of  the  North  front,  and  an  infide  view 
t>f  the  only  remaining  part  of  the  South  front. 

3.  A South  view,  which  (hews  the  inlkle  of  the  North  front. 

The  fituation  of  this  Abbey  was  not  lefs  efteemed  than  the  piety  of  its  inhabitants 
has  been.  Through  a fucceffion  of  years  they  fet  a noble  example  of  charity.  The 
poor  in  Leicefter,  the  neceftitous  wanderer,  and  the  afHifted,  have  been  often  re- 
lieved from  the  bounty  of  the  religious  in  that  place.  The  kings  of  England  have 
repeatedly  honoured  it  with  vifits ; and  on  their  journeys  into  the  North  have 
frequently  lodged  here.  Being  eredted  upon  an  eminence,  which  commands 
a captivating  profpeft  over  a fine  extenfive  meadow,  upon  the  borders  of  Leicefter, 
and  near  a river’s  brink,  it  could  not  fail  to  pleafe  a religious  mind,  retired  from 
the  noify  feenes  of  the  bufy  world. 

“ The  waulles  of  S.  Marie  abbay  be  3 quarters  of  a mile  aboute  'f*.” 

The  length  of  the  remains  of  this  Abbey  is  about  80  yards ; the  pendant  tops  of 
which  are,  in  fome  places,  alarming  to  the  beholder.  The  North  and  South  walls,

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which  bounded  the  Abbey  grounds,  are  in  length  above  half  a mile  5 the  former  of 
which  is  very  little  decayed,  but  the  latter  in  many  places  is  perifhed  ; the  Weft 
one  alfo  is  in  the  like  condition.  In  th^  Eaft  bounding  wall  flood  the  porter’s 
lodge,  the  entrance  to  which  commands  the  front  view  of  the  Abbey  ruins.  On 
the  South  fide,  clofe  to  the  remains  of  a bounding  wall  fliaded  with  ivy,  {lowly 
moves  the  river  Soar  to  an  antiquated  mill. 

Mr.  Bickerftaffe,  with  his  ufual  accuracy,  having  taken  much  pains  to  afcertain 
the  exa£l  admeafurements;  his  defcription  is  here  annexed. 

The  recefs  within  the  brick  part  of  the  Abbey-wall,  which  embraces  the  grafs 
ground  beyond  the  gardens,  and  is  neareft  Leicefter,  has  over  the  entrance  a fingle 
blank  efcutcheon,  freeftone,  haying  3 Tides  equilateral,  8 inches  and  a half  to  its 
bottom,  a pointed  fquare  on  an  exergue  fcalloping,  like  the  edging  or  calix  of  a 
flower,  half  as  wide  as  the  efcutcheon,  the  radii  or  rays  three  inches  long;  the 
freeflone  inclofure  is  1 foot  5 inches,  and  has  a laft  inclofure  exergue  or  edging 
of  brick,  two  inches  and  a half  thick.  The  entrance  to  this  recefs,  refembling  a 
door-way,  is  a yard  wide,  pointed  at  top  of  its  arch,  and  pafling  through  the  wall, 
which  feems  two  bricks  length  in  thicknefs,  or  a foot  and  a half.  From  the  ground 
upwards  it  is  3 feet  4 inches,  and  then  9 inches  to  the  point  at  top  over  the  en- 
trance. It  goes  farther  backward,  beyond  the  level  of  the  wall,  1 foot  4 inches 
and  more;  being,  like  its  founder,  bojfu  or  crook-backed.  The  hollow  overhead 
between  the  wall  and  the  back  part,  meafuring  from  the  arch’s  point,  is  1 foot  5 
inches ; the  thicknefs  of  the  flone  or  timber-feat  was  8 inches ; for  fuch  is  the 
width  of  the  chafm  in  the  lower  part  of  the  wall  facing  the  entrance,  whe»e  it 
feems  to  have  been  inferted  nine  inches  deep  from  the  floor,  or  rather  ground  within. 
On  the  back,  about  two  inches  up,  appears  an  horizontal  niche,  in  which,  I 
apprehend,  refled  a fitting  board  or  flone,  as  a feat  of  audience,  or  convenient 
refling-place,  under  {helter.  I won’t  fay  that  this  was  a place  for  ecclefiaflical 
or  civil  audience  of  the  Abbey  Fathers;  that  the  people  of  Leicefter  attended 
there  to  confefs,  or  to  be  blefled:  but  the  armorial  enfign  flaews  it  rather  a fmaller 
office  of  audience  belonging  to  the  founder,  the  Duke  of  Lancafler.  The 
marble  whole-length  female  figure,  called  My  Lady,  on  a tomb  in  the  old  Tri* 
nicy  Hofpital  Chapel  in  the  Newark,  Las  3 plain  efcutcheons  on  its  fide  much  the 
fame.  A Duke  of  Lancafler  founded  both  the  Abbey  and  the  Hofpital.  It  is  by 
the  way-fide  at  prefent,  in  that  part  of  the  wall  which  is  brick,  facing  the  North, 
and  which  on  this  fide  extends  a great  way  to  join  the  freeftone  part ; but  its  other 
end  is  near  the  firft  houfe  in  Abbey-gate;  there  the  wall  runs  Weft,  having  an 
ornamented  vacant  niche  at  the  curve,  and  an. arm  of  the  old  Soar  before  it,  and 
foon  lofes  itfelf  in  the  freeftone  continuation;  which,  after  a fhort  progrefs  the 
breadth  of  Abbey-clofe,  bears  foutherly,  parallel  with  the  Soar,  fo  tutelary  near  as 
fometimes  to  waffi  the  mural  foundation  wall.  Why  the  wall  for  a great  extent  on 
the  North  fide  the  Abbey-pafture  or  grafs  ground  is  only  brick,  unfriended  by  a 
facing  of  water,  and  the  oppofite  fide  coaiting  with  the  Soar  is  freeftone,  I wifh  to 
account  for  : the  interfering  freeftone  wails,  which  run  north  and  fouth,  fupply 
in  fome  meafure  the  impotence  of  the  fubftantial  wall  of  brief.. 


On 
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On  the  Eaft,  in  and  on  the  wall,  was  a porter’s  lodge,  a rotunda  at  top,  lead- 
capt  in  my  time,  high  folding-doors  on  its  fide  leading  to  the  Abbey,  a few 
yards  within ; on  the  weft  no  lodge,  but  alfo  lofty  gates,  leading  to  another  fide 
of  the  edifice;  but  no  piece  of  water  in  front  of  either.  No  fortification,  edifice, 
or  pleafure-houfe  on  the  Weft;  but  the  plain  wall  of  ftone  proceeding  a good 
way,  till  it  meets  the  mural  brick  I have  fpoken  of.  I cannot  fee  how  the  gar^ 
rifon  from  Mountforrel  entered  the  Abbey  ; for  no  walls  on  the  Eaft  fide  or  Weft, 
which  fo  readily  occur,  have  been  impaired  ; but  they  muft  either  have  forced  the 
gates,  or  mounted  the  wall  near  a gate,  and  admitted  their  affociates,  if  they  had 
not  confpirators  within,  and  worked  perhaps  by  night,  or  knew  the  place  to  be  un- 
jgarrifoned,  or  but  weakly. 

A circular  ftone  dome,  at  the  garden’s  end,  on  the  water’s  edge  wefterly,  three 
yards  one  foot  broad,  as  meafured  by  the  eye,  dire&ingmy  walking-ftaff  on  the 
bank  on  the  oppofite  fide  in  the  Abbey  meadow  as  it  is  called,  the  race-ground 
on  the  other  fide  the  river,  over  an  interval  of  a few  yards  of  old  Soar  water, 
having  about  its  centre  an  aperture  rather  orbicular,  a yard  may  be  its  extent 
every  way ; whether  originally  intended,  or  by  accident,  remains  a fecret. 
From  this  place  a door  on  the  Weft  by  its  North  fide  pierces  the  ftone  wall  running 
from  South-eaft  to  North-weft,  feparating  the  garden  from  the  grafs  ground,  whole 
breadth  meafures  from  the  end  of  St.  Sunday’s  Bridge  extra ; as  the  wall  from  the 
garden  continues  ftill  on  the  Soar  fide,  now  with  no  domes,  but  a door  at  40  or 
50  yards  diftance,  opening  to  a terrace  of  two  or  three  yards  breadth,  with  many 
loop-holes  in  the  wall,  which,  as  it  advances  to  the'town-fide,  with  an  interval  of  the 
Abbey-meadow,  a quarter  of  a mile  over,  has  many  breaches,  even  to  the  furface  of 
the  earth,  efpecially  feveral  yards  before  it  arrives  at  the  junction  of  the  wall  that 
runs  from  the  Soar  Northerly  coafting  on  its  ditch,  till  it  meets  at  not  half  the 
clo.fe  breadth  on  the  Weft  fide  with  the  brick  wall,  almoft  on  a line  with  the  firft 
houfie  in  the  Abbey-gate;  at  which  angle  is  an  elegant  vacant  niche.  Then  the  wall 
begins  to  pafs  from  North  to  Eaft,  ftili  brick  ; and  at  no  great  diftance  opens  by  a 
flight  door  into  the  extenfive  grafs  ground.  Not  far  from  this  is  the  recels  already 
mentioned,  within  the  Abbey- wall. 

On  the  South  wall  is  many  a little  dome,  chamber,  or  fummer-houfe,  in  ruins,  on 
the  edge  of  the  Soar,  overlooking  the  Abbey-meadow,  and  which  once  a horded  a 
pleafing  profpefl,  at  an  eafy  diftance,  of  the  elegant  tower  church  of  St.  Margaret's, 
being  little  more  than  the  breadth  of  the  meadow  diftanr.  Some  connoifleuring 
fophs  have  ferioufly  confidered  thefe  feats  of  peace  and  pleafure  as  fortifications  ; 
one  of  thefe  buildings  juts  from  the  wall,  refting  on  an  arch,  a few  yards  from 
Soar,  calculated,  I will  venture  to  fay,  “ to  give  their  daily  cates  a watery  grave.” 

But  to  return  to  the  firft  dome  on  the  oppofite  fide.  20  yards  from  thence  is  a 
fquare  dome,  (landing  like  the  round  one  not  three  yards  in  the  river  forward 
from  the  wall,  with  two  loop  holes  South-eaft,  and  one  on  each  fide  ; from  the  fame 
wall  with  the  above  two,  and  alfo  on  the  garden’s  edge,  another  fquare  dome, 
{landing  three  yards  or  more  continued  in  the  water,  perhaps  60  yards  below  the 
other,  more  than  three  yards  broad  from  the  wall  to  the  front,  in  the  water  ; and 
7 which 
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tyhich  front  -Teems  twice  the  length  of  tile  other,  and  is  arched  on  each  fide,  to 
humour  the  courfe  of  the  l iver ; a loop  hole  is  on  each  fide,  but  a blind  wall  to- 
wards the  meadow  ; a door  in  the  wall  not  fix  yards  from  this  dome.  It  may  be  40 

yards  from  it  is  a garden  wall,  which  runs  from  the  Soar  wall  South-cad  to  North- 
weft,  feemingly  half  a yard  thick;  perhaps  20  yards  from  that,  down  the  ftream, 
prefenfrng  five  fquares,  is  another  dome  ; a’fo  from  the  wall,  on  the  river,  about  as 
widely  extended  from  the  wall  as  the  firft  at  the  other  end,  without  loopholes ; 

but  has  an  edging  of  broken  pinnacles  like  the  wall,  and  of  the  fame  height ; 

they  feem  too  near  each  other  to  have  been  windows.  At  the  end  of  this  wail  is 
the  Abbey  water-mill,  and  there  the  wall  fquares  from  South-eall  to  North-weft; 
and  at  its  angle  a four-fquare  dome,  with  an  equilateral  window-frame  near  half  a 
yard  diameter,  about  the  height  of  the  wall,  looking  North-eaft. 

A terrace,  about  a yard  wide,  runs  between  the  wall  and  water  from  the  mill 
to  the  firft  dome,  but  has  no  entrance  there.  About  60  yards  from  the  firft  dome  at 
the  garden-end,  is  a door  in  the  walk  on  the  grafs  ground,  which  admits  to  a ter- 
race, about  a yard  wide,  between  the  water  and  wall,  which  is  thin  and  low,  with 
many  loop  holes,  and  many  breaches  towards  the  town.  I think  it  runs  much 
thinner  and  lower  from  the  garden  dome,  and  runs  parallel  with  the  brick  wall. 

Not  100  yards  from  this  is  another  dome,  3 fquare,  to  the  Nonh-ealt,  and 
edged  as  the  wall  at  top,  about  three  yards  jutting  from  the  wall,  with  no  vifible 
outward  open  view.  One  hundred  yards  further  is  the  porter’s  lodge;  17  feet 
three  inches  from  this  to  the  court-gate ; i.  e.  from  the  two-leaved  gate,  which  is 
xo  feet  wide,  and  its  top  very  high,  fo  that  a continuation  of  the  wall  covers  it. 
This  lodge  has  a loop-hole  on  the  gate- fide  eight  inches  wide,  two  feet  two  inches 

long,  feet  from  the  ground  to  the  commencement  of  the  loop-hole,  three 

fquare,  about  four  feet  from  the  wall  outwards,  but  going  much  deeper  backwards 
behind  the  wall,  as  a correfponding  circle  ; three  yards  two  feet  four  inches  is  the 
breadth  of  its  front. 

Thirty-four  feet  from  the  gate  to  the  dome  on  the  other  fide,  three  fquare  out- 
wards, three  half  feet  three  inches  from  the  wall  ; ix  half  feet  two  inches.  To 
the  end  of  this  wall  it  may  be  100  yards ; no  dome,  or  work,  or  pinnacle,  the  reft 
of  the  way  on  this  fide.  This  fide  looks  to  the  Northern  road,  through  Mount- 
forrel,  Loughborough,  kc. ; it  then  fquares  from  North  to  Weft.  It  may  be  60 
yards  from  the  end  is  a fingle  door  by  another  high  pair  of  gates,  a yard  and  four 
inches  wide,  within  the  wooden  door-frame,  which  is  half  a foot  broad,  two  feet 
two  or  three  inches  thick  : the  ftone  wall  at  this  door-place  1 1 half  feet  high  ; the 
door-place  within  the  frame  62  half  feet  three  inches ; 16  half  feet  the  interval ; 
half  a foot  two  inches  one  fide-poft  of  the  fecond  great  entrance  ; 20  half  feet  and 
four  inches  wide  the  two  gates  or  folding-doors.  This  wall  goes  on  till  it  joins  at 
a good  diftance  the  brick  wall  which  has  the  recefs.  No  pinnacle  or  dome  on  this 
fide  ; much  ivy  fpreads  feveral  yards  high  and  broad,  fan-like,  on  thefe  walls,  their 
tops  often  hidden  to  a great  extent  by  it. 

The  North-eaft  gate  isconvenient  for  the  Northern  andEaft  by  South  London  road, 
at  an  eafy  diftance ; the  other  gate  has  no  porter’s  lodge,  and  Jfeems  rather  defigned 
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to  admit  from  Leicefter,  and  is  nearly  as  v/ell  fituated  for  the  Northern  road 
traveller  as  the  other  gate. 

The  wet  ditch  that  goes  to  -Bel grave  Bridge,  commencing  at  St,  Sunday’s  Bridge 
of  eight  arches,  and  rejoining  Old  Soar  before  its  arrival  at  Belgravs,  making  the 
Abbey  meadow  an  iiland,  but  for  a fmall  iflhmus  or  path  in  the  Abbey  meadow, 
feems  hardly  the.  effecft  of  accidental  coincidence.  Old  Soar  guards  Leicefter  on 
the  Weft  and  North. 

Beginning  to  meafure  from  the  Abbey-gate  end  of  the  brick-wall.  Fir  ft  door  6 
chains,  to  the  feat  under  the  radiated  efcmcheons  one  chain  more  lacking  2 yards; 
to  the  little  gate  beyond  the  two-leaved  gate  23  chains;  to  the  end  of  the  wall 
from  the  beginning  26 -chains,  44.1inks  ; the  whole  length,  i.  e.  from  Weft  to  North* 
Then,  beginning  at  the  North  end  of  the  wall,  are  5 chains  to  the  firft  dome  ; 
but  10  chains  80  links  to  the  centre  of  the  fecond  dome;  14  chains  60  links  to  the 
middle  of  the  dome  at  the  Eaft  end,  which  contains  the  breadth  in, a line. with  the 
wall,  which  fquares  oft  from  Eaft  to  Weft  on  the  fide  of  the  Soar. 

The  back  of  the  Abbey-houfe  42  yards  long  from  the  Soar  end  to  the  ovens 3 
and  from  thence  through  a fpace  to  continued  foundations  27  yards  more. of  fpacc* 
a good  part  of  which  might  be  (fables. 

62  yards  2 feet  1 inch  from  the  recefs  to  the  door  into  the  clofe;.  113  paced 
yards  from  the  recefs  to  the  end  of  the  brick-wall,,  where  the  ftone  one  begins  ; 
z chains  85  links,  90  yards,  from  the  brick- wall  from  the  ftone- wall,  19  the  dcor-feat* 

P.  599.  “ The  Kofpital  in  the  Newark,  .commonly  called  TZ<?  Old  Hof  pit  al,  was 

founded  by  ITenry  earl  of  Lancafter,  who  fucceeded  his  brother  Thomas  earl  of 
Lancafter*  in  the  earldom  of  Leicefter  in  1322,  and,  upon  reverfal  of  the  attainder 
of  the  fa  id  Thomas,  1 Eel.  111.  1327,  obtained  the  earldom  of  Lancafter  alfo ; and 
in  1330  he  procured  the  king’s  letters  patent  for  founding  this  holpital  in  honour 
of  God  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  conferring  on  it  four  carucates  of  land  in  Lei- 
cefter, and  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Ircefter  in  the  county  of  Northampton, 
which  patent  was  dated  at  Wodeftock,  Apr,  2,  4 Ed.  IK.  It  is  fmiated  within  the 
precinfts  of  the  Newark,  on  the  tide  next  to  the  caftle,  and  under  one  large  roof 
covered  with  lead,  comprehends  a chapel  at  one  end  of  it,  and  cells,  or  apartments 
for  100  poor  people,  divided  into  ten  wards,  to  each  of  which  belongs  one  nurfe  j 
and  adjoining  to  it  are  feveral  rooms,  ferving  for  a kitchen,  and  other  ufes  'L* 

When  the  collegiate  church  I was  founded,  the  guardianship  and  care  of  thehof- 
pitai  was  committed  to  the  dean  § and  cartons  ; and  the  chief  endowment  of  it  was 
by  annual  rent  charge  iftuing  out  of  die  lands  of  the  dutchy,  which  afforded  to  each, 
of  the  poor  7d.  weekly* 

* Who  died  in  134.3,  and  was  buried  in  Leicefter;  The  king  and  queen,  with  almoft  all  the- 
biftiops,  earls,  and  barons  of  the  realm,  attended  at  his  funeral.  A fine  monument  was  after- 
wards erected  to  his  memory,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  high  altar,  in  the  collegiate  church.

+ This  church  having  been  dedicated  to  the  Annunciation  of  our  Lady,  made  a third  Su 
Jfot/s  church  iu  LeicelLv.  £ See  a lift  of  the  Deans  of  this  College,  p.  61 1. 
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The  founder  of  the  hofpital,  befidcs  the  poor,  defigned  a mafter  and  certain  chap- 
lains, to  have  the  care  and  management  of  them;  but  when  they  were  put  under  the 
government  of  the  dean  and  chapter,  one  of  the  canons  was  entrufted  therewith  ; 
who,  in  31  Hen.  VIII.  was  Richard  Fowler,  freafurer  of  the  church,  who  paid  them 
yearly  17  61.  os.  3d.  for  their  daily  food  and  provifion  in  ficknefs;  whereof  paid 
every  Friday  yd.  to  each  of  the  poor,  and  iod.  to  each  of  the  nurfes  every  week. 
He  alfo  paid  iol.  yearly  for  buying  50,taberdes,  or  gowns;  fo  that  every  two  years 
each  poor  man  might  have  a new  garment.  Befides  which,  there  was  given  among 
them  yearly,  on  every  Good  Friday,  30s. ; they  had  alfo  12I.  10s.  to  make  porridge, 
and  61.  for  fuel,  a year.  All  this  was  of  the  gift  of  the  founder ; but  their  five- 
penny  money  was  of  the  gift  of  the  lady  Mary  Harvy,  which,  with  6d.  per  annum 
to  each  of  the  poor  by  another  charity,  came  to  4I.  11s.  8d. 

“ Henry  Plan tagenet,  fir  ft  Duke  of  Lancafter,  founded  a place  by  the  South 
gate,  called  the  New  work,  the  rnoft  beautiful  abbey  in  England;  alfo  he  founded  a. 
.{lately  hofpital,  whereupon  thefe  words  are  to  be  feen  : 

“ Henry  Grefmund,  Duke  of  Lancafter,  of  this  almes  houfe  was  the  firft  founder  V* 

In  a frame  in  the  Old  Hofpital  chapel  on  the  left  wall  juft  as  }rou  enter  : 

“ Henry  Grifmond,  Duke  of  Lancafter  X,  and  Earl  of  Leicefter.  He  was  founder* 
of  this  hofpital  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1332  ; and  fince  granted  by  charter  by  our 
late  gracious  Sovereign  King  James,  to  be  called  the  Holy  Trinity,  the  12th  year 
of  his  reign.” 


“ The  collegiate  chirch  of  Newarke,  and  the  area  of  it,  yoinith  to  another  peace 
of  the  caftelle  ground.  The  college  chirch  is  not  very  great,  but  it  is  exceeding 
fair.  There  lyith  on  the  North  fide  of  the  high  altare  Henry  erle  of  Lancafter, 
withowt  a crounet,  and  two  men  childern  under  the  arche  next  to  his  hedde.  On 
the  South  ftde  lyith  Flenry  the  firft  duke  of  'Lancafter  ; and  yn  the  next  arch  to 
liis  hedde  lyith  a lady,  by  likelihod  his  wife.  Conftance,  doughtier  to'Peter,  king

I In  1361  a pe (liters tial  difteffiper  raging  in  England  carried  off  this  Nobleman,  to  the  great 
grief  of  the  inhabitants  of  Leicefter,  who  manifefted  their  love  for  him  by  their  tears  of  mourn- 
ing at  his  death.  By  his  will,  bearing  date  at  Leicefter  caftle,  he  ordered  his  body  to  be  buried 
in  his  collegiate  church,  within  three  weeks  after  his  death  ; and  in  cafe  he  fliould  die  at  Leicef- 
ter (which  happened),  he  enjoined  that  his  body  fliould  be  firft  carried  to  St.  Mary’s  church 
near  the  caftle,  where  divine  fervice  was  to  be  performed  in  the  ufual  manner.  This  folemnity 
was  to  be  attended  with  twenty-four  torches,  whereof  twrelve,  with  two  cloths  of  gold,  were  to 
.remain  to  that  church- j and  that  the  curate  there  fliould  have  his  beft  horfe,  or  the  value  of  it ; 
and  that  thence  his  body  fliould  be  carried  to  his  collegiate  church,  and  there  buried  without 
the  pomp  of  armed  men,  horfe 3 covered,  or  other  vanities.  His  body  he  ordered  to  be  taken 
there  in  a hearfe,  with  five  tapers,  each  of  one  hundred  pounds  weight,  fifty  torches  about  his 
body,  borne  by  as  many  men,  one  half  of  whom  were  to  be  cloathed  in  white,  and  the  other 
in  blue.  All  which  was  ftriclly  obeyed.

the  chapelle  of  St.  Mary,  on  the  Southe  fide  of  the  quire,  ly  buried  two  of  the  Shir- 
leys, knights,  with  their  wives;  and  one  Brokefby,  an  efquier.  Under  a piller  yn 
a chapelle  of  the  South  erode  Hie  lyith  the  lady  Hungreford,  and  Sacheverel  her 
fecunde  hufbande.  In  the  Southe  fide  of  the  body  of  the  chirch  lyith  one  of  the 
Biuntes,  a knight,  with  his-  wife  And  in  die  North  fide  of  the  church  T ly  3 
Wigflons,  greate  benefa&ors  to  the  college.  One  of  them  was  a prebendarie 
there,  and  made  the  free  grammar  fchole.  The  cloifter  on  the  South-wefle  fide  of 
the  chirch  is  large  and  faire  ; and  the  houfes  in  the  cumpace  of  the  area  of  the 
college  for  the  prebendaries  be  al  very  praty.  The  waul les  and  gates  of  the  col- 
lege be  (lately.  The  riche  cardinal,  of  Winchefler  giidid  all  the  Retires  and  knottes 
in  the  voulte  of  the  chirch.  The  large  almofe  houfe  ftondith  alfo  withyn  the  qua- 
drante  of  the  area  of  the  college." 

In  1352,  the  duke  of  Lancafler,  being  fhewn  by  the  king  of  France  all  his 
rarities,  with  liberty  to  take  what  he  pleafed,  refufed^  to  accept  of  any,  except  one 
thorn  J out  of  the  crown  of  Jefus  (brought  into  Franceln  1239),  which  he  bellowed 
as  a precious  reliek  upon  this  his  college,  which  he  was  then  about  to  found, 
for  it  was  not  quite  fettled  till  1355;  on  the  9 cal.  April  that  year  the  ftatutes  being 
ratified;  and  on  the  fame  day  Richard  de  Hanflape  the  firft  dean,  with  his  brethren 
the  prebendaries,  were  admitted. 

John  de  Polteney,  prebendary  of  the  9th  flail,  exchanged  it,  Aug.  22,  1382, 
with 

Walter  Hanloo,  prebendary  of  Taunton  in  the  church  of  Wells. 

Nicholas  Brightwell,  the  third  dean,  was  very  eminent  in  his  time,  and  in  1385 
Was  chofen  chancellor  of  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford. 

In  1400,  the  college  not  being  quite  finifhed,  Henry  the  Fourth,  March  2 6, 
gave  a commillion  to  John  de  Ryngham,  Robert  Skyllington,  John  Horningwold, 
and  Thomas  Whytebred,  to  provide  workmen  and  materials  to  perfect  what  was 
wanting. 

July  10,  1417,  Thomas  duke  of  Clarence,  by  his  teflament  then  dated,  appointed 
that  his  executors  fhould  purchafe  the  patronage  of  fome  church  of  forty  marks 
a year  value,  and  procure  the  fame  to  be  appropriated  to  the  dean*  canons,  and

was  Thomas,  brother  of  William  Wigfton,  who  made  the  free  grammar  fchool,  whence  it  appears 
that  thel’e  Wigftons  were  ail  dead  when  Leland  made  his  Itinerary.  Here  was  buried  aifo,  accord- 
ing to  Leland,  Mary  Bohun,  countefs  of  Hereford,  mother  to  king  Henry  V.  though  historians 
give  a different  account  of  her  interment.

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titars  of  this  college,  to  fupport  two  fitting  priefts  to  celebrate  divine  fervice,  for 
the  fouls  of  his  father  and  mother,  himfelf  and  Margaret  his  wife,  his  anceftors, 
and  all  the  faithful  deceafed. 

In  1346,  Thomas  Langley,  bifhop  of  Durham,  chancellor  of  England,  and  car- 
dinal, by  his  teftament,  dated  Dec.  zi,  gave  feveral  books  to  the  library  of  this 
college. 

In  the  Parliament  Rolls  for  the  year  1450,  occurs  this  claufc  : 

“ Provided  the  feide  Petition,  or  A<fi  of  refumption,  fireeche  not  nor  extende  to 
the  graunt  made  by  us  to  the  Dean  and  Chanons  of  the  Church  Collegiate  of  our 
Lady  of  Leyceftr*,  and  their  fucceflors,  of  a tunne  of  Wynne  graunted  to  theym  by 
us,  to  be  taken  and  perceyved  yerely,  by  the  han'des  of  oure  chief  Boteller  of 
England  for  the  tyme  being,  or  his  depute,  in  our  Port  of  Kyngefton  uppon  Hull, 
of  the  wyne  yat  fhall  be  taken  and  furveyed  in  the  feide  Port  for  us ; confideryng 
that  they  hadde  never  no  wyne  graunted  to  theym  by  us,  nor  none  of  our  progeni- 
tores,  afore  this  tyme,  to  fing  with  nor  other  wife 

William  Dudley  was  prefented  by  King  Edward  IV.  to  the  third  flail  in  this 
church,  Augufl  5,  1472;  and  was  immediately  defied  Dean;  being  admitted 
Augufl  17.  He  was  afterward  Bifhop  of  Durham,  1476. 

In  1477,  17  Ed.  I.  Feb.  12,  dean  Chauntre  and  his  chapter  covenanted  with  Wil- 
liam lord  Haflings,  that  whenever  he  fhould  die,  the\  would  keep  a fpecial  obit  for 
him  in  their  church  on  the  day  of  his  funeral,  and  every  year  celebrate  his  anniver- 
fary  for  the  foul  of  him  and  Catharine  his  wife  ; and  that  the  provoft  of  their 
church  fhould  yearly  on  that  day,  at  the  end  of  mafs,  pay  to  the  dean  3s.  4d.  and 
to  every  canon  then  prefent  2s.  to  every  clerk  6d.  to  every  chorifler  4d.  and  to  the 

verger  4d.  and  to  every  poor  man  and  woman  of  the  hoi  pita  1 there  id.  out  of  the 

profits  of  the  hofpita!  of  St.  Leonard,  by  reafon  that  this  Lord  Haflings  had  obtained 
that  hofpital  from  the  king,  and  given  it  to  this  coliege  for  ever. 

3 Hen.  VIII.  May  16,  William  Wlgflon,  junior,  obtained  the  king’s  letters  pa- 
tent for  building  a houfe,  and  founding  a chantry  here  *,  in  purfuance  of  which, 
there  was  an  indenture,  quadripartite,  made  Jan.  20,  4 Hen.  VI ii.  between  the 
faid  William  Wigflon,  and  John  Yonge  the  dean,  and  the  canons  of  the  new  col- 
legiate church,  Richard  abbot  of  St.  Mary  de  Pratis,  with  his  convent,  Richard 

Gy  Hot,  mayor,  and  the  burgefies  of  Leicefler,  in  which  there  is  an  account  of 

William  Wigfton’s  building  a houfe  for  two  chantry  pr lefts,  and  fitting  up  a cha- 
pel in  the  church,  in  honour  of  God,  Our  Bleffed  Lady,  St,  Uilula,  and  St.  Ka- 
therine; of  the  lands  and  tenements  which  he  fettled  on  the  dean  and  canons, 
and  money  paid  to  them  ; or  the  fcrvices  which  they  were  to  fee  performed  daily, 
and  more  efpeciafiy  on  the  obit  to  be  kept,  for  his  good  eflate  during  life,  and  for 
his  foul  after  death,  on  Jan.  26,  yearly  *,  the  folemnkies  of  which  are  particularly 
defcribed,  but  too  long  to  be  tranfcribed  at  prefent.

It  appears  that  the  then  members  of  it  were  the  dean  Robert  Bone,  Sir  Richard 
Paget,  Sir  Nicholas  Bradfhaw,  Sir  Anthony  Skevington,  Sir  William  Wefton,  Sir 
Richard  Bawdwyn,  Sir  Richard  Fowler,  Sir  Chriftopher  Marfhall,  Sir  John  Vincent, 
Sir  John  Leigh,  Sir  Gabriel  Raynes,  Sir  Edward  Burton,  Sir  William  Gy  Hot,  canons; 
whereof  the  dean’s  falary  or  ftipend  was  40I.  and  his  houfe,  garden,  and  orchard, 
valued  at  40s.  a year.  Each  of  the  canon’s  ftipend  was  13I.  6s.  8d.  and  their  houfes 
26s.  8d.  a year.  The  ftipend  of  the  thirteen  vicars  was  to  each  4I.  13s.  4d.  &c. 
There  were  five  chantries  founded  in  the  church,  viz.  1.  John  of  Gaunt’s,  of  two 
chaplains,  William  Blackwell  and  Thomas  Marlhall,  their  joint  falary  was  13I.  6s. 
8d.  and  their  houfe  ios.  a year;  2.  the  lady  Mary  Harvey's,  of  one  prieft,  Wil- 
liam Wilfon,  who  had  5I.  6s.  8d. ; 3.  Elvett’s,  of  one  prieft,  who  had  5I.  6s.  8d. ; 
thefe  two  had  one  houfe,  ios.  a year;  4.  William  Wigfton’s,  of  two  priefts,  John 
Hardy  and  Humfry  Gyllot,  alias  Ellyott,  who  had  between  them  14I.  and  a houfe 
ios.  a year ; 5.  Beddel’s  chantry,  of  one  prieft,  Richard  Waterworth,  of  4I.  6s.  8d. 
a year.  The  lodging  between  the  gates  was  valued  at  20s.  and  the  lodging  between 
the  church  and  the  great  fteeple  at  5s.  a year.  Although  this  furvey  was  taken  31 
Elen.  VIII.  yet  this  college  was  not  at  that  time  diffolved,  for  Robert  Boone,  alias 
Bone,  the  dean.  Was  fummoned  to  the  convocation  1 Ed.  VI.  15^7,  Nov.  5,  which 
was  about  a year  before  the  diftolution. 

In  1553,  March  1,  an  account  being  taken  of  the  penfions  payable  to  the  mem- 
bers of  fuch  religious  houfes  as  were  diffolved,  it  was  reported  that  eight  of  the 
prebendaries,  viz.  John  Leigh,  William  Gillot,  John  Vincent,  Richard  Fowler, 
Chriftopher  Marfhal,  William  Wefton,  William  Pachet,  and  Nicholas  Brad  thaw, 
had  each  of  them  iol.  a year  ; eight  vicars  had  61.  each.  As  for  the  dean  and 
the  prebendaries  not  mentioned  in  this  report,  it  is  prefumed  that  they  were  dead, 
or  dilpofed  of  in  fome  preferment  before  this  time. 

After  the  diftolution  of  the  college,  Mr.  William  Fowkes  was  mafter  of  this 
hofpital,  and  of  him  Henry  earl  of  Huntingdon  purchafed  the  wardenfnip,  who, 
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in  1609,  7 Jac.  I.  offered  it  to  the  town  of  Leicefter,  upon  condition  that  they 
would  pay  the  earl  for  it  as  much  as  he  gave  to  the  faid  William  Fowkes,  which 
was  agreed  to  at  a meeting  of  the  twenty-four  aldermen,  and  twenty-four  of  the 
fcniors  of  the  company  of  48,  Feb.  19,  1609-10.  Soon  after  which,  the  king, 
at  the  requeft  of  the  faid  earl,  iiTued  out  his  letters  patent,  whereby  he  changed  the 
naiije  of  “ St.  Mary/'  to  that  of  “ The  Holy  Trinity  of  the  Newark/’  and  ap- 
pointed the  mayor  of  Leicefter  for  the  time  being  to  be  the  mafter  or  warden  of 
it,  whofe  fee  is  13I.  6s.  8d.;  and  he  enters  on  this  office  on  the  Friday  after  he  is 
chofen  mayor.  The  town  chamberlains  take  care  to  receive  the  annual  payment 
from  the  dutchy,  and  on  Friday  every  week  pay  to.  the  poor  people  their  allow- 
ance, &e. 

Upon  the  diflblution,  many  of  the  poffeffions  belonging  to  this  college  were  granted 
to  Thomas  Fiffier,  alias  Hawkins,  Efq.  of  Warwick,  but  whether  he  or  fome  other 
had  the  houfes  in  the  Newark,  fays  Mr.  Carte,  I know  not.  At  prefent,  he  adds, 
1721,  there  are  three  very  fair  houfes  there,  belonging  to  William  Franks,  Efq. 
Laurence  Carter,  Efq.  and  Mrs.  Stephens;  but  they  are  all  of  late  ereflion.  J.  be- 
lieve that  Mrs.  Stephens’s  flands  where  the  prebendal  houfe  of  Thomas  Wigfton  was 
fituated,  becaufe  the  houfe  which  William  Wigfton  built  for  his  two  chantry  priefts 
adjoins  to  it;  over  the  portal  of  which  there  is  his  coat  of  arms.  The  church  (food 
in  Mr.  Carter’s  garden,  and  the  foundations  of  it  were  dug  up,  about  1690,  when 
the  garden  was  reduced  into  the  form  which  it  is  now  of.  Of  the  old  buildings 
fcarcdy  any  thing  remains  except  the  houfe  built  by  William  Wigfton  aforemen- 
tioned, and  another  much  like  it,  now  fettled  on  the  vicars  of  St.  Martin’s.  Moft 
of  the  houfes  and  land  were  granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth  to  the  corporation. 

During  the  troubles  of  Charles  I.  the  poor  were  deprived  of  their  fubfiftence-mo- 
ncy ; but  the  corporation  of  Leicefter,  commiferating  their  haplefs  fituation,  and 
imitating  the  noble-minded  founders,  fupplied  that  deficiency. 

Since  the  fale  of  the  chief  rents,  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  the  re- 
venue being  leffened,  the  number  of  the  poor  (by  direftion  of  the  officers  in  the 
Dutchy-court,  as  the  late  lord  keeper  Wrighte  faid)  is  reduced  from  110  to  about 
90  ; and  they  would  have  but  a poor  fubfiftence,  were  it  not  for  fome  modern 
benefa&ors,  and  the  yearly  contributions  of  the  members  of  the  corporation,  and 
other  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

The  aldermen  of  Leicefter  have  been  indeed  the  principal  benefa&ors  fince 
the  foundation.  Some  confiderable  fums,  however,  have  been  willed  to  it  in  this 
century;  particularly  1125I.  a few  years  ago  by  Mr.  Holmes. 

The  king,  as  heir  to  the  Lancafter  family,  has  the  foie  difpofal  of  the  vacant 
places  in  this  houfe,  which  is  deputed  to  the  chancellor  of  the  Dutchy  of  Lan- 
cafter ; and  in  cafe  of  an  omiffion  by  him,  after  a ftipulated  time,  the  power  of  ap- 
pointing falls  to  the  mayor  of  Leicefter*'.

* “ The  violence  of  party,  which  has  long,  very  long,  reigned  injur  ion  fly  to  fociety  in  Leicef- 
ter, has  extended  its  baneful  influence  to  this  noble  inilitution.  It  may  be  neceflary  therefore 
difintereftediy  to  reviewr  thofe  actions  w'hicb  have  in  fome  meafure  led  to  it.  From  the  great 
earls  of  Leicefler  the  government  of  that  place  defcended  to  the  corporation.  Since  then  it  has 
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King  George  III.  being  informed  that  the  hofpital*  was  become  a wretched  dwel- 
ling for  the  abode  of  old  age,  from  the  goodnefs  of  his  heart,  ordered  it  to  be 
examined  by  a builder,  who  was  to  make  an  eliimate  of  the  expence  of  re-building 
it,  in  a manner  worthy  the  noble  founder  j which  eflimate  his  majefty  agreed  to 
pay,  and  alfo  added  to  its  revenue  a bounty  of  40I.  a year.

The  extent  of  the  front  of  the  old  Magazine  f,  as  it  faces  the  North-eaft,  or 
South  gate  flreet,  54  feet  6 inches  in  front,  29  feet  1 inch  in  breadth;  32  feet 
from  the  Magazine  to  the  end  of  the  (hops  on  the  Newark  fide,  from  thence  to 
Bunney’s  wall  44  feet  7 inches,  which  together  make  76  feet  7 inches ; from  the 
South  gate  to  the  Magazine  31  yards. 

been  cuftomary  for  that  body,  on  a certain  day,  to  go  from  their  hall  in  proceflion  to  the  caftle, 
the  ancient  refidence  of  the  earls,  to  fwear-in  the  new  mayor.  Going  thither,  when  they  arrived 
at  a certain  place,  it  was  the  cuftom  alfo  to  (lope  the  great  mace  which  is  carried  before  the 
mayor,  thereby  indicating  reverence  to  the  king,  to  whom  the  Lancafter  eftates  have  defcended. 
An  eledlion,  replete  with  contending  mifchiefs,  excited  the  leaders  of  each  party  to  counteract, 
even  in  the  moll  trivial  matters,  the  deligns  of  each  other.  The  then  mayor  of  Leicefter,  warm 
in  the  caufe  he  efpoufed,  and  not  thinking  perhaps  to  whom  the  deference  of  Hoping  the 
mace  was  due,  ordered,  on  the  proceffion-day  that  year,  the  mace  to  be  carried,  all  the  way  to 
the  callle,  eredt ; which  could  be  intended  for  no  other  purpofe  rhan  to  Ihew  oppofition  to  the 
gentleman  (who  was  of  a contrary  party)  deputed  to  receive  him  there.  When  they  came  to  the 
gates  leading  to  the  callle,  the  corporation  were  refufed  admittance  on  that  account,  and  re- 
turned without  the  ufual  ceremony.  On  the?  other  hand,  as  the  mayors  of  Leicefter  had  enjoyed 
the  power  of  placing  into  that  hofpital  whom  they  might  appoint,  from  the  purpofed  negledl 
of  the  king  and  his  deputy  (very  likely  in  conlideration  of  their  benevolence  to  it)  ; the  oppofite 
party  to  the  corporation  had  interell  enough  to  procure  of  the  Chancellor  the  appointment  of 
objects  to  the  hofpital.  This  has  fo  irritated  the  body  politic  of  Leicefter,  that,  unhappily  for 
the  poor,  they  have  withheld  from  them  their  annual  liberal  contribution,  which  they  heretofore 
were  uied  to  make.  In  a place  where  the  moft  exalted  fentiments  of  charity  have  fo  confpicuoufly 
prevailed,  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  harmony  would  have  produced  the  happieil  effects  to  this 
heufe,  at  a time  when  majelly  pioufiy  fet  the  example  by  a liberal  diljplay  of  benevolence.”

“ An  Augmentation  of  40L  a year  being  ordered  by  the  King’s  mofl  excellent  Ma- 
jefly,  to  the  ufe  of  this  Hofpital:  and  the  Dutchy  Court  having  dire&ed,  that, 
after  Lady-day  1780*  the  regulations  herein  after  mentioned  fhall  take  place, 
this  paper  is  printed  for  the  information  of  the  foremen,  keepers,  and  poor  of 
this  hofpital. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  feveral  annual  fums  following  (ioflead  of  being  divided  and 
paid  as  heretofore)  (hall,  after  Lady-day  1780,  be  made  one  common  fund,  for 
the  purpoles  herein  after  mentioned.

N.  B.  All  the  reft  of  the  poor’s  money  is  to  be  divided  as  before  accuftomed. 

It  is  alfo  ordered  that  all  the  rents  and  gifts  fhall  be  continued  to  be  received  by 
the  foremen  in  the  ufual  manner;  but  they  are  to  pay  the  fame  over  to  the  cham- 
berlains of  Leicetter  for  the  time  being,  to  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the  above 
fund. 

Item,  the  chamberlains  are  out  of  the  faid  fund  to  iffue  and  pay  the  foremen  the 
above  fum  of  81.  8s.  8d.  every  Friday  morning  weekly,  to  be  by  them  immediately 
dittributed  amongtt  the  keepers  and  the  poor  in  manner  abovementioned. 

Item,  after  every  vacancy,  the  weekly  pay  for  the  vacant  houfes  to  be  flopped 
for  three  calendar  months,  and  applied  towards  the  expence  of  keeping  the  hofpital 
in  good  repair. 

And  lattly,  all  the  keepers  and  poor  are,  at  their  own  expence,  to  keep  in  good 
repair  the  windows,  bedtteads,  floors,  fhutters,  partitions,  doors,  hinges,  locks, 
and  faflenings,  of  their  refpe&ive  rooms  or  houfes  (every  one  his  or  her  own),  and 
in  default  thereof,  the  foremen  are  to  repair  the  fame,  and  flop  the  expences  out 
of  the  pay  of  the  defaulters,  to  the  intent  the  revenue  of  the  hofpital  may  not  be 
charged  with  the  repairs  of  the  rooms,  nor  any  one  perfon  contribute  to  the  ex- 
pences of  the  repairs  of  the  houfe  of  another  perfon,  but  that  every  one  of  the 
keepers  and  poor  may  keep  his  or  her  room  in  the  aforefaid  particulars  in  fit  and 
decent  repair/’ 

4<  The  two  great  chambers  at  a houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Lancafler’s  were  originally 
one;  the  regular  arrangement  and  continuation  of  the  fame  wooden  buttrefles  prove 
it.  The  rooms  were  feven  yards  broad,  and,  taken  together,  were  about  eighteen 
yards  long.  Thefe  rooms  are  on  the  North-weft  flde  of  the  faid  manfion,  by  St. 
Mary’s  church,  next  the  porter’s  lodge,  beyond  the  gates  which  open  to  the  cattle 
yard.  On  the  North-eaft  flde  of  this  houfe,  on  the  edge  of  the  garden,  which  de- 
scends from  thence  by  a great  flope  to  the  mud,  and  looking  up  St.  Mary’s  church 
lane,  was  an  old  ftone  fummer  houfe,  with  the  Lancafter  arms  in  mortar,  juft  de- 
moliihed,  to  mend  the  garden  view,  and  admit  of  palifades.  It  has  excellent  cellars. 

“ The  Duke  of  Lancafter’s  kettle  in  the  Trinity  hofpital  parlour  in  the  Newark 
holds  flxty-one  gallons;  it  is  bell-metal,  a tripod  ; it  was  ufed  to  make  frumenty, 

to

to  fell  to  the  Leicefirians  on  Afh  Wednefday.  Talbot’s  pot'*  at  Warwick,  in  the 
porter’s  quarters,  holds  but  fixty  gallons.  Leicefter  hofpital  kettle  is  fix  inches  and 
a half  round,  the  thicknefs  of  an  ear  or  handle,  of  which  it  has  two  ; the  height  in 
the  loop  or  ear  rather  more  than  fire  inches-,  its  breadth  in  the  ear  three  inches  and 
a half;  one  of  its  feet  eight  inches  and  a half  round  at  its  middle. 

At  the  Old  Hofpital  is  alfo  an  oaken  nutmeg-grater,  called  “ Queen  Elizabeth’s 
pocket-piece.”  It  is  ornamented  with  hearts,  croffes,  ftars,  and  4 leaves.  On  its 
Aider  at  top  is  engraved,  “ Anno  Regni  Regins  Elizabeth’  Angliae,  &c.”  [N.  B. 

no  particular  year  is  mentioned. J On  one  fide,  “ Thinke  wel  and  fay  wel,  but 
rather  do  wel.”  The  other  fide,  “ Flee  idlenefs,  and  be  wel  occupied,  1579.” 
At  bottom,  u This  belongith  to  the  old  ofpital  in  Leicefter.”  It  looks  like  a rat- 
trap.  There  is  a flop,  ufually  a (tar,  to  each  word.' — It  is  51  inches  broad  ; 3! 
inches  in  depth  on  the  outfide  ; 1 8 i inches  the  length  of  the  Aider,  at  whofe 
drawing-end  there  feems  to  have  been  an  end-board  or  clofure,  on  which,  to 
correfpond  with  the  infeription  of  the  Aider,  I believe,  might  have  been  the  year 
of  the  reign.  A foot  8 inches  at  bottom  in  length,  including  the  addition,  which 
has  an  hole  to  fufpend  it.  I fee  no  worm-holes  or  Agns  of  decay  in  the  grater. 

P.  600.  The  hofpital  of  St.  Leonard  is  the  mod  ancient  in  Leicefter.  It  was 
built  by  William,  fon  of  Robert  Blanchmaines,  who,  being  himfelf  a leper,  eredted 
this  for  relief  of  perfons  labouring  under  the  like  diAemper.  There  is  now  not 
any  remainder  of  the  buildings  of  it,  and  it  is  fomething  difficult  to  determine 
where  it  was  fituated ; but  we  find  that  it  was  not  far  from  the  Abbey,  and  that  the 
mafier  of  it  paid  10s.  a year  to  the  Abbey,  for  ingrefs  and  egrefs  to  the  chapel, 
for  celebrating  divine  fervice,  which  they  received  in  right  of  their  church  of  St. 
Leonard ; and  therefore  we  may  conclude  that  it  was  adjacent  to  it. 

In  1322  the  following  entry  occurs  in  the  Harleian  MSS. 

“ Leicefl’.  Hofpital’  S.  Leonardi  ibidem  habet  61.  19s.  1 id*,  percipere  de  praepo- 
“ fitura  Leic\  deconcefT’  Simonis  de  Monteforti,  in  recompenfatione  ls.  quod  fratres 
“ didti  hofpit’  percipere  foiebant  de  praspofitura  de  Hinckeley -f.” 

It  feems  that  fome  difference  arofe,  when  Philip  Repyndon  was  abbot,  between 
him  and  Richard,  mafier  of  the  hofpital,  which  was  compofed  by  the  mediation 
of  John  of  Gaunt,  March  8,  1396  ; and  thereupon  indentures  were  drawn  up,  con- 
taining certain  confiir.utions  which  the  mafier  of  the  hofpital  and  his  fucceffors  were 
bound  to  obferve. 

Here  was  a piece  of  difeipline  put  in  pra&ice,  which  perhaps  may  feem  firange  in 
our  days,  and  therefore  it  is  given  in  the  words  of  William  Charity,  who  has 
recorded  in  his  Rentale,  fol.  86,  f.  95.  “ Memorandum  quod  A.  D.  1439,  die

It  was  not  very  long  after  this  that  the  Hof- 
pital  was  dilfolved,  and  the  revenues  of  it  granted  to  the  college  of  the  Newark, 
by  the  interceflion  of  William  lord  Mailings. 

P.  600.  “ The  hofpital  or  college  of  St.  John  the  Bapttjl  and  St.  John  the  Evan* 

gelijl  is  fit  rated  in  the  parifh  of  All  Saints.  It  is  ancient,  but  when  or  by  whom 
founded  we  have  not  yet  difcovered.  In  20  Ed.  III.  the  mailer  of  it  was  laid  at  i6d. 
for  the  thirtieth  part  of  a knight’s  fee  in  Hungarton,  and  i6d.  for  the  like  quantity 
of  land  in  Queenborough  of  the  fee  of  Tutbury,  in  the  aid  granted  to  the  king 
for  making  his  eldeft  fon  a knight.  In  the  church  belonging  to  this  Hofpital  was 
founded  the  gild  of  St.  John,  by  Peers  Celler  and  his  wife,  as  is  fuppofed,  becaule 
their  fouls  are  ordered  to  be  prayed  for  particularly,  in  an  agreement  made  Sept. 
20,  17  Ed.  IV.  between  Sir  Robert  Syleby,  mailer  of  the  Hofpital,  and  Richard 
Wiggellon,  lleward  of  the  gild,  whereby  the  Reward  of  the  gild  was  bound  to 
find  a priell  to  fay  mafs  in  the  gild-chapel  of  St.  John,  and  two  days  in  the  week 
in  the  chapel  of  St.  John  at  the  town’s  end  of  Leicefier,  except  the  mailer  will 
at  any  time  fay  mafs  there  himfelf;  and  when  the  mailer  fays  mafs  there,  or  fhould 
be  out  of  town,  then  the  faid  gild- prieft  was  to  fay  mafs  at  the  high  altar  of  St. 
John,  and  read  in  the  choir  there,  every  holy-day  in  the  year,  divine  fervice,  pray- 
ing efpecially  for  the  fouls  of  Peers  Celler  and  his  wife,  and  for  He  welfare  and 
fouls  of  all  the  members  and  benefaflors  of  the  gild.  And  the  mailer  was  to  give 
the  faid  gild-priell  fufficient  meat  and  drink,  or  in  lieu  thereof  40s.  yearly  for  his 
board,  and  the  faid  lleward  was  to  pay  him  the  rell  of  his  falary,  as  he  could 
agree  with  him,  and  find  him  a chamber  within  St.  John. 

The  chapel  at  the  town's  end  abovementioned  Mr.  Carte  for  fome  time  thought 
to  be  the  little  chapel  juft  without  the  Well  gate  ; but  became  finished  that  it  was 
at  the  Ealt  end  of  the  town,  by  the  following  pafiage  in  Leland,  who  fays, 
“ A Title  above  the  Well  bridge  the  Sore  callith  oute  an  arme,  and  fone  after  it 
cummith  in  again,  and  makitn  one  llreame  of  Sore.  Withyn  this  ifie  Itandith  the 
Blake  Freres  very  pleafauntly,  and  hard  by  the  Freres  is  alfo  a bridge  of  ftone  oyer 
this  firms  of  Sore.  And  after  the  hole  water  creping  aboute  half  the  tcune  cum- 
mith  thorough  the  North  bridge  of  a vii  or  viii  arches  ot  Hone.  And  there  Sore 
hreketh  into  two  armesagaine,  wherof  thebiggeft  goith  by  S.  Maries  abbay  Handing 
on  the  farther  ripe;  and  the  other,  caullid  the  Bifshoppes  water,  bycaufe  thebifshop 
of  Lincoln’s  tenentes  have  privilege  on  it,  and  after  fone  methith  with  the  bigger 

arme,, 
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arme,  and  fo  infulatith  a right  large  and  pleafaunt  medow  ; wherapon  the  abbay, 
I fuppofe,  in  fum  writinges  is  caullid  S.  Maria  de  Pratis.  Over  the  raidle  part  of 
this  arme  of  Bifshops  water  is  a meane  ftone  bridge  : and  a litle  beyond  it  is  a no- 
ther  ftone  bridge,  thorough  the  which  paffit  a litle  land  broke,  cumming  from  vil- 
lages not  for  of,  and  fo  rennith  into  Bifshops  water.  And  by  Bifshops  water  is  a 
chapel  longging  to  the  hofpital  of  S.  John.  At  this  chapel  lyith  Mr.  Boucher. 
Sore  cumming  again  fhortely  to  one  bottom,  goith  a 4 miles  of,  by  the  ruines  of 
the  caflel  of  Mountforelle.”  And  finding  in  the  chamberlain’s  rent  roll  that  they 
receive  2I.  os.  2d.  for  an  orchard,  or  piece  of  ground,  formerly  Thomas  Chap- 
man’s, Efq.  afterward  Dr.  Hartop’s,  on  which  it  is  faid  that  a houfe  flood,  called 
St.  John’s,  Mr.  Carte  concluded  that  there  it  was  that  the  abovementioned  chapel 
flood,  it  being  near  what  Leland  calls  the  Bifhop’s  water.  But  to  return  from  this 
digreflion  about  the  chapel  to  the  hofpital  itfelf.  Leland  fays,  “ St  John’s  hofpital 
landes  for  the  moil  part  was  given  by  Edward  IV.  to  the  college  of  Newark  in 
Leyrcefler probably  at  the  fame  time,  and  by  the  fame  means,  as  the  Hofpital  of 
St.  Leonard  was  conferred  on  them  (fee  p.  763) ; and  at  length  they,  with  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  other  colleges  which  were  then  in  the  Crown,  were  pur- 
chafed  of  Queen  Elizabeth  by  the  corporation,  in  whofe  rental  they  are  to  be  feen. 
The  town  being  in  this  manner  poffeifed  of  the  Hofpital,  they,  July  5,  34  Eliz. 
granted  the  fite  of  it  to  Mr.  Thomas  Clark,  for  term  of  life,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, paying  the  queen’s  rent,  to  make  a wool-hall  thereof,  at  his  own  charge; 
he  promiling  to  leave  the  fame  to  the  corporation.  At  length  the  wool-hall  grow- 
ing into  difufe  in  the  time  of  James  I.  or  Charles  I.  fix  poor  widows  were  placed 
in  it ; and  whereas  at  firfl  they  had  the  lower,  or  ground  rooms,  afligned  to  them 
for  their  habitation  ; in  1682  they  were  removed  up  into  the  chambers,  which  were 
then  fitted  up  for  them.  They  are  maintained  by  a revenue  of  about  23b  10s.  given 
them  by  about  twenty-four  benefaflors,  which  they  have  had  till  this  time  1721, 
befides  fome  temporary  gifts;  and,  for  their  better  fubfiftence,  it  was  agreed  among 
the  clergy  of  the  town,  to  preach,  in  their  turn,  a fermon  * upon  charity  or  almf- 
giving,  annually,  on  St.  John’s  day,  Dec.  27,  at  the  Hofpital,  or  the  church  of 
All  Saints,  which  is  near  it.  And  thereupon,  Dec.  27,  1688,  at  a common  hall, 
the  two  companies,  of  twenty-four  and  forty-eight,  obliged  themlelves,  without 
fummons,  to  attend  the  mayor  on  that  day  yearly  in  their  gowns,  to  hear  the  faid 
fermon,  or,  if  abfent,  to  fend  to  the  chamberlains  I2d.  if  one  of  the  twenty-four, 
and  6d.  if  one  of  the  forty-eight.”  Thus  far  principally  from  Mr.  Carte. 

Mr.  Bickerflaffe  adds,  1788,  “ The  Top  Hofpital , called  St.  John’s,  contiguous 
to  Bent’s,  by  the  Town-gaol,  and  confiding  only  of  chambers,  contains  eight  wi- 
dows; fix  of  whom  receive  14s.  quarterly,  and  a fmall  fiipend  weekly,  making 
together  fome  what  more  than  2s.  a week ; the  other  two  about  is.  6d.  They 
have  firing  allowed  them  ; and  two  of  them  have  by  turns  2s.  6d.  each  annually 
in  lieu  of  a pair  of  Ihoes.”

Value  of  ^.24.  for  the  Maintenance  of  four  poor  Widows  here  for  ever,  Anno 
Domini  1703.

June  5,  1704.  At  a common  hall,  certain  orders  were  made  concerning  thefe 
four  widows,  to  be  oblerved  by  them  ; and  it  was  decreed  that  6d.  a week  (hould 
be  paid  by  the  town  to  a keeper,  to  look  to  them  in  their  illnefs;  and  the  keeper 
to  make  them  a fire  in  the  morning^  and  then  clean  the  public  room  everyday; 
and  that  the  chamberlain  make  the  fpare  room  below  fiairs  fit  for  the  keeper  to 
lie  in.  Befides  that  part  which  is  employed  for  thefe  purpofes,  there  is  another 
part  of  the  ancient  buildings  of  the  old  Hofpital,  that  is  converted  into  a gaol  for 
the  town.  The  four  widows  and  the  nurfe  inhabit  ground-rooms.  The  widows  re- 
ceive 3s.  every  Friday  morning,  and  the  nurfe  2s,  They  have  an  allowance  of 
coals;  and  each  of  them  has  10s.  8d.  every  year,  left  by  Mr.  Harris,  and  a gown 
every  other  year. 


Ibid.  The  New  Hofpital , otherwife  Wigs  ton's  Hofpital is  that  which  Burton  and 
the  account  of  religious  houfes  in  the  Monafticon  have  called  St.  Vrfula's  Hofpital \ 
it  being  ere&ed  in  honour  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  St.  Catherine,  and  St.  JJrfula,  &c. 
But  the  name  afligned  to  it  in  the  king’s  letters  patent  is“  The  Hofpital  of  William 
“ Wigfton  the  younger.”  This  William  Wigfton  was  merchant  of  the  ftaple  at  Calais, 
and  was  chofen  mayor  of  Leicefter,  firft  in  1499,  1 5 Hen.  VII.  and  again  in  1510, 
2 Hen.  VIII;  and  July  13,  1513,  he  obtained  the  king’s  licence  for  founding  his 
hofpital;  and  another  patent  Dec.  10,  1516,  to  the  fame  purpofe.  When  he  had 
built  it,  he  endowed  it  amply  with  divers  manors  and  other  lands,  March  1,  1519. 
He  had  before  this  fettled  a maintenance  for  a chantry  prieft  in  St.  Martin’s  church 
for  a certain  term  of  years ; which  when  expired,  he  defigned  that  the  hofpital  (hould 
be  (if  the  revenue  would  thereunto  extend)  a mailer  and  three  confraters;  but  there 
was  at  firft  a mailer  and  one  confrater  only,  and  fo  continues. 

By  the  ilatutes  which  he  gave  them,  he  ordered  that  after  the  deceafe  of  himfelf 
and  his  two  brothers  Thomas  and  Roger,  upon  any  vacancy  of  the  mailer  or  con- 
fracerihip,  the  dean  and  chapter  of  the  collegiate  church  of  the  Newark  fhould 
have  power  to  choofe,  and  put  into  the  vacant  place,  a fit  perfon  for  one  fortnight; 
which  if  they  negle&ed  to  do  in  that  fpace,  then  the  mayor  of  Leicefter  for  the 
time  being,  with  the  four  juft  ices  of  the  peace  of  the  laid  town,  or  at  lead  with 
the  two  fenior  juftices,  (hould  have  the  power  for  the  next  following  fortnight  to 
name,  entruft,  and  put  a fit  perfon  into  the  place  vacant;  and  in  cafe  of  their  neg- 
left,  then  the  like  power  was  granted  to  the  abbot  for  the  next  fortnight;  and  in

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cafe  of  his  negleft,  it  reverted  to  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Newark  again  for  another 
fortnight,  and  then  to  the  mayor  and  juftices,  and  to  the  abbot,  fucceffively,  till 
the  place  was  filled.  He  alfo  ordered  that  the  matter  and  confrater  fhould  conttantly 
refide  within  the  precin&s  of  the  hofpital,  and  not  be  abfent  above  forty  days  in  a 
year,  unlefs  upon  the  affairs  of  the  hofpital,  without  leave  of  one  of  the  canons 
of  the  Newark,  with  this  provifo,  that  the  matter  and  confrater  fhould  never  both 
be  abfent  at  the  fame  time  one  whole  day  and  night.  He  allowed  the  matter  to 
have  one  benefice  out  of  the  town  of  Leicetter,  provided  that  he  conttantly  reffded 
within  the  hofpital  ; but  confined  the  confrater  to  his  preferment  in  the  hofpital,  fo 
that  if  he  had  any  other  benefice  with  cure  or  without  cure,  or  any  farm  or  pro- 
motion whatfoever,  he  fhould  be  deprived  and  expelled  immediately.  He  alfo  or- 
dained that  all  fines  and  profits  arifing  from  the  fetting  the  lands  and  tenements 
fhould  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  hofpital ; and  that  if  either  the  matter  or  con- 
frater fhould  retain  any  of  the  faid  profits  to  his  own  ufe,  he  fhould  be  expelled. 
Thefe,  with  other  ttatutes  relating  to  the  matter,  confrater,  twelve  men,  and  twelve 
women,  were  confirmed  by  John  bifhop  of  Lincoln,  Sept.  30,  1522,  and  by  Ri- 
chard Mawdely,  S.  T.  B.  archdeacon  of  Leicetter,  April  13,  1525. 

The  hofpital  being  ere&ed  in  the  parifh  of  Sr.  Martin,  on  the  Weft  fide  of  the 
church-yard,  there  was  an  indenture  made  between  Richard  Pekefall,  abbot,  with 
his  convent,  and  Sir  Nicholas  Wagftaffe,  vicar  of  St.  Martin’s,  and  Sir  William 
Fyfher,  matter,  and  Sir  John  Thorpe,  confrater  of  the  hofpital,  and  the  twenty- 
four  poor  people,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  the  vicar  {hall  adminifter  the  Sacra* 
ment  to  the  faid  poor,  and  vifit  them  as  they  do  their  other  parifhioners  when  there 
is  need,  and  bury  their  bodies  in  the  church-yard  when  dead;  that  the  faid  poor 
fhould  be  exempted  from  paying  tithes,  either  predial  or  perfonal ; that  the  abbot 
and  vicar  fhall  permit  the  matter  and  confrater  to  celebrate  divine  fervice  in  the 
chapel,  and  not  compel  them  to  be  prefent  at  divine  fervice  at  St.  Martin’s  church 
or  church-yard,  or  to  adminifter  the  Sacrament  to  the  parifhioners,  or  to  fwear  obe- 
dience to  them ; that  at  the  death  of  any  of  the  poor  no  mortuary  fhould  be  de- 
manded,  but  the  matter  and  confrater  fhould  pay  mortuaries.  It  was  alfo  agreed* 
that  inftead  of  tithes,  oblations*  and  other  parochial  rights,  due  from  the  faid  poor, 
the  matter  fhall  every  Eafter-eve,  before  noon,  pay  6s.  8d.  on  the  high  altar  of  St. 
Martin’s  church,  to  be  divided  between  the  abbot  and  the  vicar,  and  in  cafe  of 
failure  or  negleft  fhall  forfeit  13s.  4d.  to  be  divided  between  the  abbot  and  vicar. 
And  the  parties  abovenamed  confented  that  they  fhould  be  compelled  to  the  obfer- 
vation  of  the  premifes  by  the  bifhop  of  Lincoln  or  his  commiflary,  dated  July  10, 
1520;  which  compofuion  was  ratified  by  William  bifhop  of  Lincoln  July  12,  1520, 
who,  June  1,  1520,  granted  licence  to  have  and  adminifter  the  Eucharift  in  the 
chapel  of  the  hofpital,  provided  it  was  done  without  damage  to  the  parifh  church.

“ The  faid  chauntry  was  founded  by  William  Wigfion  the  younger,  under  the 
lycens  of  out1  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  that  now  ys,  to  th’entente  to  find  one  war- 
den, three  priefis,  and  twenty-four  poor  people,  continually  to  pray  for  th’efiate 
of  the  faid  king,  and  for  the  founders  of  the  fame,  within  the  faid  hofpital,  whereof 
one  of  the  faid  four  priefis  to  fing  dyvyne  fervice  within  the  parifh  church  of  St. 
Martin  there,  for  certain  years  not  yet  finifhed  ; and  after  thofe  years  are  expired, 
to  celebrate  within  the  faid  hofpital,  yf  the  revenues  and  profytts  of  the  fame  would 
fufiyce ; which  feid  warden  and  priefts,  with  the  poor  men,  be  all  there  refident,  in 
good  order  and  efiate,  according  to  their  foundation ; and  there  hath  been  no  lands 
nor  tenements  the  fame  belonging  fold  fince  the  time  before  Iymited  ; and  an  inven- 
tory of  the  ornements  thereto  appertaining  hereafter  doth  appear.’* 


In  another  account  of  St.  Urfula’s  hofpital  it  is  faid  that

On  a tablet  in  front  of  the  mafier’s  houfe  : 

“ Hoc  tedificium,  a Gulielmo  Wigfton  conditum,  extru&um  erat  ad  A.  D.  1515  ; 
refettum  & adaudtum  A.  D.  1730,  Joh.  Jackfon  magifiro.” 

John  Herault,  of  St.  Saviour,  who  was  mafier  of  this  hofpital  in  1612,  in  a let- 
ter which  Mr.  Carte  faw,  fays  that  both  King  Edward  VI.  and  Queen  Mary  granted 
letters  of  confirmation  of  the  founder’s  gift;  and  Elizabeth,  by  letters  patent.  May 
17,  a.  r.  14,  granted  liberty  to  any  perfon  to  give  lands,  &c.  to  this  hofpital*  and  to 
declare  the  ufes  for  which  he  gave  them,  which  the  chaplains  and  poor  were  bound 
to  obferve  fo  long  as  they  enjoyed  them ; whereupon  Henry  earl  of  Huntingdon, 
minding  not  only  the  bettering  the  efiate  of  the  poor,  but  alfo  the  good  informa- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  (hire  of  Leicefter  in  the  true  knowledge  of 
the  Chriftian  religion,  by  his  deed  061.  1 1, 18  Eliz.  gave  to  the  chaplains  and  poor 
feveral  rent  charges  ilfuing  out  of  the  lands  of  the  difiblved  abbey,  amounting  to 
661.  is.  qd. ; and  061.  11,  18  Eliz.  by  another  deed,  declared  that  his  purpofe  was, 
that  the  mafier  of  the  hofpital  fhould  yearly  receive  the  faid  rents,  and  pay  to  the 
mafier  of  the  free-fehool  10I.  and  to  the  confrater  of  the  hofpital  30I.  on  condition 

that* 
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that  the  confrater  be  a continual  refident  preacher  in  the  town  of  Leicefter,  and  that 
he  preach  in  the  church  of  St.  Martin’s  every  Sunday  afternoon  * in  the  year,  except 
he  be  fick,  or  that  the  church  be  occupied  by  any  other  preacher,  &c. ; alfo  that  the 
matter  of  the  hofpital  fliould  pay  iol.  towards  finding  of  certain  fcholars,  which 
jet  their  minds  to  become  preachers  in  the  church  of  England,  viz.  to  two  fcholars, 
the  one  of  Cambridge,  and  the  other  of  Oxford,  to  each  3I.  who  are  to  enjoy  the 
fame  five  years  and  no  longer  ; and  to  two  other  fcholars  born  in  Leicefter  town  or 
fliire  of  poor  parents,  thought  meet  to  become  preachers,  and  able  to  be  taught  in 
fome  of  the  forms  of  the  fchoolmatter,  and  whofe  parents  fhall  promife  that  by 
their  good-will  they  fhall  ftudy  to  be  preachers,  to  each  of  them  40s.  for  five  years 
only,  and  then  one  of  them  to  go  to  Cambridge,  and  the  other  to  Oxford,  and 
there  to  have  the  exhibition  of  3L  a year  in  manner  aforefaid.  The  matter  and  con- 
frater upon  any  vacancy  to  choofe  ; or  if  they  difagree,  the  mayor  of  Leicefter,  with 
one  of  them,  to  choofe  within  one  month;  or  if  they  do  not,  then  the  earl's* heirs 
to  appoint  one  within  a month  after  their  default.  He  ordains  alfo,  that  the  matter 
of  the  hofpital  pay  61.  13s.  4d.  to  the  twenty-four  poor,  to  be  divided  among  them; 
or  elfe  to  buy  twelve  gowns  of  frieze  yearly,  for  fuch  of  the  poor  as  have  not  li- 
veries that  year  by  order  of  the  founder ; and  the  matter  for  his  care  to  take  to 
himfelf  the  refidue  of  the  rents,  being  iol.  a year. 

At  the  requeft  of  the  faid  earl,  the  queen  by  her  letters  patent.  May  7,  14  Eliz. 
gave  authority  to  him  and  Sir  Ralph  Sadler,  knight,  chancellor  of  the  Dutchy,  and 

* By  this  claufe  it  is  evident  that  the  confrater  was  only  to  preach  at  fuch  times  as  the  pulpit 
fliould  be  vacant,  he  having  no  power  to  thruft  out  the  vicar.  But  on  the  firft  of  November, 
1730,  Mr.  Jackfon  being  then  matter  of  the  hofpital,  and  intending  to  officiate  in  the  place  and 
at  the  defire  of  Mr.  Hacket  the  confrater,  Mr.  Carte  (then  vicar),  without  fending  Mr.  Jackfon 
notice,  fet  the  facriftan  at  the  bottom  of  the  pulpit  flairs  to  refufe  him  admittance  to  the  pulpit, 
alledging  he  would  preach  himfelf;  which  he  did,  having  firft  of  all  thus  publicly  affronted  Mr. 
Jackfon;"  who  immediately  removed  the  fermon  from  Sunday  to  Friday,  alledging  he  had  a power 
to  do  fo  by  the  earl’s  deed.  Some  of  the  parifliioners  on  this  filed  a bill  (which  is  always  in  the 
nature  of  a petition)  againft  him  in  the  Dutchy  Court.  The  chancellor,  Ottober  23,  1731,  de- 
creed the  fermon  fliould  be  on  Sunday,  according  to  the  former  ufage ; but  difmiffed  the  other 
complaints  in  the  bill,  which  were  indeed  fpiteful  and  frivolous.  Mr.  Jackfon  lived  to  fee  fome 
of  thofe  who  ligned  the  petition  and  were  moft  violent  againft  him  fo  reduced,  as  to  be  glad  of  a 
place  among  the  poor  in  Wigfton’s  Hofpital,  which  with  a true  chrittian  temper  he  bellowed 
upon  them,  without  hefitating  or  reproaching  them  for  his  former  behaviour.  This  account 
was  taken  by  the  late  Mr.  Ludfam  from  a copy  of  the  bill  (or  petition)  filed  againft  Jackfon  ; 
Jackfon’s  anfwer,  and  the  duke  of  Rutland’s  determination.  The  original  papers  relative  to  thefe 
proceedings,  with  the  ftatutes  of  the  hofpital,  the  a<tt  of  parliament  confirming  the  fame,  the 
earl  of  Huntingdon’s  deed  of  gift,  and  the  deed  declaring  the  ufes,  are  now  in  the  room  called 
the  Evidence  room  of  Wigfton’s  Hofpital,  with  innumerable  leafes  (for  lives)  of  lands  belonging 
to  the  fame,  terriers,  &c.  and  in  the  utmoft  dirt  and  diforder. — Mr.  Throfby,  vol.  V.  p.  100. 
miftakes  in  calling  Mr.  Jackfon  “confrater;”  he  was  matter  of  the  hofpital  when  hedifputed  with 
Mr.  Carte  from  the  pulpit.  Mr.  Hacket  was  admoniflied  as  fuch  on  that  occafion,  by  a thrice  re- 
peated citation  direfled  by  the  churchwardens,  when  Jackfon  was  flopped  at  the  pulpit  flairs, 
“ Mr.  Philip  Hacket,  come  and  do  your  office.” 

George 
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George  Bromley,  Efq.  attorney-general  of  the  fame,  to  make  ttatutes  for  the  go- 
vernment of  the  hofpital,  commanding  the  two  chaplains  and  the  poor  folk  to  be- 
have themfelves,  and  to  be  chofen  accordingly.  The  ttatutes  are  thefe  : 

“ That  every  poor  perfon,  at  his  or  her  firft  entry,  (hall  receive  a corporal 
oath  from  the  mailer,  in  which  he  or  (he  (hall  fwear,  to  be  true  to  the  hofpital ; 
not  to  reveal  any  thing  which  may  be  prejudicial  to  the  fame  ; to  be  obedient  to 
the  mailer,  anJ  in  his  abfence  to  the  brother ; to  make  known  to  the  matter, 
and  in  his  abfence  to  the  brother,  all  that  they  know  may  be  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  hofpital ; to  reveal  all  other  diforders,  when  they  (hall  be  examined 
by  the  matter,  or  in  his  abfence  by  the  brother,  or  by  any  lawful  vifitor  or  vifitors. 

Item,  that  the  poor  which  (hall  be  taken  into  the  hofpital  (hall  be  of  good 
fame  and  name,  and  in  no  wife  to  be  married;  they  (hall  be  fuch  as  have  been  in- 
habiting within  the  town  of  Leicetter;  or  for  want  of  fuch,  then  of  fuch  towns 
where  the  lands  and  pofleflions  of  the  hofpital  are,  or  elfewh'ere.  They  (hall  have 
no  foul  or  noifome  dittemper  upon  them;  they  (hall  not  have  any  efiate  of  lands, 
tenements,  or  hereditaments,  to  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  forty  (hillings,  or  any 
moveable  goods  to  the  value  of  twenty  pounds ; or  if  any  fuch  eftate  of  inheritance, 
or  moveable  goods,  (hall  be  afterwards  given  or  bequeathed  them,  fuch  perfon  (ball 
be  removed  out  of  the  hofpital. 

Item,  that  each  of  the  poor  do  lie  in  their  feveral  chambers  alone;  that 
none  do  prefume  to  lodge  out  of  their  chamber  one  night  without  leave  from  the 
matter,  or  in  his  abfence  the  brother,  upon  pain,  for  the  firtt  fault,  to  lofe  their 
wages  for  one  week,  for  the  fecond  offence  four  weeks,  and  for  the  third  expulfion. 

Item,  that  they  (hall  drefs  their  meat  in  their  refpeflive  kitchens,  and  eat  there, 
either  together,  or  feverally,  as  they  (hall  think  good.  The  women  (hall  have  no 
accefs  to  the  men’s  kitchen,  nor  the  men  to  the  women’s. 

Item,  that  all  the  poor  fliall  be  under  the  government  of  the  matter,  or,  in  his 
abfence,  of  the  brother  ; they  (hall  reverence  and  obey  the  matter,  and  in  his  ab- 
fence the  brother,  in  all  their  lawful  commands,  or  to  be  puniflied  at  the  dif- 
cFetion  of  the  mafler. 

Item,  each  of  themat  their  firtt  entry  (hall  be  examined,  either  by  the  matter  01 
brother,  of  their  faith  and  religion  ; they  (hall  every  Lord’s-day  and  week-day  rcforr 
to  St.  Martin’s  Church,  to  morning  and  evening  prayers.  They  (hall  hear  the  fermons 
there  preached,  and  receive  the  Holy  Communion  there  at  times  convenient,  unlefs 
the  matter  do  appoint  the  fame  to  be  done  by  the  brother  in  the  chapel  belonging 
to  the  hofpital.  They  (hall  fit  in  St.  Martin’s  church  in  the  two  feats  appointed 
for  them,  the  men  in  the  feat  on  the  north  fide,  and  the  women  in  the  feat  on  the 
fouth  fide.  They  (hall  always  be  prefent  at  the  prayers  in  the  chapel  at  feven  of 
the  clock  at  night,  unlefs  leave  be  obtained  of  the  matter  or  brother. 

Item,  .that  they  (hall  endeavour  to  live  godly  lives ; they  (hall  be  no  fwearers, 
curfed  fpeakers,  drunkards,  no  haunters  of  taverns  or  ale-houfes;  they  (hall  not  com- 
mit adultery  or  fornication,  nor  ufe  any  filthy  or  ungodly  talk;  they  (hall  be  no 
pickers  or  ttealers,  or  liars  or  tale-tellers,  brawlers,  chiders,  quarreliers,  fighters, 

jailers* 
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railers,  ftanderers,  common  beggars,  dicers,  carders,  table-players,  bowlers,  or 
ufers  of  any  unthrifty  or  unlawful  games ; they  {hall  be  no  hunters,  hawkers,  nei- 
ther keepers  of  dogs  within  or  without  the  hofpital,  but.  {hall  live  godlily,  lovingly* 
and  quietly,  among  themfelves,  and  towards  other  perfons  lowly  and  humbly,  ap- 
plying themfelves  always  to  lome  fuch  labour  as  they  can  do.  The  offenders  herein 
to  be  puniftied  at  the  difcretion  of  the  mafter. 

Item,;  that  the  refpe&ive  keepers  {hall  receive  the  weekly  wages  of*the  poor  every 
Friday  morning,  and  alfo.  {hall  have  every  year,  between  the  firff  day  of  November 
and  the  twentieth  day  of  December,  freize  bought  them  to  make  them  gowns,  fo 
that  the  twelve  poor  men  {hall  have  the  faid  gowns  one  year,  and  the  twelve  poor 
women  {ball  have  gowns  the  year  following  ; and  they  {hall  wear  on  the  fleeves  or 
breads  of  their  gowns  the  letter  “ W.” 

The  men  and  women  {hall  have  allowance  of  wood  and  coals  for  their  kitchens; 
they  {hall  have  oil  for  their  lamps  from  the  beginning  of  Odtober  to  the  end  of 
February  ; they  {ball  have  fufficient  oatmeal,  (alt,  brooms,  and  other  neceffaries, 
as  the  matters  {hall  think  convenient  •,  and  if  any  of  them  be  fick  and  impotent 
that  they  cannot  help  themfelves,  and  have  no  friends  to  help  them,  then  the 
mafter  may  make  fome.  allowance  for  fire  and  other  neceffaries  during  fuch  ficknefs 
and  impotency ; and  if  any  of  the  poor  be  troubled  with  any  noifome  and  infe&ious 
diftemper,  the  faid  poor  fhall  be  removed  out  of  the  hofpital,  and  receive  his  or 
her  weekly  wages,  and  upon  recovery  be  reftored  to  their  feveral  chambers  again. 

Item,  that  none  of  the  poor  men  .{hall  go  into  the  lodging  of  the  women,  nor 
any  of  the  women  into  the.  lodging  of  the  men,  the  keepers  only  excepted  ; nor 
{hall  they  fuffer  any  ttrangers,  men  or  women,  to  come  into  their  chambers,  as 
aforefaid,  unlefs  two  or  one  of  the  keepers  at  leaft  be  with  them  at  the  time  of 
their  being  there. 

Item,  that  the  keys  of  the  poor’s  boxes  {hall  be  kept  by  the  elder  of  the  poor 
men,  and  by  the  brother;  which  faid  boxes  {hall  be  opened  twice  every  year,  viz. 
about  the  end  of  March  and  the  end  of  September ; the  money  {hall  be  equally  di- 
vided among  the  twelve  men  and  twelve  women  by  the  overfight  of  the  matter,  or 
in  his  abfence  the  brother. 

Item,  that  when  any  of  the  poor  {hall  die,  they  {hall  make  no  teftament,  but  their 
money  and  moveable  goods  {hall  be  left  to  the  hofpital,  which  the  keepers  {hall 
rake  care  of,  and  deliver  to  the  matter,  who  {hall  have  authority  to  give  fome  part 
thereof  to  the  keeper  which  kept  the  perfon  deceafed ; and  during  the  vacancy  of 
any  place,  the  wages  of  the  vacant  place  {hall  be  put  into  the  poor's  box  weekly. 

Item,  that  all  penalty-money  for  breaking  of  thefe  ordinances  {hall  be  put  into  the 
poor's  box ; and  when  any  of  the  poor  be  expelled  the  hofpital,  the  faid  perfon  or 
perfons  {hall  be  never  admitted  into  the  hofpital  again. 

Item,  that  if  any  of  the  poor  men  or  women  {hall  either  marry  or  enter  into 
contraft  of  marriage,  they  ftiall  be  forthwith  removed  out  of  the  hofpital. 

Item,  that  thefe  ordinances  and  ftatutes  relating  to  the  poor,  {hall  be  read  to 
them  twice  every  year,  about  the  feafts  of  Eafter  and  Michaelmas .” 
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Ordinances  concerning  the  Keepers  of  the  poor  Men  and  Women. 

“ That  there  fhall  be  two  keepers  for  the  men  and  one  for  the  women  appointed 
out  of  the  ableft  and  ftrongeft  of  the  twelve  poor  women  ; the  two  keepers  for  the 
men  fhall  have  each  of  them  the  keeping  of  fix  men,  as  they  lie  in  order  on  the 
eaft  and  weft  fide  of  the  hofpital ; the  other  fhall  have  the  keeping  of  the  remain- 
ing nine  poor  women.  The  keepers  of  the  men  fhall  have  for  their  lodging  that 
one  chamber  adjoining  to  the  men’s  kitchen,  each  of  them  lying  in  a feveral  bed 
there  ; the  keeper  of  the  women  (hall  have,  for  her  feveral  chamber,  one  of  thofe 
chambers  adjoining  to  the  women’s  kitchen. 

Item,  that  thofe  three  keepers  fhall  keep  the  refpedtive  kitchens;  fhall  diligently 
attend  and  wait  upon  the  poor  men  and  women  committed  to  their  charge;  they 
fhall  make  the  beds  of  the  weak,  lame,  and  blind,  keep  all  the  chambers  clean, 
prepare  and  drefs  all  the  poor’s  meat,  get  them  drink,  wafh  their  cloaths,  make 
their  fires  in  their  kitchens  at  due  and  convenient  feafons,  light  their  lamps,  keep 
all  places  in  and  about  the  houfe  fwept  and  clean  from  filth  ; they  fhall  keep  the 
inventory  of  all  the  houfehold  ftuft  and  implements  belonging  to  the  kitchen  or 
hofpital  committed  to  their  charge,  and  upon  application  to  the  mafter  may  have 
them  repaired  or  new  bought  at  the  diferetion  of  the  mafter. 

Item,  that  the  keepers  fhall  not  wafte  the  wood,  coals,  fait,  or  oatmeal,  com- 
mitted to  their  cuftody ; they  fhall  fee  that  the  apparel  and  goods  of  the  poor  be 
clean  and  fafely  kept  in  their  feveral  chambers ; they  fhall  help  the  lame,  fick,  and 
weak,  off  and  on  with  their  cloaths  night  and  morning,  provide  them  their  necefla- 
ries,  watch  with  them  in  the  night ; and  when  any  of  the  poor  fhall  die,  the 
keepers  fhall  wind  them  and  prepare  them  for  the  grave,  fafely  keep  their  money 
and  goods  without  fraud,  and  deliver  up  the  fame  to  the  mafter. 

Item,  that  the  keepers,  from  the  firft  day  of  April  till  the  laft  day  of  September, 
fhall  open  the  hofpital  doors  at  five  of  the  clock  in  the  morning,  and  fhut  them  at 
eight  at  night,  or  half  an  hour  after;  and  from  the  firft  of  Oftober  to  the  laft  day 
of  March,  they  fhall  open  the  doors  at  feven  in  the  morning,  and  fhut  them  at 
feven  at  night,  or  half  an  hour  after.  The  fame  hours  fhall  be  ohferved  for  the 
opening  and  (hutting  the  doors  leading  to  the  lodgings  of  the  poor  women.  The 
keepers  fhall  always  keep  the  keys  of  the  doors,  and  deliver  them  to  no  perfon  but 
the  mafter,  or  in  his  abfence,  to  the  brother. 

Item,  that  if  any  of  the  keepers  fall  fick,  the  mafter,  or  in  his  abfence  the  bro- 
ther, fhall  appoint  out  of  the  ftrongeft  and  ableft  of  the  other  poor  nine  women, 
or  if  none  of  them  be  of  ability,  to  hire  any  other  poor  woman  to  fupply  the 
place  of  the  fick  keeper,  who  during  her  ficknefs  fhall  be  removed  from  the  hof- 
pital, and  receive  her  weekly  wages,  and  fhall  return  again  upon  her  recovery ; 
■and  if  any  of  the  faid  keepers  fhall  by  age  or  other  infirmity  become  fo  weak  as  not 
to  be  able  to  perform  the  office  of  a keeper,  on  . the  firft  vacancy  the  mafter  may 
put  her  into  one  of  the  places  of  the  poor  women,  and  appoint  another  keeper 
in  her  place. 
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Item,  that  the  keeper  fhall  not  be  abfenc  for  the  fpace  of  an  hour  from  the  hof- 
pital,  but  by  the  leave  of  the  mailer,  or  in  his  abfencc  the  brother,  unlefs  it  be 
occalioned  by  ferving  the  poor  in  fome  neccfTary  provilion. 

Item,  that  the  mailer  fhall  appoint  the  keepers  a convenient  houfe,  wherein  they 
fhall  walh  the  cloaths  of  the  poor  men  and  women,  where  they  ffotli  have  fewel 
for  that  purpofe,  as  Itraw  and  fuch  like ; the  keepers  fhall  alfo  have  hraw  to  refrelh 
the  beds  of  the  poor  twice  every  year  * and  if  any  of  the  poor  be  unfurnilhed  of 
that  which  is  neceffary,  and  hath  not  of  themfelves,  or  by  the  help  of  friends,  any 
thing  to  fupply  their  wants,  or  for  folly  or  frowardnefs  will  not  provide,  the 
mailer  fhall  caufe  lome  neceffary  fupply  to  be  provided,  either  by  levying  the 
fum  laid  out  upon  the  weekly  wages  of  the  faid  perfons,  or  of  the  revenues  of  the 
hofpital,  at  his  diferetion.” 

Thefe  Ilatutes  being  drawn  up,  an  act  was  made,  in  the  parliament  held  8 Feb. 
1 8 Eliz.  and  continued  till  March  15,  confirming  the  queen’s  letters  patent  of 
May  7,  14  Eliz.  and  the  ftatutes  made  in  purfuance  of  them,  with  this  favingy 
“ to  all  and  every  perfon,  &c.  other  than  our  Sovereign  Lady  the  Queen,  her 
lieirs  and  lucceffors,  all  fuch  right  to  the  ufe,  profit,  rent,  commons,  profits,  com- 
modities, and  hereditaments,  whatfoever,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might,  could, 
or  ought  to  have,  if  this  acl  had  never  been  had  nor  made.” 

The  allowance  to  the  poor,  befides  wood,  coal,  fait,  oatmeal,  gowns,.  &c.  was 
at  the  foundation  8d.  a week  to  the  men,  and  7c].  to  nine  of  the  women,  and  to 
three  women,  who  were  nurfes,  8d.;  and  it  continued  the  fame  at  the  making  the 
fecond  Ilatutes,  14  Eliz.  But  fince  then,  as  the  rents  increafed,  it  has  from  time 
to  time  been  augmented. 

In  1656  one  of  the  poor  women,  who  had  been  twenty-four  years  in  the  houfe,. 
depofed  that  when  Ihe  came  firfl  the  women  had  nd.  a week,  and  that  Dr.  Clarke 
added  3d.  a week  to  each  of  them. 

In  1661  the  weekly  payment  was  il.  14s.  8d. ; in  1662  it  was  2I.  6s.  ; in  1668

"'Here  lieth  the  body  of  William  Rogers,  only  fon  of  John  Rogers,  archdea- 
con of  Leicefter,  and  confrater  of  this  hofpital,  and  Sarah  his  wife.  He  departed 
this  life  May  3,  1701,  in  the  nth  year  of  his  age.” 

“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  the  reverend  and  learned  Mr.  John  Jackfon,  mafter  of 
this  hofpital  thirty-four  years.  He  died  May  12,  1763,  aged  77  years.” 

A flat  done,  in  memory  of  “ Elizabeth  Jackfon.” 

Another,  “ Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  John  Jackfon,  fon  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  John 
Jackfon,  mafler  of  this  hofpital who  departed  this  life  the  4th  day  of  October, 
1769,  aged  52  years.” 

Lift  of  the  MASTERS  and  CONFRATERS,  enlarged  from  Mr.  Carte’s  MSS  : 

1.  William  Fyfher,  the  firft  Mafter,  is  joined  with  William,  Thomas,  and 
Roger  Wigfton,  in  the  patents  for  the  founding  of  the  hofpital  in  3 and  6 Hen.  VIII. 
lie  procured  from  the  Grey  Friars  the  grant  of  Sir  Francis’s  garden,  paying  4s.  a 
year,  21  July,  12  Hen.  VIII.;  and  29  Nov.  30  Hen.  VIII.  appeared  in  the  court 
of  augmentations,  to  have  the  faid  grant  allowed  and  ratified.  It  is  probable  that 
he  died  the  next  year  *,  for 

2.  Walter  Brown  is  mentioned  as  warden  of  the  hofpital  by  the  commiflioners 
of  furvey  in  31  Hen.  VIII.  He  was  buried  Jan.  10,  1560-1. 

3.  Nicholas  Harwar  fucceeded,  and  died  in  1567;  for 

4.  Thomas  Sampfon  gave  up  the  accompts,  partly  for  Mr.  Harwar,  and  partly 
for  himfelf,  in  1567  and  1568.  He  was  buried  April  9,  1589,  according  to  an 
infertion  in  the  parifh  regifter. 

5.  • Nathaniel  Sampfon,  alias  Simpfon,  fucceeded  him.  He  died  in  1611,  and 
was  buried  Sept.  21. 

6.  John  Herault,  of  St.  Saviour,  had  fome  difference  with  the  executors  of  his 
predecefior.  He  was  fucceeded  by 

7.  Samuel  Clarke,  D.D.  who  wrote  a letter  to  the  confrater  Nov.  8, 1613,  about 
a fuit  again  ft  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont.  In  another  letter  he  acquaints  him  that  he 
was  admitted  one  of  the  chaplains  of  the  prince.  But  he  was  a very  bad  man ; for 
(on  his  conduct  being  called  to  an  account)  in  1640  it  was  made  to  appear  that  he 
had  iol.  for  placing  Jeremy  Tynnys  in  the  hofpital,  and  iol.  for  admitting  George

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Chefler,  and  that  his  wife  had  iol.  for  placing  Dorothy  Everard  there,  and  that 
Mr.  Robinfon  paid  him  61.  13s.  4d.  for  his  mother’s  admittance,  &c. 

8.  William  Chillingworth,  M.  A.  was  his  fucceflor,  whofe  patent  was  dated 
10  March,  16  Car.  I.  This  excellent  divine  has  been  already  mentioned  in  the 
Hittory  of  Hinckley,  pp.  328.  399.  He  was  fequettered  from  the  office  of  Maher 
of  this  hofpital,  Jan.  8,  1643-4,  on  being  taken  with  the  forces  in  arms  again h the 
parliament  at  Arundel  Caflle;  and  died  a few  days  after  at  the  epifccpal  palace  at 
Chichetter.  The  Prefbyterian  party  were  unwilling  at  firtt  to  allow  him  Chrittian 
burial,  but  afterwards  contented  that  he  fhould  be  buried  by  thofe  of  his  own  per - 
fuafion ; which  was  accordingly  performed  in  the  cathedral  church,  moft  of  the 
royal  party  of  that  city  attending  his  body  to  the  grave.

9.  John  Meredith,  D.  D.  obtained  his  patent  3 Feb.  19  Car.  L On  the  fe- 
queftration  of  Chillingworth,  the  parliament  dire&ed  the  matterfiiip  to  be  difpofed 
to  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Job  Grey,  minitter,  brother  to  the  earl  of  Kent.  On  the 
6ih  of  March,  1643-4,  finding  by  their  Journals  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy 
had  not  complied  with  their  order  for  that  purpofe,  he  was  again  directed  to  do 
fo.  On  the  nth  of  Auguft  it  was  recorded  that  John  Meredith,  D.  D.  was  pre- 
fented  to  it  ; who  was  thereupon  fequettered,  and  Grey  directed  to  fupply  his  palace 
till  the  further  order  of  the  houfe.  This  palled  on  till  April  7,  1646,  when  Me- 
redith was  difplaced  by  a formal  ordinance,  and 

10.  Job  Grey  was  intruded  by  the  parliament ; his  patent  bearing  date  April 
16,  1646.  He  was  a prifoner  to  the  Royaiitts  in  1645  ; and  was  exchanged  by  or- 
der of  parliament,  June  13  that  year,  for  Sir  William  Iliddall,  knight.  • He  con- 
tinued matter  till  1649  and  part  of  1650. 

11.  Richard  Lee  was  in  pofieflion  in  1 650  and  1651,  for  which  he  accounted, 
in  a letter  of  his  dated  at  Hatfield  July  19,  1661,  direttted  to  Mr.  Stanley  and  Mr. 
Cradockv  wherein  he  fpeaks  of  feveral  evidences,  which  he  delivered  in  the  hofpital 
chapel  to  them  and  their  fellow  truflees,  and  prays  them  to  confultthe  two  attorneys 
their  brethren  in  that  forced  trutt,  that  the  evidences  may  be  delivered  to  Dr.  Me- 
redith, the  matter  of  the  hofpital,  to  whom  (fays  he)  I bad  the  honour  to  refign 
the  place  upon  noble  terms,  <kc.  N.  B.  The  conttitution  of  the  place  W::s  much 
altered  during  the  Ufurpation. — Dr.  Meredith  was  rettored  in  1660;  and  the  fame 

year 
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year  he  was  made  provofl  of  Eaton,  and  was  alfo  chofen  warden  of  All  Souls  iri 
Oxford  Jan.  21,  1660.  Jan,  24,  1664,  he  made  his  will,  by  which  he  forgave 
what  films  of  money  fhould  be  due  to  him  at  his  death  upon  account  of  Wig- 
Eon’s  Hofpital.  He  died  July  18,  1665,  and  was  buried  in  All  Souls  chapel. 

12.  Richard  Clarke,  M.  A.  had  his  patent  Aug.  4,  1664.  Qp  was  a very 
good  man,  and  kind  mafcer  of  the  hofpital.  He  died  Oft.  19,  1684,  at  Leicefter, 
and  was  buried  Oft.  24.  See  his  epitaph,  p.  775. 

13.  John  Fyke  obtained  his  patent  Nov.  1,  1684. 

14.  Hardwick  fucceeded;  and  died  in  1717-18. 

1$.  Samuel  Clarke,  D.  D.  reftor  of  St.  James  in  Wefhninfter,  fucceeded  him* 
The  life  of  this  truly  amiable  man,  like  that  of  his  predeceiTor  Chiliingworth,  is 
fo  univerfally  known,  that  I fhall  not  detail  it  here.  A concife  charafter  of  him, 
however,  by  the  late  Dr.  Salter  of  the  Charterhoufe,  is  worth  tranfcribing : 
“SAMUEL  CLARKE,  D.  D. 

Pveftor  of  St.  James',  V/ ejlminfier : in  each  feveral  part  of  ufeful  knowledge  and 
critical  learning,  perhaps  without  a fuperior ; in  all  united,  certainly  without  an 
equal : in  his  Works , the  belt  defender  of  religion;  in  his  practice , the  greatefl  orna - 
went  to  it  : in  his  converfation,  communicative;  and  in  an  uncommon  manner  in- 
flruftive  : in  b\s  preaching  and  writings,  ftrong,  clear,  and  calm : in  his  life , high 
in  the  efteem  of  the  wife , the  good,  and  the  great : in  his  death , lamented  by  every 
friend  to  learning , truth,  and  virtue.  He  died  in  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  his  age, 
17  May,  mdccxxix.” 

1 <5.  John  Jackfon,  the  confrater,  fucceeded  him.  He  was  the  elded  fon  of  the 
Rev.  John  Jackfon  (firft  reftor  of  Senfey  near  Thirfk,  and  afterwards  reftor  of 
Roflington,  and  vicar  of  .Doncafler,  in  Yorkfltire),  and  was  born  at  Senfey  in  that 
county  April  4,  1686;  and  educated  at  Doncafler  fchool  under  the  famous  Dr. 
Bland  (afterwards  dean  of  Durham,  and  provofl  of  Eton);  who,  obferving  his  pro- 
ficiency, often  left  the  inflruftion  of  the  younger  fcholars  to  his  care.  Thus  ac- 
complifhed,  he  was  entered  of  Jefus  College,  Cambridge,  towards  the  end  of  1702  ; 
and  from  his  refidence  at  Midfummer  following  profecuted  the  academical  fludies 
with  diligence,  and  learned  Hebrew  under  the  celebrated  Orientalifl  Simon  Ockley. 
He  proceeded  B.  A.  at  the  ufual  period;  and  leaving  the  univerfity  in  1707,  was 
appointed  tutor  to  the  children  of  Mr.  Simp  ion,  at  Renfhaw  in  Derbyfhire.  In 
the  mean  time  the  reftory  of  Roflington  having  been  referved  from  the  death  of  his 
father  for  him  by  the  corporation  of  Doncafler,  be  took  deacon’s  orders  in  1708  ; 
and  in  17  to  was  ordained  pried,  and  entered  into  the  full  pofleflion  of  that  reftory* 
But  the  parfonage-houfe  being  gone  to  decay,  he  boarded  at  Doncafler,  and  in 
1712  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Cowley,  Efq.  colleftor  of  excife  there. 
On  this  marriage,  he  entirely  re-built  the  parfonage-houfe  at  Roflington,  and  went 
to  refide  in  it.  He  commenced  author  in  1714,  by  publifhing  three  anonymous 
letters  in  defence  of  Dr.  S.  Clarke's  “ Scripture  Doftrine  of  the  Trinity.”  He  was 
not  at  that  time  perfonally  acquainted  with  Dr.  Clarke  ; but  met  with  him  foon  af- 
ter at  Lynne  Regis  in  Norfolk.  Mr.  Ton  fon,  the  bookfeller,  intending  in  1726  to 

publifh 
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pnblifh  a Bible  with  paraphrafe  and  notes  by  feveral  hands,  applied  to  him,  by  Dr, 
Clarke,  to  undertake  the  comment  upon  the  Prophets,  propofing  a handfome  gra- 
tuity ; but  he  declined  the  offer,  and  the  fame  year  engaged  in  the  caufe  of  his 
friend  againft  Dr.  Waterland* * * §.  In  the  fame  year  alfo  there  paffed  feveral  letters  be- 
tween him  and  Mr.  Whifton,  on  the  fubjedt  of  Infant-baptifm.  In  1718  he  went 
to  Cant  bridge,  to  take  his  degree  of  M.  A. ; but  finding  fuch  an  oppofition  railed 
aglinft  it  as  he  was  unable  to  remove,  he  defified  from  the  purfuit.  Prefentiy  after 
his  return,  he  received  a confolatory  letter  from  Dr.  Clarke,  who  alfo  procured  for 
him  this  confraterfhip  to  which  he  was  prefented  in  1719  by  lord  Lechmere,  in 
whole  gift  it  was  as  then  chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancafier,  and  to  whom  Dr, 
Clarke  had  been  the  year  before  indebted  for  the  mafterfhip.  On  this  promotion 
Mr.  Jackfon  left  Roffington,  and  removed  to  Leicefter,  where,  as  confrater,  he  was 
alfo  afternoon  preacher,  or  lefturer  of  St.  Martin’s  church  (fee  p.  77°);  but  conftantly 
vifited  his  flock  at  Roffington  for  two  or  three  months  every  year  during  his  life.. 
May  <0,  1720,  he  took  out  a licence  from  his  diocefan  Dr.  Gibfon,  bifhop  of 
Lincoln,  to  qualify  him  for  afternoon  preacher  at  St.  Martin’s  aforementioned. 
In  1721  and  the  following  year  feveral  prefentments  were  lodged  againfl  him  in 
the  bifhop’s  court,  as  alio  in  that  of  Dr.  Trimnel,  archdeacon  of  Leicefter,  for 
preaching  erroneous  do&rines  £ ; but  he  fo  ftrenuoufty  vindicated  himfelf  as  to  de- 
feat the  profecutions.  Yet,  after  the  cafe  of  the  Arian  fubfcription  was  publifhed 
by  Dr.  Water! and,  he  relolved,  with  Dr.  Clarke,  never  to  fubfcribe  the  articles 
any  more,  by  which  refolution  he  loft,  about  1724,  the  hopes  of  a prebend  of  Sa- 
lifbury,  which  bifhop  Hoadly  refufed  to  give  him  without  fuch  fubfcription  §.. 
The  bifhop’s  denial  was  more  remarkable,  as  he  had  fo  often  intimated  his  own 
diflike  of  all  fubferiptions.  However,  he  had  been  prefented  by  Sir  John  Fryer 
to  the  private  prebend  of  Wherwell  in  Hampfhire,  where  no  fuch  qualification  was 
requifite.  In  1723  Mr.  Jackfon  publifhed  The  Duty  of  Subjects  towards  their 
“ Governors;  a Sermon  preached  before  the  lion.  Charles  Churchill’s  Regiment  of 
u Dragoons,  at  their  Camp  near  Leicefter,  Auguft  1723;”  and  in  1728,  “ The 
“ Duty  of  a Chriftian  fet  forth  and  explained  in  feveral  Practical  Difcourfes,  being

f This  office  is  held  (for  life)  by  patent  from  the  chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancafter,  and 
was  particularly  acceptable  to  Mr.  Jackfon,  as  it  requires  no  fubfcription  to  any  article  of  religion. 
His  predeceffor  Chillingworth  had  (for  a time)  refufed  to  fubfcribe.  Neal,  in  his  44  Hiilory  of 
“ the  Puritans,*’  vol.  III.  chap.  II.  p.  101.  8vo,  fays,  44  Chillingworth  was  perfuaded  to  fubfcribe 

44  for  th^  two  preferments  he  before  mentioned,  [viz.  the  chancellorfliip  of  Sarum  and  the  matter- 

45  fliip  of  Wigfton’s  Hofpital.]  Both  thefe  are  held  by  patent,  and  require  no  fubfcription.”  But 
Chillingworth  was  not  chancellor  of  the  diocefe,  but  of  the  church  of  Sarum  ; which  flail  un- 
doubtedly requires  fubfcription,  as  much  as  any  fimple  prebendal  flail  in  a cathedral. 

J Complaint  was  made  to  Bifhop  Gibfon  that  Mr.  Jackfon  did  not  read  the  Athanafian  Creed 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Hofpital;  to  which  Mr.  Jackfon  replied,  that  the  Chapel  was  not  in  the 
Bifhop’s  jurifdi&ion,  and  that  the  flatutes  of  this  houfe  directed  the  Apollies*  Creed  to  be  read, 
and  no  other.

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“ an  Expedition  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer  ; to  which  is  added,  aDifcourfe  on  the  S'acrs- 
“ ment  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  for  the  Ule  of  Families.”  On  the  death  of  Dr.  Clarke, 
in  May  i 729,  he  fucceeded,  by  the  prefentation  of  the  duke  of  Rutland,  then  chan- 
cellor of  the  dutchy  of  Lancafter,  to  the  mafterfhip  of  this  hofpital,  which  office  he 
held  till  his  death.  He  repaired  and  made  feveral  additions  to  the  mafia’s  houle;  re- 
paired the  hofpital,  and  by  degrees  augmented  the  flipend  of  the  poor  to  3s.  a week. 
In  1730,  he  was  denied  theufeof  the  pulpit  at  St.  Martin’s  (fee  pp.  *501.  770)  ; and 
published  that  year'*4  A Defence  of  human  Liberty,  in  anfwer  to  the  principal  Ar- 
“ guments  which  have  been  alledged  againft  it,  and  particularly  to  Cato’s  Letiers 
“ on  that  Subject,  &c.  The  fecond  edition,  to  which  is  added,  A vindication 
“ of  human  Liberty,  in  anfwer  to  a Difiertation  on  Liberty  and  Neceffity,  written 
14  by  Anthony  Collins,  Efq.”  8vo.  And  in  that  and  the  following  year,  he  pub- 
liffied four  trads  in  defence  of  human  reafon,  occafioned  by  biffiop  Gibfon’s  “ Se- 
“ cond  Paftoral  Letter.”  In  1731  he  attacked  Tindal’s  “ Chriftianity  as  pld  as  the 
tf  Creation  ;”  in  1733  he  publiffied  an  anfwer  to  “ Things  divine  and  fupernatural, 
“ conceived  by  Analogy  with  Things  natural  and  human,”  a work  attributed  to 
biffiop  Browne,  of  Cork  ; in  1734,  “ The  exiftence  and  unity  of  God  proved  from 
“ his  Nature  and  Attributes,  &c.  To  which  is  added  an  Appendix,  wherein  is 
“ confidered  the  Ground  and  Obligations  of  Morality,”  which  led  him  into  a con- 
troverfy  with  Mr.  W.  Law  and  other  writers  5 in  1735,  “ A Difiertation  on  Matter 
“ and  Spirit,  with  forne  Remarks  on  a Book,  intituled,  An  Enquiry  into  thedNa- 
tore  of  the  human  Soul,”  (by  Mr.  Baxter]  *,  and  in  1736  “ A Narrative  of  the 
“ Cafe  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jackfon’s  being  refufed  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Sup- 
“ per  at  Bath  which  had  been  done  in  a very  public  manner  by  Dr.  Coney. 
In  1742  he  had  an  epiftolary  debate  with  his  friend  W.  Whiflon  concerning  the 
order  and  times  of  the  high  priefls.  In  1744  he  publiffied  “ An  Addrefs  to  the 
“ Deifts,  being  a Proof  of  Revealed  Religion  from  Miracles  and  Prophecies,  in 
“ anfwer  to  a Book,  intituled,  The  Refurre&ion  of  Jefus  conlidered  by  a Moral 
“ Philopher,”  8vo;  and  in  1745  entered  the  lift  againft  Mr.  Warburton,  in  “ The 
“ Belief  of  a future  State  proved  to  be  a fundamental  Article  of  the  Pveiigion  of 
**  the  Hebrews,  and  held  by  the  Philofophers  •,  the  heathen  Theology  explained, 
4f  and  the  time  of  Job;  with  Remarks  on  Mr.  Lardnet’s  fifth  volume,  &c.  1745,” 
8vo.  On  this  produ&ion  Mr.  Warburton  not  unpleafantly  remarked,  that  all  its 
objections,  even  to  the  very  blunders,  had  been  long  ago  obviated  or  anfwered. 
•*  But  I would  recommend,”  he  fays,  “ Mr.  jackfon’s  pamphlet  to  the  reader’s 
“ peruful,  as  a fpecimen  of  that  illuftrious  Band  in  which  he  has  thought  fit  to  inlift; 
“ and  which  indeed  would  have  been  imperfc&  without  this  Anfwerer  General % 
“ and,  after  having  written  againft  the  Enquiry  into  the  Nature  of  the  Human  Soul, 
“ does  me  too  much  honour  to  be  overlooked.”  Mr.  Jackfon  either  publiffied  a 
fecond  part  of  his  u Belief  of  a future  State,”  or  added  an  appendix  to  his  former 
part,  “ occafioned  by  fome  fevere  refh&ions  on  the  author  and  hU  writings,  con- 
“ tained  in  the  fecond  part  of  Mr.  Vvarburton’s  Remarks,” which  appeared  in 
1746.  Mr.  Warburton  in  March  1747  replied,  in  a Preface  to  Mr.  Townc’s 
**  Critical  Enquiry  into  the  Opinions  and  Pradice  of  the  ancient  Philofophers,  ore.” 
7 Mr. 
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Mr.  Jackfon  immediately  purfued  the  fubjeft,  in  “ A further  defence  of  the  ancient 
“ Philofophers,  againff  the  Mifreprefentations  of  a critical  Enquiry,  prefaced  by 
“ Mr.  Warburton,  1747 and  by  “ A Treatife  on  the  Improvement  made  in  the 
“ Art  of  Criticifm,  cohered  out  of  the  Writings  of  a celebrated  Hypercritic  ; by 
“ Philocriticus  Cantabriglenfis,  1748.”  Mr.  Warburton  having  made  fome  remarks 
on  this  treatife,  the  controverfy  clofed,  by  tf  A Defence  of  a late  Pamphlet  called, 
“ A Treatife  on  the  Improvement  made  in  the  Art  of  Criticifm,  being  an  Anfwer 
“ to  fome  Remarks  made  upon  it,  1749.”  Mr.  Jackfon's  next  work  was,  “ Remarks 
“ on  Dr.  Middleton’s  free  Enquiry  into  the  miraculous  Power  fuppofed  to  have  fub- 
“ filled  in  the  Chriftian  Church  after  the  Days  of  the  Apodles.”  From  this  time 
he  does  not  appear  to  have  publifhed  any  thing  till  his  laft  and  capital  work, 
“ Chronological  Antiquities ; or,  the  Antiquities  and  Chronology  of  the  mofl  an- 
“ cient  Kingdoms,  from  the  Creation  of  the  World,  for  the  Space  of  5000  Years, 
“ &c.  To  which  are  added  proper  Indexes  *,  1752,”  3 \ols.  4to.  He  afterwards 
made  many  colle&ions  and  preparations  for  printing  an  edition  of  the  New  Tefta- 
ment  in  Greek,  with  Scholia  in  the  fame  language,  and  would  have  inferted  all  the 
various  readings,  had  not  the  infirmities  of  age,  which  he  felt  fome  years  before 
his  death,  prevented  him  from  finifhing  the  defign  •f.  His  bodily  ftrength  declining, 
and  the  faculties  of  his  mind  gradually  decreafing  (of  which  he  feemed  but  too  fen- 
fible),  he  became  incapable  of  clofe  application  to  iludy  J ; but  retained  his  third 
after  knowledge  till  his  death,  which  happened  at  Leicefler,  on  Afcenfion*day,  May 
1 2,  1 763.  By  his  wife,  who  died  before  him,  he  had  twelve  children  ; of  whom  one 
fon  and  three  daughters  were  living  in  1764. — The  following  hints  of  Mr.  Jackfon’s 
character  were  given  me  by  the  late  Mr.  Ludlam,  who  was  acquainted  with  him 
from  the  year  1 750  : <c  He  always  feemed  to  me  rather  a man  of  indufiry  than  genius, 
“ at  lead  fuch  genius  as  is  neceflary  to  reconcile  the  inconfiftent  accounts  of  ancient 
u writers,  and  make  out  a clear  fyftem  of  ancient  chronology.  He  certainly  took 
ts  all  that  he  has  faid  about  hieroglyphics  and  myfleries  from  Warburton;  but  fo 
“ totally  forgot  or  overlooked  it  (as  was  his  cuftom  on  other  occafions  , that  he  ve- 
“ rily  thought  it  all  his  own;  nor  did  he  underfland  any  of  the  Eaftern  languages, 
c<  except  a little  Hebrew.  He  was  much  offended  at  Dr.  Coney  (and  would  have 
“ been  at  any  one)  for  faying  that  he  denied  the  divinity  of  the  Son.  But  then  he 
“ would  not  on  any  account  give  the  Son  the  appellation  of felf-exijlent , necejfarily -

William  WigRon  in  his  foundation  charter  fays  he  had  built  it  44  fupra  quandam 
44  terram  meam  infra  villam  Leyceflr’,  juxta  cimiterium  ecclefias  parochialis  SandU 
44  Martini  ex  parte  occidentali  & infra  limites  ejufdem  parochiae.”  And  John  biRiop 
of  Lincoln,  in  his  confirmation  of  the  Ratutes  of  William  WigRon,  dated  at  Buck- 
den  ult.  Sept.  1522,  deferibes  it  to  be  44  Hofpitale  conRrudE  infra  parochiam  SandU 
44  Martini  de  LeiceRr’.”  So  likewife  Richard  Mawdely,  S.  T.  B.  archdeacon  of 
LeiceRer,  in  his  confirmation  of  the  Ratutes,  dated  at  LeiceRer  April  13,  1525, 
calls  it,  “ Hofpital’  pauperum  infra  parochiam  Sandi  Martini,  LeiceRr’.”  And  in 
the  compofition  made  between  the  abbot  of  LeiceRer,  and  the  vicar  of  St.  Martin,, 
and  the  maRer  of  the  hofpital,  it  is  faid  to  be  founded  “ infra  parochiam  ecclefiae 
parochialk  Sandli  Martini,  LeiceRr’;”  and  the  faid  vicar  is  bounds  by  himfelf  or 
deputy,  to  vifit  and  miniRer  the  Sacrament  and  lacramentals  to  all  the  poor  men  and

“ remaining  10s.  the  matter  of  the  hofpital  is  to  have  one  half,  and  the  other  half 
“ is  for  the  mayor  and  juttices  to  drink  wine  together.” 

Ibid*  There  is  another  little  hofpital  in  Blue  Boar  lane,  founded  by  Matthew 
Simons,  Efq.  who  having  purchafed  a houfe  there  about  1700,  after  that  he  had 
repaired  and  fitted  it  for  the  purpofe,  placed  therein  fix  fingle  women,  about  1703  ; 
and  at  his  death,  about  1714,  he  ordained  a fucceffion  of  that  number  to  be  con- 
tinued for  ever,  afligning  to  them  a good  garden,  and  good  cellar,  in  common,  and 
to  each  woman  1 5s.  quarterly,  i.  e.  3I.  a year,  and  fifteen  hundred  of  coals,  coft 
what  they  will,  and  enjoined  his  executors  or  truftees  to  keep  the  houfe  in  repair; 
the  fame  Mr.  Simons  gave  about  103I.  a year  for  other  latting  charities. 

Mrs.  Clark,  keeper  of  the  Blue-boar  inn,  or  Blue-bell  inn,  oppofite  the  free- 
fchool,  Leicetter,  was  robbed  and  murdered  by  her  fervant  maid  and  feven  men. 
The  relation,  being  fingular,  is  here  given  as  told  by  Sir  Roger  Twifden,  who  had 
it  from  perfons  of  undoubted  credit,  who  were  not  only  inhabitants  of  Leicetter, 
but  faw  the  murderers  executed.  When  king  Richard  III.  marched  into  Leicetter- 
Ihire  againtt  Henry,  earl  of  Richmond,  afterwards  Henry  VII.  he  lay  at  the  Blue- 
boar  inn,  in  the  town  of  Leicetter,  where  was  left  a large  wooden  bedttead,  gilded 
in  fome  places,  which  after  his  defeat  and  death  in  the  battle  of  Bofworth,  was 
left,  either  through  hatte,  or  as  a thing  of  little  value  (the  bedding  being  all  taken 
from  it),  to  the  people  of  the  houfe  ; thence  forward  this  old  bedttead,  which  was 
boarded  at  the  bottom  (as  the  manner  was  in  thofe  days),  became  a piece  of  (landing 
furniture,  and  patted  from  tenant  to  tenant  with  the  inn.  In  the  reign  cf  queen 
Elizabeth  this  houfe  was  kept  by  one  Mr.  Clarke,  who  put  a bed  cn  this  bedttead, 
which  his  wife  going  to  make  hattily,  and  jumbling  the  bedttead  a piece  of  gold 
dropped  out..  This  excited  the  woman’s  curiofity  •,  (he  narrowly  examined  this  an- 
tiquated piece  of  furniture,  and  finding  it  had  a double  bottom,  took  off  the  upper- 
moft  with  a chiffel,  upon  which  fhe  difeovered  the  fpace  between  them  filled  with 
gold,  part  of  it  coined  by  Richard  III.  and  the  rett  of  it  in  earlier  times.  Mr. 

5 L 2.  Clarke 
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Clarke  concealed  this  piece  of  good  fortune,  though  by  degrees  the  effefts  of  it 
made  it  known,  for  he  became  rich  from  a low  condition,  and,  in  the  fpace  of  a 
few  years,  mayor  of  the  town  ; and  then  the  ftory  of  the  bedftead  came  to  be  ru- 
moured by  the  fervants.  At  his  death  he  left  his  eftate  to  his  wife,  who  ftill  con- 
tinued to  keep  the  inn,  though  Ihe  w.s  known  to  be  very  rich  ; which  put  fome 
wicked  perfons  upon  engaging  the  maid  fervant  to  aflifl  in  robbing  her.  Thefe  folks, 
to  the  number  of  feven,  lodged  in  the  houfe,  plundered  ir,  and  carried  off  fome 
horfe  loads  of  valuable  things,  and  yet  left  a confiderable  quantity  of  valuables  fcat- 
tered  about  the  floor;  as  for  Mrs.  Clarke  herfelf,  who  was  very  fat,  (lie  endeavoured 
to  cry  out  for  help,  upon  which  her  maid  thruft  her  fingers  down  her  throat,  and 
choaked  her,  for, which  faft  Ihe  was  burnt,  and  the  feven  men  who  were  her  ac- 
complices were  hanged  at  Leicefter  fome  time  in  the  year  1613. 

P.  601.  Leland  tells  us,  “ The  Gray  Freres  of  Leirceffer  ftode  at  the  ende  of  the 
hofpital  of  Mr.  Wigefton.  Simon  Mountefort,  as  I lernid,  was  founder  there ; 
and  there  was  byried  king  Richard  III.  and  a knight  caul  lid  Mutton,  fumtyme 
mayre  of  Leyrcefter.” 

The  church  belonging  to  this  houfe  was  probably  that  mentioned  in  Charity’s 
Rental  as  “ Ecclefia  Sanftas  Trinitatis,”  which  is  plainly  defcribed  to  be  in  the  parifh 
of  St.  Martin. 

In  1402  the  maffer  of  the  Friars  Minors  (the  Gray  Friars)  of  Leiceffer,  being 
convicted  of  treafon,  was  hanged  at  Tyburn,  at  the  fame  time  with  Sir  Roger  Cla- 
rendon, a natural  fon  of  the  famous  Black  Prince. 

Alan  Bell  was  warden  12  Hen.  VIII  ; but  the  lafl  warden  was  William  Gyles, 
who  with  feven  other  friars  furrendered  his  convent  10  Nov.  30  Hen.  VIII. 

The  fite  of  the  two  other  friaries  is  well  known,  but  here  has  been  no  tradition 
of  a long  time  to  inform  us  what  order  they  were  of.  Hence  it  is,  that  in  the 
ground-plot  of  Leiceffer  drawn  by  Mr.  Thomas  Roberts  (which  for  the  moft  part 
of  a furveyor  is  very  exaft)  you  find  near  the  North  gate  the  White  Friars,  and  out 
of  the  Weft  gate  the  Black  Friars,  which  are  fo  ftyled  by  him  by  his  conjedture, 
becaufe  he  thought  that  he  muft  give  them  fome  name  or  other  to  diftinguifh  them. 
But  he  is  clearly  miffaken  ; for  there  never  were  any  White  Friars  in  Leicefter, 
and  the  other  is  mifplaced. 

Of  the  Dominicans,  alias  Black  Friars,  or  Friars  Preachers,  fee  p.  *483. 

“ I faw  in  the  quire  of  the  Blake  Freres  the  tumbe  of 

And  a flat  alabafter  ftone,  with  the  name  of  lady  Ifabel,  wife  to  Sir  John 
Beauchamp,  of  Holt.  And  in  the  North  ifle  I faw  the  tumbe  of  another  knight, 
without  Scripture.  And  in  the  North  croflfe  ifle  a tombe  having  the  name  of  Ro- 
ger Poynter,  of  Leicefter,  armid . *.** 

William  Ceyton,  alias  Cleyton,  was  prior  of  this  convent  27  Hen.  VII.  to  whom, 
and  his  fucceflors,  the  corporation,  by  aft  of  common  hall.  Sept.  21,  in  that  year, 
granted  the  pafture  of  two  cows  in  their  common  pafture  called  the  Cow  Hey,  for

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which  he  gave  them  20s.  and  engaged  that  he  and  his  houfe  fhould  pray  for  them 
for  ever. 

Ralph  Burrel  was  the  laft  prior;  for  he  furrendered  the  convent  10  Nov.  30 
Hen.  VIII;  and  Aug.  7,  38  Hen.  VIII  the  king  granted  the  whole  houfe,  and 
the  fire  of  it,  to  the  marquis  of  Dorfet  and  Thomas  Duport,  and  the  heirs  of  the 
marquis. 

At  the  entrance  of  this  friary  from  the  North  gate  of  the  town,  upon  Mr.  Noble's 
erecting  a houfe,  there  was  found  the  pot  full  of  Roman  coins  mentioned  in  p.  71  8. 

The  Augullin  Friars  I have  found  (lays  Mr.  Carte)  11: v led  S’t.  Katharine,  Aufiin 
Friars ; I fuppofe  becaufe  their  church  or  chapel  was  dedicated  to  St.  Katharine  ; 
and  I take  them  to  be  thofe  who  were  fettled  without  the  Well  gate  Northwards, 
between  the  two  channels  of  the  river.  There  is  a well  very  near  the  Bow  bridge, 
which  is  ftill  called  St.  Auflin’s  well.  See  p.  721. 

23  Feb.  23  Hen.  VIII.  it  was  agreed  before  Mr.  Nicholas  Rennold,  then  mayor, 
by  confent  of  the  wardens  and  all  the  company  of  journeymen  Ihoemakers,  that  they 
fhould  give  yearly  to  the  Aullin  Friars  in  LeiceRer,  for  all  the  brethren  and  filers 
to  be  prayed  for,  in  ready  money,  10s.  to  be  paid  at  two  times  in  the  year,  befides 
the  offering  days  before  ufed. 

Richard  Prefton  was  the  laft  prior.  He  furrendered  his  convent  the  fame  day 
as  the  reft  of  the  friars  did,  10  Nov.  30  Hen.  VIII. 

P.  603.  The  church  and  parifh  of  St.  Crojfe  is  only  another  name  for  that  of 
St.  Martin,  and  fo  called  becaufe  the  High  Crofs  * flood  in  this  paiifh.  This  build- 
ing, which  was  confidered  an  ornament  to  the  town  by  mofl  travellers,  and  has 
been  fpoken  of  by  writers  as  a building  of  taffe  and  fuperiority  when  compared 
with  other  market -croffes,  was  eredled  in  1576  by  the  corporation  of  Leicefler, 
and  was  taken  down  a few  years  fince,  being  confidered  an  annoyance  to  the  paffage 
in  the  flreet  it  flood  in.  The  fum  it  was  fold  for  was  inconfiderable ; a paltry  pit> 
tance  compared  with  its  intrinfic  worth.  The  prefent  defpicable  fubftitute,  com- 
pared to  the  former,  is  “ like  the  bafelefs  fabric  of  a vifion.”  If  the  flreet  in  which 
it  flood  was  ill  fuited  to  its  magnitude,  a few  pounds  would  have  removed  it  thence, 
to  a place  where  its  beauty  would  have  been  confpicuous,  and  where  it  might  have 
remained  an  ornament  to  Leiceffer,  and  a monument  of  the  taffe  of  thofe  who 
ereffed  it.  But  now  its  fragments  lie  fcattered  and  dilhonoured  ; fome  are  hidden 
in  the  foundations  of  buildings,  and  many  of  its  component  parts  have  been 
mangled  by  the  ilone-cutter  for  various  ufes.

The  faid  chauntry  was  founded  by  William  Humberfton,  and  John  Ive  the 
younger,  under  the  lycens  of  king  Edward  III.  to  th9entente  to  find  mi  priells  to 
celebrate  divine  fervice  within  the  parifh  church  of  St.  Martin  in  Leieeder,  and 
to  pray  for  the  founders  fouls;  in  which  paridi  is  6 houfelyng  people,  and  no  more 
prieds,  but  only  the  vicar,  whofe  dipend  or  lyvyng  ys  fo  fore  decayed  that  he  ys 
not  able  to  fynde  any  other  pried  to  ferve  there,  fo  that  without  the  help  of 
the  faid  chantry  prieds  many  of  the  faid  parifhioners  in  time  of  ficknefs  (hall  be  like 
to  perilh,  withovvte  the  rights  of  the  church  ; alfo  the  churchwardens,  with  eleven 
other  houfemen  of  the  faid  parifh,  hath  the  prefemation  and  election  of  the  fame  ; 
and  at  this  prefent  time  there  are  but  two  of  the  faid  four  prieds  finging,  for  that 
the  rents  of  the  fame  are  fo  far  in  decay  and  lofs  of  rent  than  they  have  been  here- 
tofore ; and  there  hath  been  no  lands  fold,  &c. ; and  an  inventory,  ckc.99 

Mr.  Throsby  very  ingenioudy  conjectures  that  part  or  the  houfe  now  occupied  by 
Mr.  John  Stevens  was  the  place  where  either  this  chantry,  or  that  of  Sr.  George’s 
guild,  was  founded.  In  two  fpacious  rooms  of  this  houfe  is  dill  admirably  well 
■preferred  a long  range  of  lights,  extending  through  both  rooms,  and  containing

P.  603.  The  church  of  St . Nicholas  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown. 

This  church  has  little  to  boaft  of  in  refpedt  of  architecture  : its  walls  are 
immoderately  thick,  the  pillars  and  arches  that  fupport  the  roof  are  heavy,  and 
confequently  an  impediment  to  the  preacher.  There  were  formerly  three  ailes ; but 
about  the  year  1697,  that  towards  the  North  was  taken  down  in  confequence  of  its. 
ruinous  Pate.  A view  of  its  tower  and  fpire  may  be  feen  in  Plate  XXXIV.  p.  713. 

The  parifh  is  fmall,  and  formerly  unable  to  maintain  a preacher;  for  which  rea- 
fon  it  was  ufually  held  by  the  vicar  of  St.  Martin’s ; but  of  late  years,  by  the  bene- 
ficence of  Queen  Anne,  the  liberality  of  the  corporation,  and  the  contribution  of 
the  parifhioners,  it  is  regularly  provided  with  a feparate  vicar. 

Thomas  JefTon  died  vicar  here,  June  21,  1614.  See  his  epitaph  below.

6d.  in 
bread,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Item,  Sir  William  Cotton,  knight,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parilh,  every  Thurf- 
day  before  Whitfunday,  in  bread  6s.  8d.  yearly,  for  ever. 

Item,  Mr.  Equon  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parilh  in  bread,  every  laft  week  in 
July,  3s.  6d.  yearly,  for  ever. 

Item,  Mr.  Smart  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parilh  in  bread,  every  14th  of  Auguft, 
two  penny  loaves,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Item,  Mr.  Norris  gave  to  the  poor  in  money,  every  June,  yearfy,  for  ever,  the 
fum  of  1 6s.  to  be  received  of  the  town  chamberlain. 

Item,  Mr.  Equon  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parilh,  every  laft  week  in  September, 
in  bread,  3s.  6d.  yearly,  for  ever.

* He  was  a gentleman  much  elleemed  as  a divine  and  a fcholar.  Under  his  tuition  the  free- 
fchool  was  a feminary  of  great  repute  ; not  only  the  fons  of  the  firft  families,  in  thefe  parts, 
were  placed  under  his  care,  but  numbers  from  much  greater  diftances  alfo  received  the  rudiments 
of  an  education  that  do  honour  to  his  abilities.  Dr.  Farmer,  not  to  mention  many  more  of  literary 
lame,  was  his  fcholar.  Chearful  in  his  deportment  and  deftitute  of  tyranny,  his  fchool  was  a 
fcene  of  lively  obedience.  Beloved  by  the  boys  for  his  free  and  gentle  treatment,  his  precepts 
v.  ere  readily  received,  and  the  talk  difpatched  with  alacrity.  As  a Divine,  he  alike  captivated  in 
the  delk  and  pulpit.  He  read  with  an  energy  juft  and  influencing;  taught  with  a concifenefs 
pertinently  perfuafive,  and  intelligible  to  a general  auditory,  and  was  long  confidered  as  one  of 
the  brighteft  ornaments  of  the  clerical  profeflion.

Item,  Mr.  Francis  Palmer  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parifli,  every  Lady-day,  the 
fum  of  10s.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  by  Mr.  Hill. 

1781,  Mifs  Elizabeth  Clark,  of  Peatling,  daughter  cf  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Clark, 
hofler,  of  this  borough,  gave  50k  to  the  poor  of  this  parifh  ; to  which  was  added 
5!.  by  the  parifliioners,  which  bought  icot.  dock  in  the  three  per  cents,  in  order 
that  the  poor  might  have  an  annual  income  at  Chridmas  of  3I.  for  ever. 

All  thefe  aforefaid  benefa&ors’  gifts  are  to  be  difpofed  of  by  the  overfeers  of  the 
poor  for  the  time  being-,  only  Mr.  Equon’s  gift  by  the  churchwardens. 

On  the  front  of  part  of  the  old  fhambles  by  the  church,  fitted  up  and  ufed 
as  a fchool  (fee  pp^  482.  *502.);  “ This  chatity  fchool  for  35  boys  was  founded 
“ by  the  corporation,  as  trudees  in  the  late  alderman  Newton’s  will,  in  1785.” 
The  boys  wear  black  caps,  and  green  cioaths ; they  have  their  breakfad  at  the 
fchool,  and  5I'.  to  apprentice  them.  On  a line  of  done  in  the  front  of  this  edifice : 
“ A charity  fchool,  founded  and  fupported  by  voluntary  fubferiptions,  erefted 
1785.”  On  the  door  a flit,  inferibed,  “ For  the  benefit  of  this  charity  fchool.” 
On  a tablet  without:  “ This  building,  which  contains  two  feparate  fchools,  and  a 
dwelling  houfe  for  the  mader’s  family,  was  erefled  by  voluntary  fubferiptions  in 
the  year  1785,  for  the  religious  education  of  the  children  of  the  poor  in  this  parifh, 
who  (hall  be  recommended  by  the  annual  fubferibers.’*  Two  datues,  a boy  and  a 
girl,  properly  habited,  band  in  niches  over  the  door,  thus  underwritten  : “ Thefe 
figures  were  ere&ed  at  the  joitit  expence  of  John  Johnfon  and  John  Horton,  Efqrs. 
London;  both  natives  of  Leiceher.  By  the  kindnefs  of  our  benefactors  we  ai;e  here 
indriaded  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  are  able  to  make  us  wife  unto  falvation.”

The  faid  gild  was  founded  by  king  Richard  the  Second,  in  the"- name  of  two 
cuftodes,  or  matters  of  the  fame  gelde,  and  to  th*entente  to  find  two  prietts,  to  cele- 
brate divine  fervice  within  the  faid  church  of  St.  Margaret,  and  to  pray  for  the 
founders  fouls  •,  and  there  hath  been  no  land  fold  fynce  the  tyme  before  lymytedf 
and  the  inventory,  &c.

P.  604.  “ St.  Margarete’s  is  thereby  the  faireft  paroche  chircb  of  Leircetter, 

wher  ons  was  cathedrale  chirch,  and  therby  the  bifshop  of  Lincoln  had  a palace, 
wherof  a litle  yet  ftandith.  John  Peny,  firtt  abbate  of  Leircetter,  then  bifshop  of 
Bangor  and  Cairluel,  is  here  buried  in  an  aiabatter  tumbe*.  This  Penny  made  the 
new  bricke  workes  of  Leicetter  ab5y,  and  much  of  the  brick  walles 

Mr.  Bickerttaffe,  on  being  fhewn  the  quotation  from  the  Harleian  MS*  in 
p.  *489,  oblerves  : “ I remember  nothing  about  a bifhop  Middleton,  except  a 
mitre  in  the  chancel  window  next  the  vettry,  as  you  turn  to  the  church,  which  has 
lately,  I think,  difappeared  ; Mr.  Rofs  does  not  remember  it;  and  it  might  not  be 
his,  I mean  Middleton’s.  The  modern  glazier  is  mott  Gothicly  hoftile  to  the 
well-coloured  labours  of  his  ancient  predecettors. 

The  figure  of  the  military  man,  p.  *486,  is  of  free-done.  The  rim  of  his  cap 
and  belt  have  fo  natural  an  appearance  of  iron  and  its  rutt,  that  the  deception  will 
not  yield  to  the  clofett  infpe&ion.  He  is  recumbent,  and  reds  his  head  upon  his 
left  hand,  partly  inferted  under  his  cap ; his  lheathed  fword  under  him,  the  hilc 
towards  his  head  ; one  heel,  his  right,  the  only  one  in  fight,  upwards,  or  he  could 
not  have  been  contained  in  the  bottom  of  the  niche;  his  back  to  the  Eatt;  his  head 
to  the  South  ; on  the  left  fide  of  the  communion-table  in  the  approach#  He  is  20

inches 
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inches  long.  A lion  couchant  occupies  the  right  niche,  where  a human  figure  might 
Hand  over  the  king  of  beafts.  The  niches  are  very  lofty,  as  to  extent  upwards. 

Bifhop  Penny’s  reprefentative  in  {tone,  p.  *490,  is  a yard,  two  feet,  fevcn  inches 
and  a half  long,  with  the  mitre,  which  exceeds  the  head  two  inches.  He  em- 
braces a fort  of  mace  ; for  it  is  too  thick,  efpecially  towards  the  top,  for  a paftoral 
ftaff,  with  his  left  arm,  which  feems  to  reach  to  his  feet.  Befides  the  ring  which 
now  remains  on  his  fingers,  there  feem  to  be  traces  of  another,  which  appears  to 
have  been  flipped  off.” 

A white  {tone  in  the  South-eaft  aile  of  St.  Margaret’s  church,  has  on  its  edging,

There  are  10  bells  at  St.  Margaret’s ; 5 at  All  Saints;  3 at  St.  Nicholas’s  ; 
10  at  St.  Martin’s;  and  5 at  St.  Mary’s.  St.  Martin’s  were  lately  augmented  by 
fubfeription,  and  re-cad  from  6 to  10.  There  are  organs  lately  ere&ed  in  St.  Mar- 
tin’s and  St.  Margaret’s. 

P.  6 o.{ . St.  Michael's  church  was  fituatein  thofe  which  are  called  the  Back  Lanes, 
the  houfes  whereof  were  demoliflaed  or  burnt  down  in  1173*4;  but  the  church, 
Mr.  Carte  fuppofed,  continued  fome  time  afterwards ; for  a monk,  who  was  edu- 
cated under  William  le  Cloune,  abbot  of  Leiceder  1345 — 1377,  is  faid  to  have 
turned  anchoret  in  this  church;  but  foon  after  that  time  it  was  alfo  demolifhed, 
and  the  pariih  united  to  that  of  Ail  Saints. 

Ibid.  St.  Peter's  church  was  alfo  fituated  in  the  Back  Lanes,  but  die  panda  com- 
prehending part  of  the  High-crofs  dreet,  it  continued  longer.  About  O&ober  5 Eliz. 
an  account  being  taken  of  the  bells,  it  was  found  that  the  great  bell  weighed  newt. 
1 61b.  the  third  bell  8cwt.  261b.  the  fecond  bell  6cwt.  1 81b.  the  fore  bell  5cwt. 
iolb.  that  the  timber  of  the  church  fhould  be  taken  down,  and  kept  in  fafety  with 
the  lead;  but  before  this,  June  30,  6 Eliz.  it  was  ordered  that  one  of  the  bells 
fhould  be  fold  for  repair  of  the  fchool-houfe  ; and  on  the  ,7th  of  April,  15  Eliz. 
an  indenture  was  made,  between  the  queen,  the  mayor  and  co-burgefles  of  Lei- 
ceder, whereby  the  queen,  for  35I.  to  be  paid  to  the  general  receiver  of  the  dutchy 
of  Lancafter,  and  other  caufcs,  granted  to  the  mayor  and  co-burgefles  all  the 
lead,  done,  and  timber,  of  the  decayed  church  of  St.  Peter,  which  lead,  by  com- 
miffioners,  was  certified  to  be  4 fowders  and  5001b. ; and  the  mayor  and  co-bur- 
gefles covenanted  to  ereft  a fubdantial  fchool-houfe,  within  a year  after  the  date, 
covered  with  date,  and  the  fame  from  time  to  time  repair,  and  to  employ  the  faid 
lead,  Jlone,  and  timber,  in  edifying  the  fame,  and  to  employ  the  overplus,  if  any 
fhould  be,  in  bringing  a conduit  t of  frefli  water  into  the  town.  The  church  being

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entirely  demolilhed,  ic  was  thought  convenient  that  the  parilh  Ihould  be  nnited  to 
fome  other;  and  it  lying  between  St.  Martin's  parilh  and  All  Saints  parilh,  when  the 
matter  came  to  be  conlidered  in  a common  hall,  March  26,  33  Eliz.  there  arofe  a 
great  debate  between  the  members  which  were  of  thofe  parilhes,  but  at  length  it 
was  carried  that  it  fliouid  be  united  to  All  Saints,  which-  was  forfeited  in  the  time 
of  Queen  Elizabeth;  the  whole  procefs  of  Which  union  may  be  feen  p.  474. 

At  the  County  Gaol. 

“ This  jail  was  St.  Peter’s  Church  in  Leicelter  *,  and  the  yard,  garden,  fiables, 
&c.  the  church-yard in  which  a corpfe  may  any  where  be  dug  up.  A good 
vault  under  the  garden-wall,  the  foot  of  which  now  joins  the  pig-wafh  cittern. 
This  church  was  by  order  taken  down  in  1570  ; and  by  Queen  Elirabeth,  in  the 
15th  year  of  her  reign,  i.  e.  April  7,  1573,  by  deed  in  the  Town-clerk’s  chamber, 
conveyed  to  the  corporation,  to  build  the  free-fehool,  with  all  the  timber,  Hone, 
lead,  &c. ; and,  if  any  overplus,  the  remainder  to  bring  water  to  the  conduit  in 
the  market-place

This  chapel  was  fituated  at  the  extremity  of  the  borough  towards  the  South,  at 
the  end  of  South  gate  Hreet,  where  thofe  who  were  to  be  hanged  at  the  gallows 
ufed  to  be  interred. 

Ibid.  St,  James’s  chapel  had  fome  of  its  walls  Handing  within  the  memory  of  perfons 
living  in  Mr.  Carte’s  time  *,  and,  confidering  that  in  a hall-book,  1 Ric.  III.  one 
of  the  wards  of  the  town  is  deferibed  to  be  “ from  the  South  gate  unto  The  Sepulchre 
church and  in  another  hall  book,  4 and  5 Phil,  and  Mary,  the  fame  is  deferibed 
to  extend  “ from  the  South  gate  to  St,  James’s  chapel it  is  probable  that  St,  James’s 
chapel  is  the  fame  with  The  Sepulchre  church  \ and  if  it  was  not  the  fame,  it 
muH  have  flood  very  near  it. 

P.  6 c6.  The  corporation,,  finding  feveral  inconveniences  to  arife  from  the  ex- 

emption of  the  Cattle,  Newark,  &c.  from  the  franchifes,  made  feveral  attempts  to 
have  them  brought  under  their  jurifdi&ion,  which  at  length  they  obtained  a grant 
of,  in  the  charter  of  41  Eliz.  in  very  ample  terms;  but  with  a provifo  at  lafl, 
faving  to  all  perfons  whatfoever  rights,  liberties,  and  jurifdi&ions,  they  had  and 
enjoyed  before  the  making  of  that  charter,  which  has  deterred  the  corporation  from 
exerting  or  aliening  their  jurifdidtion  in  thofe  places  f.” 

“ Queen  Elizabeth,  to  whom  the  Lancafier  eflates  defeended,  leafed  firfl  to 

Haflings,  for  21  years,  “ The  Grange  near  the  borough  of  Leicefler,  with  the 
appurtenances,  together  with  all  lands,  meadows,  feedings,  and  pallurages,  to  the

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laid  grange  belonging,  or  with  the  fame  ufually  occupied  ; and  alfo  all  that  clofe 
railed  Golfing  croft,  otherwife  Gofling- cLofe,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  borough 
of  Leiceftei:,  and  in  the  fields  of  Leicefter;  together  with  the  tack  of  cattle  to  be 
depastured  in  the  Cow-lees  and  South-fields  of  Leiceller  aforefaid,  and  the  water 
mill  called  Newark  mill,  and  the  holme  called  Goole  holme,  with  the  water,  and  a 
tenement  the  corner  of  the  lane  leading  to  the  mill  aforefaid,  and  the  Land-fwanne, 
and  a meadow  called  Beed  houfe-meade,  for  the  yearly  rent  of  thirty-two  pounds 
and  fixpence.”  And  in  the  reign  of  her  fueceiior  James  I.  all  the  above  were  fold, 
by  an  indenture  made  the  7th  of  February,  in  the  12th  year  of  that  reign,  by  Sir 
William  Smith,  knight,  of  Leiceiberfhire,  and  Humphrey  Smith,  citizen  of  Lon- 
don, to  Thomas  de  Sachevereli,  Robert  Gilliott,  James  Andrew,  Thomas  Parker, 
William  fve,  and  Rowland  Pufey,  all  of  the  borough  of  Leicefter,  gentlemen,  for 
ioool.;  including  alfo  the  following  particulars,  among  many  others  therein  fpccified  : 
cc  And  alfo  all  and  lingular  the  meffuages,  mills,  houfes,  edifices,  ftru&ures,  barm, 
ftables,  dove-houfes,  orchards,  gardens,  fhops,  cellars,  lands,  tenements,  chapels, 
church-yards,  meadows,  feedings,  pafturage,  commons,  waftes,  void  way,  grounds 
lately  briers,  moors,  marfhes,  waters,  fifheries,  fiihings,  woods,  underwoods,  trees, 
and  all  the  land,  ground,  and  foil  of  the  fame  woods,  underwoods,  &c.  *,  and  alfo 
reverfions.  mines,  quarries,  fervices,”  &c.  The  purchafers  Giiliot,  Andrews,  Par- 
ker, and  Ive,  were  principal  men  of  the  corporation  of  Leicefter,  by  their  ferving 
the  office  of  mayor  ; the  laft  name  occurs  three  times  in  about  twenty  years.  As  I 
have  feen  a copy  of  the  indenture,  I have  inferted  the  above  for  the  information  of 
the  reader ; much  having  been  laid  of  late  refpefting  the  freemen’s  privileges.  In 
this  indenture  no  mention  is  made  of  either  the  freemen  of  Leicefter,  or  even  the 
corporation,  who  are  now  the  owners  of  the  fields,  &c.  mentioned  above.  Yet 
we  may  dif cover  from  the  indenture  mentioning  the  tack  of  cattle,  that  the  freemen 
of  Leicefter  enjoyed  then,  what  they  now  enjoy  in  that  particular.  I think  it  feems 
therefore  highly  probable,  that  the  freemen  of  Leicefter  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
wintering  their  cattle  in  the  South  fields,  i.  e.  Mary’s  fields,  prior  to  this  purchafc. 
Perhaps  it  was  too  notorious  to  need  a provifo 

P.  607.  The  Town-hall  continues  in  nearly  the  fame  ftate  as  deferibed  by  Mr. 
Carte.  It  contains  fome  original  portraits,  which  Mr.  Bickerftaffe  thus  deferibes ;

f Sir  Thomas  White,  a citizen  and  merP'snt-taylor  of  London  in  1546,  from  a noble  inten- 
tion, paid  into  the  hands  of  the  mayor- and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Coventry,  1400].  to  pur- 
chafe  lands,  the  rents  of  which  were  to  be  paid  to  Sir  Thomas  during  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
and  then  to  be  applied  as  under.  The  purchafe  brought  him  in  annually  70!.;  and  he  dying  Feb* 
.ii,  1566,  aged  72,  his  will  directed  that  there  fhould  be  given  out  of  it,  flVft  to  twelve  poor  men 
of  the  city  ot  Coventry  403.  a year  each,  free-gift ; next  he  willed  40!.  of  the  refidue  to  four  young 
.■men  oi  the  fame  place,  traddmen,  10I.  each,  for  nine  years,  without  intereit,  provided  they  were

On  the  ground  of  the  picture,  the  infcriptions  from  the  top,  See.

holding  the  money  for  nine  years  as  before,  without  intereft ; and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time 
they  were  to  pay  one  other  freeman  of  Coventry  40L  for  nine  years,  without  intereft,  and  fo  on 
as  before,  for  ever.  In  the  fecond  year  after  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  years,  it  was  alfo  or- 
dered that  they  were  to  pay  to  the  town  of  Northampton  40I.  the  corporation  of  which  was  di- 
rected to  lend  the  fame  to  four  young  freemen,  inhabitants  of  that  place,  iol.  each,  for  nine  years, 
as  in  the  firft  inftance,  and  fo  on  to  four  other  young  men  for  ever.  In  the  third  year  after  the 
expiration  of  the  thirty  years,  they  were  alfo  ordered  to  pay  40I.  to  the  town  of  Leicefter,  to 
be  difpofed  of  in  the  fame  manner  as  that  at  Northampton.  In  the  fourth  year  the  fame  fum, 
and  in  the  like  manner,  to  Nottingham  ; in  the  fifth  to  Warwick  ; and  the  fixth  to  Coventry, 
where  the  whole  40I.  were  then  to  be  paid  to  one  freeman  of  the  city  for  nine  years,  and  fo  on 
for  ever.  It  was  willed  that  no  perfon  was  to  have  it  twice  ; and  to  be  paid  in,  one  month  af- 
ter the  deceafe  of  the  principal;  and  the  perfon  to  be  chofen  without  partiality.  The  eftate 
being  much  improved  in  the  year  1700,  the  corporations  preferred  a bill  in  chancery,  for  an 
equitable  diftribution  of  the  improved  rents,  which,  upon  hearing,  was  given  againft  the  corpo- 
rations ; but,  not  being  fat'isfied  with  this  decifion,  they  brought  their  claim  before  the  houfc  of 
lords  the  enfuing  year;  when  it  was  fettled  to  their  advantage.  It  happened,  upon  examining 
the  eftate  and  fettling  the  accompts  in  1709,  that  the  eftate  was  improved  to  the  value  of  709I. 
2S.  2d.  It  was  therefore  fettled  that  the  firft  year,  beginning  March  25,  the  whole  of  the 
above  annual  fum  fhould  go  to  the  city  of  Coventry,  to  be  difpofed  of  to  the  purpofe  following, 
viz.  to  121  poor  men,  40s.  each,  and  to  one  other  poor  man  23s.  in  all  243I.  3s.  to  be  given  ac- 
cording to  the  deed  of  free-gift  to  the  donor;  and  42I.  4s.  2d.  to  be  put  out  in  free  loan,  accord- 
ing alfo  to  the  donor’s  intention.  The  reft  was  given  to  the  Merchant- taylors  company,  refervinga 
certain  portion  to  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  aldermen  of  Coventry  ; and  a divifion  alfo  of  it  to  the 
fteward  and  town  clerk  of  that  city  ; the  whole  amounting  to  the  fum  of  709I.  2s.  2d.  This 
fum  the  fucceeding  year,  beginning  March  25,  was  to  be  divided  as  follows  : to  the  city  of  Coventry 
243I.  3s.  to  be  given  to  the  poor  men  as  before.  To  the  Merchant- taylors,  mayor,  &c.  60I.  15s. 
and  to  Northampton  405I.  4s.  2d.  ; then  to  Leicefter;  fo  on  each  fucceeding  year  to  Nottingham 
and  Warwick.  Various  fuits  wrere  after  this  had  in  chancery,  which  were  finally  adjufted  by  de- 
cree dated  Dec.  20,  1722  ; and  on  Lady-day- 1 725,  the  whole  rental  amounted  to  93 ^1.  2s.  and 
was  then  in  a ftate  of  great  probable  improvement.  The  fum  now  in  rhe  gift  of  the  mayor  and 
alnermen  of  Leicefter,  arifing  from  the  gift  of  Sir  T.  White,  is  faid  to  amount  to  7500!.  and  is 
lent  without  intereft  to  tradefmen  freemen  of  Leicefter,  in  fums  of  40  and  50I. ; no  perfon  being 
allowed  to  have  more  than  one  50  and  one  40I.  during  his  life,  and  thefe  fums  never  at  one  time; 
no  petition  of  that  nature  being  complied  with  till  after  the  payment  of  the  firft  loan.  The  cor- 
poration have  been  very  careful  that  pofterity  fhould  not  fuller  from  their  negligence  or  indul- 
gence in  lending  the  money  upon  hazardous  lecurity;  and  few  inftances  have  happened  detrimental 
to  the  intereft  of  fucceeding  generations.  Some  years  ago,  when  the  corporation  built  their  new 
Exchange,  they  intended  to  have  perpetuated  the  memory  of  this  benefa&or,  by  placing  his 
ftatue  in  a niche  they  left  for  that  purpofe,  in  the  front  of  the  fame  building  ; but  whether  the 
fame  exprefiive  fentiments  of  gratitude  have  not  fince  prevailed,  or  feme  other  more  preventative 
caufe  has  hindered  its  completion,  we  cannot  determine.  That  the  predeceftors  of  this  body  of 
gentlemen  poffdfed  the  warmeft  fenfe  of  the  bleflings  which  through  his  means  have  been 
given  to  the  hand  of  induftry  here,  the  lines  written  under  his  arms  in  the  Town-hall  will  teftify.

“ brari,  and  a fiock  of  twentie  poundes  to  provide  coles  at  the  befi  hand  for  the 
((  generall  good  of  the  poore ; and  fundrie  other  greate  favours  which  he  did  for 
“ this  corporation,  1623.”

5th  light  inclofes  H R,  and  a crown  over  thofe  letters ; over  which  are  two 
goblets  or  (hallow  glades,  with  globes  or  balls  in  the  top  of  each,  refting  on  a little 
hay,  or  grafs,  or  herbs  ; two  cups  with  balls  below  alfo. 

6th  light,  Prince  of  Wales’s  arms  and  motto,  with  a P on  the  right  fide,  included 
in  a circlet  or  edging,  like  a glory  or  radii-like  flames,  furrounded  with  “ Honi 
66  foit  qui  mal  y penfe”  in  the  radius,  which  inclofes  two  hands  with  only  two 
thumbs,  fingers  out  of  fight  or  in  gloves,  and  the  arm  continued  with  the  coat 
fleeves,  a leg  and  foot,  and  part  of  the  thigh,  the  foot  upwards  inclining.  See 
Plate  XXI.  p.  *486.  fig.  2. 

7th  light,  three  cups  again  with  pedeflals,  like  drinking  glades  with  balls,  reding 
on  fomething  like  hay,  which  comes  out  of  the  glafs  by  the  fides  of  the  balls. 
See  fig.  3. 

Junii,  a man  in  a cap,  bare  leg  and  thigh,  dockings  down  to  the  ancles,  erefl,  if 
not  leaning  backward  ; has  a belt ; under  his  right  arm,  prefled  by  his  elbow, 
fomething  like  a bayonet  (heath,  though  much  broader,  and  ending  very  obtufely ; 
behind  him  a kind  of  turrets  or  battlements,  two,  with  fteeples  over  a building, 
with  a row  of  windows  towards  the  top,  and  two  long  ftrokes  below,  like  doors; 
before  him  a wooden  fork  holds  a dump  of  a branch  upwards,  while  a hook  like  a 
flick  head  pulls  down  a ragged  leaf  like  holly.  See  fig.  4. 

8th  light,  a great  royal  crown. 

9th  light,  a large  blue  cinquefoil. 

10th  light,  two  cups  above,  with  balls,  as  before,  and  two  below,  with  inter- 
mediate great  letters,  and  two  cups,  with  globes,  as  before;  on  the  right  fide  mar- 
gin a blue  lion,  a red  lion,  a labarum  and  crofs  on  his  (houlder.  See  fig.  5. 

11th  light,  a winged  animal.  See  fig.  6. 

1 2th  light,  one  cup. 

igth  light,  five  cups,  &c.  as  above,  and  four  below’;  inter  implicated  cords,  with 
taflels  at  each  end,  inferred  through  an  ancient  ornamented  O,  and  extended  and 
twifled  round  an  I or  L under.  See  fig.  7. 

Fig.  8.  is  from  is  from  one  of  the  lights,  but  we  do  not  recoiled!  which. 
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Arms  and  feals  of  Leicefter,  as  framed  and  glazed  in  one  tablet,  1706  : 

1.  Left  hand  feal  at  top,  on  a red  ground  this  circumfcription,  a little  cinque- 
foil before  the  firft  word  : “ Sigillum,  communitatis  : : Burgi  Leiceftrie.”  The 
above  is  the  great  common  feal  for  deeds,  conveyances,  &c.  kept  by  the  mayor 
and  two  chamberlains,  under  two  keys. 

2.  The  feal  for  ftatutes,  kept  by  the  mayor  for  the  time  being;  i.  e.  the  Vir- 
gin Mary,  with  a child  on  her  left  arm,  a long  hemmed,  or  crofier  crucifix  in  her 
right  hand,  reaching  over  her  right  flioulder,  under  her  feet  a cinquefoil  on  a red 
ground,  circumfcribed,  “ Sigill.  hat.  majo.  burgi  Leiceftri.,, 

3.  A fmall  cinquefoil,  red  ground,  circumfcribed,  “ Burgas  Leiceftrie.”  This 
feal  for  capias’s,  letters,  &c. 

4.  A larger  cinquefoil  than  the  laft,  <c  Sigillum  ftatut.  burgi  Leiceftrie.” 
This  is  another  feal  for  the  ftatutes,  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  ftatutes. 

3.  Three  arrow  heads,  the  middlemoft  is  continued  as  a perfect  arrow,  with 
fide  feathers,  ; on  their  left  a cinquefoil,  on  their  right  a ferpentine  label,  in- 
fcribed,  “ In  Antitrinitarios and  circumfcribed,  “ Sigil.  Hofpitalis  S’cte  Trini- 
“ tatis,  in  Novo  Qpere,  Leic.”  This  is  the  feal  of  the  hofpital,  kept  by  the  mayor 
and  two  chamberlains,  alfo  under  two  keys. 

6.  A large  cinquefoil,  over  it  a cafque,  and  over  that  a dragon,  ftyled  the' 
arms  of  the  borough  of  Leicefter  *. 

7.  Three  lions  palfant  under  a coronet  (the  duke  of  Lancafter’s  arms). 

“ Thefe  are  the  armes  and  town  feales,  ufed  by  the  mayor  and  burgefles  of  the  bo- 
rough of  Leicefter,  incorporated  by  the  mayor,  bayliffe,  and  burgefles,  of  the 
faid  borough  of  Leicefter,  and  enabled  with  many  great  and  large  privileges  and 
immunities  by  many  the  ancient  kings  of  England,  and  fince  confirmed  and  en- 
larged by  king  James,  and  laftly  by  our  moft  gracious  Souveraign  that  now  is, 
20  Jan.  anno  16  Car.  II.  with  a refervation  to  his  majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccefiors, 
of  approving  the  recorder,  fteward,  follicitor,  and  town  dark  ; of  which  faid  bo- 
rough, at  the  time  of  the  prefent  vifitation,  viz.  23  Martii,  1681,  George  Bent, 
Efq.  was  mayor;  Edmund  Sutton,  Philip  Abney,  John  Roberts,  and  John  Goodall, 
juftices  of  the  peace  within  the  faid  borough,  being  the  fower  laft  perfons  who 
ferved  the  office  of  mayor ; Mr.  William  Major,  and  Mr.  William  Elliot,  bayliffs; 
Thomas  Staveley,  barrifter  at  law,  recorder ; John  Huckle,  town  dark ; and 
William  Browne,  follicitor.  The  burgefles  or  aldermen  are  in  number  twenty- 
four,  and  the  common-councell  forty-eight. — Attefted  under  the  hand  of  George 
Bent,  mayor.” 

P.  607*  The  Exchange  was  built  in  Alderman  Smalley’s  mayoralty  in  1747 
The  lower  part,  intended  as  fliambles  j for  the  town-butchers,  was  but  a fhort 

* See  this  in  Plate  XXXIX.  accompanied  with  the  feal  of  Simon  de  Montfort  earl  of  Leicefter. 

4 See  a propofal  in  1762  to  convert  it  into  an  Infirmary  ; Gent.  Mag.  vol.  XXXII.  p.  196. 

^ This  was  but  a modern  building  when  deftroyed,  and  it  was  equal  to  moft  both  for  utility 
and  ornament.  Its  fate  was  in  fome  meafure  decreed  by  the  caprice  of  a leading  alderman  or  two, 
who  thought  it  an  obftacle  to  their  houfes.  The  ruins  of  this  building  were  ufed  to  make  the 
foundation  for  the  Exchange.  The  fliambles  which  now  remain  in  Leicefter,  near  St.  Nicho- 
las* church,  were  built  for  the  week* day  market;  but  have  been  long  fince  difufed. 
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time  ufed  for  that  purpofe.  The  upper  rooms,  one  of  which  is  fpacious,  and  rather 
elegantly  furniffied,  were  intended,  and  are  ufed  to  fupply  the  place  of  the  old 
Gainsborough,  which  flood  likewiie  in  the  market-place  prior  to  the  prefent 
building.  Here  the  migiftrates  for  the  borough  affemble  on  certain  days  to  deter- 
mine fuch  judicial  matters  as  are  brought  before  them. 

In  1 75 9 the  corporation  of  Leicefter  gave  a fplendid  entertainment  at  the  Exchange, 
to  the  duke  of  Grafton  and  the  officers  of  the  Suffolk  militia. 

P.  608.  “ The  mod  ancient  mention,”  fays  Mr.  Carte,  “ that  I have  met  with 

of  any  fchool  in  Leicefter  is  in  a deed  without  date,  whereby  Robert  Ficz-John,, 
of  Wliirwic,  granted  to  Adam  le  Sage,  of  Torp,  formerly  redtor  of  the  fchools 
in  Leicefter,  and  to  his  heirs  or  affigns,  certain  lands  in  the  field  of  Rotebi ; to 
which  were  witneffes  Sir  Peter  fon  of  Roger,  John  fon  of  the  fame,  knights,  John 
de  Anefti,  John  de  Lumchamp,  William  Bate  of  Groby,  &c.  Q.  whether  the 
firft  of  thefe  witneffes  be  not  the  fame  with  Peter  fon  of  Roger,  who  was  the  firft 
mayor  of  Leicefter  in  1246,  and  fo  continued  till  1256  inclufively  ? 

The  next  mention  that  I find  made  of  a fchool  here  is,  that  a bifhop  of  Carlifle 
had  given  land  for  the  maintaining  a free-fchool  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Margaret;  this 
bifhop  I take  to  have  been  John  Penny,  who,  as  mentioned  in  p.  *490,  was  abbot  of 
Leicefter,  and  afterwards  bifhop  of  Carlifle,  and  lies  buried  in  St.  Margaret’s  church. 
This  land,  it  is  faid,  Mr.  John  Beaumont  about  1 541  (at  which  time  he  was  recorder 
and  a commiffioner)  fold  away,  but  by  what  authority  doth  not  appear;  certain  it 
is  the  corporation  was  diffatisfied  with  what  he  had  done,  and  therefore,  March  1 r, 
6 Edw.  VI.  at  a common  hall  they  refolved  to  endeavour  the  recovery  of  it,  and 
for  that  and  fome  other  purpofes  fent  Mr.  Robert  Boughton,  vicar  of  St.  Martin’s, 
to  London,  whofe  charges  were  borne  half  by  the  town,  and  half  by  the  parifh  of 
St.  Margaret ; but  what  progrefs  he  made  in  the  matter  I find  not,  only  the  event 
ffiews  that  this  attempt  proved  abortive,  and  it  is  poffible  that  the  death  of  king 
Edward  the  Sixth  might  occafion  them  to  defift  from  profecution  of  the  matter. 

The  original  of  the  free-fchool  is,  by  all  perfons  whom  I have  difcourfed  with 
about  it,  computed  to  have  been  in  1573;  which  is  an  error  in  itfelf,  and  an  occa- 
fion of  other  errors,  and  therefore  I fhall  deliver  my  opinion,  and  then  mention  fome 
of  the  circumftances  on  which  it  is  founded. 

My  opinion  is,  that  Thomas  Wigfton,  prebendary  of  the  church  of  Newark, 
brother  of  the  famous  William  Wigfton,  founded  the  fchool  in  the  place  where  the 
fchool-houfe  now  ftands,  and  that  he  endowed  it  with  lands,  which,  together  wirh 
the  guardianfhip  or  overfight  of  the  fchool,  he  entrufted  with  the  mafier  and  confra- 
ter  of  his  brother’s  hofpital,  charging  them  to  pay  iol.  a year  to  the  rnafter  of  the 
fchool,  and  that  thus  it  continued  till  the  augmentation  and  new  eftabliftiing  of  it 
about  1573.  The  circumftances  upon  which  my  opinion  is  grounded  are  as  follow: 
1.  Leland  aliens  that  Thomas  Wigfton  made  the  free-fchool  in  Leicefter.  2.  John- 
Pott,  fchool-mafter  of  Leicefter,  is  faid  to  be  one  of  the  fugitives  that  were  gone 
beyond  fea,  contrary  to  the  ftamte,  13  Eliz.  3.  I have  feen  among  other  papers, 
concerning  the  new  hofpital,  a rental  of  lands  in  1561  and  1562,  out  of  which  the 
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fchoolmafter  is  paid.  4.  It  was  agreed  at  a common  hail,  June  30,  1 5 64 , that  one 
of  the  bells  of  St.  Peter’s  church  fhould  be  fold,  to  repair  the  fchool-houfe  ; all 
which  was  before  the  fuppofed  foundation  of  the  fchool,  and  confirms  what  I have 
fnggefled  ; and  from  hence  we  learn  how  it  comes  to  pafs  that  the  mailer  and  con- 
frater  of  Wigfton’s  hofpital  are  lb  much  concerned  in  the  vifitation  and  government 
of  the  fchool,  although  queen  Elizabeth  in  her  grant  takes  no  notice  of  them, 
but  only  of  the  mayor,  Etc.  From  hence  alfo  we  may  oblerve  how  erroneously  the 
20I.  a year,  which  is  paid  by  the  hofpital  to  the  fchoolmafier,  is  all  of  it  called  the 
earl  of  Huntingdon's  gift,  whereas  the  earl  by  his  deed  gave  only  a rent-charge  of 
iol.  a year,  whereas  the  other  10I.  arifes  from  the  lands  entrufled  to  the  hofpital 
for  maintenance  of  the  fchool,  &c. 

April  7,  15  Eliz.  the  queen  in  confederation  of  35I.  having  granted  to  the  mayor 
and  co’burgefifes  of  Leiceiter  the  materials  of  the  decayed  church  of  St.  Peter  (fee  p. 
794);  they  according  to  their  obligation  fet  about  building  a fchool-houfe  anew, 
which  1 fuppofe  was  on  the  fame  ground  as  the  former,  becaufe  1 find  no  account  of 
the  purchafc  of  the  fite  of  it,  and  finifhed  it  the  next  year ; and  at  the  fame  time 
they  erefled  a new  houfe  at  the  North  end  of  the  fchool-houfe  for  the  head  fchool- 
nraller  to  dwell  in,  and  thereto  laid  all  the  backfide  that  lately  was  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Johnfon  Mafon,  referving  to  thernfelves  the  rent  of  20s.  a year.  For  de- 
fraying thefe  and  fome  other  charges,  they  laid  thernfelves,  the  twenty-four  at  2s. 
and  the  forty-eight  at  is.  each.  May  7,  16  Eliz. 

The  fchool  is  fituated  cn  the  Eafi  fide  of  the  High-crofs  ftreet,  over-againft  the 
Blue  boar  lane,  built  with  ftone  and  covered  with  flate-,  the  upper  room  is  afligned 
to  the  maficr,  and  the  lower  or  ground  room  to  the  two  ufhers,  whereof  the  upper 
teaches  the  Latin  grammar,  and  the  under  ufher  Englifh,  all  which  have  their  fala- 
lies  out  of  the  benefaflions. 

The  ftone  in  the  left  tablet  in  front,  with  the  names  of  the  confratcrs  as  in  p. 
60S,  is  of  modern  ere&ion,  the  will  of  Thomas  Haines,  being  dated  Sept.  28,  1650 ; 
and  it  is  defcEbve  in  feveral  refpecls,  which  it  would  be  tedious  to  redlify. 

Another  tablet  on  the  right  has  the  national  arms  in  the  middle,  and  town  cinque- 
foil on  the  left  ; at  top  a bull’s  head  ; date  on  the  right  fide  of  the  national  arms 
1574;  on  the  right  at  bottom,  in  a circlet,  “Walter  Rawlet”  only  in  words,  on 
the  left  at  bottom  feemingly  a bare  or  uncovered  head  of  a perfon  unknown. 

The  matters*  lalaries,  &c.  are;  the  head  mafier  40I.  a year,  a houfe,  with  en- 
trance-money from  half  a guinea  to  a guinea  : the  fir  ft  ufher  24I  a year,  with  a 
fmall  garden  ground,  entrance  from  a crown  upwards  5 the  fecond  ufher  19I.  16s. 
with  a houfe  during  pieafure,  fet  at  four  guineas  a year,  and  no  entrance  money. 
Scanty  appointments  for  liberal  education,  but  refpedtable  in  the  reign  of  the 
Foundrefs.  Mr.  Newton’s  charity-matter  has  3d.  a year,  and  folicits  for  a dwelling- 
houfe.,  though  a fchool  is  provided  him.  The  corporation  have  vaftly  improved 
tufir  revenues,  and  are  in  circumftances  too  confiuerable  to  fear  the  red  refs  of  thefe 
hard  fin  ns. 

Matthew  Simons,  Efq.  mentioned  before,  p.  480,  about  1714,  left  iol.  4s.  for 
cloathing  twelve  boys  ; 1 1.  1 6>.  to  buy  them  Bibles ; and  4I.  a year  for  teaching  them  ; 
they  are  tuudit  bv  1 he  under  u filer  of  the  free-fchool. 
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The  following  extrads  from  a book  of  directions  to  the  mayor  of  Leicelfer  for  1758 
will  explain  more  fully  many  of  the  above  recited  particulars.

* “ Mr.  Lee,  who  died  in  1776,  and  with  whom  I had  the  pleafure  of  an  acquaintance,  was 
an  indnftrious  antiquary.  He  made  a large  collection  of  coins  and  medals;  but  a long  appli- 
cation to  the  intricate  paths  of  antiquity  made  him  habitually  unlike  the  man  of  the  world  ; 
leading  a life  of  retirement,  that  unfitted  him  for  general  fociety.  He  was  however  inftrudfive 
and  agreeably  familiar  with  his  acquaintance,  efpecially  on  fubjedts  which  fuited  the  bias  of  his 
inclination.  His  memory  was  retentive,  even  in  the  eve  of  life  ; but  his  remarkable  diffidence 
and  fhynefs  made  it  but  little  known.  I have  attended  with  pleafure  to  his  pertinent  remarks; 
and  failed  not  to  be  rewarded.  He  had  fome  peculiarities  which  appeared  difguftfui  to  thofe 
about  him  ; but  they  were  of  that  kind  which  rather  called  forth  a fmiie  of  pleafure  than  con- 
tempt. When  upon  his  death-bed,  at  the  age  of  72,  he  was  difiurbed  by  rhe  good  intentions, 
but  the  fevere  admonitions,  of  a young  female,  one  of  them  who  call  themfelves  Gofpel  Hearers,

11,  1690,  certain  lands  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  to  truftees,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  fenior  mailers  of  Chrilt  Church  College,  Oxford  j and  gave  3000I.  “ to  be  paid  out

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of  “ the  arrears  of  his  High  Suffolk  eftate,”  to  purchafc  lands  for  the  benefit  of 
the  junior  mafters.  He  gave  20!.  a year  for  ever  out  of  the  Durham  eftates,  to  re- 
leafe  poor  prifoners  for  debt ; and  icol.  to  be  laid  out  by  the  corporation  of  that  city 
lor  the  life  of  their  poor;  iool.  to  the  poor  of  \Vhickham,to  the  rectory  of  which  place 
he  had  been  appointed  July  2,  1635;  and  iool.  belide  icoh  formerly  by  him  given, to 
be  laid  out  in  a rent-charge  for  the  poor;  and  iool.  more  to  the  poor  of  Chefter  ie  ftreet. 

P.  149.  372.  *426.  The  following  charadler,  fent  from  Dr.  Thomas  Littel  to 
Mr.  Samuel  Echard,  has  been  communicated  by  a friend,  who  tranferibed  it  from 
Mr.  Baker’s  MSS.  at  Cambridge  : 

“ Sir  Nathan  Wright  was  born  at  Thurcaflon  in  I eiceflerfhire,  where  his  fa- 
ther was  rector.  His  mother  was  a filler  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Oneby,  of  the 
fame  county,  knight.  In  1676  he  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  George 
Afhby,  of  Quenby  in  the  faid  county,  efq.  In  1668  he  was,  by  the  care  of  hi& 
mother,  placed  in  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge  ; and  in  due  time,  removed  thence 
to  the  Inner  Temple,  where  (notwithftanding  an  eftate  left  him  by  his  father  had 
been  much  improved  during  his  minority)  he  loft  no  time  for  more  than  feven  years, 
which  he  entirely  fpent  in  the  ftudy  of  the  Law.  However,  having  a good  fortune 
with  his  lady,  he  negleffed  to  praffife  for  fome  years,  till  the  increafe  of  his  fa- 
mily, and  the  advice  of  friends,  who  forefaw  what  a confiderable  figure  he  was  likely 
to  make  in  the  profeffion,  prevailed  with  him  to  attend  the  bar,  where  he  approved 
himfelf  as  confummate  a lawyer,  and  made  as  ample  an  acceflion  to  his  fortunes, as  any 
of  his  contemporaries.  In  1696  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  by  their  writ  called 
him  to  the  ftate  and  degree  of  a ferjeant  at  lav;  ; in  the  fame  year  that  king  con  ft  i- 
luted  him  one  of  his  ferjeants  at  law  ; and,  May  20,  i 700,  made  him  lord  keeper  of 
the  great  leal  of  England,  He  would  gladly  have  been  excufed  accepting  that  great 
poft  for  his  health’s  fake,  which  had  been  much  impaired  that  fpring  by  a dan- 
gerous fever.  Befides,  he  thought  it  imprudent  to  forego  the  great  profits  he  might 
make  by  his  practice  yearly,  which  might  have  lafted  his  life,.,  for  the  precarious 
enjoyment  of  the  moft  profitable  place ; but  his  Majefty’s  commands  raufl  be  obeyed. 
It  was  not  decent,  nor  perhaps  fafe,  to  difobey  them.  He  fubmitted  to  his  plea- 
fure,  without  any  bargain  or  the  leaft  gratuity  whatever : he  never  afked  for  any, 
even  the  lowaft,  trifle  of  honour;  and  though  he  had  not  pra&ifed  much  in  the 
court  of  chancery  till  the  laft  three  or  four  years  before  he  was  appointed  to  prefide 
over  it,  yet  it  foon  appeared  how  equal  he  was  to  that  great  office,  and  he  exe- 
cuted it  with  great  integrity  and  judgment,  as  the  records  of  parliament  will  teftify, 
which  can  fnew  as  few  reverfals  of  his  decrees,  as  of  any  of  his  predeceffors.  He 
continued  in  that  high  employment  during  his  Majefty’s  life,  and  till  the  6th  of 
October  1705;  having  been  content  all  that  time  with  the  ufual  profits  of  the  place, 
and  without  any  penfion  after  he  had  loft  both  that  and  his  bufinefs.  It  is  re- 
markable that  none  befides  himfelf  was  ever  advanced  to  that  poft  without  the  af- 
fiftance  of  fome  great  friend  or  party,  or  having  been  made  attorney  general,  or 
having  fat  long  in  parliament  (of  which  he  never  was  a member)  •,  and  whatever 
was  the  occafion  of  his  being  negleffed  after  he  had  left  his  place,  he  had  ftiewn  an 
inviolable  fidelity  to  the  Crown  during  the  whole  courfe  of  his  adminiftration  ; and, 

upon 
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upon  critical  conjun&ures,  had  given  wholefome  and  proper  advice,  which  others  de- 
clined doing,either  for  fear  of  difpleafing,  or  from  fome  other  finider  views.  He  had  an 
hearty  and  Heady  regard  to  the  conttitution  in  church  and  Hate  ; and  as  he  always 
a&ed  with  difintereHed  views,  he  could  never  be  induced  to  go  into  the  exorbitant 
lengths  and  violence  of  parties  ; and  this  the  King  took  notice  of,  and  commended 
him  for  it  ; and  though  upon  this  account  there  were  Hrong  endeavours  ufed  to  get 
him  difplaced  before  the  King  died,  it  is  well  known  the  King’s  inclination  was 
otherWife,  who  would  often  exprefs  his  farisfa&ion  in  his  Keeper’s  fervice,  and  his 
unwillingnefs  to  part  with  him.  Queen  Anne  had  the  fame  value  for  him  that  her 
predecedor  had;  and  when  (he  gave  him  the  feals,  was  faid  to  tell  him,  “ he  fhould 
not  have  had  them  if  Hie  had  known  a fitter  perfon  in  the  kingdom.”  He  had  an 
exadt  regard  to  juHice,  and  was  very  angry  if  he  heard  the  lead  furmife  of  cor- 
ruption in  any  of  his  domettics.  He  had  a jud  refpedt  paid  to  him  whild  in  a 
public  character,  by  all  who  knew  what  was  moft  valuable  in  perfons  of  rank  and 
dittin&ion,  and  were  not  influenced  by  envy  or  party  paflions ; and  during  the 
time  of  his  recefs,  was  loved  and  efleemed  for  thofe  focial  virtues  which  render  a 
man  acceptable  in  a private  Hat:on.  He  was  fucceeded  in  his  edate  by  his  elded 
fon  George  Wright,  Efq.  on  whom,  for  the  fake  of  his  father’s  good  fer vices,  and 
his  own  high  merit,  King  William  had  beHowed  the  place  of  Clerk  of  the  Crown, 
which  he  now  enjoys.  One  particular  in  my  view,  when  I mentioned  his  fidelity  in 
counseling  the  King,  was  his  being  earned  with  his  Majedy  not  to  difTolve  that 
parliament  which  continued  but  a very  little  while,  which,  to  be  fure,  you  take  no- 
tice of;  and,  I dare  fay,  find  that  it  was  as  unacceptable  as  it  was  furprizing  to  the 
nation;  as  1 remember  it  was  faid  the  Arehbifhop,  and  Lord  Godolphin,  and  ano- 
ther, whom  I cannot  recolleft,  were  faid  to  join  with  him  in  that  application  to  the 
King.” — See  Bifhop  Burnet’s  character  of  Lord  Keeper  Wright,  in  his  Hidory,  vol. 
II.  p.  379,  “ money  did  every  thing  with  him;”  and  yet  “ in  his  court  he  never 
“ heard  him  charged  with  it.”  But  where  the  Keeper  could  be  guilty  of  corrup- 
tion, if  mot  in  his  Court,  is  hard  to  fay.  See  Salmon’s  Hidory  of  Queen  Anne,

P.  254.  The  following  infcription,  written  by  Mr  .George  Turvile , then  an  attorney 
of  the  Middle  Temple,  is  preferved,  as  a memorial  of  his  humanity  as  well  as  of  his 
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literary  talents.  Returning  in  September  1713  from  Fiance,  Mr.  Turvile  hap- 
pened to  pafs  by  the  place  where  four  Englifh  gentlemen  with  two  of  their  fervants 
were  murdered  a few  hours  after  the  faX  was  committed,  while  the  dead  bo- 
dies, {tripped  naked  by  the  country  people,  yet  lay  in  the  high  road  ; upon  which, 
out  of  humanity  to  his  unfortunate  friends  and  counrrymen,  and  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  fo  tranlcendent  a villainy,  he  gave  orders  for  eieXmg  a monument  of 
black  marble,  in  form  of  a pyramid,  after  the  manner  of  that  called  the  Ceftian 
monument  at  Rome,  on  the  fpot  where  the  murder  happened;  with  the  privity  of 
Sir  Thomas  Sebright  (whofe  brother  was  one  of  the  gentlemen  killed),  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  king’s  minifters  at  Paris,  and  the  entire  approbation  of  his  mod 
Chriftian  Majefty’s  governors  of  the  province  ; but  upon  condition  that'  nothing 
Ihould  be  inferibed  thereon  but  bare  matter  of  faX,  out  of  an  apprehenfion  that 
fomething  might  be  faid  injurious  to  France,  and  infinuating  national  reflexions.

Sir  Henry  Ingles,  knights,  Wil- 
liam Calthorp,  Thomas  Chaumbre,  Thomas  Wake,  William  Vaus,  and  George 
Longeville,  were  witnefles*.  Edmund  lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn,  fon  of  this  John,  was 
pofleiTed  thereof,  as  by  his  deeds  appears,  who  was  the  firft  earl  of  Kent  of  this 
family. 

Burbach  was  fettled  by  George  earl  of  Kent,  by  deed  dated  O&ober  1,  in  the 
6th  year  of  King  Henry  the  Seventh,  for  himfelf  and  Katherine  his  fecond  wife 
and  the  iflue  male  of  their  bodies,  and  fo  defeended  to  Sir  Henry  Grey  their  fon, 
that  it  was  held  of  the  prior  of  Coventry,  and  valued  at  45I.  a yearf.

In  an  aft  of  attainder  pafled  in  1485  it  is  recited,  that  “ Richard  late 
duke  of  Gloucefter,  calling  and  naming  himfelf  by  ufurpation  King  Richard  the 
Third,  with  John  duke  of  Norfolk,  Thomas  earl  of  Surrey,  [and  many  others 
therein  mentioned,]  the  ziff  day  of  Auguft,  the  firft  year  of  the  reign  of  our  So- 
vereign Lord,  affembled  to  them  at  Leicefter,  in  the  county  of  Leicefler,  a great 
hoft,  traiteroufly  intending,  imagining,  and  confpiring  the  deftru&ion  of  the  King’s 
royal  perfon,  our  Sovereign  Liege  Lord  I . And  they,  with  the  fame  hod,  with  ban- 
ners fpread,  mightily  armed  and  defenced  with  all  manner  of  arms,  as  guns,  bows, 
arrows,  fpears,  gleves,  axes,  and  all  other  manner' of  articles  apt  or  needful  to  give 
and  caufe  mighty  battle  againft  our  fovereign  lord,  kept  together  from  the  Lid  22d 
day  of  the  faid  month  then  next  following,  and  them  conduced  to  a field  within 
the  Laid  (hire  of  Leicefler,  there  by  great  and  continued  deliberation  traiteroufly 
levied  war  againfl  our  faid  fovereign  lord,  and  his  true  fubje&s  there  being  in  hi*,

of  Kirbie  upon  Wretheck  in  the  county  of  Leiceffer,  and  of  other  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Kirbie,  Stretton,  Somerby,  Thorp,  Segfeld,  and  Godebie,  which  they 
had  of  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  Thomas  Davis  and  John  Bye  *.

To  fill  up  the  meafure  of  filial  piety,  and  even  after  death  to  extend  the  reverence 
which  he  paid  to  his  father's  memory  ; John  King,  by  his  laft  will,  cauled  th.s 
monument  to  be  erefled  ; who  through  a courfe  of  near  forty  years  exercifed  the 
office  of  regiffrar  and  vice-treafurer  of  this  cathedral,  with  reputation  to  himfelf, 
and  to  the  public  latisfafliom;  and*  lies  buried  near  this  place,  together  with  Eliza- 
beth his  wife.

William  de  Navesby,  re&or  of  Bofworth,  and  prebendary  of  the  collegiate 
church  of  St.  John  at  Chefter,  exchanged  in  1364  with  Richard  de  Bont,  preben- 
dary of  Buckden,  in  the  church  of  Lincoln. 

Henry  le  Spenfer,  re&or'  of  Bofworth,  and  “ a great  warrior,”  was  confecrated 
Biffiop  of  Norwich  1370,  and  died  in  1408. 

Thomas  Stanly  refigned  this  re&ory  in  1398  to  A(heton  ; who  died  in  1403. 

John  Dixie,  M.  A.  third  fon  of  Sir  Beaumont  Dixie,  died  vicar  in  1719;  and 
was  fucceeded  by  his  nephew  Beaumont  Dixie  (fee  p.433).  Mr.  John  Dixie  built 
here  a handfome  parfonage  houfe,  and  dying  unmarried  was  buried  in  the  church, 
as  was  his  After  Margaret;  between  which  two,  as  the  monument  fets  forth,  there 
was  fuch  a conftant  affe&ion,  that  the  faid  Margaret,  who  creeled  the  monument 
for  her  brother,  caufed  her  own  effigies  to  be  rep-  Tented  at  the  foot  of  it. 

Thomas  Wright,  M.  A.  was  presented  by  the  King  in  Auguft  1788,  on  the  re* 
commendation  of  Willoughby  Dixie,  Efq.

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Mr.  Jee,  to  whom  I owe  much  of  the  additional  information  here  given,  writes  thus: 

“ The  ancient  town  of  Market  Bofworth,  in  the  hundred  of  Sparkenhoe,  is  cele- 
brated in  hidory  as  the  neared  place  of  note  to  the  field  where  the  decifive  en- 
gagement betwixt  Richard  ill.  and  Henry  earl  of  Richmond  happened*. 

The  patronage  of  the  church  and  manor  is  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Woldon  Dixie,' 
bar whofe  feat  is  here. 

The  reclory  has  five  chapelries  belonging  to  it,  viz.  Barledon,  Shentoo,  Coton, 
Carleton,  and  Sutton  Cheynell. 

Through  the  kindnefs  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wood,  I have  fearched  the  regiders 
of  this  town,  which  commence  in  1571,  and  find  them  deficient  of  information  5 
no  account  of  any  of  its  reciors  appearing  therein,  nor  any  remarkable  occurrence 
whatever.

In  this  town  was  born  the  famous  Thomas  Simpfon*,  F.  R.S.  of  whom  fome 
memorials,  extracted  principally  from  Mr.  Throfby’s  publication,  are  given  below.

* Bofworth  field,  fo  called,  and  Simplon’s  name,  will  be  handed  down  to  pofterity  in  the  hifioric 
and  biographic  page  ; but  no  pillar  is  erefted  to  commemorate  the  one,  nor  head-ffone  fet  up  to 
mark  the  fpot  that  contains  the  remains  of  the  other.  The  place  of  the  former,  famed  for  that  im- 
portant event  in  the  Englifli  annals,  as  well  as  the  latter  (of  far  inferior  confequence) , are  only 
-afcertained  by  oral  tradition. — >Mr.  Simpfon  was  born  at  Market  Bofworth  in  1710.  His  parents 
being  poor,  he  was  only  taught  to  read  while  under  their  care;  but  nature,  notwithftanding  this  for- 
bidding circumftance,  had  formed  his  mind  for  knowledge.  When  about  14,  there  happened  jm 
eclipfeof  the  fun,  which  fir  lick  the  mind  of  this  youth,  uncultivated  as  his  judgement  was,  with  a 
firong  defire  of  knowing  the  caufe;  nor  could  youthful  inclinations  unbend  him.  from  his  purpofe* 
Before  he  had  reached  his  19th  year  he  taught  himfelf  to  write;  and  about  this  time  happening  to 
be  at  a relation’s,  a travelling  pedlar  and  fortune-teller  took  lodgings  at  the  fame  houfe.  Young 
Simpfon,  wondering  at  the  pretenfions  of  this  man,  took  great  pains  to  win  his  favour  by  every 
aft  that  complaifance  could  diftate  : and  in  return  the  fortune-teller,  who  was  a man  of  fome  abi- 
lities, took  every  opportunity  of  fatisfying  fuch  an  agreeable  companion.  The  pedlar’s  neceflities 
led  him  to  Brifiol  fair,  but.  he  left  in  Simpfcn’s  hands  Cocker’s  Arithmetic,  to  which  was  fubjoined 
a fliort  appendix  on  Algebra,  and  a book  of  Partridge’s,  the  ahuanac-maker,  on  genitures.  The 
pedlar,  on  his  return,  found  his  pupil  fo  expert  at  figures,  that  it  excited  his  utmoft  afionifhment. 
Soon  after  this  he  became  the  oracle  of  Bofworth  and  its  vicinity  ; and  laying  afide  the  bufinefs 
of  a weaver,  made  a public  profeffion  of  calling  nativities.  Though  he  found  fortune-telling  ra- 
ther lucrative,  yet  he  was  fir  from  being  fatisfied  with  the  knowledge  he  had  obtained.  Having 
procured  Mr.  Stone’s  book  of  Fluxions,  he  made  fuch  progrefs  in  this  mofi  intricate  part  of  the 
mathematics,  as  to  compofe  a much  more  complete  treatife  on  this  fubjeft  than  had  ever  been 
publilhed.  He  about  this  time  married  a widow  with  two  children,  by  whom  he  had  others. 
From  increafe  of  expences,  and  having  left  off  the  profitable  profeffion  of  an  afirologer,  he  was 
driven  to  fuch  difirels  that  he  left  his  family  and  went  to  London,  where. he  worked  in  Spital- 
fields  as  a weaver;  and  appropriated  the  evenings  to  teaching  mathematics ; which  fucceeded 
fo  well,  that  he  fetched  his  family  to  fnare  with  him  thofe  comforts  which  his  profeffion  afforded.

He  remained  not  long  in  this  obfeurity  ; for  his  fchool  increafing,  his  abilities  became  known  ; 
which  encouraged  him  to  make  propofals  for  publifiiing  by  fubfeription  a new  treatife  on  Fluxions* 
with  the  dodrine  of  Infinite  Series,  which  were  publifhed  with  fuccefs  in  1737.  Three  years  af- 
ter he  publifhed  a treatife  on  the  nature  and  laws  of  chance,  which  were  followed  by  fome  in- 
genious efTays  on  feveral  ufeful  and  curious  fubjeds,  in  fpeculative  and  mixed  mathematics. 
Thefe  performances  gained  him  not  only  the  reputation  of  a good  mathematician  here,  but  pro- 
cured him  a diploma  from  Stockholm,  which  conftituted  him  a member  of  the  Royal  Academy 
there.  In  1742,  he  publifhed  his  doctrine  of  Annuities  and  Reverfions,  which  were  followed  by 
a treatife  of  Algebra,  wherein  tlie  firft  principles  are  clearly  fhewn  : to  which  he  fubjoined  a 
number  of  geometrical  problems,  with  the  method  of  refolving  them.  His  extraordinary  abili- 
ties were  now  generally  known,  which  procured  him  the  intereft  of  feveral  eminent  perfonages 
in  this  walk  of  fcience ; amongfl  thofe  of  William  Jones,  Efq.  F.  R.  S.  through  whofe  intereft 
he  was  appointed  profeffor  of  mathematics  in  the  academy  at  Woolwich  ; and  foon  after  was 
chofen  F.  R.  S.  At  the  academy  he  paid  an  almoft  unremitted  attention  to  the  inftrudion  of 
his  pupils  , and  the  rapid  progrefs  they  made  under  his  fuperintendance  was  amazing.  The 
manner  of  his  conveying  inftrudion  to  his  pupils  had  the  mofl  happy  effed  ; his  didates  wrere 
not  fent  forth  like  the  abfolute  mandates  of  a ftern  monarch,  too  frequent  in  our  fchools, 
but  were  tempered  with  a fweetnefs  that  captivated  vvhile  it  allured  ; beloved  by  his  fcholars,  his 
injundions  were  always  obeyed.  Such  a certain  degree  of  dignity  was  tempered  with  his  mild- 
nefs,  that  it  produced  a laudable  refped  without  dread.  Though  the  punctual  difeharge  of  this 
important  trufl  gained  him  the  efleem  of  his  fuperiors,  yet  it  unhappily  began  to  injure  his  health. 
His  fpirits  funk  gradually,  from  his  clofe  application,  till  he  became  incapable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  his  office.  His  ph)ficians  preferibed  without  effed.  His  native  air  was  at  laft  advifed, 
which  was  immediately  fought  ; hut,  on  his  arrival  at  Bofvvorth,  he  was  lb  fatigued  with  the 
journey,  that  he  betook  himfelf  to  his  chamber,  whence  he  was  never  able  to  depart  ; and  died 
May  14,  1 761 . He  had  procured  acommiffion  for  his  fon  in  the  royal  regiment  of  artillery;  and 
the  King,  out  of  refped  to  Mr.  Simpfon’s  great  abilities,  conferred  a fingular  honour  on  his  wi- 
dow, by  granting  him  a handfome  penfion,  and  genteel  apartments  adjoining  to  the  academy, 
where  file  died,  at  the  great  age  of  102,  Dec.  14,  17S2.  Mr.  Simpfon  is  an  inftruding  leflon 
of  the  efficacy  of  natural  tendency.  Born,  not  to  fiiare  the  comforts  that  flow  from  competency, 
but  amidft  all  the  evils  of  uncertainty,  concomitant  on  a low  obi-cure  birth,  his  genius,  formed 
to  break  the  powerful  fetters  of  indigence,  foared  upon  the  wings  of  refolution,  and  plucked  a 
laurel  from  the  lofty  eminence  of  Fame  * Belvoir  Key  id.  r. 
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An  arbitration  was  made  by  the  prior  of  Croxtcn,  in  Redmild  church,  1374,  be- 
twixt Henry  de  Codyngton,  reclor  of  Botesford,  and  the  prior  of  Belvoir,  con- 
cerning the  perception  of  a certain  portion  of  tithes,  great  and  fmall,  arifing  de 
feodo  dominii  Sc  de  feodo  de  Stodham-fee  vulgariter  nominato.  The  particular 
fhares  which  each  had  in  the  feveral  wongs  and  parcel  of  land  of  thefe  fees  are 
fpecified.  The  lands  lay  difperfed  ; fome  near  Redmile,  Mutton,  Normanton,  and 
Belvoir.  In  fome  places  the  prior  had  two  thirds,  in  others  half  of  the  tithes  of 
thefe  lands,  the  re&or  the  reft,  viz,

The  king  being  chief  lord  here,  it  was  confidered  as  his  demefne,  and  as  fuch 
the  king  by  his  own  power  had  a right  to  talliage  or  tax  his  tenants,  as  his  royal 
neceffities  fhould  require.  No  tax  could  be  laid  upon  the  lands  of  others  without 
the  aid  of  parliament.  There  are  many  inftances  in  this  regifter  book  befides  this 
to  fhew  how,  or  by  what  means,  the  taxes  -afleffed  upon  a village  were  at  that  time 
from  the  lands,  viz.  fo  much  per  bovate,  8cc.

This  donation  of  Peter  de  le  More  was  before  1241,  for  in  that 
year  the  abbot  of  Croxton  exhibits  his  complaint  againft  the  prior  of  Lenton,  for 
his  not  paying  to  the  abbot  of  Croxton  the  rent  of  I2d.  for  twelve  bovates  of  land 
belonging  to  Lenton,  and  lying  in  Brotton. 

Hen.  ill.  ann.  41  regni,  confirms  to  the  abbot  of  Croxton  the  lands  in  Brotton 
given  by  Peter  de  le  More,  with  all  the  dominium,  wards,  reliefs,  efchaets,  8cc.  i.  e. 
from  inferior,  8cc.  Enrolled  in  the  Exchequer,  45  Hen.  III. 

This  village  of  Broflon,  Croxton  Abbey  Regifter  fays,  was  given  to  Albert  Buflel 
by  William  the  Conqueror  ; and  it  afterwards  fays,  it  was  given  to  Oibert  de 
Buflel  by  King  Henry,  father  of  Richard  and  King  John,  to  be  held  as  parcel  of 
the  honour  of  Lancafter,  by  the  fervice  of  one  knight’s  fee,  and  ten  fnillings  for 
the  warden  of  Lancafter  caftle,  payable  yearly  to  the  fheriff  of  Lancafter  j and

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by  fuit  and  fervice  to  the  court  of  the  honour  of  Lancafter  from  three  weeks  to 
three  weeks.  This  laft  account  is  moil  probable,  as  in  the  Conqueror’s  time 
Lancafter,  &c.  was  the  barony  of  that  great  earl  Roger  Pictavenfis,  fourth  fon  of 
Roger  de  Montgomery,  the  powerful  earl  of  Arundel  and  Shrewfbury,  and  forfeited 
in  the  time  of  Hen.  I.  It  is  probable  that  this  was  only  a compofuio.n,  fince  Ro- 
ger de  Piftavenfis  gave  to  Roger  de  Bufle  feveral  towns  in  Lancaftiire  At  the 
time  of  the  furvey  of  Lancafter  the  king  had  in  his  hands  the  mod  part,  if  not  the 
whole,  of  the  lands  of  Roger  Piclavenfis  f. 

King  Henry  III.  anno  41,  fends  a writ  to  the  fherifF  of  Leicefterfhire,  dire&ing 
him,  together  with  the  keepers  of  the  pleas  of  the  crown,  cujiodibus  placid  corona, 
and  the  bay  lift  of  the  honour  of  Lancafter,  ejufdem  co?mtaf,  to  enquire  at  the  county 
court,  by  the  oaths  of  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  county,  “ Quas  fe&am  comita- 
tus  8c  hundr’  8c  cruce  de  Lancaftr*,  de  terris  8c  tenementis  quae  Petrus  de  la  More* 
filius  Radulf’de  la  More,  dedit  abbati  & convent’  de  Croxton,  in  Brotton  in  com* 
Leiceftr’,  8c  viP  franciplegii  de  tenentibus,  8c c.  in  eadem  villa,  & cetera  fervi- 
tia,  8c  quantum  valent.”  The  return  was,  “ The  lands  given  to.  the  Abbey  of  Crox- 
ton  by  Peter  fon  of  Radulf  de  la  More  lying  in  Broton  owed  no  fuit  to  the  county- 
court  of  Leicefter,  or  to  any  hundred  court ; but  to  the  court  of  the  honour  of 
Lancafter  was  worth  by  the  year  half  a mark;  and  the  view  of  frankpledge  was 
worth  2$. ; and  that  no  other  fervice  was  due  to  the  king  from  the  faid  land,  except 
1 os.  ad  zvardam  caftri  de  Lane  aft  ri  a ;j;.” 

Buftel  had  large  polieftions  in  Lancashire.  Warenus  de  Buftel  §,  who  might  be 
the  fon  of  this  Albert,  to  whom  it  is  faid  that  William  I.  gave  Broughton,  founded 
either  in  the  Conqueror’s  or  William  Rufus’s  time  a religious  houfe  at  Pentwor- 
t-ham  in  Leland  Hundred,  in  the  county  of  Lancafter,  making  it  a cell  to  Evef- 
ham  ||.  Hugo  de  BulTel  ** ***  confirms  to  this  cell  the  gifts  and  donations  made  by 
Warren  his  grandfather,  and  Richard  his  uncle,  and  Albert  Buftel  his  father ; to 
which  deed  Warine  fon  and  heir  of  Hugh  is  a witnefs.  Dugdale’s  Baronage  fays, 
Buftfy  was  baron  of  Pentwortham,  and  it  is  probable  that  this  Bro&on  was  part  of 
his  barony,  and  held  of  the  honour  of  Lancafter^  upon  that  account  the  honour 
was  of  large  extent,  confiding  both  of  fervices  and  rents,  which  laft  could  only  be 
brought  to  accompt  in  the  Exchequer,  the  fervices  being  perfonal  and  occafional, 
and  to  be  performed  only  in  the  field  of  war  but  if  thefe  fervices  were  not  ac- 
tually done,  but  compounded  for,  the  fine  called  efeuage-money  was  generally  paid 
to  the  fer.mor  or  cuftos  of  the  honour,.  2.2  Hen.  II.  Radulphus-ff  fon  of  Bernard 
accounts  in  the  Exchequer  for  2od.  the  firme  of  the  honour  of  Lancafter.  In 
Broughton  there  was  referve  of  one  knight’s  fervice  and  ten  (hillings  money  with 
the  profits  of  court.  When  the  fervice  of  one  knight  was  rated  at  40  s.  efeuage 
this  village  paid  40  s.  which  was  anlwered  by  the  inferior  lord,  but  by  him  was 
laid  upon  all  the  lands  in  juft  proportion,  as  was  the  ten  (hillings  annual  rent  for

12  carucates,  or  96  bovates  or  oxgangs,  each  carucate  being  8 bovates,  which  all 
belonged  once  to  Bufly  or  Bufl'el.  Before  King  John’s  time,  Richard  de  Bufly  gave 
to  Lenton  Priory  the  church  of  Broughton  with  the  appurtenances,  and  the  chapel 
in  the  faid  village,  and  the  moiety  of  hist  own  croft  and  garden,  with  15  acres  of 
his  demefne  lands,  for  the  fervice  of  the  faid  chapel  : he  likewife  gave  to  Lenton 
Priory  6 bovates  of  his  demefne  lands,  and  6 bovates  in  the  tenure  of  his  villani, 
with  3 bordarii,  and  one  other  toft  with  one  bordarius,  and  their  fervices,  with 
half  an  acre  of  meadow  under  the  land,  &c.  * Croxton  Regifter,  p.  3,  gives  much 
the  fame  account  of  the  Prior  of  Lenton’s  eftate  here,  that  he  had  the  donation  of 
the  church,  to  which  belonged  two  bovates  of  land  j likewife  12  bovates  of  land 
and  7 cottages,  which  paid  13d.  per  ann.  to  the  ward  of  Lancafter  Caftle,  and 
paid  to  the  Abbot  of  Croxton  7s.  per  ann.  and  all  forinfeca  fgrvitia ; and  fays  Al- 
bert de  BufTei,  inftead  of  Richard  as  above,  made  this  donation  to  Lenton  Abbey  ; 
and  likewife  lands  to  the  Preceptory  of  Dalby,  which  are  elfewhere  faid  to  be  three 
bovates.  Broflon  did  not  (lay  long  in  this  family;  for,  after  fome  defcents,  it 
pa-Ted  by  a daughter  of  Albert  Bufl'el  to  Ralph  de  la  More,  who  had  a filler  mar- 
ried to  Ralph  Sakertofts,  to  whofe  fon  Ralph  he  gave  a third  part  of  Broclon,  viz. 
4 carucates,  held  by  the  fame  fervices  to  the  capital  lord,  and  by  guard  of  Lan- 
cafter Caftle.  The  reftf  of  this  town,  viz.  8 carucates,  went  to  Honora  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  Ralph  de  la  More,  who  being  a ward  to  the  King  as  chief  lord,  he 
married  her  to  a knight  of  his,  Henry  de  le  Faukenor.  Ralph  Sakertofts  gave  to 
the  Abbot  of  Croxton  one  bovate  of  thefe  lands,  with  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the 
Abbey  : the  reft  of  his  lands  came  to  his  five  daughters,  three  of  whom  gave  their 
fhares  to  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Croxton ; and  mod  if  not  all  the  reft  of  Sa- 
kertoft’s  lands  were  foon  given  to  the  Abbey  of  Croxton.  Faukenor  had  by  his 
wife  Honora  a fon  called  Ralph,  who  took  the  name  of  De  la  More,  whofe  fon 
Peter  de  la  More  enfeoffed  Walter  Cook  in  three  virgates  of  land,  paying  yearly  to 
him  54  fhillings  ; and  he,  Peter  de  la  More,  gave  the  manor  and  all  his  lands  in 
the  village  of  Broughton  to  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Croxton,  under  the  fame  te- 
nure and  fervice  by  which  he  held  it  from  the  honour  of  Lancafter,  viz.  by  the 
fervice  of  one  knight’s  fee,  10s.  paid  to  the  caftle  guard,  and  fuit  and  fervice  to 
the  courts  of  that  honour.  This  gift  of  Peter  de  la  More  was  before  the  year 
1241,  viz.  23  Hen.  III.  for  in  that  year  the  Abbot  of  Croxton  exhibits  his  com- 
plaints againft  the  Prior  of  Lenton,  for  fubtra&ion  of  rents  and  fervices  due  to  him 
as  lord  of  Broughton  from  the  lands  there  belonging  to  the  Priory  of  Lenton. 
Anno  47  Hen.  Ill,  to  end  thefe  difputes,  the  Prior  of  Lenton  gives  up  for  ever  to 
the  Abbot  of  Croxton  one  of  his  12  bovates  and  one  of  his  7 tofts,  and  100  fhil- 
lings befides.  The  Abbot  of  Croxton  held  fome  of  thefe  8 virgates  in  demefne. 

13  virgates  were  held  by  his  villani;  each  virgate  paid  j6  fhillings  to  the  abbot. 
The  religious  of  Croxton,  Lenton,  and  Dalby  Preceptory,  had  all  this  village  fo 
entirely,  that,  except  the  redtor’s  glebe,  the  whole  town  belonged  to  them,  and 
Cook’s  three  virgates,  which  paid  34  fhillings  rent  per  ann.

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The  king  being  chief  lord  of  Brodton,  and  all  the  tenants  fubjedl  to  his  courts 
and  jurifdi&ion  of  his  honour  of  Lancafier,  it  was  confidered  in  many  refpe&s  as 
parcel  of  his  ancient  demefne*  and  was  as  fuch  to  be  taliaged  and  afTeffed  by  the- 
king’s  prerogative,  and  the  taliage  and  aid  paid  to  his  life  in  virtue  of  that  prerogative 
as  often  as  his  neceffities  required.  This  was  a right  fo  inherent  in  the  crown,  that  the 
royal  deroefnes,  though  after  given  even  in  frankalmoigne,  if  no  exprefs  words  to  the 
contrary,,  were  hill  taliable  to  the  king  as  his  ancient  demefne.  In  late  times  this 
was  done  by  commjfiioners  exprefsly  appointed  by  the  king.  The  manner  in  which 
this  affeffment  or  taliage  was  laid  and  collected  from  this  town  was  anciently  fome- 
times  done  by  the  king’s  flierifF,  fome times,  by  the  judges  itinerant,  and  fometimcfc 
by  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer,  who,  upon  enquiring  into  the  circumfiances  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  and  village,  and  the  values  of  their  eftates  or  abilities,  fixed 
the  fum  the  place  was  to  be  taliaged  at  in  the  whole;  and  proportioning  the  col- 
lecting of  it  from  particulars  was  to  be  done  by  perfons  appointed  from  amongft 
rhemfelv.es.  A remarkable  infiance  we  have  in  this  village  *,  anno  1264^ 
The  fecond  day  before  the  feafi  of  Margaret  the  Virgin,,  the  town  of  Crox- 
ton  appeared  before  Roger  de  Sixtenby,  a monk  of  Croxton,  to  fix  upon  four 
men  of  the  fame  town,,  who  fhould  be  at  London  the  day  after  St.  Peter  ad  Vin- 
cula, purfuant  to  the  precept  of  the  king  and  his  barons.  The  tax  was  laid  at 
40  {hillings,  and  the  inhabitants  undertook  to  pay  it  the  Sunday  after  the  feafi  of 
St.  James.  Each  of  the  mem  was  to  be  allowed  10  {hillings  to  defray  the  ex- 
pences  of  his  journey  to  London.  Towards,  railing  this  fum,  every  virgate  of  land 
was  taxed  at  icd.  every  bovate  t>d,  from  the  cottagers  who  had  cattle  one  halfpen* 
ny  was  to  be  paid  for  each  cow,  ox,  or  horfe ; 4 bident  es  paid  one  penny ; the 
men  who- had  no  land  were  each  taxed  at  one  penny  pro  capite  fuo  defendendo. 

When  any  aid,,  feutage,  or  other  tax,  was  granted  by  parliament,  though  in  the 
flrft  inftance  it  was  to  be  paid  by  the  perfon  who  held  the  town  by  knight  iervice* 
it  was  laid  by  the  lord  upon  his  tenants,  and  they  were  obliged  to  reimburfe  that 
fum  to  him,  which  was  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  land  held  by  them. 

In  Efiwall,  Swanton,  and  Eyton,  the  abbot  held  by  the  fervice  of  half  a knight’s, 
fee  fix  carucates  of  land.  When  the  feutage  was  three  marks  for  every  knight’s 
fee  thefe  fix  carucates  paid  20  {hillings,  and  each  carucate  3s.  4d.  and  every  vir- 
gate icd.  except  the  carucate  of  Robert,  which  only  paid  half,  i.  e.  3d. 

Joanna  the  widow  of  Peter  de  la  More  recovers  her  dowry  out  of  his  lands  at 
Brodfon,  viz.  15  virgates  of  land,  and  10  [q.  13]  acres  of  wood,,  and-  the  third 
part  of  a wood  valued  at  4I.  10s.  iod.J" 

Herbertus  Freeman  paid  to  De  la  More  a rent  of  2s.  per  ann.  for  one  bovate 
which  he  held  in  fee  from  More,  and  Richard  Freeman  paid  to  More  a pound  of 
pepper  for  one  bovate  held  in  fee  from  More  j.

tributions to  him  on  that  account ; but  thefe  mull  be  by  a particular  granr  cf  the 
landlord,  otherwise  the  reimburfing  him  was  a right  he  bad  over  his  tenants,  who 
were  generally  made  fubje&  to  the  fame  ferviees,  as  he  held  the  lands  from 
the  firft  donor.  Brofton  contained  12  carucates,  each  of  which  was  held  by  the 
fame  fervice,  viz.  feutage  and  caitle  guard  ; and  towards  railing  this  10  fliillings 
each  bovate  paid  i$d.  which,  at  96  bovates,  amounts  to  that  fum  *.

This  method  of  taliaging  the  king’s  tenants  being  very  expenfive,  40  fhillings 
taliage  coding  40  (hillings  in  the  laying  it  befides,  made  them  frequently  agree 
upon  a fixed  lum  inftead  of  a taliage  upon  particulars,  and,,  if  poflible,  to  purchaftr 
an  exemption  from  it.

Simon  de  Ropflie  gave  the  Abbot  of  Croxton  four  bovares  of  land,  and  one 
other  bovate,  to  buy  fhoes  for  the  Infirmary.  Hugh  Ropflie  gave  them  three 
bovates,  which  were  part  of  the  fee  of  Robert  Lekeburne.  Every  bovate  paid 
6|d.  for  fcutage  quando  curr’,  et  pro  auxiiio  vicecom*  et  wardam  de  Belvero; 
each  bovate  paid  ijd.

Robert  Lekeburne  feems  at  that  time  to  have  been  lord  of  Claxton,  which  was 
held  as  pan  of  the  barony  of  Belvoir.  The  Regifler  fays,  that  the  tenants  of  fome 
of  the  abbey  lands  paid  their  fcutage  to  the  abbot,  and  he  to  the  capiralis  domiuus, 
viz.

“ The  lordfhip  of  Elmefthorp,  the  property  of  Lord  Vifcount  Wentworth,  Mr.  Ro« 
binfon  informs  me,  is  occupied  by  four  tenants;  whofe  houfes  form  nearly  a fquare, 
at  the  diftance  of  about  half  a.  mile  from  each  other.  In  one  of  thefe  near  the 
chapel  lived  formerly  Lord  Cutten  : it  is  old  ; and  fome  of  the  rooms  large  and 
fpacious ; and  is  now  inhabited  by  Mr.  Queen  borough,  one  of  the  tenants.  At 
this  houfe  within  50  years  was  taken  down  from  under  a covered  gateway  a coat 
of  arms  carved  in  wood,  the  date  fuppoled  to  be  on  it  1010  *;  but  there  is  none  of  it 
remaining.  The  chapel  (fee  Plate  XXIX.  fig.  5.)  confifts  of  a fmall  tower  and  one 
large  aile,  with  a chancel  of  the  fame  width  fufficient  for  the  congregation.

The  tower  and  aile  are  entirely  unroofed, 
and  expofed  to  all  weather  ; the  plafter  is  off  the  walls,  and  not  the  leaf!  remains 
of  any  monument  or  epitaph  in  the  whole  building.  Some  years  ago,  on  opening 
the  chancel  for  a faw-pit,  human  bones  were  difeovered*”

At  the  Inner  Temple  he  gradually  pad 
Through  the  titles  and  degrees  of  batchelor  at  law,  bencher,  and  treafurer  to  that 
honourable  fociety  ; in  whom,  befides  the  fkill  that  he  acquired  in  his  own  pro- 
feffion,  the  fine  gentleman  and  the  pleafant  companion  feemed  fo  happily  united, 
that  his  converlation  could  not  be  otherwife  than  highly  delightful  and  endearing  to 
that  learned  body.

Letter  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  copied  exafilly  from  the  original,  indorfed  thus: 

<£  For  the  Hon.  William  Lenthall,  Speaker  of  the  Commons’  Houfe  of  Parliament.** 
“ Sir,  Haverbrowe , June  14,  1643. 

Being  commanded  by  you  to  this  fervice,  I think  myfelf  bound  to  acquaint  you 
with  the  good  hand  of  God,  towards  yon  and  us.  We  marched  yefterday  after  the 
King,  who  went  before  ns  from  Davenrry  to  Haverbrowe,  and  quartered  about  kx 
miles  from  him.  This  day  we  marched  towards  him.  Tie  drew  out  to  meet  us. 
Both  armies  engaged.  We,  after  three  hours  fight  very  doubtful,  at  hut  rented  his 
army;  killed  and  took  about  5000;  very  many  officers,  but  of  what  quality  we  yet 
know  not.  We  took  alfo  about  200  carriages,  all  he  had,  and  ail  !v$  guns,  being 
12  in  number;  whereof  2 were  demi-c  id  verb's,  and  (I  TTvT  the  reft  Leers.  We 
purfued  the  enemy  from  three  miles  Ihort  of  Haverbrowe  to  nine  beyond*  even  to 
the  fight  of  Leicefter,  whither  the  King  fled. 

Sir,  this  is  none  other  but  the  hand  of  God,  and  to  him  alone  belongs  the  glory, 
wherein  none  are  to  ihare  with  him.  The  General  ferved  vou  wHi  all  Lichhdneis 
and  honour;  and  the  be  ft  commendation  I can  give  cf  him  is,  that  I dare  lay  he 
attributes  all  to  God,  and  would  rather  perifti  than  a flume  to  himfdr,  which  is  an 
honeft  and  a thriving  way:  yet  as  mncli  for  bravery  mud  be  given  him  in  this  a&on 
as  to  a man.  Honeft  men  ferved  you  faithfully  in  this  aclion.  Sir,  they  are  trufty. 
I befeech  you,  in  the  name  of  Go  not  to  diicourage  them.  I wifn  this  action  may 
beget  thank fulnefs  and  humility  in  all  that  are  concerned  in  it.  He  that  ventures 
his  life  for  the  liberty  of  his  country,  ! with  he  trull  God  for  the  liberty  cf  his  con- 
fcience,  and  you  for  the  liberty  he  fights  for.  In  this  he  refhq  who  is  your  humble 
fervant,  Oliver  Cromwell.’*

Mr.  Bridges  jun.  of  Lincoln,  in  June  1721,  had  a draught  of  a ring  found  at 
Hanflape  in  Bucks,  with  characters  limilar  to  that  deferibed  by  Burton,  p.  131,  as 
found  at  Higham. 

Plate  XXXI.  fig.  10.  reprefents  a remarkable  done,  which  for  many  years  con- 
tinued in  the  podeiilon  of  a reputable  farmer  at  Higham,  the  ufe  whereof  has  re- 
mained unknown  for  more  than  three  generations.  The  handle  is  cut  out,  and  the 
whole  forms  one  folid  done,  of  a fort  not  to  be  found  in  thofe  parts.  It  is  at  pre- 
lent fomewhat  chipped,  but  the  letters  are  perfe&ly  legible  and  deeply  engraven  ; 
appears  to  have  been  finely  polifhed,  from  feme  places  remaining  dill  vifible. 
Maudlin*  cr  Maudlin , is  a well-known  contraction  for  Magdalene . The  piece  is 
very  heavy,  and  fhaped  with  exaft  proportion  ; in  length  16  inches,  and  in  weight 
17  pounds.  Many  vague  and  unfatisfa&ory  conjeCures  are  formed  about  it.  A 
woman’s  name  cut  on  the  fide  fliould  lead  one  to  fuppole  it  once  appropriated  to  the 
fervice  cf  that  lex.  We  cannot  conllder  it  of  great  antiquity;  yet  there  is  a de- 
gree of  pleasure  in  comparing  ancient  with  modern  inventions,  by  which  we  may 
form  a judgement  of  our  preient  improvements.  Had  this  done  been  dug  up  near 
to  foir.e  cJTi  ted  place,  and  wanted  the  handle,  it  might  have  embarrafled 
many  of  our  Antiquaries  j.

This  is  the  only  grave-ftone  of  the  Bales,  who  were  poffeflfed  of  fome  .property 
in  this  parilh,  and  were  early  in  the  17th  century  diftinguilhed  by  the  titles  of 
Efq.  and  Gent,  in  the  parilh  regifter.

The  Suttons  purchafed  an  eAate  in  this  parifh  of  the  HaAings  family,  who 
feem  to  have  redded  at  HumberAon  near  a century.  The  fame  eAate  has  been 
flnce  purchafed  by  W.  Pochin,  of  Barkby,  Eiq.  one  of  the  reprefentatjves  of  the 
county,  it  is  not  known  to  whom  this  eAate  belonged  before  it  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  IlaAings. 


In  the  Ncrth-eaft  corner  of  the  South  aile  Aands  a tomb  about  7 feet  in  length* 
3 in  breadth,  and  3!  in  height.  The  upright  part  is  formed  of  the  fame  kind  of 
freeftone  of  which  the  tower  and  Aecple  are  built,  ornamented  in  the  Gothic  Ayle, 
with  niches  filled  with  efcutcheons;  on  which,  however,  no  traces  of  arms  appear; 
and,  as  they  are  not  much  defaced,  it  leans  probable  that  none  were  ever  en- 
graved upon  them.  The  top  is  one  large  entire  flab  of  alabafier  lying  fiat  ways, 
upon  which  is  engraved  the  figure  of  a man  in  armour,  with  a pillow  under  his 
head,  and  a dog  under  his  feet.  Round  the  flab  the  following  parts  of  an  inferip- 
tion  deeply  cut,  are  full  legible :

As  the  inferipf ion  had  been  in  part  covered,  and  fomewhat  defaced,  the  tomb 
had  alwavs  been  faid  to  belong  to  Baron  Gipple;  but  who  either  R.  Hotoft  or  Ba- 
ron Gipple  were,  even  tradition  affords  no  grounds  on  which  a conjecture  might 
be  rormeu.

In  the  ScntlucaA  corner  of  the  fame  aile  Aands  a plain  tomb,  the  walls  of 
which  are  of  freeftone,  and  the  top  a large  flate  Aone  lying  flat  ways.  As  this 
Aone,  on  which  the  inferipdon  was  engraved,  is  broken  and  fplintered,  we  can  only 
difeover  that  the  body  cf  Jcane  Gi ay  was  buried  there.  Other  parts  of  the  in- 
feription  which  remain  feem  to  intimate  that  Aie  was  defeended  from  feme  family 
of  conkquence,  as  the  word§  “Barons,”  and  “Bowes,”  are  ftill  legible.  The 
name  of  Umts  cr  B'fc  is  to  be  met  with  on  one  of  the  bells  of  the  church  which 
has  ihh-  mfcripiion,  “Jane  Bole  gave  me  3673a5  It  is  not  known  whether  any 
family  of  the  name  of  Bczvss  or  Gray  were  ever  refident  in  this  parifb.

Contiguous  to  the  church-yard  eaflward,  where  at  prefent  is  fituated  a farm- 
Iioufe  belonging  to  Edward  Hartopp  Wigley,  of  Little  Dalby,  Efq.  the  prefent 
impropriator  of  the  great  tithes,  flood  formerly  a cell  dependent  on  the  Abbey 
of  Leicefter,  in  which  it  is  faid  fix  friars  or  brothers  were  maintained.  The 
houfe  in  which  they  lived  was  taken  down  with  great  difficulty,  from  the  great 
ftrength  and  firmnefs  of  the  materials,  about  the  year  1726.  Tradition  relates  the 
following  particulars  refpefling  this  place  : That  if  a lay  brother  travelling  be- 
tween the  Abbeys  of  Leicefler  and  Laund,  arrived  at  the  cell  of  Humberflon 
about  eight  in  the  morning,  the  brothers  were  to  find  him  a breakfafl  and  a pint  of 
beer;  if  he  arrived  at  noon,  he  was  to  have  a dinner  and  beer;  if  after  eight  at 
night,  he  was  to  be  provided  with  a fupper  and  lodging,  and  to  proceed  to  Lei- 
cefler before  breakfafl  in  the  morning. 

To  the  N.  W.  of  the  village,  in  a part  of  the  field  at  prefent  known  by  the  name 
of  Hoflon,  it  is  laid,  another  religious  houfe  or  nunnery  was  fituated,  and  thofe 
who  are  fond  of  the  marvellous  have  not  failed  to  fay,  that  there  was  a fubterra- 
neous  palfage  from  thence  to  Leicefler  Abbey.  The  teflimony  of  feme  the  inhabi- 
tants, who  declare  that  fleps  have  been  difeovered  thereabouts,  is  more  deferving 
of  credit ; and  it  is  certain  that  leveral  articles  of  iron  houfehold  furniture  have 
been  found.  As  the  fpot  is  a pleafant  eminence,  it  is  very  probable  that  what  re- 
port has  called  a religious  houfe  mav  have  been,  like  Stoughton  Grange,  a country 
reftdence  belonging  to  the  abbots  of  Leicefler. 

Near  the  fame  place  is  a done  which  confirms  the  generally  received  opinion  of 
naturalifc  concerning  the  growth  of  thofe  bodies : for  notwithstanding  great  pains 
have  been  taken  by  a late  proprietor  of  the  land  to  keep  it  below  the  fur  face,  i: 
defeats  his  effort0,  and  riles  gradually,  though  not  infenfibly.  It  is  remarkable  as 
being  the  only  done  of  the  fame  kind  nearer  than  C barn  wood  forefl,  which  is 
about  eight  or  nine  miles  diilanr,  and  is  rolkbly  rhe  peak  of  a vail  bed  of  rock 
Tcne,  which  may  lie  beneath  the  intermediate  country.

This  manor,  with  Overton,  in  the  13th  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  was  parcel  of 
the  poffeffions  of  William  Stafford,  of  Blatherwick  in  Northamptonfhire,  who  died 
the  4th  of  July,  1637,  leaving  Edward  his  fon  and  heir,  24  years  old,  Charles  his 
fecond  fen,  William  his  third  foil  Edward  died  under  age  May  8,  1638,  and 
left  Charles  his  fon  under  age.

He  occurs  prebendary  of  Kentifh-town,  and  afterwards  had  the  ftall  ofFinfbury, 
both  of  them  in  the  church  of  St.  Paul’s  London  ; held  in  1259  a prebend  in  Exeter  cathedral*, 
and,  according  to  Browne  Willis,  was  vicar  of  Potton  in  Bedfordfliire  at  the  time  of  his  promotion 
to  this  fee  f . He  was  a man  of  great  abilities,  and  much  efteemed  by  fome  of  the  principal  men 
of  the  age,  particularly  by  Richard  king  of  the  Romans,  brother  of  King  Henry  III.  J In  May 
125S,  chancellor  Wengham  being  indifpofed,  Merton  had  the  cuftody  of  the  great  feal ; and  in 
1261  he  was,  without  the  privity  of  the  barons,  appointed  lord  chancellor,  with  a grant  of  a 
yearly  ftipend  of  400  marks.  In  the  firft  year  of  Edward  I.  the  king  being  abfent,  the  regency 
again  inverted  him  with  the  fame  office  §.  But  what  has  rendered  his  name  moft  illuftrious,  was 
the  munificent  foundation  of  his  college,  the  firft  literary  community  in  this  kingdom  that  had 
the  landlion  of  a royal  charter  ||.  He  was  a munificent  patron  of  his  church,  obtaining 
many  grants  for  it,  efpecially  the  manors  of  Cobhambery  in  Kent,  and  of  Middleton  in  Ox- 
fordfhire,  which  were  annexed  to  the  fee.  Thefe  donations,  and  the  judicious  eftablifhment  of 
Merton  college,  are  noticed  by  the  Rochefter  annalift,  though  without  the  leaf!  mark  of  appro- 
bation. But,  pofiefted  with  the  evil  fpirit  of  a monk,  he  does  not  forget  to  clofe  his  account  of 
this  prelate  with  informing  his  readers,  that  though  he  was  a perfon  of  fo  great  authority  and 
power,  he  neither  did  any  good  thing  for  the  prior  and  convent  liimfelf,  nor  was  the  inftrument 
of  procuring  from  others  any  fignal  favour**.  He  furvived  his  confecration  only  three  years  and 
a few  days  ; for,  being  on  a journey,  and  improvidently  parting  through  a river,  the  depth  of 
which  was  unknown  to  him,  he  fell  from  his  horfe.  The  lervants  with  difficulty  drew  him  to 
fhore,  but  after  a fliort  interval  he  expired  Oct.  27,  1277  LL-  Merton  had  made  his  will  with  the

king’s  licence  ; but  owing  feveral  debts  to  the  king  and  queen,  the  king  feized  on  all  his  goods 
and  chattels  till  his  executors  had  put  in  good  fecm  ity  into  the  Exchequer  to  fatisfy  the  fame,  on 
which  they  were  reflored.  The  executors  had  afterwards  the  king’s  protection,  and  all  perfons 
were  fummoned  by  royal  writs  and  patents  to  pay  the  feveral  debts  they  owed  to  the  bifliop  into 
the  Exchequer,  to  enable  his  executors  to  perform  his  will*'.  The  remains  of  Walter  de  Merton 
were  honourably  interred  r n the  North  tide  of  the  choir  near  St.  William’s  {brine  ; and  he  is 
the  earlieft  prelate  of  the  fee  of  Rocheftcr  whole  place  of  burial  can  be  afeertained  by  his  tomb. 
The  original  monument  was  made  at  Limoges  in  France,  where  the  art  of  enameling  molt 
flouriflied,  and  which,  as  Mr.  Warton  has  obferved  from  Carpentier,  v.  Limogia,  was  anciently 
a common  ornament  of  fumptuous  tombs  -j-.  The  whole  expence  of  the  tomb,  according  to  an 
account  printed  by  Mr.  Warton,  amounted  to  67I.  14s.  6d.  The  price  for  providing  andpolifh- 
ing  the  materials  prepared  in  England,  when  compared  with  the  fum  pa  d to  the  ingenious 
artift  at  Lymoges,  has  the  appearance  of  an  exorbitant  demand  ; nor  is  there  fumcient  ground  to 
fufpeft  there  being  an  inaccuracy  in  the  rnanufeript,  or  in  the  tranfeript,  as  22s.  would  hardly 
be  thought  adequate  to  the  charge.  With  refpefl  to  the  ftructure  of  this  tomb,  it  may  be  re- 
marked that  it  could  not  well  have  been  railed  as  high  as  the  prefent  monument,  becaufe  in  that 
cafe  it  would  have  concealed  the  glafs  window  given  by  Hubert  de  Burgh,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Cuflumale  Roffenfc,  p.  171,  and  which,  from  one  of  the  items  in  the  account  abovementioned, 
mud  have  been  now  repaired,  perhaps  enlarged.  The  original  tomb  was  almoil  entirely  deftroyed 
at  the  Reformation.  It  doubtlefs  had  fome  ornaments  of  a fupcrftitious  kind,  and,  from  its  vi- 
cinity to  the  (brine  of  St.  William,  was  the  more  expofed  to  the  view  and  intemperate  zeal  of 
thole  who  drained  the  power  given  them  by  the  crown,  and  by  the  ftatute  3 and  40!'  Edward  VI. 
to  deface  and  deflroy  all  carved  or  painted  idolatrous  images.  A new  and  elegant  monument  was 
erected  under  an  arch  in  the  North  wall  of  a chapel  North  of  the  choir,  where  lies  the  effigies  of  a 
bifliop,  on  a tomb  of  white  and  black  marble  ; and  in  a pannel  under  his  head  is  this  infeription  :

In  the  middle  of  the  wall  under  the  arch  hangs  his  purfe  as  lord  chancellor,  and  then  his  arms, 
viz.  Or,  three  chevrons  party  per  pale,  Azure  and  Gules  ; and  at  his  feet  the  arms  of  the  fee 
of  Rochelier,  viz.  Argent,  on  a faltier  Gules,  an  efcallop  (hell  Or. 

In  1770  the  monument  was  cleaned  and  beautified  by  the  direction  of  the  warden  and  fellows  of 
Merton  college,  to  whofe  liberality  the  Editor  acknowledges  his  obligation  for  the  annexed  Plate 
XLII.  In  a former  plate  the  bifhop’s  arms  were  debruifed  by  a crofs  patee  fitchee  and  the 
fame,  without  the  crofs,  given  inftead  of  the  arms  of  the  fee.  The  tablet  with  the  infeription 
between  thefe  coats  of  arms  was  alfo  omitted.  This  is  corrected,  and  the  tablet  inferied  over 
the  bifhop’s  head,  and  his  arms  over  his  feet.  Memoirs  of  the  life  of  Walter  de  Merton  would 
be  an  acceptable  prefent  to  the  publick.  His  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Biographia  Britannica, 
nor  even  in  the  new  edition  of  that  more  comprehenfive  work,  The  Biographical  Dictionary, 
though  actually  containing  near  feven  hundred  additional  lives.  But  it  is  moft  to  be  regretted, 
that  among  the  numerous  literary  offspring  of  the  prelate,  who,  in  the  firff  infeription,  are 
juftly  fiyled  his  greatefi  glory,  “ Mertonidum  maxime  progenie,”  none  of  them  fliould  have  been 
prompted  to  rear  to  their  illuflrious  parent  this  monument  of  refpect,  more  extenfive  and  more 
durable  as  it  would  be  than  any  tomb  of  enamel,  or  marble,  or  brafs.  “ Haec  tibi  gratantes  poll 
fecuia  fera  nepotes  •” — Thefe  hints  towards  a life  of  a Prelate  of  fuch  difiinguifhed  eminence  are 
copied  from  Mr.  Denne.  See  Cufiumale  Roffenfe,  p.  193.

for  the  making  fundry  writings,  conveyances,  and  teftaments,  at  divers  times  for 
and  about  the  affairs  and  bufinefs  of  the  corporation  of  faid  town,  and  for  divers 
other  good  caufes  and  confiderations,  them  the  faid  mayor  and  burgeffes  prefently 
moving,  have,  upon  condition  hereafter  exprefied,  granted,  bargained,  fold,  en- 
feoffed, and  confirmed ; and  by  thefe  prefents,  under  and  upon  the  conditions  here- 
after expreffed,  do,  for  them  and  their  fucceffors,  covenant,  bargain,  fell,  enfeoff, 
and  confirm,  unto  the  faid  William  Dethick,  his  heirs  and  aftigns,  one  parcell  of 
ground,  or  croft,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  St.  Michael's  church-yard , toge- 
ther with  one  lane  at  the  Weft  end  thereof,  lying  and  being  together  in  the  parifh 
of  St.  Peter's  in  the  town  of  Lifter  aforefaid,  and  is  now  in  the  tenure  of  one  Robert 
Pilkington,  or  of  his  aftigns,  and  is  parcell  of  the  lands  and  poffeflions  of  the  an- 
cient Dutchy  of  Lancafter,  and  belonging  to  the  honour  of  Lifter  in  the  faid

Since  the  particulars  of  Loughborough  which  I had  colle&ed  were 
printed,  I have  been  favoured  by  my  good  friend  John  Bacon,  Efq.  with  the  fol- 
lowing “ Hiftorical  defcription”  of  that  town,  drawn  up  in  1770,  by  Thomas  Po- 
chin,  M.  B. 

Loughborough,  the  fecond  * market  town  of  note  in  the  county,  isfituated  86 
computed,  and  109  meafured  miles  from  London,  11  miles  from  Leicefter,  14  from 
Nottingham,  and  17  from  Derby,  in  the  hundred  of  Weft  Gofcote,  parted  only  by 
the  river  Soar  from  Nottinghamfhire  northwards.  It  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  in  the 
time  of  the  Saxons  a royal  village;  and  as  Marianus  Scotus,  an  hiftoriographer  in  the 
reign  of  William  the  Conqueror,  affirms,  was  taken  from  the  Britons  by  Cuthwul- 
fus  the  Saxon,  about  the  year  of  Chrift  572  ; but  of  the  truth  of  this  affirmation 
Camden  feems  fomewhat  doubtful. 

As  to  the  etymology  of  the  name  Loughborough,  Camden  faith  it  was  originally 
.called  Lie^anbupge,  or  Lygeanbuph,  in  the  Saxon  tongue  ; but  it  is  perhaps  more 
probably  derived  from  the  river  Leire , now  called  Soar,  not  far  from  which  this 
town  ftands ; fo  that  the  true  and  proper  name  might  have  been  Leireborough , that 
is  to  fay,  a borough,  or  market  town,  Handing  on  or  near  to  the  river  Leire, 
which  in  length  of  time  was  corruptedly  called  Loughborough.  And  what  in  fome 
meafure  (Lengthens  this  conje&ure  is,  that  Leicefter,  now  fo  called,  was  once 
fpelt,  and  called  Leircefter , fignifying  a city,  caftle,  or  fortified  town,  Handing  on, 
or  near  to  the  abovementioned  river  Leire,  fince  and  now  called  Soar. 

However  this  may  be,  after  the  Conqueft  it  belonged  to  the  family  of  the  De- 
fpencers,  and  in  Henry  the  Second’s  time  Hugh  Defpencer  was  lord  of  the  manor, 
and  to  him  were  granted  a weekly  market  on  the  Thurfday,  reputed  to  be  one  of 
the  chiefeft  markets  in  the  fhire,  particularly  for  corn,  and  two  annual  fairs,  one 
on  the  1 ft  of  Auguft,  the  other  on  the  2d  of  November. 

From  the  Defpencers,  on  account  of  treafon,  King  Edward  the  Third  granted 
the  manor  to  Henry  lord  Beaumont;  and  it  was  forfeited  again  by  a defcendant  from 
him,  on  an  a<ft  of  attainder,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  who  gave  it  to  Sir 
William  Haftings,  knight,  afterwards  Lord  Haftings.  By  Henry  the  Seventh  it 
was  reftored  again  to  a Lord  Beaumont;  but  on  the  attainder  of  Lord  Vifcount  Lo* 
vel  his  fucceffor  it  reverted  to  the  Crown,  and  King  Henry  the  Eighth  granted  it  to 
the  Marquis  of  Dorfet ; but  on  an  attainder  of  his  fon  Henry  duke  of  Suffolk, 
Queen  Mary  granted  it  to  Edward  lord  Haftings  of  Loughborough,  from  whom  it 
defcended  dire&ly  to  the  Earls  of  Huntingdon,  to  whom  it  gives  title  of  baron,  and 
is  now  enjoyed  by  the  prefent  earl,  whofe  feat  is  at  Donnington  Park,  a few  miles 
from  Loughborough. 

Burton,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Leicefterfhire,  fays  this  town  is  great  and  large,  well 
feated  on  account  of  wood  and  water,  and  is  adorned  with  many  fair  buildings,  and

a large 
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a large  church  ; though,  fince  Camden’s  time,  who  fpeaks  of  it  as  the  largeft  and 
bed-built  town  in  the  county  next  to  Leicefter,  it  hath  been  much  diminifhed  by 
fire.  In  former  times  it  had  many  pleafant  woods  about,  and  near  it;  particularly 
the  foreft  of  Charnwood,  or  Charley,  on  the  Weft  and  South-weft,  fpreading  it- 
felf  a great  way.  This  is  now  a foreft  disforefted  ; and  in  refpeft  to  timber  alrnoft 
barren,  but  affording  pafturage  for  cattle,  fheep,  &c.  being  ftocked  therewith  by 
the  inhabitants  of  many  adjacent  parities  and  places,  who  have  a right  of  common 
thereon.  Hiftory  informs  us  that  King  Richard  the  Second  in  1387  holding  a 
council  at  Nottingham  caftle,  held  his  marfhalfea  at  Loughborough  at  the  fame 
time,  for  the  fpace  of  fix  days. 

In  an  old  regifter  belonging  to  this  parifh,  it  appears  that  a plague  broke  out  in 
the  town,  on  the  24th  of  Auguft,  1609,  which  ended  Feb.  19,  1610,  in  the  reign 
of  James  I.  whereof  died  in  that  fpace  of  time,  within  the  faid  town  and  parifh,  452 
perfons,  men,  women,  and  children  ; and  within  a mile  of  this  place  is  a fpot  of 
ground  to  this  day  called  the  Cabbin  Lees,  whereon  many  of  the  inhabitants  pru- 
dently built  themfelves  huts  and  encamped,  to  avoid  the  infe&ion.  But  be  it  noted 
here,  that  this  was  an  accidental  and  local  plague  only,  which  happened  in  fome 
particular  parts  of  the  country  at  this  time,  and  bore  no  refpeft  to  that  general 
plague  in  the  year  1603  in  the  reign  of  the  fame  king,  mentioned  by  our  Englifh 
liiftorians ; and  which  made  fuch  terrible  havock  and  devaluation  in  London,  and 
other  parts  of  the  kingdom.  (See  pp.  271.  667.) 

Loughborough  Hands  on  a gravelly  foil ; the  fprings  lying  high,  the  water  in 
fome  parts  harder  than  in  others,  but  in  general  pure  and  good ; the  wells  are  of 
no  confiderable  depth,  the  air  for  the  moft  part  wholefome,  and  its  inhabitants  heal- 
thy. Owing  to  a variety  of  entertaining  landfcapes  furrounding  it,  a fine  traft  of 
rich  meadow  ground,  edged  by  the  river,  lying  near  it,  good  roads,  extenfive  prof- 
pedts,  and  pleafant  walks  about  it,  not  forgetting  that  beautiful  wood  called  Qua- 
rendon  or  Button  wood,  the  delight  of  travellers  ; it  is  certainly  by  far  the  moft 
agreeable  fituation  in  the  whole  county  of  Leicefter. 

The  late  open  fields  belonging  to  this  town,  known  by  the  names  of  the  Park- 
field,  Middle-field,  Windmill-field,  Tuthill-field,  and  Burleigh-field,  were  all  in- 
clofed,  according  to  the  mode  of  the  times,  in  the  year  1761,  as  were  alfo  the  Over 
or  Upper-meadow,  and  the  Moor  or  Cow-pafture. 

The  laft  horfe  race  in  Loughborough  meadow  was  on  Sept.  20,  1756. 

Clofe  adjoining  to  the  Park-field  juft  mentioned,  on  the  farther  fide  thereof 
next  the  foreft,  lies  Loughborough  park,  and  the  out-woods,  the  fame  being  a 
park  long  fince  difparked  * ; part  thereof  being  on  a hilly  ground,  and  covered  with 
wood,  affords  a delightful  prolpeft  towards  the  town,  whiift  other  parts  are  con- 
verted into  tillage  and  pafturage,  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  the  proprietors. 
Through  thefe  grounds  runs  a rivulet  called  the  Wood -brook  down  to  the  town  of 
Loughborough,  and  through  the  fame,  formerly  well  replenifhed  with  trout  and 

# Another  park  thereto  adjoining, [called  from  the  keeper’s  name  Norton  park,  was  imparked  by 
Henry  Earl  of  Huntingdon  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ; and  difparked  about  the  year  1630. 
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cray-fifh.  At  the  town’s  fide  it  fupplies  a water-mill,  called  the  Malt-mill ; and 
palling  the  fame,  through  the  lordfhip,  runs  into  the  Soar. 

Within  half  a mile  of  the  town,  on  the  road  leading  towards  Nottingham,  begins 
a chain  of  ftone-bridges,  which  is  continued  on  for  half  a mile  more,  near  to  Cotes; 
where  the  laft  of  thele  bridges,  having  not  lels  than  thirteen  arches  for  the  paffage 
of  the  river,  terminates  the  faid  chain. 

Hard  by,  upon  the  faid  river,  at  about  half  a mile  diftant  from  each  other,  (land 
two  ancient  corn-mills,  called  Loughborough  mills,  though  with  more  propriety 
King’s  mills,  as  they  belong  to  the  Crown,  and  are  granted  out  to  the  Earls  of 
Huntingdon  as  lords  of  the  manor,  on  a certain  fee-farm  rent  made  payable  by 
them  to  the  prefent  Sir  James  Dafhwood’s  family. 

In  the  town  of  Loughborough  there  is  a free-grammar  fchool  (landing  in  the 
Eaft  angle  of  the  church-yard,  and  confiding  of  two  rooms,  one  above,  the  other 
below,  diftinguifhed  by  the  names  of  the  high,  and  low  fchool ; both  of  them  not 
many  years  fince  flourilhing,  and  in  good  reputation ; but  by  fome  means  or  other, 
to  the  manifeft  detriment  of  the  place,  the  high  fchool  is  now  let  down  and  dwindled 
to  nothing,  whilft  the  low  fchool,  by  perhaps  more  care  taken,  is  dill  preferved  in 
good  condition.  The  prefent  annual  falary  allowed  the  upper  mader  is  40I.  with 
a large  convenient  houie  for  boarders ; the  under  mader’s  falary  is  30I.  with  a fmall 
dwelling-houfe  annexed  ; both  which  falaries,  as  I am  informed,  the  feoffees,  of 
whom  I fhall  prefenrly  make  further  mention,  are  impowered  to  raife  or  diminiflx 
at  their  difcretion.  This  fchool,  as  appears  by  an  infcription  placed  over  the  door 
(fee  p,  485),  was  founded  by  Thomas  Burton  in  1496,  and  re-built  in  1748^ 

From  an  abdraft  of  fome  writings  lately  put  into  my  hands  by  a friend  or  - two 
amongft  the  feoffees,  I find  that  the  town  and  parifh  of  Loughborough  dood  in  a 
very  eminent  degree  indebted  to  the  fortunes  and  edates  of  the  faid  Thomas  Bur- 
ton, a gentleman  and  inhabitant  of  the  faid  town,  who  died  in  the  year  1496  ; how, 
and  in  what  manner,  will  appear  as  follows  *,  viz.  that  by  a deed  of  feoffment 
dated  the  29th  day  of  April,  1495,  Thomas  Burton,  of  Loughborough  in  the. 
county  of  Leiceder,  the  elder,  merchant  of  the  daple  at  Calais,  granted  and  con- 
firmed to  Richard  Lymingdon,  otherwife  Lemington,  of  Loughborough  aforefaid, 
merchant,  and  others,  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Loughborough  aforefaid, 
Willoughby  on  the  Woulds,  Ead  Leke,  Harby,  Statherne,.  and  Thrullington  j 
and  in  the  fame  year  (1495),  by  letter  of  attorney  impowered  one  Thomas  Barker 
to  enter  upon  all  the  faid  lands  and  tenements,  and  in  his  name  to  deliver  the  fame 
nto  the  full  and  peaceable  feifing  of  the  faid  Richard  Lymingdon  and  others,  as 
above. 

Thefe  lands  and  tenements,  as  far  as  it  appears,  were  by  feveral  deeds  of  feoff- 
ment continued  down  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  during  whofe  reign,  a com- 
plaint being  made  in  chancery,  an  order  was  iffued  from  thence  dated  in  June  1596, 
by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  then  lord  keeper,,  dire&ing  that  if  any  difpute  (hould  arife 
touching  the  mifapplication  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  faid  lands,  or  the  choice 
of  new  feoffees,  the  fame  fhould  be  determined  by  the  lord  chancellor,  or  lord 

keeper

k'eeper  for  the  time  being  •,  or  by  the  judges  of  the  circuit  wherein  fuch  lands 
fhould  lie. 

After  this,  in  the  39th  year  of  the  faid  Queen  (1596),  a fine  was  levied  by  Ri- 
chard Parkyns,  of  Bunny  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  Efq.  and  John  Brown,  of 
Loughborough  aforefaid,  clerk,  who  were  at  fuch  time  enfeoffed  in  the  faid  lands  ; 
and  who,  by  a deed  of  feoffment  confequent  on  the  faid  fine,  did  affign  the  faid 
lands  to  Simon  Mudd,  and  other  perfons  in  the  faid  deed  mentioned,  declaring  the 
ufes  of  the  profits  thereof  in  the  following  words  : 

“ Upon  this  fpecial  trufl  and  confidence,  and  to  the  intent,  that  the  faid  Tho- 
mas Mudd,  &c.  fhall  permit  all  the  revenues,  iffues,  and  profits  of  the  faid  lands, 
to  be  employed  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  which  now  are,  or  fhall  be 
hereafter  inhabiting  within  the  faid  town  of  Loughborough,  and  towards  the  making, 
amendment,  maintenance,  and  repairs,  from  time  to  time,  of  fifty  arches  of  the 
bridges  in  and  about  the  faid  town  of  Loughborough,  be  they  more  or  lels,  and  all 
other  the  bridges  which  have  been  accuflomed  to  be  repaired  at  the  common  charge 
of  the  faid  town,  and  towards  the  maintenances  of,  and  keeping  a free  fchool  in 
the  faid  town  of  Loughborough,  and  for  and  towards  the  diicharge  and  payments 
of  fifteenths,  taxes,  mutters,  wars,  and  other  common  charges  and  impofitions  upon  the 
faid  town  of  Loughborough,  wherewith  the  faid  inhabitants  thereof  fhall  or  may  be 
charged,  and  in  eafe  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  of  the  faid  town  for  the  time 
being  ; and  alfo  fhall  permit  and  l'uffer  the  faid  yearly  rents,  iffues,  &c.  of  the  faid 
lands,  to  be  gathered  by  luch  as  fhall  be  appointed  to  be  bridgemafters  within  the 
faid  town,  and  the  laid  bridgemafters  to  be  yearly  chofen  by  the  mofl  reputed,  ho- 
neft,  and  fubflantial  men  in  the  faid  town  •,  and  the  difpofitions  of  the  profits  of  the 
faid  lands  to  be  to  fuch  of  the  ufes  aforefaid,  as  the  faid  bridgemafters  for  the 
time  being  fhall  think  fir,  and  to  none  other  ufe  or  otherwife;  and  then  when  fe- 
ven  or  eight  of  the  faid  feoffees  are  dead,  the  number  of  them  to  be  made  up 
twelve.” 

The  aforefaid  lands  were  by  another  deed  of  feoffment,  made  in  the  fixth  year  of 
James  L made  over  by  the  faid  John  Brown,  clerk,  aforementioned,  and  Robert 
Blunt,  re&or  of  Walton  on  the  Woulds,  to  Geoffry  Goodwin,  Thomas  Hebb,  Ro- 
bert Henfhaw,  James  Slack,  Robert  Welland,  Richard  Smith,  Magnus  Barfoot, 
Edmund  Tilley,  George  Sarefon,  John  Fowler,  Humphry  Blower,  li'aac  Woolley, 
in  whofe  hand^  the  truft  continued  till  the  fixth  year  of  Charles  I.  when  a complaint 
was  exhibited  in  chancery  againft  the  faid  Tifley,  Hebb,  Henfhaw,  Sarefon,  Blower, 
Fowler,  and  Woolley,  the  then  furvivors  of  the  faid  feoffees ; whereupon,  by  virtue 
of  an  aft  of  parliament  made  in  the  43d  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  a commiffion  for 
charitable  ufes  was  iftued  out  of  that  court  dire&ed  to  John  Levinge,  and  John 
Davenport,  Efqrs.  Arthur  Helderfham,  John  Brown,  John  Foxcroft,  John  Porter, 
and  Henry  Abberly,  clerks,  as  alfo  John  Holt,  gent. ; which  commiflioners  having 
by  a jury  impannelled  by  the  high  fheriff  of  the  county  enquired  into  the  eftates  be- 
longing to  the  faid  town  of  Loughborough,  and  the  ufes  and  abufes  thereof,  and 
upon  hearing  the  whole  matter,  it  was  decreed  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
lands  fhould  be  employed  to  the  maintenance  of  a free-fchool,  repairs  of  the  bridges, 

high-

highways,  and  other  good  and  charitable  ufes  in  the  Laid  town  of  Loughborough, 
and  that  the  bridgemafter  fhould  be  chofen  one  year  by  the  feoffees,  and  another 
year  by  fuch  inhabitants  as  are  affeffed  to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  that  he  fhould 
give  fufficient  fecurity  to  the  minifter  and  churchwardens  of  the  parilh  for  the  time 
being;  and  it  was  aifo  decreed  that  the  aforementioned  George  Sarefon,  Humphry 
Blower,  John  Fowler,  and  Ifaac  Woolley,  fhould  no  longer  aft  as  feoffees ; where- 
upon they  made  a choice  themfelves,  and  appointed  the  aforefaid  John  Davenport, 
Efq.  John  Brown,  clerk,  &c.  But  upon  objections  made  to  this  frefh  choice,  Tho- 
mas lord  Coventry,  lord  keeper,  ordered  a competent  number  of  the  principal  in- 
habitants of  Loughborough  to  be  laid  before  him,  both  by  the  plaintiffs  and  de- 
fendants, and,  according  to  the  aforefaid  order  made  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  chofe 
twelve  feoffees  out  of  the  faid  lifts ; but  confirmed  the  decree  made  by  the  faid 
commiftioners  in  every  other  particular. 

Finally,  in  Oliver  Cromwell’s  time,  on  another  complaint  made  againft  John  Al- 
len and  others,  at  that  time  feoffees,  an  inquifttion  v/as  taken  at  the  Bifhop's  Fee, 
near  to  the  borough  of  Leicefter,  on  the  14th  of  January,  1652,  by  virtue  of  a com- 
miffion  out  of  the  faid  court,  direfted  to  Thomas  Beaumont,  John  Goodman,  Tho- 
mas Pochin,  and  John  Pratt,  Efqrs.  and  Andrew  Collin,  gent,  when  by  a decree 
for  fuch  purpofe  illued,  dated  the  21ft  day  of  February,  in  the  year  1652,  the  faid 
feoffees  were  all  fined  for  negleft,  and  abufe  of  their  truft  ; the  faid  Allen  too,  having 
bought  an  houfe  of  the  value  of  96I.  in  his  own  name,  with  the  money  belonging 
to  the  truft,  was  obliged  to  refund  it ; and  by  the  faid  decree  it  is  ordered,  that  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  eftates  (hall  be  employed  to  fuch  ufes  and  for  fuch  purpofes 
as  are  mentioned  in  the  faid  deed  from  the  aforefaid  Richard  Parkyns,  Efq.  and  John 
Brown,  clerk,  to  Simon  Mudd  and  others;  the  particulars  whereof  are  before  re- 
cited. Ana  thus  the  whole  matter  {lands  to  this  day,  faving  that  the  value  of  the 
laid  eftates  hath  been  greatly  improved  by  the  late  inclofures  and  alteration  of  the 
times;  the  yearly  fum  or  income  whereof  now  amounts  to  390I.  and  upwards;  the 
lands  lying  and  being  in  the  parishes  of  Loughborough,  Hoton,  Thruffmgton, 
Stathern,  Harby,  and  Long  Whatton,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter;  and  in  thofe  of 
Sutton,  Great  Leate,  and  Willoughby,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham. 

Befides  the  aforementioned  eftate  of  Burton’s,  Loughborough  is  farther  benefited 
by  the  following  donations  and  bequefts : 

Bartholomew  Hickling’s  gift  for  cloathing  blue-coat  girls,  fchooling,  and  Bibles, 
30I.  1 8s.  a year. 

Storer’s  gift  to  cloath  poor  boys,  and  to  buy  bread  for  poor  aged  people,  30I. 
a vear. 

John  Hickling’s  gift  for  placing  out  poor  apprentices,  27I.  a year. 

Dawfon’s  gift  for  placing  out  poor  apprentices,  and  bread  for  the  poor,  13I. 
6s.  6d.  a year. 

Somerville’s  gift,  10I.  a year,  vefted  in  the  minifter  and  churchwardens’  hands, 
in  truft,  for  placing  out  poor  parifh-boys  apprentices  to  London. 
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Fowler’s  gift  for  putting  out  apprentices,  7I.  a year. 

Clark’s  gift,  3I.  18s.  a year,  left  to  the  reftors  and  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,  in  trull,  for  books,  and  teaching  poor  boys  reading,  writing,  and  calling  up 
accompts. 

Palmer’s  gift,  2I.  2s.  6d.  a year,  made  payable  to  the  overfeers  of  the  poor,  30s. 
whereof  to  be  diflributed  amongll  the  aged  poor  born  in  the  parilh  •,  10s.  to  pur- 
chafe  four  Bibles  for  four  poor  perfons  \ and  the  2s.  6d.  remaining,  the  overfeers 
(I  am  told)  lhare  amongll  themfelves  for  their  trouble. 

Mansfield’s  gift,  40s.  a year,  to  twenty  poor  men  at  2s.  each. 

Hawley’s* gift  of  20s.  a year,  to  ten  poor  widows,  at  2s.  each. 

Next,  as  to  the  town  of  Loughborough.  And  whatever  herein  might  formerly 
have  been  deemed  fair  buildings,  at  the  time  when  Burton  wrote  the  hiflory  of  the 
county,  I cannot  pofitively  fay;  but  it  is  certain  that  at  the  time  of  my  writing  this 
[ 1 77°^,  they  are  in  general  but  very  indifferent  *,  the  bell,  comparatively  fpeaking 
fo  : howeveiynot  the  lealt  tindure  of  elegance  graces  any  one  fingle  building  in  the 
whole  place. 

A great  part  of  the  town  belongs  to  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon ; and  the  greater 
part  of  the  worll  buildings  fell  to  his  lordlhip’s  fhare.  Should  a lire  happen  here 
with  a high  wind,  what  owing  to  the  thatch  and  rotten  timber,  the  devaftion  enfuing 
mull  in  all  probability  be  very  terrible. 

And  now  I am  obferving  what  might  happen,  let  me  not  omit  faying  what  has 
heretofore  already  happened  by  fire  ; for  by  an  old  church  brief  now  under  my  in- 
fpe&ion,  dated  March  1,  1668-9,  it  appears  that  two  dreadful  fires  had  happened 
in  the  preceding  year  (as  related  already  in  p.  483,  where,  for“  1666,”  r.  “ 1668”). 
The  firfl  of  thefe  two  fires  is  Hill  known  by  the  name  of  Webller’s  fire  •,  as  it  is  faid 
to  have  firft  began  in  a malt-kiln  in  one  Webfter’s  yard,  in  a llreet  called  the 
Woodgate,  in  this  town*  The  latter  happened  in  an  obfcure  place  in  the  outfkirts 
thereof,  called  the  Bear’s-hole  ; fince  which  time,  and  fome  time  in  the  year  17.., 
another  terrible  fire  happened  in  the  fame  llreet,  viz.  the  Woodgate,  which  burnt 
furioufly,  and  did  much  damage;,  this  is  called  Jefferies’  lire,  as  beginning  near  his 
dwelling-houfe,  in  fome  of  his  out*buildings;  and  indeed  the  chafms  betwixt  the 
houfes  now  Handing  in  that  llreet,  are  plain  judications  of  the  abovementioned  cala- 
mities. 

June  6,  1645,  there  fell  the  violent  florm  of  hail  * defcribed  in  p.  485  ; and  on 
Thurfday  March  5,  1761,  a lire  in  the  Hulhes  at  noon,  with  a very  high  wind, 
which  greatly  endangered  the  town. 

On  Thurfday  July  31,  1735,  there  happened  here  a very  violent  rain,  attended 
with  thunder  and  lightning  ; it  began  about  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  held 
for  two  hours  without  intermilfion  ; at  noon  it  abated  for  a very  little  time,  then  re- 
turned, and  continued  with  as  much  violence  as  before  for  near  three  hours  fuccef- 
fively,  which  on  afudden  occafioned  fo  great  an  inundation  in  the  North-weft  parts 

* Of  which  fee  the  notes  on  Grey’s  Hndibras, 
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of  the  town  as  was  never  known  in  the  memory  of  man.  The  torrent  of  water  ran 
with  great  impetuofity  even  down  the  lower  fide  of  the  market-place  knee-deep, 
and  filled  the  (hops,  and  little  lower  than  the  middle  of  the  Swan-ftreet  it  would 
f vim  a horfe.  Many  families  near  the  brook  were  driven  up,  and  confined  for  fome 
time  in  the  upper  (lories  of  their  houfes. 

At  the  lower  end  of  the  market-place,  on  the  fame  fpot  of  ground  where  the  old 
crofs  flood,  (lands  the  prefent  butter  and  hen  crofs,  the  dated  roof  whereof  is  fup- 
ported  by  eight  round  brick  pillars  fet  up  in  an  oftegon  form,  arched  above  from 
one  to  the  other  ; with  an  afcent  of  four  done  gradations,  or  (leps  on  the  infide. 
This  building  was  erected  in  the  year  1742 ; on  the  fummit  hereof  is  fixed  a fpindle 
in  a ball,  bearing  the  four  cardinal  points  of  the  compafs,  E.  W.  N.  S.  with  a 
proper  vane,  (hewing  the  fitting  of  the  wind,  topped  with  an  earl’s  coronet,  all  of 
wrought  iron  manufa&ure. 

Clofe  to  one  fide  of  this  flru&ure  is  placed  Hudibras’s  wooden  fail,  or  parifh 
flocks.  Near  to  the  crofs  alfo  is  one  of  the  principal  inns,  known  by  the  name  of 
the  George  and  Dragon. 

On  the  upper  end  of  the  faid  market-place  (lands  a ruinous  brick  edifice,  called 
the  Court  Chamber,  where  is  annually  held  the  lord’s  leet ; and  which,  by  an  in- 
fer iption  over  the  door,  appears  to  have  been  built  in  the  year  1688*  but  does  no 
more  honour  to  the  architect  than  the  fhambles  and  (hops  beneath  it. 

Adjoining  to  the  fhagibles,  in  an  obfcure  corner,  is  a fmall  prifon,  or  black  hole* 
for  the  confinement  of  vagrants  and  diforderly  perfons. 

A few  paces  lower  from  the  court  chamber,  on  the  North-wefl  fide  of  the  flreet, 
is  the  corn  market,  where  (lands  an  old  whipping-po(l,  fome  years  ago  plentifully 
encircled  with  bags  of  corn  on  a market-day  ; but  of  late,  by  artful  management, 
and  the  iniquitous  combinations  of  avaricious  farmers,  there  has  hardly  been  fet 
out  a fingle  bag  ; but  the  grain  in  general  hath  been  bought  and  fold  in  the  public 
inns  and  ale-houfes,  by  fample. 

Lower  down  in  the  market-place,  and  on  the  other  fide  extending  near  to  the 
crofs,  (lands,  detached  from  all  other  buildings,  a row,  or  rather  dump,  of  mi- 
ferable  houfes,  with  petty  (hops  belonging  to  them  ; an  unfeemly  nuifance,  which 
if  removed  would  render  the  ftreet  now  fpacious  and  uniform. 

This  market,  not  only  in  refpedt  to  corn  but  all  other  hinds  of  provilions,  is  got 
abundantly  dearer  than  before  the  late  inclofures  took  place.  Forty  years  ago,  or 
perhaps  fomewhat  lels,  the  malt  trade  was  very  brilk  here  and  extenfive,  but  is  re- 
duced to  little  more  than  a home  confumption ; not  is  trade  in  general  to  be  boafled 
of  in  this  place.  The  chief  manufactures  at  prefent  carried  on  here,  are  wool- 
combing  and  frame-work-knitting  ; but  I know  not  of  any  perfon  in  the  parifh  that 
hath  made  a fortune  by  either. 

Betides  the  old  fairs  aforementioned,  there  are  fince  two  new  ones  added  to  the 
number,  or  rather  old  ones  new-revived,  in  the  year  1730,  which  are  annually 
held  in  the  fpring  feafon,  viz.  one  on  the  28th  of  March,  the  other  on  the  25th  of 
April,  chiefly  for  (beep  and  horned  cattle  ; and  thefe,  I am  informed,  anfwer  very 
well.  As  to  Holy  Thurfday  fair,  commonly  fo  called,  it  is  no  fair  by  grant  or 
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|*roclamation,  but  only  a cuftomary  rcfort  of  numbers  of  young  people  to  Lough** 
borough  on  that  particular  day,  for  their  pleafure  and  amufement. 

From  the  crofs,  as  the  centre,  branch  out  fome  of  the  principal  flreets  of  this 
town;  that  is  to  fay.  Southward  through  HuckfterVrow,  (he  High  flreet  or  High- 
gate,  being  the  high  road  to  Leicefter,  and  fo  to  London  ; Weflward,  the  Swan- 
fireet,  leading  through  the  Ruihes  towards  Derby  ; Northward,  Silver-flreet  and 
Church -gate,  leading  to  the  church,  and  forwards -for  Nottingham;  whilft  the  Mar- 
ket flreet,  upwards,  directs  through  the  Ward’s- end  v parks,  or  along  the 
Foreft-lane  to  the  foreft. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  High-gate,  and  on  the  right  from  the  crofs,  Hands  the 
other  principal  inn,  known  by  the  fign  of  the  Bull’s  Head,  the  Earl  of  Hun- 
tingdon’s creft,  being  his  property,  where  the  pelt-office  and  excife-office  are  at 
prelent  kept.  A great  part  of  this  inn  was  re-built  in  1754  and  1755,  and  is  made 
far  more  commodious  for  the  reception  of  guefts  than  it  was  before. 

Nearly  oppofite  to  this  houfe  runs  a long  fpacious  flreet  called  the  Baxter-gate, 
leading  upwards  to  the  common  bake  houfe,  which  faces  the  top  thereof.  Why 
this  ftreet  is  called  the  Baxter-^ ate  I am  not  clear:  the  tradefman  here,  denominated 
a baker , in  Scotland  is  called  a baxter\  therefore,  perhaps,  as  leading  to  the  faid 
common  bake-houfe,  the  only  one,  formerly,  in  the  whoie  town,  and  to  which  con- 
fequently  there  was  in  thole  days  great  refort,  it  might  pofiibly  take  iis  name  of 
Baxter , or  Baker's -gate. 

Turning  Ihort  at  the  top  of  this  flreet  on  the  right,  is  a flreet  called  the  Pinfold- 
gate,  as  running  towards  and  beyond  the  pinfold  or  common  pound,  and  a lorry 
llreet  it  is. 

Turning  fhort  to  the  left,  commences  another  flreet  called  Sparrow-hill,  uniting 
wirh  the  upper  end  of  the  church-gate,  at  the  great  entrance  into  the  church-yard, 
pafTing  at  the  fame  time  on  toward  the  town’s  end  for  Nottingham  road. 

The  lafl  flreet  I lhall  think  worth  my  while  to  mention  is  the  Wood-gate  ; this, 
being  perhaps  the  moft  fpacious  flreet  in  the  town,  would,  if  the  buildings  were 
good,  make  an  handfome  figure.  In  former  times  it  was  the  principal  road  to 
thofe  extenlive  woods  which  then  fpread  over  the  whole  face  of  Charnwood. 

The  pavement  of  the  flreets  in  general,  chiefly  owing  to  the  weight  and  number 
of  heavy  carriages  palling  thereon,  are  but  in  an  indifferent  plight,  confequendy 
very  dirty  in  bad  weather,  and  more  efpecially  fo,  as  there  is  no  public  foavenger 
appointed  to  remove  and  carry  away  the  dirt. 

Towards  the  upper  end  of  the  church-gate,  on  the  right  hand  (going  up  the 
flreet)  Hands  a very  ancient  ltone  building,  for  many  years  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Old  Gaol,  which  in  1753  was  repaired,  ftuccoed  over,  and  beautified, 
and  was  then  appropriated  to  the  ufe  of  the  high  fchoolmafler,  for  the  re- 
ception of  his  boarders.  Before  the  faid  alteration,  notwithflanding  it  had  beva 
inhabited  from  time  to  time  by  various  perfons,  and,  as  fome  fay,  by  Burton  the  be- 
nefactor aforementioned  ; from  the  thicknefs  of  its  walls,  the  particular  form  of  the. 
{tone  door-cafes,  its  windows  crofled  with  iron  bars,  a dark  deep  cell  in  one  cor- 
ner of  the  houfe  refembling  a dungeon,  and  other  difraal  marks  of  durance,  it  hath 
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always  worn  the  appearance  of  a prifon  ; but  at  what  period  of  time  it  really  was 
liich,  is  not  at  this  day  known. 

Farther  up,  and  oppofite  to  the  broad  entrance  into  the  church-yard,  dands  the 
houfe  (though  of  late  years  much  modernized)  where  formerly  dwelt  Baron  Hadings 
c f Loughborough,  whom  Burton  fpeaks  of ; and  in  the  Cunnery  inclofure  behind 
the  faid  hall  or  houfe,  which  at  that  time  of  day  was  ufed  as  a rabbit-warren  for 
the  fervice  of  the  family,  formerly  hood,  as  it  is  faid,  a chapel  for  the  private  ufe 
of  the  fame ; and  at  the  bottom  of  the  faid  inclofure  or  warren  there  are  yet  the 
remains  of  a large  fiffi-pond,  called  now  the  Cunnery  pool,  belonging  to  the  faid 
hall-houfe.  From  the  faid  warren,  and  clofe  adjoining  thereto,  lie  many  other 
fmall  old  inclofed  parcels  of  land,  part  of  the  fame  edate,  which,  on  account  of 
their  vicinity  to  the  town,  let  well,,  and  are  called  the  Cunnery-clofes. 

Loughborough  confifts  but  of  one  pariffi,  to  which  belong  two  hamlets,  Wood- 
thorpe  and  Knight-thorpe,  each  about  a mile,  or  fomewhat  more,  from  the  town, 
having  their  proper  officers  and  maintaining  their  own  poor. 

Within  the  fame  pariffi  alfo,  and  about  the  fame  didance  off,  Weftward,  dands 
upon  an  eminence  near  to  the  fored,  Burleigh  hall,  a neat  box,  now  belonging  to 
Benjamin  Tate,  ECq..  which  commands  feveral  pretty  profpedts  round  the  adjacent 
country. 

On  a fpot  of  ground  in  the  highed  part  of  the  town.  Northwards,  dands  the 
Church  ; at  the  Wed  end  whereof  rifes  a drong  handfome  tower*  adorned  with 
proper  battlements^  On  the  cornices  of  the  deeple  were  once  four  tall  beautiful 
pinnacles  of  exquifite  workmanffiip,  with  vanes  or  fans  fpiring  above  them,  topped 
with  coronets ; thefe  being  by  a violent  wind,  which  happened  in  February  1715* 
known  in  this  county  by  the  name  of  Bird’s  wind,  fuddenly  blown  down,  were  feme 
time  afterwards  fubdituted  by  the  four  ordinary  and  ffiabby  pinnacles  now  danding, 
which,  it  mud  be  confeffed,  are  in  beauty  no  ways  equal  to  the  tower. 

The  height  of  this  tower  from  the  ground  to  the  fummit  of  the  prefent  pinnacles 
meafures  35  yards,  and  the  deeple  contains  fix  bells  and  a clock;  the  bells  were  by 
fubfcription  all  new  cad  at  Kettering  in  Northamptonffiire  in  the  year  1753* 

The  done  with  which  the  tower  is  built  is  firm,  hard,  and  durable;  and  within 
the  arch  of  the  Wed  or  belfry  window,  without-fide  the  church,  are  ornamentally 
cut  in  done-work  feveral  coats  of  arms,  portculliffes,  and  other  devices. 

The  chyur'ch  itfelf  feems,  by  the  done  it  is  built  of  on  the  outfide,  to  be  a very  an- 
cient druflure,  much  more  fo  than  the  tower  jud  mentioned  ; and,  as  an  argument 
to  prove  it  fo,  the  church  and  tower  are  buildings  apparently  didinft  from  each  other, 
they  being  not  tied-in  together,  nor  are  they  feemingly  of  the  fame  kind  of  done* 
The  infide  of  the  church  is  capacious  and  noble,  confiding  of  three  ailes,  the  roof 
upheld  by  regular  handfome  arches,  fupported  by  able  pillars;  the  whole  fabric, 
extending  itfelf  (including  the  tower  and  chancel)  on  the  infide  from  Ead  to  Wed 
in  length  156  feet ; in  breadth  from  North  to  South  67  feet;  in  height  over  the 
middle  aile  to  the  roof  45  feet*. 

The  church  was  new  pewed  in  a handfome  and  regular  manner,  by  fubfcription*. 
with  Engliffi  oak,  in  1747,  Richard  Sanfome  and  Robert  Worth  being  the  church- 
wardens 
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wardens  ; the  pews  alfo  were  duly  numbered  ; a pulpit  likewjfe,  and  founding- 
board  of  Norway  oak,  of  neat  workmanship,  with  a good  and  convenient  reading- 
deik  of  Englifli  oak,  were  foon  after  put  up  on  the  fame  fpot,  and  again!!  the  fame 
pillar  where  the  old  ones  flood. 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  North  aile  is  a large  veftry-room,  for  the  keeping  of 
the  veftments  and  communion-plate  ; and  for  the  tranfa&ion  of  parifh  humid's. 

Over  the  arched  entrance  out  of  the  church  into  the  chancel  are  the  king’s  arms 
painted  on  the  wall,  done  in  the  reign  of  King  William,  near  which  are  alfo  the 
arms  and  crefl  of  the  Earls  of  Huntingdon,  formerly  patrons  of  this  living.  On 
the  North  wall  are  the  Lord’s  Prayer  and  the  Apoftles  Creed  ; and  below  them 
near  the  door  are  handfomely  executed,  in  water  colours,  the  portraits  of  Mod's  and 
Aaron  duly  habited,  fupporting  the  two  tables  of  the  Ten  Commandments. 

Nov.  4,  1775,  the  King’s  arms  were  ffeili  painted,  and  iinilhed  for  the  church, 
by  Bagnalh 

At  the  Weft  end  of  the  church,  dividing  the  fame  from  the  tower,  is  an  arch 
carried  up  from  the  ground  to  a very  great  height,  worthy  of  the  fpe&ator’s  ob- 
fervation,  which  formerly  lay  open  to  the  belfry ; but  fuch  communication  is  now 
flopped. 

Here  is  alfo  a gallery,  or  loft,  ereded  in  the  year  1713  ; the  four  front  boxes 
or  pews  whereof  were  purchafed  at  the  rate  of  5I.  each,  by  fome  of  the  better  fa- 
milies then  in  the  parifli,  as  freeholds  to  their  houfes.  Behind  thefe  are  feveral  rows 
of  long  feats,  afeending  gradually  above  one  another,  on  either  fide  of  the  loft, 
divided  by  a flight  of  fteps  rifing  up  to  the  door  of  a convenient  feat,  or  rather  ano- 
ther gallery,  appropriated  to  the  fingers ; under  this  loft  is  the  baptifmal  font. 

Burton  mentions  many  coats  of  arms  within  the  church  belonging  to  ancient  fa- 
milies, none  of  which  are  to  be  met  with  now.  However,  up  and  down  in  various 
places  thereof,  and  on  the  walls,  as  I have  been  informed  by  thofe  who  remem- 
bered them,  were  to  be  feen  the  manifeft  traces  or  appearances  of  divers  Romifh 
faints  and  other  figures,  the  works  of  Popifh  times,  which  by  repeated  white-wafh- 
ings  are  now  totally  obliterated ; and  I myfelf  well  remember  a gigantic  form  of 
St.  Chriftopher  bearing  our  Saviour  on  his  fhoulders,  painted  on  the  wall  near  the 
entrance  by  the  great  door  into  the  church,  on  the  right  hand,  over  which  door 
the  figures  of  Time  and  Death  yet  remain. 

Near  here  is  a repofitory  for  the  decrees,  deeds,  and  other  writings,  relative  to 
Burton’s  truft  and  other  charities. 

I cannot  here  omit  mentioning:;  the  ingratitude  of  fome  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
place,  who  in  a rude  unmannerly  way  reje&ed  the  noble  and  generous  offer  made 
the  parifli  by  the  late  worthy  reftor  the  Rev.  Thomas  Alleyne,  B.  D.  formerly  fel- 
low of  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  of  placing  an  organ  in  the  church  at  his  foie 
expence  ; and  I have  reafon  to  fay  that  I am  pretty  confident,  had  they  not  have 
thwarted  his  intention,  he  would  have  fettled  an  annual  falary  for  the  maintenance 
of  an  organift  for  ever  out  of  his  own  eftates. 

Throughout  the  ailes,  and  other  parts  of  the  church,  are  difperfed  a number  of 
grave-ftones,  whofe  inferiptions  in  general  record  little  more  of  the  perfon  buried, 
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but  that  he  was  born  on  one  day,  and  died  upon  another;  the  whole  hiftory  of 
his  life  being  comprehended  in  thofe  two  circumftances  that  are  common  to  all  man- 
kind. However,  thofe  that  by  their  dates  favour  moll  of  antiquity,  I (hall  here 
mention  : 

1.  Engraved  on  a plate  of  brafs,  in  Latin,  and  in  old  text,  is  one  of  Giles  Jor- 
dan and  Margaret  his  wife  ; which  Giles  died  in  the  year  1415.  This  is  near  the 
veftry  door,  and  is  noticed  by  Burton. 

2.  At  the  upper  end  of  the  middle  aile,  that  of  Gilbert  Meeting,  gent,  who 
died  the  15th  day  of  February,  in  1481.  This  is  alfo  noticed  by  Burton  •,  and  fur- 
ther, that  he,  with  two  of  his  fervants,  Oliver  Farnfworth  and  John  Lilly,  were 
(lain  in  a quarrel  at  Loughborough  at  the  fame  time. 

3.  Thomas  Marfhal,  merchant  of  the  Staple,  and  Agnes  his  wife;  which  faid 
Thomas  died  the  31ft  day  of  July,  1480  (fee  p.  667).  Here  are  the  portraits  of 
the  faid  two  perfons,  and  underneath  them  thofe  of  twelve  children  in  brafs,  all 
buried  here  (as  I fuppofe)  with  their  parents.  This  is  near  the  laft  aforementioned, 
in  a crofs  aile  facing  the  South. 

4.  William  Goodwin,  in  old  Monkifh  verfe,  cut  alfo  in  brafs  and  old  text  (fee 

P-491)- 

Another  of  Robert  Lemington,  mentioned  by  Burton  as  merchant  of  the  Staple> 
I cannot  difeover. 

5.  At  the  bottom  of  the  middle  aile  lie  buried  the  two  Hicklings,  viz.  Bartho* 
lomew  and  John,  recorded  as  benefadtors  to  the  town  ; John  died  July  21,  167: ; 
the  date  of  the  other’s  death  I could  not  make  out. 

6.  Juft  within  the  entrance,  by  the  North  door,  into  the  church,  is  a (tone  laid 
down  over  the  remains  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  late  mafter  of  the  grammar-fchocl 
here.  This  I mention,  not  for  antiquity  fake,  but  for  the  fake  of  the  Latin  inferip- 
rion,  penned  by  his  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  of  Gotham  in  Notlinghamlhire,  fomo 
fears  iince  mafter  of  Appleby  fchool,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter  ; and  is  as  fol- 
lows

The  lower  parr  of  this  (lone,  containing  the  remainder  of  this  infcription,  re- 
lative to  Mrs.  Martin,  wife  of  the  above  Mr.  Martin,  being  by  accident  (battered, 
and  feveral  of  the  words  defaced,  I made  no  farther  attempt. 

In  the  veflry  is  a flone  which  covers  the  afhes  of  Thomas  Burton,  on  which  is 
inferibed  as  in  p.  485. 

At  the  Eafl  end  of  the  chancel  of  this  church  is  a neat  altar-piece  of  the  Doric 
order,  made  of  Norway  oak,  the  entablatures  whereof  are  fupported  by  two  pilaf- 
ters,  and  two  columns  of  the  fame  order,  but  fluted  withi  that  of  the  Corinthian. 

The  communion-table  is  alabafler,  lupported  by  a wrought-iron  frame  painted 
and  gilt,  (landing  on  a flone  pavement,  two  afeents  or  fleps  higher  than  the  chancel 
floor,  enco-npafled  by  a rail  and  banniflers  of  the  fame  oak. 

The  chancel  is  al(o  wainfeotted  with  the  fame;  and  at  the  lower  end  were  erected 
fix  pews  of  the  like  wood,  belonging  to  the  redor  for  the  time  being,  three  whereof 
were,  in  the  year  1763,  converted  by  the  then  re&or  Mr.  Bickham  into  one  lagre 
pew  for  the  ufe  of  his  family. 

The  floor  of  the  chancel  was  alfo  new-laid,  part  with  large  quarries  of  Swithlaad 
flare,  and  the  remainder  with  grave- flones  of  the  fame  ; and  this  was  all  done  in  the 
year  1748,  at  the  foie  expeq.ee  of  the  then  redor  Mr.  Alleyne,  who  was  alfo 
a generous  contributor  to  the  new-pewing  of  the  church,  the  new-coating  and 
hanging  the  bells,  and  towards  the  pulpit  and  founding-board  aforementioned. 

The  communion  plate  belonging  to  this  church  confifls  of  two  large  fiver  flag- 
gons.  given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Dorothy  Wilfon,  of  Knight-thorpe  in  this  parilh;  two 
fdver  cups  or  chalices,  with  covers,  one  given  by  John  Clderfliaw,  of  this  parifft, 
Efq.  who  lies  buried  on  the  North  outlldc  of  this  chancel,  the  other  by  Mr.  Bar- 
tholomew Hick  ling,  heretofore  mentioned  ; two  fliver  falvcrs  no  name  inferibed), 
faid  to  be  a further  gift  of  the  (aid  Mrs.  Wilfon  ; and  two  fliver  plates  to  colled: 
the  alms  in,  being  “ the  gift  of  the  late  Edward  Butler,  LL.  D.  for  the  ufe  of 

the  parifhioners  in  the  church  of  Loughborough  in  the  county  of  Leicefler, 
6f  1727,”  as  appears  from  a Latin  infcription  engraven  on  the  fame. 

On  the  South  flde  of  this  chancel  is  an  ancient  grave-flone,  on  which  is  llil!  re- 
maining a plate  of  hrafs,  whereon  are  em  raven  the  four  following  verfes  in  fvlonkifli 
jingiing  rhyme  * :

Near  to  this  is  another  ftone  with  the  following  infcription  :

Near  to  this  a third  : “ Mary  Wilfon,”  &c.  as  in  p.  486. 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel,  and  at  the  lower  end,  is  a fmall  vault,  covered 
with  a large  Hate  itone,  in  which  lies  buried  Mrs.  Catherine  Meachum,  who  died 

April  17,  1726.  She  was  daughter  of Meachum,  gent,  who  at  that  time 

lived  at  Loughborough,  and  generoufly  befpoke  an  altar-piece  for  the  church;  but 
on  his  receiving  an  affront  here,  he  left  the  place,  and  retired  to  Brngby  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  where  he  finifhed  his  days;  but  during  his  life-time  made  a 
prefent  of  the  faid  altar-piece  to  the  parifh  church  of  Dunwith  in  the  faid  county, 
where  it  was  erefted  at  the  donor’s  expence. 

Againfl:  the  North  wall,  and  at  the  upper  end,  is  placed  a fubftantial  and  beau- 
tiful monument  of  white  marble  (if  kept  clean)  properly  decorated  and  gilt ; on 
the  face  of  which  is  infcribed,  “ Joanna  Walters,”  & c.  as  in  p.  490. 

On  the  left  hand  next  to  the  above,  is  erefted  a monument  of  white  marble  for 
Dean  Bright,  formerly  redlor  of  this  church,  who  gave  meadow  land  in  this  parifh, 
ufually  valued  at  10I.  a year,  for  the  reading  of  morning  prayers  on  the  week-days. 
The  infcription  * (as  I am  informed)  was  written  by  the  learned  Dr.  B.urnet,  Mailer 
of  the  Charter-houfe,  and  runs  as  follows : 

“ Hie  pofitae  funt  reliquiae  Georgii  Bright,”  &c.  as  in  p.  488. 

Againfl:  the  fame  wall,  and  a little  to  the  left,  is  fixed  up  a neat  monument  of 
black  marble,  well  polilhed,  fuitably  ornamented,  and  of  a pyramidal  form,  whofe 
infcription  in  gold  letters  (penned  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gifford,  of  Duffield,  co.  Derby) 
befpeaks  it, 

“ Sacred  to  the  memory  of  John  Alleyne.  B.  D.”  &c.  as  in  p.  *346. 

Lower  flill  againfl  the  faid  wall  is  affixed  a fmall  black  marble,  edged  or  bordered 
with  white  marble,  on  which  appears  the  following  epitaph  :

Within  the  church  are  kept  in  readinefs,  on  any  fudden  alarm,  two  fire-engines; 
viz.  a large  one  and  a fmall  one.  The  firft,  it  is  faid,  was  many  years  ago  purchafed

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by  the  feoffees  for  the  ufe  of  the  pariffi ; the  laft,  one  of  Newlham’s  and  Wrag’s, 
it  appears  by  the  pariffi  books,  was  purchafed  by  their  order  Feb.  25,  1745,  during 
the  bridgemafterffiip  of  the  late  Dr.  Butler,  for  the  fame  ufe,  and  coft  2 61. 

Here  are  two  churchwardens,  one  chofen  by  the  minifter,  the  other  by  the  parilh, 
as  alio  two  fidefmen,  who  fucceed  the  churchwardens  in  their  office. 

The  church-yard,  or  coemetery,  though  nearly  two  acres  and  two  roods  of 
ground,  feems  not  over-and-above  fufficient  for  the  decent  reception  of  the  dead  ; 
on  the  South  fide  they  are  very  much  crowded ; and  though  fixty  years  ago  there 
was  not  the  mark  of  a grave  to  be  feen,  but  of  a felo  de  fe , or  excommunicated 
perlon,  on  the  North  fide,  yet  now  this  fide  is  nearly  covered  over  with  them,  an 
argument  of  the  late  increafed  population  of  the  inhabitants.  Though  it  is  plain, 
from  the  bones  found  in  every  grave  now  made,  that  this  plot  of  ground  hath  been 
dug  over  heretofore ; and  from  a confiderable  number  of  pieces  of  decayed  fculls, 
and  fragments  of  bones  fome  years  ago  turned  up  in  making  one  fingle  grave,  in  a 
line  betwixt  the  North  door  and  the  cppofite  boundary  wall ; it  is  not  improbable 
but  that  .many  of  the  bodies  of  thofe  who  died  of  the  aforementioned  plague  in  this 
town  were  buried  there. 

Befides,  a certain  bye-law,  to  this  day  called  the  Dead-law,  always  reported  to 
have  been  the  road  uled,  during  that  terrible  time,  for  carrying  the  dead  from  the 
more  interior  parts  of  the  town,  to  the  place  of  their  burial,  feems  to  bend  its  dt 
region  to  the  Weft  gates  of  the  church-yard. 

The  grave-ftones  are  of  Swithland  fiate. 

A little  diftance  from  the  faid  gates  ftands  the  redtorv  or  parfonage-houfe,  feern- 
ingly  an  ancient,  ftrong  edifice,  built  in  the  times  when  good  Englifh  oak  was 
plentiful  hereabouts,  as  appears  by  the  roof  of  this  building  in  the  infide. 

The  patron  of  this  church  is  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge,  to  which  Society  the 
living  was  given  by  Henry  the  third  Earl  of  Huntingdon  of  the  Haftings  family. 
This  donation  was  made  in  the  28th  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  two 
years  only  after  the  foundation  of  the  college,  which  was  in  1584,  during  the 
prefidency  of  the  firft  mafter,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cnadderton,  who  lived  to  the  age 
of  103  year?.  This  donation  was  alfo  afterwards  contefted  with  the  college  by 
George  the  eighth  earl  of  this  family  in  1688  ; but  determined  in  favour  of  the  college. 

Tne  living  is  a redtory,  valued  in  the  king’s  books  at  40I.  1 6s.  3d.  yearly  tenths 
4I.  is.  y|d.  and  dedicated  to  Sr.  Peter  and  Stc  Paul.  This  benefice,  before  the 
late  inclofure,  was  reckoned,  commwnihis  annis,.  worth  300I.  a year^  it  is  now  (1770) 
faid  to  be  woith  more  than  500I.  * 

Here  are  alfo  three  diffenting  meeting-houfes ; one  for  the  Prefbyterians,  anothei 
for  a ct-  tain  fedt  who  call  themfelves  General  Baptifts,  befides  a third  made  ufe  o£ 
by  others,  who  are  followers  of  Wefley. 

On  the  front  of  fome  few  of  the  more  ancient  houfes  in  this  town  are  certain  figns 
ftili  vifible,  worked,  or  damped  on  the  coating  of  the  walls ; fuch  as  the  Rofe,  the 
Adam  and  Eve,  the  Bull’s  head,  the  Crooked. billet,  as  alfo  large  fpreading  Vines 
with  cinders  of  grapes,  denoting  fuch  houfes  formerly  to  have  been  inns,  taverns, 
er  other  places  of  entertainment. 

* And  now  ( 1788)  fuppofed  £0  be  nearly  double  that  funv 
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By  a lift  returned  by  the  conftables  of  this  parifh  in  1770,  it  appeared  that  there 
were  at  fuch  time  forty-three  licenfed  inns  and  ale-houfes  therein  ; a number  far 
more  than  fufficient  to  anfwer  any  good  purpofes,  were  it 'not  for  the  ufe  made  of 
them  to  furnifh  quarters  for  the  king’s  troops,  on  the  ufual  occafions. 

Here  is  annually,  in  the  month  of  Oftober,  a court  leet  held  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor’s  fteward  ; ‘whereat  are  chofen  a jury  of  twelve  men,  who  are  occafionally 
called  upon  to  prevent  encroachments  in  building,  planting,  &c.  and  to  decide  and 
lettle  various  kinds  of  controverftes  and  differences  in  the  parifh,  touching  property, 
nuifances,  See.  Hereat  are  alfo  chofe  two  conffables,  and  two  thirdboroughs,  like- 
wife  ffreetmaffers,  fieldreev.es,  and  pinders.  Here  are  alfo  a parifh  beadle,  a com- 
mon cryer,  and  a bellman. 

Among  the  early  reftors  of  Loughborough,  p.  483,  Thomas  de  Turvile  fhould 
be  dated  1238  ; he  refigned  in  1243. 

Thomas  de  Thorp  was  prefented  in  1243,  with  a referve  of  fifteen  marks  an- 
nually to  his  predeceffor  Turvile. 

P.  497.  670.  Remigius  de  Poklinton  had  the  re&ory  of  Medlurne  in  1236,  in 
commendam  with  Abkettleby. 

P.  498.  670.  The  church  of  Melton  was  granted  to  the  prior  and  convent  of 
Lewes,  in  proprios  itfus,  1287. 

P.  302.  671.  Robert  of  Northampton,  reflor  of  Thorp,  was  p-refented  to  apor^ 
tion  of  Mi/ierton  in  1 244. 

P.  503,  Mountforrel,  otherwife  Mount - Soar-bill,  is  in  the  hundred  of  Weft  Gof- 
cote.  Its  name  is  a compound,  as  is  faid,  of  the  Englifh  and  Norman  languages. 
It  is  fituated  immediately  upon  the  river  Soar  5 and  was  once  (temp.  Hen.  III.) 
celebrated  for  its  famous  caftle,  which  flood  upon  a prodigious  eminence. 

Part  of  this  townfhip  is  in  the  parifh  of  Rothley. 

It  has  a chapel,  and  a refident  chaplain  ; at  prefent  the  Rev.  John  Simpfon. 

A view  of  the  Caftle-hill,  taken  in  1757  by  Captain  Grofe,  is  engraved  in  Plate 
XLIII.  from  an  original  drawing  communicated  by  that  gentleman.

The  ancient  Roman  road  called  the  Fofs-way  runs  through  this  lordffiip,  betwixt 
which  and  the  liver  is  a tumulus  ^ of  fome  magnitude,  which  Mr.  Carte  thus  de- 
fer ibes  : 

“ There  is  an  ancient  funeral  monument,  in  the  manner  of  the  Britons,  before 
the  arrival  of  the  Romans,  at  a village  called  Ratcliffe,  confiRing  of  a mount  of 
earth  about  350  ftet  long,  220  bro.d,  and  40  high.  It  is  not  to  be  fuppofed  that 
this  monument  was  railed  to  the  memory  of  one  fingle  perfon  •,  but  rather  it  is  con- 
je&urtd  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  a battle  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  ifland 
and  the  Belgian  Britons.” 


Anoth  r account  of  this  tumulus  lays,  “ About  four  miles  from  hence  (meaning 
Leicefter)  there  is  an  uncommon  tumulus,  which  I take  to  be  the  monument  of  :i 
Dannh  king.  It  is  about  a land’s  length  on  this  tide  Ratcliff  in  the  Wreke,  between 
the  toD  road  and  ths  river.  And  whereas  all  tumuli  which  I have  feen  are  of  a

In  December  1788,  was  difeovered  at  Sapcote,  in  digging  a 
grave  under  the  North  wall  of  the  chancel,  a large  (tone  coffin,  quite  entire,  which 
the  Rev,  Mr.-  Burrough,  reclor,  caufed  to  be  opened.  It  contained  a human  ike- 
leton,  very  perfeft,  turned  almoft  black ; and  was  afterwards,  by  his  order,  re-bu- 
ried. The  coffin  was  made  remarkably  ftrong  : the  lid  raifed  in  the  middle  about 
one  inch  and  a quarter  from  the  plain  furface  of  the  ftone  lid,  of  a white  cement, 
on  which  were  carved  devices,  the  whole  length  of  a human  figure ; one  part  was 
alfo  in  the  form  of  a breafl-plate,  nearly  refembling  what  is  iketched  in  Plate 
XXXI.  fig.  14.  (perhaps  the  Ballet's  arms);  but  no  vifible  infeription.  The  whole 
appearance  of  the  coffin  was  like  that  of  a trunk,  from  the  cement  laid  on,  rifing 
gradually  from  the  edges  to  the  middle,  and  not  concave  under  it ; the  inhabitants  fay 
it  contained  the  body  of  fome  officer  buried  there  in  the  time  of  the  civil  wars,  as 
the  foldiers  lay  encamped  on  both  (ides  of  the  town  ; but  more  probably  of  fome 
grandee,  buried  there  in  the  time  of  Lord  Ballet,  or  the  Barons’  wars,  which  hap- 
pened in  the  time  of  Ralph  Ballet,  who  was  fummoned  to  Parliament  as  a Baron 
49  Henry  HI.  They  have  been  lately  repairing  and  modernizing  the  chancel  win- 
dow of  the  pariffi  church ; and  as  thefe  reliaues  of  painted  glafs  may  be  thrown  about 
with  indifference,  fhould  there  be  any  curiofities,  it  is  hoped  fome  able  antiquary 
will  forward  fuch  observations*  as  he  may  think  of  confequence  to  amufe  the  public, 
and  preferve  from  oblivion  the  few  remains  of  that  noble  and  ancient  family.

William  marryed  Eliza- 
beth, the  onely  daughter  of  Francis  Cave  of  Ingersby  in  the  county  of  Leicefler, 
Efq.  by  the  Lady  Villiers,  of  Brookesby  in  the  fame  county  of  Leicefler,  and  hath 
had  iffue  by  her  three  forts  and  three  daughters,  whereof  William,  Henry,  and 
Elizabeth,  are  dead  ; Francis,  Anne,  and  Rebecca,  are  living.”

“ Of  your  charitie  pray  for  the  foule  of  Richard  Evate,  gentilman,  and  Joyes  his 
fufle  wife,  by  whome  he  has  yffue  mi  fonnes  and  vii  dowghters,  Roberte,  Wil- 
liam, George,  and  Thomas  ; Anne,  Margarett,  Katerine,  Marye,  Anne,  Eliza- 
beth, and  Dorothy ; his  fecond  wife  Johane,  by  whom  he  had  no  yffue ; the  third 
wife  Anne,  by  whom  he  had  yffue  11  fonnes  and  11  dowghters,  Richard,  Stephun, 
Joyes,  and  Anne,  the  whiche  Richard  deceafed  the  xx  day  of  January,  anno 
MDL1II,  on  whofe  foule  Jhu  have  mercy.” 

3.  “ Here  lyeth  buryed  the  bodies  of  Richard  Everaed  and  Jane  his  wife,  which 
Richard  was  the  fonn  and  heire  apparent  of  Robart  Everaed,  who  lyeth  alfo  here 
buried ; and  the  faide  Jane  was  the  dough  ter  and  heire  of  Richard  Waterton,  of 
Borowe  in  the  Merfh  in  the  countye  of  Lincolne ; the  faide  Richard  died  the  8th 
day  of  December,  anno  Domini,  which  was  33  regni  Elizabeth,  and  the  faide  Jane 
died  the  10th  of  April,  1610.  They  had  betwene  them  1 fonne  and  1 doughter. 
They  lived  in  this  world  not  many  yeares,  but  died  in  hope  of  a joyful  refurredtion 
through  Chrift.”

P.  537.  700.  Sutton  Chaynell , or  Cheney , is  a chapelry  to  Bofworth. 

This  place  is  celebrated  for  containing  within  its  boundaries  the  noted  Redmore 
plain,  whereon  Richard  the  Third  loft  his  crown,  his  kingdom,  and  his  life. 

The  field  where  the  above  remarkable  event  happened  remains  yet  uninclofed, 
and  comprizes  a large  tradt  of  moorilh  land,  with  the  hill  which  divided  the  two 
armies,  and  a remnant  of  the  then  confiderable  wood  ;,  it  commands  a moft  pidtu* 
refque  and  diverfified  view  of  the  adjacent  country. 

Here  remains,  making  rapid  ftrides  to  decay  and  ruin,  the  manfion  of  Sir  Robert 
Roberts,  lord  of  this  manor,  who,  fiding  with  Charles,  in  the  civil ‘wars  had  his 
eftate  fequeftered,  and  his  family  materially  injured. 

Here  are  fix.- alms  houfes  built  of  free-ftone,  fituated  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  church, 
and  founded  by  the  above  worthy  gentleman’s  anceftor  Sir;  William  Roberts,  with 
a proper  falary.  It  plainly  appears  the  intentions  of  the  worthy  donor  are  defeated, 
and  the  charity  vilely  abufed.  In  the  front  is  the  creft  of  the  family  (a  lion  ram- 
pant), with  the  initials  of  the  name  and  date,  as  under  :

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The  chapel  bears  evident  marks  of  antiquity,  and  contains  thefe  infcriptions : 

1.  Upon  a raifed  tomb,  as  large  as  life  and  in  compleat  armour,  lies  in  full 
length  Sir  William  Roberts,  with  the  portraits  of  his  two  wives  kneeling  at  his  feet: 

On  one  fide : 

“ Heere  lyeth  interred  the  body  of  Sir  William  Roberts,  knight,  who  in  his  life- 
time, beinge  devoted  both  to  hofpitality  and  charity,  among  other  memoreable 
workes  erefted,  out  of  a pious  minde,  an  hofpitale  for  fix  poore  men  adjoyneing  to 
this  church-yard,  and  endowed  it  with  36  pound  land  yeerly,  for  their  maintenance 
for  ever.” 

On  the  other  : 

“ This  Sir  William  Roberts  was  fonne  of  Thomas  Roberts,  gent,  and  married 
to  his  firfl:  wife  Katherine,  daughter  of  Richard  Elkington,  gent,  and  to  his  fecond 
wife  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Valentine  Hartopp,  gent. ; but  by  neither  had  ifiue. 
Hee  lived  79  yeeres,  and  died  anno  Domini  1633,  Februare  24.” 

2.  Upon  a mural  monument,  with  a kneeling  figure  above,  and  the  arms  of  May  : 

“ Galfridus  May,  gen.  dominus  huius  manerii  de  Sutton  Cheney,  alias  Chenell; 

natus  parochia  de  Fronte  in  com.  Suflex,  21  die  Maii,  anno  Domini  1548,  & vitae 
fuse  diem  claufit  cxtremam  31  die  Oftob.  anno  Dom.

P.  538.  720.  Plate  XXXI.  fig.  15,  reprefents  a coffin  dug  up  a few  years  ago 
at  Swinford.  No  lid  or  covering  was  found  with  it ; but  a few  bones  in  it.  It  lay 
on  the  South  fide,  the  head  towards  the  fteeple,  and  the  narrow  end  a confiderable 
way  under  the  foundation  of  the  church  porch.  The  ancient  lords  of  Swinford 
were  the  Malorysj  whence  by  females  it  came  jointly  to  the  Vincents  and  the  Caves. 
The  part  of  the  Caves  defeended  to  Sir  Thomas  Andrews,  of  Cherwefton,  co. 
Northampton.  Of  the  Vincent  family  was  Auguftine,  the  Rouge-croix  purfuivant, 
whofe  fon  John  is  in  Burton  called  “ ion  and  heire,”  again#  which  is  written,  in  a 
copy  now  before  me,  **  of  nihil.”  The  eftate  feems  to  have  gone  by  a female  to 
the  Mulfhos. 

P.  540.  John  Kendall,  vicar  of  T horneton , was  an  intimate  friend  of  Dean 
Swift,  in  the  early  part  of  that  great  Writer's  life.  In  a letter  to  Mr.  Kendall,  Feb. 
11,  1691,  Swift  declares,  in  a very  unreferved  manner,  his  fentiments  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  Leicefler,  where  he  had  been  fome  months  on  a vifit  to  his  mother  *. 

* Abigail  Erick  (defeended  from  Erick  the  Foreftcr , who  railed  an  army  to  oppofe  William  the 
Conqueror)  was  a native  of  Leicefter^  She  was  married  in  1665  to  Mr.  Jonathan  Swift.  What- 
ever was  the  honour  of  her  lineage,  her  fortune  was  fmall  j and  about  two  years  after  her  mar- 
riage, fhe  was  left  a widow  with  one  child,  a daughter,  and  pregnant  with  another,  having  no 
means  of  fubfiftence  but  an  annuity  of  20I.  which  her  hufband  had  purchafed  for  her  in  England 
immediately  after  his  marriage.  In  this  diftrefs  (he  was  taken  with  her  daughter  into  the  family 
of  Godwin,  her  hufband’s  eldeft  brother ; and  on  the  30th  of  November,  1667,  about  feven  months 
after  her  hufband’s  death,  die  was  delivered  of  a fon,  wrhom  fhe  called  Jonathan  in  remembrance 
of  his  father,  and  who  was  afterwards  the  celebrated  Dean  of  St.  Patrick’s.  In  1669  {he  quitted 
the  family  of  Mr.  Godwin  Swift  in  Ireland,  and  retired  to  Leicefter.  During  the  remainder  of 
her  life  Ihe  was  treated  by  her  fon  with  the  utmoft  duty  and  affection  ; and  fometimes  vifited 
him  after  his  fettleinent  at  Laracor.  She  died  in  1710,  as  appears  by  a memorandum  in  one  of 
the  accompt-books  which  Dr.  Swift  always  made  up  yearly,  and  on  each  page  entered  minutely  all 
his  receipts  and  expences  in  every  month,  beginning  his  year  from  Nov.  1.  Pie  obferved  the  fame 
method  all  his  life- time  till  his  laft  illnefs.  At  the  foot  of  the  page  which  includes  his  expences 
in  the  month  of  May  1710,  at  his  glebe-houfe  in  Laracor,  in  the  county  of  Meath,  where  he 
was  then  refident,  are  thefe  remarkable  words  ; which  fiiew  at  the  fame  time  his  filial  piety, 
and  the  religious  ufe  which  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  make  of  that  melancholy  event  : — 
44  Mem . On  Wednefday,  between  feven  and  eight  in  the  evening,  May  10,  1710,  I received  a let— 
4‘  ter  in  my  chamber  at  Laracor  (Mr.  Percival  and  Jo.  Beaumont  being  by)  from  Mrs.  Fenton, 
“ dated  May  9th,  with  one  inclofed,  fent  from  Mrs.  Worrall  at  Leicefler  to  Mrs.  Fenton,  giving 

an  account  that  my  dear  mother  Mrs.  Abigail  Swift  died  that  morning,  Monday  April  24, 

1710,  about  ten  o’clock,  after  a long  ficknefs,  being  ill  all  winter  and  lame,  and  extremely  ill 
“ a month  or  fix  weeks  before  her  death.  I have  now  loft  my  barrier  between  me  and  death  ; 
i(  God  grant  I may  live  to  be  as  well  prepared  for  it,  as  I confidently  believe  her  to  have  been  ! 
li  if  the  way  to  Heaven  be  through  piety,  truth,  juftice,  and  charity,  fhe  is  there.  J.  S.” 
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It  is  an  anecdote  not  generally  known  in  Swift’s  life,  that  John  and  Thomas  Swift 
were  at  that  period,  in  conjunflion  with  James  Lee  and  Thomas  Bafs,  the  owners 
of  the  ftage-waggons  * from  Leicefier  to  London.  The  lady  to  whom  Swift  was 
then  fuppofed  to  have  paid  his  addrefles  was  a Betty  Jones,  who  was  afterwards 
married  to  a Mr.  Perkins,  an  innkeeper  either  at  Loughborough  or  Lutterworth > 
though  probably  the  latter,  as  William  Perkins  was  at  that  time  owner  of  the  Lut- 
terworth waggon.  A daughter  of  Mrs.  Perkins,  in  January  1728-9,  having  been 
left  a widow  by  one  Giles,  an  Irifhman,  who  pretended  to  be  a barrack-mafter  ge- 
neral of  Ireland,  applied  to  the  Dean  for  advice  and  afiifiance,  on  the  fcore  of  his 
former  friendlhip  for  her  mother  and  grandmother,  the  latter  of  whom  was  related 
to  Dr.  Swift’s  family.  The  young  woman  having  brought  with  her  fome  letters 
from  his  mother ; the  Dean  tells  Mr.  Worral,  “ he  is  ready  to  facrifice  five  pounds, 
“ on  old  acquaintance,  to  help  the  woman ; though  he  fufpe&ed  her  mother’s  let- 
" ters  to  be  counterfeit,  as  he  remembered  file  fpelt  like  a kitchen-maid.” 

P.  541.  Upton , corrupted  mod  probably  from  Upper-town,  and  fo  called  on 
account  of  its  fituation,  is  in  the  parilh  of  Sibfon,  and  once  had  a chapel  which  is 
no w totally  demolifiied. 

P.  544.  William  Rafiall,  D.  D.  had  a difpenfation,  June  6,  1765,  to  hold  the 
reflory  of  Waltham  on  the  Woulds , with  Cromweil,  co.  Gloucefier.  He  was  at  that 
time  chaplain  to  Bilhop  Warburton.  He  was  educated  at  Peter  Houfe,  Cambridge; 
B.  A.  there  1745  ; -and  M.  A.  1749  ; but  took  his  degree  of  D.  D.  at  Jefus  Col- 
lege at  the  Commencement  in  July  1766.  He  was  prebendary  of  Normanton  in 
the  collegiate  church  of  Southwell,  and  vicar  general  or  commiflary  of  the  twenty- 
eight  towns  comprifing- what  is  called  the  jurifdiftion  of  Southwell.  He  was  alfo 
mailer  of  St.  Leonard’s  Hofpital  in  Newark. 

P.  545.  Weihborough  is  a fmall  place  in  the  parilh  of  Sibfon  ; and  the  ancient  in- 
heritance, and  once  the  feat,  of  the  Noel  family,  now  Lord  Vifcount  Wentworth's. 

P.  6o<5.  The  following  authentic  document  relative  to  the  mayors  of  Leicefier  is 
given  from  the  mod  unquefiionable  authority  T : 

“ item  quedam  alia  billa,  formam  aflus  fimiiiter  in  fe  continens,  porrecla  fuit  domi- 

* This  fumiflies  a clue  to  a fin gular  trait  in  Swift’s  chara£ter,  his  cuilom  of  chufing  frequently 
up  his  quarters  at  an  inferior  inn-;  as  he  probably  accompanied  his  kinfmen  on  cccafional 
journeys  with  their  waggon.  During  his  refidence  with  Sir  William  Temple,  he  never  failed 
to  vifit  his  mother  at  Leicefier  once  a year,  and  his  manner  of  travelling  was  verv  extraordinary ; 
he  always  went  on  foot  except  the  weather  was  very  bad,  and  then  he  would  take  fhelter  in  a. 
waggon;  he  chofe  to  dine,  at  obfcure  ale-houfes  among  pedlars- and  ho  filers,  and  to  lie  where  he 
faw  written  over  the  door  lodgings  for  a penny  ; but 'he  ufed  to  bribe  the  rri3id  with  a teller  for 
a fingle  bed  and  clean  fheets.  In  this  manner  he  went  down  to  his  mother  upon  his  leaving  Sir 
William  ; and  from  Leicefier  he  wrote  a letter  dated  June  1694^  to  his  coufin  Deane  Swift,  them 
at  Lifbcn  j in  which  he  relates  a quarrel  with  Sir  William,  and  declares  his  purpofe  to  take  or- 
ders; in  the  September  following,  wifhing  he  could  procure  him  the  chaplainfiiip  of  the  factory.

Forafmoch  as  of  late  great  dyvyfions  and 
difcordes  have  growen  and  been  had,  as  well  in  the  townes  and  bourghes  of  Ley- 
ceftre and  Northampton,  as  in  other  dyvers  townes  and  burghes  corporate  within 
the  realme  of  England,  amongeft  the  inhitauntes  of  the  fame,  for  eleccion  and  choife 
of  maires,  and  officers  within  the  fame,  by  reafon  that  fuch  multitudes  of  the  faid 
inhabitauntes,  beying  of  litill  fubftaunce  and  havour,  and  of  no  fadnes,  difcrecion, 
wifdome,  ne  reafon,  which  oft  in  nombre  excede  in  their  aflembles  others  that 
been  approved,  difcrete,  fadde,  and  well  difpofed  perfones,  have  by  their  multitude, 
and  their  bandys,  confederacies,  exclamations,  and  heednefle,  ufed  in  the  faid  af* 
.fembles,  can  fed  great  trobles,  dyvyfions,  and  difcordes  amongeft  themfelfe,  afwell 
in  the  faid  ele&ions,  as  in  afTeflyng  the  lawfull  charges  and  impofitions  amongeft 
theym,  to  the  fubverfyon  of  the  goode  rule,  governaunce,  and  polytike  demeanyng 
of  the  bourghes,  and  ofte  tymes  to  the  great  brech  of  the  kyngs  peafe  within  the 
fame,  to  the  fere,  drede,  and  manyfold  perills  that  therby  may  enfue.  For  refor- 
macion  wherof,  and  for  the  more  quyet  and  reftfullnes  of  the  kyngs  fubgietts  heraf- 
ter,  and  for  the  confervacion  of  the  kynges  peas,  more  fermely  to  be  obferved  and 
kept,  it  is  ordeyned,  eftablifshed,  and  enabled,  by  the  advyfe  and  afFent  of  .the 
lords  fpuall  and  temporall,  and  comens,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and 
by  au&orite  of  the  fame,  that  from  hensforth  the  elleccions  of  maires  and  other 
officers,  and  alfo  the  afTeflyng  of  all  lawfull  charges  and  impofitions,  that  herafter 
fhall  be  made  and  had  in  the  bourgh  of  Leyceftre,  fhall  be  had,  made,  and  ufed, 
after  the  fourme  following : that  is  to  fay,  the  maire  of  the  towne  of  Leyceftre  and 
his  brethren,  for  the  tyme  beyng,  or  the  more  part  of  theym,  upon  their  othes  and 
difvreffions,  (hall  name  and  chofe  xlviii  perfones,  of  the  moft  wife,  difcrete,  and 
bcft  difpofed  perfones  of  the  inhabitauntes  within  the  faid  towne,  and  the  fame 
perfones,  or  part  of  theym,  from  tyme  to  tyme  herafter  to  chaunge,  when,  and  as 
ofte  as  they,  or  the  more  parte  of  theym,  fhall  feme  moft  neceflarie  and  behovfull ; 
which  perfons,  fo  by  them  chofen  and  named,  and  the  faid  maire  and  his  brethren, 
or  the  more  parte  of  theym,  fhall  have  and  make  yerly  elleccions  of  all  the  maires 
that  herafter  fhall  be  maires  of  the  faid  bourgh  and  towne,  and  elleccions  by  them* 
or  the  more  parte  of  theym  fo  made,  to  ftande  and  be  goode  and  efle&uall  in  lawe, 
yerly  herafter  for  ever  to  endure,  in  lyke  maner,  fourme,  and  condition,  as  yf  the 
elleccions  were  made  by  fuche  way,  maner,  and  fourme,  as  aforetyme  hath  been 
ufed  and  accuftumed,  in,  of,  and  for,  the  fame  elections  in  the  fame  bourgh';  and 
that  the  voices  of  every  other  perfone  or  perfones,  other  then  been  afore  reherced, 
in  all  eleccions  within  the  faid  towne,  as  to  chofyng  any  officers  of  the  fame,  be 
voide,  and  of  none  efle&e  in  the  lawe.  And  over  this,  that  all  other  officers  of  the 
faid  towne,  that  by  dutie  of  their  offices  owe  to  be  attendant  upon  the  maire  and 
maires  that  nowe  be,  or  that  herafter  in  the  faid  bourgh  fhall  be  ele&e,  chofen,  and 
made,  only  by  the  faid  maire  and  his  brethren  for  the  tyme  beyng,  or  the  more 
parte  of  theym,  without  aflembleof  any  other  perfones,  inhabitauntes  of,  in,  or  for 
the  fame.  Provyded  always,  that  yf  in  the  faid  eleccions,  or  any  of  theym,  the  voices 
be  evenly  divided  and  equall  for  fondry  parties,  then  the  voice  of  the  maire  for  the 
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tyme  beyng,  to  ftand  and  be  reputed  for  11  voices  in  the  fame  ele&ion;  and  yf  any 
eleccion  or  eleccions  herafter  happe  to  be  made,  of  maire  or  maires  in  the  faid 
towne,  in  other  wife  then  in  this  a£te  afore  is  reherced,  then  that  elleccion  or  ellec- 
cions  to  be  taken  voide,  and  of  noftrength  ne  effe&e.  And  over  this,  be  yt  ordeyned 
by  the  faid  au&orite,  that  yf  any  of  the  inhabitauntes  nowe  beyng,  or  that  herafter 
(hall  be  inhabited  in  the  faid  borough  and  towne,  attempte  or  -do  to  the  breche,  im- 
pedyment,  or  lett,  of  this  prefent  a<fte;  and  then  the  faid  perfone  or  perfones  to 
forfeite  the  fume  of  xt.  the  moite  therof  to  be  to  the  kyng,  and  the  other  moite 
to  be  to  the  maire  of  the  faid  towns  for  the  tyme  beyng,  to  employe  to  the  charges 
of  the  faid  towne.  And  that  it  fhall  be  lefull  to  the  maire  of  the  faid  bourgh  and 
towne  for  the  tyme  beyng,  to  comytte  every  fuch  perfone  or  perfones,  troblyng  or 
lettyng  the  faid  elleccion,  to  prifon  within  the  fame  towne,  and  there  to  remayne 
without  bailie  or  maynprize,  till  the  faid  fomme  or  fommes  of  money  be  fully  levyed 
and  paide.  Cui  quidem  bille  perle&e  & intelledte  per  dnum  regem,  au&orirate 
& aflenfu  prasdi&rs,  ut  fequitur  refpondebatur,  “ Le  Roy  le  vuelt.”

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The  honour  of  Leicefter  is  of  very  great  antiquity,  as  alfo  a court  Jeet  held  for 
the  faid  honour  annually  at  Leicefter,  to  which  court  all  the  men  and  tenants  of 
the  faid  honour  are  fummoned,  and  pay  fuit  and  fervice ; within  which  honour  is 
the  town  and  borough  of  Leicefter. 

The  men  and  tenants  of  the  faid  honour  have  time  immemorial  been  free,  quir, 
and  exempt  from  payment  of  toll  for  all  their  goods  and  things,  in  and  throughout 
the  realm  of  England,  and  had  been  fo,  fo  long  ago  as  the  4th  year  of  King  Hen- 
ry IV.  for  that  king  granted  his  letters  mandatory,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Eng« 
land,  at  the  town  of  Leicefter,  the  24th  day  of  May,  in  the  4th  year  of  his  reign, 
in  haec  verba:  “ Henricus,  Dei  gratia,  Rex  Anglias  & -Franc’/&  Anus  Hibnhr! 
univerfis  & fingulis  vicecomitib’,  majorib’,  ballivis,  conftabulariis,  miniftris,  .at* 
aliis  fidelib’  & fubditis  fuis,  tarn  infra  libertares  quam  extra,  ad  quos  prcelentes  Irx 
perveneiint,  faltm.  Cum,fcdm  confuetudinem  in  regno  nro  Angliae  haflenus  optentum 
& approbatum,  homines  & tenentes  honoris  de  Leyceftr*,  a tempore  quo  non  exrat 
memoria,  quieti  effe  confueverint  a pfentatione  theolonei,  pontagii,  pica<m,  mura- 
gii,  panagii,  ftallagii,  p^ffagii,  laftagii,  & cariagii,  <p  bonis  & rebus  fuis*per  totum 
regnum  hrurn;  vobL&cuilibt  vrum  prmcipimus,  firmit’  injungentes,  quod  omnes  & fin- 
gulos  homines  & tenentes  honoris  pra?di<fti  de  hujufmod’  theoloneo,  pontagio,  pir 
cagio,  muragio,  panagio,  ftallagio,  paffagio,  laftagio,  & cariagio,  vobis  feu  ah  cui 
vrum  43  bonis  & rebus  fuis  prsftand  quietos  efle  permittatis,  juxta  confuerudinem 
fupradnftam,  & (put  ipfi  inde  quieti  effe  debent,  ipfique  & anteceflores  homes  & te- 
nentes honoris  prmdifti  a tempore  pradi&o  haftenus  ronabilit’  quieti  efle  confueve- 
runt.  X-  meipfo  apud  viilam  Leyceftr’,  24  die  Mali,  anno  rni  Sri  quarto.  W\mbyJLv 
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King  Edward  VI.  granted  his  letters  mandatary,  tefted  at  Weftminfter,  the  28th 
day  of  November,  in  the  firft  year  of  his  reign,  in  the  fame  words  as  the  former. 

The  men  and  tenants  of  the  faid  honour  cf  Leicefler  have  accordingly  all  along 
ufed  and  enjoyed  the  aforefaid  privileges  and  liberties  of  all  places  in  England, 
without  any  hindrance  or  moleflation,  upon  producing  a certificate  under  the  hand 
and  leal  of  the  mayor  of  Leicefler,  fignifying  that  the  perfon  therein  named  was  a 
freeman  of  Leicefler,  and  as  fuch  entitled  to  the  aforefaid  privileges  and  liberties, 
when  other  perions  who  have  been  in  company  have  been  obliged  to  pay  toll. 

The  form  of  the  certificate,  as  granted  by  the  corporation  of  Leicefler  to  a bur- 
gefs  in  the  mayoralty  of  Edmund  Cradock,  1657,  is  this.: 

“ To  all  Chriftian  people  to  whom  this  prefent  writinge  {hall-come.  The  maior, 
bailiffs,  and  burgeffes,  of  the  burrough  of  Leicefler,  in  the  county  of  Leicefler, 
fend  greetinge  in  our  Lord  God  everlafli nge.  Know  yee,  that  whereas,  as  well 
by  letters  patterns  of  Kinge  John,  fometimes  kinge  of  England,  8c c.  bearinge  date 
the  fixe  and  twentyeth  day  of  December,. in  the  firfl  yeare  of  his  raigne;  as  alfo  by 
divers  other  graunts,  ilatutes,  and  adls  of  parliament,  of  Edward  the  Third,  Henry 
the  Fourth,  Henry  the  Fifth,  Henry  the  Sixth,  Edward  the  Fourth,  Henry  the: 
Seaventh,  fometymes  alfo  kings  of  England  ; and  alfo  by  divers  other 'graunts,  con- 
firmations, flatutes,  and  conceffions,  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  Edward  the  Sixth,  alfo- 
fometymes  late  kings  of  England,  and  of  the  lady  Elizabeth,  fometymes  queene  of 
England,  and  of  the  late  King  James ; it  is  graunted,  enadted,  appoynted,  efta- 
blifhed,  and  confirmed,  that  all  and  finguler  tenants  of  the  honour  of  Leiceiler, 
holden  of  the  Dutchy  of  Lancafter,  and  more  efpecially  the  maior  and  burgeffes 
of  the  burrough  of  Leicefler,  (hall  have,  enjoy,  and  ufe  (among ft  other  things) 
their  liberties,  priviledges,  and  immunities  following,  that  is  to  fay,  that  they  fhal 
be  quitt  of  all  and  all  manner  of  toles,  pannages,  paffages,  laftages,  ftallages,  pef- 
fages,  pitchages,  terrages,  murages,  carriages,  and  ftannages,  whatfoever,  in  and 
thorough  the  realme  of  England,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  for  all  their  goods  and 
merchandizes  whatfoever,  without  any  moleflation,  as  by  the  faid  letters  pattents, 
graunts,  flatutes,  and  confirmations,  remayninge  upon  record,  more  at  large  it  doth 
a'ppeare.  And  b.caufe  many  from  tyme  to  tyme  (as  it  is  faid)  doe  clayme  the  faid 
liberties,  priviledges,  and  immunities  aforefaid,  which  are  not  of  the  company  of 
burgeffes  of  the  borough  of  Leicefler  aforefaid,  nor  ougl^t  to  be  quitt  from  fuch 
toles  and  payments.  Know  yee  therefore  now  moreover,  that  wee  the  faid  maior, 
bayliffes,  and  burgeffes,  to  you  and  every  of  you,  by  tenor  of  theis  prefents,  doe 
certifye  that  Wdliam  Newton,  vintner,  is  one  of  the  burgeffes  of  the  burrough  of 
Leicefler  aforefaid,  and  that  the  faid  privileges  and  immunities,  by  force  of  the 
faid  graunts  and  confirmations,  freely  and  quietly  hee  ought  to  haue  and  enjoy  ; 
wee  therefore  again  inftantly  by  theis  prefents  doe  defire  and  require  that  the  faid 
William  Newton,  and  every  other  burgeffe  of  the  faid  burrough  of  Leicefler, 
freely  and  quietly  you  will  fuffer  to  goe  and  returne  with  their  goods  and  merchant 
dizes  whatfoever,  without  any  of  your  leers  or  moleftations,  or  without  takinge  or 
clayminge  of  them,  or  any  of  them,  any  tole,  pannage,  paffage,  laftage,  ftallage, 
peiiage,  pitchage,  terrage,  murage,  carriage,  and  ftanage,  contrary  to  the  liberties 
3 and 
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End  immunities  aforefaid,  and  for  you  and  every  of  your  more  full  fatisfa&ion  herein, 
that  the  faid  William  Newton  is  one  of  the  burgeffes  of  the  faid  burrough  of  Lei- 
cefier  as  aforefaid,  wee  make  you  theis  and  our  letters  teftimoniall,  and  for  the 
better  ftrengtheninge  and  confirminge  thereof,  wee  have  hereunto  put  our  common 
feale  of  the  burroughe  of  Leicefler  aforefaid,  dated  at  the  Guildhall  of  the  faid 
burrough  of  Leicefler,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thou- 
fand  fixe  hundred  fifty  and  feaven.  Coles,  common  clerk  here. 

Edm.  Cradock,  maior.*' 

In  the  nth  year  of  Queen  Anne  a caufe  was  tried  between  George  Bent, 
gent,  (one  of  the  men  of  Leicefler)  plaintiff,  and  Thomas  Gifbourne,  Efq.  mayor 
of  Derby,  and  Ifaac  Barker,  his  toll-gatherer,  defendants,  in  an  aflion  of  trover, 
for  one  heifer  taken  by  defendants  at  Derby  for  non-payment  of  toll ; which  caufe, 
by  confent  of  all  parties,  was  tried  at  Nottingham,  and  the  plaintiff  fucceeded 
therein  ; but  the  aftion  being  in  trover,  the  point  then  in  queflion  does  not  appear. 

In  another  caufe,  tried  in  1743,  between  Thomas  Ayre,  the  younger,  plaintiff, 
and  John  Hornbuckle,  Efq.  mayor  of  Bedford,  and  John  Marchant,  his  toll-gatherer, 
defendants,  the  following  arguments  were  urged  in  the  plaintiff’s  brief : 

Mr.  Ayre  the  plaintiff  lives  at  Leicefler,  and  is,  and  for  feveral  years  pa fl  hath 
been,  a very  confiderable  grazier,  and  a freeman  of  the  town  of  Leicefler,  and  as 
fuch  entitled  to  the  aforefaid  liberties  and  privileges;  and  it  being  neceffary  for  him 
to  take  his  cattle  to  divers  fairs  and  markets  in  order  to  fell  them  ; therefore,  that 
they  might  pafs  and  re-pafs  unmolefled  upon  account  of  toll,  he  obtained  a certifi- 
cate, dated  the  25th  of  March,  1735,  under  the  hand  of  William  Brufhfield,  then 
mayor  of  Leicefler,  and  under  thve  common  feal  of  the  faid  town  of  Leicefler,  fig- 
nifying  that  he  the  faid  Mr.  Ayre  was  a freeman  of  Leicefler,  and  as  fuch  was  en- 
titled to  the  aforefaid  liberties  and  privileges ; and  Mr.  Ayre  hath,  fubfequent  to 
fuch  certificate,  taken  his  cattle  to  a great  many  fairs  and  markets,  which  have  al- 
ways been  permitted  to  pafs  and  re-pafs  toll-free,  without  any  hindrance  or  molefla- 
tion  whatfoever,  upon  producing  the  faid  certificate,  until  the  inflance  now  in 
quell  ion. 

Mr.  Ayre  the  plaintiff  fent  a drove  of  cattle  to  a fair  held  at  Bedford  the  8th  of 
December,  1743  i and  having  about  ten  or  twelve  of  them  undifpofed  of,  thought 
proper  to  fend  them  to  Newport  Pagnell  in  the  county  of  Bucks;  and  it  being  ne- 
ceffary for  them  to  pafs  over  the  bridge  over  the  river  Ouze  at  Bedford,  in  their 
road  to  Newport  aforefaid,  that  they  might  pafs  over  the  bridge  unmolefled,  deli- 
vered  his  certificate  to  defendant  Hornbuckle,  then  mayor  of  the  town  of  Bedford, 
for  his  perufal  and  fatisfa&ion  that  he  the  faid  Mr.  Ayre  was  entitled  to  the  faid  li- 
berties and  priviledges  ; but  Hornbuckle,  after  he  had  kept  the  certificate  fome 
time  lor  his  perufal,  returned  it,  with  anfwer  that  he  (hould  order  the  cattle  to  be 
flopped  upon  refufal  of  payment  of  toll  for  them  ; and  on  the  next  day,  being  the 
9th  of  December,  a>  plaintiff’s  iervant  was  driving  the  cattle  over  the  faid  bridge, 
defendant  Marchant  flopped  them,  and  would  not  permit  them  to  pafs  over  without 
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toll  paid  for  them,  although  the  plaintiff’s  faid  certificate  was  then  produced  to 
him ; but,  after  fome  difpute,  let  them  all  pafs  except  the  two  fleers  in  queftion, 
which,  he  (till  flopped  for  the  toll  of  the  whole  drove;  and  after  fome  more  time 
fpent  in  difputing  about  the  toll,  the  refidue  of  the  drove  being  gone  over  the 
bridge  along  the  road,  plaintiff's  fervant  was  obliged  to  leave  the  faid  two  (leers  to 
the  pleafure  of  Marchant,  and  in  his  cuflody  upon  or  near  to  the  faid  bridge,  in 
order  to  follow  and  take  care  of  the  others  which  were  gone  along  the  road. 

“ That  Marchant,  after  having  kept  the  faid  two  fleers  for  about  an  hour  upon  or 
near  to  the  faid  bridge,  impounded  them  ; therefore  plaintiff  brought  this  adlion  to 
obtain  a.  fatisfaffion  for  his  damages.” 

P.  610.  Philip  de  Repingdon  was  fome  time  a warm  and  able  advocate  of  Wick* 
liff's  dodlrine  ; but  his  views,  we  may  conjecture,  were  of  a different  caff  to  the  re- 
former’s ; for  he  afterwards  recanted  and  became  a powerful  oppofer  of  the  Reforma- 
tion, for  which  he  was  rewarded  with  the  bifhoprick  of  Lincoln,  and  made  a Car- 
dinal by  Gregory  XIII. 

Ibid.  John  Penney  had  the  priory  of  Bradley  in  commendam  1503.  After  pre- 
fiding  at  Leicefter  Abbey  13  years,  he  was  made  bifhop  of  Bangor,  and  was  fo 
much  in  favour  that  he  continued  abbot  alfo  till  he  was  tranflated  to  Carlifle  in  1509. 
Notwithftancling  his  elevation,  he  was  fo  much  attached  to  this  abbey  and  his  bre- 
thren there,  that  when  he  was  at  liberty  from  his  epifcopal  duty,  he  almoft  con- 
ffantly  dwelt  among  them  in  that  religious  retreat.  He  was  buried  at  St.  Marga- 
et's,  Leicefter  ; fee  pp.  *490.  791.

“ Here  lyes  the  body  of  Jane  Ruding,  fecond  daughter  of  Walter  Ruding,  of 
Weftcoates,  Efq.  and  Sarah  his  wife.  She  departed  this  life  Jan.  31,  1716,  aged 
2 years  and  1 month.” 

“ Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  Ruding,  third  fon  of  Walter  Pvuding,  of  Weftcoats, 
Efq.  and  Sarah  his  wife,  who  departed  this  life  May  25,  1709,  aged  11  weeks.” 

Againft  the  wall  of  the  Eaft  end  of  the  chancel,  Ruding , with  quarterings  as 
at  **  above,  impaling  Inge , which  feems  to  be  Argent,  a chevron  between  three 
goats’  heads  erafed  Sable. 

“ Near  unto  this  place  is  interred  the  body  of  Jane,  the  wife  of  Walter  Ruding, 
of  Weftcoates,  near  the  borough  of  Leicefter,  Efq.  only  daughter  of  Richard  Inge, 
of  Knighton,  gent,  and  Jane  Ive  his  wife,  who  departed  this  life  Oft.  9,  1685, 
being  aged  64.”

“ Dr.  Vaughan, 

Sir,  it  is  the  unanimous  requeft  of  all  the  fubfcribers  now  prefent,- that  you  will  accept  their 
grateful  thanks,  for  the  great  care  and  trouble  you  have  taken  in  compiling  and  cigefhng  the 
book  of  Rules  and  Orders,  for  the  good  government  and  difcipline  of  the  Infirmary  of  this 
county,  which  has  this  day  been  univerfaily  approved  of.” 

Ordered,  That  the  above  be  printed  in  the  Leicefter  news -paper,  and  alfo  annexed  to  the 
faid  Rules  and  Orders,  which  are  alfo  to  be  printed,  one  thoufand  in  number.

The  general  meeting  of  the  fubfcribers  to  the  Leicefter  Infirmary,  this  day  aflenibled, 
being  fenfible  of  the  great  benefit  and  emolument  arifing  to  this  county,  from  your  origin  d 
plan  and  propofal,  for  fuch  an  eftablifhment,  do  unanimoufly  and  gratefully  beg  your  ac- 
ceptance of  their  thanks  on  that  account;  and,  as  a further  teftimony  of  their  regard  for  you, 
have  ele&ed  you  a governor.” 

Ordered,  That  the  above  be  printed  in  the  Leicefter  paper,  and  alfo  prefixed  to  each  copy 
of  the  faid  Rules  and  Orders. 

I.  The  building  known  by  the  name  of  the  Infirmary,  with  the  clofe  and  gar- 
den adjoining,  fhall  be  vefted  as  a truft,  in  a certain  number  of  gentlemen,  con- 
formable to  the  directions  of  the  late  Lord  Chancellor  Yorke  ; who  fhall  iikewife  be 
governors  of  the  fame. 

II.  All  fubfcribers  of  two  guineas  or  more  annually  fhall  be  governors  during 
payment ; and  all  benefactors  of  50I.  or  more  at  one  time,  fhall  be  alfo  governors 
during  life. 

III.  From  the  lift  of  governors  fhall  be  chofen  the  following  great  officers,  who 
are  to  remain  fo  for  life,  or  as  long  as  they  continue  fubfcribers ; a prefidenr,  vice- 
prefident,  and  a vifiior;  to  whufe  -nfpetion  every  tranlacftion  refpecting  the  Infir- 
mary (ball  at  all  times  be  open ; and  each  of  whom  fhall  be  impowered  to  call  a 
fpecial  meeting,  fo  often  as  to  them  lhail  appear  neceflaiy  ; obferviog  the  form  di- 
rected in  the  15th  ftatute. 

IV.  A general  board  of  governors  fhall  be  held  at  four  ftated  times  every  year, 
viz.  on  the  Tnurfday  preceding  the  24th  of  June,  which  is  to  be  confidered  as  the 
principal  annual  meeting;  on  the  Thursdays  preceding  the  29th  of  September, 
the  25th  of  December,  and  the  25th  of  March  ; or  oftener  on  fpecial  occalions. 

V.  The  power  of  making  and  repealing  laws,  and  of  elecfling  or  removing  offi- 
cers, fhall  be  vefted  in  the  general  board  only. 

VI.  There  fhall  be  a weekly  committee,  or  board  of  governors,  confiding  of  five 
at  leaft,  who  are  to  meet  every  Tuefday,  by  eleven  o’clock,  at  the  Infirmary. 

VII.  At 
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VII.  At  the  general  board  held  next  before  Midfummer,  a treafurer  (hall  be 
annually  ehofen  out  of  the  governors,  who  (hall  give  fecurity  to  fuch  perfons  as  the 
general  board  ihall  appoint,  for  the  due  accounting  for  all  fuch  money  as  he  lhali 
*jfeceive  for  the  ufe  of  the  Infirmary  ; and  lhali  pay  all  fuch  bills  as  ar^e  ordered  by 
,tiie  general,  or  weekly  board,  fuch  order  being  firft  figned  by  the  fecretary. 

Vlil.  The  treafurer  at  every  weekly  board  is  to  take  the  chair,  or  in  his  ab- 
fence  a chairman  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  members  then  prefent ; who  fhall  have 
a calling  vote.  And  at  every  general  board,  the  proceedings  of  the  former,  and 
at  every  weekly  board  the  proceedings  of  the  laft  weekly  board,  {hall  be  read  over; 
and  all  laws  and  orders  made  at  one  general  board  (hall  be  in  force  until  the  next 
general  board,  but  no  longer,  unlefs  confirmed  by  two  thirds  of  the  governors 
prefent  at  fuch  fubfequent  general  board  ; and  all  orders  of  the  weekly  committee 
are  to  continue  in  force  till  repealed  by  fome  fubfequent  weekly  or  general  board. 

IX.  The  proceedings  of  every  board  lhail  be  fairly  regiftered,  and  figned  by  the 
chairman. 

X.  At  the  general  board  held  next  before  Midfummer,  two  auditors  fhall  be 
cholen  from  the  governors,  to  infpeft  and  audit  the  accompts  of  the  Infirmary,  and 
to  report,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  general  board  ; and  at  the  end  of  every  year, 
viz.  at  Midfummer,  fliall  draw  out  the  accompts  of  the  charity,  calling  to  their  aid 
fuch  affiftance  as  may  be  nee'effary.  They  ihall  alfo  ftate  the  number  of  patients 
received  and  difcharged  in  the  year,  and  give  an  abftratt  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
governors,  and  Ihall  report  the  fame  to  the  general  board. 

XI.  One  or  more  of  the  contributors  refiding  in  town  {hall  be  appointed  in  the 
order  they  {land  in  the  alphabetical  lift,  at  every  weekly  board,  to  vifit  the  houfe 
once  every  day  for  the  eniuing  week,  each  of  which,  in  cafe  of  ficknefs  or  neceffary 
avocation,  may  appoint  another  contributor  to  be  his  deputy.  When  vifiting,  they 
fliall  enquire  whether  the  rules  concerning  officers,  fervants,  and  patients,  have 
been  obferved  ; whether  prayers  have  been  duly  read  ; whether  the  patients  and 
fervants  have  been  guilty  of  fwearing,  drunkennefs,  or  any  immorality  or  indecency; 
whether  the  provifions  are  good,  and  whether  they  have  been  carried  out  of  the 
houfe,  or  brought  into  the  patients  clandeflinely  ; and  they  are  to  enter  what  they 
think  proper  to  be  obferved  in  a book  provided  for  that  purpofe,  and  fhall  attend 
the  next  weekly  board. 

XII.  An  apothecary,  fecretary,  and  matron,  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  general 
board,  and  fuch  nurfes  and  fervants  as  are  neceffary  to  attend  the  Infirmary,  after 
the  firfl  appointment  by  the  weekly  board. 

3LIIL  An  apothecary  fhall  from  time  to  time  infpeft  the  {hop,  and  fee  that  the 
medicines  are  properly  compounded,  and  good  in  their  kind,  who  Ihall  be  called 
the  vifiting  apothecary. 

XIV.  The  weekly  board  fhall  infpeft  the  obfervations  of  the  houfe  vifitors,  re- 
gulate all  matters  relating  to  the  admiffion  and  difeharge  of  patients  (fubjc&ing  ne- 
verthelefs  the  admiffion  of  them  to  the  determination  of  the  phyficians,  who  are 
the  only  judges  how  far  the  cafe  of  a patient  renders  him  proper  for  an  in  or  out 
patient,  or  whether  he  fhould  be  admitted  a patient  in  any  refpedt) ; they  fhall 
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enquire  into  the  conduct  of  officers  and  fervants,  examine  and  pafs  accompts,  order 
payments,  execute  the  orders  of  the  general  board,  and  prepare  fuch  matters  as 
are  proper  to  be  laid  before  the  fame. 

XV.  When  a vacancy  fhall  happen  in  any  of  the  offices,  or  in  the  place  of  apo- 
thecary, fecretary,  or  matron,  the  weekly  board  fhall  fummon  a general  board  to 
fill  up  the  vacancy,  unlefs  the  dated  general  board  fhall  happen  at  a convenient 
didance  of  time ; and  till  fuch  ele&ion  be  made,  the  weekly  board  fhall  appoint  a 
perfon  or  perfon.;  to  a£l  in  the  vacant  office. 

XVI.  The  weekly  board,  feven  members  being  prefent,  fhall  have  power  to 
fummon  a general  board,  upon  any  fpecial  occalion,  giving  public  notice,  fourteen 
days  at  the  lead,  and  fpecifying.  the  bnfinefs  to  be  tranfa&ed  at  fuch  ftieeting  in 
the  Leiceder  Journal. 

XVII.  All  elections  if  conteded  fhall  be  by  ballot,  and  all  quedions  decided  by 
a majority  of  votes  prefent,  which  fhall  be  taken  by  ballot  if  required  ; but  no 
fubfcriber  fhall  have  a vote  at  any  general  board,  unlefs  he  has  fubferibed  one  year, 
and  paid  his  fecond  year’s  fubfcription. 

XVIII.  All  fubfcriptions  for  the  current  year  (hail  be  paid  as  foon  as  may  be 
after  the  year  commences,  and  ail  fubfcripbons  entered  before  Michaelmas  fhall  be 
deemed  to  commence  at  the  preceding  Midfummer;  and  all  fubfequent  fubfcriptions 
are  to  commence  from  the  quarter  day  preceding  the  time  of  fubfcribing,  unlefs  the 
fubfcriber  dc  fires  othervvife. 

XIX.  The  fecretary  fhall  fend  a monitory  letter  to  all  perfons  whofe  fubfcrip- 
tions are  three  months  m arrears,  to  prevent  further  delay  of  payment;  all  fub- 
fcriptions being  fuppofed  to  continue,  unlefs  the  fubfcriber  orders  the  contrary  by- 
letter. 

XX.  No  phyfician,  furgeon,  treafurer,  or  auditor,  fhall  receive  any  reward,  fa- 
lary,  or  gratuity,  from  the  Infirmary  for  his  fervice. 

XXI.  No  patient,  or  perfon  related  to  the  Infirmary,  fhall  at  any  time  prefume, 
on  pain  of  expqlfion,  to  give  or  take  from  any  tradesman,  patient,  fervant,  llranger, 
or  other  perfon' whatfoever,  any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity,  directly  or  indirectly,  for 
any  fervice  done,  or  to  be  done,  on  account  of  the  Infirmary. 

XXII.  A table  of  rules  and  orders  relating  to  the  conduct  of  patients  and  fer- 
vants fhall  be  hung  up  in  each  ward,  and  publicly  read  over  every  Wednesday 
morning  by  a perfon  to  be  appointed  by  the  matron. 

XXlil.  An  inventory  of  all  the  houfhold  goods  and  furniture  belonging  to  the 
Infirmary  (hall  be  kept  by  the  fecretary,  and  a copy  thereof  by  rhe  matron  ; and 
once  every  year  at  fome  convenient  time  before  the  dated  board  in  June,  the  audi- 
tors fhall  caufe  a frefh  inventory  to  be  made,  and  compared  with  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  as  well  as  with  the  account  of  what  has  been  purchafed  fince  ; and  as 
often  as  any  thing  be  wanted,  it  fhall  be  immediately  notified  by  the  matron  to  the 
vifitor  of  the  week. 

XXIV.  The  method  of  dealing  with  tradefmen  in  general  fhall  be  to  publifh 
an  account  of  the  provifions  and  goods  wanted,  for  fuch  as  are  willing  to  furnifh  the 
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fame  to  bring  their  propofals,  fealed  up,  to  the  fecretary,  at  a day  fixed,  in  order 
that  the  nexLweekly  board  may  determine  which  (hall  be  accepted. 

XXV.  The  appointment  of  the  particular  diet  of  the  patients  (hall  be  under  the 
regulation  of  their , reipedbve  phyfician  or  furgeon  ; and  no  other  provifions  or 
liquors  (bail  be  brought  into  the  houfe  to  them,  on  any  pretence  whatfoever. 

XXVI.  A poor’s  box  or  boxes  (hall  be  fet  up  in  fome  convenient  place  or 
places,  to  each  of  which  there  (hall  be  two  locks,  one  key  to  be  kept  by  the  trea- 
surer, and  the  other  as  the  weekly  board  (hail  direct,  and  the  money  therein  col- 
lected applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  Infirmary. 

XXVII.  The  matron  and  fervants  (hall  be  ready  to  attend  the  vifitor  in  the 
board  room  ; and  when  the  vifitor  enters  the  wards,  the  matron  and  fervants  are  to 
withdraw,  and  the  patients  to  (land  by  their  refpective  beds. 

XX VIII  All  deeds,  evidences,  and  writing,  relating  to  the  Infirmary,  or 
where  the  originals  cannot  be  obtained,  atttfled  copies  thereof,  fhall  be  preferved 
in  a cheft  provided  for  that  purpofe,  and  fecured  by  three  locks ; and  the  keys 
(hall  be  kept  by  fuch  perfons  as  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  general  board  held  at 
Midfummer.. 

XXIX.  No  repeal,  addition,  or  alteration,  in  any  of  the  ftatutes  (hall  take  place, 
excepting  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  governors  in  June,  twenty-one  or  more 
being  prefent,  two  thirds  of  which  mud  vote  for  fuch  repeal,  addition,  or  altera- 
tion. 


Rules  for  the  admiflion  and  difeharge  of  patients. 

I.  The  patients  (hall  be  admitted  and  difeharged  every  Tuefday,  by  the  com- 
mittee, between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  one  o’clock  ; and  none  (hall  be  admitted 
after  twelve,  except  on  lome  extraordinary  occaiions,  as  the  committee  will  be  then 
adjourned. 

II.  If  by  accident,  or  fome  unforefeen  caufe,  a fufficient  number  of  governors 
do  not  meet  on  the  day  of  appointment  for  the  admiflion  of  patients,  the  phyfician 
and  furgeon  of  the  week  (hall  then  difeharge  fuch  patients  as  are  ready  to  be  dif- 
eharged, and  admit  fuch  patients  as  (hall  then  offer  themfelves  and  be  approved  of. 

III.  The  head,  or  ocher  officer  for  the  time  being,  of  any  body- corporate,  town- 
(hip,  parifh,  or  fociety,  fubferibing  to  the  Infirmary,  (hall  have  the  fame  power  of 
•recommending  patients  with  a fubferiber  of  equal  value. 

IV.  Every  lubfcriber  (ludl  have  the  power  of  deputing  another  fubferiber  to 
recommend  patients  in  his  abfence,  oblerving  the  form  directed  in  the  Supplement. 

V.  No  patient  fhall  be  admitted  but  by  the  recommendation  of  a fubferiber  or 
benefaSors,  unlefs  in  cafes  which  admit  of  no  delay;  in  which  cafes  the  apothecary 
and  marron  may  receive  patients,  giving  immediate  notice  to  the  phyfician  and 
furgeon  of  the  week. 

VI.  No  fubferiber’s  recommendation  (hall  be  accepted  whilff  his  fubfeription  is 
in  arrear;  nor  any  governor’s  vote  permitted,  until  his  fubfeription  and  arrears  are 
paid. 

VII.  Every 
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VII.  Every  fubfcriber  of  a guinea  annually,  or  benefa&or  of  ten  guineas,  fhall 
have  a power  of  recommending  either  three  out-patients  annually,  or  one  in-patient. 

VIII.  Every  fubfcriber  of  twenty  guineas  at  any  one  time,  or  two  guineas  an- 
nually, fhall  have  the  privilege  of  recommending  two  in-patients,  and  two  out-pa- 
tients annually,  having  no  more  than  one  in-patient  in  the  houfe  at  a time  *,  and 
fo  in  proportion  for  every  increafed  fubfcription,  up  to  five  guineas  per  annum. 

IX.  Every  fubfcriber  of  five  guineas  per  annum,  or  one  hundred  pounds  in 
benefaction,  fhall  have  the  power  of  fending  any  number  of  patients  annually  j but 
fhall  not  have  more  than  two  at  any  one  time  in  the  houfe. 

X.  No  perfons  fhall  be  admitted  who  are  able  to  fubfift  themfelves,  and  pay  for 
their  cure  ; and  no  one  fhall  be  admitted,  or  fuffered  to  remain  as  an  in-patient, 
who  is  capable  of  receiving  equal  benefit  as  an  out-patient. 

XI.  An  alphabetical  litl  of  all  fubfcribers  in  arrear  fhall  be  made  cut  by  the 
fecretary,  and  laid  before  the  chairman  of  the  committee  at  the  end  of  every  quarter, 
that  he  may  immediately  refer  to  any  perfon’s  name  whofe  fubfcription  is  unpaid. 

XII.  No  domeftic  fervant,  or  other,  fhall  merely  on  that  account  be  excluded 
the  benefit  of  the  Infirmary,  but  it  fhall  be  left  to  the  determination  of  the  commit- 
tee, how  far  the  fervant  recommended  is  or  Is  not  a proper  object ; which  com- 
mittee will  alfo  confider,  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  intention  of  this  charity  to  relieve 
tliofe  who  are  able  to  pay  for  relief  ; and  it  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe  that  all  maf- 
ters  (whether  fubfcribers  or  not)  who  are  in  affluent  circumftances,  and  have  hi- 
therto been  accuflomed  to  pay  for  their  fervants,  will  not  defire  them  to  be  relieved 
at  the  public  expence,  to  the  detriment  of  mere  neceffltous  objects,  and  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  the  furgeens  who  give  their  attendance  gratis. 

XIII.  A letter  figned  by  the  chairman,  and  counterfigned  by  the  fecretary, 
fhall  be  fent  to  every  fubfcriber,  recommending  a patient,  to  fignify  that  the  per- 
fon  recommended  is  admitted,  poftponed,  or  rejedted;  and  the  like  notice  fnall  be 
given  to  the  fubfcriber  or  benefadlor  when  a patient  is  difeharged. 

XIV.  Thofe  who  recommend  patients  from  diftant  places  are  defired  to  fend  a 
fhort  Rate  of  the  cafe,  drawn  up  by  fome  phyfician,  furgeon,  or  apothecary  (poft- 
paid);  to  which  an  anfwer  fhall  be  returned,  whether,  and  when,  they  fhall  be  ad- 
mitted ; but  the  committee  is  at  full  liberty  to  rejeft  fuch  patients,  if  the  cafe  ap- 
pears to  have  been  mifreprefented,  nor  will  any  anfwer  be  fent  to  a letter  of  which 
the  poftage  or  carriage  is  not  paid. 

XV.  When  there  fhall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Infirmary,  for  the  admifflon  of 
fuch  as  are  properly  recommended,  and  qualified  to  be  in-patients,  the  preference, 
in  cafes  of  equal  exigency,  fhall  be  given, 

iff.  To  thofe  who  live  at  the  greateft  diftance. 

2dly,  To  thofe  recommended  by  fuch  fubfcribers  and  benefactors  as  have  not  re- 
commended any  in-patients  within  the  year.  And, 

3<ilys  To  thofe  recommended  by  the  hrgeft  contributors. 

XVI.  Patients  properly  recommended  and  qualified,  who  cannot  be  admitted 
for  want  of  room  in  the  Infirmary,  fhall  be  entered  in  the  boohs  as  in-patients, 
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and  received  into  the  houfe,  before  any  ether  in  equal  neceflity,  upon  the  firft  va- 
cancy ; and  in  the  mean  tkne  (hall  be  treated  as  out-patients. 

XVII.  One  bed  in  each  ward  dial  1 be  referved,  as  a provision  for  fuch  accidents 
as  require  immediate  relief*  and  for  fuch  medical  cafes  as  will  admit  of  no  delay. 

XVIIL  No  foldier  fhall  be  admitted  an  in-patient  until  his  officer  has  engaged 
to  pay  his  fubfiftence-money  to  the  committee,  during  fuch  time  as  he  (hall  conti- 
nue there  ; except  a foldier  on.  fudow,  when  there  is  no  officer  at  hand  to  engage 
for  him. 

XIX.  All  fuch  as  are  admitted  into  the  Infirmary,  and  in  two  months  receive 
no  benefit,  fhall  of  courfe  be  difeharged  ; unlefs  the  phyficians  and  furgeons  cer^ 
tify  to  the  committee,  that  there  is  a probability  of  a cure,  or  of  confiderable  relief. 

XX.  No  woman  big  with  child*  no  child  under- fix  years  of  age,  except  in 
extraordinary  cafes,  as  fra&ures,  or  where  cutting  for  the  ftone,  or  any  other 
operation,  is  required,  no  perfons  difordered  in  their  fenfes,  fufpe&ed  to  have  the 
fmall-pox,  itch,  or  other  infectious  diftemper,  or  that  are  apprehended  to  be  in  a 
dying  condition,  or  incurable,  be  admitted  as  in-patients;  or,  if  inadvertently  ad- 
mitted, be  fuffered  to  continue. 

XXI.  The  feveral  patients  fhall  be  enjoined  to  defire  that  public  prayers  may 
be  offered  for  them  during  their  illnefs,  and  return  public  thanks,  in  their  refpeffive 
places  of  worfhip,  upon  their  recovery. 

XXII.  It  is  expefied  that  any  perfon,  pariffi,  or  fociety,  who  fhall  recommend 
a patient,  do  take  care  that  he  comes  with  a change  of  linen  *,  cleanlinefs,  as  far  as- 
is  confident  with  circumflances,  being  neceffary  to  be  carefully  oblerved. 

R U L E S. 

I.  The  phyfieian*.  with  the  furgeon,.  whofe  turn  it  is  .to  attend,  (hall  meet  at 
the  Infirmary  every  Friday  morning  at  ten  o’clock,  and  confult  upon  fuch  cafes  as 
may  require  it ; after  which  they  will  preferibe  for  fuch  out-patients  as  they  had 
ordered  on  the  preceding  Tuefday,.  then  to  attend  them*  and  will  give  a lift  to  the 
apothecary  of  fuch  patients  as  are  proper  to  be  difeharged  the  Saturday  following; 
they  are  alfo  to  vifitr  their  relpeffive  patients,  at  fuch  other  times  as  they  judge  ne«- 
ceffiary,  or  fhall  have  notice  of  fuch  neceflity  from  the  apothecary., 

II.  The  phyficians  fhall  be  conftantly  referred  to  in  all  difficult  and  mixed  cafes- 
by  the  furgeons,  and  (hall  jointly  confult  with  him  *,  but  no  internal  medicine  fhall 
be  adminiftered  by  the  furgeons,’  or  difpenfed  to  them  by  the  houfe-apothecary, 
but  by  the  dire£hon  of  the  phylician,  unlefs  on  cafualties,  when  patients  are  fud- 
denly  brought  into  the  Infirmary,  or  where  a chirurgical  cafe  infiantly  requires  the 
adminifiration  of  internal  medicines,  and  at  a time  when  the  phyfieian  cannot  con*: 
veniently  be  confuited. 


Rules-  for  the  Surgeons. 

I.  The  furgeons  fhall  attend  by  weekly  rotation  every  Tuefday  morning,  from 
eleven  to  twelve  o’clock,  that  is,  during  the  time  the  phyfieian  continues  to  admit 
she  patients. 
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II.  Each  furgeon,  during  the  time  of  his  attendance,  fhall  drefs  thofe  daily  that 
require  it;  appointing  a certain  hour  in  the  forenoon  for  the  attendance  of  the 
out-patients  at  the  Infirmary  ; and  no  out-patient  fhall  be  dreffed  who  is  not  at  the 
Infirmary  by  that  hour. 

III.  No  amputation,  or  any  other  principal  operation,  fliall  be  performed  in  the 
Infirmary,  without  a previous  confultation  of  the  phyfician,  and  all  the  furgcons 
belonging  to  it,  except  on  fome  fudden  accident,  the  phyfician  and  other  furgecns 
being  out  of  town. 

IV.  Each  furgeon  fhall  be  allowed  to  introduce  any  number  of  articled  appren- 
tices or  pupils,  fir  ft  giving  in  their  names  to  the  quarterly  or  fpecial  board,  and 
having  them  entered  in  their  minutes,  with  permiffion  to  attend  at  the  Infirmary  ; 
but  no  pupils  or  apprentices  are  to  drefs  the  patients,  but  under  the  direction  of  one 
of  the  furgeons  ; nor  arc  the  furgeons  to  fuffer  fuch  pupils  or  apprentices  to  per- 
form any  operation,  except  bleeding,  cutting  an  iflue,  making  a featon,  or  drawing 
a tooth. 

V.  None  fliall  be  admitted  except  the  phylicians  and  his  pupils,  the  furgeons 
apprentices  and  pupils,  with  the  apothecary  and  his  apprentice,  to  fee  either 
the  great  operations,  or  common  proceedings  of  the  furgeons,  without  their  appro- 
bation. 

VI.  Each  furgeon,  whofe  bufinefs  or  iiidifpofition  fhall  oblige  him  to  be 
abfent,  fliall  engage  fome  one  of  the  other  furgeons  to  infpeft  the  proceedings, 
that  the  patients  may  not  be  left  to  the  foie  management  of  the  pupils  and  appren- 
tices. 

VII.  The  furgeons  appointed  to  attend  the  Infirmary  fhall  have  the  fame  privi- 
leges with  a fubfcriber  of  two  guineas  per  annum. 

Rules  for  the  Apothecary. 

I.  The  apothecary  fhall  fix  two  tickets  on  each  patient’s  bed  ; one  fpecifying 
the  name  of  the  patient,  together  with  that  of  the  phyfician  or  furgeon,  or 
both,  if  the  cure  be  partly  medical,  and  partly  chirurgical,  and  the  other  the  diet 
according  to  the  prefcription  of  the  phyfician  ; and  he  fliall  take  care  that  the  cafes 
fo  fixed  exa£Hy  correfpond  with  the  phyfician’s  book,  and  fhall  give  a lift  to  the 
matron  thereof  on  each  preferring  day. 

II.  He  fhall  keep  a diet-book  of  the  number  of  patients  on  each  diet,  according 
to  the  expences  in  the  book  of  the  phyfician. 

III.  He  fhall  make  a report  to  the  weekly  board  or  committee  of  any  patients 
who  fhall  have  been  received  into  the  Infirmary  during  the  foregoing  week  ; and 
fhall  deliver  a lift  of  fuch  patients  as  have  been  in  the  Infirmary  two  months. 

IV.  He  fhall  go  into  the  wards  every  morning,  and  enquire  into  the  refpeftive 
ftate  of  the  patients  healths ; whether  the  medicines  preferibed  have  been  taken, 
what  effect  they  have  had,  and  fhall  make  .a  report  of  whatever  may  be  neceffary  to 
the  phyfician. 
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V.  An  account  of  the  number  of  beds,  which  become  vacant  in  each  ward, 
fhall  delivered  by  him  at  the  weekly  board,  with  a lift  of  the  patients  received  in- 
to the  hou.fe  in.  the  foregoing  week,  and  of  fuch  patients  as  have  been  in  the  houfe 
two  months. 

VI.  He  {hall  difpenfe  no  medicines  without  the  dire&ion  of  the  phyfician,  except 
in  cafes  of  neceftity,  when  they  cannot  be  confulted. 

VII.  He  fhall  not  fuffer  any  apothecary,  or  others,  to  rnfpect  the  phyfician’s 
book,  or  Pharmacopoeia,  without  leave  firft  obtained  from  the  phyfician  himfelf. 

VI I I.  There  (had  be  a committee  appointed  whenever  the  general  board  {hall 
judge  it  convenient  to  buy  drugs  for  the  ufeof  the  Infirmary  ; and  till  fuch  time  the 
apothecary  fhall  provide  what  is  neceftary,  by  the,  direction  of  the  phyfician  ; and 
he  fhall  deliver  to  the  weekly  board  an  account  of  what  drugs  and  medicines  are 
expended,  and  {hall  bring  in  a bill  of  the  expence  once  every  month. 

IX.  On  a fuppofition  any  medicine  {hall  be  wanted  for  immediate  ufe,  the  apo- 
thecary {hall  pay  ready  money  for  fuch  medicine;  and  if  any  apothecary  in  the 
town  fhould,  from  a deficiency  of  any  particular  medicine,  deftre  a fupply  from  the 
Infirmary  for  his  immediate  ufe,  fuch  apothecary1  {hall  in  like  manner  pay  ready, 
money  for  it ; but  no  borrowing  or  lending  of  drugs  fhall  on  any  pyetence.be  per-, 
mitted. 

X.  The  apothecary  {hall  never  be  abfent  when  the  phyfician  and  furgeonsare 
to  attend,  and  {hall  always  leave  notice  with  the  matron  where  he  is  to  be  found  ^ 
and  in  calc  of  ficknefs,  or  other  neceflary  avocation,  he  fhall  depute  another  apo- 
thecary, who  {hall  be  approved  by  the  phyfician,  to  officiate  in  his  place. 

XI.  The  falary  of  the  houfe-apothecary  fhall  be  twenty-five  pounds  a^year, 
with  a gratuity  of  five  pounds  a year,  provided  he  ftays  twelve  months  complete, t 
and  behaves  to  the  fatisfadtion  of  the  governors,  bat  not  elfe.  He  fhall  have  his 
diet,  wafhing,  and  lodging,  at  the  Infirmary  ; and  {hall  alfo  have  the  privilege  of 
taking  a pupil,  and  money  for  his  inftru&ion,  provided  fuch  pupil  refides  out  of  the 
Infirmary:  the  apothecary  {hall  alfo  have  the.  liberty  of  taking  an  appremice,  to 
be  maintained  af  the  expence  of  the  charity,  but  not  without  the  particular  favour 
and  appointment  of  the  governors,  aftembied  at  a general  or  Tpecial  board,  nor 
fhall  the  apothecary  ever  be  permitted  to  have  both  an  apprentice  and  pupil  at  the 
lame  time. 

XII.  Whenever  the  apothecary  fhallchufe  to  quit  his  place,  he  {hall  give  three 
months  notice,  at  a quarterly  meeting,  of  fuch  his  intention. 

XIII.  The  houfe-apothecary  {hall  not  adminifter  any  medicines,  nor  a&  in  his 
profeffion,  out  of  the  Infirmary. 

Rules  for  the  Matron. 

1.  The  matron  fhall  take  care  of  the  houfhold  goods  and  furniture  according  to 
-the  inventory,  and  be  ready  to  give<an  account  thereof  when  required. 

IL  She  {hall  vifit  the  wards  and  offices  every  day,  and  fhall  take  care  that  the 
chambers,  beds,  cloths,  linen,  and  all  things  within  the  Infirmary,  be  .kept  clean.. 

III.  She 
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III.  She  {hall  weigh  and  meafure  the  provifions  and  other  neccfTaries  which 
are  brought  to  the  Infirmary,  and  fhall  keep  a daily  account  of  them  in  the  check- 
book, and  lay  it  before  the  weekly  committee  every  Tuefday,  and  fhall  never  fuf- 
fier  any  of  the  provifions,  utenfils,  or  goods,  to  be  carried  out  of  the  houfe. 

IV.  She  (hall  keep  a diet-book,  by  which  the  number  of  patients  on  each  diet 
may  be  known. 

V.  She  fhall  caufe  the  names  of  the  patients  in  each  ward  to  be  called  over 
every  morning  and  evening,  and  enter  into  the  houfe-vifi tor’s  book  1 Lo.  names  of 
thofe  who  are  abfent,  and  fhall  fuffer  no  in-patient  to  go  further  than  the  gravei- 
walk  without  leave. 

VI.  She  fhall  take  care  of  the  keys  of  the  doors,  and  fee  they  be  always  locked 
by  nine  in  the  evening  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  at  ten  in  the  evening 
from  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas. 

VII.  She  fhall  fee  that  the  nurfes,  fervants,  and  patients,  do  obferve  the  rules 
of  the  houfe,  and  do  their  duty  ; and,  in  cafe  of  mifbehaviour  or  negleft,  acquaint 
the  weekly  board,  or  houfe-vifitors  thereof. 

Rules  for  the  Secretary. 

Xi  The  feeretary  fhall  attend  every  weekly,  quarterly,  and  fpecial  board,  to 
minute  down  and  regifter  all  proceedings  ; and  he  fhall  be  always  ready  to  produce 
the  books  and  accompts  of  the  fociety  fairly  written. 

II.  He  fhall  enter  in  a regifter,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpofe,  the  names  of  the 
in-patients  and  of  the  out-patients,  the  parifh  or  townfhip  they  belong  to,  their 
age  and  diftemper,  when  admitted,  when  difclrarged,  and  in  what  ftate. 

III.  He  fhall  give  notice  in  writing  every  Saturday  preceding  the  commencement 
cf  the  attendance  to  the  furgeon,  whofe  turn  it  is  to  vifit  the  fick  ; as  alfo  to  the 
houfe- vifitor,  who  is  to  vifit  the  following  week. 

IV.  He  fhall  not  prefume  to  divulge  the  proceedings  of  the  governors,  or  report 
any  thing  which  may  be  faid  in  relation  to  tradefmen,  and  others,  under  pain,  of  im- 
mediate difmiffion.; 


Rules  for  the  Porter. 

I.  The  porter  fnall  carefully  attend  the  gate,  and  fhall  fuffer  no  in-patient  to  go 
out  without  leave.;  and  he  fhall  inform  the  matron  of  every  ftranger  who  comes  into 
the  Infirmary. 

II.  He  fhall  obey  the  orders  of  the  phyficians,  furgeon,  and  apothecary,  pound 
in  the  great  mortar,  and  do  the  labouring  work  of  the  houfe,  when  ordered  by 
the  apothecary  or  matron  ; and  fhall  never  be  abfent  on  any  bufinefs  whatfoever, 
without  giving  the  matron  notice,  that  the  laboratory-man,  or  one  of  the  patients, 
may  be  appointed  to  attend  the  door  during  his-abfence0 


Rule 
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Rule  for  the  MefTenger  and  Laboratory-man. 

A ftrong  lad  fhall  be  hired  as  an  affiflant  in  the  laboratory,  end  to  go  occafionnlly 
on  errands,  and  to  do  fuch  other  bufinefs  in  the  houfe  as  the  apothecary  or  ma- 
tron may  require. 


Rules  for  the  Nurfes  and  Servants. 

I.  The  r*  rfes  {hall  clean  their  refpe&ive  wards  by  feven  in  the  morning,  from 
the  firft  of  April  to  the  fir  ft  of  October;  and  before  eight,  from  the  firft  of  October 
to  the  the  firft  of  April. 

II.  The  nurfes  and  fervants  fhall  obey  the  houfe- apothecary  as  their  mailer,  and 
the  matron  as  their  miftrefs  ; and  (ball  behave  with  tendernefs  to  the  patients,  and 
with  civility  and  refpedt  to  Grangers. 

III.  All  perfons  concerned  as  fervants  in  the  houfe  (hall  be  free  from  the  bur- 
den of  children,  and  the  care  of  a family. 

Rules  for  the  In-patients. 

I.  No  patient  fhall  go  out  of  the  Infirmary  without  leave  from  the  phyfician  or 
furgeon,  firft  fignified  to  the  matron,  or  lie  out  of  the  houfe  on  any  account  what- 
soever, on  pain  of  expulfion. 

II.  No  men-patients  fhall  go  into  the  women’s  ward.,  nor  any  women-patients  in- 
to the  men’s,  or  be  permitted  to  go  into  any  ward  but  their  own,  without  leave 
of  the  matron. 

III.  No  in-patient  fhall  fit  up  after  eight  o’clock  in  the  winter,  or  after  nine 
o’clock  in  the  fummer,  unlefs  the  matron  fhould  on  any  particular  occafion  direct 
otherwife;  and  every  one,  unlefs  fuch  as  are  ordered  to  the  contrary  by  the  phyfician 
and  furgeon,  fhall  rife  by  feven  in  the  fummer,  and  by  eight  in  the  winter. 

IV.  There  fhall  be  nofwearing,  curfing,  rude  or  indecent  behaviour,  on  pain  of 
expulfion  after  the  firft  admonition. 

V.  No  patient  (hall  prefume  to  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  any  other  game,  on  any 
account  whatfoever,  within  the  limits  of  the  Infirmary ; nor  ro  fmoak  any  where 
within  doors,  without  leave  from  the  phyfician  or  furgeon  firfl  Signified  to  the 
matron. 

VI.  Such  patients  as  are  able  fhall  be  employed  in  nurfing  the  other  patients, 
waffling  and  ironing  the  linen,  cleaning  the  wards,  -and  fuch  other  fervice  as  the 
matron  fhall  require;  the  apothecary  being  firft  afked,  whether  fuch  employment  is 
likely  to  interfere  with  the  medicines  prescribed. 

VIL  Such  in-patients  as  are  able  are  expeded  to  attend  divine  fervice  in  the 
Infirmary  on  Sundays,  and  at  all  times  when  it  fhall  be  adminiftered^;  and  no  ftranger 
or  others  fhall  be  permitted  to  fee  the  Infirmary  on  that  day,  nor  fhall  the  patients 
be  vifited  without  fpecial  leave  of  the  matron  (which  file  is  not  to  grant  but  on  ex- 
traordinary occafions),  viz.  to  the  friends  of  thofe  patients  who  live  at  a great  diftance, 
and  cannot  conveniently  come  on  any  other  day. 


VIII.  None 
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VEIL  None  who  (hall  have  been  difcharged  for  irregularity  (hall  be  admitted 
&rain  as  patients  of  the  Infirmary  on  any  recommendation  whatfoever,  nnlefs  fome 
very  extraordinary  cafe,  or  where  they  have  met  with  an  accident  which  require;? 
immediate  afiiflance. 

IX.  Th  efe  rules  for  the  patients,  and  thofe  for  the  nurfcs,  (hall  be  read  every 
Monday  evening,  after  the  admiffiori  of  the  new  patients,  by  the  apothecary  in  the 
men’s  ward,  and  by  the  matron  in  the  women’s  ward* 

Rules  for  the  Out-patients. 

I.  The  out-patients  fhall  be  aflifted  with  advice  and  medicines,  and  be  in  no 
other  refpeft  chargeable  to  the  fociety,  except  occafionally  for  trades,  which  are 
to  be  returned,  and  in  the  article  of  cloth,  proper  for  ffcraight  or  laced  flockings, 
which  (hall  be  made  up  for  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  furgeons,  by  fbme  of 
the  in-patients,  provided  they  are  not  capable  of  doing  it  properly  for  thcmfelves. 

II.  No  frefh  medicines  fhall  be  given  them  until  they  deliver  to  the  apothecary, 
his  pupil,,  or  apprentice,  the  phials,  or  gallipots,,  and  fuch  medicines  as  they  have 
not  taken. 

III.  They  (hall  attend  exa&ly  at  eleven  o’clock  every  Friday,  and  at  fuch  other 
times  as  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  phyfician  and  furgeons;  and  if  they  abfent  them- 
felves  twice  together,  without  a reafonable  caufe,  allowed  to  be  fo  by  their  phyli- 
cian  or  furgeon,  they  (hall  be  difcharged  for  non-attendance* 

IV.  No  out-patient  (hall  prefume  to  loiter  about  the  infirmary  or  flreets  adja- 
cent, but  come  immediately  to  the  place  appointed  to  receive  them  ; nor  are  they 
to  beg  any  where  in  the  town,  on  pain  of  being  difcharged  for  mifbehaviour. 

Directions  for  the  Houfe-vifitor. 

I.  The  Infirmary  is  to  be  vifited  by  the  houfe-vifitor  once  every  day,  for  the 
week  after  his  appointment ; when  he  is  to  walk  through  the  wards,  with  a white 
wand  in  his  hand,  that  he  may  be  known  to  be  the  houfe-vifitor and  as  foon  as 
he  enters  the  wards  the  nurfes  are  to  withdraw,  and  the  patients  to  tfand  by  the 
Tides  of  their  refpe<fiive  beds.. 

II.  He  (hail  then  enquire  whether  the  apothecary,  matron,  nurfes,. and  fervants, 
have  behaved  agreeably  to  the  rules  of  the  fociety  ; . particularly  whether  the  pa- 
tients have  been  duly  attended,  and  their  medicines  difpenfed  to  them  without  de- 
lay, whether  any  thing  has  been  carried  out  of,  or  brought  into  the  Infirmary 
clandeftinely  by  the  friends  of  the  patients,  or  by  any  of  the  fervants;  as  well  as  any 
other  queftion§  he  may  think  necelfary, 

III.  He  fhall  view  the  meat  and  provifions  brought  into  the  houfe,  and  fee  that 
the  malt-liquor  is  found,  and  in  every  refpedt  proper  for  the  family. 

IV.  On  his  return  from  vifiting  the. wards,  the  apothecary,  matron,,  nurfes,  and 
fervants,  fhall  be  ready  to  attend  him  in  the  governor’s  room,  to  anfwer  all  his 
queftions,  and  execute  his  orders;  and  whatever  he  thinks  obfervable  (hall.be  en- 
tered either  by  himfelf  or  by  the  apothecary,  and  figned  by  him,  in  a book  provided 
fof  that  pupofe,  which  is  to  be  examined  every  week  by  the  committee.

as  it  is  condantly  the  cuftom  of  other  Infirmaries.  I am,  Sir,  your  humble  fer- 
vant,  chairman.  fecretarv. 

Form  of  the  printed  notice  to  be  given  to  every  out-patient : 

Leiceder  Infirmary. 

You  are  ordered  to  attend  at  the  Infirmary  every 

Friday  at  11  o’clock  precifely,  and  no  other  time,  unlefs  fomething  ex*raordinary 
feems  to  render  the  phyfician’s  more  frequent  advice  neceflary,  in  which  cafe  you 
mult  fird  apply  to  the  houfe-apothecary. 

Take  notice,  that  if  you  twice  neglett  attending  your  phyfician  on  the  day  and 
at  the  hour  appointed,  without  particular  leave  from  him,  you  will  be  difeharged 
for  non-attendance,  and  not  admitted  on  a future  occafion. 

N.  B.  All  the  out-patients  are  ordered  to  bring  back  every  week  to  the  apo- 
thecary, his  pupil,  or  apprentice,  whatever  medicines  they  have  left,  together  with 
the  bottles,  phials,  gallipots,  and  the  truffes  they  receive  from  him. 

Whoever  negletds  this  order  will  have  no  more  medicines. 

Such  of  the  out-patients  as  are  under  the  care  of  the  furgeons  are  to  attend  at 
the  Infirmary  at  the  hour  appointed  by  their  furgeon. 

Dire&ions  for  the  Chairman  and  the  Committee  : 

I.  To  nominate  the  chairman  of  the  day  in  the  abfence  of  the  treafurer,  who, 
when  prefent,  is  always  chairman,  conformable  to  the  datutes. 

II.  To  enter  the  names  of  the  governors  then  prefent  in  the  minute-book. 

III.  To  read  the  minutes  of  the  lad  committee,  which  are  to  be  figned  by  the 
chairman. 

IV.  To  read  the  entries  in  the  vifitor’s  book,  and  appoint  a new  one  for  the 
enfuing  week. 

V.  It  the  lad  Monday  in  the  month,  to  read  the  bills,  and  order  them  to  be 
paid,  being  fird  approved  by  the  committee. 

VI.  To  difeharge  fuch  patients  as  are  judged  proper  to  go  out  of  the  houfe; 
and  to  inform  thole  who  are  cured,  that  it  is  expected  they  return  thanks  the  Sun- 
day following,  at  their  refpeflive  places  of  worihip,  giving  them  printed  notes, 
filled  up  by  the  fecretary  for  that  purpofe;  and  alfo  directing  them  to  return  thanks 
to  their  phyfician,  furgeons,  and  recommenders. 

VII.  To  continue  fuch  patients  as  are  not  now  difeharged,  and  have  dood  on  the 
book  two  months  fince  their  admidion  (or  fince  lad  continued),  and  to  fend  for  them 
into  the  committee-room  [unlefs  by  their  indifpofition  they  are  prevented],  and  to 
hear  from  their  own  mouths  what  benefit  they  have  received,  or  are  likely  to  re- 
ceive by  a continuance  in  the  Infirmary. 
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V III.  To  admit  fuch  patients  as  appear  on  examination  to  be  proper*,  charging 
the  in-patients  to  obferve  the  rules  of  the  Infirmary,  which  will  be  read  to  them 
in  their  wards,  to  conform  to  the  directions  of  their  phyfician  or  furgeon,  to  dbey 
the  matron,  to  receive  no  provifions- or  medicines  from  any  one  out  of  the  houfe, 
nor  to  give  a-ny  money  or  gratuity  wbarfoever  to  the  nurfes  or  other  fervants;  and 
to  acquaint  them  that  the  confcquence  of  their  mifbehaviour,  in  any  of  thefe  refpefts, 
wili  be  a difcharge  for  irregularity,  by  which  they  will  be  rendered  incapable  of  a 
future  adinhhon. 

IX.  To  report  new  fubfcriptions,  benera&ions,  or  legacies,  deaths  of  fubfcribers, 
and  fubfcriptions  withdrawn,  &c. 

X.  To  examine  and  pay  the  apothecary,  and  matron’s  incident  expences,  and 
to  make  up  and  balance  the  treafurer’s  accompts. 

XI.  To  fee  what  former  orders,  either  of  a general  court  or  weekly  board,  re- 
n\ain  to  be.  executed,  and  whether  any  new  orders  are  proper  to  be  made,  relating 
to  the  ordinary  expences,  government,  or  conduct  of  the  Infirmary,  and  of  the  offi- 
cers, fervants,  and  patients  belonging  to  it. 

XII.  To  read  the  minutes  of  the  day,  and  adjourn  the  committee. 

The  method  by  which  the  auditors  may  examine  the  butcher’s  and  baker’s  monthly 
bills,  to  fee  that  the  confumption  of  bread  and  meat.  does. not  exceed  the  dated  allow- 
ance : 

Each  of  the  patients  on  common  diet  is  allowed  four  pounds  of  meat  in  every 
week,  and  thofe  on  low  diet  two  pounds,  including  the  butcher’s  meat  allowed  to 
make  their  broth  ; thole  on  dry  diet  are  likewife  allowed  two  pounds  Weekly  each, 
though  they  have  no  broth;  they  who  are  on  milk-diet  are  allowed  no  meat,  except 
on  the  day  of  their  admiflion,  when  all  patients  coming  from  the  country  have  an 
allowance  for  both  after  their  journey. 

From  hence  the  following  method  of  calculation  may  be  eflablifhed,  viz.  to  double 
the  lum  of  low  and  dry  diets,  to  add  four  * times  the  number  of  common  diets,  and 
divide  the  fum  by  feven,  the  quotient  will  then  fhew  the  number  of  pounds  of 
butcher’s  meat  allowed  for  the  patients,  exclufive  of  their  ufual  allowance  on  the 
day  of  their  admiflion. 

In  examining  the  butcher’s  bills  for  the  family,  obferve  that  they  are  to  be  kept 
diftir.db  from  thofe  of  meat  bought  for  the  patients  ; and  as  the  daily  allowance  for 
each  fervant  is  not  to  exceed  a pound  of  meat,  if  the  number  of  days  in  any  given 
time  are  multiplied  by  the  whole  number  of  fervants,  the  product  will  be  the  num- 
ber of  pounds  allowed  them  during  that  time. 

Each  patient  is  allowed  a loaf  a day,  weighing  fifteen  ounces ; the  whole  number 
of  diets  therefore  in  any  given  time  (found  by  adding  the  fums  of  all  the  four  dif- 

* By  the  number  of  diets  is  here  meant,  the  amount  of  the  daily  number  of  patients  on  each 
hind  of  diet,  as  regiftered  in  the  diet-book,  and  fummed  up  at  the  end  of  each  month,  or  other 
time  for  which  they  are  audited,  being  equivalent  to  i‘o  many  patients  diets  for  one  day,  or  fo 
nuny  diets  for  one  patient. 
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ferent  diets  together)  is  the  fame  with  the  whole  number  of  fifteen  ounce-loaves 
which  ought  to  be  brought  to  the  Infirmary  during  that  time,  for  the  ufe  of  the  in- 
patients.

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P.  72 r.  From  the  top  of  the  parapet  of  Sunday’s  bridge  to  the  water  is  four 
yards  three  quarters;  the  common  depth  of  the  water  one  yard  eight  inches,  near 
the  middle  of  the  bridge,  by  the  middle  of  the  arch.  Its  broad  parapet  (hould  be 
higher,  and  made  to  go  off,  or  terminate  in  a narrow  edge,  to  prevent  the  boys 
palling  on  its  furface. 

On  the  South-eaft  fide  of  the  Weft  bridge  is  a dwelling-houfe,  refting  on 
its  edge,  the  water  palling  under  it,  through  the  arch  neared  the  town;  and  the 
back  part  continuing  above  the  water  on  done  work  : once  a chapel,  with  a bell 
on  the  South-weft  without,  near  the  top;  the  frame  of  which  dill  remains,  though 
the  window,  through  which  it  might  play,  is  flopped  up.  Here  two  mendicant 
friars  afked  alms,  for  the  benefit  of  the  neighbouring  Friary. 

80  yards  from  the  turret  by  the  Mount,  to  the  edge  of  the  fummer-houfe,  Bur> 
ney’s;  and  continuing  the  meafure  to  the  Mill  lane  wall,  is,  including  the  above  80 
yards,  in  the  whole  extent  251  yards. 

P.  755.  In  an  aft  of  refumption,  28  Hen.  VI.  1450,.  provifion  is  made,  “ not  to 
afifeft  an  annuity  of  an  hundred  marks  granted  to  the  collegiate  church  of  Our  Lady 
of  Leic’  by  Berry  cardinal  of  England,  Berry  archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  and  Walter, 
lord  Hungerford,  by  their  letters  patent,  wherynne  they  were  enfeoffed  by  the  mod 
noble  Pry  nee  of  perpetuell  memorie  our  Fadre,  and  confermed  by  us  under  the 
feale  of  oure  faid  Duchie,  in  pure  and  perpetuell  almois,  in  fuftentation  of  the. 
grete  importable  charges  of  the  feid  church 

In  1455,  John  Goldfmyth  of  Melton  Mowbray  in  the  county  of  Leicefter, 
and  James  Goldfmyth  of  Grantham  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  both  merchants  of 
the  Staple  of  Calais,  were  bound  to  the  king  in  an  obligation  of  41I.  and  5d.  pay- 
able the  lad  day  of  September  *f*. 

By  the  Rolls  of  Parliament  in  1460,  it  appears  that  Henry  V.  had  granted 
to  the  priory  of  the  houfe  of  Jcfus  of  Bethlem  of  Shene  all  the  poffeflions  in 
England  of  every  kind,  belonging  to  the  abbey  of  Lira  in  Normandy,  except  only 
the  priory  of  Hinckley , with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter  J. 

June  2,  1464,  King  Edward  IV.  by  letters  patent  uuder  the  feal  of  the 
Dutchy  of  Lancafter,  dated  at  his  cadle  of  Leicefter,  “ gave  to  his  well  beloved  fer- 
vant  Mauryce  Arnolde,  fquier,  his  ferjeant  porter,  all  the  iffues  and  profits  to  him 
due  and  growing,  of  a place  called  Blankchapilton , with  all  the  lands  belonging  to 
the  fame,  in  the  city  of  London  §.” 

In  the  fame  year  a provifo  occurs,  that  an  aft  of  refumption  “ (hall  not  be  preju- 
dicial to  Richard  Chambre,  of  a grant  committing  the  keeping  to  him  of  one  mece 
with  the  appurtenances  in  Leicefter,  late  by  us,  by  our  letters  patents,  under  our 
great  feal  made  ||  ” 

A provifo  in  1467-8,  that  an  aft  of  refumption  “ (hall  not  in  any  wife  be  preju- 
dicial or  hurting  unto  our  right  well  beloved  fervant  Richard  Kefton,  fquier,  ,of, 
to,  or  for  the  graunt  by  us  to  him  made  of  a horfmylne  and  two  meifuages,  with

of  oure  towne  of  Leycellre,  of,  or  for  13I.  6s.  8d.  to  theym  graunted,  terme  of  20 
ye  es,  by  oure  Iettres  patemez 

So  lately  as  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign  there  was  a regular  conilable  of  Lei  cede  r 
cafde,  with  an.  anuual  fee  of  3I.  os.  4d. ; and  a keeper  of  the  walls,  with  a fee  of 
2I.  5s.  4d. 


P.  764.  Gervafe  was  mailer  of  the  hcfpital  of  St.  John  at  Leicefler  in  1235, 

P.  7S3.  The  principal  part  of  Leicefler,  in  the  time  of  Richard  the  Third,  was 
that  flreet  which  leads  rrom  the  North  to  the  South  gate.  Oppofite  the  free  fchooi 
flood  the  chief  inn,  where  the  king  lay,  then  the  iign  of  the  Boar,  “ his  cognifance,” 
fays  Speed.  But,  upon  his  defear,  all  the  figns  of  the  Boar  being  torn  down  as  an 
infu-lt  to  his  memory,  it  leems  probable  that  this  inn  afterwards  became  the  iign  of 
the  Blue- bell ; the  Rev.  Mr.  Pigott  having  pointed  out  a piece  of  glals,  now  in  the 
pofleffion  of  Mrs.  Simons,  the  prelent  occupier  of  that  houle,  which  was  taken  from 
one  of  the  windows,  on  which  is  painted  a blue  bell.  The  prefent  name  of  the 
lane,  in  which  part  of  this  houle  (lands,  feems  compounded  of  the  former  and  lat- 
ter figns,  (C  Blue-boar-lane  J.”  A iketch  of  this  old  houfe  is  given  in  Plate  XLV. 
with  a reprefentation  of  the  brafs  figure  on  the  tomb  of  the  firil  mailer  of  Wig  lion's 
Holpital  (fee  p.  775,  where,  1.  8,  for  Hlltm'  read  nitfjt.) 

P.  787.  Plates  XLVI.  XLVII.  X-LVIII.  reprefent  the  remaining  part  of  the  an- 
cient paintings  on  glafs  fiom  the  windows  of  Mr.  Stephens;  the  drawings  communi- 
cated by  Mr.  Throfby.  The  original  of  N°  10  is  much  decayed  ; and  lbme  part  of 
N°  13,  with  the  whole  of  N°  14,  is  hid  by  a wall  which  leparates  two  rooms.  In 
a future  page  the  reader  may  expert  fome  further  illuftrations  of  thefe  paintings*

thefe  Colleflions,  are  wholly  fuperfeded  by  a copious  and  accurate  hiitory  of  that 
pariih  by  the  Rev.  Aulay  Macaulay,  M.  A.

An  apprentice  to 
the  laft  of  them,  now  living,  recollects  there  being  a drawer  full  of  thefe  tokens  in  his  mailer’s

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A late  aftize  tryal  at  Leicefter*  having  rendered  tfhe  Bi/hop’s  Fee  (fee  pp,  606, 
795.)  an  objeft  of  converfation  in  that  town  ; Mr.  Carte's  defcription  of  it  is 
here  copied  : “ The  ancient  Lords  of  Leicefter  were  the  Earls  of  Mercia  and  the 
bilhops  The  manor  which  the  bifhops  had  la)7  in  the  fuburbs  on  the  Eaft  fide 
of  the  town,  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Margaret  and  in  Knighton,  containing  of  old 
thirty-two  honfes  and  two  churches.  It  is  dill  called  the  Bifhop’s  Fee,  and  remains 
out  of  the  jurifdidtion  of  the  town,  though  attempts  were  made  in  the  reigns  of 
Edward  VI.  and  Queen  Elizabeth  to  have  it  united  to,  and  reduced  under  the 
government  of  it;  but  without  effect.  The  bifhops  made  the  parfonage  of  St. 
Margaret  a prebend  of  Lincoln,  arid  the  manor  remained  in  them  in  1138,  as  ap- 
pears by  a bull  of  Pope  Innocent  III.  dated  4 kab  of  May  in  that  year,  confirming 
it  to  Alexander  the  then  bifhop  and  his  fucceffors;  but  it  was  very  foon  after  this 
transferred  to  the  Earl  of  Leicefter,  in  exchange  for  the  manor  of  Weftcotes,  and 
other  lands  in  Eftfordeby  and  Segravc,  under  the  title  of  the  manor  of  Cnihinton 
or  Knighton  (as  appears  by  Mon.  Ang.  vol.  II.  p.  315);  and  by  Robert  Boffu, 
founder  of  the  abbey,  was  given  to  the  monks  there,  and  does  now  belong  to  the 
Duke  of  Devonfhire.  The  reft  of  the  town  and  fuburbs  belonged  to  the  Earl 
of  Mercia  before  the  Conqueft  .J Thus  far  Mr.  Carte. 

The  following  extraft  from  Domefday  will  {hew  the  fituation  of  the  town  when 
the  pofteftions  of  the  Earls  of  Mercia  devolved  to  the  Conqueror ; and  the  fubfe- 
quent  fituation  of  the  borough  of  Leicefter  will  beft  be  underftood  by  a perufal  of 
the  charters  here  printed  §„ 

* The  cafe  was  argued  in  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  May  19,  1789,  Blankley  againft  Win- 
ftanley  and  Burnaby,  on  an  a&ion  of  trefpafs  and  falfe  imprifonment  againft  the  defendants,  who 
were  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Leicefter,  “ for  caufing  the  plaintifTto  be  apprehended 
and  fent  to  the  hcufe  of  corre&ion  by  virtue  of  a warrant  iflued  by  them,  they  not  having  any 
jurifdivftion  over  The  Bifhop* s Fee  in  the  faid  county,  inafmuch  as  it  is  within  and  under  the  ex- 
clufive  jurifdi£tion  of  the  magiftrates  of  the  borough  of  Leicefter,  and  not  under  the  jurifdidlion 
of  the  juftices  of  the  county.  Plea,  Not  guilty.”  A fpecial  verditft  had  been  found  on  this  cafe  at 
the  preceding  aflizes  for  the  county  of  Leicefter;  which  ftated  the  borough  of  Leicefter  to  be 
an  ancient  borough  and  body  corporate,  &c.  and  after  citing  feveral  of  the  charters,  ftated  the 
trefpafs  to  have  been  committed  within  the  parifli  of  St.  Margaret,  commonly  called  The  Bi - 
flop's  Fee , &c.  The  point  on  which  the  queftion  turned  was,  “ Whether  the  charter  of  Elizabeth, 
referring  to  former  charters,  has  granted  an  exclufive  jurifaitlion  to  the  borough  magiftrates 
over  The  Bifliop’s  Fee,  or  only  a concurrent  jurifdidfion  with  the  county  juftices?”  By  the 
determination  of  the  Court  for  the  defendants,  the  jurifdiclion  of  courfe  becomes  concurrent.  See 
the  whole  cafe  in  Durnford  and  Eaft’s  Reports,  Eafter  Term,  1789,  p.  279. 

f By  the  Bifhops,  is  meant  the  BiQiop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being.  At  the  time  of  the 
Domefday  Survey,  Remigius  de  Fefcamp,  the  then  Biftiop,  held  ten  carucates  of  land  in  Leicef- 
ter, with  two  churches,  and  other  large  pofteftions ; among  which,  lie  had  land  “extra  murum, 
“ tres  bordarii,  cum  pre(bytero,  & xii  bordarii.”  The  Archbifiiop  of  York  had  two  houfes  at 
that  time  in  Leicefter  (with  feveral  carucates  of  land  in  Gartrey  Hundred;,  the  abbey  of  Coventry 
-ten,  the  abbey  of  Croyland  three;  Hugo  de  Grentefmainell  had  two  churches  and  nearly  200 
houfes  ; and  many  individuals  and  townfhips  were  owners  of  houfes  here,

A Proclamation  for  reftoreing  Corporations  to  their  antient  Charters,  Liberties, 

Rights,  and  Franchifes. 


WHERE  A S wee  are  informed  that  feverall  deeds  of  furrender,  which  have 
been  lately  made,  by  feverall  corporations  and  bodyes  corporate  of  and  in  our 
3 cityes  - 
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cityes  and  townes,  within  our  kingdome  of  England  and  dominion  of  Wales,  of 
their  charters,  franchifes,  and  priviledges,  are  not  yet  recorded  or  enrolled  ; and 
that  upon  the  proceedings  and  rules  for  judgement  which  have  been  lately  had 
upon  the  Quo  Warrantos , or  informations  in  nature  of  a Q110  Warranto , judgements 
are  not  yet  entered  upon  record  ; whereupon  notwithflanding  new  charters  have 
been  granted  in  the  reigne  of  our  late  deare  brother  and  in  our  reigne ; which  faid 
deeds,  being  not  enrolled  or  recorded,  do  not  amount  unto,  or  in  law  make  any 
furrender  of  the  charters,  franchises*  or  liberties  therein  mentioned  ; and  fuch  of  the 
faid  corporations  or  bodyes  politique,  againft  which  rules  for  judgements  have  been 
made,  in  the  lifetime  of  our  late  deare  brother  or  fince,  .in  our  court  of  King’s 
Bench,  but  no  judgements  entered  upon  record,  are  not  difeorporate  or  diffolved  ; 
and  that  it  is  in  our  power  to  leave  fuclv  corporations  in  the  fame  eftate  and  con- 
dition they  were  in,  and  to  di (charge  all  further  proceedings  and  effects  that  may 
be  of  fuch  rules  for  judgements  and  deeds  of  furrender:  We  doe  hereby  puhlifh 
and  declare,  that,  upon  due  fearch  and  examination  made,  we  have  fatisfa&ion  that 
the  deeds  of  furrender  made  by  the  corporations  and  bodyes  politique  of  the  faid 
cities  and  townes,  except  the  corporations  following,  that  is  to  fay,  Thetford,  Not- 
tingham, Bridgwater,  Ludlow,  Bewdley,  Beverley,  Tewkeibury,  Exeter,  Don- 
cafter,  Colchefter,  Winchefter,  Launceflon,  Lifkerd,  Plimpton,  Tregoney,  Ply- 
mouth, Dunwich,  St,  Ives,  Fowey,  Eaft  Looe,  Camelford,  Weft  Looe,  Tintegall, 
Penryn,  Truro,  Bodmyn,  Hadleigh,  Leftwythell,  and  Saltafh,  are  not  inrolled  or 
recorded  in  any  of  our  courts  ; and  that  though  rules  for  judgements  have  paffed 
upon  informations  in  nature  of  a Quo  Warranto  againft  the  corporations  and  bodies 
politique  of  feveral  cities  and  townes  in  our  faid  kingdome  and  dominion,  yet  no 
judgements  have  been  or  are  entered  upon  record  upon  any  fuch  informa 
tions,  except  againft  the  cities  of  London,  Chefter,  Caine,  St.  Ives,  Pool,  York, 
Thaxted,  Llanghour,  and  Malmefbury.  And  wee,  of  our  meere  grace  and  favour, 
being  refolved  to  reftore  and  put  all  our  cities,  townes,  and  burroughs  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  and  alfo  our  town  of  Barwick  upon  Tweed,  into  the  fame  Itate 
and  condition  they  were  and  was  in  our  late  deare  brother’s  reigne,  before  any 
deed  of  furrender  was  made  of  their  charters  or  franchifes,  or  proceedings  againft 
them,  or  the  corporations  or  bodies  politique  in  or  of  the  faid  cities,  townes,  or 
burroughes,  upon  any  Quo  Warranto , or  informations  in  nature  of  a Quo  Warranto 
had ; wee  do  hereby  therefore  publifh,  declare,  direct,  and  require,  that  the  faid 
corporations  and  bodies  politique  and  corporate  of  all  the  faid  cities,  townes,  and 
burroughs,  whofe  deeds  of  furrender  are  not  inrolled,  nor  judgements  entered 
againft  them  as  aforefaid,  and  the  mayors,  bailiffs,  fheriffs,  aldermen,  common 
council  men,  affiffants,  recorders,  town  clerks,  magiff rates,  miniffers,  officers,  free- 
men, and  all  and  every  others  the  members  of  or  in  every  of  them  refpedtively, 
upon  the  publication  of  this  our  proclamation,  take  on  them  and  proceed  to  a£t 
as  a corporation  or  body  politique;  and,  where  places  are  vacant  by  death  or  other- 
wife,  to  make  elections,  conftitute  and  fill  up  the  fame,  notwithflanding  the  ufual 
dayes  and  times  of  elections  by  the  antient  charters  and  conffitutions  (hall  hap- 
pen to  be  pad;  and  to  doe,  execute,  and  perform,  all  and  every  matter  and  thing 
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as  they  lawfully  might  and  ought  to  have  done,  if  noe  filch  deeds  of  furrender., 
rules  for  judgement,  or  other  proceedings,  upon  any  fuch  Quo  Warranto  or  infor- 
mations, had  been  had  or  made  : And  for  the  better  effecting  our  faid  intention  we 
have,  by  order  made  by  us  in  council  and  under  our  fign  manual,  and  we  do  aifoe 
by  this  our  proclartiation,  made  with  the  advice  of  our  faid  council,  dilcharge,  re- 
move, and  difmifs  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  of  and  from  ail  offices  and 
places  of  mayors,  bailiffs,  fheriffs,  aldermen,  common  council  men,  affiftants,  re- 
corder, towne  clerk,  and  'all  and  every  office  and  place  which  they  or  any  of  them 
have  or  ciayme  only  by  charter,  patent,  or  grant  from  our  deare  brother,  or  from 
our  felf,  hnce  the  dates  ot  the  refpeclive  deeds  of  furrender  or  rules  for  judge- 
ment, except  fuch  corporations  whole  deeds  of  furrender  are  inrolled,  or  againft 
whom  judgement  is  entered  ; and  that  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  and  perfons  de- 
liver up  into  the  hands  and  cultody  of  the  faid  perfons  hereby  appoynted  and  in- 
tended to  aft  and  execute  the  faid  offices  and  places,  all  and  every  the  charters* 
records,  bookes,  evidences,  and  matters,  concerning  the  faid  refpeflive  corpora- 
tions; and  wee  do  hereby  further  publith  and  declare,  that  wee  have  caufed  all  and 
every  the  faid  deeds  of  furrender  which  can  be  found  to  be  delivered  and  put  into 
the  hands  of  our  attorney  genera!!,  to  he  by  him  cancelled,  and  returned  to  the 
corporations  and  bodies  politique  of  the  refpedtive  cities  and  townes  whom  they 
concern  ; and  have  alio  given  to  our  faid  attorney  authority,  and  do  hereby  war- 
rant and  command  him,  not  only  not  to  proceed  or  enter  judgement  upon  the  faid 
Quo  Warranto , or  informations  in  nature  of  a Quo  Warranto , or  any  of  them,  but  to 
enter  upon  the  refpe&ive  records  Noli  Profequi's  and  legal!  difcharges  thereof:  And 
wee  doe  hereby  pubiiffi  and  declare  our  further  grace  and  favour  to  the  faid  cities, 
corporations,  and  burroughs,  at  any  time  hereafter,  by  any  further  a<ftj  to  grant, 
confirm,  or  reftore  unto  them  all  their  charters,  liberties,  franchifes,  and  privi- 
ledges,  that,  at  the  refpe&ive  times  of  fuch  deeds  of  furrender  or  rules  for  judge- 
ment made  or  given,  they  held  or  enjoyed  ; and  in  order  to  the  perfecting  our  laid 
gracious  intentions,  wee  doe  hereby  likewife  publifh  and  declare  our  royal  will  and 
pleafure,  as  for  and  concerning  the  refforeing  to  fuch  of  our  cities,  corporations, 
and  burroughes,  within  our  faid  kingdome  and  dominion,  which  have  made  deeds 
of  furrender,  or  have  had  judgement  given  againft  them,  which  furrenders  and 
judgements  are  entered  of  record  ; that  our  chancellor,  attorney  general,  and  fol- 
licitor  general,  without  fees  to  any  officer  or  officers  whatfoever,  upon  application 
to  them  made,  fhall,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  prepare  and  paffe  charters, 
inftruments,  grants,  and  letters  patents,  for  the  incorporateing,  regranting,  con- 
firming, and  refforeing,  to  all  and  every  the  laid  dries,  corporations,  and  bur^ 
roughs,  their  refpeClive  charters,  liberties,  rights,  franchifes,  and  priviledges,  and 
for  refforeing  the  refpedive  mayors,  bailiffs,  recorders,  ffieriffs,  towne  clerks,  al- 
dermen, common  council  men,  affiffants,  officers,  magiffrates,  miniflers,  and  free- 
men, as  were  of  fuch  cities,  corporations,  or  borroughs,  at  the  time  of  fuch  deeds 
of  furrender  or  judgements  refpeffively  given  or  had,  and  for  putting  them  into 
the  fame  ffate,  condition,  and  plight,  they  were  in  at  the  times  of  fuch  deeds  of 
furrender,  or  judgements  made  or  given.  And  whereas  diverfe  burroughs  that 
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were  not  heretofore  corporations  have,  fince  the  year  one  thoufand  fix  hundred 
feaventy-nine,.  had  charters  of  incorporation  granted  and  pafled  unto  them,  wee 
hereby  further  expreffe  and  declare  our  royal  pleafure  to  determine  and  annul  the 
faid  lafi  mentioned  charters  and  corporations ; and  to  that  end  we  have,  in  pur- 
fuance  to  the  power  referved  in  the  faid  charters,  by  our  order  in  councill,  and  un- 
der our  figne  manual  1,  removed  and  difeharged,  and  wee  doe  alfoe  by  this  our 
proclamation,  made  with  the  advice  of  our  faid  councill,  remove  and  discharge  all 
and  every  perfon  of  or  in  the  faid  laft  mentioned  corporations,  of  and  from  all  of- 
fices and  places  of  mayors,  bailiffs,,  recorders,  fherifFs,  aldermen,  common  councill 
men,  affi Rants,  and  of  and  from  all  and  every  other  office  and  place  from  which 
we  have  power  referved  by  the  faid  charters  refpe&ively  to  remove  or  dif- 
charge  them  ; and  wee  do  hereby  promife  and  declare,  that  wee  will  do  and  con- 
fent  to  all  fuch  affs,  matters,  and  things,  as  fhall  be  neceffary  to  render  thefe  our 
gracious  intentions  and  purpofes  effectual,  it  being  our  intention  to  call  a parlia- 
ment as  foon  as  the  general  dilfurbance  of  our  kingdome  by  the  intended  invalion 
will  admitt  thereof.

Since  the  publication  of  the  Hifiory  of  Hinckley,”  the  fpire  of  that 
church  having  been  entirely  re-baik,  an  account  of  it  is  here  given  : 

“ Dear  Sir,  Hinckley , Aug . 13,  1789. 

“ I fend  you  my  remarks  and  observations  on  the  new  fpire  ; but  Shall  firft  take 
notice  of  the  tower  on  which  it  is  ereficd,  The  walls  are  very  thick  and  Prong  ; 
they  are,  near  the  earth,  fix  feet  in  thicknefs,  2nd  by  the  large  abutments  and 
breadth  of  the  foundation  I am  tempted  to  think  that  the  architect  might  be  afraid 
of  the  foundation.  The  earth  to  a confiderable  depth  is  a kind  of  brick  clay. 
The  thicknefs  of  the  tower  wall,  at  the  paflage  to  the  roof  of  the  nave,  deducing 
the  projecting  part,  is  four  feet  ten  inches,  and  is  carried  up  very  Prong  to  the 
battlements.  In  1788  the  fpire  and  new  pinnacles  to  the  battlements  were  re-built 
by  the  parifih,  aflified  by  a voluntary  fubfcription  of  the  inhabitants ; the  architeft 
Mr.  John  Cheihire.  The  fpire  and  pinnacles  are  built  in  the  Gothic  Pyle,  in  con- 
formity to  the  tower  and  body  of  the  church,  and  the  whole  is  lofty  and  well  fi- 
nifhed.  The  walls  of  the  fpire  near  the  battlements  are  about  ten  inches  in  thick- 
nefs, and  go  up  tapering  to  the  top,  where  they  are  about  five  inches  thick.  The 
upper  part  of  the  fpire  is  folid  for  fome  feet ; but  the  Pone  is  perforated,  to 
let  through  the  rod  for  the  weathercock,  and  it  is  fixed  on  with  melted  lead.  The 
lower  end  of  the  rod  defcends  many  feet,  and  palles  through  a piece  of  timber  laid 
in  the  Pone- work,  where  it  is  fcrewed  faP.  To  this  rod  is  fixed  a copper  wire,  as 
a conductor  for  lightning;  which  is  fixed  to,  and  carried  down,  the  wall  of  the 
fpire  and  tower;  and  at  the  floor  of  the  belfry  is  laid  into  the  earth  feveral  feet, 
where  it  meets  with  moiP  earth.  The  height  of  the  tower  and  fpire,  deduced 
from  quadrantal  angles,  is  180  feet;  and  the  tower,  to  the  top  of  the  parapet,  is  75 
feet ; the  weathercock,  in  a Praight  line  from  head  to  tail,  is  three  feet  one  inch, 
and  the  diameter  of  the  wall  eleven  inches. 

“ I fhall  now  obferve  what  I believe  is  feldom  or  never  noticed,  the  vibration 
of  the  fpire  on  the  ringing  of  bells ; I mean,  a common  peal  of  round  ringing, 
during  which  there  is  a continual  undulation  at  the  top  of  the  fpire  and  rod  that 
carries  the  weathercock.  The  rod  fwings,.  as  near  as  can  well  be  computed  (for 
the  vibrations  appear  unequal  among  themfelves)  from  about  two  to  two  inches  and 
a half,  and  appears  like  a diPurbed  pendulum,  performing  its  vibrations  in  about 
half  a fecond  of  time;  douhtlefs  it  appears  fo  in  every  direction.  The  above  ob- 
fervations  were  made  with  a meridian  teleicope,  that  turns  on  a perpendicular 
axis,  at  the  difiance  of  about  one  third  of  a mile  from  the  church,  after  this  man- 
ner; fix  a line  and  plummet  to  the  infirument,  and  let  it  pafs  over  a pully  fo  as 
to  be  able  to  draw  the  infirument;  then  let  a Pand  with  a fcre'w  Pop  the  infiru- 
ment, that  the  perpendicular  hair  may  Pand  parallel  to  the  rod,  at  the  difiance  cf 
the  rod’s  diameter,  or  any  other  convenient  difiance.  The  rod’s  diameter  about 
the  middle  is  two  inches,  then  may  the  motion  ro  and  from  the  perpendicular  hair 
be  oblerved  as  above  defcribed.  1 obferve  that  it  moves  with  the  winds,  and  with, 
a fiiff  gale  confiderably.  Yours  faithfully,  &c.  J.  Pvobinson.”

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P.  856.  A Sketch  of  the  Hiltory  and  Antiquities  of  Elmsthorpe;  communi- 
cated by  an  ingenious  correfpondenr,  who  lubfcribes  himfeif  Hincklei ensis. 

Elmsthorpe  [i.  e.  a village  among  Elms']  derived  perhaps  the  name  from  the 
many  Witch  and  other  Elms  growing  on  this  fpot,  as  there  are  very  old  ones 
handing  at  this  day;  and  the  Saxon  word  thorp,  or  tharpe,  fignifying  a village.  It 
is  fitnated  in  the  hundred  of  Sparkenhoe.  William  the  Conqueror  very  probably 
gave  this  place  to  Hugh  de  Grentemaifnel,  baron  of  Hinckley,  as  he  came  over 
With  him,  and  for  his  valiant  behaviour  gave  him  great  poffeffions  in  Le  ice  Pterin  ire; 
and  this,  being  fo  near  Hinckley,  was  included  in  the  gift,  and  of  courfe  took 
its  rife  into  a village.  Burton  tells  us,  “ This  manor  was  formerly  the  inheritance  of 
Robert  Beaumont  earl  of  Leicelter,  who  gave  it  to  Ernald  de  Bois.”  In  7 Ri- 
chard I.  Ernald  de  Bois  granted  it  to  William  de  Charnel,  who  bore  “ Azure,  a crofs 
engrailed  Or.,,  King  Edward  III.  (an.  reg.  38.)  granted  unto  John  de  Charnels 
liberty  of  free  warren  here.  Maud,  the  heirefs  general  to  Charnels  Jf  was  married, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Richard  the  Second,  to  Laurence  Truf- 
fcl,  of  Coblefton  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  in  which  houfe  it  continued  about  five 
defcents.  The  lad:  Sir  Edward  Truffel,  Knight  §,  left  only  one  daughter  and  heirefs, 
married  to  John  Vere,  Earl  of  Oxford*  Edward  Earl  of  Oxford  fold  this  manor 
in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  to  Sir  James  Harrington,  of  Burley  in  the  county 
of  Rutland,  Knight,  who  gave  it  to  his  fecond  fon  Sir  Henry  Harrington,  Knight. 
Sir  John  Harrington,  Knight,  fon  and  heir  of  the  faid  Sir  Henry,  fold  the  faid 
manor  in  16 19  to  the  right  worthy  Sir  William Cockaine  ||,  Knight,  then  Lord  Mayor

accompliflied  the  age  of  ten  years.  The  7 fons 
lived,  and  the  youngeft  of  them  (at  his  death) 
was  fully  28  years  of  3ge.

Here  alfo  lieth  the  body  of  Catharine  Wonton 
his  fecond  wife,  who  died  the  19th  of  September, 
1596,  by  whom  he  had  no  iflue.” 


Sir  William  Cockaine,  who  fucceeded  his  father,  was  alfo  a citizen  and  fkinner  of  London,  and  in 
1609  fheriff  of  that  city  ; eleded  foon  after  an  alderman  ; and  in  1612,  King  fames  having  the  plan- 
tation of  Ulfter  much  at  heart,  granted  a conftderable  trad  of  land  in  that  province  to  the  City  of 
London  ; who  font  over  about  300  artificers  to  begin  and  forward  the  plantation  thereof ; and  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Cockaine  their  firft  Diredor  and  Governor,  who  had  lands  afligned  him  there,  and 
under  whofe  diredions  the  City  of  Londonderry  was  eftablifhed.  On  June  8,  1616,  the  King 
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of  the  city  of  Londoh,  defcended  of  that  ancient  houfe  * of  Cockaine,  of  Afliburne  in 
the  county  of  Derby,  who  bore,  u Argent,  three  cocks  Gules”  (fee  Plate  L. 
Jig..  2.)  ; of  which  houfe  alfo  defcended  Sir  John  Cockaine  Knight,  of  Cockaine 
Hatley  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  formerly  one  of  the  Jufticesbf  the  Common  Pleas.’* 


honoured  him  with  his  prefence  at  dinner  at  his  houfe  in  London,'  and  was  then  pleafed  to  make 
him  a Knight  ; with  whom  he  was  in  fuch  efteem,  that  he  was  often  heard  by  him  in  Parliament 
and  at  vhe  Council  table,  and  confulted  with  in  more  private  affairs  ; and  fo  well  fatisfied  was 
that  King  with  his  comprehenfion  of  bulinefs,  his  manner  of  exprefling  his  intentions,  digefting 
and  uttering  his  putpofe.s,  that  heufed  to  fay  of  him,  “ He  never  heard  any  man  of  his  breed- 
4‘  ing  handle  bulinefs  more  rationally,  more  pertinently,  more  elegantly,  more  perfuafively.” 
By  hjs  wife  Mary,  daughter  to  Richard  Morris,  of  London,  Efq.  he  had  two  fons ; Charles,  created 
Vifcount  Cullen  ; William  : and  lix  daughters ; Mary,  married  to  Charles  Howard,  the  fecond 
Earl  of  Nottingham  ; Anne,  married  to  Sir  Hatton  Fermor,  and  grandmother  to  the  firfl  Earl  of 
Fomfret ; Martha,  married  firfl  to  John  Earl  of  Hddernefle,and  afterwards  to  Montague  Earl  of 
Lindfay,  grandfather  to  the  firfl  Duke  cf  Ancafler;  Elizabeth,  married  firfl  to  Sir  Richard  Fan- 
fhaw,  and  afterward  to  Sir  Robert  Rich,  Bart.;  Abigail,  married  to  John  Cary,  Earl  of  Dover; 
and  Jane,  who  died  unmarried.  In  1619  Sir  William  Cockaine  ferved  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  and  in  that  year  purchafed  the  manor  of  Elmflhorpe;  but  died  in  1626,  after  two 
days  ficknefs,  and  was  buried  Dec.  12,  in  St.  Paul’s  church,  when  a fermon  was  preached  by 
Dean  Donne,  in  which  his  charader  may  be  feen  at  large  ; and  in  the  South  aile  a monument 
was  fet  up,  in  memory  of  fo  worthy  a citizen  and  good  magiflrate,  with  this  infcription  :

xvounded,  and  taken  prifoner  with  many  others ; but  Sir  John  Cockaine  loft  his  life  on  Saturday, 
the  eve  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  having  in  the  morning  received  the  honour  of  knighthood.  He 
lies  buried  in  the  North  aile  of  the  parifli  church  of  Alhburne,  under  a monument,  with  his  ef- 
figies in  his  Judge’s  robes,  thus  inferibed  : 

“ Tumuli  Alabaftrini  Johannis  Cokain,-  primo  capitalis  Baronis  de  Scaccano,  deinde  unius 
44  jufliciariorum  de  communi  banco  fub  Rege  Iienrico  Jill  accurata  effigies.” 

Undoubtedly 
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Undoubtedly  the  Cockaines  redded  fome  time  at  Elmfthorpe;  for  there  has  lately 
been  procured  an  ancient  brafs  collar,  and  depofited  by  one  of  the  fubfcribers  in 
the  Elmfthorpe  Mufeum,  on  which  was  engraved  the  following  infcription  : Charles 
Cokayne  Efq . of  ElmJlhcrp  in  ye  county  of  Lei  c eft' \ but  there  being  no  date,  it  does 
not  appear  at  what  time  this  gentleman  made  his  abode  there.  Charles  Cockaine, 
the  eldeft  fon  to  Sir  William,  was  created  Vifcount  Cullen  Aug.  n,  1642;  and  the 
eftate  came  afterwards  into  the  hands  of  Brian  Lord  Cullen,  who  relided  at  Elmf- 
thorpe, at  the  time  of  the  civil  war,  1644,  only  22  years  after  Burton  wrote. 

From  Lady  Noel,  who  bought  Elmfthorpe  of  Charles  Lord  Cullen  about  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  it  has  defcended  to  the  prefent  owner, 
Lord  Vifcount  Wentworth,  Baron  of  Nettlefted  in  the  county  of  Suffolk. 

Elmfthorpe  is  bounded  on  the  South  by  Sapcote  and  Afton  Flamvile  ; on  the 
Weft  by  Burbach  and  Barwell;  on  the  North  by  Earl  Shilton;  and  on  the  Eaft  by 
Stony  Stanton.  This  lordlhip,  from  traditional  accounts,  is  fuppofed  to  be  one  of 
the  earlieft  inclofures  in  the  kingdom  by  a ring  fence,  the  ufual  mode  of  inclofmg 
at  that  time,  excepting  it  being  afterwards  divided  into  two  or  three  divifions  for 
the  convenience  of  farming.  It  is  watered  by  a fmall  brook  that  runs  through  the 
middle  of  it  towards  Potters  Marfton. 

This  place  contains  only  four  odd  or  lone  farm-houfes,  now  in  the  tenure  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Queenborough,  Richard  Fowke,  John  Lapworth,  and  Richard  Garner, 
who  occupy  the  whole  of  the  lordlhip,  about  1280  acres. 

This  town  has  been  much  greater  many  yeais  fince,  but  was  depopulated  about 
the  reign  of  King  Henry  VII.  Burton  fays,  “ no  houfes  now  remaining  (”1622] 
but  the  chief  houfe  and  ancient  church,”  which  houfe  was  afterwards  the  feat  of 
Lord  Cullen,  but  has  long  ftnce  been  pulled  down,  and  Mr.  Queenborough’s  farm- 
houfe  built  in  its  ftead.  The  ancient  hall  flood  on  an  eminence,  and  was  a very  large 
and  extenfive  building;  and  about  forty  years  ago  the  remains  of  the  porter's  lodge 
was  taken  down,  and  an  old  coat  of  arms,  (aid  to  be  dated  1010,  more  probably  1610. 
From  appearances  it  feems  to  have  been  the  relidence  of  fome  refpedtabie  families, 
by  the  traces  which  now  remain  of  the  extenfive  pleafure-grounds,  &c.  In  the  gar- 
den of  the  hall-houfe  was  lately  found  a brafs  leal  (fee  Plate  XLV,  fig.  ; ),  bearing 
the  Charnel  arms  'f  (fomewhat  different  from  thofe  in  Burton  j),  which  probably  is 
of  great  antiquity;  but,  as  it  is  not  much  corroded,  it  was  perhaps  loft  in  a part  of 
the  building  that  has  not  long  been  taken  down. 

There  is  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Barwell  church  a Richard  Breton,  gent,  late 
of  Elmfthorpe  1659.  On  a plate  of  copper  fixed  in  the  wall  are  ruddy  etched 
the  father  and  mother  writh  the  three  forts  and  four  daughters,  ai  d the  following 
infcription  : “ Flere  lyetn  the  body  of  Richard  Breton,  late  of  Elmifthorp,  gent, 
fonn  to  Robert  and  Alice  Breton,  of  this  parilh,  gent.  Lie  had  to  wife  Elizabeth, 
the  daughter  of  James  Bayly,  Eiq.  by  whom  he  had  three  fons  and  four  daughters*

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He  departed  this  life  the  14th  of  December,  1659,  in  the  60th  yeare  of  his  age.” 
Preceding  the  above  are  the  arms  of  the  family,  who  bore,  Azure,  a bend  between 
iix  mullets.  Crelt,  on  a wreath,  a bear's  paw  erafed  and  erect  Azure,  charged 
with  a chevron  between  three  billets  *. 

There  is  alfo  buried  at  33arwe.ll  a Thomas  Thompfon,  late  of  EImfthorpe,  in 
1707,  aged  63  years. 

There  now  remain  fome  fmall  traces  of  the  village,  by  a kind  of  hollow  way-, 

which  was  one  irregular  ftreet;  a Thompfon  was  the  firft  tenant,  who  lived 

at  the  prefent  farm  houfe,  where  the  hall  originally  flood,  who  ploughed  up  the 
fpot  that  was  occupied  by  the  town,  and  difcovered  feveral  foundations  of  buildings, 
&c.  Near  this  part,  on  the  road  fide,  (lands  a very  large  oak  tree,  which  meafures 
leven  yards  in  circumference  round  the  middle  of  the  butt  ; once  an  orna- 
ment to  Lord  Cullen’s  pleafure-ground,  and  now  two  or  three  hundred  years  old. 
Near  the  houfe  is  alfo  a remarkable  large  yew  tree,  which  has  flood  a great  num- 
ber of  years  to  arrive  at  the  prefent  fize  * the  girth  being  ten  feet  in  the  middle 
of  the  butt.  Near  the  aforefaid  oak  tree,  and  in  different  parts  of  the  lordfhip, 
there  have  been  feveral  fifh-pools,  from  fmall  ones  to  fix  or  feven  acres  apiece;  one, 
called  The  old  pool , has  twenty-fix  iflands  in  it,  which  are  very  confpicuous  at 
this  day,  with  trees  growing  on  them,  though  now  a meadow  ; in  the  middle  of  one 
of  thefe  iflands  is  a hollow,  in  which  it  is  traditionally  faid  Lord  Cullen  during  the 
civil  wars  fecreted  his  horfes  : another  let  dry  about  80  years  ago,  called  The  reed 
pool , which  had  a floating  ifland  in  it. 

Burton  fays,  “ the  lordfhip  is  very  large,  exceeding  good  ground  and  fertile,  and 
contains  many  good  fheep-paftures  in  it.”  But  he  feems  to  have  been  mifinformed,  as 
one  half  or  more  of  it  is  but  of  a cold  quality,  which  lies  very  flat  and  low;  prin- 
cipally fo,  except  round  the  church  and  hall-houfe.  Poffibly  he  might  only  juft  vifit 
the  church  and  ancient  houfe,  round  which  is  the  beft  land,  and  not  making  re- 
fearches  into  the  other  parts  of  the  lordfhip,  gave  his  opinion  from  what  he 
there  faw.  So  lately  as  60  years  ftnee,  the  poor,  cold  land  was  overgrown  with 
gorfe  or  furze.  At  the  time  Burton  wrote,  land  was  but  of  half  the  value  as 
at  this  period,  there  being  but  one  houfe  {landing.  Perhaps  only  the  beft 
land  was  cultivated  at  that  time  ; the  cold  land  run  over  with  rubbifh,  and  only 
now  and  then  a piece  fet  out  for  cultivation.  Mr.  Queenborough,  who  now 
lives  at  the  hall,  has  a conflderable  quantity  of  the  beft  land.  Mr.  Lapworth’s 
houfe  was  built  about  twenty-five  years  ago,  at  his  firft  coming  to  EImfthorpe ; 
for  before  him  the  family  of  the  Bees  (formerly  Lord  Cullen’s  groom,  who  built 
him  a houfe  next  Shilton  fields,  though  now  not  the  leaf!  veftige  remaining)  held 
this  farm.  About  eighty  years  ago  was  built  the  houfe  now  in  the  occupation  of 

Mr.  bowke,  for  a Storer,  who  a few  years  kept  it  as  a public-houfe, 

being  on  the  road  formerly  leading  from  Market  Bofworth  to  Lutterworth.  The 
bowkes’  anceftors  came  from  Rodeley  in  this  county  to  this  place,  in  1734.  The 
prefent  Mr..  Fowke  is  a defeendant  by  the  female  line  from  the  Cottons  of  Dad-

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lington*,  through  the  ancient  family  of  the  Pauls  of  Hinckley.  The  three  figures 
engraved  in  the  Hiftory  of  Hinckley,  Plate  V.  fig.  i.'f-  are  traditionally  Paid  to 
have  been  placed  to  the  memory  of  Hofea  Paul  and  his  two  wives,  with  this  diftich  : 
“ Hofea  Paul,  here  I lie;  and  my  two  wives  by.” 

Near  the  old  large  pool  formerly  flood  a cottage,  which  has  been  taken  down 
about  twenty-five  years. 

At  the  inclofing  of  Earl  Shilton  fields,  Lord  Wentworth  had  a piece  of  land, 
about  two  acres,  in  lieu  of  the  rabbit  warren. 

Elmflhorpe  pays  fuit  and  fervice  to  the  court  at  Weflon  in  Arden  Warwick- 
fhire.  The  prefent  lords  are  Richard  Hayward,  Efcj.  and  Colonel  James  Money. 
It  probably  came  under  this  court  in  the  time  of  the  owner  Ernald  de  Bois. 

Burton  fays,  “ Elmefthorpe  eft  de  duobus  feodis,  viz.  Winton  & Leick  De 
“ feodo  Winton  Nich*  de  Charnels  tenet  in  eadem  de  Johanne  de  Bois,  & Johannes 
“ de  heredibus  Winton,  & heredes  de  rege,  per  fervicium  feod’  1 milk  De  feodo 
“ Leic’  did*  Nicholaus  tenet  in  eadem  de  Philippe  Marmion  4 virgatas  terra?  per 
“ quartam  partem  feodi  1 militis,  & fubftra<fta  perdonatione  ab  hominibus  fuis. 

“ Ecclefice  de  Ailemefthorpe  patronus  Wiltmus  de  Charnels;  perfona  Wiliielmus, 
“ inftitutus  per  C.  tunc  archidiaconum  vacante  fede.” 

The  patronage  of  this  church  has  palled  regularly,  with  the  lordfhip,  from  the 
Charnels,  through  the  Truffels,  Harringtons,  Cockaines,  and  Noels,  to  the  Lord 
Vifcount  Wentworth. 

At  every  frefh  prefentation  the  thirty-nine  articles  are  read,  and  Divine  fervice 
performed  twice  in  one  day  ; being  the  cuftomary  mode  on  fuch  an  occafion. 

The  prefent  incumbent  is  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pares,  who  fucceeded  Dean  Noel  § in  1786. 

The  redory  is  valued  in  the  King’s  books  at  61.  13s.  4d. 

In  the  church  flood  thefe  arms  : 

“ Gules,  feven  mafcles  conjoined  3,  3,  and  1,  Or.”  Quincy. 

“ Gules,  bezanty  a quarter  Ermine.”  Zouch  of  Harringworth . 

“ Azure,  feme  de  fleurs  de  lis,  a lion  rampant  Or,  a bendlet  compony  Argent 
“ and  Gules.”  Sir  Henry  Beaumont. 

“ Quarterly,  Argent  and  Gules,  a bendlet  Sable,  between  two  frets  Or.”  Be 
Spencer . 

“ Azure,  a crofs  engrailed  Or.”  Charnels . 

“ Argent,  fretty  Gules,  on  every  joint  a bezant  Or.”  Truffel. 

The  prefent  flate  of  Elmflhorpe  church  is  as  follow? : viz.  The  infide  66  feet 
in  length  and  26  broad;  the  whole  length,  including  the  tower,  80  feet,  the  height 
of  the  tower  36  feet,  which  is  entire,  being  very  little  demolifhed  by  the  cor- 
roding hand  of  time  ; the  now  remaining  church  walls  about  21  feet  high.  The 
body  of  the  church  on  the  infide  is  overgrown  in  part  with  elder-trees  and  ivy  ; 
the  North  wall  on  the  outfide  is  almofl  covered  with  ivy  ; on  the  top  of  the  walls 
are  growing  fome  flender  elm  and  afh  trees.  In  the  South  wall  of  the  chancel 
are  three  flone  feats,  and  near  them  a fmall  niche  for  the  cruets;  in  the  middle  of

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the  church  is  a freeflone  grave,  with  a loofe  freeflone  cover,  overgrown  with 
nettles.  The  walls  of  the  church  are  built  alternately  with  foreft  {tones,  pebbles, 
and  Gates,  which  look  very  antique,  but  have  been  much  damaged  by  people 
pulling  down  part  of  the  abutments,  which  are  of  freeflone.  The  whole  is  built 
in  the  Gothic  tafle,  as  appears  by  a South  delineation  of  it,  Plate  XXIX.  fig.  5, 
The  whole  would  a few  years  ago  have  been  taken  down  for  the  purpofe  of  re- 
pairing the  highways,  but  for  the  interference  of  Dean  Noel.  About  thirty  years 
ago  half  the  lead  was  on  the  roof,  but  fince  has  fallen  into  the  middle  of  the 
church,  and  part  fiolen  away  for  the  purpofe  of  realizing  a trifling  fum  of  mo- 
ney, and  the  remainder  has  been  difpofed  of.  Since  the  falling-in  of  the  roof,  the 
infide  of  the  church  has  been  occafionally  gardened,  and  ufed  as  a pen  for  cattle. 

From  tradition  we  learn  that  there  were  only  two  bells,  and  fervice  performed 
here  about  eighty  years  ago  once  a month ; at  the  prefent  time  no  roof  left,  nor 
glafs  in  any  of  the  windows.  In  the  chancel  window,  and  in  one  of  the  windows  on 
the  South  fide,  the  arch  is  entirely  broken  away.  The  belfry  door  hangs  entire, 
and  fome  few  years  ago  the  church  door  which  was  on  the  North  fide,  thefe 
being  all  the  doors  into  it. 

In  the  church-yard,  at  the  end  of  the  chancel,  in  making  a faw-pit  fome  few 
years  ago,  were  found  feveral  human  bones,  though  now  (1789)  not  the  lead  trace 
of  any  grave  remains. 

There  are  now  lying  in  this  pariffi  three  remarkable  large  (tones,  one  ton  and 
upwards  apiece  in  weight.  What  makes  the  appearance  more  ftrange  is  there  being 
no  fuch  (tone  near  of  this  fort.  Perhaps  they  were  fet  for  landmarks  when  open 
fields,  or  fome  fuch  ufe. 

Mr.  Hutton,  in  his  “ Battle  of  Bofworth  Field/*  p.  49,  has  the  following  paflage 
relative  to  this  place,  which  fets  out  King  Richard’s  march  with  his  forces  from 
Nottingham,  to  meet  Henry  Earl  of  Richmond  to  give  him  battle,  after  his  arri- 
val at  Leicelter  on  the  16th  of  Augufl,  1485  : “ On  the  17th  of  Auguft  he 
marched  out  of  Leicefter,  with  the  fame  parade  he  had  marched  in,  expecting  to 
meet  his  rival  at  Hinckley.  He  arrived  that  night  at  Elmdhorpe,  eleven  miles. 
“ As  accommodations  could  not  be  found  in  a village,  his  officers  dept  in  the  church, 
“ the  ulual  place  for  flee  ping.” 

Plants  growing  fpontaneoufly  in  Elmdhorpe  parifli  (principally  from  Culpepper): 

Amara  dulcis,  adder’s  tongue,  agrimony,  alehoof  or  ground  ivy,  wild  angelica, 
ladies  bed  draw,  water  betony,  wood  betony  (frequent),  boifoil,  black  briony, 
brook  lime,  wild  burnet,  final  1 centaury,  wild  chervil,  cinquefoil  or  five-leaved 
grafs,  coltsfoot,  cudweed  or  cottonweed,  crofs  wort,  cuckoo  point  or  alron  janus, 
eyebright  (in  great  plenty),  water  fern,  yellow  water  flag,  hawk  weed,  herb  Robert, 
St.  John’s  wort,  knapweed  (frequent),  ladies  mantle,  ladies  fmock,  cow  parfnip, 
common  pellitory,  St.  Peter’s  wort,  pilewort,  pimpernel,  meadow  fweet,  ragwort, 
red  and  yellow  rattle  grafs  (very  common),  red  harrow,  yellow  rockets,  fanicle, 
wild  valerian,  wild  fcabious  (frequent),  felf  heal  (plenty),  wild  tanfy  or  filver  weed 
(common),  wild  thyme,  torment'll  or  feptfoii  (frequent),  yarrow  (in  very  great 
plenty),  narrow  plantain,  moufe  ear,  water  wort,  marfli  marygold,  with  a great  va- 
riety of  other  forts,  particularly  upon  the  cold  land;  and  a quantity  of  alder  grows 
on  the  boggy  ground. 
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IT  was  my  intention  to  have  fubmitted  the  preceding  pages  to  the  publick  with- 
out any  farther  addition  for  the  prefent;  but  having  had  an  opportunity,  in  June 
and  July  1789,  of  vifiting  a few  Leicelterlhire  churches,  in  the  company  of  fome 
refpeftable  and  intelligent  friends,  the  refult  of  our  joint  obfervations  is  here  given: 

P.  42 5.  The  monuments  at  AJhby  Folvyle , which  Burton  defcribesas  “ much  de- 
<e  faced”  in  his  time,  were  remaining  there  about  twenty  years  ago,  and  perhaps 
may  flill  exift ; but  I have  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  looking  into  that  church.

P.426.  Barjlon -Barton,  or  Barkjlon , in  the  vale  of  Belvoir,  is  fituated 
three  miles  South-welt  of  Belvoir  cattle  ; its  dittance  from  Nottingham  is  fourteen 
miles,  and  from  Melton  Mowbray  twelve  ; the  foil  and  produce  are  the  fame  as 
defcribed  under  the  natural  hiftory  of  the  vale. 

The  living  is  a vicarage  ; the  redtorial  tithes  and  rights  of  the  manor  are.  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Duke  of  Rutland.  In  the  village  are  fifteen  freeholders,  befides  Lord 
Vifcount  Howe,  who  has  fome  little  property  there,  and  the  vicar : but  the  Duke 
of  Rutland  has  three  fourths  of  the  land,  which  is  at  prefent  open  field,  but  in 
all  probability  will  foon  be  inclofed,  together  with  a large  part  of  the  vale  of 
Belvoir. 

The  church  is  a fmall  building,  apparently  in  good  condition  ; there  are  two 
narrow  aides  and  a nave,  a fmall  chancel,  and  a tower  with  a pinnacle.  ft  has  four 
bells  ; upon  one  of  which  is, 

“ Johannes  Clarke,  1632,” 

a date  confiderably  prior  to  the  imperfect  regifter  of  this  parifh.  On  another  bell : 
“ 1 to  the  church  the  living  call, 

And  to  the  grave  do  fummon  all.*'1 

One  charitable  donation  is  written  upon  a board  in  the  South  wall : 

“ William  Chefter,  of  Knipton,  on  May  17,  1703,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  pa- 
rifih  three  pounds,  to  be  delt  on  the  10th  of  December  yearly  for  ever,  deducing 
from  it  futticient  to  purchafe  two  Bibles  gf  6s.  each,  to  be  given  to  two  poor  chil- 
dren” 

Not  a fingle  monument  or  infcription  of  any  kind  is  found  in  the  chance! ; and 
none  legible  in  the  church.

Richard  Stoup,  the  late  vicar  1755,  who  held  the  benefice  till  1786,  and  died 
fuddenly  in  the  parifh,  whither  he  came  from  Knipton  (of  which  place  he  was 
reflor)  to  baptife  an  infant.  He  was  buried  at  Knipton,  and  was  fucceeded  by  his 
nephew 

John  Stoup  Wagflaff,  the  prefent  vicar. 

The  parifh  regifler  begins  in  1683,  but  has  no  kind  of  regularity  till  1690, 
from  which  time,  for  30  years  following,  the  number  of  burials  and  baptifms  are 
as  follow :

The  laft  twenty  years  have,

The  church-yard  has  fewer  grave-hones  of  any  kind  than  the  neighbouring  pa- 
riflies;  an  indication  perhaps  of  the  poverty  of  its  inhabitants.  Indeed  both  their 
freeholds  and  the  farms  which  they  hire  are  too  inconfiderable  to  afford  even  thefe 
fmall  gratifications  of  vanity  or  affettion, 

“ Which  teach  the  ruftic  moral  ids  to  die.”

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life  of  the  church  and  caufevvays,  and  other  charitable  ufes,  at  the  difcretion  of  the 
truftees. 

Smith,  Efq.  fometime  lord  of  the  manor,  gave  to  Bofvvorth  20].  the  pro- 
duct to  be  yearly  paid  on  the  13th  of  May,  or  ten  days  after,  to  the  poor  of 
Bofworth.  The  faid Smith,  Efq.  conveyed  to  Bofworth  a clofe  called  Col- 

lin’s Home,  the  rents  to  be  yearly  laid  out  in  coals  for  the  poor. 

Sir  Roger  Smith,  by  will,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Bofworth  a rent  charge  of  81.  per 
annum,  iffuing  out  of  a houfe  in  Cierkenwell,  London,  adjoining  to  the  church- 
yard, for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  of  Bofworth,  to  be  yearly  diftributed,  as  the  parfon 
there  and  one  of  the  churchwardens  fhall  think  fit,  at  Chriftmas. 

Dr.  Duport,  re&or,  gave  5I.  the  produce  to  be  diftributed  to  the  poor. 

Dr.  Levett,  re&or,  gave  61.  to  apprentice  a poor  boy.

P.  433.  535.  640.  837.  The  parifh  of  Bottesford  (anciently  called  Botelesford) 
is  fituated  on  the  river  Dene,  or  Devon,  in  the  vale  of  Belvoir,  and  the  hundred 
of  Framland.  It  joins  the  two  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Lincoln  ; and  confifls 
-of  the  town  of  Bottesford  and  the  hamlets  of  Eafthorpe  and  Normanton,  which  are 
alfo  confidered  as  feparate  manors,  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Rutland  ; Eafthorpe 
lying  in  a great  meafure  to  the  Eaft  of  Bottesford,  and  Normanton  * (fometime 
ago  called  Northmanton ) to  the  North. 

Of  the  chapel  of  Normanton,  we  are  able  to  colledt  no  more  than  that,  by  the 
matriculus,  temp.  Hen.  III.  it  belonged  to  the  vicar  of  Bottesford,  who  was  deputed 
by  the  rector  to  perform  divine  fervice  there  three  days  in  a week  -j".  Some  of 
the  ruins  were  handing  within  the  prefent  century,  but  have  been  removed  for 
the  ufe  of  barns,  &c.  and  there  are  now  no  traces  of  it  to  be  feen. 

The  manor  of  Bottesford,  &c.  was  given  by  William  the  Conqueror  to  Robert 
■de  Todenei,  and  has  been  (except  a few  years  in  the  druggie  of  the  houfes  of  York 
and  Lancafter)  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  family  ever  fince. 

At  the  inclofure  in  the  year  1770  were  in  the  open  fields  4467  acres,  1 rood, 
and  35  perches  ; of  which  were  allotted  to  the  Duke  of  Rutland  2215  acres  and 
19  perches;  and  the  reft  the  property  of  the  re&or,  charities,  and  near  70  free-

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holders.  The  whole  parifh  may  confifl  of  about  4800  acres,  as  there  were  pro- 
bably 300  acres  of  old  inclofure  belonging  to  the  Duke,  and  freeholders  much  in 
the  fame  proportion. 

The  foil  is  fomewhat  unpleafant,  being  a ftrong  tenacious  clay,  yet  produce^ 
excellent  wheat,  barley,  beans,  and  peafe;  and  fome  of  a more  fandy  nature,  tur- 
neps ; but  more  fince  the  inclofure  has  been  converted  to  the  purpofes  of  grazing. 

In  the  year  1788  the  number  of  people  in  Bottesford  was  499,  Eaftborpe  178, 
and  Normanton  95  ; which  makes  in  the  whole  parilh  772  inhabitants.  The  average 
burials  21,  fo  that  the  mortality  is  about  one  in  36. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1 563  ; and  in  the  firft  twenty  years  that  are  perfeft  there 
are  466  baptiftns,  346  burials,  and  130  marriages;  and  for  the  laft  twenty  years 
ending  in  1788  are  481  baptifms,  430  burials,  and  118  marriages. 

The  population  appears  greated  about  the  Revolution;  as  from  1675  to  1695,  a 
period  of  twenty  years,  are  606  baptifms,  571  burials,  and  57  marriages. 

In  the  regifter  are  the  following  remarkable  memoranda  : 

“ The  trewe  coppye  of  the  legacie,  as  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Hutton,  pfonne  of 
Bottisford,  as  apereth  by  the  laft  will  and  tedament,  dated  the 1338. 

“ Item,  i gyve  to  the  churche  of  Bottisford  foure  fkore  fheepe;  the  which  my 
will  is,  that  they  fhali  be  ordered  in  this  fort  : that  is  to  fay,  yerely  letton  to  foure 
honed  poore  men  within  the  pi'lh  of  Bottisford,  by  the  pfon  or  his  curatt,  and 
the  church-wardens,  and  they  to  pay  yerely  for  the  fame  twentye  fhillinge,  and 
the  to  put  in  fuflficient  furetie  for  the  money,  and  alfoe  for  the  upholdinge  of 
flocke,  and  to  pay  the  faid  xxs.  to  the  church-wordens  eight  days  before  my  anni- 
verfarye,  &c.  the  which  xxs.  I will  to  be  ordered  after  this  fort  that  is  to  fay, 
iyve  fhillinge  to  the  upholdinge  of  the  churche.  Item,  xnd.  to  the  curatt.  Item, 

ro  the clarke,  every  of  them  vid.  Item,  to  the  bellman  nd.  Item,  to  the 

bell  xi id.  Item,  to  either  of  the  church- wardens  fet  the  tyme  beinge  xnd.  Item, 
the  refidewe  ixs.  ivd.  to  be  didrybuted  by  the  faid  church-wardens,  and  by  the 
advice  of  the  curatt  for  the  tyme  beinge,  to  fyftie  and  fixe  of  the  olded  and  mod 
needy  pfons  within  the  pilh  of  Bottisford,  gyvinge  to  eche  one  of  them  yerely,  att 
the  day  of  myne  annyverfarye,  1 id.  a yere.  And  I defyre  certayne  for  charetie 
the  mod  worfhipfull  of  pridi  of  Bottisford  to  fee  the  fame  obferved,  pformed,  ful- 
filled, and  kept,  accordmge  to  the  trewe  meaning  of  this  my  gyfte.,> 

“ The  10th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1575,  by  the  vertue  of  a commiffion  dire&ed 
from  the  Queen’s  Majedie,  we  were  commanded  to  appear  at  Leic’,  Robert  Gib- 
fon,  clarke,  William  Fowler,  gard’,  Henry  Challands,  Henry  Vincent,  and  John 
Sumner,  jun.  and  there  we  fhowed  our  regider  book,  and  wanted  23  yeres,  and 
for  the  fame  did  compond  with  one  William  Evanfe,  clarke,  and  brother  in  lawe 
unto  Mr.  George  Fletcher,  the  head  commiflioner,  and  gave  in  money  3s.  the 
day  and  yere  above  written.” 
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“Their  . . ...  reineanige  in  the  pfonage  of  Bottisford  the  iv  of  Angufl  heyreafter 
as  folio weth  : 

“ Imprimis,  one  great  brafs  pott,  to  be  fett  in  a furneffe*

,{  This  was  fett  downe  in  this  regifler  booke,  and  trewe  coppyed  out  of  an  old 
paper  booke  belonginge  to  the  churche,  and  wryrten  the  lad  day  of  November, 
1602,  h anno  regni  dne  hre  Eiizabethse  Reginte,  &c.  quadragefimo  quinto.  Cop- 
pyed owt  by  me,  Edmund  Higginbotham,  Curatt.” 

There  is  in  the  church-yard  a freeftone  figure  of  a woman  in  a head-drefs,  with 
hands  in  the  pollute  of  prayer,  faid  by  tradition  to  be  the  fair  maid  of  Norman- 
ton,  of  whom  a ridiculous  dory  is  told,  but  probably  not  totally  void  of  foundation ; 
as  in  the  regider  we  find,  “ 1 59 7>  Jan*  Item,  the  xmi  day  there  was  a young 
maid  buried  that  was  fond  dead  in  Normanton  field.”

“ February  1609.  Katharine  Hawett  was  buried  the  26th  day  ; and  here  the 
plague  began;  die  dying,  poifoned  many,  the  infection  was  fo  great  wher’t 
came,  that  fcarce  left  any  ; hxc  pedis  primo  mortifera  mifit  ad  umbras  innume- 
ros  fecii  cujus  contagio  traxit.” 

• It  appears  to  have  raged  a year,  when  no  lefs  than  107  died  of  it  in  the  parifh, 
being  about  one  feventh  part  of  its  inhabitants.  In  the  church-yard  is  a railed 
circle,  about  35  feet  in  diameter,  faid  by  tradition  to  have  been  the  burying  place 
of  thofe  who  died  of  the  plague. 

“ Memoranda  that  Robert  Feafe,  a young  man  of  Suderne,  on  the  3d  day  of 
September,  A.D.  1610,  afcending  to  the  top  of  the  deeple  in  Bottesford,  by  the 
crochets,  did  fetch  downe  the  weathercock  to  have  the  foote  amended,  and  being 
mended  did  carry  it  up  againe  the  fame  day,  and  had  for  his  labour  3s.6d.”

“ July  1612.  The  "Right  Honorable  Lord  Roger  Manors,  Earle  of  Rutland,  de- 
parted this  life  at  Cambridge,  the  261I1  day  of  June,  1612  ; whofe  body  was  buried 
at  Bottesford  the  20th  day  of  this  month,  and  his  funeral  folemnized  tne  22d  day.” 

"Befides  lands,  &c.  in  the  parifh  of  Bottesford  for  the  ufe  of  Wigfton’s  hofpital 
in  the  town  of  Leicefter,  and  others  for  the  poor  of  Darking  in  Surrey,  there  are 
two  alms-houfes,  one  near  the  North-weft  end  of  the  church,  called  the  Bede-houfe, 
or  men’s  hofpital,  founded  by  the  anceftors  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland  for  the  fup- 
port  of  their  old  lervants  and  decayed  tenants.  Confiderable  augmentations  have 

been 
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been  made  fince  by  the  family.  The  prefent  number  who  enjoy  the  charity  are 
14,  though  rooms  and  every  other  convenience  are  now  building  and  fitting  up 
for  16.  The  other,  near  to  the  crofs  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  is  called  the 
Women’s  Hofpital,  and  was  founded  hy  Dr.  Fleming,  re&or  of  Bottesford  in  1620, 
for  four  poor  widows,  not  paupers ; the  revenue  of  which  has  been  increafed  by 
fucceffive  benefa&ions. 

Befides  other  fmall  charities  left  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor,  Dr.  Thomas  White, 
redtor  of  Bottesford  (and  afterwards  Bifhop  of  Peterborough ),  left  by  will  in  1690 
the  fum  of  240I.  the  intereft  of  which  to  be  paid  yearly  to  twenty  poor  families, 
upon  the  condition  of  their  diftinftly  repeating  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Apoftles 
Creed,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  without  miffing  or  changing  one  word. 

In  the  entrance  into  the  town  from  Grantham  are  fix  neat  cottages  for  the  poor. 

In  the  centre  of  the  town  is  the  bafe  of  a crofs,  with  the  arms  of  Roos,  and  two 
defaced  ffiields  *,  and  in  “ Hall-houfe”  at  Eafthorpe,  now  the  principal  farm  in  the 
pariffi,  the  property  of  the  Duke,  are  alfo  on  the  outfide  of  the  wall  the  arms  of 
Roos . 

In  the  North-eaft  corner  of  the  church-yard  is  a fchool-houfe  (built  by  John 
Duke  of  Rutland  in  1732,  in  exchange  for  the  old  one  adjoining  to  the  church, 
now  made  a vault  or  burial-place  for  the  family)  ;.on  the  Weft  end  of  which  are 
the  §fms  and  quarterings  of  Manners  in  a garter ; creft,  a peacock  ; fupporters, 
a boy  fupporting  St.  George’s  crofs,  and  another  holding  a fret  and  chief.  This 
fchool  was  originally  founded  by  Abel  Ligonier,  redtor,  by  will,  bearing  date 
Nov.  14,  1 7 1 1 ; and  Anthony  Ravell,  Efq.  of  St.  Chriftopher’s,  by  will,  1726, 
added  iool.  Twenty-eight  children  are  upon  the  foundation. 

The  church  of  Bottesford,  one  of  the  moft  beautiful  ornaments  of  the  va’e  of 
Belvoir,  is  here  engraved,  in  Plate  LII,  from  a drawing  taken  by  Mr.  Schneb- 
belie  in  July  1789.  It  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  appears  to  have  been  built 
by  Edward  III.  It  confifts  of  a nave  with  eleven  clereftory  windows,  two  ailes, 
South  porch,  North  and  South  tranfept,  in  which  la  ft  is  a rich  South  window,  fided 
by  two  unequal  niches,  under  the  Eafternmoft  of  which  are  the  arms  of  Roos,  The 
chancel  has  plain  fquare  clereftory  windows,  of  three  days  above,  and  a pointed 
one  below.  A cornice  of  quatrefoils  to  the  nave  and  South  tranfept.  At  the  Weft 
end  of  the  nave  is  a fquare  tower,  with  a lofty  elegant  ftone  fpire.  The  whole 
building  is  embattled. 

In  the  fpandrils  of  the  Weft  door  are  two  ffiields,  with  the  inftruments  of  the 
paffion  and  the  arms  of  Roos . 

In  the  tower  is  a peal  of  fix  good  bells,  with  thefe  infcriptions  :

On  the  North  wall  of  the  chancel  is  an  old  freeftone  monument,  fuppofed  to 
have  been  brought  from  the  priory  church  of  Beivoir,  inscribed,

At  the  head  of  the  fecond  and  third  lines  is  a fhield,  Roos , impaling  Argent,  two 
chevrons  Gules-}?;  at  the  other  end  of  thefe  lines  another  lhield,  with  Ros  quarter- 
ing. Badlefmere . 

The  Harleian  MS.  adds,,  what  we  do  not  now  upon  examination  find  :

A lhield  againfl:  the  North  pillar  of  the  nave  bears  Roosy  and  an  oppofite  one  a 
bilhop  holding  Sable,  two  keys  and  a fword  in  faltire  Azure,  on  a chief  Gules 
three  mitres  Or,  impaling.  Per  chevron  Azure  and  Gules,  an  eagle,  or  other  bird, 
with  the  letter  nu 

Other  pillars  have  lions,  griffins,  and  ffieep,  descending,  and  a man  crowned. 

Over  the  Eaft  window  of  the  South  aile  a figure  holds  “ ©rate,”  under  a treble 
canopy- 

The  font  is  octagon,  (landing  on  four  pillars;  and  the  compartments  have  a vine, 
an  angel  among  oak  leaves,  a rofe,  an  angel  among  apples,  tulips,  an  angel 
among  berries,  a rofe,  an  angel  among  apples. 

The  patronage  of  the  re&ory  has  pafifed  fuceeffively,  through  the  families  of  Al- 
bini,  Rofs,  and  Manners,  to  the  prefent  Duke  of  Rutland.

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Ralph  de  Albiniaco,  then  an  acolyte,  was  prefented  to  the  re&ory  of  Bottesford 
by  William  lord  Albini,  prid.  kal.  April.  1223. 

Nicholas  de  Belvoir,  chaplain,  was  prefented  by  the  fame  patron  in  1234,  and 
held  it  till  1273. 

Peter  de  Ros,  fubdeacon,  was  prefented  by  Robert  lord  Ros,  and  admitted 
4<  die  Sabbati  quatuor  temporum  ante  feftum  B.  Michaelis,  1273.”  Being  collated 
to  the  precentorlhip  of  York  July  17,  1289,  he  refigned  the  re&ory,  and  died  1312. 

William  de  Filungele,  or  Philungley,  “ clericus  in  minoribus  ordinibus,”  was  pre- 
fented by  Ifabell  de  Ros,  lady  of  Belvoir;  and  the  ctiftody  of  the  church  was  com- 
mitted to  him  16  kal.  Aug.  1289,  “ ufque  ad  proxim*  ordines  fubfequentes  which 
taking  place  8 kal.  O&obris,  he  was  then  ordained  fubdeacon,  and  fully  admitted 
to  the  re&ory  ; which  he  continued  to  enjoy  at  leaft  till  1325  ; fee  p.  838.

The  names  which  follow  are  taken  principally  from  the  parilh  regifter 

The  firft  perfon  that  figns  the  book  is 

Edmund  Higginbotham,  curate  from  1563  to  1607;  died  redtor  of  Waltham  1610* 

John  Brearcliffe  was  curate  till  1617  ; and  John  Knowles  curate  till  1620. 

Dr.  Samuel  Fleming  was  redtor,  and  founded  the  women’s  hofpital  in  1620. 

John  Muffon  (redtor  or  curate  uncertain)  to  1623  ; and 

John  Knowles  again  to  1643. 

Thomas  White,  D.  D.  Bilhop  of  Peterborough,  Was  fome  time  redtor  of  Botteford, 
and  vicar  of  Newark  ; the  exadt  time  when,  is  not  known  ; but  it  is  believed  he  did 
not  hold  the  redtory  in  commendam  with  his  bifhoprick,  to  which  he  was  eledted  Sept. 
3,  1683.  He  was  one  of  the  bifhops  who  were  fent  to  the  Tower  by  King  James 
the  lid,  and  refigned  his  bifhopric  at  the  Revolution.  He  died  May  30,  1698.  By 
his  will,  dated  1690,  he  left  a legacy  to  the  poor  of  Bottesford  \ ; which  fee,  p.  993.

fliew  no  incumbent  for  a century  together  ; and  where  they  are  figned,  is  is  frequently  “ Min  li- 
ter,” Clericus,”  &c.  which  may  be  either  redtor,  vicar,  or  curate.  Two  of  the  greatefl  benefadtors 
to  Bottesford,  Dr.  Fleming  and  Dr.  White  (afterwards  Biiliop  of  Peterborough),  never  occur 
in  the  regifter;  nor  is  there  any  mention  of  John  Freeman,  wh&fe  epitaph  is  in  the  chancel.

Dr.  John  Ewer  (afterwards  Biffiop  of  Bangor)  was  inducted  into  the  re&ory  o£ 
Bottesford  in  1735,  and  refigned  it  in  1753. 

Richard  Steevens,  M.  A.  was  inducted  in  1753*  He  died  reftor  in  1771,  and 
was  buried  at  Grantham,  with  the  following  epitaph  in  the  nave  of  the  church  ;

George  Turner,  M.  A.  had  a difpenfation  in  June  t 77 1 to  hold  this  re&oryv 
with  that  of  Knipton  in  this  county  ; and  refigned  Bottesford  in  1782. 

John  Thoroton,  M.  A.  was  induced  in  November  1782  ; and  is  the  piefent 
re&or,  1789. 


MONUMENTS. 

In  the  chancel,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  communion  table,  lies  on  an  embattled 
tomb  the  alabafler  figure  of  an  armed  bearded  knight,  with  a collar  of  SS,  and 
from  them  a triangle  pendent  ; his  fhoes  are  piked,  and  he  has  a lion  couchant  at 
his  feet.  Round  his  helmet  is  a corolla  and  border  of  oak  leaves,  and  on  the  front- 
let,  iljs  nafare’S  : the  joints  of  the  armour  of  his  arms  and  legs  are  laced  as 
the  helmet;  under  his  head  remain  the  feet  of  the  peacock,  the  creft  of  Roosy  or 
Albini , fince  adopted  by  the  family  o;  Manners . At  the  fide  of  the  tomb  fix  angel? 
in  flowing  robes  and  caps  hold  fhields  now  blank;  but  three  of  which  within  the 
laft  twenty  years  bore  as  follows  :

Three  more  fixed  in  the  wall  (of  which  one  ttill  remains)  had  quarterly,  1.  and 
4.  2.  and  3.  frette  and  cheque,  quartering  the  lion  rampant. 

This  figure  is  afcribed  to  one  of  the  Rojfts. 

On  the  floor  at  his  right  hand  lay  a freettone  figure  of  a lady  in  a wimple  and 
double  head-drefs  on  a culhion,  and  at  her  feet  a dog.  This  figure  lay  formerly  at 
the  bottom  of  the  South  ai.le ; and  in  a late  repair  of  the  chancel  was  removed 
thither  again.  See  Plate  Lill.  fig.  2. 

In  the  fame  plate  is  introduced  the  beautiful  view  of  Belvoir  Cattle,  which  was 
promifed  in  p.  980.  The  priory  church,  we  fince  find,  is  entirely  demolifhed  *. 

On  the  South  fide  of  the  communion  table  is  another  alabafter  figure  of  a knight 
in  armour,  with  a collar  of  SS ; the  fame  infcription  on  the  frontlet  of  his 
pointed  helmet,  a corolla  of  laurel  berries,  and  gorget  of  mail ; under  his  head  a 
helmet,  the  creft  a peacock  with  a long  tail ; his  hands  are  broken  off;  the  feams 
of  his  armour  embroidered,  the  garter  on  his  left  knee,  and  hilt  of  his  fword  re- 
mains, charged  with  tf)S,  and  at  his  feet  lies  a long  tailed  dog  Five  angels  in' 
flowing  hair  hold  blank  /hields,  not  fo  long  as  the  oppofite  ones  in  front,  and  there 
is  one  in  the  wall.  This  figure  is  believed  to  reprefent  Gilbert  de  Roor.  Near 
his  figure  is  the  holy  water  bafon  in  the  South  wall. 

Burton  mentions  an  old  monument  of  a knight  in  mail,  of  the  houfe  of  Albany. 
In  an  efcutcheon,  two  chevrons  and  a border  ; and  in  another  a fmall  fpread  eagle ; 
and  adds,  “ there  lie  three  ancient  monuments  of  the  Roffes,  one  of  marble,  and 
i(  two  of  alabafter,  much  defaced,  fome  part  of  the  peacock,  the  creft,  remaining.” 

At,  and  almoft  over,  the  former  of  the  above  knights  is  now  fixed  in  the  wall  a 
little  figure  22  inches  high,  and  8 wide,  of  lpeckled  marble,  of  a knight  in  com- 
plete mail  and  mantle,  his  hands  joined,  his  fword  on,  and  his  fhield  on  his  left 
arm,  his  legs  broken  off  below  the  knees,  a culhion  under  his  head,  by  tradition 
faid  to  be  Robert  de  Todeneiy  the  founder  of  Belvoir  cattle.  See  Plate  LII.  fig.  2. 

In  the  fame  Plate,  fig.  3.  is  a fragment,  of  a ftone  difcovered  in  March  1789,  on 
taking  down  a wall  of  the  re&orial  houfe  for  a general  repair.  The  infcription* 
feems  to  be  [R]OB  ; D€  : HTfRST.  The  part  of  the  houfe  where  it  was  found 
appeared  very  ancient;  and  as  far  as  could  be  learnt  from  the  workmen,  this 
ftone,  which  had  been  ufed  in  a ftill  older  wall,  was  fixed  into  the  building,  but 
apparently  without  defign. 

Burton  fays,  (C  in  a fair  window  in  the  church,  in  glafs,  are  curioufly  made  the 
“picture  of  King  Edward  the  Third,  the  Duke  of  Lancafter,  and  the  Lord  of  Ros.” 

* A view  of  the  ruins  of  Wolflrop  church,  whieh  formerly  flood  on  a hill  nearly  adjoining  to 
the  caflle,  may  be  feen  in  Plate  LIV.  from  a drawing  taken  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie  in  July  1789. 
This  church  was  demolifhed  by  the  cafUe  cannon  pointed  at  a battery  eredted  near  it.

This  feems 
to  have  been  the  coat  of  Roger  Manners  fifth  Earl  of  Rutland,  impaling  Sidney, 
changed  by  the  glazier. 

Another  imperfeft  fhield  had.  Sable,  three  croflfes  Azure. 

All  thefe  have  been  removed  in  the  late  repair  of  the  chancel. 

In  the  North  clerefiory  windows  remain  the  Virgin  Mary  crowned,  and  a dove 
delceading ; and  under  her,

On  a long  (lone  near  the  North  wall  of  the  chancel  is  a beautiful  brafs  figure 
of  an  ecclefiaftic,  whofe  hands  are  elevated  to  a lozenge  adorned  with  the  Deity 
and  crucifix,  and  on  whofe  robe  are  reprefented  Saints  Peter.  Paul,  John  Baptift 
and  Evangeiifl,  Catharine,  George,  James  of  Compoftella,  Margaret,  and  a Bifliop. 
Round  the  ledge  this  infcription  :

The  following  monuments  of  this  family  fill  the  choir  : 

In  the  middle  of  the  choir  is  an  alabader  monument,  with  the  figures  of  a man  in 
a mail  gorget,  the  robes  of  the  garter  under  his  head,  the  helmet  has  the  mail 
within,  and  on  it  the  peacock  with  his  tail  turned  up,  chapeau  and  Ermine  mantle, 
coronet,  fine  George  and  rofe  from  his  collar,  ring  on  the  fore  and  third  fingers  of 
the  left  hand,  and  on  the  fore  and  little  of  the  right,  garter  round  his  knee.  On 
his  furcoat  paipted  quarterly  Manners , T'iptoft , and  Baddlefmere ; an  unicorn  at 
his  feet.  The  mfcription  round  the  aitar  table  is  as  follows :

* Son  of  George  Lord  Roos,  who,  with  Anne  his  lady,  was  buried  in  a chantry  (founded  by  his 
father-in-law  Sir  Thomas  St.  Leger)  in  the  North  crofs  aile  of  the  royal  chapel  of  St,  George 
in  Windfor  caftle,  with  this  infeription  cut  round  the  verge :

f He  was  created  Earl  of  Rutland  in  1325,  a title  which  till  then  had  been  borne  only  by 
Princes  of  the  blood  ; was  a knight  of  the  Garter  ; and  held  many  important  Nations  under  King 
Henry  VIII,  whom  he  attended  with  a fplendid  retinue  at  the  famous  interview  with  Francis  I. 
of  France  in  1320  ; and  who  gave  him  in  1539,  among  many  other  poffeifions,  the  manor  of 
Million  in  LeiceFcrlhire  (part  of  the  diflolved  monaftery  of  Ofulvefton),  with  the  manors  of 
Waltham  and  Croxton. 

1 This  lady  who  died  in  1551,  has  hitherto  been  fwppofed  to  have  been  buried,  with  feveral 
others  of  the  Manners  family,  in  St*  Leonard’s  Shoreditch.  See  Maitland’s  Loudon,  ed.  1772, 
vol.  II,  p.  1367. 
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The  ladv  is  habited  in  robes  and  ruffled  gown,  her  coronet  over  a'dofe  plaited 
and  jewelled  cap,  which  fhews  her'  hair,  a chain  necklace  of  four  rows,  and  a 
heart  appendant,  herfleeves  purfled  like  lawn  and  ruffled;  on  the  fore  finger  of  her 
right  hand  a ring,  on  the  third  of  the  fame  hand  two,  one  on  the  fore  and  little 
finger  of  the  left  hand.  On  her  mantle  is  painted  Or,  a chevron  between  three 
talbots*  heads  Gules ; Gules,  a chevron  between  three  bears*  heads  Azure,  and 
quarterly.  Gules  and  Azure,  on  a chief  Gules,  three  heurts.  At  her  feet  a griffin. 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  tomb  (land  fix  daughters  with  their  hands  elevated,  two 
of  them  in  profile  ; on  the  South  fide  five  fens  armed  with  furcoats  and  mail,  and 
one  daughter;  at  the  We  ft  end  a fon  in  armour  with  a collar  kneeling;  at  the 
Eaft  end  two  daughters.  Some  of  thefe  children  are  in  the  attitude  of  elevating 
their  hands,  and  Ipreading  them  back,  while  thofe  of  others  are  joined. 

In  the  middle  of  the  choir  below  the  preceding  monument  is  another  of  alabaffer, 
with  the  figure  of  a knight  in  plated  armour,  with  a collar  and  George  hanging 
down  almoft  to  his  waiftband,  garter  round  his  knee,  coronet,  rings  on  right  and 
left  thiru  and  fore  finger,  dagger  at  right  fide,  fword  in  his  left  hand,  a book  in  his 
right,  his  flowered  helmet,  with’ the  cr'efl:  under  his  head,  an  unicorn  at  his  feet.  By 
him  lies  his  lady  in  robes,  with  purfled  and  puckered  fieeves,  long  ones  hanging  down, 
her  head  reclined  on  a lcroll,  the  hair  at  the  back  of  her  head  reticulated  with  jew- 
els, a coronet  and  rufF,  her  hands  joined  with  a book,  a lion  at  her  feet.  On  a 
fquare  table  (landing on  the  tomb,  quarterly,  1.  a faltire,  2.  Gules,  fretty,  3.  Gules, 
three  lions  paffant  guardant,  4.  fretty  in  a canton  a (hip.  On  the  other  fide,  Man- 
ners quartering  Roos,  three  catharine-wheels,  and  one  Tingle,  Efpec ; an  eagle 
difplayed,  Todenei ; two  chevronels,  Albini ; Baddlefmere , Holland , Tiptoft , Vaux, 
and  Pozuis.  Their  eldefi  fon  Edward  in  armour,  their  fecond  fon  John,  re£tor  of 
Helmefiey,  in  a gown,  with  long  pendent  fieeves,  and  their  daughter  Elizabeth, 
all  kneel  on  the  tomb,  the  eldefi  fon  and  daughter  at  the  head  of  their  parents 
to  delks  on  pillars,  the  other  fon  at  their  feet  without  a defk.  The  infeription  on 
the  ledge  of  this  tomb  is  in  railed  capitals  as  follows : 

<c  Heare  lieth  Henry  Maners*,  Earle  of  Rutland,  and  Margaret  his 
WIEF,  DAUGHTER  TO  Ra’dULPHE  ErLE  OF  WeSTMERLAND,  WHICH  EaRLE  OF 

Rutland  died,  being  Lord  Preside*t  of  her  Majestie’s  counsayle  in  the 
North,  the  sevententhe  daye  of  September,  mdlxiii.” 

Over  the  figures  is  a canopy  of  heavy  wrought  pillars. 

On  a monument  againfl  the  wall  of  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel,  the  figures  of 
an  earl  in  robes,  ruff,  and  armour,  bare-headed,  garter  on  left  knee,  long  cordon, 
a bull  at  his  feet ; and  of  his  lady  in  ermine  robes,  high  toupee,  ruff,  fieeves  em- 
broidered, thus  wriffbands  puckered  clofe,  nothing  at  her  feet,  but  one 

daughter  kneeling,  in  a ruff,  her  fieeves  like  her  mother’s,  and  drefl  hair : 

* Of  his  two  wives,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Ralph  Nevil,  4th  Earl  of  Welhnoreland,  died 
in  1560,  and  is  faid  by  Maitland  to  have  been  buried  at  Shoreditch;  Bridget,  daughter  of  Lord 
HufTev,  died  Jan.  12,  1600,  aged  75,  and  was  buried  at  Little  Gaddefden,  Herts. 
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Manners  with  quarter ings,  and  impaling,  quarterly,  in  a border  Sable  ingrailed, 
a crofs  ingrailed  quarterly,  an  eagle  and  child  Sable  and  a fquirrel.  Thefe 
three  coats  alfo  in  lozenges  under  coronets. 

u The  Right  Honourable  and  Noble  Lord  Edwarde  Earle  of  Rutlande,  Lord’ 
RofTe  of  Hamelac,  Trufbote,  and  Belvoyre,  lieth  here  buried.  In  the  yeare 
1 569  he  was  fent  into  the  North  parts  in  the  tyme  of  thole  civill  troubles;  there  made 
Lieutenant  to  Thomas  Erie  of  Suflex  (then  Lord  General  of  her  Majellies  armie), 
and  alfo  Colonell  of  the  footmen,  and  one  of  the  counfell  in  that  fervice,  he  being 
then  but  20  years  of  age,  and  wardc  to  her  Majeffie.  He  travailed  into  Fraunce 
1570.  He  was  made  lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Lincoln^  i£-82.  Ide  was  made 
Knight  of  the  Garter  1584.  On  the  5th  day  of  July,  1586,  as  chief  commiffioner 
for  her  Majehie  he  concluded  with  the  Scotifbe  King’s  commiffioner  at  Barwicke 
upon  Tweede  a league  of  amitye  betwecne  the  two  realmes.  On  the  14th  of 
Aprill  following,  being  Good  Friday  1587,  he  departed  this  life  near  Puddle  wharfe 
in  London,  fro  whence  his  corps  was  hither  brought  and  buried  the  15th  day  of 
May  nexte  followinge.  He  left  yflue  by  his  honourable  wief  Ifabell  Holcroft,  daugh- 
ter to  Sir  Thomas  Holcroft,  Knight,  one  daughter,  named  Elizabeth,  when  of  the  age 
of  eleven  years,  and  almoft  four  monythes,  which  daughter  was  maried  in  January 
1588  to  William  Cicell,  Efquier,  eldeft  fonne  to  Sir  Thomas  Cicell,  Knight,  eldeft 
fonne  to  the  Lord  Burghley,  then  and  now  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  Englande  ; 
by  whom  (lie  left  yllue  one  fonc,  named  William,  and  died  at  London  in  April 
i59i.” 

On  a monument  againfl  the  wall  of  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel  lies  the  figure 
of  John  Earl  of  Rutland  in  armour,  in  his  hair,  with  a coronet  and  ruff,  a mat 
under  his  head,  a bull  at  his  feet.  By  him  his  lady  in  an  ermine  mantle,  ruff,  drefF 
hair,  falling  ruffles,  leopard’s  head  at  her  feet.  Between  them  at  the  head  kneels  a 
lady  in  ruff,  and  drefl  hair,  and  pinked  fleeves,  a fon  and  daughter  at  their  feet;  two 
more  kneel  in  front,  and  three  fons  in  armour,  in  hair  and  ruffs.  At  the  foot  of  the 
tomb  Manners  with  quarterings  Tingle,  and  impaling  Or,  a lion  rampant  Gules, 
quartering  Gules  ten  bezants.  The  infeription  on  this  monument  runs  thus  : 

“ The  Right  Flonourable  and  Noble  Lord  John  Erie  of  Rutlande,  Lord 
RofTe  of  Hamelac,  Trusbote,  and  Belvoyre,  lieth  here  buried.  He  fucceeded  his 
brother  Edward  in  his  faid  erldome  and  baronnies,  and  therein  lived  until  Saterday 
the  24th  day  of  February  then  nexte  followinge,  in  the  fame  yeare,  1587,  on  which 
day  he  deceafed  at  Nottingham,  from  whence  his  corps  was  hither  brought,  and 
buried  on  the  2d  day  of  April  followinge,  1588. 

He  was  made  lieutenante  of  Nottingham  1587.  He  had  yffue  by  his  moft  ho- 
nourable and  vertuous  lady  Elizabeth  Charleton,  daughter  of  FTaunces  Charleton, 
Efq.  five  fonnes,'  to  witte,  Edward,  who  died  at  his  age  of  . . , Roger,  now  Erie 
of  Rutland,  Lord  RofTe  of  Hamelac,  Trusbote,  and  Belvoyre,  Fraunces,  George, 
and  Oliver,  and  4 daughters,  Briget,  Elizabeth,  Mary  (deade  in  her  infancy),  and 
Fraunces  borne  after  her  father’s  death.”

On  the  fame  fide  with  the  former  monument : 

“ The  Right  Honourable  and  Noble  Lord  Roger  Earle  of  Rutland,  Lord 
Rocs  of  Hamlak,  Trusbutt,  and  Belvoir,  lieth  here  buried.  In  the  yeare  of  our 
Lord  God  1595,  he  began  his  fir  ft  travailes  into  divers  parts  beyond  the  feas,  as 
F ance,  Italie,  Swifeland,  and  the.  Low  Cuntries,.  wlfere  he  continued  three 
ye  ares ; after  he  went  voluntarie  the  Hand  voyage.  He  was  colonel  of  the  foot  in 
iheTrifh  war  res  in  anno  1598.  He  was  made  lord  lieutenant  of  Lincolnfhire  in 
anno  1603,  being  the  firft  year  of  the  raigne  of  King  James,  in  which  faid  yeare  he 
went  ambaffador  from  his  Majeftie  into  Denmark  to  the  chriftning  of  the  King's  firft 
fonne,  and  with  the  order  of  the  Garter  to  the  King  there.  He  married  Elizabeth, 
foie  daughter  to  Sir  Phillip  Sydney.  He  departed  this  life  at  Cambridge  the  26th 
day  of  June,  1612,  from  whence  his  corps  was  conveyed  to  Belvoir  Caftle,  and 
here  interred  the  22  of  Julie  following.  He  died  without  yfifue,  and  left  to  fuc- 
ceed  him  in  his  earldom  and  honours  his  honourable  brother  Francis,  now  Earle 
of  Rutland,  Lord  Roos  of  Hamlack,  Trusbutt,  and  Belvoir.”

Againfi:  the  wall  of  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  : 

“ The  Right  Honourable  and  Noble  Lord  Francis  Earle  of  Rutland,  Lord 
Roos  of  Hamlak,  Trefbut,  and  Belvoir,  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  Garter, 
Knight,  lieth  here  interred.  At  18  years  of  age  he  went  to  travaile  in  the  year 
1598,  in  France,  Lorayne,  and  divers  flatesof  Italy.  He  was  honourably  received 
by  the  Princes  themfelves,  and  nobly  entertained  in  their  courts.  In  his  returne 
through  Germany  he  had  like  honor  done  him  by  Ferdinand  Archduke  of 
Auftria  at  his  court  in  Gratz  ; by  the  Emperor  Mathias,  and  his  court  in  Vienna  * 
by  Count  Swartzemburgh,  Lieutenant  at  Javarin  in  Hungary  ; by  Count  Roffem- 
bourg  at  Prague  in  Boherr.e;  by  the  Marquis  of  Brandenburg,  the  Dukes  of  Sax- 
ony, and  other  Germaine  Princes  in  the  court  at  Berlin.  In  1604  he  was  made 
Knight  of  the  Bath,  and  married  the  Lady  Frances  Bevil,  one  of  the  daughters  and 
co-heirs  of  the  honourable  knight  Sir  Henry  Knyvett,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  an 
only  daughter,  the  moft  vertuousand  thrice  noble  Princefs  Katherine,  now  Dutchefs 
of  Buckingham.

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the  hon.  knight  Sir  John  Tufton,  by  whom  he  had.  two  Tons*,  both  which  dyed  irv 
their  infancy  by  wicked  p raft  ice  and  forcerye  T-  In  1612  he  was  made  lord  lieu- 
tenant of  Lincoln  Quire,  and  after  Juftice  in  Eyre  of  all  the  King’s  forefts  and 
chafes  in  the  North  of  Trent.  In  1616  he  was  made  a Knight, of  the  moil  noble 
order  of  the  Garter.  In  the  year  1616  he  was  one  of  the  Lords  who  attended 
King  James,  by  his  Majefty’s  fpecial  appointment,  in  his  journey  into  Scotland,  In 
1623  he v was  by  the  fame  King  James  made  admirall  of  a navye  of  his  Majefty’s 
great  fhippes  and  pynaces,  to  returne  Prince  Charles,  now  our  dread  Soveraign 
Lord  King  of  England,  out  of  Spayne,  which  he  happily  performed.” 

He  is  habited  in  the  robes  of  the  garter  and  coronet,  garter  round  his  knee, 
fword,  fattin  trunk  hofe  and  ftockings,  rofes  in  his  (hoes ; the  peacock  at  his  feet. 
One  of  his  two  wives  i$  in  a robe  of  ermine,  with  a coronet,  paned  purfled  fleeves, 
and  fmall  ruftles ; a lion  at  her  feet.  The  other  in  a black  robe  and  ruft,  high  tou- 
pee, topped  petticoat,  ruffles;  a half  fpread  eagle  at  her  feet.

u Francis  Earl  of  Rutland  was  buried  Feb.  20,  1632.” 

-*  Henry  and  Francis  j the  latter  of  them  died  March  7,  1629,  and  was  buried  in  Weftminfter 
Abbey. 

Joan  Flower,  and  her  two  daughters,  Margaret  and  Philip,  fervants  at  Belvoir  Caftle, 
were  difmiffed  for  negleft  of  bufinefs,  and  various  mifdemeanors.  This  excited  their  revenge 
againft  the  family ; they  therefore;  made  ufe  of  all  the  enchantments,  fpells,  and  charms, 
that  were  at  that  time  fuppofed  to  anfvver  their  malicious  purpofes.  The  earl’s  two  infant  fons, 
Henry  Lord  Rofle  and  his  brother  Francis,  died  foon  after  their  difmiffion  ; notwithftanding 
which,  no  fufpicion  of  witchcraft  arofe  till  fome  years  afterwards.  They  were,  however,  at 
length  apprehended  ; and  after  various  examinations  before  Francis  Lord  Willoughby  of  Effby, 
Sir  George  Manners,  Sir  William  Pelham,  Sir  Henry  Haftings,  Knights,  and  Samuel  Fleming, 
D.  D.  redlor  of  Bottesford,  and  other  his  Majefty’s  Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  faid  parts  of  the 
county,  they  were  committed  to  Lincoln  gaol.  Joan  Flower  died  at  Ancafter  in  her  way  thither, 
by  wiftiing  the  bread  and  butter  flie  eat  might  choak  her  if  (lie  was  guilty.  The  two  daughters 
were  tried  before  Sir  Henry  Hobbert,  chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  Sir  Edward  Brom- 
ley, one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  wrere  found  guilty  of  murder,  and  were  executed  at 
Lincoln,  .the  nth. of  March,  1618.  However  we  may  deplore  the  ignorance  of  the  times,  thde 
unhappy  women  could  not  be  faid  to  be  innocent,  as  from  the  depofttions  of  others,  and  their 
own  examinations  and  confeflions,  there  could  be  no  doubt  of  their  intentional  guilt.  In  (hort., 
they  believed  the mfe Ives  witches.  Many  of  the  evidences  in  the  different  examinations  concern- 

ing the  witchcraft  were  of  Bottesford,  and  are  in  the  regifter  of  that  time,  fome  of  whofe  de- 
scendants are  yet  living.  Their  cafe  was  printed  1618,  4to  ; and,  162:,  a quarto  pamphlet,  in- 
tituled, “ Strange  and  wonderful  Witchcrafts  ; aifeovering  the  damnable  Practices  of  (even  Witches 
-4‘  againft  the  Lives  of  -certain  noble  Perfonages,  and  others  of  this  Kingdom  ; with  an  approved 
■“  Trial  how  to  find  out  either  Witch  or  any  Apprentice  to  Witchcraft.” 

J Thefe  were  the  children  that  died  by  iorcery,  Ike.

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Againd  the  fame  wall,  on  a pededal  a ftatue  of  white  marble,  large  as  life,  in  a 
Roman  habit,  and  over  his  head  the  arms  of  Manners  with  the  augmentation : 

“ Here  Iveth  the  body  of  George  Maners, 

7th  Earl  ot  Rutland  of  that  name, 

Lord  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Trufbut,  and  Bel  voir, 
which  George  fucceeded 
his  brother  Francis  in  that  earldome, 
and  maried  Frances  the  daughter 
of  Sir  Edward  Carey,  of  Aidenham 
in  com.  Hertford,  Knight,  filler  to  Henry 
Vifcount  Falkland. 

He  departed  this  life  at  his  houfe  in 
the  Savoy  in  the  fuburbs  of  London, 

29  Martii,  anno  1641  (17  Car.  I.),  without  iffue, 
and  was  buried  in  this  place  with  his  anceftors.” 

Oppofite  to  this,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel,  (land  on  a pededal  the  flame 
of  their  fon  John  8th  Earl  of  Rutland  and  his  lady,  inwhite  marble  as  large  as  life. 
He  is  in  a Roman  habit ; fhe  with  her  right-hand  on  her  bread,  bearing  her  robes  with 
her  left,  and  her  hair  Arung  with  jewels ; a large  urn  betwixt  them,  and  a fkull 
at  toe  bale  of  it ; over  their  heads  two  boys  in  datuary  marble  fupporting  a coro- 
net over  the  arms  of  Manners , &c.  furrounded  with  flowers.- 

“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  John  Maners,  8th  Earle  of  Rutland  of  that  name, 
Lorde  Roos  of  Hamlake,  Trusbut,  and  Belvoir,  which  John  was  fonne  and  heir 
of  Sir  George  Maners,  Knight,  fon  of  John  Maners,  Efq.  fecond  fonn  to  Thomas 
the  fird  Earle  of  Rutland  of  that  family. 

He  tooke  to  wife  Frances,  daughter  to  Edward  Lord  Mountague  of  Boughton, 
which  Lady  Frances  his  wife  deceafed  the  19  Maii,  anno  Dom.  1671,  and  alfo 
lyeth  buried  here. 

By  her  he  had  iffue  four  forms,  George,  Edward,  John,  and  Roger,  three  of 
which,  George,  Edward,  and  Roger,  dyed  young.  John  Lord  Roos,  furvi-ving  his 
father,  fucceeded  him  in  his  honours. 

He  had  likewife  by  her  feven  daughters,  viz.  Frances,  married  to  John  Earle  of 
Exeter*,  Grace,  to  Patricius  Vifcount  Chaworth  ; Dorothy,  to  Anthony  Earl  of 
Shaftsbury ; Elizabeth,  to  James  Lord  Annefley ; Margaret,  to  James  Earl  of  Sa- 
lisbury; Anne,  to  Sir  Scroope  How,  Knight  ; and  Mary,  who  dyed  young. 

The  faid  Earle  departing  this  life  at  Haddon  * in  com.  Derb.  the  29th  of  Sep- 
tember, in  the  75th  year  of  his  age,  A.  D.  1679,  was  buried  here  with  his  an- 
cedors  the  24th  of  October  following.” 

No  monumental  infcription  is  yet  placed  in  memory  of  either  of  the  four  de- 
ceafed Dukes  of  Rutland,  who  are  all  buried  at  Bottesford  w’tli  their  ancedors. 
The  entrance  into  the  vault  (the  Duke’s  prefent  burial-place)  is  a curious  Gothic 
door,  entirely  of  cedar,  which  has  been  brought  hither  in  the  prefent  year  1789, 
by  the  Rev.  William  Mounfey,  curate;  under  whofe  immediate  dire&ion  all  the  mo-

ailments 
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nutrients  of  this  noble  family  have  lately  been  repaired  * ; and  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  many  very  interetting  particulars  relative  to  this  church  and  parifh,  and  for  a com- 
plete account  of  feveral  other  neighbouring  parifhes  in  the  hundred  of  Framland. 

At  the  foot  of  the  pulpit  : 

£i  Here  lieth  the  body  of  William  Hawfon,  gent,  in  memory  whereof  is  ere&ed 
a monument  on  the  South  wall  of  his  death  and  character. 

Here  alfo  lieth  interred  the  body  of  Mrs.  Mary  Anne  Hawfon,  his  w-idow,  who 
departed  this  life  on  the  10th  of  September,  1761,  in  the  66th  year  of  her  age.” 

On  a pillar  againtt  the  South  wall,  near  the  pulpit  : 

“In  memory  of  William  Hawfon,  gentleman  ; to  the  mod  noble  John  firft  Duke 
of  Rutland,  John  fecond  Duke  of  Rutland,  fuccefEvely,  a faithful  and  approved 
fervant  till  the  time  of  their  deceafe  ; afterwards  to  his  Grace  John  third  Duke  of 
Rutland  fecretary  and  hou.fe  Reward  till  his  own.  Having  acquitted  himfeif  of  the 
great  trutt  repofed  in  him  with  fidelity  and  diligence,  to  the  fatisfadion  of  his  noble 
matters,  and  with  a general  good  character,  he  died  greatly  lamented  the  28th  of 
Auguft,  1740,  in  the  36th  year  of  his  faithful  fervices,  and  of  his  age  59.” 

On  flat  (tones  in  the  nave  : 

u Hie  jacent  reliquiae  Edvardi  Bacon,  A.  M.  hujus  Ecclefire  curati. 

Gbiit  30  die  Junii,  aetatis  fuse  39,  anno  Salutis  1708. 

Virlus  pojlfunera  vivit” 

* Mr.  Monnfey  -early  in  tlie  year  1782  began  the  repair  of  the  monuments,  which  took  up  much 
of  his  vacant  time  for  near  three  years.  He  was  not  only  the  director,  but  the  operator  in  every 
refped  ; no  workman  ever  entered  the  church  but  himfeif,  not  even  a common  labourer  for  the 
drudgery.  All  the  carving,  Jkc.  was,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  wrought  with  his  own  hands. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  diicover  when  the  redory-houfe  (fee  p.  997.)  was  built.  A part  of 
it  now  milled  down  was  a large  open  hall  fupported  by  wooden  pillars;  adjoining  to  this  was 
a building,  part  ftone,  and  part  wood,  apparently  more  antient  than  the  other,  but  containing 
-nothing  re  narkable  except  a very  high.odlagon  freeftone  chimney,  of  good  workmanfhip  ; fome 
of  which  ftones  were  very  large  and  fingle,  having  a. true  circular  hole  cut  in  the  middle  for  the 
fmoke  to  afeend.  Somewhere  in  the  walls  of  this  old  building  was  the  fragment  engraved  in  PI.  LIT. 

In  the  whole  parifh  are  188  families,  and  772  inhabitants.  By  mentioning  the  families  in  every 
parifh  as  well  as  inhabitants,  one  may  form  an  average  in  different  places  of  the  inhabitants  in  a 
family  ; and  the  average  deaths  at  the  time  will  {hew 'in  fome  meafure  the  healthinefs  of  the  place, 
which  may  ftill  be  compared  with  larger  towns,  &c.  In  Eottesford  it  has  been  already  remarked, 
p.  991,  that  1 in  36  die  yearly.  In  fmaller  parifhes  round  it  the  mortality  is  not  fovgreat  ; per- 
haps 1 in  5001-  9 5 die.  From  this  we  may  fuppof’e,  that  in  cities,  or  large  manufacturing  towns, 

1 in  30,  25,  or  even  20,  may  die  yearly. 

At  the  North  extremity  of  the  parifh,  the  three  counties  of  Leicefter,  Lincoln, - and  Notting- 
ham, meet  at  a place  -called  7 he  Three  Shire  BuJ/yes  (a  thorn-bufh  in  each  county),  near  which  is 
an  upright  ftone  with  the  figure  -f  ; at  which  place,  during  the  perambulations  of  parifhes,  after 
prayers  by  the  clergyman,  were  various  lports  for  children,  but  within  thefe  2p  years  dilcontinued, 
,as  the  inclofures  have  rendered  perambulations  lefs  neccffary. 

On  particular  enquiry  we  find  that  neither  of  the  Trefhams,  p.996,  were  rectors  of  Bottesford 
but  0 Mr  Smith  was  prefented  by  the  Crown  on  Dr.  White’s  tranllation  to  the  bifhoprick  of  Pe- 
terborough y and  aft.er  him  lucceeded  Abel  Ligonier,  unde  to  the  great  Lord  Ligonier. 
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“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  Mr.  James  Simpfon,  late  butler  to  bis 
Grace  John  Duke  of  Rutland,  who  departed  this  life  Dec.  30,  1 753,  aged  53  years." 

“ Ruth  Simpfon,  wife  of  Mr.  James  Simpfon,  died  in  November  1714,  aged  65." 
This  Rone  is  fo  defaced  as  not  to  be  legible. 

“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  Mrs.  Bridget  Dickinfon,  filler  to  Mary  late  wife  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Griffin,  now  rector  of  this  church,  who  died  jan.  4,  1727,  aged 
48  years." 

On  a brafs  on  the  fame  Rone  : 

<c  Mrs.  Mary  Griffin,  who  died  Dec.  12,  1769,  aged  73  years. 

In  the  North  aile  : 

<e  in  memory  of  Anthony  Ravell,  Efq.  He  was  born  at  Bottesford,  and  he  lived 
the  latter  of  his  time  32  years  in  the  Leeward  IRands,  and  at  his  death  he  gave 
iool.  to  the  fchool  of  Bottesford,  to  be  laid  out  in  land  for  ever.  He  died  July 
3,  1727,  at  the  I {land  of  St.  ChriRopher  in  America,  in  the  52d  year  of  his  age."

lie  died  March  17,  1780,  aged  9 months."

“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  Edward  Pearce,  citizen  and  painter-Rainer  of  London, 
who  expired  in  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Rutland’s  employment  at  Belvoir 
CaRle,  the  17th  day  of  AuguR,  in  the  year  1658."

In  a period  of  about  700  years  are  22  compleat  generations;  which  upon  an 
average  make  near  32  years  from  father  to  fon,  though  often  reckoned  at  25. 

* Here  the  older  branch  runs  out  in  the  7th  Earl ; fo  that  the  Haddon  family  are  the  regular 
defcent  i and  were,  before  they  fucceeded  to  the  title  and  etfate,  the  15th  and  16th  generations. 
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P.  435.  537.  Braunjlon  is  fuuated  on  the  hills,  on  the  South  fide  of  Belvoir 
caftle  ; and  is  in  the  hundred  of  Framland,  Jt  was  inclofed  about  the  year  1768  ; 
and  contains  about  1900  acres.  The  produce  chiefly  oats  and  turneps. 

The  living  is  a redtory,  in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  worth 
about  160I.  a year. 

The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  lard  of  the  manor,  and  has  every  acre  in  the  parifli ; 
fo  that  the  redlor  is  the  only  freeholder. 

On  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  church-yard  is  a final  1 fpot  of  ground,  where  appear 
the  foundations  of  buildings,  faid  by  tradition  to  have  been  a houfe  of  the  family 
of  the  Hartops,  who  anciently  had  the  manor. 

The  number  of  families  in  the  parifh  are  47  ; inhabitants  206;  all  of  the  Church 
of  England. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1561. 

In  the  firft  twenty  years  are  83  baptifms,  51  burials,  and  25  weddings.  In  the 
laft  20  years,  ending  in  1788,  are  142  baptifms,  93  burials,  and  23  marriages. 

The  church  confifls  of  a nave,  a North  and  South  aile,  and  chancel.  Upon 
the  tower  a fpire,  very  much  refembling  Redmile  *,  but  altogether  not  fo  large. 
The  arches  betwixt  the  South  aile  and  nave  are  femi-circular ; and  betwixt  the 
North  and  nave,  pointed. 

In  the  tower  are  three  bells,  with  the  following  infcriptions : 

1.  “ God  fave  the  Church,  1623.” 

2.  “ God  fave  the  King.” 

3.  “ Omnia  fiant  ad  gloriam  Dei ; gloria  Deo  foli.”

By  a Court  Roll,  taken  in  1656,  of  the  manor  of  Broughton  Aftley  cum  membris, 
in  which  Teare,  Thedingworth,  Sutton,  Princethorp,  and  El  ft  on,  are  included, 
it  appears  that  an  agreement  was  entered  into.  Sept.  25,  3 Car.  1.  for  inclofing  the 
common  fields  of  Broughton  Aftley  and  Thorpe  ; and  that  Thomas  Lord  Grey  of 
Groby  (fon  of  Henry  Earl  of  Stamford)  was  then  lord  of  the  manor,  and  Fran- 
cis White,  clerk,  the  rector  of  Broughton  Aftley. 

By  an  exemplification  of  letters  patent  under  the  great  feal  of  Queen  Anne, 
dated  April  15,  in  the  5th  year  of  her  reign,  it  appears  that  Queen  Elizabeth,  on 
the  15th  of  April,  in  the  17th  year  of  her  reign,  had  given  to  Henry  Graye,  Efq. 
the  manor  and  advowfon  of  Broughton  Aftley.  It  appears  alfo  that  about  150  acres 
of  land,  part  of  the  above  grant,  having  been  held  in  capite , or  by  knights  fer- 
vice,  application  was  made  to  King  Charles  I,  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  reign,  for 
permiflion  to  hold  the  whole  in  common  focage,  on  fubje&ing  lands  of  equal 
quantity  elfewhere  to  the  tenure  in  capite  ; the  fame  was  granted  and  confirmed  by 
Queen  Anne,  by  letters  patent  of  the  above  date,  under  the  defcription  of  “ The 
“ capital  meftuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  three  other  mefluages, 
“ five  cottages,  five  crofts  or  tofts,  and  three  yard  land,  arable,  meadow,  pafture, 
“ and  common,  with  all  and  fingular  the  appurtenances,  fituate  and  being  in  Sut- 
“ ton,  Broughton,  and  Thorpe  Arnold,  alias  Princethorpe,  in  the  county  of  Lei- 
<c  cefter,  and  in  the  parifh  of  Croft  in  the  fame  county,  or  in  fome  or  one  of  them, 
u and  now  or  late  in  the  tenure,  holding,  occupation,  or  pofteftion  of  Edward 
“ Wright,  or  of  his  afiigns,  furvivors,  tenants,  or  under-tenants,  all  which  faid 
“ meftuages.  See.  d,d  belong  unto  the  late  diftolved  Monaftery  of  the  Meadows  at 
“ 1 .ciceller.”  The  grant  is,  to  “ Henry  Earl  of  Stamford,  and  Daniel  Britton, 
“ citizen  and  vintner  of  London,  and  to  the  heirs  and  afiigns  of  the  faid  earl 


P.  ^36.  641.  8 50.  The  parifh  of  Buckminfter , with  the  hamlet  of  Sewjiern  is  in 
the  hundred  of  Framland,  borders  on  Lincolnfhire,  is  very  old  inclofure,  and  remark- 
able for  grazing.  The  whole  parifh  confifts  of  betwixt  3 and  4 thoufand  acres,  be- 
longing in  a great  meafure  to  the  freeholders ; of  whom  there  are  about  30  in 
Buckminfter,  and  the  fame  number  or  more  in  Sewftern.  The  manor  was  in  the 
laft  century  the  property  of  Sir  Edward  Hartop  ; the  manfion-houfe  in  ruins,  and 
in  part  converted  to  a farm-houfe,  belonging  to  John  Manners,  Efq.  of  Grantham, 
the  principal  proprietor  of  Buckminfter,  and  lord  of  the  manor.

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The  living  is  a vicarage  in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke  of  Devoplhire  (who  has 
no  other  property  there),  worth  near  700I.  a year. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1538.  In  the  fir  ft  twenty  years  are,  baptifms  81,  burials 
72,  marriages  33  ; but  it  is  a matter  of  doubt  whether  the  regifter  of  Sewftern 
was  then  included  ^ tradition  fays  not ; but  that  they  anciently  buried  at  Woolf- 
thorpe  in  Lincolnfhire.  In  the  laft  twenty  years,  ending  in  1788,  are  (Sewftern  in- 
cluded) 243  baptifms,  188  burials,  and  51  marriages. 

In  Buckminfter  are  38  families,  and  170  people.  In  Sewftern  44  families,  and 
210  people.  In  the  whole  parifh  380  people. 

The  benefa&ions  to  the  parifh  are, 

William  Chefter,  of  Knipton,  in  1703,  gave  to  Buckminfter  5I.  yearly,  for  two 
Bibles  of  7s.  a piece,  and  the  reft  in  monny  to  the  poor. 

Thomas  Bury,  of  Sewftern,  gave  61.  yearly;  15s.  for  a charity  fermon  on  St. 
Thomas’s  day,  5s.  to  the  clerk,  and  the  reft  to  five  poor  widows  of  Sueftern. 

Mary  Elfton,  widow,  in  1725,  gave  the  intereft  of  5I.  for  the  poor  in  bread, 
on  the  day  of  the  Purification  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Buckminfter  church  confifts  of  a nave,  a North  and  South  aile,  and  three  chan- 
cels. The  North  chancel  appears  to  have  been  a fchool,  and  the  South  rifes  a 
few  fteps,  under  which  is  a vault  or  burial-place  long  fince  difufed.  A fpire 
fteeple  betwixt  the  South  aile  and  South  chancel,  which  does  not  extend  further 
out  than  the  building,  but  is  quite  parallel  with  it  on  the  South  fide.  A South 
porch,  over  the  door  of  which  are  three  fine  niches.  The  porch  and  South  aile 
are  embattled.  The  fteeple  has  no  battlements  upon  the  tower ; but  is  of  the 
fame  fhape  as  that  of  Mufton  *.  Againft  one  of  the  South  pillars,  being  one 
that  lupports  the  fteeple,  and  oppofite'the  reading-defk,  is  a circular  ftone  ftair- 
cafe,  curioufly  carved  on  the  outfide  in  a Gothic  ftyle;  it  has  no  connexion  with  any 
thing,  bat  Hands  like  a tub  againft  a wall,  and  may  be  9 or  10  feet  high.  Upon 
it  is  built  a wooden  ftair-cafe  of  a few  fteps  to  join  another  afcending  the  tower  ; 
but  that  appears  to  have  been  added  fince,  and  not  originally  intended. 

The  appearance  of  Buckminfter  church,  I am  informed  (for  I have  not  feen  it),  is 
more  curious  than  any  in  that  part  of  Leicefterfhire ; if  not  fo  fine  and  delicate  as 
Bottesford,  it  is  more  remarkable,  as  the  make  of  it  is  altogether  peculiar.  When- 
ever an  opportunity  occurs  of  obtaining  a good  drawing,  it  (hall  be  engraved.

Clawfon , or  Long  Claxton , is  in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir,  about 
fix  miles  Weft  of  Belvoir  Caftle.  It  was  inclofed  in  the  year  1779,  and  contains 
about  35 00  acres  of  land,  chiefly  the  property  of  about  fifty  freeholders. 

The  Abbot  of  Croxton  was  formerly  lord  of  the  manor  ; which  flnce  the  diflolu- 
tion  has  been  the  property  of  the  Rutland  family. 

About  forty  years  ago  a fchool  was  founded  by  Anthony  Wadd  for  the  ufe  of 
the  parifh ; the  income  of  which  was  in  the  hands  of  Robert  and  John  Garton, 
Efquires,  as  truftees  ; and  now  worth  upwards  of  40I.  a year. 

There  is  alfo,  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor,  the  intereft  of  7 61.  raifed  by  different  be- 
nefactors-, of  which  the  Duke  of  Rutland  gave  twenty  guineas,  ariflng  from  a clofe 
at  Nether  Broughton. 

Mrs.  Anne  Kirkby  left  20s.  a year  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor,  out  of  lands  at  Long 
Claxton. 

Thomas  Doubleday  gave  the  intereft  of  10I.  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor. 

The  living  is  a vicarage,  dedicated  to  St.  Remigius.  It  was  formerly  appro^ 
priated  to  the  Priory  of  Belvoir  ; but  is  now  in  the  patronage  of  Robert  and  John 
Garton,  Efquires,  impropriators  and  principal  proprietors  in  the  parifti,  and  worth 
near  iool.  a year.

In  a period  of  twenty  years,  near  the  beginning,  are  331  baptifms,  194  burials, 
and  43  marriages.  In  the  la  ft  twenty  years  are  371  baptifms,  216  burials,  and  83 
marriages. 

The  number  of  families  is  112  ; inhabitants  542.

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before  Juflice  Putchin,  accordinge  to  the  aft  for  marriage,  May  17;  publication 
of  the  aforefaid  intention  being  made  according  to  the  aft  in  that  cafe  provided.” 

The  church  confifts  of  a nave  and  two  ailes,  a heavy  embattled  tower  (in  which 
hang  five  bells)  betwixt  the  nave  and  the  chancel,  a North  and  South  porch  em- 
battled ; alfo  a North  chapel,  now  ufed  as  a fchool,  in  which  lies  a large  fione  figure 
of  a knight  in  compleat  armour,  crofs-legged,  and  a dog  at  his  feet ; which  the 
oldeft  inhabitants  fay  was  one  Bofoone  *,  the  owner  of  an  ancient  houfe  near  the 
church,  having  now  nothing  remarkable  except  a moat  which  furrounds  it. 

In  the  chancel  is  a fmall  neat  altar  entirely  of  (tone,  in  the  front  of  which  is 
this  infcription :

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P.  438.  For  the  following  valuable  particulars  of  the  Hihory  of  Claybrook,  I 
am  almoh  entirely  indebted  to  the  refearches  of  the  Rev.  Aulay  Macaulay,  M.  A. 

Claybrook  is  pleafantly  fituated  on  the  road  between  Hinckley  and  Lutter- 
worth in  Leicefterfhire.  It  hands  upon  the  edge  of  Warwickfhire,  from  which  it 
is  divided  by  the  Watling  Street  Road,  which  is  interfered  by  the  Fofs  Road  at 
a place  called  High  Crofs,  about  two  miles  below  the  church.  Camden  conjec- 
tures, that  High  Crofs  was  the  Ration  of  the  Bennones,  or  Venones,  in  the  time 
of  the  Romans.  He  likewife  retails  the  tradition,  as  does  Burton  after  him,  that 
near  the  fpot  where  Claybrook  now  hands,  there  was  a Very  flourifhing  Roman 
city,  which  in  the  time  of  the  Saxons  went  by  the  name  of  Cleycejler . If  ever 
there  was  fuch  a city,  it  may  truly  be  faid,  in  the  words  of  the  Poet  whom  Camden 
quotes,  Etiam  ip  fa  peri  ere  ruin  a ! 

There  are  two  villages  in  Claybrook,  the  one  called  Great  Claybrook , the  other 
Little  Claybrook . The  church  hands  in  the  latter.  The  parifh  is  populous  and  ex- 
renfive.  It  contains,  befides  the  two  Claybrooks,  the  village  of  Ullehhorpe, 
which  is  divided  from  Claybrook  by  a ferpentine  brook  which  flows  into  the  Soar; 
the  lordhiip  of  Bitiefhy,  and  the  two  chapelries  of  Wibtoft  and  Little  Wighon. 

The  parifh  of  Ciaybrook  is  bounded  on  the  South  and  South-weh  by  the  Watling- 
hreet  Road,  and  by  the  parifhes  of  Willey  and  Monkfkirby,  in  the  county  of 
Warwick;  on  the  Weh  and  North-weh  by  Monkfkirby  and  Burbach  ; on  the  North 
by  Ahon  Flamvile,  Sharnford,  and  Frolefworth  ; on  the  Eah  by  Afhby  Parva  ; and 
on  the  South-eaft  by  Bittefwell  and  Lutterworth.  The  greateft  length  of  the  parifh 
is  about  four  miles  ; its  greateh  breadth,  about  two  miles  and  a half  ; and  it  con- 
tains about  4000  acres  of  land  : its  dihance  from  London  is  93  miles,  and  from  the 
county  town  13  miles;  the  dihance  from  Hinckley  is  7 miles,  and  from  Lutter- 
worth 4 miles. 

At  the  General  Survey  made  by  William  the  Conqueror,  it  appears  that  Fulco 
held  under  the  Earl  of  Mellent  eight  carucates  of  land  in  Claibroc , which  were  then 
worth  fifty-five  (hillings,  though  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confehbr  worth  only 
ten  (hillings.  There  were  then  nine  plough-lands;  of  which  Fulco  held  one  in  de- 
mefne,with  two  fervants,  nine  focmen,  and  nine  villani . There  were  alfo  two  knights, 
with  fix  bordarii , poheffing  five  plough-lands. 

The  dihinffion  '*  of  Great  and  Little  Claybrook  is  very  ancient ; and  may  be 
carried  with  certainty  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  Burton  traces  the 
inheritance  of  the  manor  of  the  two  Claybrooks  to  Ernaldus  de  Bofco,  or  de 

* Burton  could  not  fay  with  confidence  whether  the  Claybrooks  were  one  or  two  diftin£t 
manors.  In  the  a£t  of  inclofure,  which  paffed  in  1733,  mention  is  made  of  c<  the  manors  of 
4<  Claybrook  Magna  and  Claybrook  Parva  refpe&ively but  not  a word  of  the  manerial  rights. 
Nor  w'ere  they  mentioned  in  the  Conditions  of  Sale  publifhed  by  Langford  in  1765,  after  the 
death  of  George  Bird,  Efq.  (fee  p.  1034)  ; which  the  Auctioneer  would  not  nave  negle&ed,  had 
he  conceived  the  Birds  to  have  been  entitled  to  them. 

Bois, 
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Bois  *,  by  whom  they  were  given  to  John  his  fecond  fon,  whole  fon  Ernald  -f-  de 
Bois,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IlE  gave  them  in  frank  marriage  to  Nicholas  de  He- 
verlham  with  Emma  his  filler.  Nicholas  de  Heverfham  left  only  two  daughters  and 
heirefles ; Maud,  married  to  Sir  James  de  la  Planch,  knight^  and  Joan  to  William 
de  la  Planch.  This  was  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  From  the  above  perfons 
the  genealogy  of  the  Lords  of  the  Manor  is  brought  down  to  the  reign  of  Eli- 
zabeth, when  it  came  by  defcent  to  Sir  Thomas  Lucy  of  Charlecote,  in  Warwick- 
shire, who,  17  Hen.  Vlil.  gave  it  to  his  fon  Thomas,  by  whom,  Burton  fays,  it  was 
fold  to  Sir  George  Turpin,  who  difperfed  it  among  the  tenants ; in  whofe  right 
(fays  a writer  in  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  for  1789,  p.  25.)  it  now  perhaps 
remains,  as  the  parilhioners  have  not  con  diluted  any  per  fon  to  hold  it  in  truft  for 
them.  But  whoever  may  be  entitled  to  take  upon  them  the  manerial  rights, 
it  is  certain  that  Claybrook  pays  fuit  and  fervice  to  the  court  at  Wefton  in  Ar- 
den*, a hamlet  belonging  to  the  parifh  of  Bulkington,  in  Warwickshire,  in  which 
there  are  five  hamlets  befides.  Dugdale  takes  notice,  that  in  the  records  he  had 
confulted,  Wefton  had  not  only  the  priority  in  rank  over  the  other  hamlets;  but  that 
even  Bulkington  itfelf  was  accounted  a member  of  it,  “ the  reafon  whereof,”  adds  he, 
“ can  be  no  other  than  that  the  lord  of  them  all  had  his  manor-houfe  here,  where 
the  leet  being  kept,  not  only  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  villages  met,  but  from 

# The  pedigree  of  De  Bois  is  minutely  given  both  by  Burton  and  Dugdale ; whence  it  ap- 
pears that  they  were  once  a powerful  family,  and  poffeflfed  very  confiderable  property  both  in 
Warwickfliire  and  Leicefterfliire  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III. 

f There  were  four  Ernalds  of  this  family  in  lineal  defcent;  and  there  is  a village  in  this  county 
called  Thorpe  Ernald,  which  derives  its  name  from  them. 

j The  manor  of  Wefton  in  Arden  palled  from  the  family  of  Bois  to  that  of  Zouch,  and 
thence,  through  Davenport,  Bucknam,  and  Yelverton,  to  the  Stoughtons  ; and  by  one  of  thefe, 
perhaps  Sir  Chriftopher  Yelverton,  the  manerial  rights  of  Claybrook  were  inalienably  vefted  in  the 
lordfliip  of  Wefton,  which  had  formerly  enjoyed  the  privilege  only  of  holding  the  court  leet. 
A moiety  of  the  lordfliip  of  Wefton  was  purchafed  by  Anthony  Stoughton,  Efq.  about  100  years 
fmce;  from  whom  it  came  to  Colonel  James  Money,  of  Pisford,  Northamptonfhire,  by  marriage 
with  a daughter  of  the  above  Mr.  Stoughton,  whofe  only  fon,  James  Money,  Efq.  ofFanley 
rear  Rofs,  in  Herefordfliire,  is  the  prefent  poflelfor.  The  other  moiety  was  purchafed  of  Anne 
Yelverton,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Chriftopher  Yelverton,  Knight,  by  Sir  Richard  Samuell,  who,  in 
the  year  1696,  lold  it  to  John  Hayward,  Efq.  whofe  grandfon,  Richard  Hayward,  Efq.  is  the  pre- 
fent owner  thereof,  with  the  manfion -houfe,  where  the  court  has  been  conftantly  kept  fince  the 
reitm  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  as  appears  by  court  and  fuit  rolls  now  in  their  pofleffion. 

One  difficulty,  however,  ftill  remains.  Burton  traces  the  inheritance  of  the  manor,  as  above, 
to  “ Sir  George  Turpin,  by  whom  it  was  difperfed  among  the  tenants.”  It  appears  alfo  by  Dug- 
dale,  vol.  I.  p.  505,  that  “ Sir  Thomas  Lucy  poflefted  it  17  Hen.  VIII.  and  then  bequeathed  it 
to  his  fon  Thomas,  with  remainder  to  his  fon  Edmund.”  Thus  far  appears  under  Charlecote; 
but  it  is  further  ftated  by  Dugdale,  p.  61,  that  Claybrooke,  Ullefthorpe,  and  Wibtoft,  were  all 
members  of  the  manor  of  Wefton  in  Arden  ; which  arofe  originally  from  their  having  one 
common  owner,  Ernald  de  Bois,  whofe  refidence  was  at  Wefton ; where  the  leet  being  formerly 
and  ftill  kept,  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  villages  have  been  accuftomed  for  time  immemorial  to 
alienable. 

other 
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other  places  both  in  this  county  and  Leieefterfhire,  which  were  the  Lord  Zouche’s 
lands  •,  viz.  Clifton,  Brownfover,  Bulkington,  Ryton,  and  Wybtoft,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick, with  Ullefthorp,  Claybrook,  and  Elmefthorpe,  in  Leiceiterfhire,  as  by 
court  rolls  in  Henry  the  Sixth’s  time  I have  feen.,> 

The  compulfory  procefs  to  which  the  above  writer  alludes  was  not  carried 
on  againft  any  of  the  Claybrook  people,  but  againft  two  farmers  in  the  ham- 
let of  Wibtoft,  who  were  made  to  pay  dear  for 'their  difobedience.  I believe, 
indeed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Claybrook  wifh  to  (hake  off  the  (hackles  of  VVef- 
ton-Court ; but  the  fine  which  they  pay  is  too  trifling  to  render  it  worth  their 
while  to  conteft  the  matter,  while  the  iffue  remains  doubtful.  Mr.  Dicey,  the 
owner  of  Claybrook-hall,  and  of  a confiderable  eflate  in  the  parifh,  has  never  ac- 
knowledged any  lord  of  the  manor  of  Claybrook  ; and  whether  from  prudence  or 
politcnefs,  the  Lords  of  Weflon-Court  have  hitherto  waved  the  demand  of  any 
acknowledgement  either  from  Mr.  Dicey  or  from  the  Vicar. 

Little  Claybrooke  * is  a fmall  neat  village  upon  the  turnpike  road,  containing  only 
ten  houfes,  among  which  are  the  parfonage-houfe,  and  the  manfion-houfe  of  Thomas 
Dicey,  Efqj  which  goes  by  the  name  of  Claybrook-Hall.  The  lordfhip  of  Little 
Claybrook  contains  about  430  acres  ; it  was  inclofed  by  articles  of  private  agree- 
ment in  1681,  and  the  names  of  the  proprietors  of  the  open  fields  at  the  time  of 
the  inclofure  were  as  follows ; William  Byrd,  Efquire,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Byrd 
Vicar  of  Claybrook,  William  Wright,  George  Page,  and  Thomas  Page,  yeomen, 
of  Claybrook  Parva,  Frances  Bradgate  of  Ullefthorpe,  widow’,  guardian  to  her 
fon  Samuel  Bradgate,  Alice  Bradgate  of  London,  widow,  Thomas  Morris  of  Ullef- 
thorpe,  yeoman,  Thomas  Goddard  of  Claybrook  Magna,  yeoman,  Henry  Morris 
of  Newnham  Paddox,  in  Warwickfhire,  Thomas  and  Mary  Strctton  of  Wibtoft, 
and  Richard  Bafiett. 

The  following  perfons  had,  at  the  fame  time,  one  cow  common  apiece  in  this 
lordfhip,  in  right  of  their  refpetfive  cottages,  William  Earl  of  Denbigh,  John 
Sawbridge,  Rice  Palmer,  Richard  Wells,  and  Jonathan  Blockley  ; all  the  common 
and  wafte  ground  was  claimed  by  William  Byrd,  Efquire  : and  a piece  of  land,  con- 
taining one  acre,  one  rood,  and  fix  perches,  was  then  held  in  truft  for  the  benefit 
of  the  parifh,  by  the  following  perfons  *,  Ralph  Winterton  the  younger,  of  Wibtoft, 
William  Wakefield,  gentleman,  of  Wibtoft,  John  Clarke  of  Wigfton  Parva,  yeo- 
man, Thomas  Goddard  of  Claybrook  Magna,  William  Webfter  the  younger,  and

Page,  John  Poole,  Francis  Perkins,  Richard  Garret,  and  George  Cowdell.  The 
yearly  rent  of  the  above  piece  of  land  at  that  time  was  eight  (hillings  ; the  prefect 
rent  is  one  pound  nine  (hillings  a year,  which  has  been  appropriated  for  upwards 
of  70  years  towards  repairing  the  pari(h  church,  as  appears  by  the  church-war- 
dens books ; but  by  what  means  it  came  originally  to  be  applied  to  that  purpofe, 
I am  not  able  to  difcover. 

When  the  original  articles  of  inclofure  were  confirmed  by  aft  of  parliament  in 
1733,  we  find  the  number  of  proprietors  in  this  lord  (Lip  confiderably  reduced. 
Their  names  were  as  follow  ; William  Earl  of  Denbigh  (grandfon  of  the  earl  who 
was  a proprietor  at  the  time  of  the  inclofure,  and  father  of  the  prefent  Lord 
Denbigh),  the  reverend  William  Byrd  Vicar  of  the  parifh,  Thomas  Byrd,  Efquire, 
Thomas  Stretton,  John  Sawbridge,  Thomas  Sawbridge,  Thomas  Goddard,  Richard 
Wells,  and  Richard  Groocock,  junior.  The  prefent  proprietors,  1789,  are  Lord 
Denbigh,  the  honourable  Mrs.  Leigh,  the  Reverend  Donald  Mackinnon  vicar  of 
Claybrook,  Thomas  Groocock,  yeoman,  Wiliam  Gilbert,  yeoman,  Thomas  Saw- 
bridge, and Bofs,  John  Andrews,  and  Widow  Blockley. 

The  annual  rent  of  the  lands  and  houfes  in  the  lordfhip  of  Claybrook  Parva, 
including  the  glebe  and  tythes,  is  rated  by  the  overfeers  of  the  poor,  in  their 
alTeflments,  at  the  fum  of  five  hundred  and  forty  pounds,  ten  (hillings ; and  the 
poor-rates  amount  to  a (hilling  in  the  pound,  communibus  annis . 

The  lordfhip  of  Great  Claybrook  * was  inclofed  by  articles  of  private  agreement 
in  1694,  at  which  time  the  following  perfons  were  proprietors  in  the  open  fields; 
Bafii  Earl  of  Denbigh,  the  Reverend  Lionel  Legat,  vicar,  William  Byrd,  Efquire, 
Jofeph  Pro&or,  of  Coron  in  Northampton  (hi  re,  Gent.  Richard  Turvile,  of  Lil- 
bourn  in  Northamptonfhire,  Gent.  William  Starefmore,  of  Frolefworth,  Gent. 
Simon  Neal  of  Dunton  BafTett,  miller,  John  Goddard  of  Claybrook  Magna,  Wil- 
liam Webfter,  William  Thornton,  John  Smart,  John  Thorpe,  Thomas  Short,  Jer- 
vas  Heywood,  William  Frone,  John  Wright,  Richard  Baffett,  Samuel  Abbot, 
William  Stretton,  William  Pratt,  James  Parker,  all  yeomen  of  Claybrook  Mag- 
na, Jane  Smart,  of  Claybrook  Magna,  Gabriel  Sleeth  of  Gilmorton,  and  Daniel 
Wright  of  Much  Afhby. 

When  the  inclofure  was  ratified  by  a<ft  of  parliament,  in  1733,  the  names  of 
the  proprietors  were  as  follows:  William  Earl  of  Denbigh,  the  Reverend  William 
Bvrd  vicar  of  Claybrook,  Thomas  Byrd,  Efquire,  John  Wright,  the  daughter  and 
coheirs  of  Thomas  Murral,  Thomas  Goddard,  William  Webfter,  John  Baflett, 
the  truftees  of  John  Smart,  deceafed,  Robert  Prinfepp,  John  Hackett,  William 
Thornton,  Jane  Short,  and  Thomas  Short,  William  Hands,  Clerk,  the  coheirs  of 
Samuel  Abbot,  John  Andrews,  William  Frone,  and  Elizabeth  Burford.

There  are  ten  acres  of  land  in  this  lordfhip,  known  by  the  name  of  The  Poors 
Plott , which  by  the  aft  of  inclofure  were  affigned  to  be  held  in  truft  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  Claybrook  Magna,  and  the  profits  to  be  difpofed  of  among 
them  as  the  freeholders  fhould  think  fit.  There  are  likewife  about  fixteen  acres  and 
a half  in  this  lordfhip,  held  in  truft  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  parifh,  of  which 
the  annual  rent  is  nine  pounds,  twelve  (hillings;  which  fum  is  appropriated  to  the 
repairs  of  the  parifh  church,  as  is  alfo  the  rent  of  a little  piece  of  land  in  the 
fame  lordfhip,  amounting  to  ten  (hillings  a year.  Thefe  two  fums,  added  to  the 
rent  of  a fmail  clofe  in  Claybrook  Parva  (of  which  mention  has  already  been  made), 
make  the  annual  amount  of  the  profits,  arifing  from  the  church-lands,  eleven  pounds, 
eleven  (hillings.  This  fum  is  regularly  accounted  for  by  the  church- wardens,  to  the 
veftry,  in  Eaflcr-week  ; and  it  has  enabled  them  frequently  to  pafs  their  accounts 
without  being  obliged  to  alk  for  a levy,  or  at  leafl  with  fo  fmail  a balance  in  their 
favour  as  to  have  been  liquidated  by  a very  moderate  affeffment. 

The  annual  rent  of  the  lands  and  houfes  in  the  lordfhip  of  Great  Claybrook  is 
rated,  in  the  levy-book  of  the  overfeers  of  the  poor,  at  near  a thoufand  pounds ; 
and  the  poors  rate  is  from  is.  6d.  to  2s.  in  the  pound,  communlbus  annis ; the  county 
rates,  and  conftabies  expences,  being  included  in  that  afleiTment. 

Though  the  two  Claybrooks  have  feparate  poor-rates  and  overfeers,  they  are 
both  fubjeft  to  the  jurifdi&ion  of  one  conftable  ; and  the  land-tax  in  both  lordfhips 
is  colle&ed  by  the  fame  afTeffors  : the  annual  fum  paid  by  them,  at  4s.  in  the  pound, 
amounts  to  192I.  10s. 

I have  already  obferved,  that  the  hiflory  of  the  manor  or  manors  of  the  two 
Claybrooks  cannot  be  traced  with  certainty  lower  than  the  reign  of  Queen  Eli- 
zabeth. There  was  formerly  in  Claybrook  a confiderable  family  of  the  name  of 
Byrd,  who,  I have  been  informed,  about  fixty  or  feventy  years  ago,  pofleffed  the 
greatefl  part  of  both  the  lordfhips  *,  but  whether  they  were  lords  of  the  manor  at 
any  time,  I have  not  been  able  to  difeover  ; it  appears  indeed,  from  the  aft  of  in- 
clofure, that  the  common  and  wade  ground  in  Little  Claybrook,  which  the  lords 
of  Wefton  Court  now  claim  as  their  own,  was  claimed  by  the  Byrd  family  a hundred 
years  ago;  but  how  that  claim  came  to  be  relinquifhed  by  their  fucceffors,  or  at 
what  period,  is  uncertain.  There  is  a lofty  grove  of  elms  clofe  to  the  Church  of 
Claybrook,  which  marks  the  village  of  Little  Claybrook  at  the  diftance  of  many 
miles.  This  grove,  which  has  long  been  the  favourite  refidence  of  rooks,  and 
which  adds  a very  fuitable  fclemnitv  to  the  church-yard-fcenery,  is  claimed  by  the 
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Lords  of  We  (Ion  Court  as  their  property  and  it  is  hoped  that  neither  the  prefent 
lords,  nor  their  lucceffors,  will  ever  be  cruel  enough  to  difpoiTefs  their  cawing 
tenants,  nor  (hew  t'hemfelves  fo  devoid  of  tafte  as  to  drip  this  grove  of  its  honours. 

But  to  return  to  the  Byrds.  I can  trace  this  family  no  farther  back  than  1681, 
at  which  period  the  reprefentative  cf  it  was  William  Byrd 'f,  Efquire,  who  had 
been  bred  to  the  bar,  and  was  a counfellor.  His  fon  Thomas  Byrd,  Efquire, 
who  fucceeded  to  the  eftate  about  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century,  was  a 
very  a&ive  man,  both  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  county,  and  as  a magiftrate  ; and 
it  is  fuppofed,  that  a good  deal  of  his  property  in  this  parifti  had  been  acquired  by 
means  not  the  moil  direft  and  honourable  His  name  is  Bill  kept  alive  in  the 

parifh,

J If  we  may  credit  a pamphlet  printed  in  February,  17 14-15,  neither  the  father  nor  fon  were 
then  in  much  odour  of  fan&ity.  In  “ A Letter  from  a Freeholder  in  Leicefterflhire  to  a Friend  in 
“ London,  occafioned  by  Mr.  Byrd’s  appearing  as  a Candidate  for  that  County  at  the  next  Election 
“ of  Members  of  Parliament,  and  by  a Declaration  of  the  faid  Mr.  Byrd’s,”  it  is  faid,  “ his  father 
“ was  the  firft  of  the  family  of  any  note,  who,  from  a mean  pedigree  and  eftate,  was  brought  up 
“ to  the  law,  as  a barrifter  and  fromfome  application,  little  reading,  and  no  modefty,  became 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  that  part  of  the  Summum  Jus  which  is  defervedly  called  Su?nmajnjuria . 
By  dry  and  artful  infinuations  he  became  the  refult  of  the  country  where  he  lived,  and  was  made 
guardian  and  truftee  for  many  orphans  and  widows.  How  he  difcharged  his  duty,  I need  not  tell 
you.  In  ere  eji  onmis  pepuli.  The  charatter  he  left  behind  him,  the  eftate  he  got,  the  ill  thriving 
of  that  eftate,  the  living  evidences,  I mean,  the  widows,  orphans,  and  deluded  unfkilful  perfons, 
he  wronged,  {hall  fuffice  to  give  you  an  idea  of  that ; and  fince  he  is  gone  to  his  laft  account,  I 
have  chofe  to  fpare  him  here  as  much  as  fa<5t  would  let  me.  It  is  fufficient  to  let  you  know,  he 
left  this  Candidate  of  ours,  his  firft-born,  whom  in  his  life-time  (knowing  his  fmall  capacity)  he 
put  to  a linen-draper  in  your  good  city,  that  he  might,  at  leaft,  learn  fomething,  and  know 
how  to  furnifh  the  family  with  Holland,  Cambrick,  and  Hempen,  at  the  beft  hand.  But  Tom,  a 
defigning  boy,  thought  better  of  a country  life,  and,  on  promife  of  good  behaviour,  is  fent  for 
down,  and  married  to  the  heirefs  apparent  of  a rich  Prelbyterian,  whom  (being  deformed,  ugly, 
and  ill-bred,)  he  and  his  father  foon  difpatched  by  their  natural  morofity  and  ill-nature,  denying 
her,  according  to  contract,  to  ufe  the  Religion  {he  had  been  bred  in,  and  fuch-like  practices, 
though  all  with  an  interefted  defign.  And  here  I cannot  forget,  that  part  of  his  wife’s  jointure 
was  made  of  certain  lands  our  Candidate’s  father  was  it:  poflelfion  of,  by  affignment  from  a te- 
nant for  life,  only  to  receive  the  rents,  and  pay  his  debts  with.  By  this  time,  fee  the  man  his 
own  mailer,  his  father  being  dead.  And  now  let  us  behold  him  on  the  ftage  of  life,  a<fting  his 
part  by  himfelf,  and  left  to  preferve  an  ill-got  eftate,  and,  what  is  worfe,  with  a fmall  ftock  of 
management,  to  repair  a {battered  fortune.  He  foon  married  another  wife,  whom,  by  his 
noftrum,  he  as  foon  dilpatched,  and  fent  her  to  a place  of  reft,  where  we  leave  her  to  make 
room  for  his  prefent  confort,  the  worthy  daughter  of  an  uncertain  father;  though,  I own,  {he 
is  likely  to  prove  a very  ufeful  wife,  and  has  made  it  appear,  that  by  her  proper  allurements 
flie  can  gain  him  many  votes  this  next  election  : but  I am  very  forry  flie  is  no  better  {killed  in  her 
other  killing  qualities,  than  to  threaten  her  hulband’s  opponents  with  making  life  of  her  fills  on 
occafion.  You  have  already  heard,  that  Mr.  Byrd,  on  his  match  with  this  heroine  of  his,  pre-

parifh,  under  the  title  of  “ Old  Juflice  Byrd  and  he  will  long  be  remembered  in 
Leicefterlhire,  as  having  been  the  chief  inftrument  in  bringing  to  trial  a neigh- 
bouring 

tended  to  have  1500I.  per  annum,  and  that  her  father,  knowing  the  deceit,  fwallowed  the  bait, 
on  purpofe  to  get  off  his  daughter,  and  promifed  a fortune  he  never  paid,  till  he  was  forced, 
by  terror  of  Mr.  Byrd’s  fword  and  piltol,  to  make  fome  fecurity  for  it,  on  his  before-engaged 
ellate.  .As  to  this  gentleman’s  own  eflate,  if  he  has  one  fufficient  to  qualify  him  for  the  augult 
Afiembly  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  under  the  late  ad  of  Parliament,  it  muft  be  in  nubibusy 
for  nobody  here  can  find  it  out.  His  whole  rent-roll,  as  I am  credibly  informed,  amounts  at  the 
utmofl:  but  to  700 1.  per  annum  ; and  if  the  money  fecured  upon  it  for  his  brothers  and  fillers 
fortunes,  with  2000  1.  he  has  borrowed  upon  real  fecurity,  will  be  proved  to  amount  to  7000  1. 
and  upwards  ; then  the  world  may  judge,  if,  when  he  has  taken  the  oath  prefcribed  by  the 
late  qualification  ad,  he  will  not  be  fitter  for  the  pillory,  than  to  make  a fenator  of.  But  this 
is  the  very  man  in  his  own  principles,  aude  oliquid , &c.  And  was  he,  like  Aifop’s  crow,  to  be 
flript  of  other  birds  feathers,  he  would  not  have  enough  left  to  cover  his  nakednefs,  but  appear 
as  he  is,  like  a cuckov/  in  the  winter.  Nay,  lean  allure  you,  that  his  fate  is  at  a crifis  ; and  if 
he  lofes  his  election  now,  before  the  Whigs  can  ufe  him  again  for  that  purpofe,  in  all  vifible  pro- 
bability he  mull  become  a gaol-bird.  As  to  his  wit  and  learning,  all  the  world  knows  he  never 
had  any,  but  what,  like  the  moon  by  her  light,  he  has  borrowed  or  Hole  from  others.  When 
the  lafl  Whiggifh  miniflry  made  him  a juflice  of  the  peace,  he  let  us  fee  he  could  expound  acts 
of  parliament  to  a hair’s  breadth,  and  turn  them  dextroufly  to  his  own  ends  ; for  his  opinion, 
(that  is)  his  noife  and  impudence,  was  always  to  ferve  his  votaries  and  friends,  as  he  calls 
them.

“ He  has  commenced  wife  on  purpofe  to  ferve  them.”  And,  if  you  will  believe  them,  has  for 
this  purpofe  received  the  gift  of  their  own  infpiration.  O mirum  fane  ! But  it  will  foon  appear, 
that  this  is  but  one  continued  ad  of  his  folly,  and  more  an  argument  of  his  ignorance  than  pru- 
dence ; for,  if  He  fails  of  this  project,  his  fortune,  charader,  nay,  and  his  perfon  too,  will, 
upon  calling  up  his  accounts,  be  found  much  the  worfe  for  it  : and  if  by  perjury  he  mull  quali- 
fy himfelf,  his  foul  will  be  found  a partner  in  the  fufferings.  If  I Ihould  call  him  a buffoon,  a 
tool,  a pack-horfe  to  the  fadion,  I Ihould  not.mifcall  him  ; and  that  would  be  fufficient  to  give 
the  difeerning  part  of  the  world  an  idea  of  what  fenfe  and  judgement  he  can  be  mailer  of.  But 
I will  give  you,  in  puris  naturalibus , a declaration  he  has  made  on  this  occafion,  in  which,  no 
doubt,  he  has  exerted  his  utmofl  oratory  and  rhetorick ; yet,  for  all  that,  he  Hill  appears  in 
his  own  colours,  (viz.)  a purus  Naturali's,  It  follows  in  thefe  words  : “ Whereas  there  has  been 
feveral  falfe  reports  fpread  abroad,  with  defign  to  injure  my  reputation,  and  affrighten  my  friends 
from  giving  me  a fingle  vote  at  the  next  eledion  ; I hereby  affirm,  that  they  are  all  forged  by 
my  enemies.  That  relating  to  my  not  being  qualified,  I defie  any  one  to  prove.  That  my  Lord 
Duke  of  Rutland’s  friends  and  tenants  will  not  generally  give  me  a fingle  vote,  is  alfo  forged. 
Tha't  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Rutland  is  not  Lord-Lieutenant,  and  cullos  rotulorum,  is  alfo  railed 
to  terrify  my  friends,  as  if  I Ihould  not  be  in  a capacity  to  ferve  my  country  as  a Juflice  of  the 
peace  ; but  tKat  I am,  and  feveral  other  gentlemen,  who  will  be  found  ready  to  ferve.  their  country 
in  that  llation,  will  very  quickly  appear,  by  their  being  fworn  into  that  poll  in  this  hundred  of 
Guthlaxton,  wherein  1 live.  There  will  be  three  gentlemen  that  will  ad  to  ferve  their  country, 
that  have  not  of  late  had  the  honour  to  do  it,  befides  myfelf.  1 affirm  all  above-written  to  be 
true.  Thomas  Byrd.”

Would  any  man,  but  this,  be  deluded  to  betray  bis  fenfes  a»t  this  rate?  would  any  man,  but 
himfelf,  be  complimented,  flattered,  and  drawn  into  a defire  of  confpicuity,'  only  to  make  him- 
felf the  more  notorious  fool  ? In  compaffion  to  the  man,"  I fpeak  ; and  if  he  has  not  eyes  to  fee, 
let  him  have  ears  to  hear ; though  1 am  afraid  he  will  want  fenfe  to  underfland  ; that  he,  as  a 
perfon  tied  down  by  no  principles  of  honour,  honefly,  religion,  law,  or  government,  as  a man, 
no  oaths  can  bind  ; a perfon  refolute  to  execute,  too  blind  to  forefee,  or,  if  he  could,  too  weak 
to  judge  of  their  aims  and  ends  ; is  thought  the  fittefl  perfon  the  party  could  choofe,  to  do 
the  work  they  have  in  hand.  But  let  him  know,  that  if,  after  all  the  money  he  has  had  of  them 
for  this  purpofe,  he  fhouid  fail  of  being  their  tool  this  way,  his  very  friends  will  forfake  and 
fcorn  him,  his  enemies  will  the  more  deride  him,  he  will  become  the  property  of  fawning  fyco- 
phants,  and  the  laughing-flock  of  deriding  parafites.  This  I fpeak  the  more  warmly  of  him, 
becaufe  I know,  that  neither  his  character,  parts,  or  efiate,  can  carry  him  through  the  world 
without  the  help  of  other  people.  But  to  defcend  to  the  Declaration  ; had  I,  when  a fchool-boy, 
faid,  “ there  has  been  feveral  falfe  reports,”  in  (lead  of  being  fworn  into  the  poll  of  a Juflice,  I had 
been  tyed  to  the  whipping-poll,  forabufing  the  grammar.  Again,  “ there  will  be  three  gentlemen 
that  will  a£l,”  is  fuch  a tautology,  nobody  but  Mr.  Byrd  would  be  guilty  of,  and  afterwards 
dare  to  afk  a man  of  fenfe  to  affifl  him  in  being  a Senator  of  England.  And,  if  he  is  chofen,  we 
jnay  with  fliame  fay  with  Virgil, 

“ O Cives,  Cives,  quse  vos  dementia  cepit  ?” 

t purpofely  pafs  over  the  other  faults  ; and  afTure  you,  I have  mended  feveral  falfe  fpellings 
of  the  originals,  that  I may  the  fooner  come  to  the  fcope  and  defign  of  this  notable  Declaration  ; 
by  which  you  may  fee,  if  he  has  any  meaning  at  all,  it  is  by  inuendos,  to  terrify  the  country,  and 
let  them  know,  that  they  who  do  not  vote  for  him  fliall  not  {bare  any  part  of  his  juflice,  when 
he  is  fworn  into  the  new  poft  he  talks  of ; and  they  that  know  this  very  ufeful  perfon  fo  well 
as  I,  may  eafily  difeern  his  lying  aflertion,  that  he  is  in  a capacity  to  ferve  his  country,  is  but 
foreflalling  that  little  flock  of  juflice  his  lafl  commiffion  left  him.  Poor  man  1 I pity  him  and 
his  country  ; for  it  is  felf-evident,  that  it  is  out  of  his  power  to  ferve  anybody  honourably,  can- 
didly, and  ingenuoufly.  But  what  is  more  wondered  at,  is,  that  he  fhouid  fo  freely  ufe  the  name  of 
that  honourable  perfon,  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  make  him  a flep  to  his  ambition,  by  proflituting, 
in  his  own  fawning  language,  that  noble  gentleman’s  name  and  commiffion  to  his  vile  ends  and 
defigns.  Sure,  a man  of  quality  and  diflin&ion,  who,  by  himfelf  and  his  anceflors,  has  had  a 
great  interefl  in  the  affairs  of  this  nation,  and  been  honourably  concerned  in  all  its  fortunes, 
changes,  and  revolutions,  ever  fmee  the  Normans  firft  conquered  it,  could  not,  if  rightly  in- 
formed,'and  at  the  fame  time  looked  with  honour  upon  his  line  of  anceflry,  become  fo  familiar 
with  this  up-flart  candidate,  and  tamely  let  his  name,  and  the  honourable  employment  he  is 
thought  worthy  to  be  encrufled  with,  be  made  fubfervient  to  fo  mean  an  ufurper.  I fliall  only 
obferve  to  you  farther,  that  our  Candidate  is  well  {killed  in  terms  of  art,  as  appears  by  his  call- 
ing a commilfion  of  the  peace  16  a poll and  I cannot  but  pity  our  country,  whilft  it  is  like  to  have 
fo  meer  a poll  as  this  for  its  difpenfer  of  juflice ; though,  as  the  phrafe  is,  of  two  evils  choofe 

die 
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The  reverend  William  Paul  * was  born  at  Little  Afhby,  a village  within  two 
miles  of  Claybrook,  in  1678.  His  father,  Mr.  John  Paul,  had  a freehold  eftate  in 
the  parifh  of  Afliby,  of  about  feventy  pounds  a year,  and  was  a man  of  very 
reputable  chara&er.  His  mother  was  daughter  to  Mr.  Barfoot,  of  Street  Fields,  in 
Warwickfhire.  They  had  five  children,  of  whom  William  was  the  eldeft.  He  was 
indebted  for  the  firft  rudiments  of  his  learning  to  the  reverend  Mr.  Thomas  Sea- 
grave,  redlor  of  a neighbouring  village,  called  Leir.  About  the  year  1697  he  was 
removed  to  Rugby  fchool  in  Warwickfhire,  where  he  remained  for  near  two 
years,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Holyoak,  the  mailer.  From  thence  he  went  to  Cam- 
bridge, and  was  admitted  a fizar  of  St.  John’s  College  in  1698.  He  was  afterwards 
made  a fcholar  of  that  fociety,  and  to^k  his  Batchelor  of  Arts  degree  in  1701.  Soon 
after  which  he  went  into  orders,  and  in  1705  became  M.  A.  His  firfl  appoint- 
ment was  the  curacy  of  Carlton  Curlieu,  near  Market  Harborough  in  Leiceflerfhire; 
and  he  was  at  the  fame  time  chaplain  to  Sir  Geoffry  Palmer.  From  thence  he' went 
to  Tamworth  in  S t afford fh ire,  where  he  was  curate,  and  ufher  of  the  free-fchool. 
After  having  fpent  fome  time  there,  he  removed  to  Nun  Eaton  in  Warwickfhire, 
where  he  continued,  as  curate  to  Mr.  Foxcraft,  till  1709,  when  the  bifhop  of  Ox- 
ford prefented  him  to  the  vicarage  of  Orton  on  the  Hill,  in  Leiceflerfhire,  where 
he  was  inflituted  May  5. 

He  went,  with  a Mr.  Gafcoigne  and  others,  to  meet  the  Rebels  when  they  were 
at  Preflon,  in  Lancafhire  ; and  I have  been  informed,  that,  on  the  Sunday  before  he 
went  off,  he  preached  a fermon  in  his  own  church  from  the  following  text  2 
“ Thus  faith  the  Lord  God,  remove  the  diadem,  and  take  off  the  crown  ; exalt  him 

the  leaft  : and,  on  fecond  thoughts,  we  had  as  good  compound,  by  leaving  him  any  poll  here,  to 
keep  him  out  of  the  Houle  of  Commons  ; for  lliould  he  be  there,  I conftder,  when  he  is  taught, 
like  a Parrot,  to  fay  Yea  and  No,  he  may  do  the  nation  more  mifehief  by  thefetwo  monofyliables 
than  all  his  elaborate  noife  and  nonfenfe  is  capable  of  doing  in  this  country.  According  to  your 
defire  of  news,  I have  fent  you  the  account  above,  and  Ihewn  you  our  new  prefumptive  Candi- 
date, as  well  as  my  inefficient  hand  could  draw  him  ; but  I am  always  eafy  when  1 write  to  you, 
becaufe  I know  you  good  enough  to  forgive  all  my  inabilities.  I lhall  conclude  in  alluring  you, 
that  Sir  Jeoffery  Palmer,  and  Sir  Thomas  Cave,  our  other  Candidates,  are  men  of  unblemilhed 
reputation,  both  well  defeended,  of  ample  fortunes,  and  ftich  as  will  never  fee  the  landed  in- 
tereft  go  to  wreck,  if  their  voices  can  prevent  it.  They  are  gentlemen  of  thought,  reafon,  and 
underflanding  ; both  their  integrities  have  already  beeQ  tried  i.n  Parliament ; and  the  honour  and 
refolution  of  each  of  them  is  confpicuous  to  all  the  world.  How  blind  then  we  lliould  be,  and 
what  an  odium  we  lliould  call  on  ourfelves,  to  leave  either  of  thefe  worthy  gentlemen,  and 
choofe  to  be  reprefented  by  an  owl,  1 leave  you  and  all  the  world  to  judge.

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({  that  h low,  and  abafe  him  that  is  high  : I will  overturn,  overturn,  overturn,  and 
<4  it  (hall  be  no  more,  until  he  come  whofe  right  it  is,  and  I vjill  give  it  him.” 
Ezekiel  xxi.  26.  27. 

On  his  way  to  Freflon,  he  was  fcized  by  Major  Bradfhaw,  and  one  Matthews,  a 
Clergyman  ; but  was  fet  at  liberty  again  by  Colonel  Noel,  a juftice  of  the  peace  in 
that  county.  After  this  he  went  to  Freflon,  where,  it  is  faid,  that  he  read  prayers 
to  the  Rebels  three  days  together  in  the  parifh  church,  and  prayed  for  the  Pre- 
tender by  the  name  of  “ King  fames  the  Third*”  Juft  before  King  George’s  troops 
inverted  that  town,  he  made  his  efcape  ; and  only  calling  in  Leiceftedhire  by  the 
way,  he  came  to  London,  and  difgnifed  himfelf  in  coloured  cloaths,  a laced  hat,  a 
long  wig,  and  a fword  by  his  fide.  In  this  difguife  he  was  accidentally  met,  and  re- 
cognized by  the  above-mentioned  Thomas  Byrd,  Efquire,  who  took  him  prifoner, 
and  carried  him  before  Lord  Townfhend,  by  whom,  after  a fhort  examination,  in 
which  he  would  confefs  nothing,  he  was  committed  to  the  cufcody  of  a meffenger, 
and  about  a fortnight  after  was  fent  to  Newgate.  On  the  1 5th  of  June,  1716,  he 
was  brought  to  trial  before  the  Judges  in  Weftminfter-Hall,  having  been  arraigned 
on  the  31ft  of  May,  and  pleaded  Not  guilty  ; but  when  he  appeared  at  the  bar  to 
take  his  trial,  before  the  jury  were  fworn,  he  retraced  his  former  plea,  and  pleaded 
Guilty.  In  mitigation  of  his  crime,  he  alledged,  that  he  had  never  taken  the  oaths 
to  King  George,  and  that,  when  he  was  among  the  Rebels,  he  difapproved  of  many 
of  their  proceedings,  and  had  taken  the  fir  ft  opportunity  to  get  away,  which  he 
actually  did  before  the  a&ion  at  Prefton.  However,  he  would  not  infift  on  that, 
but  threw  himfelf  on  the  King’s  mercy,  fincerely  repenting  of  his  fault,  and  begged 
the  interceffion  of  the  Court  in  his  favour.  After  this,  his  plea  being  recorded,  he 
received  fentence  of  death  as  in  cafes  of  high  treafon  *,  in  purfuance  of  which  fen- 
tence,  he  was  on  the  13th  of  July  following  drawn  on  a fledge  from  Newgate  to 
Tyburn.  He  went  to  the  place  of  execution  in  the  canonical  habit  of  the  Church 
of  England  ; a circurnftance  which  greatly  affe&ed  the  fpe&ators,  and  excited  their* 
fympathetic  feelings  exceedingly  in  his  favour.  When  he  was  removed  into  the  can, 
he  began  to  read  a fpeech,  vindicating  the  principles  for  which  he  was  about  to 
fuffer,  and  containing  fevere  refle&ions  upon  the  Revolution  ; but  he  had  not  pro- 
ceeded far,  before  he  was  interrupted  by  fome  of  the  by-ftanders,  who  told  him, 
that  was  not  a place  to  preach  up  rebellion  and  fedition  ; upon  which  he  flopped, 
and  delivered  his  fpeech  to  the  Sheriffs,  which  was  afterwards  publiflied,  and  which 
is  here  extracted  from  an  authentic  Diary  of  the  Times  *. 

61  Good  People  ! 

“ I am  juft  going  to  make  my  appearance  in  the  other  world,  where  I muff  give 
an  account  of  all  the  aflions  of  my  paft  life.  And  though  I have  endeavoured  to 
make  my  peace  with  God,  by  fincerely  repenting  of  all  my  fins ; yet,  forafmuch  as 
feveral  of  them  are  of  a public  nature,  I take  it'  to  be  my  duty  to  declare  here, 
in  the  face  of  the  world,  my  hearty  abhorrence  and  deieftation  of  them.  And 
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firfl  I afk  pardon  of  God  and  the  King,  for  having  violated  my  Loyalty,  by  taking 
moft  abominable  oaths  in  defence  of  Ufurpation,  againft  my  lawful  Sovereign  King 
James  the  Third. 

“ And  as  1 afk  pardon  of  all  perfons  whom  I have  injured  or  offended,  fo  I do 
efpecially  defire  forgivenefs  of  all  thofe  whom  I have  fcandalized  by  pleading  guilty. 
I am  fenfible  that  it  is  a bafe  and  difhonourable  action  ; that  it  is  inconfiftent  with  my 
duty  to  the  King,  and  an  entire  furrender  of  my  loyalty  ; human  frailty,  and  too 
great  a defrre  of  life,  together  with  the  perfuafions  of  feveral  who  pretended  to  be 
my  friends,  were  the  occafion  of  it. 

“ I trufl  God,  of  his  infinite  mercy,  upon  my  fincere  repentance,  has  forgiven 
me  ; and  I hope  all  good  Chrifiians  will.  You  fee,  my  countrymen,  by  my  habit, 
that  I die  a fon,  though  a very  unworthy  one,  of  the  Church  of  England.  But  I 
would  not  have  you  think  that  I am  a member  of  the  Schifmatical  Church,  whole 
Bifhops  fet  themfelves  up  in  oppofition  to  thofe  Orthodox  Fathers  who  were  un- 
lawfully and  in  validly  deprived  by  the  Prince  of  Orange.  I declare  that  I renounce 
that  communion,  and  that  1 die  a dutiful  and  faithful  member  of  the  Nonjuring 
Church,  which  has  kept  itfelf  free  from  Rebellion  and  Schifm,  and  has  prefer ved 
and  maintained  true  orthodox  principles,  both  as  to  Church  and  State.  And  I 
defire  the  Clergy,  and  all  members  of  the  Revolution  Church,  to  conlider  what 
bottom  they  ftand  upon,  when  their  fucceffion  is  grounded  upon  an  unlawful  and 
invalid  deprivation  of  Catholic  Bifhops ; the  only  foundation  of  which  deprivation 
is  a pretended  Adi  of  Parliament. 

“ Having  afked  forgivenefs  for  myfelf,  I come  now  to. forgive  others.  I pardon 
thofe  who,  under  the  notion  of  friendlhip,  perfuaded  me  to  plead  guilty.  I heartily 
forgive  all  my  mod  inveterate  enemies,  efpecially  the  Eledlor  of  Hanover,  my  Lord 
Townlhend,  and  all  others  who  have  been  inftrumental  in  promoting  my  death  ! 
Father,  forgive  them ! Lord  Jefus,  have  mercy  upon  them  ! and  lay  not  this  fin  to 
their  charge  ! 

“ The  next  thing  I have  to  do,  Chriftian  friends,  is  to  exhort  you  all  to  return 
to  your  duty.  Remember  that  King  James  the  Third  is  your  only  rightful  Sovereign 
by  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  conftitution  of  the  kingdom  ; and  therefore,  if 
you  would  perform  the  duty  of  juftice  to  him  which  is  due  to  all  mankind,  you 
are  obliged  in  confcience  to  do  all  you  can  to  reftore  him  to  his  Crown  *,  for  it  is 
his  right,  and  no  man  in  the  world  betides  himfelf  can  lawfully  claim  a title  to  it ; 
and  as  it  is  your  duty  to  ferve  him,  fo  it  is  your  intereft,  for  till  he  is  refiored  the 
nation  can  never  be  happy,  You  fee  what  miferies  and  calamities  have  befallen 
thefe  kingdoms  by  the  Revolution  ; and  I believe  you  are  now  convinced  by  woeful 
experience,  that  fwerving  from  God’s  laws,  and  thereby  putting  yourfelves  out  of 
his  protection,  is  not  the  way  to  lecure  you  from  thofe  evils  and  misfortunes  which 
you  are  afraid  of  in  this  world.  Before  the  Revolution,  you  thought  your  religion, 
liberties,  and  properties,  in  danger ; and  I pray  you  to  confider  how  you  have  pre- 
ferved  them  by  rebelling.  Are  they  not  ten  times  more  precarious  than  ever?  Who 
can  fay  he  is  certain  of  his  life,  or  eftate.  when  he  confiders  the  proceedings  of  the 
prefent  Adminiftration  ? And  as  for  your  Religion,  is  it  not  evident,  that  the  Revo- 
lution, 
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lution,  infl/ead  of  keeping-out  Popery,  kas  let-in  Atheifm  ? Do  not  Herefies  abound 
every  day  ? and  are  not  the  teachers  of  falfe  doctrines  patronized  by  the  great 
men  in  the  Government  ? This  {hews  the  kindnefs  and  afFe&ion  they  have  for  the 
Church  ; and,  to  give  you  another  inftance  of  their  refpefl  and  reverence  for  it, 
you  are  now  going  to  fee  a Prieft  of  the  Church  of  England  murdered  for  doing  his 
duty  ; for  it  is  not  me  they  {trike  at  fo  particularly,  but  it  is  through  me  that  they 
would  wound  the  priefthood,  bring  a difgrace  upon  the  Gown,  and  a fcandal  upon 
my  facred  function  ; but  they  would  do  well  to  remember  that  he  who  defpifes 
Chrift’s  Priefts,  defpifes  Chrifl: ; and  who  defpifes  him,,  defpifes  him  that  fent  him. 

And  now,  beloved,  if  you  have  any  regard  to  your  country,  which  lies  bleeding 
under  thefe  dreadful  extremities,  bring  the  King  to  his  juft  and  undoubted  right ; 
that  is  the  only  way  to  be  freed  from  thefe  misfortunes,  and  to  fecure  all  thofe 
rights  and  privileges  which  are  in  danger  at  prefent.  King  James  has  promifed  to 
protect  and  defend  the  Church  of  England ; he  has  given  his  royal  word  to  con- 
tent to  fuch  laws  which  you  yourfelves  {hall  think  neceffary  to  be  made  for  its  pre- 
fervation  ; and  his  Majefly  is  a Prince  of  that  juftice,  virtue,  and  honour,  that  you 
have  no  manner  of  reafon  to  doubt  the  performance  of  his  royal  promife.  He 
ftudies  nothing  fo  much  as  how  to  make  you  all  eafy  and  happy ; and  whenever  he 
comes  to  his  kingdom,  I doubt  not  but  you  will  be  fo. 

“ I {hall  be  heartily  glad,  good  people,  if  what  I have  faid  has  any  effect 
upon  you,  fo  as  to  be  inftrumental  in  making  you  perform  your  duty.  It  is  out  of 
my  power  now  to  do  any  thing  more  to  ferve  the  King,  than  by  employing  fome  of 
the  few  minutes  l have  to  live  in  this  world,  in  praying  to  Almighty  God,  to 
fhower  down  his  bleiTings  fpiritual  and  temporal  upon  his  head,  to  proteft  him  and 
reftore  him,  to  be  favourable  to  his  undertaking,  to  profper  him  here,  and  to 
reward  him  hereafter.  1 befeech  the  famelnfinite  Goodnefs  to  peferve  and  defend 
the  Church  of  England,  and  to  reftore  it  to  all  its  juft  rights  and  privileges.  And 
laftly,  I pfay  God,  have  mercy  upon  me,  pardon  my  fins,  and  receive  my  foul  into 
his  everlafting  kingdom,  that  with  the  Patriarchs,  Prophets,  Apoftles,  and  Martyrs, 
I may  praife  and  magnify  him  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

<(  As  to  my  body,  brethren,  I have  taken  no  manner  of  care  of  it;  for  I value 
not  the  barbarous  part  of  the  fentence  of  being  cut  down  and  quartered.  When 
I am  once  gone,  I {hall  be  out  of  the  reach  of  my  enemies ; and  I wifh  I had 
quarters  enough  to  fend  to  every  parifti  of  the  kingdom,  to  teftify  that  a Clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  England  was  martyred  for  being  loyal  to  his  King  *. 

William  Paul;  July  13,  1716.” 

I have  heard  that  u Parfon  Paul,”  as  he  is  commonly  called,  was  betrayed  by 
Mr.  Byrd  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies  under  the  mafic  of  friendfhip  ; but  of  this 
I have  no  evidence  further  than  vague  report.  Whether  the  report  be  founded  in 
truth  or  not 3 the  aftive  part  which  that  gentleman  took  in  bringing  Mr.  Paul  to

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trial  hath  powerfully  contributed  to  affix  a lading  ftigraa  to  the  name  of  “ old 
“ Judice  Byrd,”  in  thrs  neighbourhood.  To  bring  a tray  tor  to  judice,  however, 
was  certainly  his  duty,  both  as  a magidrate  and  a good  citizen  ; but  Mr.  Byrd  ap- 
pears to  have  rendered  himfelf  fo  unpopular  in  other  refpedts,  that  his  neighbours 
in  Leicederfhire  were  far  from  being  difpofed  to  put  a favourable  condruflion  upon 
any  part  of  his  conduft.  There  is  a great  propenfity  in  the  bulk  of  mankind,  to 
fnatch  the  balance  and  the  rod”  from  the  hands  of  divine  judice;  and  accord- 
ingly it  is  a common  faying  in  this  neighbourhood,  “ that  the  Byrd  family*  have 
“ never  profpered  fince  Parfon  Paul  was  hanged.”  A confiderable  part  of  their  edate 
in  this  parifh,  together  with  the  manfion-houfe,  was  fold  by  George  Byrd,  fon  of 
the  above-mentioned  Thomas,  to  Cluer  Dicey,  Efquire,  whofe  fon  is  the  prefent 
proprietor.  The  red  of  their  property  was  purchafed  by  Lord  Leigh,  and  others. 
There  is  no  branch  of  the  family  now  remaining  in  Leicederfhire,  nor  elfewhere, 
as  far  as  I have  been  able  to  learn. 

The  village  oiUllefthorpe\ , which,  Burton  tells  us,  was  formerly  called  Oledhorp  j, 
dands  upon  a riling  ground  to  the  ead  of  Claybrook,  at  almod  half  a mile  didance, 
and  it  contains  conliderably  more  than  a third  part  of  the  population  of  the  whole 
paiiffi.  This  manor  was  anciently  held  under  the  Lord  Moubrey  by  the  Clintons. 
In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  William  de  la  Zouch,  William  de  Bereford,  and  Simon 
Purefey,  held  lands  here.  In  7 Henry  VI.  George  Burneby  was  ,L°rd  of  the 
Manor. 

The  manor  of  Ulledhorpe,  I am  informed,  is  now,  1789,  the  property  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Wigley,  of  Worcederdiire,  father  of  the  Recorder  of  Leiceder.  It

Baptized  an  infant  of  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq,  and  Catherine  his  wife;  the 
name  George. 

“ Dec.  2,  1733.  Buried  the  wife  of  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq. 

“ Buried,  April  n,  1743,  the  Rev.  Mr.  John  Byrd. 

“ Buried,  May  30,  th©-Rev.  William  Byrd,  vicar. 

“ March  8,  1755.  Buried  Thomas  Byrd,  Efquire. 

“ Sept.  9,  1761.  Buried  William  Byrd,  Efq.” 

J There  are  near  twenty  villages  in  Leicefterfhire,  which  begin  or  end  with  u Thorpe.” 

J In  Domefday  it  is  called  Ulejiorp.  The  value  in  the  Confeflor’s  time  was  10s ; at  the  time 
of  the  Survey  30s.  Walter  then  held  under  Goisfred  de  Wirce  eight  plough  lands,  two  of  which 
were  held  in  demefne,  four  fervi>  nine  viilani , and  four  bordariiy  who  had  two  ploughs. 
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would  feem,  however,  that  the  court-leet  of  Kilby,  in  Leicefterfhire,  and  that  of 
Wefton  in  Arden,  in'Warwickfhine,  have  fome  claims  upon  the  manor  of’  Ullefthorpe, 
as  the  tenants  are  annually  fummoned  to  pay  fait  and  fervice  to  them,  the  lordfhip 
being  divided  into  two  diftritts,  one  of  which  is  required  to  do  homage  to  Kilby, 
and  the  other  to  Wefton  : but  Mr.  Wigley  is  called  the  Lord  of  the  Manor ; and 
he  claims  and  exercifes  the  right  of  letting  the  wafte  lands,  and  of  giving  a deputa- 
tion to  kill  game. 

Mr.  Wigley’s  property  in  LUleflhorpe,  which  is  pretty  confiderable,  formerly 
belonged  to  a family  of  the  name  of  Brad ga,te, , and  came  into  the  polfeflion  of  the 
prefent  family  by  marriage.  It  appears  from  a Terrier  of  the  glebe  lands  belong-, 
ing  to  the  Vicarage  of  Claybrook,  dated  1638,  that  there  was  a confiderable  pro- 
prietor then  in  the  parifh  of  the  name  of  Fauut;  and  I fufped:  that  it  was  by  mar- 
riage with  a branch  of  that  family,  that  the  Bradgates  came  into  pofleffion  of  the 
eftate  which  now  belongs  to  Mr.  Wigley.  The  ground  I have  for  this  conjecture 
is  the  following  infcription,  upon  a grave-ftone  in  the  chancel  of  Claybrook 
church ; 

“ Here  lyeth  the  body  of 
Mary  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Bradgate,  Efquire,  daughter  of 
George  Faunt,  Efquire.  Obiit  Jan. 

7th,  1705,  astat.  fuse  62.” 

There  was  an  old  and  refpettable  family  of  the  name  of  Faunt  at  Fofton  in 
Leicefterfhire ; but  I have  not  been  able  to  learn  whether  they  bore  any  affinity 
to  the  Faunts  of  Ullefthorpe.  The  above-mentioned  Thomas  Bradgate,  Efquire, 
had  two  daughters,  Anne  and  Frances.  Anne  married  the  Rev.  Henry  Wigley, 
Bettor  of  Ecclefton  in  Chefhire,  and  formerly  fellow  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cam- 
bridge ; ffie  died  in  September  1731,  and  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Claybrook 
Church.  Henry  Wigley  was  fucceeded  in  the  eftate  by  his  fon  Edward,  who  was 
aPhyfician,  and  prattifed  many  years  at  Leicefter  : he  had  retired  from  bufinefs 
fome  years  before  his  death,  and  lived  at  the  manfion-houfe  in  Ullefthorpe,  which 
is  now  occupied  by  a farmer,  and  is  faft  haftening  to  decay  *.  Dr. 

* In  this  houfe  there  Bill  remain  the  following  old  portraits,  many  of  them  very  good  : 

1.  King  Edward  VI. 

2.  A Nobleman,  on  board,  half  length,  with  cap  and  feather;  a chain  round  his  neck,  with  art 
agnus  at  the  end  of  it  ; a laced  jacket  with  long  fleeves ; his  hands  folded.

4.  A lady,  on  board  ; the  hair  hanging  down  loofe,  ornamented  at  top  with  a row  of  drops, 
refembling  pearls ; large  ear-rings  ; a necklace  ; her  neck  expofed,  and  loofe  flowing  robes.

6.  A lady,  half  length  ; her  hair  flowing  down  in  large  buftiy  curls  ; her  lips  thick,  nofe  ra- 
ther flat;  a large  buncly  of  ear-rings  on  each  fide,  tied  with  ribbands;  a necklace;  a fcarlet 
robe  flowing  over  her  fhoulders ; her  left  arm  railed  up  to  her  breaft,  and  adorned  with  a brace- 
let and  two  rings. 
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Dr.  Wigley  died  in  1751  ; and  was  buried  in  St.  Margaret’s  Church  at  Leicef- 
ter,  where  his  fir  ft  wife  had  been  buried,  in  memory  of  whom  there  is  a monu- 
ment with  the  following  infcription  :

Dr.  Wigley’s  memory  is  Hill  revered  in  the  parifh ; for  during  his  refidence  in  it 
he  went  about  continually  doing  good,  and  exerting  his  medical,  fkill  gratis  among 
the  poor.  The  prefent  proprietor  is  the  fon  of  that  Gentleman. 

I obferved  that  Mr.  Bradgate  had  another  daughter  named  Frances : fhe  became 
the  wife  of  Roger  Smith  Efquire,  of  Frolefworth,  a village  within  two  miles  of 
Clay  brook,  eldeft  brother  of  John  Smith,  Efq.  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer 
in  Scotland,  and  grandfon  of  Sir  Roger  Smith,  Knight.  This  Lady  died  in  the  year 
1729,  aged  74-,  and  there  is  a monument  erefted  to  her  memory  in  the  parifh  church 
of  Frolefworth,  which  informs  us  that  fhe  and  her  hufband  lived  together  57  years; 
and  that  fhe  had  many  children,  of  whom  Roger,  Mary,  Olivia,  Grace,  and  Fran- 
ces, furvived  her.  Fler  character  is  given  in  the  following  words  : “ She  was  very 
excellent  in  all  her  relative  duties  ; if  fhe  be  conhdered  as  a miftrefs,  friend,  wife, 
mother,  and  a Chriftian,  her  hopes  were  full  of  immortality.” 

The  houfes  in  which  Roger  Smith  her  hufband,  and  his  brother  the  Lord  Chief 
Baron,  refided  at  Frolefworth,  Bill  remain  in  their  original  Rate,  and  are  now  oc- 
cupied by  farmers.  The  houle  in  which  Roger  Smith  lived,  which  I take  to  have 
been  the  family  manfion,  bears  marks  of  great  antiquity.  The  Lord  Chief  Baron’s 
houfe  has  nothing  remarkable  about  it,  excepting  its  plain  and  humble  appearance, 
which  would  befpeak  it  to  have  been  always  the  refidence  of  a farmer. 


7.  A middle-aged  corpulent  woman,  having  a necklace. 

8.  A pair  of  portraits;  one,  of  a little  girl,  full  length,  in  a fitting  poflure,  with  ear- ring* 
and  necklace  ; a firing  of  beads  fufpended  from  her  neck  ; the  drapery  very  rich.  A fpaniel  is 
reprefented  with  his  fore  foot  on  her  knee.  The  other  is  the  portrait  of  a boy,  with  a neckcloth 
hanging  down  at  full  length,  and  long  ruffles  on  his  hand  ; the  drapery  exa&ly  like  the  lail. 

9.  Portraits  of  a biftiop  and  two  clergymen. 

10.  A lady,  very  like  fome  pictures  I have  feen  of  Anne  Bulleyne. 

11.  A fhepherdefs,  with  a beaver  in  one  hand,  and  a crook  in  the  other. 

12.  A lady,  with  a feather  on  her  head  ; her  robes  trimmed  with  Ermine;  and  the  head  of  a 
man,  with  his  eyes  clofed,  recumbent  on  her  lap. 

1 3.  A lady,  with  her  head  in  an  averted  poflure  ; very  black  hair ; Ci  the  Heepy  eye  which  fpeaks 
<l  the  melting  foul and  two  patches,  one  under  the  left  eye,  another  between  the  nofe  and  lip. 

14.  A lady,  with  five  patches. 

13.  An  old  lady,  with  grey  hair. 

16.  A gentleman,  with  a long  black  wig;  a laj'ge  neckcloth,  hanging  down  at  full  length; 
and  a Roman  nofe. 

17.  A venerable-looking  old  gentleman;  dated  thus,  “ Ann.  Dom.  1663,  astat.  67.” 
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Lord  Chief  Baron  Smith,  who  was  fome  time  alfo  a Baron  of  the  Exchequer  in  Eng- 
land, was  much  attached  to  his  native  village  Frolefworth,  where  he  has  railed  a mo- 
nument to  his  fame,  more  durable  than  brafs,  and  which  will  tranfmit  his  name  to 
the  remote!!,  pollerity,  with  the  godlike  chara&er  of  having  “ cauied  the  widow’s 
<w  heart  to  fing  for  joy.” 

Among!!  many  other  a&sof  charity  and  beneficence,  he  founded  and  endowed  an 
hofpital  in  Frolefworth,  for  the  fupport  and  maintenance  of  14  poor  widows  of  the 
communion  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  objecfs  of  this  excellent  charity  have, 
each  of  them,  1 2 pounds  a year,  paid  quarterly ; they  live  in  feparate  houfes,  forming 
a fmall  neat  fquare.  Four  of  the  houfes  were  built  by  the  above-mentioned  Dr. 
^Edward  Wigley,  and  Thomas  Boothby,  Efquire,  executors  and  relations  to  the  Lord 
Chief  Baron  ; and  the  remaining  ten  were  built  in  the  year  1761  by  Mr.  Boothby, 
the  furviving  executor.  The  paffenger’s  eye  is  attracted  by  the  following  couplet, 
which  is  infcribed  upon  the  wall  of  one  of  the  houfes : 

“ Who  built  this  Alms-houfe  neat,  but  void  of  Hate, 

“ Where  Age  and  Want  fit  fmiling  at  the  gate  ?” 

And  then  follows  the  name  of  the  benevolent  Founder,  to  which  is  annexed  a fhort 
fketch  of  the  nature  and  defign  of  the  endowment  *.  I underhand  that  the  vacancies 
in  the  alms-houfes  are  filled  up  by  Mrs.  Horfman,  a Lady  who  refides  at  Bath,  and 
who  is  at  prefent  in  poheflion  of  the  ehate  which  foriperly  belonged  to  the  Smith 

* The  Lord  Chief  Baron,  by  a codicil  annexed  to  his  will,  bequeathed  the  refidue  of  his 
perfonal  property  for  the  endowment  of  the  above  Hofpital;  and  I am  informed  the  value  of  that 
property  is  now  fo  confiderably  improved,  that  it  is  expected  the  Truftees  will  foon  be  enabled  to 
add  a few  more  houfes.  The  Lord  Chief  Baron  was  the  3d  fon  of  Roger  Smith,  Efquire,  of 
Frolefworth,  by  Anna,  daughter  of  Thomas  Cotton,  of  Laughton,  in  Leiceflerlhire  ; He  was 
born  the  6th  of  January  1656,  and  departed  this  life  on  the  24th  of  June,  1726,  aged  70. 

The  Lord  Chief  Baron’s  eldefl  brother  Roger,  the  hufband  of  Frances  Bradgate,  had  a fon 
named  Roger,  who  was  ReCtor  of  Hufband’s  Bofworth,  in  Leiceflerlhire.  The  Smiths  of 
Frolefworth  were  defcended  from  Erafmus  Smith,  Efq.  of  Hufband’s  Bofworth,  in  Leiceiterfhire, 
who  died  in  1618.  His  fon  Sir  Roger  Smith,  otherwife  Heriz,  of  Edmundthorpe,  was  the  Lord 
Chief  Baron’s  grandfather,  and  great  grandfather  to  the  reCtor  of  Bofworth,  who  died  in  1736; 
(fee  p.  937).  Of  another  branch  of  the  family  we  have  this  hiltory  from  Mr.  Granger: 

“ Erafmus  Smith,  Efq.  a fon  of  Sir  Roger  by  a fecund  wife,  was  largely  portioned  for  a younger 
fon,  his  mother  having  brought  a very  confiderable  fortune  into  the  family.  He,  in  the  former 
part  of  his  life,  engaged  deeply  in  the  Turkey  trade,  and  became  an  alderman  of  London.  Af- 
terwards, upon  the  fettlement  with  Ireland,  in  the  reign  of  King  William,  he,  by  purchafe,  ac- 
quired a great  and  improveable  property  in  that  kingdom.  When  the  beneficent  and  judicious 
inftitutions  of  charity  and  public  utility  were  let  on  foot  there,  he  gave,  for  thefe  purpofes,  lands 
of  great  value.  This  donation  alo,ne  would  render  him  memorable  as  a benefactor.  Having 
bought  the  manor  of  Weald,  in  EflTex,  with  a good  old  feat  upon  it,  he,  when  advanced  in  years, 
ma.rried  Mary,  daughter  of  Hugh  Hare,  Lord  Colrane,  by  whom,  befides  daughters,  he  had 
three  fons ; of  whom  the  two  elder  dying  without  iffue,  his  eftate  devolved  to  Hugh  his  third 
fon,  who  left  two  daughters  his  coheirs ; namely,  Dorothy,  who  married  John  Barry,  fourth  fon 
of  James  Earl  of  Barrymore  ; and  Lucy,  who  efpoufed  James  Lord  Strange,  eldefl:  fon  of  Edward 
Earl  of  Derby.  Thefe  ladies,  in  purfuance  of  their  father’s  will,  have  borne  the  name  and  arms 
of  Smith  and  Heriz,  in  conjunction  with  their  own.  Hugh,  fon  of  Erafmus  Smith,  Efq.  married 
a paternal  aunt  of  the  late  Lord  Dacre.”  See  Granger,  vol.  IIL  p 404  (where  a mezzotinto 
print  of  Mr.  Smith  is  mentioned)  ; and  Morant,  vol.  I.  p.  119. 
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family  in  Frolefworth.  This  eftate,  if  I am  rightly  informed,  fhe  derived  from  her 
filler,  who  was  married  to  a descendant  of  the  above-mentioned  Roger  Smith,  Efq.

The  annual  amount  of  the  land-tax  paid  by  Ullefthorpe,  at  4s.  in  the  pound,  is 
83I.  4s.  9d.  from  which  it  appears  that  they  are  confiderably  under- rated.  The 
annual  rent  of  the  lands  and  houfes,  as  rated  in  the  levy-book  of  the  overfeers  of 
the  poor,  amounts  to  near  nine  hundred  and  fixty  pounds.  The  fums  raifed  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor,  during  the  Lift  ten  years,  amount  to  95a  1 . 18s.  i|d.  The 
average  fum  raifed  for  the  three  firft  years  of  that  period,  was  5 81.  10s.  yd.  at  the 
rate  of  I4d.  in  the  pound.  The  average  fum  of  the  poor-rates  for  the  three  laft 
years  amounts  to  124I.  6s.  or  2s.  and  7d.  annually  in  the  pound  rent,  from  whence  it 
appears  that  the  poor  rates  have  increafed  more  than  double  within  the  laft  ten  years. 

The  county  rates  and  conftables  expences  are  defrayed  by  a feparate  levy  affeffed 
by  the  conftable,  and  an  annual  4d.  or  5d.  levy  is  generally  found  adequate  to 
thofe  purpofes. 

The  brook  which  dividesdhe  lordfliips  of  Ullefthorpe  and  Little  Claybrook  croftes 
the  turnpike  road  to  Hinckley  about  midway  between  thofe  two  villages  ; a bridge 
has  lately  been  erefted  on  that  fpot,  for  which,  with  other  conveniencies,  the  neigh- 
bourhood is  indebted  to  the  mail-coach. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  this  bridge,  there  lies  a meadow,  containing  about  fourteen 
acres,  and  which  goes  by  the  name  of  Baldwin’s  Green  This  meadow,  and,  the 

adjoining 

* Ten  acres  of  Baldwin’s  Green  belong  to  the  lordfhip  of  Ullefthorpe,  and  the  remainder  to 
Little  Claybrook.  There  is  a tradition  in  the  parifh,  that  eight  acres  of  this  piece  of  ground 
were  originaliy  the  property  of  two  old  ladies  of  the  name  of  Baldwin,  and  given  by  them  to 
the  ufe  of  the  freeholders  and  landholders  of  Ullefthorpe  and  Claybrook  for  ever,  to  turn  their 
cattle  upon  the  pafture  on  May-day  j and  fuch,  I have  been  informed,  was  the  cuftom  many 
years  ago:  but  as  every  freeholder  and  occupier  had  an  unlimited  right  of  common  on  the  Green, 
they  generally  drove  the  greateft  part  of  their  ftock  of  horfes  and  neat  cattle  upon  it  on  the  day 
of  opening,  in  confequence  of  which,  it  was  of  very  little  ufe  to  any  perfon,  and  if  it  happened 
to  be  a wet  l'pring,  the  meadow  was  foon  trampled  into  a mire,  and  was  good  for  nothing  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  landowners  and  occupiers  of  Ullefthorpe,  having  been  convinced 
by  experience  of  the  fmall  benefit  that  accrued  to  the  village  from  flocking  the  Green  according 

to 
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adjoining  fields  on  the  north  and  fouth  of  the  road,  extend  along  the  bottom  of 
a riling  ground,  upon  which  the  village  of  Ullefthorpe  Hands*  and  from  fome 

parts 

to  the  original  intent  of  the  donors,  came  to  a refolutio'n,  that  only  a certain  limited 
number  of  cow-commons  ftiould  be  kept  upon  it.  They  are  now  annually  difpofed  of  on  Can- 
dlemas-day, at  a public  meeting,  in  the  following  manner  : In  the  firil  place,  every  day- 
labourer,  or  other  perfon  in  the  village,  who  can  purchafc  a cow,  is  allowed  to  turn  the  faid  cow 
upon  the  green  from  old  May-day  to  Martinmas,  paying  to  the  overfeers  of  the  poor  eleven 
Ihillings  ; and  of  this  clafs  there  are  feldom  more  than  three  or  four  : after  the  poor  people  have 
declared  their  intentions,  the  remaining  commons  are  put  up  to  the  bell  bidder,  amongft  the 
other  inhabitants  of  the  village.  Thefe  commons  generally  let  from  25s.  to  30s.  each,  and  the 
money  is  paid  down  immediately  to  the  overfeers.  The  annual  rent  arifing  from  9 commons,  the 
limited  number,  generally  amounts  to  about  iol.  a third  of  which  is  ufually  given  in  calh  among 
fuch  of  the  poor  people  as  do  not  receive  parochial  afliftance  $ and  the  remainder  is  given  in 
cloaths,  linen,  or  in  any  other  way  that  is  moll  advifeable,  according  to  prefen t circumllances, 
among  fuch  of  the  poor  as  are  burthenfome  to  .the  parifli ; the  winter  grafs,  that  is,  from  Mar- 
tinmas to  Candlemas,  is  likewife  difpofed  of  to  the  bell  bidder ; the  lum  given  is  generally  about 
20s.  or  25 s.  and  is  laid-out  in  repairing  the  fences,  or  in  other  improvements  of  the  land,  under 
the  direction  of  the  conllable  for  the  time  being. 

The  proprietors  of  Little  Claybrook  have,  for  a long  time,  let  that  part  of  the  Green  which 
belongs  to  them  to  a fingle  tenant,  and  appropriate  the  rent  (which  generally  amounts  to  about 
5I.)  to  the  poor-rates  ; and  the  overfeers  account  for  it  in  their  levy-books. 

The  only  authentic  record  that  I have  met  with  refpe&ing  the  Hiltory  of  Baldwin’s  Green,  is 
the  following  extradl  from  the  Articles  of  the  Inclofure  of  Ullelthorpe,  dated  February  7,  17 25. 

“ And  whereas  in  and  by  thefe  prefents  (amongll  the  aforefaid  lands  and  premifes)  is  con- 
veyed unto  the  faid  John  Smart,  William  Binley,  and  Thomas  Morley,  their  heirs  and  afligns, 
all  that  plot,  or  part  of  late  inclofed  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  the  faid  field  called 
Mill-field,  in  or  upon  the  faid  plots  or  furlongs,  called  Farm-piece  and  Slade-gutter,  containing 
in  the  whole  and  admeafured  to  be  4 acres  and  3 perches,  adjoining  to  that  part  of  the  faid  lands 
allotted  and  laid  out  to  and  for  the  faid  Thomas  Byrd,  John  Perkins,  and  Thomas  Garrat, 
on  or  towards  the  Eaft,  to  a certain  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  called  Baldwin’s  Green  on  or 
towards  the  South,  to  the  road  leading  from  Ullefthorpe  to  Claybrook  on  or  towards  the 
North,  and  to  the  lordfliip  of  Claybrook  Parva  on  or  towards  the  Weft.  Now  it  is  hereby 
further  mutually  covenanted,  declared,  concluded,  and  agreed,  by  and  between  all  and  every 
the  faid  parties  to  thefe  prefents,  for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  affigns,  and  every  of  them, 
that  the  faid  laft-mentioned  plot  or  parcel  of  ground,  containing  4 acres  and  3 perche-,  with  the 
appurtenances,  is  and  are  fo  conveyed  unto  the  faid  John  Smart,  William  Binley,  and  Thomas 
Morley,  their  heirs  and  afligns,  upon  this  Jpecial  truji  and  confidence  neverthelefs  in  them  repofed, 
and  to  the  end,  intent,  and  purpofe,  that  they  and  the  furvivors  and  furvivor  of  them,  and  the 
heirs  and  afligns  of  fuch  furvivor,  (hall  and  will,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  for  ever 
hereafter,  permit  and  fuffer  the  major  part  of  the  freeholders  and  landholders  (now'and  for  the 
time  being)  inhabiting  or  occupying  lands  and  hereditaments  in  Ullefthorpe  aforefaid,  and  they 
lliall  have  full  power , liberty,  and  authority,  to  receive  and  take  the  rents,  ifjues,  and  prof  ts,  not 
only  of  the  faid  plot  and  premifes  laft  mentioned,  but  alfo  of  the  faid  piece  or  parcel  of 
ground  called.  Baldwin's  Green,  fo  far  as  doth  or  of  right  -ought  to  beiong  to  the  freeholders, 
landholders,  and  inhabitants  of  Ulleflhorpe  aforefaid,  or  any  of  them  ; and  the  fame,  from  time 
to  time,  to  pay,  appty,  and  difpofe,  for  and  towards  the  ufe,  benefit,  and  maintenance,  relief,  or 
education,  of  all  or  any  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Ullefthorpe  aforefaid,  their  or  any  of  their 

children, 
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pam  of  which,  the  view  of  the  church  and  village  of  Claybrook,  With  Its  lofty 
grove,  exhibits  a beautiful  rural  land fcape.  Towards  the  Northern  part  of  the 
eminence,  a wide  profpeft  opens  to  the  view,  extending  to  Hinckley  and  the 
Foreft- hills  •,  and  towards  the  Southern  extremity  of  the  village  (where  Mr.  Wdgley’s 
houfe  hands),  the  difpcfition  of  the  grounds,  though  perhaps  it  might  be  improper 
to  call  it  romantic,  yet  may  be  faid  to  approach  nearer  to  that  ftyle  of  landfcape, 
than  what  is  ufually  met  with  in  Leicefterfhire.  The  writer  of  this  has  often  re- 
tired to  this  fequeftered  fpot,  in  former  and  happier  days,  repeating  thefe  lines  ©£ 
the  Mantuan  Bard  : 

“ Hie  gelidi  fontes,  hie  mollia  prata,  Lycori, 

“ Hie  nemus,  hie  ipfo  tecum  confumerer  tevo.” 

But  the  vernal  feafon  of  life  is  pah  with  him,  and  the  following  reprefentatioa 
of  the  feene  better  accords  with  his  prefent  feelings : 

“ At  frigida  Tempe 
“ Mugitufque  bourn,  mollefque  fub  arbore  fomni, 

“ Non  abfunt.’> 

Were  the  whole  ridge  which  ikirts  the  Weh  fide  of  Ullehhorpe,  and  the  inter- 
jacent meadows  which  are  watered  by  a Terpentine  brook,  together  with  the  back 
ground  of  the  profped  towards  Claybrook,  all  in  the  hands  of  one  perfon  of  tahe 
and  judgement,  it  might  be  made  a delightful  place.  Nature  hath  rendered  the 
difpofitition  of  hill  and  dale  extremely  pleafmg  to  the  fight ; hanging  woods  and 
meandering  ftreams  might  eafily  be  called  forth  by  the  affiftanceof  Art ; rior  would 
there  be  wanting  in  fome  points  of  view  the  profpedt  of  towers,  fpires,  and  chear- 
ful  villages. 

Biitejby . This  lordfhip,  which  Burton  tells  us  was  anciently  called  Bittelufby , 
and  which,  in  the  endowment  of  the  vicarage  in  1260,  is  fpelt  Budefby , contains 
only  one  houfe.  The  whole  lordfhip  is  almoft  entirely  occupied  by  one  perfon  ; 
and  the  greateft  part  of  the  land  has  long  fince  been  converted  into  paftures  for 
cattle  and  Bicep  ; and,  to  ufe  Burton’s  words,  “ it  is  a mofl  fertile  and  fruitf  ul  foiL” 
Bittelby  is  remarkable  for  having  been  the  manor  of  John  Talbot,  the  firfl  and  famous 
Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  who  difiinguifhea  himfelf  fo  much  in  France  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VI.  It  came  to  him  by  marriage  with  an  heirefs  of  Thomas  Nevil  Lord  Fur- 
nival;  and  continued  in  the  pofieflion  of  that  noble  family  * till,  by  the  marriage 
of  Alathea,  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Gilbert  feventh  Earl,  it  came  to  Thomas 
Howard,  Earl  of  Arundel,  Surrey,  and  Norfolk  ; whole  nephew  Henry  Earl  of 
Norwich  fold  it  to  Charles  Earl  of  Shrewfbury  foou  after  the  year  1676.  It  noto 
belongs  to  a Roman  Catholic  gentleman  of  the  name  of  Townly. 

children,  now,  and  for  the  time  being,  in  fuch  fort,  manner,  and  proportions,  as  fhall  be  from 
time  to  time  by  the  major  part  of  fuch  freeholders  and  landholders  as  aforefaid  thought  fit  and 
convenient ; or  otherwife  to  permit  and  fuffer  fuch  poor,  or  any  of  them,  to  hold,  occupy,  and 
enjoy  the  faid  premiles,  or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof,  when  and  as  often  as  the  major  part  of 
the  laid  freeholders  and  landholders  fhall,  in  their  dire&ion,  think  fit  and  appoint.”

Wibtoft 
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Wibtoft  is  a fmall  village  upon  the  Warwickfhire  fide  of  the  Watling  Street  Road, 
in  the  hundred  of  Knightlowe,  and  is  at  the  diftance  of  a mile  to  the  Weft  of  Clay- 
brook:  church.  It  contains  about  twelve  houfes ; and  has  a chapel  dedicated  to 
the  Affumption  of  Our  Lady,  where  fervice  is  performed  once  a fortnight. 

Sixty  years  or  more  before  the  Conqueft,  this  village  was  bequeathed  by  Ulfric 
Spot  (a  potent  man  in  thofe  days,  and  founder  of  Burton  Abbey  in  Staffordshire) 
to  one  Athelric  for  life,  and  afterward  to  the  monaftery  of  Burton.  In  Edward 
the  Confeffor's  time  it  was  the  freehold  of  Sexi*  At  the  time  of  the  Survey  made 
by  order  of  the  Conqueror,  bVeJtone , Wibetot , and  We  lei  belonged  toFulco,  who  held 
them  under  the  Earl  of  Mellent ; foon  after  to  the  families  fucceffively  of  De  Bois 
and  Zouch.  Lands  here  were  granted  by  Ralph  Arraby  to  the  Abbey  of  Leicefter; 
and  a meffuage  with  120  acres  of  land  were  purchafed  of  Gilbert  de  Houby  by  the 
Priorefs  of  Nuneaton.  But  the  manor  is  fuppofed  by  Dugdale  to  have  continued 
with  the  Zouches,  “ till  Edward  Lord  Zouch,  in  our  fathers’  memory  *,  palled  it 
away,  as  he  did  the  fubftance  of  his  ancient  inheritance.” 

It  has  been  already  fa  id,  p.  1030,  that  the  abovementioned  family  of  De  Bois 
once  poffeffed  the  manor  of  Claybrook,  and  that  there  were  four  Ernalds  of  this  family 
in  lineal  defcent.  The  firft  Ernald  de  Bofco  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen, 
and  was  Senefchal  to  Robert  Earl  of  Leicefter;  he  founded  the  abbey  of .Bittlefden 
in  Buckinghamfhire.  The;  third  of  that  name  was  living  in  1241,  26  Henry  III. 
The  fourth  Ernald  had  two  fons,  John  and  William,  who  died  without  iffue ; and 
a daughter  named  Ifabell,  who  was  married  to  John  Lovell,  whofe  daughter  Ma- 
tilda was  married  to  William  de  la  Zouch,  of  Harringworth  in  Northamptonlliire, 
by  which  marriage  the  manor  of  Wibtoft,  as  well  as  other  manors  in  Warwkklhire 
and  Leicefterlhire,  belonging  to  the  family  of  De  Bois,  came  into  the  poffeffion  of 
the  Zouches,  of  whom  I now  proceed  to  give  fome  account.  Alan  de  la  Zouch, 
from  whom  Alhby  de  la  Zouch  in  Leicefterlhire  derives  its  name,  lived  in  the  r^ign 
of  Henry  III.  and  obtained  large  poffeflions  in  this  county  by  marrying  one  of  the 
lieireffes  of  Roger  de  Quincy,  Earl  of  Winchefter.  From  Eudo,  a younger  fon  of 
this  Alan,  defcended  the  Zouches  of  Harringworth;  the  inheritance  of  which,  Eudo 
obtained  in  right  of  his  wife  Melicent  de  Cantelupe.  Their  fon,  William  de  la 
Zouch,  married  Matilda,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  the  abovementioned  John  Lovell 
and  of  Ifabell  his  wife,  the  lifter  and  heirefs  of  William  de  Bofco.  The  manor  of 
Wibtoft  continued  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  Zouches  till  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth. I am  not  acquainted  with  the  hiftory  of  the  manor  fince  that  time. 

The  manerial  rights  are  claimed  by  the  lords  of  Wefton  in  Arden,  to  whom  Wib- 
toft pays  fuit  and  fervice;  as  has  been  already  noticed  in  p.  1031. 

The  lordlhip  of  Wibtoft  is  inclofed  ; but  I am  not  able  to  difcover  at  what  pe- 
riod of  time  the  inclofure  took  place,  nor  am  I in  pofteftion  of  any  documents  that 
can  enable  me  to  throw  much  light  upon  the  hiftory  of  the  property  in  Wibtoft. 

* This  will  go  back  to  about  the  beginning  of  thedevenieenth  century.

f A great  part  of  the  lordfhip  of  Wibtoft,  about  fburfeore  years  ago,  was  the  pro- 
perty of  refpedfable  yeomen,  who  occupied  their  own  farms.  At  this  time  not 
one  proprietor  refides  in  the  place;  but  the  whole  lordfhip  is  occupied  by  tenants. 

The  following  are  the  names  of  the  prefent  proprietors  : Lord  Denbigh,  the 
Hon.  Mrs.  Leigh,  Thomas  Dicey,  Efq.  Mifs  Fielding,  Mrs.  Platts  of  Nottingham, 

Alderfon,  gent.  — Woodland,  gent.  Mr.  William  Gilbert,  Richard 

Perks,  John  Webb,  William  Croft,  Parker. 

The  land-tax,  which  is  paid  by  Wibtoft  at  4s.  in  the  pound,  amounts  to  the 
yearly  fum  of  76I.  4s.  6d.  The  annual  rent  of  the  lands  and  houfes  which  arc 
charged  with  the  payment  of  poor  rates  is  533 1.;  and  I am  informed  that  the  poor's 
rate  is  from  8d.  to  a (hilling  in  the  pound,  communibus  amis.  The  repairs  of  the 
chapel,  the  county  rates,  and  the  conftable’s  expences,  are  defrayed  by  a levy 
which  the  conftable  afleffes,  and  the  amount  of  this  rate  is  3d.  or  6d.  in  the  pound, 
communibus  annis , 

Little  Wigjlon  lies  about  half  a mile  beyond  High  Crofs,  on  the  right  hand 
fide  of  the  road  to  Hinckley,  and  has  a chapel,  dedicated  to  the  Affumption  of  Our 
Lady,  where  divine  fervice  is  performed  every  other  Sunday. 

At  the  time  of  the  Survey,  Aluric  the  presbyter  held  two  ploughlands  of  the  king 
in  elemofyna  at  Little  Wigfton,  which  were  then  faid  to  belong  to  Sceneford,  He 
held  one  of  them  himfelf,  and  five  bordarii  held  the  other.  There  were  four  acres 
•of  meadow  land  ; the  whole  worth  20s. 

The  village  belonged  afterwards  to  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Reading  in  Berk- 
Ihire,  as  appears  from  the  following  extra#  of  a roll  made  in  the  time  of  King  Ed- 


4 John,  the  Ion  of  Ralph  Winterton  (who  died  in  1706)  died  in  1734;  and  he  had  a brother 
iiamed  Ralph,  who  was  vicar  of  Enderby  in  Leiceflerfhire,  who  died  in  November,  1750,  aged  63, 
and  was  buried  in  Claybrook,  clofe  by  the  reading-defk.  William,  the  fon  of  John  Winterton,  died 
in  1767  ; and  his  eldeft  fon  William  has  within  thefe  few  years  fold  the  property  in  Wibtoft,  upoa 
which  his  forefathers  had  lived  with  great  credit  for  many  generations.  There  was  a Ralph  Win- 
terton at  Cambridge  in  the  laft  century,  who  was  Regius  Profeflor  of  Medicine  in  that  Univerfity, 
and  publifhed  an  edition  of  the  minor  Greek  poets,  with  learned  notes  upon  Heliod.  It  is  not  im- 
poffifeie  that  he  might  have  been  of  the  fame  family  with  the  Winterton*  of  Wibtoft.

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ward  I.  <(  Wigfton  eft  de  feodo  de  Reading,  & abbas  de  Reading  tenet  totam  vll- 
“ lam  de  rege  in  capite,  & habet  regalia,  & non  dat  fcutagium.”  It  appears  by  an 
extract  from  the  Harleian  MSS.  that  it  was  given  to  that  abbey  by  Peter  de  Bel- 
grave,  and  the  grant  copfirmed  by  Robert  de  Coverley,  for  the  annual  confideration 
of  30s.  The  arms  of  the  abbey  of  Reading,  Azure,  three  efcallops  Or,  were  in 
the  chapel  in  Burton's  time. 

The  prefent  proprietors  of  Little  Wigfton  are  Jonathan  Grundy  *,  Efq.  the  Rev* 
Bartholomew  MufTon,  Mr.  Rinley,  Mr.  Dickinfon,  MefTrs.  Clarke,  Wildman, 
Walker,  Martin,  Spires,  and  Bilfon  ; not  one  of  whom  refides  in  the  place. 

Upon  a flat  (tone  in  the  church  is  the  following  inscription  : 

“ William  MufTon,  gent,  died  Sept.  15,  1749,  aged  73. 

Thomas  MufTon,  gent,  brother  of  the  faid  William,  died  April  22,  1 7 

The  valuation  of  the  lordfhip,  as  fettled  in  the  fpring  of  1786,  amounts  to  362L 
14s.  iod.  a year;  a fixpenny  levy  raifes  the  fum  of  9I.  is.  3 J d.  The  payments 
upon  an  average  of  the  fcur  laft  years  amount  to  57I.  7s.  2d.  at  3s.  4T  in  the 
pound,  including  poor,  conftables,  highways,  and  chapel  rates ; which  feveral  of- 
fices are  annually  ferved  by  the  fame  perfon.  The  land-tax  at  4s.  in  the  pound 
amounts  to  the  yearly  fum  of  32I. 

Little  Wigllon  is  a copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Rowington'f'  in  Warwickfhire.  It 
pays  an  annual  quit-rent  of  7I.  3s.  qd.  and  each  tenant  pays  a common  fine  of  is. 
a year.  There  are  a few  cottages  belonging  to  this  lordfhip  in  Smockington  hol- 
low, on  the  right  hand  fide  of  the  road  to  Hinckley.  The  village  of  Little  Wig- 
flon,  in  which  the  chapel  Rands,  is  about  a quarter  of  a mile  to  the  Eafl  of  Smock- 
ington, and  lies  fo  very  low,  as  to  be  fcarcely  difcernible  till  one  is  clofe  at  it  ; it 
contains  four  fubflantial  farm-houfes,  and  about  the  fame  number  of  labourers'  cot- 
tages, and  exhibits  the  appearance  of  a neat  rural  fquare. 

The  fouthern  part  of  this  lordfhip  is  confiderably  elevated,  and  opens  fome  good 
profpe&s  into  Warwickfhire,  and  over  a confiderable  part  of  the  county  of  Leicef- 
ter ; in  fome  points  of  view  to  the  didance  of  twenty-five  miles.  Being  in  general 
rather  a flat  country,  it  cannot  be  faid  to  abound  in  pidturefque  beauty ; and  yet* 
upon  the  whole,  the  profpecl  is  pleafing,  not  only  from  the  rich  and  cultivated  ap- 
pearance of  the  country,  but  from  the  variety  of  objects ; fuch  as  gentlemen’s  feats, 
towers,  and  fpires,  which  ftrike  the  eye  in  almoft  every  direction.  From  the  ele- 
vated parts  of  this  lordfhip  may  be  feen  the  feat  of  Sir  Roger  Newdigate  at  Ar- 
bury,  Mr.  Oakover’s  at  Oldbury,  Mr.  Cradock  Hartopp’s  at  Merival,  and  Lei- 
cefler  Grange  in  Warwickfhire  ; and  in  Leicefterfhire,  Lord  Wentworth’s  feat  at 
Kirby,  Sir  Woolflan  Dixie's  at  Market  Bofworth,  Mr.  Dodd’s  at  Tooley,  Mr. 

* The  father  of  this  gentleman  was  long  a refident  in  this  village.  He  ferved  the  office  of 
high  fheriff  for  the  county  ; and  was  a very  able  and  active  magillrate.  He  died  Nov.  8,  1778  ; 
and  was  buried,  with  his  father,  at  Burbich.  See  p.  263. 

f Rowington  formerly  belonged  to  the  abbey  of  Readiqg.

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Smith’s  ai  Normantoh,  Mr.  Hartopp’s  at  Scraptofc,  and  Mr.  Aihby’s  at  Qiienby  ; 
together  with  near  thirty  parifli  churches,  which  on  a clear  day  are  eafily  diftin- 
•guithed. 

Two  of  the  chief  ingredients  of  pi&urefque  beauty,  I mean  water,  and  the  in- 
terchange of  hill  and  dale,  are  feldom  to  be  met  with  in  Leicefterfhire  ; it  is  cer- 
tainly a flat  and  heavy  country,  but  the  profpe&s  which  it  exhibits  imprefs  the 
mind  with  thofe  ideas  of  induftry,  comfort,  and  plenty,  which  naturally  connect 
themfelves  with  the  view  of  rich  paftures,  abounding  with  flocks  and  herds,  and  of 
•well- cultivated  land,  interfperfed  with  populous  villages  and  fubftantial  farm-houfes. 


About  mid-way  between  Wibtoft  and  Little  Wigfton,  (lands  the  pillar  called  High 
Crofs ; on  which,  at  the  time  of  its  ereftion,  were  depi&ed  the  arms  of  the  Earl  of 
Denbigh,  Lord  Brook,  Lord  Willoughby,  Lord  Leigh,  the  Earl  of  Coventry, 
Lord  Compton,  and  Lord  Conway.  It  confifts  of  four  Doric  columns,  regarding 
the  four  roads,  fur  mounted  by  a globe  and  fun-dial,  eredled  by  fubfcription  in  1712  ; 
on  two  Tides,  between  the  four  Tufcan  pillars  that  compofe  a fort  of  pedeflal,  are 
thefe  infcriptions,  compofed  by  Mr.  George  Greenway,  fchoolmafler  at  Coventry  :

The  parifh  church  of  Claybrook  is  in  the  diocefe  of  Lincoln,  and  in  the  deanry 
of  Guthlaxton.  It  is  faid  to  be  dedicated  to  Sr.  Peter;  on  the  Sunday  following 

* “ Dr.  Stukeley,  who  traveled  along  Watling-ftreet  with  a defign  to  make  obfervations  on  it, 
affirms,  that  Venonae  (lands  at  the  interfeAion  of  the  Fofle  with  Watling-ftreet  at  High  Crofs,  and 
that  many  Roman  bricks,  coins,  &c.  are  found  here,  and  foundations  all  the  way  to  Cleycefter. 
He  adds  that  this  is  probably  the  centre  and  higheft  ground  in  this  part  of  England,  fince  the  ri- 
vers all  run  from  it  every  way.  From  this  elevated  fpot  57  parifti  churches  may  befeen  with  the 
affiftance  of  a glafs.  Mr.  Lee,  of  Leicefter,  had  a Roman  urn  found  here  in  digging  a vault  for 
the  late  Lord  Denbigh,  with  eleven  more  covered  with  Roman  bricks^  In  the  garden  before  the 
inn  was  a barrow,  lately  removed,  and  under  it  on  the  plain  furface  a human  body.”  Gough’s 
Camden,  II.  199.  A little  to  the  Weft  of  High  Crofs  (lands  a tumulus,  which  bears  the  name 
of  Cloudfley  Bu(h,  concerning  which  Dugdale  fays  it  is  hard  toguefs,  whether  it  had  its  name  at 
firft  from  one  Claudius,  a Roman  foldier,  whofe  place  of  fepulture  it  was  ; or  from  the  Britifti 
word  Claude,  Cgnifying  a ditch,  becaufe  it  is  fo  near  the  Fofle. 


which 
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which  feftival,  the  wake  is  annually  celebrated.  It  is  a handfome  ftone  edifice, 
containing  three  ailes;  the  breadth  of  which,  or  the  diftance  between  the  North 
and  South  doors,  is  fifty-eight  feet  feven  inches-;  and  the  length,  including  the 
channel,  eighty-fix  feet  feven  inches.  The  body,  or  middle  aile,  rifes  about  ten 
feet  higher  than  the  two  fide  ailes,  and  is  thirty-four  feet  high,  and  twenty-four 
feet  broad  *,  this  aile  has  pillars  on  each  fide,  very  handfomely  fluted,  terminating 
in  pointed  arches,  of  which  there  are  four  on  each  fide,  in  parallel  directions* 
furmounted  by  an  equal  number  of  Gothic-fhaped  windows.  The  middle  aile 
is  alfo  terminated  to  the  eaftward  by  a lofty  pointed  arch,  which  leads  into 
the  chancel.  The  two  fide  ailes  have  each  four  windows ; two  in  front,  and 
one  at  each  end.  There  are  two  porches  at  the  North  and  South  entrances 
into  the  church;  the  North  porch  is  built  of  brick,  and  was  erected  about  fe- 
venty-three  years  ago  ; the  South  porch  is  chiefly  built  of  ftone,  and  appears  to 
be  as  ancient  as  the  church  itfelf.  The  body  of  the  church,  and  the  two  fide  ailes, 
are  covered  with  lead.  The  church  is  chiefly  conftrufted  of  fuch  fort  of  (tones  as 
are  are  found  at  Stanton  and  Sapcote  in  this  county.  The  chancel  and  tower  are 
built  of  free-ftone.  I have  not  been  able  to  difcover  at  what  period  of  time  either 
the  church  or  the  chancel  was  built.  I fuppofe  the  tower  to  have  been  built  in 
1614,  from  its  having  that  date  infcribed  upon  the  wall  in  two  different  places. 
The  roof  of  the  middle  aile  bears  marks  of  confiderable  antiquity  ; it  is  of  rafter, 
and  there  is  a great  variety  of  grotefque  figures  carved  out  in  the  wood,  befides  or- 
naments of  a fimilar  kind  in  ftone  upon  the  walls  of  this  aile.  The  church  was 
covered  afrefh  with  lead,  and  otherwife  underwent  a thorough  repair,  in  1767  ; for 
which  purpofe  1 3 5I.  was  levied  upon  the  parifhioners,  and  165I.  collefted  by  a brief. 

A South-eaft  view  of  the  church,  taken  by  Mr.  Pridden  in  June  1789,  is  en- 
graved in  Plate  LV, 

A neat  gallery  was  built  at  the  Weft  end  of  the  cflurch  about  three  years  ago;  and 
it  is  adorned  with  an  organ,  which  was  purchafed  by  a fubfcription  among  the  parifhi- 
oners. The  organift  (a  poor  blind  man,  a native  of  the  parifh)  died  about  a year  and 
a half  ago,  and  his  place  has  not  yet  been  fupplied  by  another.  The  ereftion  of  this 
gallery,  and  the  introduftion  of  an  organ  into  the  church,  were  violently  oppofed 
by  the  parifh  churchwarden,  who  ( mirabile  dicin')  was  encouraged  by  a proftor  in  one 
of  the  courts  to  fly  in  the  face  of  his  own  condiments,  and  to  inftitute  a procefs, 
with  the  view  of  making  a whole  parifh  bend  to  the  humour  of  one  unreasonable 
man.  The  indignant  feelings  of  the  parifhioners  were  roufed  when  they  were  made 
acquainted  with  the  churchwarden's  intention,  and  a public  veftry  was  immediately 
called  for  the  purpofe  of  taking  his  conduct  into  confideration.  The  meeting  was 
uncommonly  full ; and  the  two  following  relolutions  were  unanimoufly  agreed  to, 
and  figned  by  upwards  of  forty  heads  of  families : 

“ Claybrook,  Oft.  12,  1785. 

1.  “ We  whofe  names  are  written  underneath,  being  aflembled  at  a veftry  held 
this  day  in  the  parifh  church,  agreeable  to  public  notice  given  laft  Sunday,  for  the 
purpofe  of  taking  into  confideration  the  offer  which  was  made  at  the  laft  meeting  of 
7 veftry  ^ 
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veftry,  by  two  gentlemen  of  this  parifh,  to  build  a gallery  at  their  own  expence, 
and  to  place  an  organ  in  the  laid  gallery,  do  no^  concur  in  the  refolution  which 
was  then  unanimoufly  paffed,  approving  of  the  faid  offer;  and  we  likewife  declare 
that  the  propofal  which  has  been  made  by  the  faid  gentlemen,  of  applying  for  a fa- 
culty to  build  a new  gallery,  meets  with  our  hearty  confent  and  approbation ; and 
considering  it  both  as  a matter  of  ornament  and  utility  to  the  church,  we  are  de- 
firous  that  this  our  refolution  be  tranfmitted  by  the  faid  gentlemen  to  their  pro&or 
in  the  archdeaconry  court  of  Lticefter  as  foon  as  poftible.” 

“ Claybrook,  O&ober  12,  1785, 

2.  “ We  whofe  names  are  written  underneath,  inhabitants  of  the  parifh  of  Clay- 
brook,  affembled  in  veftry,  agreeable  to  public  notice  given  laft  Sunday  in  the 
parifh  church,  for  taking  into  con  fide  rati  on  certain  matters  which  have  arifen  in 
confequence  of  the  refolution  of  the  laft  veftry,  held  May  25,  1785,  having  under- 
ftood  that  one  of  the  churchwardens  of  this  parifh  has  retained  a proftor  in  the 
archdeaconry  court  of  Leicefter,  to  oppofe  the  ereflion  of  a new  gallery,  which  two 
gentlemen  of  this  parifh  have  offered  to  ere&  at  their  own  expence ; and  to  which 
offer  we  have  already  confented  by  two  refolutions  in  veftry  : 

“ We  do  now  refolve  that  we  will  not  fupport  the  faid  churchwarden,  nor  defray 
any  expence  which  he  may  incur  in  oppofing  the  erection  of  the  faid  gallery,  which 
we  are  convinced  will  be  both  ornamental  and  ufeful  to  the  church ; and  we  are 
defirous  that  this  our  refolution  be  tranfmitted  by  the  faid  gentlemen  to  their  pro&or 
in  the  archdeaconry  court  of  Leicefter. 

Notwithftanding  the  above  refolutions,  the  churchwarden  ftrenuoufly  perflf- 
ted  in  his  oppohtion  to  the  unanimous  fenfe  of  the  parifh  declared  in  public 
veftry,  and  his  proftor  no  lefs  ftrenuoufly  encouraged  him  to  perfevere  ; nay,  the 
learned  gentleman  fliewed  his  zeal  in  behalf  of  his  client  by  taking  a journey 
from  Lichfield  to  Claybrook,  to  furnifh  himfelf  with  loci  camnici , or,  to  fpeak 
in  plain  Englifh,  with  topics  for  the  difplay  of  his  eloquence  in  the  archdeaconry- 
court;  for  this  purpofe  he  minutely  furveyed  the  intended  fite  of  the  new  gallery; 
and  I well  remember  that  fome  of  the  moft  formidable  objections  muftered  up  by 
him  were,  that,  by  the  ere&ion  of  a gallery,  the  rays  of  light  would  be  intercepted 
in  their  progrefs  through  a few  panes  of  glafs,  and  that  the  occupiers  of  the  front 
feats  in  the  new  gallery  would  have  it  in  their  power  to  difturb  the  devotions  of 
thofe  who  fat  below,  by  fpitting  upon  them,  and  by  other  a<fts  of  rudenefs.  Thefe, 
and  many  other  obje&ions  of  equal  importance,  were  anfwered  with  fuitable  gra- 
vity by  the  learned  pro&or  on  the  other  fide ; and  it  is  hard  to  fay  when  the  con- 
teft  would  have  terminated,  had  not  the  churchwarden  died,  pendente  lite , and  left 
the  defendants  at  liberty  to  eredt  the  gallery. 

The  feating  of  the  church  is  very  irregular,  partly  confifting  cf  pews,  and  partly 
of  plain  benches  in  the  old  fafhion,  running  at  right  angles  from  either  fide  of  the 
ailes. 

The  chancel  is  a very  handfome  edifice ; it  is  forty-two  feet  feven  inches  long, 
eighteen  feet  feven  inches  broad,  and  twenty-feven  feet  and  a half  high.  It  has 

three 
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three  Gothic-fhaped  windows  on  each  fide,  facing  one  another,  whofe  dimenfions 
are  fifteen  feet  feven  inches  high,  and  feven  feet  ten  inches  wide.  At  the  Eaft  end 
of  the  chancel  there  was  formerly  a very  magnificent  window,  which  was  barba- 
roufiy  taken  away  by  the  avarice  of  a quondam  vicar,  who  grudged  the  expence  of 
keeping  it  in  repair,  and  walled  up  the  whole  fpace  with  brick  work.  The 
height  of  this  window  was  twenty-three  feet,  and  its  breadth  was  thirteen  feet  eight 
inches.  The  infcription  over  the  communion  table  is  fimple  and  fuitable:  “ Do  this 
in  remembrance  of  me.”  There  are  feveral  niches  in  the  abutments  on  the  outfide 
of  the  chancel,  which,  doubtlels,  in  the  times  of  Popery  were  receptacles  for  images. 
They  are  five  feet  three  inches  high,  and  one  foot  and  a half  wide.  They  exhibit 
marks  of  confiderable  antiquity,  and  they  are  furrounded  with  various  grotefque  or- 
naments in  ftone. 

The  following  infiance  of  longevity  is  recorded  upon  a grave-ftone  which  lies 
in  the  chancel.: 

14  Here  lyeth  the  body  of 
Sarah,  firfi  the  wife  of  Richard  Webfier, 
late  of  Burbage  in  this  county,  gent, 
afterwards  the  wife  of  Mr.  Edward  Phips. 

She  died  June  19,  1728,  aged  100.” 

Upon  another  fione  in  the  chancel  is  the  following  infcription,  which  is  faid  to 
have  been  written  by  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock,  vicar  of  Bittefwell : 

e<  Within  the  limits  of  this  facred  enclofure 
is  depofited  the  mortal  part  of  the 
Reverend  Burton  Crompton,  M.  A. 
who,  having  faithfully  ferved  the  cure  of  this  parifh 
twelve  years,  departed  this  life 
January  n,  1767,  aged  46. 

In  the  fame  fpot  are  interred 
the  remains  of  Mary  Crompton,  his  widow, 
daughter  of  Simon  Stokes,  of  Hinckley  in  this  county,  gent. 

She  endured  the  painful  feparation  three  months, 
and  then  followed  him  whom  fhe  had  loved  when  living, 
and  whom  fne  lamented  when  dead. 

She  died  April  12,  1767,  aged  37. 

They  now  refi  together  in  the  fame  grave, 
to  be  re-united  in  an  eternal  fiate  of  happinefs 
at  the  great  day  of  refurreftion. 

Their  affiiRed  friends 
have  infcribed  this  monumental  fione 
in  teftimony  of  their  own  lofs, 
and  to  preferve  the  remembrance  of  two  performs 
whom  they  juftly  valued.” 


At 
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At  the  Weft  end  of  the  church  is  a well-built  tower,  which  is  furnifhed  with  a 
clock,  and  contains  four  bells.  The  largeft  bell  has  no  date  marked  upon  it,  but 
there  are  fome  characters  infcribed  upon  it,  which,  ] confefs,  I have  not  antiquarian 
fagacity  fufftcient  to  decypher.  The  other  three  are  dated  follows,  1618,  1626, 
1672  ; the  two  former  have  the  following  infcriptions : “ Rex  Judeorum,  I.  H.  S. 
Nazarenus,  Fill  Dei,  miferere  rr.ei and  the  latter,  “ All  glory  be  to  God  on 
high.”  The  height  of  the  tower,  from  the  top  of  the  parapet  wall  to  the  ground, 
is  about  fixty-five  feet  eight  inches,  and  there  is  a pinnacle  on  each  angle  of  the 
tower  about  fix  feet  and  a half  high. 

On  the  outfide  of  the  tower  the  date  1614  is  legible  in  two  places,  and  the 
names  John  Cope  and  Nicholas  Higginfon, 

On  an  atchievement  in  the  church  : 

Arms,  Azure,  a lion  rampant  Or,  a chief  of  the  fame,  impaling,  Argent,  a 
fquirrel  fejant  proper. 

Infcriptions  upon  the  walls  of  Claybrook  church  : 

Upon  a neat  marble  monument  in  the  middle  aile  is  the  following  epitaph,  which 
was  written  by  Mifs  Hannah  More  : 

“ Sacred 
to  the  memory 
of 

Cluer  Dicey, 

who  died  the  3d  of  October,  1775, 
aged  60. 

O thou,  or  friend,  or  ftranger,  who  fhalt  tread, 

Thefe  folemn  manfions  of  the  filent  dead ; 

Think,  when  this  record  to  enquiring  eyes. 

No  more  (hall  tell  the  fpot  where  Dicey  lies ; 

When  this  frail  marble,  faithlefs  to  its  truft, 

Mouldering  itfelf,  refigns  its  moulder’d  duft ; 

When  Time  fhall  fail,  and  Nature  feel  decay. 

And  earth,  and  fun,  and  skies,  diffolve  awayj 
The  foul  this  confummation  fhall  furvive, 

Defy  the  wreck,  and  but  begin  to  live. 

Oh,  paufe  ! refleft,  repent,  refolve,  amend ! 

Life  has  no  length  ; eternity  no  end.” 

Over  the  South  door  is  the  following  record  of  a charitable  donation  : 

“ Michael  Poole,  gent,  late  of  Ullefthorpe,  by  his  will  bequeathed  the  intereft 
of  50I.  to  be  laid  out  in  coals  in*  the  fummer  feafon,  and  difpofed  of  in  the  winter, 

as 
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as  his  executors  or  the  pofTeftbrs  of  his  eftate  (hall  think  fit,  to  the  poor  of  the 
town  of  Ullefthorpe  for  ever.” 

The  following  lift  of  benefa&ions  is  tranfcribed  from  the  wall  of  the  North  aile  : 

William  Stretton,  late  of  Lower  Claybrook,  hath  given  by  his  will  to  the  poor 
of  the  faid  town  5b  to  be  put  out  to  intereft  by  the  minifler  and  churchwardens.; 
and  the  intereft  to  be  applied,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  aforefaid, 
in  fiich  manner  as  the  minifler  and  churchwardens  (hall  think  fit  and  expedient. 

Richard  Webfter,  late  of  Burbage,  hath  given  the  fum  of  20s.  yearly  to  the  poor 
of  Lower  Claybrook. 

William  Muffon,  of  Little  Wigfton,  gent,  gave  by  will  to  the  churchwardens 
of  this  parifh  iol.  to  be  by  them  put  out  on  intereft  ; the  yearly  produce  to  be  by 
them  laid  out  in  bread,  and  diflributed  amongft  the  poor  on  Chriftmas  day. 

Anne  Short,  gentlewoman,  who  died  Dec.  24,  1778,  bequeathed  iool.  to  the 
parifh  churchwarden  and  the  overfeers  of  the  poor  of  Great  Claybrook  upon  truft, 
and  dire<fted  the  intereft  thereof  to  be  diflributed  by  the  faid  churchwarden  and 
overfeers  for  the  time  being,  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  among  the  poor  belong- 
ing to  the  faid  hamlet  of  Great  Claybrook,  whether  receiving  parifh  cohesion  or 
not. 

Marke  Smith,  born  in  this  town,  and  late  of  Mile-end  in  the  parifh  of  Stepney 
in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  gent,  gave  12I.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  be  difpofed  of 
after  this  manner  to  the  poor  : to  fix  of  the  rnoft  neceffitous  ancient  men,  or  widows, 
in  Upper  Claybrook  40s.;  to  fix  fuch  perfons  at  Lower  Claybrook  30s.;  to  fix  fuch 
perlons  in  Ullefthorpe  30s.;  <to  the  parifh  of  Claybrook  3I.  for  the  putting  of  three 
children  to  fchool,  that  they  may  learn  to  write,  and  read  the  word  of  God;  and 
4I.  for  the  putting  forth  one  of  the  faid  children  to  apprentice,  out  of  which  5s.  is 
to  be  laid  out  in  a Bible  for  him,  when  he  fhall  leave  the  fchool  and  is  fet  to  ap- 
prentice. The  minifler,  churchwardens,  and  overfeers  of  the  poor,  are  to  diftribute 
the  faid  money,  and  to  fee  to  the  putting  of  the  faid  children  to  fchool  and  ap- 
prentice, when  they  are  for  the  fame  .fitted,  and  to  buy  them  Bibles. 

I have  not  been  able  to  cd left  any  particulars  of  the  life  of  Marke  Smith,  fur- 
ther than  what  is  given  above,  nor  of  the  period  in  which  he  lived.  His  pious 
legacy  to  the  parifh  of  Claybrook  arifes  from  the  rent  of  a houfe  in  the  city  of  Co- 
ventry; and  from  the  preamble  of  a leafe,  which  was  granted  a few  years  ago,  it 
appears  that  the  minifler  and  parifh  officers  of  Claybrook  a£  under  the  authority 
of  a decree  in  chancery,  which  was  made  in  the  2,1ft  year  of  the  reign  of  Charles 
the  Second.  The  original  rent  of  the  houfe  was  1 2 1.  the  exact  fum  bequeathed  by 
Marke  Smith.  In  the  time  of  “ Old  Tuftice  Byrd,”  who  was  one  of  the  truflees 
of  the  .charity,  a fine  of  iool.  was  paid  by  the  occupier  of  the  houfe  for  a renewal 
of  his  leafe  at  the  old  rent  ; for  which  fum  his  Worfhip  never  condefcended  to  ac- 
count to  his  Brother  truflees.  I have  been  informed  by  one  of  the  parifhioners,  who 
had  the  account  from  one  of  the  truflees,  that  while  they  were  all  affembled  at  a 
public  houfe.,  debating  about  the  difpofal  of  the  money,  which  lay  before  them 
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upon  a table,  and  the  trukees  widely  differing  in  their  opinions,  Juftice  Byrd  fwept 
the  money  into  his  hat,  and  told  them  he  would  take  care  of  it  till  they  had  made 
up  their  minds  upon  the  fubjech  In  1752  the  rent  of  the  houfe  was  advanced  from 
1 2 1.  to  20I.  a year  ; and  the  refidue  was  applied  by  the  truflees  to  the  augmenta- 
tion of  the  fchoolmaker’s  falary,  on  condition  of  his  teaching  a few  more  poor  chil- 
dren belonging  to  the  parifh,  to  read  and  write.  In  1780  a new  leafe  was  granted 
for  twenty-four  years  at  the  advanced  rent  of  30I.  a year,  which  left  an  annual  fur- 
phis  of  1 81-  in  the  hands  of  the  truflees,  over  and  above  the  original  legacy;  and 
which  is  appropriated  to  the  education  of  poor  children,  of  whom  there  are  about 
twenty-three  generally  kept  at  fchool. 

The  following  regulations  with  refpe£  to  the  fchool  took  place  in  1784,  and 
are  tranferibed  from  the  book  in  which  the  churchwardens  acconipts  are  kept : 

“ Claybrook,  Dec.  21,  17S4. 

“At  a veflry  of  the  minifler,  churchwardens,  and  overfeers  of  the  poor  of  this 
parifh,  held  this  day  in  the  parifh  church  of  Claybrook,  for  taking  into  confidera- 
tion  the  prefect  (late  of  the  fchool  of  this  parifh  ; public  notice  having  been  given 
of  the  fame,  it  was  then  and  there  agreed, 

iff.  That  Mr.  Cooper,  the  maker  of  the  Laid  fchool,  fhall  caufe  all  the  boys  to 
attend  church  on  holidays  and  prayer-days,  and  fhall  fee  that  they  behave  during 
divine  fervice  orderly  and  reverently. 

“ 2dly,  That  the  faid  maker  fhall  order  all  the  charity-boys  to  attend  church 
every  Sunday  morning  and  evening ; that  he  fhall  order  them  to  attend  in  the  fchool- 
room  before  fervice  begins ; and  from  thence  walk  in  proceffion  two  and  two ; 
the  maker  attending  them,  and  taking  notice  of  their  behaviour  during  Divine  fer- 
vice. 

“ 3dly,  That  the  faid  charity-boys  be  examined  by  the  trukees  quarterly  ; viz. 
in  the  month  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December,  public  notice  being 
given  of  the  day  appointed  for  examination  on  the  preceding  Sunday  *,  and  the  maf- 
ter  is  ordered  to  keep  an  exa<k  account  of  the  number  of  days  that  the  boys  abfent 
themfelves  from  fchool,  that  enquiry  may  be  made  into  the  caufes  of  fuch  neglecl ; 
and  that  thofe  boys,  who  fhall  be  found  to  have  made  a practice  of  keeping  away 
from  fchool  without  a juk  and  reafonable  excufe,  fhall  be  excluded,  and  others  ap- 
pointed in  their  room. 

“ 4thly,  It  is  agreed  that  20s.  of  the  rent  arifing  from  the  houfe  at  Coventry 
which  fupports  the  faid  fchool,  be  applied  yearly  towards  the  purchafe  of  books, 
&c.  for  the  ufe  of  the  charity-boys.>, 

Epitaphs  and  inferiptions  upon  grave-kones  in  Claybrook  church-yard  ; 

“ Here  lieth  the  body  of  John  Brown;  he  departed  this  life  Auguk  the  31k, 
17163  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age. 

As  I am  now  fo  you  muk  be, 

Therefore  prepare  to  follow  me.,J 
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“To  the  memory 
of 

William  Andrews, 

who  died  the  ioth  of  Odtober,  1784,  aged  73. 


Here  lies  a man  who  lived  content, 
With  humble  means  by  toil  acquir’d  ; 
Whofe,  eve  of  life  in  peace  was  fpent.

Till  God  was  pleafed,  to  give  me  eafe.

ki  Here  lieth  interred  the  body  of  Thomas  Nickels,  who  departed  this  life  the 
31ft  day  of  Auguft,  1763,  in  the  39th  year  of  his  age. 

The  fhorter  was  my  time. 

The  longer  is  my  reft  ; 

God  took  me  in  my  prime, 

Becaufe  he  thought  it  heft.” 


* This  epitaph  was  inferted  in  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  for  January  1787,  with  the  following 
mention  of  the  perfon  who  is  the  fubje£t  of  it ; that  although  he  pafled  through  life,  (t  to  for- 
tune and  to  fame  unknown,”  he  was  what  the  poet  calls  “ the  nobleft  work  of  God;” — “ an 
honeft  man,” 
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44  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  William  Short, 
who  changed  time  for  eternity  March  the  19th,  1776,  aged  49.

44  Here  lie  interred  the  remains  of  Grace  Stevenfon,  the  wife  of  Benjamin  Ste- 
venfon.

I now  proceed  to  give  as  accurate  an  account  of  the  hiftory  and  prefent  Bate  of 
the  Vicarage  of  Claybrook  as  I have  been  able  to  colledt. 

Claybrook  church  was  once  appropriated  to  the  nunnery  of  Nuneaton  in  War- 
wickfliire,  as  appears  by  the  following  very  curious  extract  from  the  regiftry  of 
Lincoln,  which  defcribes  the  Bate  of  the  vicarage  fo  far  back  as  the  year  1260.

It  appears  by  an  extract  which  Burton  gives  us  from  an  old  roll  made  in  the  fifth, 
year  or  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  (long  before  the  date  of  the  above  extra<5l  from 
Lincoln  regiftry),  that  the  tenant  of  the  tythes  paid  the  nuns  of  Eaton  a compofi- 
tion  of  fix  marks,  fettled  by  the  delegates.  It  appears  from  the  fame  authority  that 
the  monks  of  Kirby  received  the  tythes  of  the  demefne  of  James  Vifeque,  and  paid 
yearly  out  of  them  eleven  (hillings  to  the  mother  church ; and  that  the  chapels  of 
Wibtoft  and  of  Wignidefton*  were  ferved  alternately  by  one  chaplain. 

The  next  record  that  I can  find  refpe&ing  the  vicarage  is  a copy  of  a terrier  of 
the  glebe  land,  taken  in  1638,  and  figned  by  the  then  vicar  Gervas  Aldred,  and 
by  the  churchwardens.  It  gives  an  account  of  the  vicarage  land  previous  to  the 
inclofure,  and  is  as  follows : 

A Terrier  of  the  glebe  land,  pafture,  and  meadow,  belonging  to  the  vicarage  of 
Claybrooke  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  fome  part  thereof  lying  in  Claybrooke 
Parva,  and  fome  part  of  meadow  in  Claybrooke  Magna,  in  the  fame  parjfti

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and  county  aforefaid,  taken  the  7th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God 
1638,  by  us  whofe  names  are  hereunder  written. 

Imprimis,  The  fite  of  the  vicarage  houfe,  co-nfifting  of  five  bayes  and  a barn  of 
five  bayes,  a (table  and  two  other  little  bayes  of  building,  a garden,  an  orchard, 
and  hotneftead,  containing  by  eftimation  two  acres. 

Item,  One  little  cottage  belonging  to  it  in  the  occupation  of  Martin  Knight, 
containing  two  bayes  of  building  j the  rent  for  it  yearly  is  three  {hillings  and  four 
pence  the  year. 

Item,  Another  cottage  in  Wibtoft  in  the  county  of  Warwick  belonging  to  the 
vicarage,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Glover,  containing  three  bayes  of  building, 
the  rent  yearly  is  four  (hillings  per  annum. 

Item,  A piece  of  meadow  lyeing  in  the  fields  of  Claybrooke  Magna,  and  two 
hades  belonging  to  it,  and  a piece  of  meadow  butting  over  the  mill  dame  againft 
William  Thorneton  leyes  within  the  mill  home. 

Item,  Three  yard  land  belonging  to  the  glebe  lyeing  in  the  fields  of  Claybrooke 
Parva  aforefaid,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Winterton,  William  Wakfield, 
George  Beale,  paying  yearly  for  it  twenty  pounds.

The  following  is  a copy  of  a terrier  of  the  glebe  land,  &c.  taken  May  13, 
1708,  by  the  then  vicar  Lionel  Legat,  and  by  the  church-wardens  William  Short, 
and  Richard  Groocock;  to  which  is  fubjoined  a copy  of  the  cudotns  of  the  paridi 
as  comprized  in  the  Eader  Roll,  and  which  had  been  fubferibed  by  the  princi- 
pal inhabitants  in  1623. 

A true  Terrar  of  the  glebe  land,  tythes,  buildings,  belonging  to  the  vica- 
rage of  Claybrooke  in  the  county  of  Leiceder,  taken  by  us  whole  names  are 
hereunto  fubferibed,  this  thirteenth  day  of  May,  anno  Domini  1708,  accord- 
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ing  to  the  directions  lent  by  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  the  Lord  BL 
ihop  of  this  diocefe,  for  the  better  preferving  the  rights  of  the  church  *. 

The  Vicarage  Houfe  was  erefted  by  the  learned  Mr.  Herbert  Thorndike -f,  con- 
taining eight  bays.  At  the  firft  entrance  into  it  is  a porch,  and  then  a large  fpace; 
on  the  right  hand  an  hall  and  a pantry,  both  floored  with  boards ; on  the  left  hand 
a parlour  and  clofet,  both  boarded.  In  the  next  bay  is  the  flair-cafe  on  the  left 
hand,  and  on  the  right  a ftill-houfe,  through  which  is  the  paflage  into  a large  cel- 
lar under  the  hall  and  pantry.  The  fpace  leads  into  the  kitchen,  both  which  are 
paved  with  bricks.  On  the  right  hand  of  the  kitchen  goes  a fpace  into  the  bake- 
houfe  ; on  the  right  hand  of  which  is  the  dairy;  on  the  left  is  the  brewhoufe,  all 
floored  with  bricks.  On  the  top  of  the  flair-cafe,  which  is  boarded,  is  a fpace, 
on  the  right  hand  of  which  is  a chamber  with  a clofet,  both  boarded  ; on  the  left 
hand  another  chamber  with  a clofet,  both  plafter  floors ; and  in  the  middle  the  vi- 
car’s ftudy.  From  this  flair-cafe  goes  another ; at  the  top  of  it  a garret,  boarded 
floor ; and  forwards  two  other  garrets,  one  boarded,  the  other  plafter : flill  up 
flairs  a balcony  covered  with  lead.  From  the  flair- cafe  aforenamed,  on  the  right 
hand,  is  a chamber,  boarded  floor ; forward  is  another  chamber  with  two  clofets, 
chamber  plafter  and  one  clofet,  the  other  boarded.  From  the  flairs  on  the  left 
hand  of  the  kitchen  is  a chamber,  boarded  floor;  on  the  right  hand  of  which  is 
another  chamber,  floored  with  plafter ; and  flill  on  the  right  another  chamber  with 
a boarded  floor.  The  houfe  is  timber  building  ; one  half  is  rough-caft,  the  other 
pained  with  brick  : the  roof  is  covered  tyles,  all  in  good  order. 

The  Barn  contains  three  large  bays,  mud  walls,  and  covered  with  thatch  ; 
the  flables  three  bays,  mud  walls,  and  covered  with  thatch  ; two  bays  of 
building  for  coals,  &c.  mud  walls,  and  covered  with  thatch.  The  home-flail 
contains  three  acres,  furrounded  with  lanes,  and  on  the  Eaft  with  the  green  and 
church-yard ; the  garden  walled  round  with  mud  walls ; the  court  before  the 
houfe  with  pales ; the  orchard  next  the  green  and  church-yard  with  a mud  wall 
and  hedge,  and  the  other  parts  with  quick;  the  back  court  with  mud  walls;  the 
yard  is  walled  next  the  church-yard  and  next  the  flreet  with  mud  walls ; the  other 
parts  with  buildings  and  quick ; the  kitchen  garden  on  the  North  with  the  town 
flreet,  on  the  Weft  with  a fifh-pond,  on  the  South  with  a ditch  and  dipt  hedge, 
on  the  Eaft  with  the  houfe  and  orchard. 

The  Glebe  is  three  yard  land  containing  feventy-one  acres.  The  Lammas  clofc 
adjoining  to  the  homeftall  of  the  vicarage  contains  three  acres;  on  the  Weft  it  is 
bounded  with  the  Wood-way,  on  the  South  with  a clofe  called  the  Port- way,  (the 
Port- way  contains  about  eighteen  acres),  on  the  North  the  Lammas  clofe,  on  the 
Weft  the  Wood-way  and  the  Vicar’s  Cow-clofe,  on  the  South  the  Prior’s  pieces, 
and  on  the  Eaft  the  Vicar’s  clofe,  called  Chitman’s  mires,  and  Mr.  Legat’s  clofe. 
Chitman’s  Mires  contains  about  nine  acres,  Ulleftorpe  Field,  on  the  South  the 
Prior’s  pieces,  on  the  Weft  the  Port-way,  on  the  North  Mr.  Legat’s  land,  and

on 
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on  the  Eaft  Mr.  Legat’s  land.  The  Cow-clofe  contains  feven  acres  and  an  half; 
Thomas  Byrd,  Efq.  on  the  Weft,  Ullefthorpe  Field  on  the  South,  on  the  Eaft 
the  Vicar’s  Port-way,  and  on  the  North  the  Wood-way.  Copwell  Meadow  contains 
feven  acres ; Thomas  Byrd,  Efq.  on  the  Weft,  Thomas  Page  on  the  North,  and 
Thomas  Byrd,  Eiq.  on  the  Eaft,  and  the  Vicar’s  great  clofe,  on  the  South  Thomas 
Stretton’s.  The  Great  Clofe  contains  twenty-three  acres ; on  the  North  Thomas 
Byrd,  Efq.  on  the  Eaft  the  Vicar’s  Horfe-clofe  and  Richard  Wells,  on  the  South 
Mr.  Godard  and  Thomas  Stretton,  on  the  Weft  the  vicar’s  Copwell  Meadow.  The 
Horfe-cloie  contains  three  acres  and  an  half;  on  the  Eaft  the  Wood-way,  on  the 
South  Richard  Wells,  on  the  Weft  the  Vicar’s  great  clofe,  on  the  North  the 
Church-land. 

The  vicar  hath  in  Little  Claybrooke,  befides  his  glebe,  nineteen  pence  three 
farthings  an  acre,  payable  at  Chriftmas  and  St.  John  the  Baptift,  at  two  equal  pay- 
ments, and  no  other  dues,  by  their  articles  of  inclofure.  At  Great  Claybrooke 
the  vicar  hath  twelve  pence  an  acre,  a mortuary,  tythe  pigs,  and  the  cutting  of 
three  acres  of  grafs  in  the  middle  of  Small  Meadow,  and  inftead  of  the  aftermath 
he  hath  twenty  {hillings  per  annum  in  the  twelve  pence  per  acre.  He  hath  alfo  a 
fmall  piece  of  land,  the  Mill-way  on  the  Eaft,  John  Smart  on  the  North  and  Weft, 
John  Thorpe  on  the  South.  He  hath  alfo  for  marriage  eleven  pence,  for  burying 
four  pence,  and  for  churching  five  pence  if  the  child  be  living,  but  if  dead  but 
four  pence.  Fie  hath  the  great  and  fmall  tythes  of  five  yard-lands  and  an  half  at 
Shanford,  lying  difperfedly  in  the  open  fields. 

The  cuftoms  belonging  to  the  parifliioners  of  Ullefthorpe,  Bittesbv,  Wibtofr, 
and  Wigfton  Parva,  are  comprized  in  the  Eafter  Roll,  of  which  this  is  a copy: 

Remembrance  of  the  cuftoms  and  manners  of  tything  ufed  in  the  parifh  of 
Claybrooke  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  approved  and  allowed  by  Mr.  John 
Higginfon,  Clerk,  vicar  there  now  almoft  two  and  fifty  years  together,  and  by 
the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  whofe  names  are  fubfcribed ; Anno  Domini 
1623. 

Offerings.  Imprimis,  every  houfeholder  ought  to  give  at  Eafter  to  the  vicar 
for  their  offerings  five  farthings,  and  every  other  communicant  a penny.  Item, 
due  to  the  vicar  at  the  churching  of  every  woman  after  her  childbearing,  if  the 
child  be  then  living,  five  pence  ; if  dead,  two  pence.  Item,  at  every  marriage,  to 
the  vicar  eleven  pence,  and  to  the  clerk  three  pence.  Item,  at  every  burial,  to 
the  vicar  four  pence,  and  to  the  clerk  two  pence.  If  there  be  a mortuary  due* 
then  the  four  pence  is  not  payable. 

Beafts.  Item,  if  any  perfon  have  in  any  one  year,  accounted  from  New-year’s- 
day  to  New-year’s-day,  above  fix  calves  falne  within  the  village,  he  is  to  pay  to  the 
faid  vicar  one  calf  at  three  weeks  old  for  tythes,  the  vicar  allowing  back  an  half- 
penny for  every  calf  wanting  of  ten  *,  if  there  be  not  above  fix  calves  fo  fallen, 
then  the  vicar  is  to  have  at  Eafter  next  after  fuch  year  ended  an  halfpenny  for  every 
1 fuch 
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fuch  calf,  and  a penny  for  the  cow  whereof  fuch  calves  fall,  and  for  every  old 
milch  cow  an  halfpenny ; for  barridge  beads  nothing. 

Sheep.  Item,  due  to  the  vicar,  in  full  fatisfa&ion  of  all  tythe  of  fheep  kept 
within  the  village  at  New-year’s-day,  and  dying,  or  bond  fide  fold  away  before 
Candlemas,  a farthing  ; and  for  every  fheep  kept  there  at  Candlemas,  and  dying, 
or  without  fraud  fold  away  before  herding-time,  an  halfpenny ; but  if  they  be 
kept  on  till  fheering,  and  there  fhorne,  then  the  wool  in  kind  after  this  manner  ; 
viz.  on  Monday  next  after  St.  Peter’s  day  the  owner  ought  to  lay  bis  fleeces  ready 
wound  by  tens,  and  then  fir  ft  to  choole  one  fleece  out  of  every  fuch  ten,  and, 
then  the  vicar  is  to  choofe  one  fleece  out  of  the  refidue  of  every  fuch  ten  for  his 
tythe.  Item,  at  the  fame  time,  and  in  the  fame  manner,  lambs  are  tytheable^ 
and  if  the  odd  fleeces  and  odd  lambs  together  amount  together  to  the  number  of 
ieveu  or  more,  the  vicar  is  to  have  one  out  of  the  major  odds,  allowing  fo  mar^y 
halfpence  as  thole  odds  together  do  want  of  the  number  of  ten  ; and  if  the  odd 
fleeces  and  odd  lambs  amount  not  together  to  the  number  of  feven,  the  owner  is  to 
pay  an  halfpenny  for  every  fuch  odd  fleece  and  odd  lamb  in  lieu  of  the  tythe 
thereof.  Item,  where  any  perfon  hath  brought  into  the  faid  village  any  fheep  in 
the  Spring-time,  viz.  between  Candlemas  and  fheering-time,  and  there  fhorn  them, 
he  hath  ordinarily  paid  to  the  faid  Mr.  Higginfon,  during  his  time,  an  halfpenny  for 
every  fuch  (beep,  in  full  fatisfa&ion  of  the  tythe  thereof.  Item,  for  fells  or  fkins 
of  fheep  killed  or  dying  between  fheering-time  and  New-year’s-day  no  tythe  in  kind 
or  rate  hath  been  hitherto  given  or  paid ; but  for  fells  of  fheep  killed  or  dyiiig 
between  New-year’s-day  and  Candlemas  a farthing  apiece,  and  between  Candle- 
mas and  fheering-time  an  halfpenny  apiece  is  due  in  lieu  of  the  tythe  of  fuch  fells. 

Pigs.  Item,  if  any  perfon  have  at  one  time  of  one  fow  feven  pigs  or  aboVe, 
the  vicar  is  to  have  one  for  his  tythe,  allowing  to  the  fow  a farthing  for  every  pig 
wanting  of  the  number  of  ten  ; the  owner  is  fir  ft  to  choofe  one,  and  then  the  vicar 
his  tythe  pig  at  three  weeks  old ; and  if  there  be  not  feven  pigs  in  all,  then  the 
owner  is  to  pay  a farthing  apiece  at  Eafler  in  lieu  of  their  tythe. 

Geefe.  Item,  geefe  are  tytheable  at  Lammas,  at  fuch  numbers,  and  according 
to  the  fame  rates  of  allowing  or  giving  for  odds,  as  is  before  mentioned  for  pigs. 

Hens.  Item,  for  every  hen  two  eggs,  and  for  every  cock  three  eggs,  payable 
on  Good  Friday  to  the  vicar. 

Foals.  Item,  for  every  foal  fallen  within  the  village  a penny  is  due,  to  be  paid 
to  the  vicar  at  Eafler  following,  in  lieu  of  the  tythe  thereof. 

Fewell.  Item,  in  lieu  of  tythe  fewell,  an  hearth  penny  is  due,  to  be  paid  to  the 
vicar  at  Eafler ; and  then  alio  a garden  halfpenny  for  the  garden. 

Fruit.  Item,  the  tenth  of  all  fruit  is  due  in  kind,  and  ought  to  be  brought 
home  to  the  vicarage  houfe  by  the  parifhioner. 

Hemp.  Item,  the  tenth  of  hemp  and  flax  is  likewife  due,  to  be  paid  to  the 
vicar  in  kind  at  the  vicarage  houfe  after  it  is  watered. 

There  is  a!fo  due  to  the  vicar  from  Thomas  Bradgate,  Efq.  one  pound  ten  (hil- 
lings, payable  at  the  feafl  of  St.  Michael,  in  the  lieu  of  tythe  for  feven  yard 
lands  and  an  half  fettled  by  an  order  of  Chancery ; and  alfo  from  the  miller  of 

Clay- 
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Claybrook,  for  the  tythe  of  his  mills,  according  to  the  immemorial  cuflom,  thir- 
teen groats  at  Chridmas  *. 

Penfions  ont  of  the  Hying.  For  the  procurations  to  the  archdeacon  the  vicar 
pays  feven  (hillings  and  eleven  pence,  though  this  is  an  abufe-f',  he  having  nothing 
to  do  with  the  impropriations;  for  fynodals  three  fnillings  and  ten  pence  ; and 
to  the  Queen  three  pounds  one  (hilling  and  four  pence  halfpenny. 

Cudoms.  There  are  no  cudoms  claimed  by  the  parifhioners,  only  a wake  the 
Sunday  next  after  St.  Peter. 

The  Furniture  in  the  Chancel  and  Church.  The  furniture  in  the  chancel  is, 
fird,  a green  cloth  for  the  table,  a white  cloth  and  two  napkins  for  the  communion, 
a filver  cup  without  cover  or  infcription,  weighing  fifteen  ounces  and  an  half,  a 
pewter  flagon,  and  two  pewter  plates,  two  furplices,  a chefi,  a book  of  Homilies, 
the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  pulpit  cloth  and  cufhion  of  green -cloth, 
and  rails  about  the  Communion-table.  In  the  church  are  four  large  bells,  a clock, 
a bier',  and  an  herfe  (cloth  black).  The  vicar  repairs  the  chancel,  and  theparifhi- 
oners  the  church  ; the  Well  fide  of  the  church-yard  is  repaired  by  the  vicar,  be- 
ing walls  and  pales  ; the  Eaft  fide  by  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq.  being  an  hedge  and 
pales;  the  South  fide  by  the  parifhioners,  being  polls  and  rails  on  a low  (lone 
wall ; the  North  fide,  half  by  the  parifhioners,  and  half  by  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq. 

The  Church  Land.  One  acre-,  the  Vicar’s  Horfe-clofe  South,  Thomas  Byrd, 
Efq.  North  and  Wed,  and  on  the  Eaft  the  Wood-way:  a little  piece  of  land  in 
Lower  Claybrooke,  on  the  North  fide  of  the  pool:  a clofe,  containing  between 
fifteen  and  fixteen  acres,  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq.  William  Webfter 
South,  Thomas  Byrd,  Efq.  North,  Mr.  Goddard  Wed,  and  the  brook  Ead. 

The  Clerk’s  Fees.  The  clerk  is  chofen  by  the  vicar,  whofe  wages  are  as  fol- 
lowed!, from  anno  1611  ; of  every  hulbandman  who  keepeth  a team  yearly  four 
pence  ; of  thofe  who  have  land  and  keep  no  team  four  pence  ; and  eight  (hillings 
yearly  for  ringing  the  curfeu  ; of  every  man  that  hath  an  half  yard  land  yearly  a 
gallon  of  barley ; for  every  wedding  three  pence  •,  for  a burial  two  pence  *,  of  every 
one  that  keepeth  hens  certain  eggs  on  Good  Friday  ; of  every  cottager  yearly  two 
pence;  for  ringing  the  paffing  bell  three  pence;  for  digging  a grave  in  the  church 
half  a crown,  in  the  church-yard  with  a coffin  one  diilling,  without  a coffin  fix- 
pence  ; and  for  a copy  of  the  regider  four  pence.  The  fweeper  of  the  church  fix 
(hillings  and  eight  pence.  The  dog-vvhipper  a crown. 

* The  mill  was  purchafed  in  1675  of  three  perfons  in  Frolefworth,  whofe  names  were  Andrew 
Hall,  Thomas  Townfhend,  and  Chriftian  Higginfon,  by  James  Parker  ; who  was  fucceeded  by 
Marmaduke  Fawkes,  father  of  the  prefent  miller  of'Claybrook  Mr.  John  Fawkes. 

f There  appears  to  be  a miftake  here  in  calling  the  payment  of  procurations  an  abufe  ; for  in 
the  original  endowment  of  the  vicarage,  upon  the  appropriation  of  the  redory  to  the  Benedidines 
of  Nuneaton  1260,  the  vicar  is  charged  with  “ omnia  onera  ordinaria  & extraordinary.”  Befides 
the  penfions  abovementioned,  the  bifliop  has  for  procurations,  on  account  of  his  triennial  vifita- 
tion,  five  fhillings  and  eight  pence,  as  a vicarial  due,  and  three  (hillings  and  eight  pence  as  a rec- 
torial due.

The  glebe,  containing  about  feventy-one  acres,  and  which  is  minutely  deferibeef 
in  the  above  terrier  of  1708,  lies  wholly  in  Claybrook  Parva.  At  the  time  of  the 
inclofure  (1681),  the  Rev.  Samuel  Byrd  was  vicar  ; and  by  the  articles  of  inclofure, 
the  refidue  of  the  lordfhips  was  charged  with  the  annual  payment  of  nineteen 
pence  three  farthings  an  acre,  in  lieu  of  all  tythes,  and  all  other  oblations  and 
duties  whatfoever,  amounting  to  the  fum  of  thirty  pounds  a year. 

At  the  time  of  the  inclofure  of  Great  Claybrook  (1694),  the  Rev.  Lionel  Legat 
was  Vicar  of  the  Parifh,  and  the  yearly  payments  charged  by  their  articles  of  in- 
clofure, in  lieu  of  fmall  and  great  tythes,  amounted  to  the  fum  of  fifty-one  pounds, 
referving,  however,  to  the  Vicar,  the  tythes  of  the  mills,  tythe  pigs,  and  lurpiice 
fees,  from  the  payment  of  which  the  townfhip  of  Little  Claybrook  was  exempted 
by  their  articles  of  inclofure,  I fuppofe,  on  account  of  the  great  proportion  which 
the  glebe  bears  to  the  reft  of  the  lordfhip. 

When  the  above-mentioned  articles  were  confirmed  by  a£t  of  parliament,  a 
power  was  given  to  the  Vicar  to  diftrain  for  arrears  of  ty tides  (if  not  paid  within 
20  days  after  the  alloted  times),  either  upon  the  premifes  of  the  perfons  making  de- 
fault in  payment,  or  upon  any  part  refpedtively  in  the  name  of  the  whole. 

Upon  the  back  of  one  of  the  printed  adts  of  inclofure  in  my  poffeflion,  the  con- 
fent  of  the  Bifhop  and  Vicar  is  certified  in  their  own  hands,  as  follows  : 

u I have  perufedthis  bill,  and  alfo  the  original  articles  for  the  inclofure  of  Little 
Claybrook,  dated  October  the  10th,  in  the  year  1681  ; together  with  the  original 
articles  for  the  inclofure  of  Great  Claybrook,  dated  December  26,  1694.  And 
being  perfuaded  that  a reafonable  provifion  was  and  is  made  for  the  vicar  of  the 
parilh  and  his  fucceflors,  and  being  willing  that  the  ancient  agreement  fhould  be 
confirmed,  and  the  pofteflors  of  the  feveral  allotments  quieted  in  their  refpedlive 
pofleftions,  I do  give  my  confent  that  this  bill  may  pafs  into  a law,  provided  Mr. 
William  Byrd,  the  prefent  vicar,  be,  as  I am  informed  he  is,  fully  fatisfied  with  the 
terms  of  this  inclofure,  and  doth  accordingly  in  due  form  give  his  confent  thereto.

The  Terrier  of  1708  mentions  the  great  and  fmall  tythes  of  five  yard-lands 
and  an  half  in  Sharnford  (a  neigbouring  parifh),  which  the  vicar  of  Claybrook  had 

lying

lying  difperfedly  in  the  open  fields  of  that  lordfhip.  Sharnford  has  been  inclofed 
fince  that  time  ; and  in  lieu  of  thofe  tythes  the  vicar  has  now  an  allotment  of  18 
acres  which  was  made  at  the  inclofure.  This  piece  of  ground  is  very  pleafantly 
fituated,  (hooting  up  by  a gentle  declivity  to  the  pillar  called  High-Crofs*,  and  com- 
manding one  of  the  richefl  and  mod  extenfive  profpe&s  in  the  whole  county. 

The  view  towards  the  northern  part  of  the  country  in  this  point  is  terminated  by 
the  foreffc  hills,  which  prefent  a long  ridge  extending  from  Ead  to  W ed  ; and  the 
bare  and  bleak  afpeft  which  they  exhibit  forms  a pleafing  contrad  to  the  rich 
luxuriance  of  the  flat  country  between  High  Crofs  and  Leiceder,  whofe  fpires  are 
difcernible  by  the  naked  eye,  and  many  other  objects  beyond,  to  the  didance  of 
25  miles. 

The  great  tythes  of  UUedhorpe  are  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,  and  of 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge.  The  fmall  tythes  of  this  lordfhip  belong  to  the  liv- 
ing of  Claybrook,  and  the  value  of  them  has  been  confiderably  advanced  by  the 
prefent  vicar.  Formerly  there  was  an  annual  compofition  of  between  eight  and  nine 
pounds  paid  out  of  this  lordfliip  to  the  vicar;  but  within  thefe  few  years  it  has 
been  raifed  to  the  annual  dim  of  thirty-two  pounds. 

Dr.  Hutchinfon,  one  of  the  former  incumbents,  was  in  hot  water  with  the  people 
of  UUedhorpe  concerning  the  tythes  for  fome  years  before  his  death.  The  far- 
mers pretended  a modus,  which  the  vicar  was  enabled  entirely  to  fet  afide,  by  the 
difeovery  of  a leafe  granted  by  one  of  his  predeceffors.  Dr.  Hutchinfon  died, 
however,  without  accomplifhing  his  purpofe ; but  he  left  behind  him  a tedimony 
of  his  zeal  in  the  caufe  he  had  undertaken,  and  of  his  regard  for  the  rights  of  the 
church,  by  bequeathing  iool.  with  the  intered  arifing  from  it,  for  the  ufe  of  any  of 
his  fucceflors  who  might  be  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  legal  remedies  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  tythes. 

Mr.  Jenner,  the  next  incumbent,  who  died  a few  years  after  he  came  to  the 
living,  did  not  think  proper  to  refume  the  conteft  ; but  the  prefent  incumbent, 
who  fucceeded  in  1774,  fignified  his  intention,  foon  after  his  inditution,  of  endea- 
vouring to  raife  the  value  of  the  tythes ; and  in  1775  he  addrefied  the  proprietors 
and  occupiers  of  land  in  a printed  circular  letter,  the  infertion  of  which  may  not  be 
deemed  altogether  unintereding  in  a topographical  work  of  this  kind. 

“ I hereby  acquaint  you,  that  I am  come  to  a refolution  to  defire  a meeting  of  the 
proprietors  and  occupiers  of  land  in  the  lordfhip  of  UUedhorpe,  in  order  to  endea- 
vour amicably  to  fettle  fome  price  for  the  fmall  tythes  of  the  Laid  lordfhip.  I hope 
you  will  not  fail  to  give  your  attendance  at  this  meeting;  and,  that  you  may  come 

* Where  the  Roman  Eagle  hath  been  fupplanted  by  a turnpike-gatp,  and  the  prsetorium  of 
a praefeft  hath  given  way  to  the  manfion  of  a Leicefterfhire  grazier. 
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to  it  the  better  prepared,  I have  thought  proper  to  acquaint  you  beforehand  with 
a propofal  that  I fhall  then  make.  I have  thought  proper  to  acquaint  you  for 
how  muGh  I am  willing  to  lett  my  tythes  of  Ullefthorpe  annually  by  the  pound- 
rent,  or  by  the  yard-land,  whichever  fhall  be  molt  approved  of,  for  the  term  of 
li  years,  provided  I enjoy  the  living  fo  long.  And  here  let  me  defire  you  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  I am  not  going  to  make  a demand  at  random,  without  having  firft  con- 
fulted  the  opinions  of  learned  counfeliors,  and  experienced  landholders,  on 
the  fubjefh  My  Counfeliors  have  told  me,  that  every  thing  which  does  not  pay 
tythe  to  fomebody  elfe  is  obliged  to  pay  tythe  to  me,  and  that  1 am  accordingly 
entitled  to  tythe,  not  only  of  lambs  and  wool,  calves  and  foals,  milk,  pigs,  and 
eggs,  but  alfo  of  the  agiftment  of  all  barren  cattle  of  every  fort ; and  upon  ac- 
quainting- them  with  the  prefenucircumftances  and  management  of  Ullefthorpe 
lordlhip,  they  have  allured  me,  that  the  fmall  tythes  of  it,  at  the  loweft  and  mod 
moderate  eftimation,  cannot  be  worth  lefs  than  two  fhillings  a year  in  every  pound- 
rent.  The  graziers  alfo  and  landholders,  with  whom  I have  advifed,  upon  confider- 
ing  the  prefent  management  of  the  lordlhip,  and  how  many  acres  a yard-land  in 
it,  upon  an  average,  confifts  of,  tell  me  that  my  tythes  are  worth  two  guineas  per 
yard-land,  allowing  as  few  lambs  and  fleeces,  as  little  milk,  as  few  foals,  &c.  to 
come  off  every  yard-land  in  lieu  of  tythes,  as  it  is  poftible  for  that  quantity  of  land, 
with  the  management  it  is  now  in,  to  yield  and  produce.  I am  firmly  and  folemnly 
convinced  in  my  own  mind,  that  the  tythes  due  to  me  from  Ullefthorpe  are,  be- 
tween man  and  iqan,  equivalent  to  the  higheft  of  the  above  eftimates  as  the  lord- 
Jfhip  is  now  cultivated  and  managed.  But  forafmuch  as  I think  it  would  be  dif- 
trefling  to  feveral  of  the  prefent  proprietors  and  occupiers  to  pay  fo  large  an  out- 
going, after  having  for  many  years  paid  none  ; and  as  I know  it  is  poftible  that 
the  method  of  cultivating  the  lordfhip  may  be  changed,  and  the  value  of  my  tythes 
in  fome  degree  reduced ; and  as  I am  extremely  deftrous  of  procuring  the  good- 
will and  friendfhip  of  my  parilhioners ; for  thefe  reafons  I have  determined,  with 
my  eyes  open,  to  accept  of  one  half  of  the  real  value  of  the  tythes;  that  is  to 
fay,  one  net  (hilling  for  every  pound-rent,  or  one  net  guinea  for  every  yard-land 
in  the  lordlhip,  for  the  term  of  21  years,  provided  I enjoy  the  living  fo  long.” 

In  confequenceof  the  above  add  refs,  matters  were  amicably  fettled;  and  the  vicar 
confented  to  accept  of  15  fhillings  a yard-land,  for  which  he  granted  them  a leafe 
for  21  years. 

The  great  tythes  of  Bittefby  belong  to  Lord  Denbigh  ; and  the  vicar  of  Clay- 
brook  receives,  by  way  of  compofuion  for  the  fmall  tythes,  twenty  pounds  a year. 

The  great  tythes  of  Wibtoft  belong  to  the  Earl  of  Denbigh ; and  the  vicar  of  Clay- 
brook  receives  an  annual  compofuion  of  between  7 and  8 pounds  for  the  fmall : 
tythes. 

The  great  tythes  of  Little  Wigfton  are  likewife  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Den- 
bigh ; and  the  vicar  of  Clay  brook  receives  61.  yearly  for  his  tythes.

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Claybrook  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown,  and  the  value  of  the  living  is  rated  in  the 
King’s  books  at  30I.  10s.  5d.  The  chancel  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  vicar.

rial” preferves  this  hiftory  : “ He  w&s  born  at  Geddington  in  Northamptonfhire.  At  Cambridge 
he  was  chamber-fellow  with  Bifliop  Gunning.  He  firft  fettled  in  a good  living  at  Sympfon  in 
Bucks.  During  the  civil  war  he  put  in  another  to  fupply  the  place,  and  take  the  profits,  while 
he  retired  to  London,  and  there  employed  his  labours.  When  the  war  was  over,  he  was  fent 
down  to  Claybrook  in  Leicefterlhire;  where  Mr.  Herbert  Thorndike  had  been  minifter,  and  built 
the  beft  parfonage-houfe  in  the  country.  He  did  not  continue  long  there,  though  he  was  not 
without  good  fuccefs  in  his  work,  before  the  people  of  Sympfon  had  claim  to  him,  and  invited 
him  to  return  back  again.  The  matter  was  referred  to  Dr.  Arrowfmith  and  three  more  of  the 
Aflembly.  Upon  hearing  both  fides,  two  of  them  were  for  his  ftay  at  Claybrook,  and  two  for 
his  return  to  Sympfon.  Finding  they  could  not  agree,  he  determined  for  himlelf  to  return 
to  Sympfon,  becaufe  they  were  his  firft  people,  and  becauie  they  were  more  ferious  and 
more  numerous,  though  the  living  was  worth  lefs  by  30I.  a year.  He  had  fome  fuccefs

William  Byrd*,  1733. 

The  Reverend  Charles  Hutchinfon,  D.  D.  of  Sidney  College,  Cambridge, 
was  appointed  to  the  Vicarage  of  Claybrook  in  1744,  which  he  held  with  the 
Re&ory  of  Willoughby,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham.  He  was  the  third  Ion  of 
Julius  Hutchinfon,  Efq.  of  Owthorj  e,  in  Nottinghamftiire,  by  a daughter  of 
William  Norton,  Efq.  of  St.  Edmond  Bury,  in  Suffolk.  Dr.  Hutchinfon  was 
twice  married  : his  fir  ft  wife  was  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Norton  Han- 
fon,  Efq.  a citizen  of  Coventry;  and  his  fecond  wife  was  a daughter  of  the  Rev.  Jofeph 

3n  his  work  there,  though  not  without  difcouragements,  and  continued  in  his  public  miniflry 
among  them  till  the  Uniformity  a<51  filenced  him.  The  religious  Sir  Thomas  Alflon  and  his 
lady  had  a very  great  efleem  for  him,  and  he  preached  often  at  their  houfe  at  Odel  in  Bed- 
fordfhire.  He  was  a good  fcholar,  and  an  excellent  preacher  ; one  of  great  modefly  and  hu- 
mility, and  eminent  piety.  No  man  was  more  abundant  in  labours  than  he,  who  was  never 
weary  of  his  work,  and  feldom  wearied  in  it.  He  had  the  happy  art  of  winning  fouls  to  Chrifl. 
His  daily  converfe  was  a continual  preaching  of  the  Gofpel.  His  fweet  and  chearful  temper  made 
him  amiable  to  all.  None  that  knew  him  could  lightly  fpeak  evil  of  him.  Many  that  were  of 
a different  judgement  from  him  had  yet  an  high  veneration  and  refpedt  for  him.  Hehad  learned 
that  heavenly  alchemy  from  his  Lord  and  Mailer,  to  turn  earth  into  heaven,  and  to  make  a fpiri- 
tual  improvement  of  all  earthly  bufinefs  and  occafions  he  was  concerned  about.  It  was  a quef- 
tion  whether  he  did  more  good,  and  converted  more  fouls,  in  the  pulpit  or  out  of  it,  by  his 
familiar  difcourfe.  After  his  ejectment,  he  often  preached  in  his  own  houfe,  and  in  other  houfes 
in  Kettering,  and  lived  there  30  years ; in  the  latrer  part  of  which  time  he  opened  a meeting- 
houfe  Hill  in  being,  and  had  a confiderable  congregation  to  the  lafl;  who  about  60  years  ago 
built  a larger  place,,  in  which  the  excellent  Mr.  'Benjamin  Boyce  was  many  years  minifler  to  a 
flourifliing  congregation.  Mr.  Maidvvell  was  buried  in  the  parifh  church  of  Kettering,  where  he 
had  a .grave -Hone,  which  yet  remains,  with  a Latin  infcription,  now  almoft  worn  out  ; whence 
however  it  appears  that  he  had  been  minifler  there-,  that  he  was  a man  of  learning,  and  that 
he  died  Jan.  9,  1692,  aged  83.  [When  and  how  long  he  was  at  Kettering  doth  not  appear  from 
Dr.  Calamy  ; but  Mr.  Palmer  was  informed  that  he  came  there  about  1650,  and  continued  in  the 
-church  12  years.]  He  had  been  perfecuted  by  - Sawyer,  Efq.  and  often  efcaped  with  diffi- 
culty, and  iometimes  in  difguife.  He  was  once.in  prifon,  but  it  is  uncertain  where  and  for  what 
caufe.”  A letter  of  his,  written  in  that  imprifoam-ent  to  his  friends,  may  be  feen  in  Palmer’t 
fecond  volume,  p.  226. 

* William  Byrd,  by  all  accounts,  was  a worthy  man  ; it  was  he  who  built  theprefent  parfonage 
houfe.  He  was  fo  involved  in  debt,  chiefly,  as  I have  heard,  through  the  machinations  of  his 
brother,  “ the  Old  Juflice,*>  that  he  was  obliged  to  keep  himfelf  a clofe  prifoner  in  his  own 
houfe  for  feveral  years,  excepting  on  Sundays,  when  he  employed  all  the  time  he  could  com- 
mand in  walking  about  the  fields.  He  always  preached  twice  every  Sunday,  from  Lady-day 
to  Michaelmas.  After  lermon  in  the  morning,  the  congregation  always  fung  the  117th  Pfalm  ; 
while  they  were  finging,  Mr.  Byrd  retired  to  the  chancel,  put  on  his  furplice,  returned  to 
<the  defk,  and  concluded  the  fcrvice  by  reading  the  prayer  for  the  whole  flate  of  Chrift’s  church 
militant. 
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Ledbroke  *,  formerly  ReClor  of  Afton  Flamvile,  and  Vicar  of  Scraptoft  in  Leicef- 
terihire.  Dr.  Hutchinfon  atfted  in  the  commiflion  of  the  peace  for  Leicefterfhire, 
and  maintained  a mod  refpe&able  chara£ler  both  as  a clergyman  and  a magiftrate. 
There  is  a marble  monument  erected  to  his  memory  in  C-iay brook  chancel,  upon 
which  his  character  is  pourtrayed  in  the  following  words  : 

“ Near  this  place  is  depofited  all  that  was  mortal  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Hutchin- 
fon, D.  D.  wkofe  piety  as  a Divine,  knowledge  and  impartiality  as  a magiftrate, 
and  every  qualification  which  diftinguifh  the  Chriftian,  the  gentleman,  and  the 
friend,  rendered  him  ufeful  to  his  country,  exemplary  to  his  parifhoners,  dear  to 
his  intimate  acquaintance,  and  refpcClabie  to  all  who  knew  him.  After  a long  and 
painful  illnefs,  borne  with  that  patience  and  relignation  which  the  precepts  and 
example  of  his  blefted  mafter  taught,  he  was  taken  to  eternal  reft,  April  the  21ft, 
1769,  in  the  59th  year  of  his  age  ; in  which  blifsful  ftate  his  afliiCted  relic  'f,  who 
erected  this  monument,  hopes  again  to  join  him. 51 

The  Rev.  Charles  Jenner,  M.  A.  fucceeded  Dr.  Hutchinfon  in  the  living  of  Clay-* 
brook  ; and,  having  obtained  a difpenfation  to  hold  this  vicarage  with  Craneford  St. 
John,  co.  Northampton,  was  inftituted  in  1769.  This  gentleman  was  educated  at 
Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge,  where  he  took  both  his  degrees  ; B.  A.  1757  ; M.  A. 
1760.  He  diftinguifhed  himfelf  at  the  Univerfity  by  obtaining  two  of  Mr.  Seaton’s 
prizes;  the  fubje&s  were  “ the  Gift  of  Tongues,  1767;’’  and  “ the  Deftrudtion  of 
Nineveh,  1769;”  a Collection  of  Poems  in  1766,  qto.  He  was  the  author  of  two 
novels,  intituled  “ Letters  from  Altamont  in  the  Capital  to  his  Friends  in  the 
Country,  1764,”  8vo  ; and  “ The  Placid  Man.”  He  iikewife  published  “Let- 
ters from  Lothario  to  Penelope,”  2 vols,  i2.mo,  including,  “ Lucinda,  a Dramatick 
Entertainment;  a Sentimental  Comedy,  called,  “The  Man  of  Family,  1771,’* 
8 vo ; “ Town  Eclogues,  1772/’  4:0;  “ Louifa,  a tale;  to  which  is  added  an 

Elegy  to  the  memory  of  Lord  Lyttelton,  1774,”  4-to  ; and  many  other  poetical 
pieces,  fome  of  which  have  great  merit,  and  fhew  that  he  poflefled  elegant  lite- 
rary accomplishments,  refined  tafte,  and  exquifite  fenfibility  of  heart. 

In  one  of  the  <c  Town  Eclogues,”  intituled,  “ The  Court  Chaplain,”  the  Author 
introduces  himfelf  in  the  following  manner : 

u Grown  tick  of  liberty  and  country  air. 

The  morning  faun  ter  in  the  one-horfe-chair, 

The  focial  pipe,  the  folitary  Mufe, 

The  bowling  meeting,  and  the  weekly  news. 

The  ruftic  vicar  quits  his  lone  retreat, 

To  try  what  joys  the  London  clergy  greet. 

* See  p.  '274. 

f This  lady,  who  by  her  mother  was  nearly  related  to  tne  Duke  of  Kent,  died  in  Ja- 
nuary, 1788. 
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He  mounts  his  mare,  whilft  Thomas  at  his  back 
Conveys  twelve  (hirts  and  his  beft  fuit  of  black ; 

A half-year’s  tythe  to  pay  his  way  in  town. 

His  fix  beft  fermons,  and  his  laft  new  gown. 

To  fome  kind  neighbour  he  gives  up  the  care. 

Of  buying  two  young  heifers  at  the  fair, 

To  tend  his  (lock,  to  keep  his  garden  nice. 

And  fell  his  barley  at  the  market  price, 

With  all  the  pride  of  hagling  for  two  groats. 

And  (hewing  a clean  fample  of  his  oats. 

Joys  more  refin’d  he  means  in  town  to  feek. 

And  hires  fnug  lodgings  at  a pound  a week.’* 

The  fituation  and  employments  of  a court  chaplain  are  well  contrafted  with 
thofe  of  the  ruftic  vicar  in  the  following  lines : 

“ Behold  him  now  enur’d  to  courtly  ground, 

A conftant  dangler  in  the  fame  dull  round. 

Deep  read  in  ECton  ; at  his  fingers  ends. 

Preferments,  values,  old  incumbents,  friends; 

With  who  (lands  firft  on  every  courtier’s  lift, 

Who’s  ferv’d,  and  who  with  promifes  difmifs’d; 

With  expectation  fees  each  morn  appear, 

Tho’ difappointment  clofes  every  year  ; 

And,  dill  with  erodes  ev’ry  hour  perplext, 

Refts  well  affur’d  his  turn  muft  be  the  next. 

If  chance  a country  neighbour  ftrays  to  town. 

He  fingles  out  the  antique  wig  and  gown ; 

Turns  Ciceroni  to  his  wond’ring  friend. 

And  points  out  all  the  court,  from  end  to  end  ; 

Tells  who  is  in,  and  who  is  out  of  place, 

And  feafts  upon  a fimper  from  his  Grace; 

Explains  the  myfterv  of  the  wands  and  keys. 

And  ev’ry  colour’d  ribband  that  he  fees ; 

More  vain,  alas ! of  this  moft  ufelefs  knowledge. 

Than  all  the  learning  that  he  brought  from  College* 

Then,  having  plac’d  him  in  the  foremoft  row. 

To  fee  the  king  pafs  by,  and  make  his  bow, 

Announcing,  as  they  pafs,  each  lord  and  groom. 

He  next  conduCls  him  to  the  chaplain’s  room; 

There  vainly  (hews  him  how  court  chaplains  dine, 

And  toads  a maid  of  honour,  in  French  wine. 
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Mr.  Jenner  was  the  author  of  a copy  of  verfes,  intituled,  “ April/1  written  at 
the  requeft  of  a lady  for  the  Bath  Eafton  prize,  which  they  obtained.  They  were, 
I believe,  the  lad  productions  of  his  Mufe,  and  by  the  kindnefs  of  one  of  hi? 
relations  I am  enabled  to  lay  them  before  the  reader  : 

Come,  April,  month  of  various  kinds. 

With  fummer’s  funs  and  winter’s  winds; 

Whofe  varied  clime  and' lengthen’d  day 
Blend  fhiv’ring  March  with  blooming  May; 

Capricious  month,  which  oft  can  diew 
A violet  in  a bed  of  fnow. 

Mourning  its  wafted,  ill -plac’d  charms, 

Like  beauteous  youth  in  age’s  arms ; 

Come,  but  preferve  thy  fofter  grace. 

And  wear  thy  younger,  fpring-time  face. 

Such  as,  in  mild  Arcadian  bowers, 

The  fhepherds  view  thee  crown’d  with  flowers; 

When  many  a rural  fwainisfeen, 

Weaving  gay  chaplets  on  the  green. 

To  deck  the  nymph  whofe  laughing  eye. 

In  dalliance  mocks  his  tender  figh, 

Tho’  pleas’d  to  fee  his  conftant  flame ; 

Come  fpring,  come  winter,  flill  the  fame* 

But  hide,  O hide,  thy  brow  fevere. 

Stern  remnant  of  paft  feafons  drear, 

The  bleak  eaft  wind,  the^rattling  hail. 

That,  fweeping  down  th’  affrighted  vale. 

Blight  the  young  kingcups  in  their  bed. 

And  bruife  the  early  cowflip’s  head; 

Whilft  the  lone  fwallow’s  eager  hade 
Is  check’d  by  many  a wint’ry  blaft. 

Who  mourns  the  treacherous  fmiles  of  fpring. 

And  drooping  hangs  her  lifelefs  wing, 

Alas  ! poor  bird  ! thy  fource  of  woe, 

The  giant  fons  of  reafon  know  ; 

Their  brighteft  profpefts,  as  they  rife. 

Are  clouded  o’er  like  April  /Ivies ; 

And  hope,  whofe  fweetly  tempting  ray, 

Firft  led  them  on  their  vent’rous  way, 

Leaves  them  deje&ed  and  forlorn. 

To  lofe  the  rofe,  and  grafp  the  thorn. 

Fate’s  adverfe  dorms  that  gather  round. 

Deforming  all  their  faired  ground, 

Prove  the  fad  maxim  but  too  true. 

That  they,  alas  ! as  well  as  you, 

Truding  too  far  an  April  fun, 

Droop,  difappointed  and  undone.” 
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Mr.  Jenner  died  May  n,  1774?  aged  38.  A monument  was  ere&ed  to  bis- 
memory,  in  Claybrook  chancel,  by  Lady  Craven,  whole  Mufe  weeps  over  his  urn,, 
in  the  following  beautiful  and  pathetic  drain  : 

“ Here  in  the  earth's  cold  bofom  lies  entomb’d 
A man,  whofe  fenfe,  by  every  virtue  grac’d, 

Made  each  harmonious  Mufe  obey  his  lyre  : 

Nor  fhall  th’  erafing  hand  of  powerful  Time 
Obliterate  his  name,  dear  to  each  tuneful  bread,. 

And  dearer  dill  to  loft  humanity  ; 

For  oft  the  fympathetic  tear  would  dart 
Unbidden  from  his  eye  ; another’s  woe 
He  read,  and  felt  it  as  his  own. 

Reader  l 

It  is  not  flattery  or  pride  that  rais’d 
To  his  remains  this  moded  done ; nor  yet 
Did  partial  fondnefs  trace  thefe  humble  lines. 

But  weeping  Friendfhip,  taught  by  Truth  alone 
To  give,  if  poflible,  in  future  days, 

A faint  idea  to  the.  race  to  come. 

That  here  repofeth  all  the  mortal  part 
Of  one,  who  lived  to  make  his  friends, 

And  all  the  world,  regret  he  e’er  Ihould  die.”  E.  C.  1775.- 

Mr.  Jenner  had  a fine  tade  for  mufic ; and  his  fociety  was  much  courted  by  ther 
amateurs  of  that  art.  He  poflefled  a confiderable  lhare  of  wit,  and  (what  rarely 
happens)  without  the  fmalled  tindture  of  ill-nature  or  malignity.  His  difpofitions 
were  humane  and  benevolent;  his  manners  were  foft  and  gentle,  affable  and  con- 
defcending;.  his  pulpit  compofitions  were  animated  and  perfuafive ; in  lhort,  his  ta- 
lents and  accomplifhments  as  a clergyman,  a fcholar,  and  a gentleman,  rendered: 
him  the  objeft  of  univerfal  refpedl  and  effeem ; and  he  died  mod  fincerely  lamented 
by  his  parilhioners  and  the  whole  neighbourhoods 

The  Rev.  Donald  Mackinnon  was. indituted  in  1774;.  and  he  is  now  vicar  (1789). 
About  two  years  after  his  inditiition  he  accompanied  a young  gentleman  on  a 
tour  through  France  and  Italy ; and  was  abfent  for  three  years,  during  which  time 
the  parochial  duty  was  performed  by  the  Reverend  Abraham  Rudd  *,  who  has  fince 
obtained  a dall  in  the  cathedral  of  Hereford,  and  the  maderfhip  of  the  grammar- 
fchool  there.  Dr.  Mackinnon  published  a Fad  Sermon  in  1779,  from  Ifaiah  ix.  21*. 
**  For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away,  but  his  hand  is  dretched  out  H ill.”  He 
went  out  to  the  Ead  Indies  in  178 x,  from  whence  he  has  not  yet  returned. 

The  parochial  duty  has  been  performed  during  his  abfence  by  Mr.  Macaulay, 
to  whofe  frienddiip  I owe  the  hidory  of  a parifh  where  he  is  univerfally  edeemed. 


* In  1781  this  gentleman  publilhed  a fermon,  which  was  preached  before  the. contributors  to 
the  General  Infirmary  at  Hereford,  from  Proverbs  xiv.  31. 
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Obfervations  on  the  agriculture  and  produftions,  trade  and  population,  of  the 
parifh  of  Clay  brook,  with  biographical  anecdotes,  and  mifcellaneous  remarks. 

The  foil  in  this  parifh  is  of  various  qualities,  as  may  naturally  be  fuppofed  in  fo 
extenfive  a craft,  containing,  as  I have  already  obferved,  about  4000  acres  of  land ; but 
the  foiis  are  generally  rich  in  their  refpe&ive  kinds.  The  (lift*  foils,  inclining  to 
marl  or  rich  clay,  afford  excellent  paftures  for  fattening  cattle,  and  for  the  dairy* 
The  loamy,  mixed,  and  light  foils  likewife  anfwer  extremely  well  for  the  purpofe 
of  dairying,  for  raifing  young  Hock,  and  for  fheep  paftures ; and  this  fort  of  land, 
when  in  tillage,  produces  very  good  crops  of  wheat,  barley,  oats,  and  turnips. 
Great  numbers  of  (beep  are  annually  bred  in  every  part  of  the  parifh ; and  the  pro- 
duce of  the  dairy  is  very  confiderable,  for,  befides  the  confumption  of  a populous 
parifh,  near  2000  lb.  of  excellent  cheefe  is  annually  fold  to  faftors  from  London, 
Hertfordfhire,  and  other  parts,  and  at  Leicefter,  Harborough,  Northampton,  and 
Daventry  fairs. 

The  cultivation  of  the  different  farms  throughout  the  parifh  requires  from  120 
to  130  draft  horfes,  or  about  26  teams,  which  have  from  3 to  8 horfes  each.  The 
greater  number  of  them,  however,  are  either  breeding  mares,  or  young  cattle, 
which  latter  are  worked  in  the  teams  till  they  are  5 or  6 years  old,  when  they 
are  fold  to  dealers  and  others,  and  yield  confiderable  profit  to  the  farmers. 

Day-labourers,  that  are  employed  in  hufbandry,  have  one  (hilling  a day  and 
their  board  (with  th.e  carriage  of  a load  of  coals  worth  about  12s.  or  14s.)  during 
the  harveft  months,  and  for  the  reft  of  the  year  one  (hilling  a day  and  beer. 

The  wages  for  a fervant-man  who  is  hired  by  the  year,  are  from  5I.  10s.  to 
8 1.  10s.  or  9 1.  and  dairy-maids  have  from  3 1.  ics.  to  4I. 

The  parilh  is  entirely  inclofed,  and  well  wooded;  there  may  be  from  12  to  15 
acres  of  fpinneys  of  young  timber,  exclufive  of  which,  there  is  fcarcely  an  acre  of' 
wafte  or  uncultivated  land  in  the  whole  parifh. 

1 here  is  a pretty  confiderable  trade  carried  on  in  the  woollen  manufaftory,  par- 
ticularly in  the  hamlet  of  UiLfthorpe,  of  which  the  principal  branches  are,  the 
making  of  woollen  yarn,  the  weaving  of  (lockings  and  of  fluffs.  The  increafe  of 
trade  in  this  village,  and  confequently  of  population,  is  found  to  be  a heavy  bur- 
den upon  the  landed  property  ; the  poors  rates  having  increafed  nearly  double  with- 
in the  laft  to  years.  The  different  lordfhips  (of  which  there  are  fix  in  the 
parifh)  refpeftively  maintain  their  own  poor  by  leparate  rates,  as  if  they  were 
different  parilhes,  totally  un  con  hefted  with  each  other. 

The  regifter  o(  Clay  brook  goes  no  farther  back  than  March  1705.  During  the 
firft  26  years  of  the  regifter,  there  were  married  in  the  parifh  of  Claybrook  97 
couple;  and,  for  the  fpace  of  20  years  laft  paft,  there  have  been  married  124 
couple 

* Of  the  97  couple  married  in  the  firft  period,  only  6 appear  to  have  been  married  by  licence; 
of  the  124  couple  married  in  the  lait  20  years,  30  were  married  by  licence.  During  the  inter- 
mediate lpace  of  37  years  tlure  were  married  18 1 couple,  of  whom  27  were  married  by  licence. 
The  whole  number/n arried  from  March,  1705,  to  Dec.  31,  1788,  amount  to  402  couple,  of 
whom  63  have  been  married  by  licence. 
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The  numbers  chriftened,  during  the  fir  ft  26  years,  were  382  ; and  during  the 
fame  fpace  of  time,  there  were  377  burials.  For  the  fpace  of  20  years  iait  pah, 
the  numbers  chriftened  have  been  451,  and  the  numbers  buried  300*. 

The  prefent  population  of  the  parifh  is  pretty  nearly  as  follows  :

In  the  Nonconformifts  Memorial  is  the  following  account  of  Mr.  Ferdinando  Poole : 
81  He  was  born  at  Uilefthorpe  in  Leicefterfhire,  of  godly  parent's,  and  educated  in 
the  college  of  Dublin  in  Ireland,  into  which  kingdom  he  was  afterwards  forced  to 
go  for  ordination,  where  there  was  at  that  time  a more  moderate  bifhop  than  his 
native  country  would  afford.  There  he  was  ordained  without  fubfcription  to  thofe 
things  which  his  confcience  was  not  free  to  comply  with.  The  biihop  that  ordained 
him  ftyles  himfelf  Laonenfis . He  gave  him  deacon’s  orders  Aug.  24,  and  prieff’s 
orders  Sept.  3,  1626.  Nothing  is  mentioned  in  his  orders  (of  which  the  author  had 
a copy,  and  his  grandfon,  Mr.  Shaw  of  Derby,  the  original),  as  previous  thereto, 
but  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  ftipremacy.  Would  our  bifhops  commonly 
have  ordained  upon  thofe  terms,  there  would  not  have  been  fo  much  difpute  about 
©rdination.  Mr.  Poole  was  a conffant,  ferious,  plain  preacher.  For  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  he  wras  in  the  family  of  that  grave  and  pious  matron  Mrs.  Piggot,  of 
Thrumpton,  who  by  her  intereft  and  money  fheltered  him  from  the  bifhop’s  courts 
for  feveral  years.  In  her  family  he  had  feven  children  born  and  brought  up.  But 
when  the  civil  war  broke  out,  not  being  able  to  continue  there  any  longer,  he  re-, 
moved  into  Huntingdonfhire,  one  of  the  afiociated  counties,  where  he  had  the  living 
of  Great  Catworth,  of  about  130I.  a year  ; yet  fuch  was  his  contempt  of  the  world, 
fuch  his  affe&ion  to  the  good  people  of  Thrumpton,  and  fuch  his  grateful  refped: 
to  his  good  friend  Mrs.  Piggot,  that  when  the  war  was  over,  he  voluntarily  left 
Lis  living,  and  returned  to  a much  fmaller  allowance.  Here  he  continued  till 
Bartholomew-day  1662,  and  then  was  forced  to  efpoufe  the  old  courfe  of  Noncon- 
formity again.  He  died  at  Affiby  de  la  Zouch,  in  the  houfe  of  his  fon-in-law  Mr^ 
Samuel  Shaw,  1676,  aged  upwards  of  80.  He  was  a man  of  great  humility  and 

* Of  thofe  chriftened  during  the  firB:  period  4 were  illegitimate,  and  of  thofe  chriftened  dur- 
ing the  lafb  period  13  were  illegitimate.  During  the  intermediate  fpace  of  37  years  there  were 
639  chriftened,  of  whom  20  were  illegitimate.  All  the  baptifms  regiftered  from  March,  1705, 
to  Dec.  31,  1788,  amount  to  1472  ; the  whole  number  of  illegitimate  children  being  37;  and  all 
the  burials  amount  to  1162.  The  above  calculation  fo  far  as  reipedts  the  chtiftenings  is  exclufive 
of  the  diffenters,  of  whom,  however,  there  arc  but  a few  families  in  the  parifh. 
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fi'ncerity,  a true  Nathaniel  without  guile  ; po  defied  confiderable  miniflerial  abilities; 
and  was  particularly  eminent  in  prayer.”  The  laft  of  the  family  of  Poole  in  this 
hamlet  was  a refpeftable  yeoman4,  who  died  about  twenty  years  ago.  See  p.  1062. 

There  was  a DifTentir.g  miniiler  of  the  name  of  Baflett,  a native  of  Claybrook, 
Mr.  Macaulay  has  in  his  pofiefiion  a fermon  which  he  publifhed  in  1731,  intituled, 
<(  if  the  Gofpel  doth  not  make  men  religious,  nothing  elfe  can;”  from  Luke  xvi. 
31  ; it  is  a ferious  and  animated  compofition.  He  had  the  charge  of  a Diflenting 
congregation  at  Kenilworth  in  Warwicldhire ; but  quarrelled  with  his  people,  and 
lpent  the  latter  part  of  his  life  in  his  native  par] ill,  where  he  taught  a fchool,  and 
led  a moil  difibluie  life. 

A very  worthy  clergyman  of  the  name  of  Ancell  was  curate  of  Claybrook  for 
many  years.  His  income  was  only  40I.  a year,  upon  which  he  lived  “ palling 
rich,”  beloved  and  refpedled  by  his  parifhioners,  and  by  all  who  knew  him'.  He 
had  always  plenty  of  bread  and  cheefe,  bacon  and  ale,  in  his  houfe,  and  his  plain 
and  homely  board  was  ever  crowned  with  the  good  fare  of  a hearty  welcome  ; the 
inward  peace  of  mind  which  he  enjoyed  was  difplayed  in  the  placid  and  chearful 
air  of  his  countenance;  the  good  man’s  heart  glowed  with  love  to  God  and  man; 
and  his  memory  is  Hill  precious  among  us.  He  died  in  1753,  and  we  have  heard 
that  his  grave  was  watered  by  the  tears  of  his  vicar  (Dr.  Hutchinfon),  while  he 
was  performing  the  funeral  fervice.  This  worthy  man  had  a fon,  who  entered  into 
the  church,  became  chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,  and  through  the  interefl  of 
that  noble  family  obtained  the  living  of  South  Kilworth  in  this  county.  While  he 
was  chaplain  to  Lord  Denbigh,  he  ferved  the  cure  of  Monk’s  Kirby  in  Warwick- 
lhire  ; and  during  that  time,  in  February  1757,  he  publifhed  a Fail  Sermon,  from 
2 Chron.  vii.  14.  intituled,  “ National  virtue  the  condition  of  national  happinefs.” 
This  Sermon  was  dedicated  to  Bafil  Earl  of  Denbigh,  Sir  Francis  Skipwith,  Barr, 
and  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  parifh  of  Monk’s  Kirby,  at  whofe  requeil  it 
was  publifhed. 

In  a cottage  in  Uileflhorpe  is  a portrait,  painted  on  wood,  dated  thus : 

“ JEtatis  fuse  30,  anno  1605 
with  the  following  couplet  in  Latin  : 

“ Quid  facis,  O Demens?  cur  ora  fugacia  pingis  ? 

“ Aut  novus,  aut  nullus,  eras  mihi  vultus  erit.” 

In  this  hamlet  there  are  38  flock ing-frames,  and  21  looms;  of  which  latter  1 <5 
are  for  weaving  lading,  and  five  for  what  is  called  cuflom-work. 

In  Lower  Claybrook  there  are  1 3 flocking- frames,  and  two  cuflom-looms. 

There  can  be  no  impropriety  in  mentioning  here  the  name  of  Mr.  John  Blockley, 
of  Uileflhorpe,  a very  ingenious  mechanic,  who,  by  the  force  of  natural  genius, 
without  any  inftruftion  from  others,  has  acquired  the  art  of  making  mufical  wind 

inflruments 
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inftruments  with  great  elegance  and  tafte,  and  of  condruding  proper  apparatus  for 
illuftrating  the  various  branches  of  experimental  philofophy. 

Here  alfo  refides  Mr.  John  Atkins,  the  laft  furvivor  of  Lord  Fielding’s  (now  Eari 
of  Denbigh)  company  in  the  volunteer  regiment,  which,  under  the  command  of  the 
Duke  of  Bedford,  made  fo  confpicuous  a figure  in  the  rebellion  in  1745,  as  to  deferve 
and  receive  the  particular  approbation  of  his  late  Majefty.  A copy  of  Mr.  Atkins's 
difcharge,  which  he  preferves  as  a facred  treafure,  is  given  below  *.  The  later 
period  of  his  life  has  been  employed  in  a very  different,  though  not  lefs  ufeful  oc- 
cupation. But  he  fhall  defcribe  himfelf,  and  the  nature  of  his  profeffion,  in  the 
note  below -f.

“ My  Lord,  War-office,  July  19,  1746. 

“ His  Majefty  has  thought  fit  to  order  the  regiment  of  foot  under  your  Grace’s  command  to  be 
dilbanded  upon  their  arrival  at  Bedford.  But  as  the  King  confiders  the  zeal  and  affection  expref- 
fed  for  his  perfon  and  government  in  your  Grace’s  offer  to  raife  this  regiment  in  the  late  important 
time  of  national  danger,  and  the  chearfulnefs  and  alacrity  with  which  it  was  raifed,.  he  cannot 
part  with  it  without  expreffing  his  particular  fatisfa&ion  therein.  I am  therefore,  by  his  Majefty’s 
command,  and  in  his  name,  to  thank  your  Grace  and  your  officers  for  the  feafonable  and  diftih- 
guilhed  marks  you  have  given  of  your  fidelity  and  attachment  to  his  Majefty  on  this  occafion. 

I am  like  wife  commanded  by  his  Majefty  to  defire  your  Grace  and  the  reft  of  your  officers 
to  thank  the  private  men,  in  his  name,  for  their  fervices,  before  they  aredifmiffed  ; in  order  that 
there  may  be  no  perfon  in  your  regiment  unacquainted  with  the  fenfe  his  Majefty  has  of 
their  loyal  behaviour  in  his  fervice.  And  as  it  would  at  this  time  be  of  the  greateft  public  uti- 
lity, to  have  the  remaining  part  of  the  army  as  compleat  as  poffible  ;s 

tc  I am  further  commanded  to  defire  your  Grace  and  the  other  officers  belonging  to  your  re- 
giment to  ufe  your  heft  endeavours  to  engage  as  many  as  may  be  of  your  men  who  fliall  be  willing 
and  fit  to  enlift  themfelves  in  the  old  regiments,  and  thereby  fhevv  that  the  fame  zeal  continues 
for  their  King  and  country  which  they  have  hitherto  fo  laudably  exerted  in  defence  of  both. 

“ 1 am,  with  the  greateft  refpeft,  my  Loid  Duke,  your  Grace’s  moft  obedient  and  mod 
humble  fervant,  Ii.  Fox.*’ 

f “ By  the  defire  of  feveral  of  my  cuftomers,  I have  kept  Rugby,  Daventry,  Coventry,  Ather- 
ftone,  Eaton,  Hinckley,  Rowell,  Bofwcrth,  Leicefter,  Harborough,  and  Lutterworth  fairs  and 
markets,  for  thefe  twelve  years  paft,  with  my  moft  excellent  mixture,  for  deftroying  rats  and 
mice,  with  great  fuccefs.  It  is  well  known,  and  has  been  proved  by  feveral  rhoufands  of  peo- 
ple ; it  deftroys'both  rats  and  mice  in  any  pantry,  da  if  y,  cheefe-rhamber,  cellar,  .or  any  out- 
buildings, barn,  or  corn-ftack,  It  is  of  fuch  a tempting  nature  to  thefe  vermin,  that  T have  had 
them  take  it  out  of  my  hand.  It  muft  be  ufed  with  care,  as  it  is  a poifonous  mixture.  You 
may  be  allured  of  the  fatal  effe&s  of  this  mixture  to  thefe  vermin,  as  it  never  fails  killing. 
Spread  the  mixture  upon  new  penny-bread  the  bigt  efs  of  a (hilling,  and  iay  it  near  the  holes  they 
moft  ufe  ; put  a little  bit  of  bread,  not  bigger  than  a hazel-njit,  at  each  hole,  the  night  before  you 
lay  the  bait,  but  do  not  difturb  any  thing  in  the  runs  ; and  thole  holes  where  it  is  taken  from, 
there  lay  your  bait  the  next  night ; lay  two  or  three  baits  at  a hole,  and  continue  to  lay  them 
fo  long  as  you  find  them  taken  away  This  mixture  will  effeftually  deftroy  mice,  if  iaid  in  the 
fame  manner.  Be  careful  to  keep  it  from  children  ; alfo  from  dogs,  cats,  hogs,  poultry,  Sec. 
as  it  is  a certain  poifon.  As  the  publick  have  been,  greatly  impofed  upon  by  preparations  of 
this  kind  ; in  order  to  prevent  counterfeits,  be  careful  toobierve  that  the  printed  direction  given 
with  each  box  has  the  figure  of  a rat  in  it,  and  over  ir.J.  Atkins  ; alio  that  each  direction  is 
Ijgned  with  his  own  hand.  Prepared  and  fold  by  John  Atkins,  of  Uilefthorpe,  near  Lutterworth, 
in  tin  boxes,  at  zs.  6d.  each.”’ 


This 
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This  hamlet  has.  alfo  had  its  Water-do&or,  who  publiflied  about  two  years  ago 
a paper  to  inform  the  world,  that  “ William  Shepherd,  of  Ullefihorpe,  by  feveral 

years  travel  and  (Indy  (by  the  blcfling  of  God)  had  obtained  the  knowledge  of 
“ informing  the  Tick  (as  far  as  human  underftanding  is  capable)  the  drforders  they 
cc  labour  under,  by  viewing  their  urine  ; and  that,  if  he  believed  their  diforder  in- 
c<  curable,  he  would  not  take  them  in  hand  for  ever  fo  great  a reward.  Fee  is." 

A Sunday  School  was  inflituted  in  the  parifh  of  Claybrook  in  1786,  which  is 
Fill  liberally  fupported -by  the  contributions  of  the  parifhioners ; and  feveral  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  pari fh,  in  the  true  fpirit  of  Chuift  an  benevolence, 
are  unwearied  in  their  endeavours  to  promote  the  ends  of  this  excellent  inflitution, 
by  vilitiiig  the  fchools  in  their  turn,  and  aflifling  the  teachers;  apian  which,  if 
univerfally  adopted,  would  be  produ&ive  of  the  happieft  efledls ; for  it  is  fcarcely 
to  be  conceived,  by  thofe  who  have  not  made  the  trial,  how  greatly  the  diligence  of 
the  children  is  quickened,  and  their  emulation  excited,  by  fuch  marks  of  attention 
from  their  fuperiors.  I am  forry  to  add,  however,  that  in  this,  as  well  as  in  many 
other  parishes,  the  good  effects  which  might  be  expected  to  refult  from  Sunday 
fchools  are  counteracted  by  the  bad  examples  which  the  children  fee  at  home.  It 
is  really  impoflfble  to  reflect  upon  the  conduct  of  many  of  the  parents  without  feel- 
ing l'ome  degree  of  indignation  at  their  depravity,  infenfibility,  and  ingratitude; 
together  with  the  utmofl  pity  and'  compaflion  for  thofe  poor  children  who  have  had 
the  misfortune  to  fpring  from  fuch  wicked  parents.  It  has  been  the  writer’s  lot, 
hitherto,  to  live  and  labour  among  the  poor,  and  he  can  fpeak  feelingly  upon  this 
fubjeft  from  his  ow'n  knowledge  : he  hath  often  witnefled  fuch  fcenes  between 
hufbands  and  wives,  parents  and  children,  as  have  filled  him  with  horror  and  extreme 
compaflion.  Alas  ! how  many  poor  children,  who  might  otherwile  have  lived  in 
comfort  and  died  in  peace,  are  brought  up  amidA  a continual  Scene  of  profane  living, 
oaths,  lies,  pilfering,  drunkennefs,  obfcenity,  and  Forms  of  paflion;.  and  live  and 
die  as  their  parents  have  done  ! To  fave  children  of  that  description  from  temporal 
mifery,  and  everlaAing  ruin,  is  one  great  end  which  Sunday  fchools  have  in  view ; 
and,  therefore,  furely  they  claim  the  countenance  and  fupport  of  every  good  citizen,, 
and  good  ChriAian.  I have  obferved  in  this  parifli,  and  I believe  it  is  the  cafe  in  moft 
other  parilhes,  that  the  children  of  the  labouring  poor,  I mean  of  thofe  who  are 
employed  in  agriculture,  are  more  regular  in  their  attendance  on  the  Sunday  fchool, 
and  appear  better  cloathed,  than  the  children  of  the  manufacturing  poor.  There 
are  feveral  of  the  latter  defcription  who  are  generally  in  too  ragged  a condition  to 
be  fit  to  make  their  appearance  at  church  ; and  this  is  owing  entirely  to  the  idle- 
nefs  and,  Arange  to  fay,  extravagance  of  their  parents,  who,  by  induAry,  and  by 
regular  favings,  either  from  what  the  children  earn,  or  from  the  produce  of  their 
own  labour,  might  contrive  to  keep  them  whole  and  comfortable  as  to  the  article 
of  cloathing ; but  the  fa&  is,  that  many  of  the  poor,  truAing  to  parifli  relief,  lay 
out  the  whole  of  their  income  in  the  gratification  of  their  fenfual  appetites : 
leaving  their  children  to  be  cloathed  by  the  overfeers,  they  have  no  other  concern 
but  to  think  what  they  lhall  eat,  and  what  they  lhall  drink ; and,  after  they  are 

cloathed 
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cloathed  at  the  expence  of  the  parifh,  they  never  take  the  trouble  of  keeping  the 
cloaths  in  proper  repair.  Indeed  the  cafe  of  the  poor  is  now  become  a very  ferious 
evil,  and,  in  many  places,  the  rates  for  their  fupport  are  a burden  upon  the  farmers 
almoft  too  grievous  to  be  borne.  The  rapid  increafe  of  thefe  rates  in  Ullefthorpe 
fand  the  fame  oblervation  is  do.ubtlefs  applicable  to  other  manufacturing  towns  and 
villages)  has  been  forwarded  in  fome  degreeby  the  matter  weavers,  who  do  not 
furnifh  their  workmen  and  fpinners  with  fufficient  employment,  whenever  a partial 
flatnefs  happens  to  take  place  in  the  trade;  in  confequence  of  which,  many,  who 
could  eafily  maintain  their  families  if  in  regular  and. conftant  employ,  are  obliged 
to  apply  for  relief,  for  want  of  that  work  which  they  are  both  able  and  willing  to 
do.  To  remedy  this  inconvenience,  as  well  as  others  which  arife  from  the  indolence 
and  profligacy  of  the  poor  themfelves,  the  inhabitants  of  Ullefthorpe  are  now 
ere&ing  a large  and  commodious  building  upon  Baldwin’s  Green,  for  a houfe  of 
induftry,  in  which  the  paupers  are  to  be  wholly  maintained  for  the  profits  of  their 
work,  and  in  which  regular  and  conftant  employment  is  to  be  found  for  others  who 
would  not  otherwife  be  able  to  keep  their  families  from  the  parifli.  It  is  purpofed 
that  the  woollen  manufacture  of  Ullefthorpe,  in  its  feveral  branches  of  weaving 
ladings,  {lockings,  &c.  and  making  worfted  yarn  for  thofe  and  other  purpofes, 
fliall  be  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  a proper  mafter.  The  whole  of  the  ma- 
nufactory, and  the  government  of  the  houfe,  will  be  under  the  infpeCtion  and  con- 
troul  of  the  adting  officers,  affifted  by  a managing  committee.  The  regulations 
for  the  internal  management  of  the  houfe  are  to  be  formed,  I underftand,  as  much 
as  poffible,  upon  the  excellent  plan  of  the  Shrewfbury  houfe  of  induftry. 

I have  already  obferved  that  there  are  very  few  diflenters  from  the  church  of 
England  in  the  parifti  of  Claybrooke,  and  they  are  chiefly  confined  to  the  village 
of  Ullefthorpe  ; there  being  only  one  dilfenting  family  in  the  two  Claybrooks,  one 
in  Little  Wigfton,  and  none  in  Wibtoft.  That  clafs  of  diftenters  who  call  themfelves 
General  Baptifts  have  made  confiderable  progrefs  in  Leicefterfhire  within  thefe  few 
years,  and  have  gained  a few  profelytes  in  this  par i fh  from  among  the  lowed  and 
mod;  ignorant  part  of  the  people.  I have  underdocd  that  the  appellation  of  General 
Baptifts  is  given  to  them  from  their  holding  the  doCtrines  of  Arminius,  on  fome 
controverted  points,  in  oppodtion  to  the  Particular  Baptifts , who  are  rigid  Calvinida. 
But,  however  widely  they  may  differ  in  fome  points,  both  parties,  at  lead  in  this 
neighbourhood,  make  very  near  approaches  to  one  another  in  fanaticifm  aud 
nonfenfe : 

C6  Tis  the  fame  rope  at  diderent  ends  thev  twid, 

u To  dulinefs  Ridpath  is  as  dear  as  Mid.” 

Both  parties,  as  far  as  1 have  had  occafton  to  know  their  principles,  agree  in 
maintaining  that  an  internal  call  to  the  minidry  fuperfedes  the  neceffity  of  ftudy 
and  learning  as  previous  qualifications.  Accordingly  we  fee  their  pulpits  fill  d by 
low-bred  and  illiterate  perfons ; and  it  is  not  long  lince  we  have  feen  a poor  ignorant 
fellow  in  the  .parifti. of  .Clay brook  exhibiting  Symptoms  of  that  fort  of  fpiriiual  mad- 

nefs. 
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nefs,  It  is  but  juftice,  however,  to  add,  that  many  of  thofe  mifguided  enthufiafts 
lead  fober  and  virtuous  lives ; and,  where  the  heart  appears  to  be  right,  a little 
wrongnefs  in  the  head  may  more  readily  be  pardoned  ; a good  life  may  well  atone  for 
fume  freaks  of  enthufiafm ; and  I mult  confefs  that  feme  converts  whom  the  Anabap- 
tifts  have  made  among  the  poor  in  this  neighbourhood  are  become,  in  confequenee, 
better  members  of  the  community  than  they  were  before,  better  hufbands  and  parents, 
more  peaceable  neighbours,  and  in  their  own  perfons  more  fober,  chafte,  and  tem- 
perate. 

The  writer  cannot  conclude  this  account  of  a parifh,  with  which  he  has  been  hap- 
pily connected  for  feveral  years8  without  paying  the  worthy  inhabitants  that  tribute 
of  praife  to  which  they  are  juftly  entitled,  for  their  drift  attention  to  the  duties  of 
religion  ; and  he  is  happy,  at  the  fame  time,  to  have  this  opportunity  of  expreffing 
his  gratitude  for  the  kind  regards  which  they  have  fhewn  him,  and  his  cordial 
wifhes  for  their  temporal  and  eternal  happinefs.  A.  M.

On  two  compartments  bf  a handfome  mural  monument  of  white  marble,  on  the 
South  wall  of  Agmondefham  church,  Bucks,  under  two  kneeling  figures  of  a 
gentleman  and  lady,  are  thefe  infcriptions  :

He 
departed  this  life  March  the  29th,  1714,  with  certain  hopes  of  a happy  refurrec- 
tion  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jefus  Chrilt.  To  whofe  memory  his  affec- 
tionate mother  did  ereft  this  monument." 

2.  s‘  Near  this  place  lieth  the  body  of  Elizabeth  Bent  #*,  widow  and  relid:  of 
William  Bent,  of  Cofby,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  Efq*.  which  faid  Elizabeth  de- 
parted this  life  the  9th  day  of  June,  1730,  having  caufed  this  monument  to  be 
eredted  feveral  years  before  her  death,  as  may  appear  by  the  other  table.” 

* Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bent  gave  700I.  (by  will  dated  June  2$,  1728)  to  be  laid  out  in  freehold 
lands  ; the  produce  to  be  paid  to  the  reftor  of  Agmondefham,  who  is  to  preach  four  fermons  in 
every  year  for  it,  and  to  adminifter  thefacrament  four  times.  Alio  tool,  the  produce  to  be  given 
at  Chriftmas  to  fix  godly  widows.  The  money  was  laid  out  on  a farm  called  Stock  Place , as  ap- 
pears by  an  infeription  on  an  elegant  tablet  of  white  marble  on  the  South  wall  of  the  church.

Dr.  Fanlhawe,  his  predeceffor  in  the  reftory,  was  buried  in  Chrift  Church  cathe- 
dral at  Oxford  ; where,  in  the  nave  in  the  middle  aile,  on  the  firft  pillar  from  the 
Weft  end,  on  the  North  fide,  are  the  following  arms  and  infcription,  viz.  Or,  a 
chevron  between  three  fleurs  de  lis  Sable.

What  follows  is  in  the  hand-writing  of  Dr.  Wells. 

44  April  9,  1717*  Memorandum  far  the  benefit  of  poflerity  : 

44  We  whofe  names  are  underwritten,  having  been  for  many  years  fome  of  the 
principal  or  greatefl  renters  in  this  parifh  of  Cotesbach,  and  two  of  us  (viz.  John 
Heycock  and  William  Hanley)  being  natives  thereof,  do  hereby  certify,  that  the 
redor  of  Cotesbach  did  never,  within  our  knowledge,  or  as  we  have  heard  within 
the  memory  of  man,  or  fince  the  inclofure  of  the  lordfhip  of  Cotesbach,  pay  to 
any  parifh  afleffment  or  levy,  but  only  that  for  the  poor ; the  cuftom  and  manner 
to  raife  the  faid  levy  for  the  poor  being  (within  the  memory  of  man,  and  all 
along  afore,  as  far  as  we  have  ever  heard)  by  the  pound  rent,  the  redor  never  being 
rated  at  above  fourfcore  pounds,  and  the  tenants  being  either  adu^lly  rated,  or 

liable 
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liable  to  be  rated,  according  to  the  number  of  pounds  paid  by  each  refpedtively 
for  his  rent.  And  we  do  believe,  and  (fo  far  as  we  could  ever  underhand)  it  was 
ever  looked  upon  and  believed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  parifh,  that,  by  agree* 
ment  at  the  faid  inclofure,  the  faid  re&ors  were  to  be  excufed  from  the  faid  pay- 
ments, and  that  they  have  ever  fince  been  fo  excufed  ; and  that  the  lords  of  the 
manor  were  to  pay,  and  ever  did  pay,  the  fum  of  feventy  pounds,  for  and  in  lieu 
of  all  tythes,  the  laid  redtors  being  freed  and  difeharged  from  all  payments  and  de- 
du6tions  whatever  on  account  of  the  faid  reflory,  excepting  only  the  King’s  taxes 
and  the  poor’s  levy.  In  witnefs  whereof  we  have  hereunto  fet  our  hands,  the  day 
and  year  firft  abovementioned.  The  mark  of  John  (J.  H.)  Heycock.

cc  Memorandum.  It  appears  from  a terrier  given  in  A.  D.  1625,  by  Mr.  Henry 
Dillingham,  then  red  or,  that  the  lordfhip  of  Cotesbach  was  then  an  open  field  *. 
It  appears  alfo  from  the  other  older  regifler  of  this  parifh,  that  it  was  alfo  an 
open  field  in  A.  D.  1626,  when  Mr.  Benjamin  Child,  then  redor,  let  the  tyths  for 
an  hundred  marks  for  that  year,  according  to  a memorandum  made  thereof  in  the 
faid  other  regifler,  made  A.  D.  1626.  It  appears  alfo  from  the  faid  other,  or  old 
regifler,  that  John  Heycock  (the  fir  ft  witnefs  to  the  longer  memorandum  on  the  op- 
pofite page)  was  baptized  in  September,  A.  D.  1637.  From  the  feveral  foremen- 
.tioned  particulars  laid  together,  it  follow?,  that  the  faid  John  Heycock  was  born 
within  eleven  or  twelve  years  at  furtheft  from  the  inclofure  of  this  lordfhip.  Alfo 
it  appearing  (as  aforementioned)  from  the  old  regifler,  that  Mr.  Benjamin  Child 
did,  A.  D.  1626,  let  the  tythes  for  an  hundred  marks,  and  there  having  been  payd 

* <£  In  the  month  of  May  1607,  a great  number  of  common  perfons  fuddenly  aflembled  them- 
felves  in  Northamptonihire,  and  then  others  of  like  nature  aflembled  themielves  in  Warwickfliire, 
and  fome  in  Leiceflerfhire ; they  violently  cut  and  brake  down  hedges,  filled  up  ditches,  and  laid 
open  all  fuch  inclofures  of  commons  and  grounds  as  they  found  inclofed,  which  of  ancient  time 
had  been  open,  and  employed  to  tillage.  Thefe  tumultuous  perfons,  in  Northamptonfhire,  War- 
wick, and  Leiceflerfhire,  grew  very  ftrong,  being  in  fome  places,  of  men,  women,  and  children, 
a thoufand  together,  and  at  Hill  Norton  in  Warwickfliire  there  were  three  tboufand,  and  at 
Cottejbach  there  aflembled,  of  men,  wdmen,  and  children,  to  the  number  of  full  five  thoufand  ;

fent  enterprize,  who  until  then  fome  of  them  were  faine  to  ufe  bills,  pikes,  and  fuch  like  tools, 
inflead  of  mattocks  and  fpades.”  Stow’s  Chronicle,  p 889. 
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fince  The  inclofure  (as  far  forth  as  ever  have  been  heard)  no  more  than  feventy 
pounds  a vear  in  lieu  of  the  tythes  ; it  follows  that  the  tyrhes  of  this  redory  was 
advanced  by  the  inclofure  no  more  than  three  pounds,  fix  fhillings,  and  eight 
pence  ; whence  it  may  reafonably  be  fuppofed,  that  by  the  agreement  at  the  in- 
clofure, the  lords  of  he  mannor  were  to  pay  the  faid  fevenry  pounds  in  lieu  of  the 
tythes,  and  withal  the  redors  were  to  be  freed  and  difcharged  from  all  payments 
and  dedudions  whatever,  on  account  of  the  redory,  excepting  only  the  poods  levy, 
as  is  mentioned  in  the  memorandum  witneffed  in  the  oppoiite  page.5’

He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  the  reverend  Mr.  Na- 
thaniel Sherman,  redor  of  Newton  Regis  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  by  whom  he 
had  iflue  t*o  fons,  and  one  daughter,  viz.  Samuel,  James,  and  Penelope.  Obiit 
20  Februarii,  1717*18,  aetat.  fute  34.” 

P.  445  530.  645.  Crouton  Kyriell , fituated  on  a hill  in  the  border  of  the  county, 
on  the  turnpike  road  between  Melton  Mowbray  and  Grantham  in  Lincolnfhire ; 
feven  miles  from  the  latter  place,  and  nine  from  the  former,  and  about  three  miles 
South-eaft  from  Belvoir  caftie.  It  has  a park  and  feat  belonging  to  the  Duke  of 
Rutland,  who  has  the  right  of  the  manor,  and  the  prefentation  to  the  vicarage. 

This  is  an  inclofed  healthy  place,  the  air  good,  and  it  is  remarkably  well  fur- 
nilhed  with  fprings  of  pure  water ; and  though  no  inftance  occurs  upon  the  tombs, 
or  in  the  parifli  regifter,  of  perfons  remarkably  old,  or  who  have  reached  100 
years,  yet  the  many  who  arrive  at  70,  80,  and  even  90,  indicate  a degree  of  fain* 
brity  not  very  common. 

The  village  contains  about  420  inhabitants;  the  regifter  begins  in  1621,  but 
with  baptifms  only,  no  burials  occurring  till  1670. 

The  baptifms  for  twenty  years  from  the  beginning  of  the  regifter  were  195, 
that  is,  about  ten  in  a year ; the  burials  from  the  year  1670  for  the  fame  number  of 
years  122,  rather  exceeding  6.  The  baptifms  for  the  laft  twenty  years  were  285, 
average  yearly  14;  and  the  burials  165,  the  average  8. 


The 
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The  church,  which  is  dedicated  to  St.  John,  is  a plain,  but  neat  building,  broad 
in  proportion  to  its  height;  it  contains  a nave  and  two  ailes,  with  a South  porch. 
The  tower  res  from  the  EaR  end  of  the  nave,  between  that  and  the  chancel,  which 
ha>  a door  into  it  from  the  bottom  of  the  tower,  but  none  outward ; it  has  fmali 
pinnacles,  and  the  whole  building  is  in  good  condition. 

The  endowment  of  the  vicar  is  from  land  afligned  to  him  at  the  time  of  the  in- 
clofure.

P.  447.  650.  Eaftwell  is  a fmall  but  pleafant  village,-  fituated  upon  the  hill,  in 
the  road  from  Belvoir  caftle  to  Melton  Mowbray,  and  is  about  feven  miles  from  the 
latter  place,  and  five  from  the  former.  It  is  inclofed,  and1  contains  1291  acres  of 
land,  far  the  greater  part  of  which  is  grazed  : the  manor  is  divided,  part  belonging 
to  Lord  Rawdon,  and  part  to  the  Earl  of  Harborough. 

This  parifh  contains  18  families,  98  inhabitants,  and  one  freeholder. 

Six  of  the  families  are  Roman  Catholics ; among  which,  the  principal  one, 
the  Eyres*,  have  a manlion  with  a chapel  near  the  church*,  and  in  confequence 
feveral  inhabitants  connefted  with  that  family  have  embraced  their  mode  of  religious 
worfhip ; but  they  are  by  no  means  increafmg,  and  make  but  a fmall  part  of  a 
very  fmall  village. 

In  the  Weltern  extremity  of  this  place,  near  the  parifh  of  Hofe,  and  indeed  the 
very  boundary  of  both,  is  a place  called  Piper's  Hole,  a woody  lecreted  fpot,  beau- 
tifully fituated.  Here,  tradition  fays,  dwelt  the  inhabitations  of  a religious  inftitu- 
tion  ; but  no  remains  are  now  feen  of  it  ; and  a more  certain  report  has  given  the 
place  another  kind  of  reputation  ; for  hither  it  rppears  that  the  Parliamentarians,  in 
the  civil  wars,  carried  and  fold  the  plunder  they  had  taken  from  the  Loyalifls  of  this 
country  : indeed,  from  its  fitnation  and  concealment,  it  feems  equally  adapted  for 
the  residence  of  a religious  order,  and  the  treafury  of  a den  of  thieves.

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* Their  principal  feat  is  at  Alfop,  in  the  Peak  of  Derbyfhire, 
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In  the  earliefi  portion  of  the  regifler,  for  twenty  years  there  were  74  baptifms,  and 
47  burials ; but  the  laft  twenty  years  afford  a remarkable  exception  to  the  common 
observations  of  this  country,  the  burials  exceeding  the  baptifms  by  fix,  there  being 
38  baptifms,  and  44  burials;  the  great  decreafe  alfo  of  baptifms  is  no  lels 
remarkable. 

The  church  is  fmall,  having  only  a nave  and  South  aile,  with  a fmall  chancel,  and 
a tower,  about  forty  feet  only  in  height,  containing  a fingle  bell  ; but  the  whole 
is  in  very  good  condition. 

In  the  South-eaft  angle  of  the  church  is  a part  feparated  by  a railing  for  the 
burial-place  of  a former  lord  of  the  manor ; and  a Hone  remains  in  the  church  which 
laid  over  the  grave,  but  there  is  only  the  figure  of  a crofs  upon  it,  without  any 
infcription. 

Under  a Gothic  arch  in  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel  lies  the  figure  of  a man 
in  Hone,  with  his  hands  joined  before  him,  and  a chalice  on  his  bread*;  his  garment 
is  fhort,  and  his  hair  or  cap  has  one  large  roll  behind  : the  parifh  clerk,  from  what 
information  is  not  known,  calls  him  a Danijh  prieji .

P.  652.  The  parifli  of  Eaton  is  fituated  on  the  hills  South  of  Belvoir  caftle. 

The  church  Rands  high,  and  from  it  is  a pleafant  profpett  over  a variety  of  hill 
and  dale. 

The  whole  parifli  confifts  of  about  1800  acres,  of  which  more  than  1500  are 
the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  who  is  lord  of  the  manor  ; and  the  reft  of 
about  ten  freeholders.  It  was  inclofed  in  the  year  1770,  and  much  of  it  converted 
to  the  purpoles  of  grazing. 

The  church  confifts  of  a nave,  a North  and  South  aile,  and  a chancel,  a South 
porch,  embattled  tower,  upon  which  is  a fpire  (very  much  like  that  of  Redmile). 

The  arches  betwixt  the  North  and  South  ailes  and  the  nave  are  all  femicir- 
cular,  or  Saxon;  the  windows  in  the  tower  are  the  fame. 

Betwixt  the  chancel  and  the  nave,  on  the  North  fide,  is  a place  for  the  Saint’s  bell. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1591,  but  is  very  imperfeft. 

In  the  twenty  years  that  appear  tolerably  perfeft,  near  the  beginning,  are  126 
baptifms,  46  burials,  and  24  marriages.  In  the  laft  twenty  years,  ending  in  1788, 
are  108  baptifms,  72  burials,  and  35  marriages. 

The  number  of  families  in  the  parifh  are  41  ; and  inhabitants  208  ; all  of  the 
Church  of  England,  except  one  family,  Roman  Catholic. 

In  the  fteeple  are  four  bells,  with  thefe  infcriptions  :

The  living  is  a vicarage,  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown;  and  is  worth  near  50I.  a 
year.  Mr.  Anthony  Rogers,  of  Eaton,  and  Mr.  Charles  Morley,  of  Nottingham, 
are  the  impropriators. 

Mr.  Cant  appears  vicar  in  1610.

Mr.  Dolman’s  eflate  at  Enderby  and  Whetflone  was  pur- 
chafed  ioon  after  the  year  1720  by  Mr.  Smith;  and  confided  of  a manor  houfe, 
with  eight  rooms  on  a floor,  regularly  built  about  30  years  before,  garden,  orchard, 
Rabies,  Sec,  and  of  various  rents,  to  the  annual  amount  of  508 1.  among  which  the 
impropriation  of  Whetftone  paid  85I. ; the  tithe  of  Enderby  15I. ; and  the  chief 
rents  17I.  The  view  of  frank  pledge  and  court  baron,  a grove  of  wood,  and  other 
wood  on  the  premiffes,  were  valued  at  ioool.

Oppofite  to  this  monument  there  is  another  very  handfome  large  altar  tomb,  with 
the  effigies  of  Francis  Starefmore  at  full  length,  and  well  carved.

Goadby  is  an  inclofed  and  pleafant  village. 

The  manfion  has  a park,  and  a very  beautiful  piece  of  water  called  Bullimere , 
which  contains  pike  of  a very  extraordinary  fize. 

The  produce  of  this  place  varies  from  that  of  the  vale,  and  the  foil  is  lighter 
and  finer. 

The  number  of  families  is  3 3,  of  inhabitants  188,  of  freeholders  3. 

On  examining  the  regifter,  there  appears  from  1566,  the  firft  legible  part  of  it, 
for  twenty  years,  67  baptifms,  and  56  burials  * for  the  lafl  twenty,  8i  baptifms, 
and  52  burials.

Three  very  handfome  monuments  are  fixed  in  the  North  wall  of  the  chancel,  to 
the  memory  of  a father  and  two  fons  of  the  family  formerly  lords  of  this  village, 
and  three  neat  blue  (tones  with  inlaid  borders  of  white  lie  over  their  remains  in 
the  chancel,  infcribed  with  their  names  only.  The  middle  part  of  thefe  monuments 
are  black  fepulchral  marble,  round  that  is  a narrow  border  of  dove  colour,  and  fur- 
ther outward  a fine  variegated  red  ; above  are  urns  of  pure  white  :

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literature,  and  being  a friend  to  the  immortal  Handel,  is  faid  to  have  afTifled  him  in 
fele&ing  the  words  for  the  Meftiah,  &c.  He  refided  here  many  years  in  much 
fplendour  and  hofpitality,  re-built  the  prefent  houfe,  which  is  large  and  richly  fur- 
nifhed  with  pi&ures,  &c.

A beautiful  view  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Dionyfius  in  the  town  of  Harborough  may 
be  feen  in  Plate  LVIII ; and  a defcription  of  it  in  p.  434. 

Oratorios,  and  particularly  thofe  for  the  “ Mefliah  an  eafy  talk,  as  it  is  only  a fele&ion  from 
Scripture  verfes.  Not  long  before  his  death  he  imprudently  thruft  his  head  into  a neft  of  hornets, 
by  projecting  an  edition  of  Shakfpeare,  which  he  began  by  publifhing  “ King  Lear,”  “ Hamlet,” 
“ Othello,  and  “ Macbeth,”  each  feparately,  in  177-2  and  1773,  8vo.  He  would  have  proceeded 
further,  but  death  prevented  him,  Nov.  20,  1773.  The  tragedy  of  “ Julius  Caefar,”  which  was 
in  his  life-time  put  to  the  prefs,  was  published  in  1774.  He  had  a numerous  library,  and  large 
collection  of  pictures,  both  in  Great  Ormond  Street,  London,  and  at  Gopfal.  Thofe  which 
were  foon  after  his  death  difpofed  of  by  public  auCtion,  are  defcribed  in  Dodfley’s  “ London  and 
“ its  Environs,”  and  in  the  “ Connoifleur,”  8vo ; as  is  the  houfe  at  Gopfal  in  “ Young’s  Tour.” 
An  admirable  portrait  of  him,  though  drawn  perhaps  with  fomewhat  too  fevere  a pencil,  is  given 
in  the  “ Anecdotes  of  Mr.  Bowyer,”  p.  442.

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P.  481.  862.  Harby  is  fituated  4!  miles  South-weft  of  Bel  voir  caftle,  and  about 
eight  North-weft  of  Melton  Mowbray.  It  is  at  this  time  an  open  field-parifti,  but 
preparations  are  making  for  its  immediate  inclofure.  The  method  of  tillage  is, 
fir  ft  year  fallow  ; fecond  barley  and  wheat ; third  beans  and  peafe.  At  Barkfton 
and  Plungar,  which  are  both  alfo  open  fields,  the  fame  mode  of  tillage  is  obferved. 

There  are  about  1800  acres  in  the  pariih.  The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  the  principal 
proprietor  there,  and  patron  of  the  living,  which  is  worth  about  200I.  a year. 

Harby,  like  mariy  other  villages  in  the  vale  of  Belvoir,  is  deftitute  of  woods  and 
ftreams ; no  high  road  leads  through  or  befide  it.  A heavy  clay  fpreads  over  every 
acre  in  the  pari  Hu,  and  the  uniform  operations  of  hufbandry  give  a famenefs  to  the 
country,  which  a ftranger  might  view  with  difguft ; but  cultivation  has  made  it 
fruitful,  and  its  inhabitants  feel  no  envy  at  the  variety  of  other  foils,  where  the 
fteriiity  of  one  part  may  balance  the  luxuriance  of  another.  Induftry  here  makes 
the  profped>,  and  the  produce  alone  is  the  beauty  of  the  foil. 

The  families  of  Harby  are  60,  the  inhabitants  322,  among  whom  are  many  fmall 
freeholders.  There  is  no  manfion  or  ancient  building  in  the  village  ; but  the  pre* 
fent  redtor  has  lately  built  a neat  and  convenient  houfe,  the  probable  refidence  of 
his  fucceftors. 

The  regifter  of  this  parifti  began  in  1561 ; from  which  time  it  continued,  but 
with  feveral  interruptions,  fo  that  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  an  average  number  of  bu- 
rials and  baptifm?  for  ten  years  together. 

The  firft  twenty  years  which  can  be  taken  with  any  tolerable  accuracy  give 
146  baptifms,  about  7 yearly  ; and  99  burials,  about  5 years. 

The  late  regifter  has  been  kept  with  more  regularity  ; the  baptifms  for  twenty 
years  from  1769  are  2.40,  and  the  burials  116  ; yet  no  juft  comparifon  of  the  num- 
ber of  inhabitants,  or  the  increafe  or  decreafe,  can  be  made  from  this  ftatement, 
there  being  evident  marks  of  inattention  in  all  the  former  part  of  it.

The  church  is  fmall,  but  in  good  prefervation,  it  has  a nave  and  two  narrow 
ailes,  with  a large  chancel,  and  a low  tower.

About  the  middle  of  the  17th  century,  and  more  particularly  from  the  year 
3 635,  there  appears  a deficiency  in  the  regifter,  from  the  great  number  of  Quakers 
then  in  this  parifh ; this  feems  alfo  to  have  been  a prevailing,  fedt  in  all  this  part 
of  the  country  at  that  time  ; but  at  prefent  hone  are  found  in  this  place,  and  very 
few,  if  indeed  any,  throughout  the  Yale  of  Belvoir.

The  church  is  a redlory,  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  ; which  will  be  worth,  when  the  parifh  is  inclofed  (and  an  aft  palled 
for  that  purpofe  in  1789),  about  100I.  a year.  The  church  is  fmall,  about  which 
is  nothing  remarkable.  It  has  only  one  aile,  a chancel,  and  an  embattled  tower,  in 
which  hang  three  fmall  bells  with  the  following  infciptions :

imperfedt,  this  account  is  not  much  to  be  depended  upon.

The  open  field  is  divided  into  three;  the  firft:,  year  fallow;  the  fecond,  barley  and 
wheat ; and  the  third,  beans  and  peafe. 

The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  impropriator  and  principal  proprietor;  the  reft  is  the 
property  of  27  freeholders. 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  town  is  a large  old  houfe  called  The  Grange , which 
formerly  belonged  to  the  family  of  Dalhwood,  now  a farm-houle  the  property 
of  the  Duke  of  Rutland. 

The  church  is  a neat  Gothic  building,  and  confifts  of  a nave,  two  ailes,  a chancel, 
and  a tower  with  turrets  at  the  corners.  All  the  building,  except  the  chancel  and 
porch,  is  embatteled.

P.  465.  Knipton  adjoins  to  Belvoir  on  the  South  ; and  though  the  fituation  of 
it  is  low,  yet  it  is  furrounded  with  beautiful  hills  and  dales. 

The  parifh  is  for  the  molt  part  open  field,  and  confifts  of  1270  acres  of  land,  of 
which  the  whole  is  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  except  two  or  three  fmali 
freeholds. 

The  open  held  is  divided  into  four ; and  the  order  of  tillage,  the  tfl  year,  is  bar- 
ley ; the  2d,  beans  and  peafe  ; the  3d,  wheat  •,  and  the  4th,  fallow*. 

The  church  confifts  of  a nave  and  North  aile,  each  having  its  chancel ; , divided 
from  each  other  by  a femicircular  arch,  round  which  is  a frieze.  On  the  South 
wall,  betwixt  the  church  and  chancel,  is  a place  for  the  Saint’s  bell.  The  arches

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Between  the  nave  and  North  aile  are  pointed.  The  tower  fleeple  is  embattled,  with 
turrets  at  the  corners;  the  high  windows  of  which  are  pointed,  the  lower  ones  lemi- 
circular. 

In  the  parifn  is  a meeting-houfe  for  Anabaptifts,  of  an  old  {landing;  the  feet  now 
upon  the  decline. 

The  living  is  a re&ory,  in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  dedicated  to 
All  Saints.  The  whole  profits  of  the  living,  including  glebe  and  tythes,  are 
worth  about  130I.  a year.  Certified  value  7 1 1.  ig.  3d. ; yearly  tenths  il.  13s.  2ld. 
value  in  the  King’s  books  16I. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1562.  In  the  firfl  twenty  years  are  1 13  baptifms,  57  bu- 
rials, and  27  marriages;  and  in  twenty  years,  ending  in  1783,  are  119  baptifms,- 
79  burials,  and  43  marriages.  The  number  of  families  is  46  ; inhabitants  223.

William  Chefter,  of  Knipton,  in  1703,  by  will,  gave  3I.  yearly  (by  the  im- 
provement of  land  it  is  now  5I.)  to  be  diftributed  to  the  poor  on  the  10th  of  Decem- 
ber ; out  of  which  were  to  be  two  Bibles,  of  7s.  apiece  each,  to  two  poor  children. 
N.  B.  This  fame  charity  was  left  by  him  to  Buckminfler  and  Croxton  Kyriel* 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  town,  and  in  the  parifh  (about  a mile  and  a half  South 
of  Belvoir  Caflle)  are  evidently  the  remains  of  fome  religious  building,  probably 
the  chapel  of  the  capital  manfion  of  Gilbert  de  Avenell,  defcribed  in  an  old  deed 
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as  u adjoining  Weft  ward  to  a clofe  called  the  Park,  Eatt  on  a way  called  Lincoln 
“ gate,  exceptis  una  capella  cum  una  camera  adjacente  infra  le  Mote.”  It  is  now 
Converted  to  a farm-houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland.  The  lituation  is  low,  fur- 
rounded  by  moats,  fifh-ponds,  and  foundations  of  buildings.  The  wood  and  hills 
behind  it  afford  a beautiful  background.  Within  the  memory  of  the  oldeft  people, 
that  end  where  the  niche  is  was  open  to  the  roof,  and  had  the  appearance  of  a 
chapel.  On  the  fpandrils  of  the  door,  now  walled  up,  are,  No.  i,  a fhield,  im- 
perfect ; No.  2,  another,  bearing,  bavry  of  fix.  Over  the  point  of  the  niche,  No. 
3,  another  fhield,  bearing,  barry  as  before,  impaling  feffy  of  fix;  No.  4,  a bafon 
in  the  wall,  like  the  holy  Water  bafon  in  churches ; No.  5,  a moll:  beautiful  niche 
over  the  door.  Beyond,  the  larger  window  are  two  other  bay  windows,  one  over 
the  other,  of  fifteen  compartments  each.  The  part  beyond  them  has  apparently 
been  fi nee  added,  and  farmer’s  offices  have  been  fince  built  againft  them.  Some 
part  of  the  windows  walled  up.  Of  this  building  I am  not  able  to  colled  the  leaft 
•trace  whatever.  The  view  of  its  Eaft  front,  Plate  LVIII.  fig.  2.  may  probably 
give  fome  idea  of  it.

Such  an  underground  pafiage,  Samuel  Carte* 
in  a letter  to  Ducarel  fays,  had  a mouth  outlet,  adit,  or  exit,  in  the  Pringle  or  Pin - 
gle,  and  that  it  went  to  Bradgate,  that  much  rocky  obftrudtion,  an  uphill  progrefs, 
about  five  miles  from  hence ; muft  undermine  the  Soar,  or  St.  Sunday’s  bridge, 
through  whofe  arches  it  iflues,  palling  between  the  abbey  walls  and  abbey  mea- 
dow, our  old  race-ground,  but  defifted  fora  courfe  on  the  oppoflte  or  South  lide 
of  the  town,  chiefly  higher  ground,  through  a breach  of  the  parallel  ridges  of  the 
Raw  dykes,  an  antiquity  not  yet  well  explained.

Founded  by  one  Nicholas  Verdon,  to  th’entent  to  fynde  for  ever,.  one  prefte,  fix 
pore  men,  and  to  kepe  hofpytalytye  for  pore  people  travylyng  by  the  waye,  with 
other  deads  of  charyte.  And  the  field  Robert  Brokys  not  there  refydent,  nor  noe 
pore  men  within  the  fame  hofpytal  remaynyng  or  inhabityng;  and  all  the  houfes, 
with  the  chapel,  gredy  in  decaye  and  ruyne,  and  now  in  the  cufiody  and  occupa- 
tyon  of  the  Lorde  Marques  Dorfet  ; and  there  hathe  bene  no  lands  nor  tenements 
folde  fyns  the  tyme  before  lymyted,  nor  no  goods  or  jewells  to  the  fame  be- 
longyng.” 

For  the  following  particulars  (17 89)  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Andrew  Hill,  of 
Lutterworth. 

**  The  town  of  Lutterworth,  till  within  thefe  30  years,  were  obliged  to  grind  all 
their  malt  at  one  particular  mill,  and  their  corn  at  another,  and  to  bake  all  their 
bread  in  one  oven ; and  fo  very  arbritary  was  the  proprietor,  that  he  once  brought 
an  adtion  again  ft  Mr.  Hill’s  father,  for  having  had  a cake  baked  in  his  houfe,  which 
was  deemed  town-bread . He  did  not  chufe  to  conteft  the  matter,  and  was  difcharged 
from  the  adlion  on  his  begging  pardon  for  the  offence,  and  paying,  the  expence  of 
a writ.  In  thofe  days  of  Egyptian  bondage,  an  inhabitant  of  Lutterworth  durft 
not  buy  fo  much  as  a pint  of  flower  of  a neighbouring  miller.  The  people  fubmitted 
to  this  oppreffion  for,  a long  time,  with  painful  relu&ance,  till  at  length  a patriot 
arofe,  whofe  name  was  Bickley,  who  not  only  rouzed  his  fellow  citizens  to  refiftance, 
but  had  fpirit  enough  to  ereft  a malt-mill  of  hi$  own.  His  example  was  immediately 
followed  by  others ; and  feveral  mills  foon  raifed  their  heads  in  defiance  of  the 
Squire’s  mill,  who  immediately  commenced  a&ions  againft  all  who  had  the  prefump- 
tion  to  difpute  his  right.

parifhioners,  with  cofts  of  fuit  to  the  amount  of  300  L 

By  an  account  that  was  taken  of  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  Lutterworth,  1781, 
it  appears  that  there  were  353  houfes,  and  1484  inhabitants,  of  which  335  were 
Diffenters.

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In  Lutterworth  (1789)  there  are  360  houfes,  which,  on  the  average  of  4I  to  a 
houfe,  makes  the  number  of  inhabitants  ro  confifl:  of  1620. 

There  are  17  teams  belonging  to  the  porifli  of  Lutterworth  ; alfo  60  worfted 
looms,  and  31  (hoemakers.  The  land-tax,  at  4 ihfliings  in  the  pound,  amounts  to 
70 1.  ns.  1 id.  a quarter;  and  the  poor  rates  amount  to  3s.  6d.  in  the  pound, 
communibus  annis .

“ 1775.  Elizabeth  Murray,  elded  fider  of  the  re<ftor,  a woman  of  great  piety, 
charity,  and  amiable  difpofition,  after  a tedious  and  painful  illnefs,  which  fhe  bore 
with  great  patience  and  refignation,  died  at  3 o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  on  the  fix- 
teenth  day  of  June,  and  was  laid  in  a vault  made  for  her  in  the  chancel,  on  Sunday 
night,  the  1 8th  of  June,  1775,  and  then  buried  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilfon,  curate  of 
Lutterworth. 

“ Richard  Afh,  aged  9 6,  was  buried  Jan.  22,  1784.  The  above  old  man  was 
in  perfect  health  at  going  to  bed,  and  was  found  upon  the  floor  about  nine  o’clock 
next  morning,  almoft  dead  with  cold. 

“ John  M , father  of  Major  M (who  was  bought  off  by  his  father 

after  inlifting,  and  had  the  meannefs  and  ingratitude  to  fuffer  the  faid  father  to  be 
fubfifted  many  years  by  the  parifh)  was  buried  at  the  parifh  charge,  Feb.  28,  1784. 

cc  The  Rev.  John  Murray,  M.  A.  was  buried  Monday  Dec.  12,  1785,  after  an 
incumbency  of  39  years.  Quiefcat  in  pace . 

“ Rev.  Thomas  Burnaby,  M.  A.  came  to  this  living  in  March  1786;”  and,  being 
chaplain  to  the  Earl  of  Bute,  had  a difpenfation,  in  May  1789,  to  hold  the  vicarage 
of  Sr.  Margaret’s,  Leicefter,  with  this  re&ory. 

Of  the  village  of  Foulteney  in  this  parifh,  fee  p.  1 1 70. 

Benefa&ions  infcribed  on  the  walls  of  the  church  : 

" John  Foulteney,  Efq.  fometime  lord  of  Mifterton,  Poulteney,  and  Coates; 
lais  will  runs  thus ; I give  unto  the  minifter  and  churchwardens  of  the  parifh  of 
Mifterton  ten  pounds  yearly  for  ever,  of  lawful  Englifli  money,  to  be  by  them 
diftributed  to  the  poor  of  the  fame  parifh,  at  their  difcretion;  which  faid  ten  pounds 
I will  fhall  be  ifluing  and  going  forth  of  my  manor  or  lordfhip  of  Coates-Deval,  and 
any  of  all  my  other  lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  parifh  of  Kilncott ; and  my  will 
is,  that  the  faid  ten  pounds  fhall  yearly,  and  every  year,  be  feverally  paid  at  two 
feveral  times  in  the  year  (viz.  the  firft  day  of  November,  and  the  firft  day  of  May) 
by  even  and  equal  portions ; the  firlt  payment  to  begin  in,  or  at,  or  upon,  the 
fir  ft  day  of  November,  or  the  firft  day  of  May,  which  fhall  firft  happen  after  my 
deceafe. 

“ Alio,  by  will  of  his  fifter,  Mrs.  Mary  Poulteney,  which  concerns  the  poor: 

“ I give  and  deVife  unto  the  churchwardens  and  overfeers  of  the  poor  of  this  pa- 
rifh of  Mifterton,  and  their  fucceflors  for  ever,  the  yearly  fum  of  five  pounds,  of 
good  and  lawful  money  of  England,  to  be  by  them  diftributed  to  the  poor  of  this 
parifh,  at  two  feveral  times  of  the  year;  which  faid  five  pounds  fhall  be  ifluing  and 
coming  forth  of  my  third  part,  and  perpart,  and  manor  of  Coates  Deval,  and  to  be 
paid  half-yearly  by  equal  portions,  at  the  feaft  of  Sr.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and 
the  Annunciation  of  the  Blefled  Virgin  Mary,  at  the  church,  for  the  ufe  of  any 
poor  people,  or  the  late  fervants  of  my  late  brother  John  Poulteney;  the  firft  pay- 
ment lo  begin  at  .either  of  the  faid  feafls  that  it  ought  to  be  paid  on  ; and  if  the  faid 
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five  pounds,  of  any  part  of  it,  be  unpaid  fifty  days  after  either  of  the  faid  feafts 
that  it  ought  to  be  paid  on,  then  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  officers  abovefaid,  on  the 
Ts id  manor  and  premiffes,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  enter,  and  diftrain  for  the  fame, 
and  to  impound  and  detain  the  diftrefs  there  found,  until  the  arrears  be  fully  fatis- 
fled  and  paid. 

“ James  Blick,  of  Walcot,  gave  ten  pounds,  the  intereft  thereof  to  be  diflri- 
buted  in  books  to  poor  children  by  the  minifter  and  overfeers. 

“ John  Durrad,  of  Mifterton,  gave  twenty  pounds,  which  are  loft.” 

The  following  is  a copy  of  Mr.  Durrad’s  will,  fo  far  as  relates  to  Mifterton  : 

“ Item,  I give-  and  bequeath  to  the  parifnes  of  Harborough,  Great  Bowden, 
Blaby,  Lutterworth,  Kimcoat,  and  Mifterton,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter  aforefaid, 
the  fum  of  twenty  pounds  to  each  parifh,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  church- 
wardens and  overfeers  of  the  poor  of  fuch  parifhes,  and  to  be  by  them  put  out  to 
intereft;  and  the  increafe  thereof  to  be  by  the  churchwardens  and  overfeers  of  the  faid 
parifh  for  the  time  being  applied  towards  the  putting  out  poor  children  to  fchool, 
as  well  the  children  of  Diffenters  as  others.” 

Part  of  the  laft  will  of  James  Blick,  of  Walcot,  in  the  parifh  of  Mifterton,  fo  far 
as  concerns  the  poor  of  that  parifh.  He  was  buried  Jan.  20,  1730  : 

“ Item,  I give,  devife,  and  bequeath,  unto  the  minifters  and  overfeers  of  the 
poor  of  this  parifh,  the  fum  of  ten  pounds,  to  be  by  them  put  out  to  the  beft  fe- 
curity  they  can  meet  with  ; the  ufe  of  which  ten  pounds  I will  {hall  for  ever  be  em- 
ployed by  the  minifter  and  overfeers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being,  in  buying  one 
Bible  and  four  Common-Prayer  Books  once  every  year,  and  by  them  given  away  to 
the  poor  chilren  of  this  parifh,  with  exhortation  to  make  conftant  ufe  of  them,  as 
well  at  church  as  at  home.  And  in  cafe  there  fhould  be  no  occafion,  or  that  the 
poor  of  this  parifh  fhould  be  provided  with  books,  then  I will  the  faid  books  be 
given  to  the  poor  children  of  certificated  perfons  in  this  parifh,  until  there  is  fur- 
ther occafion.” 

Samuel  Pulteney,  who  died  in  1567,  is  buried  here,  under  a large  altar  tomb. 
With  his  effigies  at  full  length  finely  carved. 

Marie  Pulteney,  4th  daughter  of  Sir  John  Pulteney,  of  Mifterton,  died  Jan. 
18,  1612,  aged  63  years.

The  manor  of  Mujlon  is  the  property  of  the  Duke  of 
Rutland.  The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  John.  The  rectory  is  in  the  gift  of  the 
Crown. 

“ The  common  field  was  inclofed,’*  fays  Dr.  Vernon  in  MS.,  “ much  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  reftor,  during  the  Protectorate  of  Oliver  Cromwell. ” It  contains 
about  1400  acres;  produce  of  the  arable  land  chiefly  wheat,,  barley,  and  beans. 

The  inhabitants  are  about  180. 

Births  for  ten  years  paft,  on  an  average,  fix  yearly*- 

Burials  for  ten  years  paft,  five  yearly. 

They  were  nearly  the  fame  an  hundred  years  fince,  but  rather  more  when  the 
regifter  began,  which  was  in  1361 ; the  burials  at  that  time  fix  yearly  on  an  average  -f; 
but,  as  the  late  regifter  feems  not  to  have  been  accurately  attended  to,  it  is  much 
doubted  whether  there  has  been  any  conliderable  increafe  or  diminution  of  inhabitants 
for  many  years. 

In  the  regifter-r634  occur  three  marriages  folemnized  before  a Juftice  of  the 
Peace,  and  fome  after  this  before  the  Alderman  of  Grantham;  but  all  between  the 
years  1653  and  1657. 

The  poor  of  this  parifh  have  but  one  legacy,  and  that  only  3s.  yearly  to  five  of 
the  widows  or  pooreft  inhabitants.  Happily  they  are  little  in  want  of  greater  be- 
nefactions, the  poor’s  rate  being  very  moderate. 

A South-eaft  view  of  the  church,  which  is  delightfully  fituated  on  the  flope  of 
a hill,  is  given  in  Plate  LVII.  from  a drawing  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie.  It  confifts  of  a 
nave  with  two  ailes  and  a South  porch,  a chancel  (whofe  South  door  is  flopped 
up,  and  which  has  a little  niche  in  the  corner  next  the  nave  without),  a ftone 
tower  with  pinnacles,  and  a ftone  fpire  with  windows.  The  nave  refts  on  three 
pointed  arches  on  each  fide  on  oftagon  pillars ; the  font  is  oCtagon,  with  leopards* 
heads  in  double  quatrefoils  on  the  cornice  at  the  angles  and  on  the  bottom. 

Juft  under  the  fteeple,  below  a terrace,  runs  the  little  river  Devon,  which  arifes 
about  fix  miles  South  of  Mufton,  and  joins  the  Trent  about  ten  miles  North  of  it* 
It  contains  principally  eels  and  dace.

Rectors. 

William  de  Hacworthingaham,  fubdeacon,  was  re&or  of  Multon  1231 — 1267. 

Henry  de  Edenham,  1267 — 1271. 

Robert  de  Thurnorton,  fubdeacon,  was  prefented  in  1271. 

William  Hall,  who  repaired  the  church  and  chancel  in  1425,  died  rector  in 
1440.  In  the  year  1434,  with  Nicholas  Demock,  then  re&or  of  Redmiie,  he  held 
four  bovates  of  land  in  Mufton. 

John  Snecoat  occurs  in  1562,  and  figns  the  regifter  as  “ parfon”  till  1628.  It 
is  no  more  figned  till  1633,  and  then  by  Chrillopher  Holmes. 

By  a note  in  a late  regilter  it  appears  that  Dr.  Robert  Sanderfon  was  re&or  af- 
ter John  Snecoat ; and  it  is  added,  “ N.  B.  This  fame  Dr.  Sanderfon  was  after 
“ the  Reftoration  of  Charles  II.  made  Bifhop  of  Lincoln,”  But  this  preferment 
does  not  appear  in  his  life  by  Walton,  or  in  the  Biographia  Rritannica.  Dr.  San- 
derfon (who  never  figned  the  regilter)  refigned  to  his  curate  Ghriftopher  Holmes 
in  1641-2 

Chriftopher  Holmes,  curate,  1633 — 1640;  rector  1641-2. 

William  Grene  was  regilter  under  the  Parliament  1653. 

George  Jenkinfon,  regilter  under  the  Parliament  1657. 

William  Hawlted,  re&or,  1662;  admitted  Oct.  29 ; formerly  vicar  of  Saltby. 

Henry  Knewftubb ^,1665 ; induced  by  Dr.  Geary,  He  was  buried  Dec.  16,  1705. 

Edward  Vernon,  M.  A.  chaplain  to  John  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  re&or  of  Red- 
mile,  prefented  by  the  Lord  Keeper  1706;  indu&ed  June  23.  Pie  refigned  Muf- 
ton  in  1738  ; and  was  buried  at  Redmiie  Dec.  24,  1742.  His  copy  of  Burton’s 
Hiltory  of  this  county,  which  is  now  in  the  library  of  Mr.  Meyrick,  has  furnillied 
feveral  extra&s  from  the  records  of  the  Rutland  Family  in  the  progrefs  of  thefe 
Collections. 

Samuel  North,  re&or,  1738.  He  was  buried  March  28,  1758. 

Francis  Bacon,  M.  A.  held  the  re&ory  from  1758  till  1769.  He  was  alfo  mafter 
of  the  free  grammar  fchool  at  Grantham.

See  Cole’s  MSS.  of  the  proofs  of  the  pedigree  of  Haftings 
Earl  of  Kent,  under  the  title  of  Sir  Ralph  Haftings;  where  is  fet  forth,  that  a fine 
was  levied  of  this  manor,  42  Henry  III.  whereby  Richard  Harecourt  fettled  it  on 
Sayer,  and  the  heirs  of  him  begotten  on  his  then  married  wife  ; but  Sayer  died 
without  blue  ; and  Sir  Ralph  Mailings  entered  into  this  manor,  which  fhould  have 
been  enjoyed  by  Thomas  Afiley,  coufin  and  heir  of  Richard  Harecourt.  It  appears 
in  the  pleading,  that,  after  the. fine,  Saier  fold  Newton  to  Sir  John  Pulteney,  who 
fold  it  to  Sir  Ralph  Haftings ; and  he  gave  it  to  Sir  Ralph  his  fon,  in  marriage  with 
Ifabell,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Sadyngton,  knight,  by  deed,  dated  6 Ed.  Ill* 
who  fettled  it  on  feoffees,  viz.  Walter  Skirlaw,  Bifhop  of  Durham;  John  Haftings, 
his  fon;  and  William  Gower,  clerk;  and  the  heirs  and  affigns  of  John,  with  the 
manors  of  Wiftow  and  Fleckney,  in  this  county,  by  deed,  dated  13  Richard  II. 
After  which,  Thomas  Aftley,  as  coufin  and  heir  of  Richard  Harecourt,  brought  a 

writ  of  fcire  facias  againft  Ralph,  fon  of  Ralph  Haftings,  viz. Aftley  fon  of 

Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard,  fon  of  William,  fon  of  John,  fon  of  Richard,  fon 
of  William,  fon  of  Richard,  party  to  the  fine  : they  afterwards  came  to  an  agree- 
ment, and  a fine  was  levied,  whereby  Aftley  releafed  to  Bifliop  Skirlaw,  Sir  Ralph, 
John  Haftings,  and  Gower,  19  Rich.  II.  and  a deed  entered  in  the  Clofe  Rolls, 
19  Rich.  II. 

In  the  . . . year  of an  affife  was to  find  if  Richard  Haftings, 

Efq.  Thomas  Normanby,  &c.  and  John  Haftings,  junior,  diffeifed  Sir  John  Blount,

the  bifhop  and  Ifabell,  William  Gower  (who  had  but  an  eftate  for  life  jointly  with 
John  Haftings)  gave  the  manor  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Ralph  and  Ifabell,  in  tail, 
s who 
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who  married  John  Blaket.  He  enfeoffed  thereof  Sir  John  Blount,  See.  and  their 
heirs ; upon  which,  John  Haftings,  finding  the  feoffment  aforefaid  of  William 
Gower  (who  had  only  an  iffue  for  life  jointly  with  John  Haftings)  to  Margaret,  to 
be  done  to  his  difinheriting,  entered  into  the  manor,  and  amoved  Sir  Jon  Blount; 
and  Richard  had  the  . . . , . of  John  Haftings,  .......  H.  V. 

In  the  fecond  year  of  Henry  VI.  Sir  John  Blaket  releafed  his  eftate  for  life  herein, 
and  in  the  manors  of  Wiftow,  Fieckney,  and  Bramfton,  in  Leicefterihire,  and  Wei- 
ford,  in  Northamptonfhire  ; and  Sir  Richard  aftigned  two  parts  of  Wiftow,  Fieckney, 
Bramfton,  and  Welford,  to  Blaket  for  life,  2 H.  VI.  with  Kirby,  in  Leicefterihire.

P.  507.  673.  Part  of  the  property  of  Normanton  'Turvile  belonged  many  years  to 

a family  of  the  name  of  Bakewell,  of  which  the  Rev.  Bakewell  is  the  prefent 

owner*  The  village  is  fmall,  and  fuuated  on  a gentle  rife.  The  church  has  a 
Render  fpire,  and  is  a chapel  oLeafe  to  Nailfton,  a village  about  three  miles  diftant. 
The  King  is  the  patron.  Dr.  Bentley  was  rector  a long  term  of  years ; and  to  him 
fucceeded  the  prefent  incumbent,  Lambton  Lorraine  *.

Packington  is  a large  village,  fituated  partly  in  Leicefterfhire, 
and  partly  in  Derby  (hi  re.  This  manor  formerly  belonged  to  the  priory  of  Coven^ 
try,  by  the  grant  of  the  Earl  of  Chefter,  as  cited  in  Burton  from  Rot.  5 Hen.  III. 
Snibfton  is  a chapel  of  eafe  to  this  parifh.  The  late  incumbent  was  Nathanael  Pegge* 
M.  A.  who  was  prefented  to  it  in  1778  by  the  patron  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon.  At 
his  lordfhip’s  death,  Colonel  C.  Haltings,  we  believe,  came  into  the  pofleffiop  of 
this  eflate  and  patronage.  There  are  no  arms  or  monuments  remaining  in  the  church* 
which  is  neat,  and  new  pewed  + .

Hervey,  widow,  who  died  6 Jan.  8 Hen.  VIII.  German  Pole,  13  years  old,  and 
George  Vincent,  24  years  old,  were  found  her  heirs 

By  inqnifition  taken  at  Leicefter,  Ofl.  15,  17  Car.  I.  after  the  death  of  William 
Burdet,  gent,  the  jury  found  that  he  died  June  2,  17  Car.  I.  feifed  of  the  4th  part 
of  this  manor,  which  defcended  to  him  from  his  mother,  Mary,  4th  filter  and  coheir 
,of  Thomas  Croft  'f, 

P.  683.  Tlungar , in  the  Vale  of  Bel  voir,  is  fi  mated  about  four  miles  South- weft 
of  Belvoir  caftle.  It  is  a fmall  parilh  or  lordlhip  (as  parilhes  are  here  denomi- 
nated), containing  about  1000  acres  of  land  uninelofed ; and  a very  fmall  portion 
of  inclofure. 

The  land  is  arable,  arid  produces  principally  barley  and  beans. 

The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  lord  of  the  manor,  and  principal  owner  of  the  land; 
to  him  alio  belong  the  great  tithes,  and  the  prefentation  to  the  vicarage. 

There  are  in  this  place  23  families,  and  145  inhabitants ; the  freeholders  are  12. 

The  church  is  a fmall  building,  containing  two  narrow  aiies,  one  of  equal  width 
with  the  chancel,  and  lying  between  that  and  the  tower ; the  other  fmaller,  on 
the  South  fide;  both  in  bad  condition;  the  floor  much  broken,  and  the  roof  out 
of  repair  ; and  though  there  are  lands  of  about  ten  pounds  yearly  value  given  for 
the  reparation  of  this  church,  it  Lems  to  be  much  more  in  want  of  it  than  any 
other  in  the  neighbourhood.

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Notwithftanding  this  appearance,  there  are  no  marks  of  great  antiquity  in  or 
about  the  building.  The  tower  is  fmall  and  low,  with  two  bells,  neither  of  which 
have  any  other  infcription  than  fuch  as  are  very  common. 

There  are  three  fmall  donations  to  the  poor  of  this  parifh  ; one  of  20I.  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Wilfon,  to  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  a fcliool;  one  of  10s.  annually  by  Mr. 
Richard  Guy;  and  another  of  5s.  by  Mr.  William  Gibbons. 

There  is  no  regifter  to  be  found  of  an  earlier  date  than  1759. 

The  late  clerk  of  the  parifh  was  the  village  grocer;  and  having  no  reverence  for 
antiquity,  nor  probably  any  other  idea  of  the  ufe  of  paper  than  that  it  ferved  to  wrap 
up  tea  and  fnuff  in,  he  made  it  anfwer  that  purpofe  ; and,  indeed,  if  it  were  no 
better  kept  than  the  early  part  of  the  prelenr,  it  could  have  anfwered  no  better. 

It  appears  that  for  the  laffc  twenty  years  there  have  been  68  baptifms,  and  72 
burials ; which  is  contrary  to  what  happens  in  the  neighbourhood  in  general;  but 
it  is  to  be  remarked  that  in  the  year  1785,  14  died  of  the  fmall  pox. 

The  prefent  vicar,  Mr.  John  Stoup  WagftafF,  fucceeded  his  uncle,  Mr.  Stoup, 
in  1786. 

There  are  no  monuments  or  infcriptions  in  the  church.

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P,  520.  1 155.  Within  the  parifh  of  Mijlerton  there  was  formerly  a village  called 
Poultney , which  gave  name  to  an  ancient  family;  and  had  formerly  a chapel,  now 
totally  decayed,  and  not  a lingle  houfe  remaining. 

Sir  John  Poultney  poffelfed  it,  23  Edw.  III.  * 

Michael  Pulteney  had  livery  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Poultney,  with  thofe 
of  Cotes-Devall,  Over  and  .Nether  Cleybroke,  and  Ullefthorp,  in  this  county  ; 
with  Shenleybury  and  advowfon,  Herts,  before  the  5th  of  Queen  Elizabeth  'f-. 

William  Poulteney,  foil  of  ......  . had  livery  afterwards  thereof  j. 

P.  522.  685.  Redmile , in  Framland  hundred  and  Vale  of  Belvoir,  was  anciently 
called  Redmyld ; and  about  the  year  1461,  when  Thomas  de  Rofs,  Lord  of  Bel- 
voir, was  attainted  in  Parliament  for  his  attachment  to  the  Houfe  of  Lancafter, 
William  Lord  Haftings  had  a grant  of  the  advowfon  of  Redmild,  which  was  re- 
ftored  to  the  family  of  Belvoir  in  the  time  of  Henry  VII. 

The  parifh  confifts  of  76I  oxgangs  of  land  in  the  open  field,  at  about  18  acres 
an  oxgang  upon  a moderate  computation ; nine  cottages,  about  three  acres  apiece  ; 
and  about  340  acres  of  old  inclofure,  wood,  &c. 

The  whole  number  of  acres  in  rhe  parifh  is  at  lead:  1700,  of  which  more  than 
one  half  is  the  Duke  of  Rutland’s,  and  the  reft  that  of  23  freeholders. 

The  open  field  is  divided  into  three.  The  firft  year  wheat  and  barley ; the  fe- 
cond,  beans  and  peafe  ; and  the  third,  fallow. 

The  manor  is  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland;  and  alfo  the  redtory,  which 
is  worth  near  200I.  a year. 

The  regifter  begins  in  1653. 

In  the  firft  twenty  years  are  10  marriages,  119  baptifms,  and  13 1 burials  ; and 
in  the  twenty  years  ending  in  1788,  are  47  marriages,  182  baptifms,  and  it6 
burials. 

The  number  of  families  is  57,  inhabitants  264;  all  of  the  Church  of  England. 

In  the  regifter  is  this  obervation  : 

“ George  Toplin  and  Jone  Harrifon  had  the  baines  of  matrimony  publifhed  three 
feveral  Sabbaths  in  the  parifh  church  of  Redmile,  and  was  married  before  the  al- 
derman of  Grantham,  upon  the  13th  of  February,  1654.’*

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The  church  has  a nave  and  South  aile  only,  a chancel,  and  an  embattled  rower ; 
on  which  is  a fpire.  A beautiful  delineation  of  it,  taken  by  Mr.  Schnebbelie 
in  July  1789,  may  be  feen  in  Plate  LVII. 

In  the  tower  are  three  bells  5 the  two  firft  have,  “ God  fave  his  Church,  1613.” 

In  the  chancel,  near  the  Eaft  window  : 

“ To  the  memory  of  Charles  Yates, 
who  married  Catharine,  daughter  of  Edward  Vernon, 
redtor  of  Redmile  and  Mufton, 
who  died  the  10th  of  September,  1730,  aged  29.” 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel : 

“ To  the  memory  of  Francis  Smith,  fervant  to  John  Earl  of  Rutland. 

He  was  of  Diffrin  in  the  county  of  Hereford.

Upon  the  fame  flone  is  an  infcription  to  the  memory  of  his  wife.

In  a clofe  on  the  North  fide  of  the  town  of  Red  mile  are  three  hills,  in  a flraight 
line,  about  40  yards  afunder,  very  much  the  appearance  of  tumuli , or  barrows,  in 
different  parts  of  the  kingdom  ; but  probably  intended  only  for  fome  kind  of  an- 
cient exercife,  as  the  dole  is  called  The  Butt-clofe . 

P.  522.  687.  The  church  of  Rothley  was  given  by  Richard  the  Firft,  about  the 
year  1190,  to  the  monks  of  Qwefton  (fee  p.  1 167.). 

In  1231  the  manor  was  granted  by  King  Henry  III.  to  the  Knights  Templars ; 
who  obtained  from  King  Edward  I,  in  1272,  the  privilege  of  holding  a market  and 
fair  here. 

A rental  of  the  Commandery,  as  taken  in  1372 , may  be  feen  at  large  in  Burton, 
P-  *35- 

Both  the  manor  and  advowfon  are  now  the  property  of  Thomas  Babington,  Efq. 
to  whom  they  have  defcended  through  a long  line  of  anceftry. 

By  an  extrad  of  a letter  from  Mr.  Babington,  to  Sir  Jofeph  Banks,  dated 
June  1788,  and  printed  in  the  Archaeologia,  vol.  IX.  p.  371,  it  appears,  that 
“ a labourer  digging  a ditch  in  a field  near  Rothley  Temple,  in  1784,  found 
among  fragments  of  (tone  and  lime,  about  two  feet  below  the  furface,  a crofs  plated 
with  filver  and  gilt,  and  having  behind  it  a needle  and  hook,  as  if  to  fallen  to  a 
garment ; at  a few  yards  from  it  fome  coins  of  Conflantine,  and  a circular  piece  of 
metal,  perhaps  a fibula.  At  the  diffance  of  fixty  yards  from  the  fpot  was  a teffe- 
lated  pavement,  a fquare  of  about  four  feet,  and  within  a foot  of  the  furface  of 
the  ground,  formed  of  limeftone  cubes  of  different  colours,  which,  foon  after  being 
expofed  to  the  air,  changed  to  grey.” 

In  Plate  LX.  fig.  2.  is  a reprefentation  of  one  of  the  fquares  above  alluded  to  ; 
communicated  originally  to  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine,  vol.  LV.  p.  89.  It  is  a 
fort  of  flooring  brick,  or  quarry,  about  four  inches  and  three  quarters  fquare,  and 
was  ploughed  up  with  many  others.  The  arms  are  evidently  thofe  of  a Rajlings ; 
and  the  T on  the  upper  part  might  be  a character iltic  mark  of  a Knight  Templar* 

The  follpwing  epitaphs*  in  Rothley  church,  never  before  printed,  were  tranfcribed 
many  years  ago ; and  fome  of  the  originals  are  now  no  longer  legible. 

* Burton  has  not  preferved  any  one  of  thofe  here  printed.  Of  the  Babingtons  he  fays 
only,  “ The  now  patron  of  this  church  is  Thomas  Babington,  of  Rodeley,  Efquire.”  Of  the 
Kingftons  he  fays,  “ There  lieth  a monument  of  Randle  Kingfton,  who  died  1480;  another  of 
“ Barth.  Kingfton,  who  died  i486}  another  of  Rafe  Kingfton,  who  died  1488  ,*  a-nother  of  George

Above  this  tomb  a marble  monument  is  fixed  in  the  wall,  with  figures  in  a niche 
of  Matthew  Babington,  Efq.  and  his  lady,  and  the  arms  of  Babington  and  Hopkins, 
viz.  Argent,  ten  mullets  Gules,  4,  3,  2,  i,.with  a label  of  three  points  for  the 
difiindtion  of  a younger  houfe,  quartered  with,  Sable,  on  a chevron  Argent,  three 
lozenges  Gules,  betwixt  three  arquebufles  Or.  The  infcription :

Of  thofe  mentioned  by  Burton  (fee  p.  1172.)  that  of  1545,  for  Sir  George  Babington  and 
Margaret  his  wife,  flill  remain  (1790),  the  date  and  great  part  of  the  infeription  legible,  and 
the  arms  perfect ; it  is  an  altar  tomb  againft  the  South  wall.  Adjoining  is  another  of  the  King- 
ftons,  and  two  others  on  the  floor,  on  all  which  the  inferiptions  may  be  in  part  flill  traced.

P.  687.  The  parifh  of  Saltby  is  to  the  South  of  Croxton  Kyrial,  and  borders  on 
Lincolnfhire.  It  was  inclofed  in  1772,  and  contains  about  2400  acres  of  land,  all  the 
property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  except  the  vicarage  and  two  fmall  freeholds.  A 
part  of  it,  called  Saltby  Heath , is  a poor  fhallow  foil,  and  incapable  of  much  im- 
provement. 

On  the  heath  near  Saltby , at  a place  called  KingLud’s  camp , are  fome  banks  caft 
<c  up,  which  feem  to  be  ancient.  The  place  is  computed  to  be  fix  miles  from 
<£  Margidunum  J|.” 

On  the  Northern  part  of  the  lordfhip,  on  the  boundary  betwixt  Saltby  and 
Croxton  Kyrial,  is  a double  ditch  or  trench,  running  from  Ealt  to  Well  near  a mile ; 
betwixt  the  trenches  is  a bank  about  fifteen  feet  wide.  They  are  called  King  Lud’s 
teats,  or  intrenchments*  On  the  South  fide,  not  far  from  the  Eaft  end,  are  two 
large  circular  hills  or  barrows.  The  following  fketch  may  give  fome  idea  of  it. 


The  height  of  the  hills  is  9 or  10  feet  feet. 

The  circumference  of  each  hill  is  60  yards. 

The  two  hills  are  about  80  yards  afunder,  and  one 
about  four  yards  from  the  ditch.

The  church  is  a vicarage,  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  is  in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke 
of  Rutland,  and  worth  about  50I.  a year.

The  church  ftands  on  the  North-eaft  fide  of  the  town,  and  has  a bleak  afpe<ft. 
It  confifts  of  a nave,  a chancel,  and  tower  on  the  Weft  end  ; a neat  Gothic  window 
on  the  South  fide.

The  parifli  of  Scalford  lies  about  three  miles  North  of  Melton  Mowbray,  was 
inclofed  in  1766,  and  con  lifts  of  near  2300  acres  of  land.  The  manor  is  faid  to- 
have  been  fucceftively  in  the  hands  of  the  Hobarts,  Shittlewoods,  Cumberley,  and 
is  now  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  who  is  alfo  the  impropriator  and 
principal  proprietor  in  the  parifb.  The  manor-houfe  is  a farm-houle,  fituated  on 
the  North  fide  of  the  town. 

Near  the  church  is  Nether-hall,  formerly  the  property  of  the  Moores;  the  re- 
mains of  it  now  a farm-houfe.

A clofe,  which  yields  yearly  19s.  6d.  to  the  poor,  and  the  intereft  of  a parifli 
flock  of  1 81. 5 and  John  Moore,  of  Scalford,  who  died  in  1728,  out  of  lands  at 
Liddington  in  Rutlandftiire,  gave  7s.  to  be  diftributed  in  bread  by  the  churchwar- 
dens and  overfeers  to  the  poor  attending  fervice  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  the  fame 
on  the  Sunday  after  St.  Thomas’s  day  yearly. 

The  church  confifts  of  a nave  and  two  ailes  embattled,  a large  chancel,  and  a 
very  fmall  North  chancel ; a porch,  over  the  door  of  which  are  three  niches,  and 
one  at  each  corner;  a very  handfome  tower,  with  turrets  at  the  corners,  and  under 
the  embattlements  a cornice  of  quatrefoils. 

In  the  regifter  of  Hofe  is  a memorandum,  that  Scalford  fteeple  fell  down  upon  a 
Tuefday  night,  Jan.  19,  1635  : and  on  the  outfide  of  the  prefent  tower,  under  a 
fhield,  barry  of  fix,  is  1639,  the  year  it  was  re-built.

Mr.  Bartholomew'  Farmer  of  Ratcliff-Cuily, 
was  patron  of  this  church  in  Burton’s  time,  in  which  many  arms  were  then  remain- 
ing. Further  of  this  manor  we  know  nor,  till  a Mr.  Coxon,  we  are  told,  left  it  fome 
years  ago  to  Dr.  Grefley*,  who  refided  here  in  a curious  old  (tone  manflon  near  the 
church.  At  his  death,  his  eldelt  fon,  the  Rev.  William  Grefley,  fucceeded  to  this 
eftate,  who  is  alfo  patron  and  re&or  of  the  valuable  living  here.  The  lunation  is 
pleafant  and  healthy,  and  the  foil  fertile;  agriculture  being  the  principal  fupport 
of  the  inhabitants.  The  Wilkes’s  of  Meafham  T,  amongft  other  opulent  exertions* 
have  a well-eftablilhed  bank  in  this,  village.

The  parifh  of  Sproxton  joins  Saltby  to  the  South,  and  was  inclofed  with  it  in  the 
year  1772.  It  confifts  of  about  2250  acres  of  land,  all,  with  the  manor,  the 
property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland, . except  22  ftnall  freeholds. 

The  church  Rands  high  and  bleak,  at  fome  diftance  from  the  town  ; yet  has  a 
beautiful  profpedl  over  a rich  valley.  It  is  a vicarage,  dedicated  to  Sr.  Maryland 
in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland  ; worth  about  50I.  a year. 

The  ancient  regifler  begins  in  1674. 

In  the  firfi:  complete  twenty  years  are  23  marriages,  132  baptifms,  and  81  burials.

P.  555.  698.  Stathern , a considerable  village  in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir,  fituated 
nearly  in  a South  direction  from  the  caflle,  and  juft  beneath  the  hill,  contains 
about  2000  acres  of  field  land,  with  a few  fmall  inclofures ; and  produces  wheat, 
beans,  and  barley. 

See  two  deeds  amongft  the  deeds  of  the  county  of  Leicefter;  in  the  fir  ft,.  Tho- 
mas de  Roos,  de  Dennefby,  grants  the  manor  of  Stathern,  and  his  lands  here,  and 
in  Herdeby,  to  King  Edward  the  Third,  dated  28th  of  his  reign  ; to  which  deed 
is  a fair  ffiield  of  arms,  on  a fcal  of  red  wax,  of  a fefs  compony,  between  thyee 
water  bougetts,  and  circumscribed,  t(  Sigillum  Thomas  de  Roos.”  The  other 
deed  rdcites  that  that  King  had  fettled  this  on  the  Reward  of  his  houffiold,  and  his 
fucceflbrs,  for  defraying  the  charges  of  his  office. 

The  reftory  is  in  the  prefentation  of  the  Fellows  of  Peter  Houfe,  Cambridge 
who  have  alfo  feveral  copyhold  tenants,  from  whom  they  receive  a fmall  quit-rent. 

There  is  a common  pafture  in  this  pariffi  ; and  thirteen  cottages  have  a right  of 
pafturage  for  a cow,  and  to  feed  five  ffieep  in  the  fallow  field. 

There  is  likewife  a right  of  half  this  value  given  to  what  is  there  called  a toft- 
ftead;  there  are  alfo  many  gardens  belonging  to  the  poorer  dwellings ; but,  notwith- 
Handing  thefe  apparent,  and,  we  ffiould  fuppofe,  real  advantages,  the  poor  of  Sta- 
thern are  no  objects  of  envy  to  the  pooreft  in  the  furrounding  villages. 

There  are  in  this. place  432  inhabitants ; the  number  taken  by  the  laft  perfon 
who  carried  about  bread,  which  was  bequeathed  for  dole ; a cuftom  common 
throughout  this  part  of  England,  and  perhaps  derived  from  the  Latin  dolor,  becaufe 
given  after  funerals ; or  from  the  Saxon  bad  an,  becaufe  dealt  out.  On  Inch  occa- 
sions a fmall  loaf  is  fent  to  every  perfon,  without  any  diftin&ion  of  age  or  circum- 
stances, and  not  to  receive  it  is  a mark  of  peculiar  difrefpeft. 

The  freeholders  of  Stathern  are  33. 

The  pariffi  regifter  begins  in  1367  \ but  many  years  are  omitted,  and  fome  pages 
are  loft. 

The  firft  twenty  which  could  be  fairly  taken  together  give  207  baptifms,  and 
138  burials.  The  laft  twenty  give  298  baptifms,  and  143  baptifms. 

In  the  year  1646  raged  a peftilential  fever,  which  carried  off  fifteen  perfons  in 
about  ten  days,  and  many  more  in  the  fucceeding  month. 

No  re&or’s  name  appears  early  in  the  regifter.  The  firft  which  occurs  is,

About  1697  are  regiflered,  on  a feparate  paper,  the  names  of  feveral  Quakers,, 
a very  prevailing  fed  at  that  period ; and  under  them  fome  perfon,  with  more  bigotry 
than  judgement,  had  written, 

“ Qui  fupra  feripferint  anathemate  magis  quam  fide  digni  ;,r 
to  whom  replied  fome  later  minifler,

The  parifti  church  of  Stathern  is  large,  and  in  excellent  repair.  It  has  a nave 
and  two  ailes,  with  a large  well-built  chancel,  and  a ftrong  tower,  at  the  corners 
of  which  are  four  turrets.  The  roof  is  leaded,  and  that  of  the  chancel  neatly  and 
lately  repaired. 

In  the  tower  are  four  bells,  with  inferiptjons  of  the  common  kind.

Forty  pounds  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Pern,  applied  towards  a fchool  for  the  poor 
children,  which  is  kept  in  a feparated  part  of  the  chancel. 

There  is  but  one  monumental  infcription  in  the  church  ; this  is  that  of  .a  reftor, 
who  appears  to  have  merited  the  high  character  there  given  to  him. 

On  the  North  fide  of  the  chancel,  a black  marble,  with  a border  of  dove*coloui;# 
has  the  following  infcription  :

In  the  lafl:  century  it  was  the  property  of  M.  de  La  Fountaine.  It  has  palled 
through  many  hands  fince,  and  is  now  in  the  pofifeflion  of  about  24  freeholders. 
A part  of  the  eftate,  with  the  manor  and  patronage  of  the  living,  are  now  veiled  in 
the  Duke  of  Rutland  by  purchafe. 

The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  is  a vicarage,  and  worth  about  50 1.  a year. 
It  is  a neat  Gothic  building,  having  a nave,  two  ailes,  a chancel,  and  an  embattled 
South  porch.  At  the  Welt  end  of  the  nave  is  a tower,  of  fine  ftone ; under  the 
embattlements  of  which  is  a cornice  of  quatrefoils,  and  turrets  on  each  corner,' 

Over  the  chancel  door,  on  a ihield,  is  E.  S.  F,  1667. 

In  the  tower  are  three  bells,  with  the  following  infcriptions: 

1.  “ Omnia  fiant  ad  gloriarn  Dei.  1626.” 

2.  “ Fiat  h^c  Campana,  beata  facra  Trinitate.” 

3.  “ Thomas  Hedderley,  founder,  Nottingham.  1761.

P.  337.  535.  700.  As  early  as  12  Henry  IV.  we  find  John  Brown  was  feifed  of  the 
manor  of  Stretton . in  the  following  year,  a releafe  was  made  by  Margaret,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  John  de  Stretton,  unto  John,  fon  of  John  de  Findern,  of  all  right  and 
title  in  this  manor,  and  in  the  advowfon  of  the  church.  Walter  Blount  Lord 
Montjoy,  was  Lord  of  this  manor  in  14th  of  Edward  IV.  It  has  been  long  the  in- 
heritance of  the  Browns,  whofe  feat  here  is  a very  refpe&able  old  building  of  brick. 
The  late  Mr.  Brown,  leaving  no  iflue,  bequeathed  his  eftate  to  his  nephew,  John 
Cave,  Efq.  who  took  the  name  of  Browne,  and  married  Mifs  Aftley,  niece  to  the 
Rev.  William  Aftley,  many  years  head-mafter  of  Repton  fchool,  and  redlor  of 
Hartfhorn,  by  whom  he  has  a numerous  family.  To  the  North-weft  he  has  added 
a very  commodious  ftone  building.  The  church,  cf  which  he  is  patron,  and  James 
Chambers  redlor,  is  pleafingly  lituated  on  an  eminence  by  the  houfe,  and  pic- 
turefquely  wooded,  forming  altogether  a delightful  group  to  the  county  around*.

The  monument  of  Sir  William  Roberts  *,  mentioned  in  p.  895,  is  haflening  faft 
to  decay.  The  infcription  on  one  fide  is  entirely  broken  off;  and  the  hands  and 
feet  of  the  knight  are  perifhing. 

The  farm  out  of  which  the  annuity  to  the  poor  is  paid  is  fituated  at  Barwell,  and 
Was  once  rented  by  the  Onebys.  It  lets  now  for  90I.  a year* 

The  ftipend  to  the  poor,  by  dedudting  the  land  tax,  is  only  24I.  a year. 

On  the  front  of  the  hall-houfe,  now  called  Mafon's  Farm  (of  which  a view  is  given 
in  Plate  LIX.),  are  the  arms  of  Roberts,  with  W.  R.  1613.  K.  R.  And  on  the  pe- 
defials  of  the  four  pillars  are  carved  the  creft  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  figures  of 
Hercules  and  Minerva,  with  a crown  and  double  rofe. — In  the  kitchen  window  are 
the  arms  of  Roberts,  impaling,  Argent,  on  a flank  Gules,  fix  crofs  crofslets  Or. 

The  value  of  Mr.  May’s  eflate  in  this  town,  in  1724,  was  226I.  per  annum,  and 
Was  then  fuppofed  to  be  worth  26  years  purchafe,  including  the  manor.  The 
Ambion  clofe , and  others,  called  The  Twinter , are  mentioned  in  the  Particulars. 

The  arms  of  Galfrid  May  (fee  p.  893)  Gules,  a fefs  between  eight  billets  Or, 
are  engraved  in  Plate  L.  p.  979.  fig.  8 f.  Creft,  out  of  a ducal  coronet  a lion’s  head 
erafed  Gules-. 

The  common  field  of  Sutton  remains  ftill  uninclofed. 

Stoke  Golding  was  inclofed  in  1584 ; and  Shenton  in  1646. 

P;  537.  700.  The  manor  of  Swebjlon  anciently  belonged  to  the  Charnels.  Robert 
Bakewell,  Efq.  has  now  confiderable  property  here,  and  at  prefent  refides  in  the 
parifli.  Two  maiden  ladies  of  the  fame  name,  who  are  diftant  relations,  have  aifo 
an  eflate  and  refidence  here.  - Sir  William  Cockaine,  knight,  was  patron  in  Burton’s 
time  ; but  the  Charnels  of  Snareflon  lately  prefented  a Mr.  Oliver ; Mr.  Bilio  being 
the  preceding  incumbent,  who  was  alfo  reftor  of  Lutterworth.

The  old  deeds  of  this  monaftery  came  to  the  family  of  Style,  of  Langleys,  in 
Kent,  after  the  death  of  Sir  Humfry  Style,  in  the  year  16  . . without  iflue,  and 

Elvvill,  Efq.  or  Sir  John  Elwill,  gave  them  to  John  Hare,  Richmond  Herald ; 

who  gave  them  by  will  to  the  corporation  of  King’s  Heralds  and  Purfuivants  of 
Arms,  A.  D.  1720;  but  before  that  time  he  gave  to  me,  Peter  Le  Neve,  Norroy, 
fome  few  Deeds  relating  thereto,  fcilicet,  two  of  William  de  Ferrers,  Knight,  of 
lands  in  the  wafte  of  Charnewode  foreft,  to  Richard  Nowell,  which  Nowell  after 
gave  to  Ulvefcroft ; one  of  William  de  Ferrariis ; another  of  W.  de  Ferrariis,  fon  of 
Sir  William,  of  releafe  of  rents  due  to  him  for  lands  to  Robert  prior  of  LTlvefcrofu. 

Fridifwyde  Strelly,  gentleman  of  the  privy  chamber  to  Queen  Mary,  paid  20I. 
rent  yearly  for  the  priory  of  Ulvefcroft  in  4 and  5 of  Philip  and  Mary,  as  appears 
by  a quietus  in  the  pofTeffion  of  me  Peter  Le  Neve,  Norroy. 

It  was  afterwards  poffefled  by  Robert  Pefchale,  of  Ecclefhall,  in  com  Staff. 
Efq.  who,  by  deed,  dated  28  and  30  March,  in  the  12th  year  of  King  James  the 
Firft  (called  of  Blorepipe  in  Staff.  Efq.)  fettled  it  on  Sir  John  Levefon,  of  Haling 
in  Kent,  Knight,  and  Robert  Broon,  of  Walcote,  Norchamptonihire,  Efq.  with 

capital  meffuages  in  Ecclefhall,  called and  lands  in  Ecclefhall  and  Crox- 

ton,  Staff,  in  truft  for  Sir  Robert  Bofvile,  of  Eynsford,  in  Kent,  Knight,  for 
life;  after  to  Dame  Elizabeth  Bofvile,  if  living;  if  not,  to  Charles  Bofvile  their 
fon,  if  living  ; after  to  Rachel,  daughter. 

See  an  indenture  dated  . . . day  of in  the  20th  of  King  James  I.  and  a 

fchedule  annexed,  whereby  this  priory,  and  many  lands  in  Ecclefhall,  and  other 
towns  in  S t afford lh ire,  are  delivered  to  Lady  Elizabeth  Bofvile.

Waltham  on  the  Wolds  * is  a confiderable  village,  fituated 
upon  the  turnpike  road  which  leads  from  Grantham  to  Leicefter.  It  is  fix  miles 
from  Melton  Mowbray,  and  nine  from  Grantham.  The  land  is  inclofed,  and  con- 
tains about  2400  acres. 

The  Duke  of  Rutland  is  lord  of  the  manor,  patron  of  the  reHory  (which  is 
worth  about  300I.  a year),  and  owner  of  far  the  greatefl  part  of  the  parifii. 

The  parifli  register  began  in  1564  ; and  gives,  for  twenty  years  from  that  time, 
I94.baptifms,  and  46  burials.  The  lad  twenty  years,  ending  in  1788,  have  a 
remarkable,  and  almofl  lingular  coincidence,  viz.  192  baptifms,  and  146  burials.

The  church  is  large,  and  apparently  a very  ancient  building,  containing  a nave 
and  two  ailes.  The  tower,  with  a pinnacle,  Hands  between  the  nave  and  chan- 
cel, which  latter  is  very  large,  and  has  feats  round  it,  with  a communion  table 
in  the  middle.  Under  the  feats  grow  in  the  mctft  flourilhing  condition  large  quan- 
tities of  the  afplenium  fcolopendrium , or  hart’s-tongue,  though  none  of  this  plant 
can  be  traced  without  the  walls,  or  about  the  town. 

All  over  the  chancel  are  Hones,  whofe  infcriptions  are  worn  out,  except  a few 
faint  traces  of  Saxon  charaHers ; one  of  thefe,  in  the  centre  of  the  chancel,  is  twelve 
feet  long,  and  feven  wide  ; it  feems  to  have  five  borders,  filled  with  characters,  now 
illegible,  fomething  like  the  lines  in  Plate  LXI.  fig.  3.  The  infcription  was  evi- 
dently continued  through  all  the  borders;  but  cannot  be  traced,  except  by  a few 
marks,  and  here  and  there  a letter  or  two. 

In  the  tower  are  five  bells.

Azure  fix  martlets  Or,  3.  2.  and  1.  of  whom  there  are  Come  monuments  in  the 
church;  and  clofe  adjacent  are  the  relicks  of  their  old  fortified  manfion,  (unrounded 
by  a moat.  This  place  is  diftinguifhed  by  two  parts,  the  one,  which  we  have  been 
fpeaking  of,  being  called  Appleby  Magna , the  other  Appleby  Parva.  In  this  latter 
(lands  a large  handfome  free-fchool,  founded  by  Sir  John  Moore,  Knight,  1697. 
Sir  Chriflopher  Wren  was  the  architect.  The  principal  family  now  living  in  this 
village  are  the  defendants  of  the  (aid  founder,  who  bear  the  fame  arms,  viz. 
Argent,  three  greyhounds  Sable,  with  collars  Gules,  on  a canton  Gules,  a lion 
paffant  Or.  About  two  miles  from  hence  we  approach  a fmall  traft  of  common, 
where  the  four  counties  interfefl  each  other,  viz.  Leicefterlhire,  berbyftiire,  War- 
wickfhire,  and  Stafford  (hi  re.  Here  feems  to  be  no  exadt  boundary  of  property, 
and  the  name  of  this  fpot  carries  with  it  a doubtful  fignification  ; and  whether  it 
(hould  be  Gncmon , or  A Jo  Man's  Iieatb,  we  are  not  certain  ; the  former  pointing 
towards  the  peculiar  place,  the  latter  fignifying  an  extra-parochial  fpot.  From  this 
fpot  we  have  a rich  and  pleafant  view  of  feven  fpire  churches.  The  country  is  here 
a fine  champain,  principally  of  corn  land*.

John  of  Woodford' f,  the  age  or  that  he  palled  out  of  this 
world.  Was  five  fcore  years  and  leven ; and  he  was  a gentleman’s  fon  befide  Sail f- 
bury,  and  came  unto  Melton  'Mowbray , and  wedded  a merchant’s  daughter  there, 
End  his  heir;  and  he  purchafed  divers  lifeholds  in  Melton  aforefaid^  and  in  Bren- 
tyngby,  Burton  Sancli  Lazari , Thorp-Arnold,  and  Wyverdeby , as  it  appeareth  and 
fiieweth  in  this  true  Regiftrar,  that  followeth  the  faid  purchafes  both  by  fine  and 
deed. 

Firft  is  for  to  wit,  how  the  aforefaid  John  of  Woodford  purchafed  the  manor  of 
Brentingby  of  a knight,  called  Sir  John  Nevill \ th£  which  Sir  John  Nevill  and  his 
anceftors  were  poflefied  in  the  faid  manor  lineally  time  out  of  mind,  and  of  the 
arms  that  belong  to  the  faid  manor  ; that  is  to  fay,  he  beareth  Sable  the  field,  and 
3 fleurs  de  luce  Argent,  returned  into  3 leopards  heads  Gules.  And  in  this  fame 
coat  of  armour  was  this  fame  John  of  Woodford  with  King  Edward  at  the  getting 
of  Calais,  and  at  the  taking  of  the  King  of  France  at  the  battle  of  Poyters  ; and  the 
faid  John  of  -Woodford  was  nine  years  blind  or  ever  he  palled  out  of  this  world. 
He  lies  buried  at  Thorp- Arnold  near  Melton ; on  whofe  foul  Almighty  God  have 
mercy  and  pity.  Amen. 

The  aforefaid  John  of  Woodford  purchafed  to  him  and  his  heirs,  in  fee  fimple, 
of  the  aforefaid  Sir  John  Nevill,  the  manor  of  Brentyngby,  and  eight  ir  elTuages, 
and  twa  tofts,  a windmill,  two  plovvlands,  and  five  yardland,  and  fix  and  thirty 
acres  meadow,  four-pence  halfpenny  of  free  rent,  and  a farthing. of  free  rent,  and 
a pair  of  gloves,  with  a pound  of  cummin,  homage  and  fealty,  ward  and  mar- 
riage, whea  it  happeneth  he  dieth  after  any  of  the  faid  freeholders.  And  alfo  the 
faid  freeholders  fhall,  after  their-  deceafe,  pay  to  the  heirs  of  the  manor  of  Bren- 
tingby the  bell  bealt  that  they  have,  in  the  name  cf  an  herriot ; and  that  Ilia  11  be 
chofen  by  the  heirs  of  the  manor  of  Brentingby  forefaid,  before  their  principal  or 
any  other  bequeft. 

Here  i$  a copy  of  a fine  of  the  pur  chafe  of  the  manor  of  Brentyngby  by  John 
of  Woodford,  in  the  eleventh  year'of  the  reign  of  the  Middle  Edward,  at  Weft- 
minfier,  in  the  Utas  of  St.  John  the  Bapfifl,  before  William  Barford  and  Gilbert 
Rowbery,  and  other  jufiices,  as  appears  by  the  fine  following  :

Here  may  ye  fee  and  truly  underftand,  how  that  Roger  Brabazon, 
a man  of  law,  and  after  he  was  Chief  Juftice  of  England,  and  wedded  Beatrix,  the 
daughter  of  John  of  Sproxton ; and  fhe  was  heir  to  John  of  Sproxton,  that  was 
another  man  of  law ; and  after  the  deceafe  of  the  faid  John  of  Sproxton,  her  fa- 
ther, fne  was  heir  to  the  faid  Roger  Brabazon,  her  hufband  ; and  fhe  made  a feoff- 
ment by  fine  to  William  of  Sadyngton,  cofm  to  Sir  Roger  Brabefton  : for  he  enfe- 
offed the  faid  William  in  all  his  purchafed  land  wherefoever  he  purchafed  any 
lands  or  tenements  in  any  county  of  England  ; and  fo  the  aforefaid  Roger  and 
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Beatrice  his  wife  enfeoffed  the  faid  William  Sadyngton  in  all  the  lands  and  tene- 
ments that  the  faid  Sir  Roger  and  Beatrice  his  wife  had. in  Sproxton,  by  the  right 
of  her  father  John  Sproxton ; and  that  Alice,  the  wife"  of  the  faid  John 
Sproxton,  held  during  the  time  of  her  life  by  name  of  her  dowry,  as  may  be  feen 
by  a fine  that  follows.  And  afterwards  the  faid  William  Sadyngtori  enfeoffed  the 
faid  Sir  Roger  Brabazon  in  all  the  faid  lands  and  tenements  in  Sproxton  to  him  and 
to  his  heirs  in  fee  fimpie  : and  the  faid  Sir  Roger  gave  the  faid  manor  of  Sproxton 
to  William  Brabeflon  his  nephew.  And  though  the  faid  Sir  Roger  Brabetton  had 
not  given  it  to  William  his  nephew,,  the  find  William  had  been  his  next  heir  to  the 
faid  Sir  Roger  Brabazon  by  the  remainder  in  fee  fimpie,  for  he  was  his  e!deff  bro- 
ther’s fon  : and  fo  the  faid  manor  of  Sproxton  Bands  in  fee  fimpie  to  Sir  Robert 
of  Woodford  ; for  he  is  right  heir  to  the  eider  brother  of  Sir  Roger  Brahatton, 
that  was  called  Sir  William  Brabafone,  as  it  was  (hewed  in  this  fine  that  foiloweth. 

A fine,  between  William  de  Sadyngton  querentem,  and  Roger  Brabafon  defend, 
before  mentioned,  patted  at  Wettininfter,  anno  25  Edw.  fib  R.  Henrici. 

Agnes  the  wife  of  John  Caltoft,  and  Ifabeli  wife  to  John  of  Melton,  fitter?, 
claiming  to  be  heirs  to  the  manor  of  Sproxton,  releafe  to  Sir  Roger  Brabafon,  his 
heirs  and  attigns,  all  right  and  claim  to  the  aforefaid  manor  and  its  appurtenances, 
on  the  confideration  of  200  marks  of  money,  to  them  paid  by  the  faid  Sir  Roger 
Brabazon,  anno  31  Edw.  fil.  R.  Henrici,  by  a fine  palled. 


Here  mayett  thou  fee  and  truly  underttand,  how  that  Sir  Roger  Brabazon  pur- 
chafed  ten  pound  worth  of  land  in  Weft  Allyngton*  > befide  the  abbey  of  Newbo , and  gave 
to  that  fame  abbey  the  faid  ten  pound  worth  of  land  in  perpetual  alms.  And  then 
Frere  William  Allyngton,  at  that  time  Handing  abbot,  and  the  convent  of  the  houfe, 
have  granted  to  the  fame  Sir  Roger,  and  to  Beatrice  his  wife,  for  them  and  for 
their  fucceffors  for  evermore,  for  to  find  of  the  cotts  of  the  fame  houfe  a convers- 
able chanoin,  faying  a mafs  daily  for  the  foul  of  the  faid  Sir  Roger,  and  for  the 
foul  of  Dame  Beatrice,  fometime  his  wife,  and  for  the  fouls  of  all  his  kindred, 
his  ancettors,  his  fucceffors,  of  them  and  of  all  Cbrittian  fouls ; and  alfo  for  to 
fing  and  to  fay  full  fervice  in  the  choir,  for  the  obit  yearly  of  Dame  Beatrice, 
fometime  his  wife,  that  died  the  1 6th  day  of  March.  And  alfo  in  the  fame  man- 
ner the  faid  abbot  and  convent  granted  for  evermore,  for  to  keep  the  year-dav  of 
the  faid  Sir  Roger  what  time  that  he  is  deceafed,  with  Placebo  and  Dirige  in  the  choir 
folemnly.  And  all  covenants  and  grams  of  the  abbot,  for  him  and  for  his  fuc- 
ceffors  for  evermore,  truly,  and  yearly,  and  daily,  for  to  be  kept,  the  faid  abbot  was 
bounden  and  fworn,  in  the  oath  of  a priett,  and  in  the  word  of  God,  that  this  mafs 
and  this  obit  Ihould  be  truly  kept.  And  upon  this  the  faid  abbot  and  his  convent, 
that  were  prietts  at  that  time,  lwore  by  the  facramenr,  and  received  it.  And  fo 
by  the  faid  abbot  and  convent  it  was  at  that  time  granted,  that  all  their  fucceffors 
Ihould  do  the  fame  oath  to  the  end  of  the  world,  as  thou  mayett  fee  by  this  deed 
of  the  abbot  and  convent

t Then  foiloweth  the  deed,  fealed  with  the  Chapter-feal,  but  without  date. 
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The  manor  of  Sproxton,  with  the  appurtenances  there,  are  held  of  the  Prince  of 
E gland,  by  knight’s  fervice,  as  of  his  Honour  of  Huntingdon  ; and  therefore  John 
of  Woodford  was  his  ward  during  his  nonage,  as  you  may  underftand  by  this  in- 
denture, made  between  the  Prince  and  John  Boteler,  that  bought  the  wardfhip  of 
the  fa  id  John  of  Woodford. 

This  indenture,  dated  Feb.  *6,  anno  44  Edward  III,  fiipulates,  that  John  Boteler 
fhall  pay  to  the  Prince,  for  this  wardfhip  and  marriage,  /40.  at  Sr.  John’s  Nativity  ; 
and  £40.  al [eft  de  No-well ; and  afterwards  /20.  each  half-year  ; but  that  if,  in  due 
course  of  law,  it  {hall  be  proved  agairifl  the  Prince’s  title  to  the  faid  wardfhip  or 
marriage,  that  then  fitch  of  the  fums  of  /'40.  and  £40.  /To.  and  /20.  as  may 
have  been  paid  in,  fhall  be  returned  to  the  faid  John  Boteler. 

The  manor  of  Sproxton  is  held,  by  knight’s  fervice,  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  in 
right  of  his  Honour  of  Huntingdon  *,  and  Sir  John  Brabazon  did  homage  for  it  to 
Prince  Edward,  as  appears  by  the  letter  pf  homage,  done  27  Jan.  anno  24  Edw.  III. 

Edward  Prince  of  Wales  grants  by  patent  to  William'  Purefoy,  Roger  le  Grefiey 
the  younger,  and  John  Boteler,  the  wardfhip  of  the  lands  and  tenements  of  the 
aforefaid  John  of  Woodford,  for  the  yearly  referved  rent  of  /40.  per  annumy  Oft.  1, 
anno  44  Edward  HI. 

King  Richard  the  Second  fent  down  his  writ  to  Thomas  Hore,  efeheator  of  Lei- 
cefferfhire,  to  deliver  to  John  of  Woodford,  fon  and  heir  of  William  of  Wood- 
ford his  father,  feifin  and  pofTeflion  of  the  manor  of  Sproxton,  with  its  appurte* 
mnees,  having  been  feized  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Prince  of  Wales,  in  right  of 
the  Honour  of  Huntingdon,  and  now,  upon  his  having  proved  his  age,  releafed, 
anno  3 Richard  III.  May  n. 

A writ  of  Chancery  to  Thomas  Hore,  efeheator  of  Le  ice  Her  (hire,  to  enquire  if 
John  of  Woodford  were  of  the  full  age  of  21,  Hating,  that  be  was  born  at  Bren- 
tyngby,  and  baptized  at  Wivordby  church,  dated  Jan.  20,  anno  3 Richard  II, 

A fine  between  William  de  Brabazon,  plaintiff,  (per  Robert . de  Sadyngton  pofitum 
loco  fuo  ad  lucrandum  et  perdendum ),  and  Roger  le  Brett,  of  Cofion,  and  Agnes  his, 
wife,  defendants ; making  over,  for  the  confideration  of  40  marks  of  filver  to  them 
paid,  to  the  faid  William,  the  reverfion  of  two  meffuages,  three  ox-gangs  and  an 
half  of  land,  after  the  deceafe  of  Sir  William  Whytton,  prieft,  in  Sproxton,  anno 
16  Edward  II.

William,  fon  of  James  Arneys,  clerk,  conveys  to  Euftace  Foil  veil,  in  fee  Ample, 
for  evermore,  two  places  and  a yard  of  land,  and  an  ox-gang  and  an  half  of  land, 
in  Sproxton,  anno  4 Edward  IT.  to  whom  Sir  Robert  Woodford  is  heir,  by  the 
right  of  Sir  John  Brabanfon,  Knight,  his  ancestor. 

John  Lentle  and  Albreda  his  wife  were  bounden  in  the  fum  of  40  marks  to  Sir 
John  Brabanfon,  to  make  a feoffment  by  Ane  to  the  faid  Sir  John,  in  fee  Ample,  of 
all  the  lands  that  he  had,  and  Albreda  his  wife  had,  in  Sproxton.  No  date. 

John  Lentle  and  Albreda  his  wife  gave  to  John  Brabanzon,  of  Sproxton,  all 
the  lands  and  tenements  the  which  they  had  within  the  town  of  Sproxton  and 
without,  with  all  their  appurtenances,  anna  ,i  1 Edward  III. 

Ralph,  redtor  of  Garthorpe,  and  Henry  of  Hereby,  prieff,  make  over  to  John 
Brabanzon,  Knight,  and  to  Maude  his  wife,  and  to  the  heirs  and  afligns  of  the  faid 
John,  three  meffuages  and  three  roods  of  land,  and  an  ox-gang  and  half  of  arable, 
&c.  in  Sproxton,  to  the  value  of  feven  marks  (extentyd)  in  yearly  rent,  anno 
35  Edward  III. 

William  Brabanfon  makes  over  to  John  his  fon,  his  heirs  and  afiigns  for  ever, 
a meffuage  and  half  a yard-land,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Kyleby,  anno 
7 Edward  III. 

Sir  William  Brabanfon,  Knight,  makes  John  of  Welleborn,  his  attorney,  to  de- 
liver feifin,  in  his  name,  to  John,  fon  of  the  faid  Sir  William,  in  two  meffuages  and

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grace,  gave  leave  to  our  well-beloved  in  Chrift,  Roger  Brabanzon,  and  Beatrice  his 
wife,  that  they  might  enfeoff  John  of  Melton,  and  Ifabell  his  wife,  and  John  of 
Caltoft,  and  Agnes  his  wife,  in  the  manner  of  Weft  Athelyngton,  with  its  appur- 
tenances. The  patent  dated  Nov.  24,  anno  25  Edward. 

Here  may  ye  fee  hew  chat  Thomas  Hampton,  feodary  of  the  Lord  Henry  Prince 
of  Wales,  received  of  Robert  of  Woodford,  now  Knight,  by  the  hands  of  John 
Boteler,  of  Ey tori,. -fifty  IhiI.Iin.gs.  for  a relief  of  the  fame  Robert,  for  an  half 
knight's  fee  in  Sproxton,  which  the  fame  Sir  Robert  of  him  holds  by  knight's  fer- 
vice,  anno  9 Henry  IV. 

And  how  that  Prince  Edward  took  the  fuit  of  Dame  Jane  Brabanzon,  the  wife 
of  Sm  William  Brabanzon,  for  the  manor  of  Sproxton,  that  is  holden  of  the  faid 
Prince  by  knight's  lervice.

Sir  Robert  of  Woodford,  Knight,  was  feifed  in  his  lord fhip  as  of  fee  of  a mef- 
fuage,  and  a yard-land,  and  the  fourth  part  of  a yard-land,  and  of  a croft  in 
Sproxton,  as  per  releafe  of  Sir  Richard  Broun-,  attefted,  without  date.

Here  is  a remembrance,  that  the  abbot  of  Croxton  fhewed  at  a daynge  th at  Sir 
Robert  Woodford,  Knight,  held  with  him  at  Saitby,  for  divers  claims  of  things  as- 
the  faid  Sir  Robert  claimed  of  him  for  to  be  done,  to  wit,  homage  and  fealty,  and 
two  chanons  yearly  and  daily  perpetually,  for  to  be  cachant  and  levand  in  their 
dortur  and  grange  of  Sproxron  ; and  faying  mafs  and  divers  things  in  the  kirke  of 
Sproxton  ; and  that  for  to  be  done  truly,  Sir  John  of  Sproxton,  Lord  of  the  fame 
town,  gave  unto  the  abbey  a place  and  four  cottages,  and  five  yard-land,  and  two 
parts  of  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Sproxton,  and  certain  paflure  to  his  oxen, 
called  the  Ox-pafture  ; ana  common  in  the  paflure  of  Sproxton  tor  200  fheep  ; and 
with  this  condition,  that  if  there- were  any  more  fheep  of  the  abbey  found  within 
that  lord tliip  of  Sproxton,  that  Sir  John  of  Sproxton,  Knight,  and  his  heirs  and  his 
affigns,  Ihoula  take  all  the  fheep  found  in  that  paflure  of  the  faid  abbey  over  200, 


to  take  them  to  the  kitchen,  and  eat  them,  and  do  with  them  that  them  liked  ; as 
thou  mayefl  fee  in  the  deed  that  Sir  John  of  Sproxton  gave  unto  the  abbey  the 
faid  place  and  four  cottages,  with  five  yard-land,  and  two  parts  of  the  advowfon  of 
the  kirk  of  Sproxton ; the  which  deed  they  will  not  fhew,  becaufe  they  wifi  not 
do  their  true  fuit  that  was  their  covenant  and  their  charge  when  it  was  hr  ft  given 


them 
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them  in  perpetual  alms,  and  for  the  fuit  that  is  comprehended  in  their  deed  ; of 
which  the  copy  follows. 

Sir  John  of  Sproxton’s  deed  of  donation  to  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Croxton  ; 
attefled,  no  date. 

Alfo  Sir  John  Efion,  then  abbot  of  Croxton,  fhewed  a deed  of  confirmation  by 
Sir  William  Brewys,  Knight,  and  Earl  of  Garrick  and  of  Huntingdon  *,  of  the  afore- 
faid, gift,  that  Sir  John  of  Sproxton  had  given  unto  the  abbey,  and  gave  them  more 
number  of  beafls  and  cattle  than  Sir  John  of  Sproxton  did  : but  his  grant  was 
nought,  nor  is  nouzt  for  he  had  no  manner  of  land  nor  tenement  in  the  town,  nor 
in  the  field  ; and  fo  might  he  in  no  wife  grant  a common  of  paflure  ; and  fo  they 
{hall  never  have  common  of  paflure  for  his  deed  of  confirmation  ; for  he  was  no  -f 
but  chief  lord,  as  the  Prince  is  now  ; and  all  the  lordfhip  of  Sproxton  holden  of  the 
faid  Earl  of  Carrick  and  of  Huntingdon  by  knight's  fervice  ; and  this  was  proved 
at  Saltby,  at  a day  that  was  taken  between  the  abbot  and  me,  and  our  counl'el  for 
evermore.  And  here  is  a note  of  the  confirmation  of  the  Earl  of  Carrick  and  of 
Huntingdon,  chief  lord,  and  not  lord  in  mefne;  and  in  his  grant  of  common  of 
paflure  was  urged  nought  for  the  abbot,  as  ye  fee  here  in  this  note  that  follows* 
William  Brewys,  Earl  of  Carrick  and  Huntingdon,  his  <s  Charta  confirmationis 
“ doni  Domini  John  Sproxton  abbati  et  conventui  de  Croxton.” 

A fine,  paffed  anno  20  Edward  II.  between  Beatrice  Marcell,  on  the  one  part, 
^nd  Roger  Brabanzon  and  Beatrice  his  wife,  confirming  to  the  latter  the  right  to 
half  a yard-land,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Kyleby. 

Sir  Robert  of  Woodford,  Knight,  and  Lord  of  Sproxton,  hath  given,  and  for 
evermore  hath  releafed  with  warrant,  to  the  abbot  of  Croxton,  and  to  his  fucceffors, 
all  the  right  that  the  faid  Sir  Robert  had,  or  by  any  title  of  right  might  have,  in 
all  that  entry,  iiv  length  and  in  breadth,  as  it  lies  before  the  gates  of  the  Grange  of 
the  abbots  of  Croxton  •,  for  which  grant  the  aforefaid  abbot  and  the  convent  have 
granted  and  promifed  with  the  oath  of  priefthood,  that  is,  verbum  Deiy  that  the 
laid  Sir  Robert  Woodford,  and  Dame  Ifabell  his  wife,  (hall  be  in  all  their  fpecial 
prayers,  and  yearly  to  the  end  of  the  world  to  keep  their  obit-day  with  Placebo 
and  Dirige , ahd  a mafs  in  their  quire  folemnly,  as  appears  from  the  following  article  : 
A releafe  of  Sir  Robert  Woodford  of  the  above  premifes,  and  the  reciprocal  en- 
gagement of  the  abbot  and  convent.  No  date. 

A charter  of  King  Edward  the  Third,  reciting  a charter  of  King  Henry  III. 
proavi  lui,  anno  18,  reciting  and  confirming  the  liberties  and  franchiles  that  the 
tenants  that  holden  of  the  Prince  of  England  have,  and  fhould  have,  by  right  and 
holden  of  him,  as  of  the  Honour  of  Huntingdon,  by  knight’s  fervice,  as  Sir  Robert 
of  Woodford  likewife  does  in  all  his  lordfhip  of  Sproxton,  and  in  Afnby  Folvill, 
and  alio  his  anceffors  out  of  time  of  mind.

faid  Roger  and  Beatrice  his  wife  enfeoffed  by  the  fame  fine  Roger  Seddyngton  in 
the  manor  of  Sproxton,  in  fee  fimple,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  him  and  to  his 
heirs  for  evermore.  And  as  thou  fhall  truly  underftand  and  know  that  the  faid  Sir 
Roger  Brabanzon  wedded  Beatrice,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  John  of  Sproxton, 
Knight,  by  a deed  of  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Newbo,  how  they  are  bounden 
perpetually  for  to  find  a chanon  daily  to  fay  mafs,  and  other  divine  fervice,  to  the 
end  of  the  world,  for  the  fouls  of  the  faid  Sir  Roger  Brabanzon  and  Dame  Beatrice 
his  wife,  and  all  their  anceftors,  and  heirs  and  fucceffois,  and  for  all  Chriftian  fouls. 
And  the  faid  Sir  Roger  and  Beatrice  his  wife  had  iffue  together  William  Brabanzon; 
and  William  Brabanzon  had  iffue  John  Brabanzon,  Knight;  and  John  Brabanzon 
had  iffue  a daughter  Joanna,  heir  to  the  faid  Sir  John  Brabanzon  her  father,  of 
the  lordfhip  of  Sproxton,  in  fee  fimple  ; and  then  after  William  of  Woodford,  of 
Brentyngby,  wedded  the  faid  Joanna,  daughter  and  heir  to  the  faid  Sir  John  Bra- 
banzon, Knight,  and  had  iffue  John  of  Woodford,  Efquire,  of  Brentyngby ; and 
the  faid  John  of  Woodford,  by  Mabiile  his  wife,  daughter  to  Geoffrey  Folvill  and 
heir,  had  iffue  Sir  Robert  of  Woodford  that  now  is ; and  the  faid  Sir  Robert  of 
Woodford,  by  Ifabell  his  wife,  and  daughter  to  Sir  William  Neville,  Knight,  and  of 
Dame  Elizabeth  his  wife,  had  iffue  divers  fons  and  daughters,  as  now  is  well  known.

Maroye  de  Folville  gave,  of  confent  of  Euftace  His  heir,  three  acres  of  meadow 
land  in  Afhby,  to  his  fon  John,  his  heirs  and  afiigns ; attefted,  no  date. 

A fine,  anno  12  Edward  I.  of  a yearly  rent  of  five  fhilliogs  by  the  year,  to  the 
houfe  and  priory  of  Nun  Eaton,  in  lieu  of  a debt  in  arrear  of  fix  marks  due  to  the 
priorefs  and  abbey  from  John  de  Folvill,  and  remitted  under  this  agreement. 

Sir  Euftace  Folvill  purchafes  of  Richard  of  Flixthorp,  and  Margery  his  wife, 
daughter  to  Sir  Euftace,  a toft  called  Vengardyn* > with  its  appurtenances,  adjoining 
to  the  manor  of  Sir  Euftace,  in  the  town  of  Tye  j-,  lately  received  in  free  marriage 
with  his  Wife  Margery,  in  perpetual  exchange  for  two  acres  of  meadow  in  the 
meadow  of  Tye,  adjoining  to  his  meadow  land  in.

Sir  Euftace  Folvill  had  a daughter  called  Anny,  wedded  to  Geoffrey  of  Melton, 
and  Lord  of  Melton,  in  Borough  Sokyn  ; and  the  faid  Sir  Euftace  Folvill  gave 
her  in  free  marriage  to  the  faid  Sir  Geoffrey  of  Melton,  and  Ann  his  daughter  a 
metfuage  and  certain  yard-lands  in  Tye,  in  free  marriage;  and  they  had  iffue  a 
daughter,  Janette,  wedded  to  Alexander  Lucas,  a burgefs  of  Stamford;  and  (he 
aliened  this  fame  land  to  Sir  John  Folvill,  Sir  Euftace  Folvill’s  fon,  and  his  heir, 
anno  31  Edward  III.

ther;  and  the  faid  Sir  John  Folvill  and  Mabille  his  wife  had  iffue  a daughter,

And  ye  (hall  truly  underftand,  that  Sir  John  Folvill,  firft  fon  of  Mabille  before- 
faid,  had  never  iffue;  neverthelefs  he  wedded  an  old  ancient  lady  of  Yorklhite, 
that  was  the  wife  of  the  Lord  Marmion,  and  he  might  difpend  yearly  by  her  700 
marks,  and  they  kept  a worthy  houlhold  and  a great  at  Afhby  Folvill ; and  the  faid 
Sir  John  was  a knight  of  the  good  Duke’s  of  Lancafter ; and  the  faid  Duke  would 
come  and1  lie  at  the  faid  Sir  John’s,  at  Afhby  Folvill,  many  divers  times  when  it

A copy  of  the  tail,  and  another 
tail  that  was  made  by  Sir  William  Cade,  of  Baryfby,  and  Sir  Richard  Sligh,  of 
Melton  Mowbray,  priefts,  feoffees  in  the  manor  of  Afhby  Folvill,  and  Newboult 
Folvill,  and  in  the  manor  of  Tye  Folvill,  with  the  advowfon,  and  all  the  appurte- 
nance ; and  the  faid  feoffees  enfeoffed  Geoffrey  Folvill  and  Ifabell  his  wife,  and  to 
their  heirs  between  the  faid  Geoffrey  and  Ifabell  lawfully  begotten,  as  ye  may  fee 
and  truly  underftand  in  the  true  deeds  of  entaille  made  by  the  feoffees  abovefaid ; 
and  fo  the  manor  of  Tye  is  unlawfully,  againft  the  form  of  the  tailles  above  re- 
hearfed,  made  to  Geoffrey  Folvill  and  Ifabell  his  wife;  the  which  Geoffrey  was  the 
fecond  fon  to  old  Sir  John  Folvill,  and  heir  to  Sir  John  Folvill  his  brother,  that 
married  the  ancient  Lady  Marmion,  as  it  is  above  faid. 

And  the  faid  Geoffrey  and  Ifabell  his  wife  had  iffue  a daughter  called  Mabille, 
and  was  ward,  after  the  deceafe  of  Sir  Geoffry  Folvill  her  father,  to  John  the  Duke 
of  Lancafter,  for  the  manor  of  Tye,  that  the  faid  Geoffrey  held  by  knight’s  fervice 
of  the  Duke  aforefaid,  as  of  his  honour  of  Leicefter,  by  three  parts  of  a knight’s^ 
fee,  as  ye  may  fee  in  a patent  that  the  faid  Ifabell  had  of  the  laid  Duke  when  Ihe 
bought  the  wardlhip  of  her  daughter  Mabille,  both  of  the  manor  with  the  appur- 
tenance, and  the  wardlhip  of  her  marriage,  for  fifty  pounds  that  the  faid  Ifabell 
paid  to  the  faid  Duke,  as  ye  may  fee  in  the  patent  beforewritten  a copy  thereof; 
and  fo  the  manor  of  Tye  is  unrightwifely  inherited  in  Sir  Chriftopher  Folvill’s 

* The  Marmions  were  fometime  Lords  of  Newton-Burdct . 
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blood  that  was  but  a younger  brother,  and  againft  the  form  of  the  true  entailles 
made  upon  the  faid  manor.  And  ye  (hall  truly  underhand,  that  the  fame  Dame 
Margaret,  after  the  deceafe  of  Sir  Chriftopher  her  hufband,  was  in  houfhold  with 
Sir  John  Folvill  her  hufband’s  brother,  and  was  mickel  cherilhed  with  by  him,  and 
was  with  him  in  houfliold  at  Afhby  Folvill  till  he  was  dead  ; and  then  {he  imagined 
falfe  deeds,  and  let  write  them  and  enfealed  them  with  his  hand  when  he  was  dead, 
for  (he  had  the  feal  of  his  arms,  and  all  his  deeds  and  evidences  that  belonged  to 
all  the  lordfliips  that  Folvill  ever  inherited  in  England  ; ^and  the  faid  Dame 
Margaret,  wife  to  Chriftopher  Folvill,  made  a falfe  deed,  and  faid  how  Sir  John 
Folvill  her  hufband,  Sir  Chriftopher  Folvill’s  elder  brother-,  and  Lord  of  Tye, 
fhould  let  make  a Rate  by  his  feoffees  to  his  brother  Sir  Chriftopher,  and  to  the 
heirs  between  him  and  the  faid  Margaret  lawfully  begotten,  as  by  way  of  etitaille ; 
and  all  that  was  falfe  that  fhe  faid  ; and  yet  fhe  occupied  fuch  a falfe  eftate  by 
maintenance  of  one  called  Lawrence  Hawberke  that  wedded  her  afters  and  the 
faid  Dame  Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  Chriftopher,  had  iffue  a daughter  called  Elizabeth  ; 
and  the  laid  Elizabeth  was  wedded  to  a knight,  called  Hugh  Browe,  a knight  of 
Chefhire,  in  King  Richard’s  time  : the  faid  Sir  Hugh  Browe  maintained  the  faid 
Dame  Margaret  with  her  falfe  feoffment  that  fhe  got  made,  and  wedded  Eli- 
zabeth her  daughter,  and  had  iifue  Robert  Browe,  Efquire;  and  Robert  Browe, 
Efquire,  had  iffue  John  Browe,  that  now  lives,  and  a daughter,  wedded  in  North- 
amptonfhire  to  John  HolweH,  Lord  of  Gumby,  who  had  iffue,  by  Robert  Browe’s 
daughter,  a fon  called  John  Holwell,  that  is  ward  to  Sir  Robert  of  Woodford, 
Knight,  for  certain  lifelihood  that  the  faid  John  Holwell  held  of  him  in  Afhby  Fol- 
vill by  knight’s  fervice.  As  it  is  for  to  have  in  mind  truly  how  that  the  faid  Dame 
Margaret,  wife  to  Sir  Chriftopher  Folville,  overlived  her  hufband  Sir  Chriftopher; 
and  Ihe  overlived  her  fecond  hufband  Lawrence  Hawberke  ; and  alfo  the  overlived 
another  hufband,  called  Sir  John  of  Salverley,  a knight  in  Cheshire,  and  coufen  to 
Sir  Hugh  of  Salverley,  and  to  Sir  Hugh  Browe.  And  this  falfe  feoffment  was 
maintained  by  the  falfe  working  and  imagination  of  the  falfe  feoffments  made  by 
her,  when  Sir  John  Folvill  was  dead,  with  the  feal  of  his  arms,  and  therefore  1 
fuppofe  verily  that  fhe  be  in  hell.  Neverthelefs,  fhe  delivered  and  made  confeftion 
ere  fhe  died  that  fhe  had  made  falfe  deeds,  and  difinherited  the  right  heirs  of  Sir 
Geoffrey  Folvill,  that  was  the  eldeft  brother  to  Sir  John  Folvill,  and  heir;  and  fhe 
delivered  three  deeds  to  the  good  abbot  of  Sproxton,  called  Sir  Thomas  Pegge,  and 
befought  and  prayed  him  at  reverence  of  Almighty  God,  that  he  would  deliver  the 
fame  deeds  to  the  right  heirs  of  Sir  John  Folvill ; that  is  to  fay,  to  the  heirs  of 
Geoffrey  Folville,  eldeft  brother  and  heir  to.  Sir  John  Folvill;  that  is  to  fey,  truly 
to  Mabille  Woodford,  and  to  Sir  Robert  Woodford,  Knight,  her  fon,  and  Lord  of 
Afhby  Folvill;  and  ,fo  the  faid  abbot  made  the  fame  deeds  for  to  be  delivered  by 
Frere  John  Grantham,  abbot  of  Croxton,  and  fometime  was  chaplain  with  the  faid 
Sir  Thomas  Pegge  that  was  abbot ; and  afterward  the  faid  John  Grantham  was  ab- 
bot of  Croxton,  and  delivered  the  faid  deeds,  with  other  deeds  alfo,  that  the  faid 
Dame  Margaret,  Sir  Chriftopher  FolvilTs  wife,  delivered  him,  to  Sir  Thomas  Pegge 
for  to  deliver  to  Mabille  of  Woodford,  and  to  Sir  Robert  of  Wood-ford,  true  heirs 

lineal 
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lineal  to  the  manors  of  Afhby  Folvill,  Newboult  Folville,  and  Tye  Folvill,  in 
taille  ; as  ye  may  underffand  truly,  by  deeds  of  entail  written  before,  and  delivered 
by  the  abbot  of  Croxton  to  Sir  Robert  of  Woodford,  praying  him  that  he  wou'd 
pray  Mabille  Woodford  his  mother,  Sir  Geoffrey  Folvill’s  daughter  and  his  heir, 
that  (lie  would  have  mercy  and  pity  upon  her  foul  •,  and  the  abbot  faid  furthermore 
by  his  truth  and  his  prieffhood,  that  the  faid  Dame  Margaret  fent  for  him  to  Sta- 
pylford  when  (he  1^  a dying,  and  delivered  him  thefe  entails  and  deeds  before- 
written,  and  faid  truly,  that  Mabille  of  Woodford  was  true  heir,  and  none  other 
body,  and  that  as  fhe  had  done  fuch  deed  but  by  falfe  counfel  of  men  of  law,  and 
of  other  ; and  the  faid  abbot  faid  in  faith,  that  Dame  Margaret,  wife  to  Sir 
Chriffopher  Folvill,  faid  thefe  words,  kneeling  on  both  her  knees,  afking  her  mercy 
and  forgivenefs  ef  all  the  wrongs  and  difherifon  that  lay  on  her,  done  with  her 
falfe  fubtlety  againft  the  heirs  of  Geoffrey  Folvill,  father  to  the  faid  Mabille  of 
Woodford,  and  delivered  to  Sir  Robert  of  Woodford  the  faid  deeds  of  entail,  and 
other  as  ye  may  fee  hereafter. 

Lawrence  Hawberke,  of  Cleaton , one  of  the  feoffees  of  Sir  John  Folvill,  elder 
brother  to  Sir  Geoffrey  Folvill,  releafed  all  the  right  that  he  had  in  the  manor  of 
Tye,  by  a feoffment  of  Sir  John  Folvill,  made  to  them;  that  is  to  fay,  he  releafes 
to  Ralph  Sechevyle,  re&or  of  Twyford,  Thomas  de  Gaddefby,  reclor  of  Afhby, 
John  Fryfby  and  John  Vefey,  prieffs,  all  the  right  and  (late  that  he  had  in  the 
manor  of  Tye,  jointly  with  them,  of  the  gift  of  the  faid  Sir  John  Folvill...  Dated 
at  Grimeffon,  anno  36  Edward  III. 

The  aforefaid  joint  feoffees,  Sir  Ralph  Sechevyle,  reflor  of  Twyford,  Thomas  of 
Gaddefby,  reftor  of  Afhby,  John  Frifby  and  John  Vefey,  clerks,  grant  and  confirm, 
that  the  manor  of  Tye,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  advowfon  of  Tye,  the  which 
Dame  Margaret,  fometime  wife  of  Sir  Chriffopher  Folvill,  held  for  term  of  her  life, 
of  their  gift,  at  her  deceafe  to  revert  to  them,  joint  feoffees,  &c.  their  heirs  and 
afligns,  now  grant,  that  after  the  deceafe  of  the  faid  Margaret,  the  faid  manor,  with 
the  advowfon,  &c.  remain  to  Geoffrey  Folvill,.  and  his  heirs  for  evermore.  Dated 
Feb.  9,  anno  36  Edward  III. 

Here  may  ye  fee,  and  truly  underffand,  how  that  Dame  Margaret,  fome  time 
the  wife  of  Chriffopher  Folvill,  younger  brother  to  Geoffrey  Folvill,  attornyed  of 
the  reverfion  of  the  manor  of  Tye,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  Geoffrey  Folvill,  as 
ye  may  fee  hereafter;  but  her  attornment  was  falfe  ; for  the  faid  manor  of  Tye 
was  entailed  upon  him,  and  on  his  heirs  of  his  body,  and  of  Ifabell  his  wife,  law- 
fully begotten  ; but  (lie  had  ffolen  the  deeds  of  taille  what  time  that  Sir  John  Fol- 
vill died  at  Afhby  ; for  the  faid  Dame  Margaret,  Sir  Chriffopher’s  wife,  was  over 
mickle  cherifhed  and  truffed  with  the  faid  Sir  John  Folvill : for  I have  heard  my 
mother  fay,  and  the  eldeft  men  of  that  town,  that  (he  kept  Sir  John  Folvill  after 
he  was  dead  three  days  above  the  earth  unknown  to  all  the  town,  until  (he  had 
fent  after  her  falfe  counfel,  and  contrived  and  made  falfe  feoffments  by  fubtlety, 
and  faid  how  that  Sir  John  Folvill  her  hulband,  Sir  Chriffopher  Folvill’s  brother, 
had  enfeoffed  Lawrence  Hawberke  of  Grymfton *,  Ralph  Sechevyle,  parfon  of 
Twyford,  Thomas  of  Gaddefby,  parfon  of  Afhby,  and  Sir  John  Veyfy,  vicar  of

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Byllyfdon,  in  the  manors  of  Afhby,  Newboult,  and  Tye,  with  their  appurtenances, 
with  the  advowfon  of  the  kirk  of  Tye  : and  this  falfe  feoffment  was  made  and  en- 
fealed  with  Sir  John  Folvill’s  hand  after  he  was  dead  ; and  therefore  I fuppofe,  by 
the  rightwifenefs  of  God,  that  fhe  is  in  hell;  and  thus  (he  difinherited  the  right 
heirs  of  Sir  John  Folvill,  in  as  much  as  lay  in  her  falfe  fubtlety  ; but  neverthelefs, 
all  her  falfe  fubtleties  and  falfe  feoffments  that  fhe  contrived,  imagined,  and  wrote,

long  time  before,  as  ye  may  fee  by  the  entails  that, fhe  delivered  to  the  good  abbot 
of  Croxton,  Thomas  Pegge,  three  days  before  fhe  died,  at  Stapulford,  upon  her 
death-bed,  as  ye  may  fee  written  here  before. 

Here  may  ye  fee,  how  that  Sir  Robert  Woodford,  Knightyand  Lord  of  Afhby 
Folvill,  hath  given  to  his  well-beloved  Tons  aforefaid,  that  is  for  to  fay,  to  every 
one  of  them  by  themfelves,  a parcell  of  lifelihood,  lying  in  divers  tow^s,  as  ye 
may  underfland  truly  in  the  fine  here  afterward  ; the  which  livelihood  the  faid  Sir 
Robert  had  after  the  deceafe  of  John  of  Woodford,  of  Brentyngby,  his  father,  by 
defcent  of  heritage,  and  Handing  in  fee  fimple ; for  it  was  purchased,  all  the  lands 
and  tenements  that  ever  the  Woodfords  had,  in  LeicefterQiire,  Lincolnfhire,  Nor- 
folk, Stafford fhire,  and  Derbyfhire,  except  Afhby  Folvill.  And  in  faith  there  was 
never  none  of  the  Woodfords  that  ever  enfeoffed  any  of  their  wives  in  no  manner 
of  land  nor  rent,  as  by  way  of  joint  feoffment  in  tailie  ; and  that  was  right  an  un- 
gentle deed  as  me  thinketh  in  good  faith,  and  as  ye  may  fee  in  all  thefe  fines  and 
deeds,  well  enfealed,  of  all  their  purchafings. 

A fine  made  by  Sir  Robert  of  Woodford,  at  Weflminfler,  in  the  Utas  of  St. 
Martin,  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Sixth,  after  the  Conqueft  year  the  twenty- 
fifth  , and  .recorded  the  o&ave  of  Sr.  Michael,  anno  26  Henry  VI.  between  John 
Danyel,  plaintiff,  and  Robert  Woodford,  defendant,  concerning  the  manors  of 
Brentyngby,  Wyvordeby,  Garthorp,  Sproxton,  and  Newboult  Folvill,  with  their 
appurtenances,  62  meffuages,  60  toftes,  and  two  mills,  66  yard-lands,  one  carucate, 
and  56  acres  of  land,  142  acres  of  meadow,  90  acres  of  paffure,  and  ten  (hillings 
rent,  and  the  rent  of  one  capon,  two  pounds  of  two  pair  of  doves, 

two  pounds  of  pepper,  one  race  of  ginger,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Brentyngby, 
'NVyvordeby,  Garthorp,  Sproxton,  Newboult  Folvill,  Thorp- Arnold,  Stapulford, 
Melton  Moyvbray,  Fretheby,  and  Gnypton,  and  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of 
Wyvordeby,  in  Leicefterfhire,  and  of  three  meffuages,  four,  tofts,  two  ox-gangs  of 
land,  fix  acres  of  meadow,  and  fix  (hillings  rent,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Efton 
and  South  Stoke,  in  Lincolnfhire,  and  46  acres  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
Wyggenhale  and  Tylney,  in  Norfolk,  veiling  the  above  recited  premifes  in  the 
aforefaid  John  Danyel,  and  his  heirs  ; and  the  faid  John  reconveying  the  whole  of

Here  may  ye  fee  a true  pedigree  of  Sir  Thomas  Nevyll,  Knight,  lord^  of  Rolle- 
ftone  befide  Newark,  how  he  wedded  Dame  Cecilie,  daughter  of  Sir  Guy  Blank- 
minfler,  of  Cornwall,  lord  of  the  Jfle  of  Sully,  and  of  other  many  fair  lordfhips  in 
the  fame  country;  and  the  fame  Sir  Thomas  and  Dame  Cecilie  his  wife  had  iflue 
Sir  William  Nevyll,  the  good  Knight  and  Lord  of  RoIIeftone 

Here  may  ye  fee,  that  on  the  day  of  marriage  of  the  faid  Sir  Robert  Woodford, 
and  of  Ifabell  his  wife,  at  Rollcfton,  on  the  Saturday,  the  5th  day  of  May,  anno 
4 Henry  IV.  the  faid  Mabille  of  Woodford  delivered  to  the  faid  Sir  William 
Nevyll  lands  and  tenements,  rents  and  fervices,  to  the  value  truly  extented  40 
marks  yearly  over  the  reprize,  for  the  fuftenance  and  for  the  array  of  the  faid 
Robert  and  Ifabell,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  aforefaid  lands  and  tenements,  rents  and 
fervices,  to  the  faid  Sir  William  Nevill  and  Dame  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  to  their 
executors,  to  the  time  that  the  faid  Sir  Robert  come  to  plain  age;  that  is  to  fay.

A ioint  bond  of  Sir  William  Nevill,  Knight,  Sir  John  Burton,  Knight,  Robert 
Nevill,  fon  and  heir  to  Sir  William  Nevill,  and  Robert  of  Hallom,  to  pay  to  Mabille 
Woodford  140  marks,  at  times  fpecified,  under  the  penalty  of  200  marks.  Dated 
Sunday  the  6th  day  of  May,  anno  4 Henry  IV. 

King  Henry  V.  reigned  nine  years  and  more  ; and  in  the  third  year  of  his  reign 
he  won  Harflygh  by  a feige;  and  on  the  Friday  in  the  feafl  of  St.  Crifpin  and 
Crifpynyon,  early  in  the  morning,  he-dubbed  Robert  Woodford  Knight,  and  many 
others  at  that  liege  being  prefent ; and  anon,  after  that  fame  Friday,  he  fought 
manfully  againft  an  hundred  thoufand  of  Frenchmen  at  Agincourt,  and  had  the 
vidtory  of  them,  and  took  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  other  Dukes  and  great  Lords 
of  France;  and  there  was  (lain  of  Frenchmen  that  day  thirteen  thoufand  : and 
after  he  won  the  cities  of  Roan  and  Caen,  and  all  whole  Normandy,  and  the  city  of 
Paris,  and  mickel  of  France  ; and  he  made  his  brother  Sir  John  the  Duke  of  Bed- 
ford Regent  of  all  France  : and  after  that,  at  the  ninth  year  of  his  reign,  he  pafled 
to  God  Almighty,  on  whofe  foul  Jefu  have  mercy.  Amen. 

Then  reigned  Henry  the  Sixth  that  now  is  his  fon  ; and  he  hath  reigned,  at  the 
laft  day  of  Auguft,  1449,  twenty-eight  years  : Jefu  grant  him  long  life  and  good 
profperity  to  Almighty  God’s  pleafure.  Amen.

Since  the  former  part  of  this  work  was  printed,  a defcrip- 
tion  of  Ajhby  de  la  Zouch  has  been  given  in  “The  Topographer;”  whence  the 
following  particulars,  enlarged  by  fubfequent  information,  are  principally  taken  : 

u This  fmall  town  is  fituate  on  the  North-weft  extremity  of  the  county,  in  a deep 
fandy  foil,  neither  rich  in  its  own  fertility,  nor  in  the  outward  profpedt  it  affords. 
What,  therefore,  entitles  it  to  our  prefent  notice  is  its  ancient  manor,  and  ruins  of*a 
once  ftrong  and  (lately  caftle,  belonging  to  the  Earls  of  Huntingdon.  Its  original 
name  no  doubt  was  fimply  Ajhby  (of  which  name  there  are  three  other  places  in 
this  county) ; and  it  had  its  diftindlion  from  the  noble  family  of  the  Zouches,  who 
were  anciently  Lords  of  it,  having  their  defcent  from  the  Earls  of  Brittanny,  as  all 
our  genealogifts  agree,  however  they  may  differ  in  a few  particulars. 

Mr.  Camden  calls  it  villa  amceniffima . If  he  had  expreffed  wherein  that  fweetriefs 
confided,  whether  in  the  fltuation  and  pleafant  buildings,  or  in  the  richnefs  of  the 
foil,  or  with  other  matter  in  the  town  or  family,  it  mi^ht  have  been  worth  the  reader’s 
obfervation,  and  given  him  fome  content,  as  the  expofition  of  Zouch  after  doth. 

Alan  de  la  Zouch  "was  defcended  from  Alan  Vifcount  of  Roan  in  Britanny,  and  Con- 
ftantia  his  wife,  daughter  of  Conan  le  Groffe,  Earl  of  Britain,  and  Maud  his  wife,  na- 
tural daughter  of  Henry  I . He  bore  for  his  arms,  on  a (hield  Gules,  ten  bezants ; and, 
having  married  Elene,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of  Roger  de  Quincie  Earl  of 
Winchefter,  poffefled  a large  eftate  in  this  county  in  her  right.  Many  writers  have 
reported  that  this  Alan  was  (lain  in  Weftrainfter  Hall  by  John  Earl  Warren,  1279, 
about  a controverfy  touching  fome  title  of  land  ; but  in  this,  fays  .Dugdale,  they 
are  miftaken,  he  being  only  wounded,  as  was  alfo  Roger  his  fon  (at  the  fame  time  with 
him)  viz.  in  1268,  as  appears  by  the  inquilition  taken  after  his  death,  which  Ihews 
that  he  died  about  two  years  after,  54  Henry  III.  being  then  feifed  of  the  manors 
of  North  Multon  in  Devonfliire,  and  Afheby  de  la  Zouche  in  Leicefterftiire.  He 
left  iffue  Roger  abovementioned,  and  a younger  fon  Eudo ; from  the  latter  of  whom* 
though  the  elder  branch  failed,  the  Zouches,  Lords  of  Harringworth,  branched  out, 
and  were  for  many  defcents  barons  of  this  realm.  But  Roger  had  iffue  Alan,  whofe 
coheireffes  married  Seymour  and  Holland.  This  Alan  beftowed  the  manor  of  Afliby 
de  la  Zouch  upon  his  nephew  Robert  Mortimer  of  Richards  caftle ; and  he,  upon 
his  fecond  fon  William,  who  took  the  name  of  Zouch,  and  was  Lord  of  Afhby. 

He  died  March  1,  1335  (10  Edward  III.)  and  was  buried  in  the  midft  of  Our 
Lady’s  chapel  at  Tewkfbury.  Alan,  his  fon  and  heir,  in  18  Edward  III.  obtained 
a charter  for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands  at  Afliby  de  la  Zouch,  &c.  His 
fon  Hugh  died  iffuelefs,  leaving  Joyce  his  After  and  heir,  who  married  Sir  John 
Botetourt  of  Weoley  caftle,  in  Worcefterfhire,  knight.  Their  fon  John  left  iffue  a 
daughter  and  heir,  Joyce,  who  married  Sic  Hugh  Burnell,  knight,  who  died  feifed 
of  the  manor  of  Afliby  de  la  Zouch,  Nov.  27,  8 Henry  V.  without  iffue  by  her. 

James  Boteler,  5th  Earl  of  Ormond  in  Ireland,  a firm  Lancaftrian,  created  by 
Henry  VI.  Earl  of  Wiltfhire,  and  afterwards  taken  after  the  lofs  of  the  battle  of 
Towton  field,  and  beheaded  at  Newcaftle,  died  feifed  of  this  manor.  By  what  title 
Jie  came  into  poffeflion  of  it,  does  not  appear.  Upon  his  attainder  it  fell  to  the 
Crown,  and  was  grapted  to  William  de  Haftings,  a fampus  Yorkift. 

The 
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The  following  is  Leland’s  account : “ Aflcheby  de  la  Zouch,  a market  towne  * . . . 
“ The  Lorde  of  Huntingdon  hath  three  parkes  at  Aflcheby  de  la  Zouch.  This 
“ Affcheby  hath  beene  in  die  Haftingcs  name  but  fins  that  the  Lorde  Haftinges, 
(i  fo  great  with  King  Edward  IV.  got  it  partely  by  a title,  partely  by  mony  paid. 
“ The  late  Thomas  Boloyre,  Erie  of  Wilefhire,  made  a title  to  it  by  the  Lorde  of 
16  Rocbeford,  which  was  heire  to  this  Souche;  and  by  him  the  Lorde  Rocheford 
<e  had  Fulburne  and  other  landes  yn  Cambridgdhirc 

Sir  William  Ballings,  on  the  acceffion  of  King  Edward  IV.  in  1461,  flood  fo 
high  in  the  efleem  of  the  Nobility,  that  they  feemed  emulous  who  (hould  bellow 
the  greateR  favour  on  him.  Dngdale,  in  his  Baronage  j,  enumerates  the  various 
ftewardfhips  and  annuities  he  received  ; amongft  others  that  of  Reward  of  the  manors 
of  LeiceRer,  and  of  the  caftle  and  manor  of  Donington,  as  p-  reel  of  the  Honour 
of  LancaRer ; the  conftabjefhip  of  the  callles  of  LeiceRer,  Higham  Ferrers,  and 
Donington;  the  chief  rangeifhip  of  LeiceRer  Foreft,  &c.  He  was  made  Lord 
Chamberlain  to  the  King,  Chamberlain  of  North  Wales,  and  created  Baron  HaRingsCj. 
The  manor  of  Donington  was  now  given  to  him  in  his  own  right,  with  a! moll  all  the 
lord fhips  and  advowfons  that  had  been  the  property  either  of  the  Earl  cf  Wiltfhire, 
the  Lord  Vifcount  Beaumont,  or  the  Lord  Roos.  His  power  and  poffeRions  were 
rtow  immenfe.  The  manor  and  demefnes  of  ARsby  were  in  the  number  of  his  ac- 
quilitions ; and  in  1472  he  obtained  a licence  to  make  a caRle  there,  which  he  com- 
pleted with  the  fpoils  of  Belvoir  and  Stoke-Dauhency  ||  He  had  licence  at  the  fame 
time  to  make  caRles  at  Bagworth,  Thornton,  and  Kirkby,  in  this  county,  and  at 
Slinglby,  in  Yorkfhire.  He  obtained  alfo  two  yearly  fairs  for  Afhby  de  la  Zouch  ; 
the  one  on  Whitfon-Eve  and  four  days  after  ; the  other  on  Simon  and  Jude’s  Eve  and 
four  days  after  His  career  of  fortune  foon  ended  ; for  in  the  next  reign  he  was 
accufed,  in- a council  at  the  Tower  of  London,  by  the  ProtevRor  Richard,  of  a con- 
Jpiracy  to  deflroy  him  ; and  inRantly  brought  out  upon  the  green  before  the  chapel, 
where  his  head  was  cut  ofF  upon  a log  of  timber  ff.  This  happened  June  13,  1483. 
He  was  buried  fumptuoufly,  agreeably  to  a will  he  had  made  in  1478,  in  tine  college 
of  St.  George  at  YVindfor,  near  to  the  grave  of  King  Edward  IV.  By  the  fame 
will  he  beRowed  on  the  collegiate  church  of  the  Newark  in  LeiceRer  the  Hofpitai 
of  St.  1 eonard  in  that  town,  on  condition  of  their  keeping  a fpeciai  obit  for  him  J J‘. 

His  eldeR  fon  Edward,  fecond  Lord  IlaRings,  was  fummoned  to  parliament 
Nov.  15,  14S2,  as  Lord  Hungerford,  in  light  of  his  wife,  Mary,  daughter  and  foie 
lieirefs  of  Thomas  Baron  Hungerford,  Botreaux,  Molins,  and  Moels.  He  died  Nov. 
8,  1507,  and  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  at  Windfor  near  his  father’s  tomb  ; 
but  was  buried  in  the  momliery  of  the  Black-Fryars,  London  §§. 

His  only  fon  and  heir  George  Hastings  was  created  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  Dec. 
8,  1529  ; and,  by  his  will,  made  in  1535,  bequeathed  his  body  to  be  buried  ip  the 
church  of  Afhby  de  la  Zouch  ; but,  dying  March  24,  1 543-4,  was  buried  in  the 
chancel  of  the  church  belonging  to  his  feat  at  Stoke-Pogeis,  in  Buckinghamftnre.

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His  Ton  Francis  the  fecond  Earl,  by  will  made  in  1 559,  bequeathed  his  body 
to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Afqby,  in  the  family  chapel  on  the  South  fide  of  the 
chancel;  appointing  a convenient  tomb  to  be  made  over  his  grave;  which  was 
accordingly  done,;  a rich  altar-tomb  of  marble,  with  lecumbent  figures  of  himfelf 
and  his  Ccuntefs  fumptuoully  habited,  being  thus  infcribed  :

This  monument  was  repaired  and  beautified  in  1698  by  the  direction  of  Thco- 
philus,  7th  Earl  of  Huntingdon  of  this  family  ; who  placed  upon  an  urn,  beneath 
the  canopy  which  over-hangs  the  tomb,  the  following  infcription  :

Henry,  the  third  Earl,  dying  Dec.  14,  1595,  S.  P.  was  interred  in  the  family 
chapel  at  Afiiby,  as  appears  by  the  parifh  regifier;  but  no  monumental  memorial  of 
him  is  remaining.  The  hiftory  of  the  Huntingdon  family  was  collected,  under 
his  infpedtion,  in  his  caflle  here,  and  is  now  in  the  Britifh  Mufeum  ||.

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His  brother  George,  the  fourth  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  dying  Dec.  30,  1604,  was 
buried  at  Afhby  without  a monument ; his  fon,  Francis  Lord  Haftings,  having 
died  before  his  father  in  1 595,  was  alfo  buried  in  that  church.  This  is  entered  in 
the  parifh  regifter- 

Henry,  fiit-h  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  fon  of  Francis  Lord  Haftings,  died  at  his  caftle 
of  Afhby  de  la  Zouch,  Nov.  14,  1643,  ar‘d  was  buried  in  this  church  on  the  1 6th 
of  December,  as  appears  by  the  regifter  ; but  has  no  monument. 

Henry,  the  youngeft  fon  to  Eari  Henry,  being  a perfon  of  great  valour  and  mi- 
litary conduit,  as  alio  the  firft  who  appeared  in  arms  in  behalf  of  Charles  I.;  having 
conduced  the  Queen  with  fafety  out  of  the  North  (where  fhe  landed),  to  Oxford,, 
notwithftanding  the  power  of  the  enemy  at  that  time  in  ftmdry  places ; and  planted 
clivers  garrifons  with  his  own  forces,  particularly  at  Adhby  de  la  Zouch  ; was  ad- 
vanced to  the  dignity  of  a Baron,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Loughborough  . He  died 
at  London  in  January  1666  ; and  was  buried,  without  an  epitaph,  in  the  collegiate 
chapel  royal  of  St.  George,  within  the  caftle  at  Wind  for,  in  the  aile  on  the  North 
fide  of  the  choir,  not  far  from  the  grave  of  William  Lord  Haftings,  his  anceflor. 

Ferdinand,  his  elder  brother,  who  fucceeded  as  fixth  Earl  of  Huntingdon, 
was  born  at  Afhby,  January  11,  1608.  I11  1639  he  was  joined  in  the 

lieutenancy  of  the  counties  of  Leicefter  and  Rutland,  with  his  father ; and 
Nov.  13,  1641,  was  fummoned  to  Parliament  amonglt  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
during  his  father’s  life,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Haftings.  Succeeding  to  the  Earldom  at 
a period  when  the  civil  war  was  raging  in  its  utmoft  fury,  he  removed  his  family  to 
Donington  Park,  where  he  died  Feb.  13,  16 55.  Fie  was  buried  with  his  anceftors 
at  Afhby;  as  were  Henry  Lord  Haftings,  his  eidefl  fon,  who  died  unmarried  in 
1649  ; and  John,  the  fecond  fon,  who  died  in  1639.  Ferdinand,  the  third  fon,  died 
in  i 647,  anti  was  buried  at  Donington  The  title  defeended  to  the  fourth  fon, 
Theophilus,  who  was  born  Dec.  10,  1650,  at  Donington. 

Theophilus§,  the  7th  Earl,  died  May  30,  1701,  in  Charles  Street,  Sr.  James’s, 
and  is  laid  by  Le  Neve  to  have  been  buried  in  St.  James’s  church,  Weftminfter; 
but  no  memorial  of  him  appears  there.  The  following  infeription  is  on  a mural 
monument  at  Afhby,  in  the  Huntingdon  chapel,  which,  together  with  the  chancel 
of  the  church,  he  hat)  fitted  up  at  a confiderable  expence  :

“ Huntingdon,  Lord  Haftings,  Baron  Hungerford,  Botreaux,  Molyns,  and  Moyles,  Leiftenant  for 
“ the  King’s  Majefty  in  the  counties  of  Leycefter  and  Rutland.  Let  us  therefore  pray,  that  it 
“ may  pleafe  Almighty  God  to  blefs  with  long  life,  health,  honour,  and  happinefs,  the  rnoft  ho- 
“ nourable  Henry,  now  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  Lord  Haftings,  Baron  Hungerford,  Botreaux, 
“ Molines,  and  Moyles,  See.  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  fervice  of  his  Prince  and  Country,  and  the 
“ upholding  of  the  ancient  and  honourable  reputation  of  his  moft  noble  name  and  family.*

He  was  fucceeded  by  his  eldeft  fon,  George  eighth  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  who 
carried  the  feeptre  at  the  coronation  of  Queen  Anne;  and  the  fame  year,  1 702, 
diftinguifhed  himfelf  at  the  fieges  of  Venlo  and  Ruremond.  He  died  unmarried 
Feb.  22,  1 704-5;  and  was  buried  at  St.  James’s,  Weftminfter;  where,  pretty  high 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  altar,  is  a large  and  curious  monument,  by  Bird,  of  white 
marble,  and  white  veined  with  blue,  with  columns  fluted,  the  lower  part  twitted,  and 
entablature  of  the  Compofire  order,  enriched  with  Cupids  (each  holding  a helmet), 
trophy-work,  an  urn,  and  under  all  the  face  of  Envy.  Arms,  Argent,  a maunch 
Azure,  &c.  16  coats  quai  terly — The  infeription  runs  thus:

FI  is  lordflilp’s  fuccefior  in  titles  and  eflate  was  his  half-brother,  Theophilus,  the 
ninth  Earl,  who,  affifling  at  the  coronation  of  George  II.  Odt.  11,  1727,  carried 
the  fword  of  hate.  He  died  of  an  apoplexy  O&ober  13,  1746,  and  was  buried 
in  Afhby  de  la  Zouch  church,  where  his  monument  of  rich  hatuary  [by  Gul.  KenQ, 
adorned  with  a beautiful  buft  of  his  weeping  relict  •f',  is  thus  infcribed  : 

“ Flere  lie  the  remains  of 

the  Right  Flonourable  Theophilus  Earl  of  Huntingdon, 

Lord  Haftings,  Hungerford,  Botreaux,  Mods,  Newmarch,  and  Molins : 

If  his  birth  deferred  refpeft,  his  life  deferved  it  more. 

If  he  derived  his  title  from  a long  roll  of  illuftrious  anceftors, 
he  reflefled  back  on  them  fuperior  honours. 

Fie  ennobled  Nobility  by  Virtue.  He  was  of  the  firft  rank  in  both  ; 

Good  in  every  relation  of  natural  duty,  and  of  focial  life. 

The  Learning' he  acquired  at  fchool,  he  improved  at  Oxford, 
under  the  care  of  that  excellent  perfon,  the  prefent  Bilhop  of  Gloucefter  J. 

* Though  the  fplendor  of  this  Lady’s  birth  was  truly  great,  it  feemed  as  it  were  eclipfed  by 
her  fliining  qualities.  She  was  amiable  in  her  perfon,  her  mien  genteel,  polite  her  manners*, 
agreeable  her  converiation,  her  judgement  folid,  her  regard  to  friendfliip  facred,  and  her  fenfe  of 
honour  drift  to  the  lad  degree;  of  fo  rare  modefty  and  humility,  that  a more  difagreeable  thing 
could  not  be  done,  than  publifhing  her  good  deeds,  and  rendering  her  due  praife.  She  was  above 
all  a fincere  Chriftian,  and  a genuine  daughter  of  the, Church  of  England.  Her  piety  towards 
God  was  ardent  and  unaffected,  and  her  benevolence  towards  her  fellow-creatures  was  fuch  as  the 
good  angels  are  bleffed  with.  Thonlands  had  die  comforted  and  relieved,  many  enriched  and 
advanced.  Her  patience  and  refignation  under  her  lafi  long  and  tedious  ficknefs,  her  mourning 
for  the  fins  of  men,  her  unwearied  endeavours  for  their  eternal  welfare,  her  generous  and  chari- 
table appointments,  her  tender  expreflions  to  her  relations,  friends,  and  fervants,  and  her  grateful 
acknowledgements  to  her  phyficians,  require  whole  pages  to  fet  them  in  a proper  light.  ln\fliort, 
fcarcely  any  age  has. afforded  a greater  blefling  to  many,  or  a brighter  pattern  to  all.  Her  corpfe 
was  interred  with  great  funeral  folemnity  in  the  family  vault  at  Ledftone,  near  her  grand -father 
Sir  John  Lewis,  E tronet  ; the  following  infeription  being  put  upon  her  lead  coffin  : 

“ The  Right  Hon.  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  daughter  of  Theophilus,  Earl  of  Huntingdon, 
by  Elizabeth  his  liiii  wife,  daughter  and  co-hcir  of  Sir  John  Lewis,  Knt.  and  Bart,  from  whom  dtlcended 
to  li e r the  manois  of  Ledftone,  Letlfham,  Thorparch,  Collingham,  Wheldale,  Wyke,  and  Shadwell. 

In  the  four  firft  (lie  crefted  Charity-fchools,  and  for  the  lupport  of  them  and  other  charities, 
ilie  gave,  in  her  life- time,  Collingham,  Shadwell,  and  her  eftate  in  Burton-Salmon., 

Born  the  19th  of  April,  1692;  died  the  22c!  of  December,  1739.

f This  lady  is  ftiii  living,  1790,  aged  83.  J Dr.  Martin  Benfon,  who  died  in  17 52. 
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Acquainted  by  his  Studies  with  the  chara&ers  of  paft  ages, 
he  acquired  by  his  Travel  a knowledge  of  the  men  and  manners  of  his  own. 
He  vifned  France,  Italy,  and  even  Spain. 

After  thefe  excurfions  into  other  countries,  he  fettled  in  his  own. 

His  own  was  dear  to  him. 

No  man  had  jutfer  notions  of  the  true  conftitiition  of  her  government  : 

No  man  had  a more  comprehenfive  view  of  her  real  interefts,  domeftic'  and  foreign. 
Capable  of  excelling  in  every  form  of  public  life,  he  chofe  to  appear  in  none. 

His  mind  fraught  with  knowledge,  his  heart  elevated  with  fentiments 
of  unaffe&ed  patriotifm,  he  looked  down  from  higher  ground  on  a low  level 
of  a futile  and  corrupt  generation. 

Defpairmg  to  do  national  good, 
he  mingled  as  little  as  his  rank  permitted  in  national  affairs. 

Home  is  the  refuse  of  a wile  man’s  life;  home  was  the  refuge  of  his. 

By  his  marriage  with  the  Lady  Selina  Shirley, 
fecond  daughter  and  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Washington  Earl  Ferrers, 
he  fecured  to  himfelf  in  retreat  a fcene  of  happinefs 
he  could  not  have  found  in  the  world;  the  uninterrupted  joys  of  conjugal  love, 
the  never-failing  comforts  of  cordial  friendfhip. 

Every  care  was  fofrened,  every  fatisfa&ion  heightened, 
every  hour  paffed  fmoothly  away, 
in  the  company  of  one  who  enjoyed  a perpetual  ferenity  of  foul, 
that  none  but  thole  can  feel  in  this  life, 
who  are  prepared  for  greater  blifs  in  the  next. 

By  her  this  monument  is  erected,

| At  his  houfe  in  JL/owning-ftreet,  Weftminfter. 
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being  endowed  wfth  very  excellent  abilities,  fet  out  to  cultivate  them  in  travelling 
to  foreign  parts,  1747  ; and  in  1756  was  appointed  mafler  of  the  horf<j  to  his  pre- 
fent  Majefty,  who  was  then  Prince  of  Wales.  His  lord fhip  alio  carried  the  fword 
of  ftate  at  his  coronation,  and  continued  in  feveral  high  offices  till  his  refignation 
of  groom  of  the  ftole  in  1770.  He  died  OdL  2,  1789-,  and  was  buried  at  Afhby 
de  la  Zoneh  with  great  funeral  pomp,  His  Lordfliip  poflefled  much  property  in  the 
county  of  Leicefter  ; though  of  Donington,  where  he  refided,  he  did  not  poffefs  the 
3 manor,  that  having  been  fold  in  the  time  of  Charles  I.  to  Sir  John  Coke,  knight, 
from  whom  it  defcended  to  the  preient  Lord  Melbourne.  Lord  Huntingdon,  on  the 
other  hand,  was  lord  of  the  manor  of  Melbourne,  as  well  as  the  ancient  manor  of 
Afhby  de  la  Zouch  ; in  which  he  is  fucceeded  by*  his  nephew  Francis  Rawdon- 
I-Iaftings,  who  was  created  Baron  Ilawdon  March  4,  17S3,  and  obtained  licence, 
Feb.  9,  1 790,  to  aflame  the  name  and  arms  of  Mailings. 

The  Baronies  of  Flungerford,  Newmarch,  Botreaux,  Molins,  and  Moel,  defcend 
to  the  late  Earl  of  Huntingdon’s  lifter  Elizabeth,  who  married,  Feb.  26,  1752,  to 
John,  then  Lord  Rawdon,  now  Earl  of  Moira.  The  Earldom  of  Huntingdon  has 
been  fuppofed  to  be  extinct ; but  the  late  Earl  was  certainly  not  without  collateral 
relations  of  his  own  name.  Colonel  Haflings,  who  lived  fome  time  in  The  Old  Place, 
a building  adjoining  to  Afhby-caftle,  left  an  elder  brother,  a Clergyman,  living  at 
Belton.  A very  refpedtable  Clergyman  alfo,  Mr.  Robert  Haftings,-  now  refides  at 
Packington,  upon  one  of  the  family  livings.  A branch  alfo  went  over  to  Ireland 
in  the  end  of  the  laft  century  ; and  there  is  now  living  (1790)  at  Folkftone,  in 
Kent,  Mr.  William  Haftings,  who  is  generally  confidered  as  the  prefumptive  heir  to 
the  title ; being  lineally  defcended  from  Francis  the  Second  Earl  of  Huntingdon.

William  Hastings,  of  Folkftone,  living  17 
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The  late  Earl  left  a natural  fon,  whom  he  called  Charles  Haftings,  who  was 
Lieutenant  Colonel  cf  the  34th  regiment  of  foot,  and  married,  June  2,  1788,  to 
Parnel,  only  daughter  and  heirefs^  of  Thomas  Abney,  Efq;  of  Willefley  Hall  *,  in 
the  county  of  Derby,  two  miles  from  Aftiby  de  la  Zouch. 

Aftiby  caftle  is  fimated  on  no  confiderable  eminence,  like  cattles  in  general,  but 
in  an  open  patture  field  at  the  back  of  the  town,  near  the  church.  Some  very 
confiderable  walls  are  ttill  remaining,  and  the  two  lofty  towers  bear  ttrong  tettimony 
to  the  truth  of  its  having  been  a maiden  garrifon,  as  it  was  called,  becaufe  it  was 
never  fairly  attacked  by  the  Parliament  army,  but  was  permitted  quietly  to  diflolve, 
with  the  downfall  of  the  Monarchy,  and  the  King’s  interett,  preferving  its  repu- 
tation for  loyalty  without  the  damages  of  war.  See  p.  1370. 

The  hall,  chapel,  and  kitchen,  are  clearly  diftinguifliable.  The  arms  of  Haftings 
alfo  appear  on  feveral  parts  of  the  ruins,  which  are  very  bare,  and  without  the  ul'ual 
ornament  of  ivy.  The  two  parks  which  once  belonged  to  this  caftle  are  both  gone  -j~.

* **  The  comfortable  feat  of  Mr.  Abney,  the  fon  and  heir  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Abney,  a 
Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas,  who  was  killed  in  1750  by  the  gaol  diftemper,  fhouldbe  particularly 
noticed,  not  only  for  the  houfe,  but  the  good  old  man,  his  Ion,  and  the  wife  ; it  is  a Mufon  Carree9 
has  extenfive  views  each  way,  but  the  pofleflor  fees  no  man’s  land  but  his  own  ; and  all  his  farm- 
houfes  too  are  as  well  found  as  his  own.

Letter  from  Governor  Thicknefle  to  the  Editor. 

f Mr.  John  Mackay,  who  publifiied  “ A Journey  through  England”  in  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  King  George  I,  fays,  li  There  are  fome  fine  good  old  feats  in  the  county,  with  their 
parks ; the  mod  confiderable  that  I faw  is  that  of  Haftings  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  a noble  family, 
who  have  a great  intereft  in  this  county,  and  have  a fine  burial-place,  with  fome  good  monu- 
ments, at  Afhby-de-la-Zouch.  By  the  ruins,  and  what  is  left  Handing  of  the  walls  of  the  caftle 
here,  it  muft  have  been  one  of  the  principal  in  England.  King  James  the  Firft  quartered  himfelf 
and  his  whole  court  upon  the  then  Earl  of  Huntingdon  for  many  days  together.  Every  day  the 
dinner  was  ferved  up  by  thirty  poor  knights,  with  gold  chains  and  velvet  gowns. — By  the  coats 
of  arms  in  the  windows  of  mod  of  the  churches  in  this  county,  and  fome  old  monuments,  I 
perceived  that  great  and  ancient  noble  families  had  their  refidence  here ; and  was  particularly 
pleafed  at  Loughborough  and  Charley,  to  fee  the  arms  of  Comins  Earl  of  Buchan  in  Scotland  ; 
to  whom  Edward  the  Firft  gave  this  lordfliip  of  Charley,  with  a foreft  of  twenty  miles  circum- 
ference, for  his  afliftance  to  his  defigns  in  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  during  the  difpute  between 
Baliol  and  Bruce  ; and  married  to  one  of  the  coheirefles  of  Roger  de  Quincey,  Earl  of  Winchefter  ; 
but  that  family  being  entirely  rooted  out  of  Scotland  by  the  Bruces,  for  their  treachery  to  their 
native  country,  the  fon  of  the  great  Cumin  retired  to  his  eftate  at  Charley;  and  having  an  only 
daughter,  married  her  to  the  Lord  Beaumont,  a great  family  in  thofe  days;  who  afterwards  took 
the  name  and  arms  of  Cumin,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  111.  fat  in  Parliament  at  London,  as  Earl 
of  Buchan  ; and  we  find  the  atfedion  of  the  Crown  of  England  continued  to  that  family,  by  the 
title  of  Earl  of  Buchan,  to  Henry  the  Seventh’s  days.  The  family  inclofed  a park  in  Charley 
Foreft,  called  Beaumont  park  to  this  day.  This  family  were  alfo  pretty  even  with  the  Bruces  for 
extirpating  them  in  Scotland  ; for  as  Robert  de  Bruce  was  Earl  of  Huntingdon  before  he  was 
King  of  Scotland,  and  that  country  joining  to  this,  the  Cumins  plagued  the  Bruces  fo,  that  they 
were  forced  to  change  their  names  to  Cotton  : who,  however,  ftill  carry  the  Bruces*  arms,  and 
are  a very  confiderable  family  ftill  in  that  country.  At  Cole-Orton  is  a very  fine  monument  of 
another  branch  of  the  Comins’s,  Earls  of  Galloway ; as  alfo  the  arms  of  the  family  well  pre- 
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The  fituation  of  this  town  is  fufficiently  pleafant  to  juftify  the  exprefllon  of 
Camden  (fee  p.  1434)  : It  is  not  a Tandy,  but  a clay  foil,  and  much  of  it  rich. 

The  paritti  church  is  a good  old  ttrufture,  dedicated  to  St.  Helena,  confiding  of 
a nave,  two  ailes,  a chancel  and  chapel  on  each  lide  of  it,  of  which,  that  on  the 
South  is  the  burial  place  of  the  Haftings’s  before-mentioned.  The  chancel  is  neat. 
In  the  wall  of  the  North  aile  is  an  ancient  monument  under  an  arch,  probably  of 
the  founder;  fee  Plate  LVI.  It  has  a large  organ. 

The  living  is  a vicarage,  in  the  gift  of  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  who  is  the  im- 
propriator of  the  great  tithes ; and  the  prefent  incumbent  is  the  Rev.  John  Prior, 
B.  D.  who  is  likewife  matter  of  the  free-fchool  (endowed  with  an  annual  ftipend  of 
nearly  70 1.  by  the  fame  noble  family).  Tie 

ferved  ; and  in  many  churches  alfo  the  Bruces,  which  chiefly  are  in  that  of  Afhby. de-la* 
Zouch,  which  takes  its  name  from  a very  ancient  and  noble  family,  that  were  Lords  Zouch  111 
this  county  for  many  generations  *.  This  town  is  famous  for  being  the  bell  market  for  ftrong 
horfes  in  England.  It  keeps  four  fairs  a year,  viz.  Eafter,  Whitfontide,  Bartholomew,  and  St. 
Simon  and  Jude.  Afhby  de  la- Zouch  affords  as  good  ale  as  Burton  (which  is  about  five  miles 
diftance  from  it)  ; and  would  be  as  pleafant  a town,  were  it  but  as  well' paved,  which  may  he 
done;  and  had  it  but  a river  running  by  if,  which  can  never  be  done  : (I  think  no  fituation 

pleafant  without  a river).  The  town  is  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon’s,  as  is  alfo  Packington,  a moft 
delightful  retired  town,  within  two  miles  of  Afhby.  The  inhabitants  of  Afhby,  efpecially  the 
better  fort,  are  generous  and  fociable  beyond  thofe  of  moft  other  country  towns.  They  treat  one 
another  in  turn  very  fplendidly  in  the  Chriflmas  holidays.  In  the  fummer-time  they  bowl,  hav- 
ing a good  green,  and  I think  the  only  one  in  thofe  parts.  On  Mondays  the  neighbouring  noble- 
men and  gentlemen  refort  thither  to  dine  together,  and  bowl  in  the  feafon. 

The  Earl  Ferrers’s  feat  at  Stanton-Harold  is  a noble  feat,  as  big  as  a little  town  ; and  the 
gardens,  adorned  with  ftatues,  very  entertaining.  This  noble  Lord  is  of  an  exceeding  eminent 
and  ancient  family  ; he  keeps  as  hofpitable  an  houfe,  and  entertains  as  nobly,  as  any  peer  of  the 
realm.  His  Lordfliip  has  experienced  both  fortunes,  and  was  no  more  deprefled  with  adverfity. 
than  he  is  elevated  with  profperity.  At  his  gate  is  a new-built  church,  a very  curibus  firufture 
of  fquare  ffone  ; of  the  founder  whereof  an  infeription  in  the  front  gives  an  account  f.  The  Earl 
Ferrers,  whofe  furname  is  Shirley,  is,  as  I take  it,  great  grandfon  of  that  Sir  Robert,  who,  in 

Oliver’s  time,  was  compelled  by  that  Ufurper  to  build  him  a fh ip  of  war  at  his  own  expence. 

As  foon  as  it  came  to  Oliver’s  ear  that  he  had  at  his  own  charge  built  this  church,  “ Since  he’s 

fo  good  at  building  churches,”  faid  he,  “ and  fo  rich  withall,  he  (hall  build  me  a (hip.” 

The  town  of  Leiceffer  is  very  ancient  and  indifferently  built  ; it  confifls  of  five  parifhes,  and, 
by  the  veffiges  of  its  walls  and  caftle,  it  hath  been  formerly  very  ftrong  J.? 

* “ I have  been  the  longer  upon  rhefe  two  families  of  Bruce  and  Cumin,  becaufe  the  hiftorians  of  both  na- 
tions.have  dropped  them  ; and  indeed  one  would  be  furprized  to  find  nine  peers  of  the  name  of  Cumin  in  one 
reign,  and  hardly  a gentleman  left  in  another,  and  no  hiftory  tell  you  what  became  of  them.  The  Bruces  are 
ftill  a great  family  in  Scotland,  and  a rich  one  in  Huntingtonfhire  ; but  for  the  other,  "except  Sir  Alexander 
Cumin,  one  of  the  members  for  North-Britain,  there  is  hardly  any  of  the  name  left.  I have  often  difeourfed 
with  Sir  Robert  Cotton,  who  was  poft-mafter-general,  on  this  fubjefr,  who  allowed  that  Robert  de  Bruce  came 
originally  from  the  houfe  of  Clackmanan  in  Scotland;  but  that  none  of  the  Scots  Bruces  were  defeended 
from  him  ; for  he  left  only  two  daughters,  who  were  married,  one  to  the  great  Steward  of  Scotland,  by  which 
that  family  came  to  the  Throne,  and  took  their  furname  from  the  office  ; and  the  other  to  the  Earl  of  Suther- 
land : but  that  the  Bruce-Cottons  were  defeended  direftly  from  that  family  when  Earls  of  Huntington.  He 
therefore  blamed  the  Earls  of  Aylefbury  for  taking  to  their  motto  Fuimus,  or  we  were  Kings;  fince  one  of 
them  were  defeended  from  him  that  was  King.”  Mack  AY.

X Before  I leave  Leicefter,  I muft  take  notice  of  a particular  infeription  I faw  on  a tomb  in  St.  Martin’s 
church,  of  one  Mr.  John  Heyrick,  who  lived  in  one  houfe  with  Mary  his  wife  full  fifty-two  years;  that 
before  her  death,  (he  had  defendants  from  her  body,  143  children,  grand-children,  and  great-grand-children.  M 
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The  vicars  of  this  parifh,  as  far  as  can  be  traced  from  the  register,  are  thefe  : 
Anthony  Watfon,  buried  April  2 3*  1644. 

William  Coke’s  name  appears  in  1646. 

Ithiel  Smart,  died  November  22,  and  was  buried  in  the  chancel  Nov.  2 6,  1664, 
Francis  Chapman  appears  to  have  been  minifter  in  1673. 

Another  Ithiel  Smart,  in  1676. 

Henry  Hooton,  in  1691. 

Ithiel  Smart,  vicar  of  Packington,  formerly  vicar  of  Aftiby,  was  buried  January 
27,  1692. 

John  Lord,  vicar  in  1693,  was  buried  June  27,  1711  ; and  was  fucceeded  by 
Anthony  Johnfon,  17 11. 

Jofeph  Smith  appears  in  1716,  and  was  buried  March  21,  1720. 

[The  name  of  “ Mr.  Henley,  1726,”  p.  420,  (hould  be  omitted.] 

Samuel  Holbrooke,  who  fucceeded  Mr.  Smith,  removed  to  Ofgathorpe  in  1729. 
Peter  Cowper,  M.  A.  died  at  Overlegh  in  Chelhire,  in  O&ober  1782,  after  hav- 
ing been  upwards  of  53  years  vicar  of  Aftiby. 

John  Prior,  B.  D.  inducted  in  January  1783,  is  the  prefent  vicar  1790  ; and  by  his 
kind  affiftance  I am  enabled  confiderably  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  few  Church- 
notes  I had  an  opportunity  of  taking,  with  Mr.  Schnebbelie,  April  3,  1790. 

Againft  the  wall  of  the  North  aile,  under  a remarkable  bull  of  a lady  in  the 
drefs  of  the  times,  with  her  hands  in  a muff,  is  this  infeription  :

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ounty,  called  Rejberne  Chace , now  the  fame  called  Rerejby>  faw  there  five  does ; 
whereupon  he  prefently  commanded  a fervant  of  his,  called  Richard,  to  flay  in 
thofe  parts  till  his  return  out  of  the  North,  and  look  after  thefe  deer  to«the  King’s 
ufe.  Blit  the  King  not  returning  within  the  year,  Richard  affociated  himfelf  with 
a ferjeant  of  that  county,  called  Hafcullus  de  Athelakejlon , to  whofe  hou'e  he 
often  went.  The  year  being  fpent,  after  the  King’s  return  from  the  North,  Richard 
went  to  the  King,  telling  him  he  wobld  no  longer  keep  that  bailiwick ; and  being 
afked  by  the  King  who  was  a fit  perfon  to  keep  it,  he  anfwered,  the  faid  Haf- 
cullus, who  had  land  hard  by,  and  lived  therein  •,  and  the  King  committed  to 
Hafcullus  the  fame  accordingly,  with  the  forefterfhip  of  the  counties  of  Rutland 
and  Leicefter,  who  kept  the  fame  all  his  life  until  King  Stephen’s  time,  being  then 
killed  in  his  houfe  by  Bertrand  de  Verdon.  Peter  his  fon  enjoyed  it  after  him 
in  Henry  the  Second’s  time,  and  married  the  niece  of  Ivo  de  Nevill;  which  lvo 
was  fon  of  Allan  de  Nevill,  who  made  friends  to  the  King  to  hold  the  fame  by  a 
more  fure  title,  and  to  have  the  dead  wood  and  dry  wood  of  the  King’s  demefne 
coppices  in  Rutlandfhire,  paying  forty  (hillings  yearly  to  the  Exchequer.  He  en- 
joyed it  until  King  John’s  time;  and  Hafcullus  his  fon  fucceeded  his  father  therein, 
and  held  it  till  King  Henry  the  Third  difaforelted  the  whole  county  of  Leicefter 
in  the  1 8 th  year  of  his  reign.  See  the  Foreft  Rolls  of  the  county  of  Rutland  in 
the  53  Henry  III.  Roll  3,  in  the  court  of  the  Receipt  of  the  Exchequer;  and  fee 
alfo  the  inquifition  after  the  death  of  Endegeny  de  Burgh,  6 Henry  VI.  for  the 
tenure  of  the  manor  of  Nevills,  of  the- prior  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem,  in  Le  Neve’s 
Difcourfe  of  Rutland  Foreft,  called  Athlakijlon .

In  the  Efcheats,  47  Edward  III.  the  Inquifition  faith,  • that  William  died  in  the 
45th  of  that  King ; and  that  Sir  John  Mecum,  Knight,  aged  24,  and  John  Truffel, 
aged  24,  were  his  heirs,  feifed  of  the  forefterfhip  of  Rutland  and  this  manor. 
I find  Alice  his  mother  married  to  John  Warden.  Efch.  47  Edward  III.  mem.  38. 

In  the  45th  of  Henry  III.  Alice,  daughter  and  coheirefs  of  Theobald  de  Nevill, 
widottf  of  John  Hakeluyt,  and  then  wife  of  John  Wardedieu,  who  furvived  her, 
died  feifed  of  this  manor  and  ol  Rutland,  and  left  William  Hackluyt,  fon  of  John 
and  the  faid  Alice,  her  heir,  30.  years  old.

Hackluyt' s Manor  in  Allexton  defeended  with  the  forefterftiip  of  Rutland  after  the 
difafforeftation  that  was  of  the  Leicefteiftfire  part  in  King  Henry  the  'i  hird’s  time, 
and  continued  in  the  poffeftion  of  the  fame  perfons  who  had  the  bailiwick  of  Rut- 
land Foreft,  as  in  a particular  difcouifie  drawn  up  by  Peter  le  Neve,  Norroy, 
for  the  ufe  of  the  Earl  of  Gainfborough  ; which,  in  Wright’s  Rutlandlhire,  p.  70, 
may  be  feen.  P.  Le  Neve,  MS. 
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P.  403.  8i<y.  1200*  Appleby  Magna*  is  a pleafant  village,  fitiiated  part  in 
Derbyfhire,  and  part  in  Leicefterfhire.  The  furrounding  country,  though  for  the 
moft  part  flat*  is  rich,  pleafant,  and  healthful.  In  point  of  ancient  confequence  as 
Well  as  modern  refpeftability,  it  is  perhaps  exceeded  by  few  places  of  its  extent. 

The  ancient  family  of  Appleby  had  their  feat  a little  to  the  Eaft  of  the  church, 
of  which  fufficient  remains  are  ftill  vifible  to  {hew  what  it  has  been,  a ftrong*, 
though  not  large,  manfion  of  defence,  built  of  maffy  ftone,  and  entirely  furrounded 
by  a moat,  with  no  other  entrance  than  that  of  a draw-bridge.  The  front  wall  is- 
ftill  pretty  perfect  in  its  original  ftate ; fome  carved  work,  but  no  arms,  though  a 
few  plain  efcutcheons,  may  be  feen.  It  has  for  a conliderable  time  belonged  to  Bof- 
worth  School,  and  is  now  inhabited  by  a farmer. 

Appleby  .Parva  is  a manor  in  the  parifli  of  Great  Appleby,  and  hath  no  chapel 
Within  it. 

The  following  addition  to  what  Burton  has  faid  upon  thefe  places  is  from  the 
Cohesions  of  William  Wolley,  Efq.  written  about  1714-1. 

10  Elizabeth,  John  Taylor,  Gent,  died,  and  left  an  eftate  here  to  his  daughter 
Maud,  who  died  14  Eliz.  and  John  Taylor,  the  fon  of  Richard,  the  fon  of  Henry, 
the  father  of  John,  the  father  of  the  faid  Maud,  inherited  the  fame  ; and  40  Eliz. 
Humphrey  Dethick,  Efq.  of  Newhall,  died,  and  left  an  eftate  here  to  his  daughter 
Catherine,  wife  of  Alexander  Redick,  Efq,  43  Eliz.  John  Rotheram,  Efq.  one  of 
the  Six  Clerks  in  Chancery,' died  poffefTed  of  an  eftate  here,  which  he  left  to  William, 
fon  and  heir  of  Gilbert  Willoughby,  fon  and  heir  of  Margaret,  filler  and  heir  of 
the  faid  John.  In  our  time  this  town  has  been  eminent  for  being  the  birth-place  of 
Sir  John  Moore,  Knt.  who,  being  of  mean  parentage,  raifed  himfelf  to  a very  great 
eftate  by  merchandize,  firft  in  lead,  and  afterwards  in  the  Eaft  India  trade,  whereby 
he  became  Lord-mayor  of  London,  and  was  long  Prefidenpof  Chrift  Church  or  the 
Blue-Coat  Hofpital  in  London,  to  which  he  was  a great  benefactor,  particularly  in 
building  and  endowing  the  Writing  and  Mathematical  Schools,  in  which  he  be- 
llowed above  ^.6000.  ; and  built  and  endowed  a very  fine  Free-fchool  in  this  town,, 
on  which  he  beftowed  above  £.5000  ; and  after  dying  at  a good  old  age,  above  80, 
he  left  an  eftate  of  about  £.80,000 ; a large  part  to  his  nephew  John  Moore,  Efq. 
but  withall  gave  very  great  legacies  to  his  other  nephews  and  nieces,  which  has  made 
many  families  confiderable  which  were  not  fo  before ; and  left  as  good  a name  be- 
hind him,  for  honour  and  fobriety,  as  moft  of  his  contemporaries ; only  he  was 
over- awed  at  the  latter  end  of  King  Charles  IPs  reign,  when  he  was  Lord  mayor  of 
London,  to  give  up  the  City’s  Charter;  which  was  looked  upon  rather  as  the  effeft: 
of  his  want  of  courage,  than  of  juftice  and  integrity  ; though  perhaps  a man  of 
far  greater  courage  and  refolution,  in  thofe  trying  times,  might  have  been  forced 
to  have  done  the  fame.  I believe  all  he  got  by  it  was  a Canton  of  the  Arms  of 
England  in  his  coat,  which  was  “ Or,  three  Moor-hens  Sable.”

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Mr.  Wolley’s  blazonry  of  Sir  John  Moore’s  arms  as  above  is  incorrect ; the  arms 
borne  by  the  prefent  Moores  being  “ Ermine  3 Greyhounds  current  Sa.  collared,  in 
<«  a Canton  Gules,  a Lion  paflant  guardant  Or;”  Creft,  a Moor-cock  Ermine  with 
wings  difplayed,  holding  a heath  flalk  in  his  bill. 

The  defcendants  of  the  faid  Sir  John  Moore  hill  enjoy  large  property  here,  and 
are  greatly  refpe&ed  ; at  the  head  of  whom  is  an  elderly  clergyman,  unmarried, 
who  lives  in  a good  houfe  not  far  from  the  fchool ; under  the  fame  roof  alfo  re- 
fides  a younger  relation  (we  believe  firff-coufin),  the  Rev.  John  Moore,  who  mar- 
ried   , daughter  of  Francis  Hurt,  Efq.  of  Alderworiley,  in  the  county  of 

Derby.  Alfo  at  fome  diffance  beyond  the  church,  and  near  the  Afhby-road,  Hands 
a neat  white  houfe,  the  feat  of  George  Moore,  Efq.  elder  brother  of  the  faid  John, 
who  is  alfo  married,  and  has  children. 

The  fchool  is  a very  handlome  brick  building,  with  two  fimilar  fronts.  The 
principal  one  (which  is  engraved  in  the  Topographer)  faces  the  ftreet  or  road, 
and  is  inclofed  in  a very  fpacious  grafs  area,  that  affords  fufficient  air  and  exercife 
to  the  boys.  The  fchool-room  is  a noble  fize,  occupying  the  whole  fpace  of  the 
five  lofty  windows  between  the  wings.  At  the  upper  end  of  it,  in  the  wall,  is  re- 
prefented,  in  full  proportion,  the  figure  of  the  founder  in  his  official  robes,  with  the 
mace  and  fiyord  in  either  hand ; underneath  which  is  the  following  infcription,  il- 
luflrative  of  the  charity  : 

“ To  the  memory  of  Sir  John  Moore,  Knight  and  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Lon- 
“ don,  who  ere&ed  this  fchoole  anno  Domini  1697,  and  endowed  the  fame  for  the 
“ education  of  the  male  children  of  the  pariflies  and  towns  of  Appleby,  Norton, 
cc  Auftery,  Newton  in  the  Thiffles,  Stretton  in  the  Field,  Mefham,  Snarffon,  and 
i(  Chilcat.  And  by  the  ftatutes  made  A.  D.  1706,  it  was  made  free  for  all  Eng- 
“ land.” 

The  right  wing  and  rooms  over  the  fchool  are  occupied  by  the  head-mafter,  the 
Rev.  Henry  Dewe,  A.  M.  and  his  boarders ; the  left,  by  the  fecond-maffer,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Mould.  It  was  ere&ed  by  Sir  Chriffopher  Wren,  and  is  altogether 
a very  fuitable  edifice,  and  may  ferve  as  a model  for  others.  At  the  back  front, 
where  before  were  alfo  cloyffers,  has  been  added  within  thefe  four  years  a large  and 
comfortable  dining  or  fitting-room,  for  the  ufe  of  the  boys,  more  particularly  in 
winter,  where  recreation  or  ffudy  may  be  carried  on  in  a more  advantageous  and 
agreeable  manner.  For  let  the  Laudatores  temporis  a£U  fay  what  they  will  of  hardi- 
nefs  and  capability  of  enduring  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather,  certainly  fuch  a 
necefifary  indulgence  as  that  above  mentioned  is  conducive,  efpecially  in  thefe  days, 
both  to  the  health  of  the  body  and  improvement  of  the  mind.  Genius  will  not 
endure  the  hardfffips  of  freezing,  whatever  dullnefs  may  be  infenfible  to.  It  is 
curious  to  mark  the  fails  and  rifes  of  thefe  little  empires.  About  twelve  years 
ago  this  fchool  was  at  its  lowed:  ebb.  And  Mr.  Dewe  commenced  with  only  a 
few  boarders.  He  has  now  upwards  of  forty.  This,  like  all  other  fimilar  founda- 
tions, is  under  the  dire&ion  of  governors  or  truffees,  who  meet  here  annually  at  the 
Audit  to  fettle  bufinefs  and  dine  together.  The  prefent  gentlemen  are  Sir  Robert 

Burdett,  Bart.  Sir  Nigel  Grefiey,  Bart.  John  Cave  Brown,  Efq,  the  Rev. — 
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Moore,  George  Moore,  Efq.  the  Rev.  John  Moore,  Rich.  Dyott,  Efq.  and  Rev. 
William  Grefley. 

In  Burton’s  time  the  patron  and  re&or  of  this  church  was  Matter  Mole,  (or 
Mould). 

His  fuccelfor  was  the  Rev.  Abraham  Mould,  who  married  Elizabeth,  foie 
daughter  and  heir  of  Ralph  Roper,  of  Atherftone,  in  Warwickfhire,  Gent,  and 
died  1683,  leaving  ilfue  four  fons  and  three  daughters,  who  all  died  iffuelefs,  except 
Anna,  wife  of  John  Wilde,  of  this  place,  Gent,  by  whom  (he  left  a daughter, 
Elizabeth,  married  to  Edward  Dawfon,  of  Long-Whatton,  Efq.  and  had  ilfue  two 
fons  and  two  daughters,  one  of  whom,  Edward,  now  living  at  Long-Whatton,  is 
the  prefent  patron,  having  ilfue  an  only  fon  and  heir  apparent.  The  prefent 
redtor  is  the  Rev.  John  Clements,  M.  A.  This  living  is  valued  in  the  Ring’s  books 
at  £. 20.  9 s.  4 d.  ob.  Its  prefent  value  is  £.g 00 . per  annum,  or  upwards. 

The  building  of  the  church  wears  the  venerable  afpefl  of  antiquity,  and  has  a 
ipire,  being  pleafingly  fituated  near  a group  of  trees.

Scarcely  any  remains  of  arms  are  now  vifible  in  the  windows,  except  thofe  of  Ap- 
pleby ^ and  the  fine  old  altar-tomb  and  effigies  are  much  defaced.

“ laid.  Elizabeth  four  Tons  and  three  daughters  (viz.)  Thomas,  Ifaac,  Jofeph,  and 
“ Daniel,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  who  died  iffuelefs,  and  Anna,  wife  of  John  Wilde,  late 
“ of  this  town,  Gent,  deceafed,  by  whom  lhe  left  Elizabeth,  only  furviving  child, 
“ wedded  unto  Edward  Dawfon,  of  Long  Whatton,  Efq.  who;e  iffue  are  two  Tons 
“ and  two  daughters,  (viz.)  Atkins,  Edward,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth. — Edward  Dawfon, 
“ their  younger  fon,  from  the  great  love  and  affedtion  he  beareth  to  his  mother  and 
“ her  anceftors,  hath  caufed  this  monument  to  be  eredted.”

She  fpent  her-  life  in  conflant  expe&ation  of  death,  and  died  in  the 
“ mod:  eafy  and  compofed  manner,  on  Sunday,  9th  of  June,  1764,  in  the  75th  year 
t{  of  her  age;  leaving  two  fons  and  two  daughters.  Edward  Dawfon,  her  younger 
“ fon,  as  a token  of  his  duty,  great  affe&ion,  and  gratitude,  hath  caufed  this  monu- 
“ ment  to  be  erefted  to  her  memory/’

“ He  died  the  13th  day  of  July,  1751,  in  the  63d  year  of  his  age. 

“ Charles  Moore,  of  the  Middle-Temple,  London,  Efq,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
“ Moore,  M.  A.  his  nephews  and  executors,  ere&ed  this  monument  to  his  memory.**

P.  426.  Bar  don  Park , now  difparked,  was  in  the  hundred  of  Weft  Gofcote,  not 
in  Sparkenhoe,  as  alleged  by  Burton  *,  but  there  is  a park  called  Baron , near  the  fo- 
reft  of  Leicefter,  in  the  hundred  of  Sparkenhoe.  Bardon  came  in  Edward  the  Third's 
time  to  Harry  Lord  Beaumont,  in  marriage  with  Alice,  one  of  the  daughters  and  co- 
heirs of  Alexander  Comin  Earl  of  Buchan.  In  6 Henry  VI.  it  was  the  land  of  John 
Lord  Beaumont,  and  then  came  to  him  in  polTeflion  by  the  death  of  Elizabeth  his 
mother,  and  continued  in  the  name  of  the  Beaumonts,  as  parcel  of  the  manor  of 
Whitwick,  many  defcents  before  and  until  1 Edward  IV.  In  2Q  Henry  VII.  “ it  was 
<c  the  inheritance  of  John  de  Vere  Earl  of  Oxford  ; at  which  time,”  fays  Burton, 
“ there  were  four  dwelling-houfes  inhabited.”  It  was  granted,  1 1 Elizabeth,  to  Sir 
Henry  Haftings,  Knight,  and  Henry  Cutler,  Gent,  from  whom  it  was  alienated  to  the 
family  of  Hood,  whofe  defcendant  William  Hood , Efq.  is  the  prefent  owner. 
There  is  a Prefbyterian  meeting-houfe  near  the  road  fide. — “ In  this  park,”  fays 
Burton,  Ci  is  a very  high  hill,  called  Bardon-hill , Handing  at  the  Weft  end  of  along 
u tratt  of  hills,  which  lie  almoft  Eaft  and  Weft.  This  hill  is  in  the  bottom  of  a large 

circumference,  rifing  up  (not  very  fteeply)  to  a great  height,  being,  as  I take  it, 
“ one  of  the^higheft  of  that  rank,  very  rough,  and  full  of  wood  ; within  which  are 
“ great  quarries  of  hard  ftone,  which  fome  take  to  be  a kind  of  lime-ftone  ; the  top 
“ whereof  yieldeth  a very  pleafing  and  delicate  profpeft,  efpecially  to  the  Weft  and 
ec  South-weft  *,  this  hill  having  been  feen  not  far  from  Gloucefter,  above  40  miles 
**  diftance.”  It  is  diftinguifhable  among  a long  tra<ft  of  hills  which  lie  almoft  Eaft 
and  Weft.  hi  circumference  at  the  bottom  is  large,  rifing  up  gradually  to  a great 
height,  very  rugged  and  woody.  The  fummit  of  this  vaft  feature  affords  a pleafing 
and  very  extend ve  profpedt,  particularly  to  the  Weft  and  South.  Lincoln  Minfter, 
nearly  50  miles  diftant  in  a direct  line,  is  diftinftly  vifible.  Here,  yve  are  told,  the 
famous  William  Ludlam,  formerly  Mathematical  Le&urer  of  St.  John’s  College, 
Cambridge,  ufed  to  repair  with  his  telefcope,  and  other  inftruments  of  obfervation  j.

Belvoir,  which  has  been  called  by  the  different  names  of  Belvar , Beauvoir , Bever 
(the  prefent  pronunciation  of  it),  Bellovero , Bellovifo , &c.  receives  that  appellation 
from  its  beautiful  and  very  extenfive  profpefls.  It  is  fituated  upon  the  termination 
of  a branch  of  the  Leicederfhire  wolds,  extending  into  the  Vaie  of  Belvoir  to  the 
North;  and  not  only  takes  in  the  Vale,  but  reaches  over  a rich  and  amazingly  ex- 
tenfive country;  which,  from  the  elevation”  of  the  Caflle  appears  in  the  feveral 
Views  a dead  flat.  The  hill  on  which  the  caflle  (lands,  or  a great  part  of  it,  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  artificial;  and,  from  the  foil,  fituation,  etymology,  and  other  circumflances, 
it  has  been  generally  fuppofed  to  be  the  Margidunum  of  the  Romans,  which  Antoni- 
nus mentions  as  (landing  on  the  Roman  road  next  Vernometum . Roman  coins  having 
frequently  been  found  here.  Dr.  Stukeley  fuppofes  it  to  have  been  a Roman  camp. 
The  filence  of  Domefday,  however,  makes  it  highly  probable  that  this  place  was 
of  little  note  before  the  Conquefl. 

The  firfl  poffedor  of  whom  any  thing  can  be  faid  with  certainty  is  Robert  de 
! Todenei,  a noble  Norman,  who,  coming  to  this  country  in  1066  as  ftandard- 
bearer  to  the  Conqueror,  was  loaded  with  ample  rewards.  In  the  county  of  Leicef- 
ter  his  lordfhips,  as  enumerated  in  Domefday,  were,  Horniwale  (Q^  Horninghold), 
Metorne  (Medborne),  Blajlorne  (Blofton),  Herdebi  (Harby),  Barchejlone  (Bark- 
flon),  Botesford  (Bottesford),  Redmilde  (Redmile),  Gniptone  (Knipton),  Lachejlone 
(Laughton),  Lubeham  (Lubbenham),  Barcbeberie  (Barkby),  Hungretone  (Hungarton), 
Croptone  (Croxton),  Queneberie  (Quenby),  Clachejlone  (Long  Clawfon),  Hoohes 
(Howes),  Stacherdine  (Statherne),  and  Holesford  (Q.  Holwell  ?).  In  Lincolnfhire  his 
domains  were  dill  more  numerous*,  and  amongft  thole  was  Ulejlanetorp  (Wolllhorpe) ; 
which  is  particularly  noticed  as  having  then  “ a church,  and  a prefbyter,”  or  prieft. 

Belvoir  caflle,  which  is  faid  to  have  been  built  by  Todenei  to  overawe  the  Saxons, 
was  at  firft:  probably  a part  of  the  adjoining  manor  of  Wolllhorpe ; till,  becoming  by 
the  refidence  of  its  owner  the  head  of  the  lordfhip,  the  whole  was  diftinguifhed 
by  the  title  of  “ maneriumde  Belvoir,  cum  membris  de  Wolleflhorpe.” 

“ The  caftelle  of  Bel]evoire,,>  fays  Leland  -j~,  “ (landith  yn  the  utter  part  that 
“ way  of  Leircefterfhir,  on  the  very  knape  of  a highe  hille,  (lepe  up  eche  way,  partely 
*c  by  nature,  partely  by  working  of  mennes  hande^,  as  it  may  evidently  be  perceyvid. 

Wither  ther  were  any  caftelle  ther  afore  the  Conquefl  or  no,  I am  not  fure;  but 

furely  I think  rather  no  than  ye.  Totenius  was  the  firfl  enhabiter  there  after 
tc  the  Conquefl.  Then  it  cam  to  Albeneius.  And  from  Albeney  to  Ros.  Of  this 
<c  defeent,  and  of  the  foundation  of  the  priory  in  the  village  at  the  caftelle  foot, 
“ I have  written  a quire  feperately  The  Vale  of  Bever,  baren  of  wood,  is  very 
“ large  and  very  plentiful  of  good  corne  and  grade,  and  lyith  in  3 (hires,  Ley- 
<{  cefler,  Lincoln,  and  much  in  Notinghamlhire.  The  Erie  of  Ptutheland  hath  in 
“ exchaunge  for  other  landes  of  the  kinge’s  Croxton  abbay  2 miles  of,  and  a com- 
“ maundery  that  longgid  to  S.  Johns  toward  Newark,  called  the  Egle,  wher  is  a 
“ very  praty  manor  place.  But  I guede  that  it  flondith  low  and  foule  §.”

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Robert  de  Todenei  was  afterwards  called  Robert  de  Belvedeir ; and,  by  a 
general  furvey  taken  at  his  death,  he  was  in  poffeffion  of  eighty  lordfhips,  many 
of  which  are  the  property  of  the  family  to  this  day.  By  his  wife  Adela  he  had 
iffue  four  fons>,  William,  Beringar,  Geffrey,  and  Robert,  and  one  daughter  named 
Agnes,. who  was  wife  to  Hubert  deRye,  a great  man  in  Lincojnfhire ; and  departing 
this  life  the  fecond  nones  of  Augutf,  in  the  year  of  Chrift  ic88,  i William  Ru- 
fus was  buried  in  the  chanter-houfe  at  Belvoir  T,  which  he  himfelf  had  founded. 

William  de  Albini,  his  elded  fon  and  fucceffor  in  the  barony,  who  took  the  addi- 
tion of  Brito  \ to  diftinguifh  him  from  another  baron  of  the  realm  called  William  de 
Albini  Pincerna , or  butler,  died  foon  after  1154;  and  was  buried  near  his  father, 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  chapter- houfe  at  Belvoir  §. 

The  fecond  William  de  Albini,  called  Me f chine s>  died  in  1168,  and  was  buried 
before  the  crofs  in  Belvoir  priory  ; and  his  two  wives,  Adelize  and  Cecilie,  were 
interred  not  far  from  him  ||. 

In  the  reign  of  king  John,  when  William  de  Albini  the  third  was  in  the  great 
infurre&ion  of  the  Barons,  the  king  fummoned  the  cable  of  Belvoir,  and  declared 
the  lords  therein  befieged  fhould  never  eat  more  if  it  were  not  immediately  delivered 
up.  Nicholas  de  Albini,  one  of  his Tons,  who  was  in  holy  orders,  and  afterwards- 
reftor  of  Bottesford,  carried  the  keys  to  the  king,  and  furrendered  upon  condition 
that  his  father  fhould  be  mercifully  dealt  with.  The  king  then  committed  it  to 
the  cuftody  of  Geffrey  de  Butville  and  Oliver  (two  favourites),  after  he  had  taken 
the  oath  of  fidelity  of  all  others  he  left  therein.  This  William,  for  the  health  of 
his  own  foul,  and  the  fouls  of  Margery  and  Agatha  his  wives,  founded  and  plen- 
tifully. endowed  the  hofpital  of  Our  Lady,  called  Newdede,  at  Waffebridge,  be- 
twixt Stanford  and  Offington,  in  Lincolnshire.  He  died  in  1236,  and  was  buried 
at  Newflede,  and  his  heart  under  the  wall  oppofite  to  the  high  altar  at  Belvoir**, 
His  fon  and  fucceffor,  the  fourth  William  de  Albini  J~  j~,  died  in  1247  ; and  was 
buried  in  the  priory  church  of  Belvoir,  before  the  crofs ; both  his,  wives  being  in- 
terred not  far  from  him  j*.  His  heart  was  carried  to  Croxton  priory  §§. 

Robert  de  Rofs,  who  married  Ifabel  heirefs  of  the  houfe  of  Albini,  obtained 
permiffion  from  King  Henry  III.  in  1261,  to  hold  a market  at  Belvoir  on  Tuefdays 
weekly  through  the  year  ; and  alfo  an  annual  fair  on  the  feafbday  of  St.  John  the 
Baptift,  to  begin  on  the  eve  of  that  feffival,  and  to  continue  for  three  days.  In 
1264  he  joined  the  Barons  in  arms  againft  the  Sovereign;  and  was  one  of  the 
chief  of  them  who,  after  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  the  king  was  made  prffoner-

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had  the  guard  of  him  at  the  caftle  of  Hereford.  In  1267  he  raifed  a new  embattled 
wall  at  Belvoir.  He  died  in  1285  ; and  had  fepulture  for  his  body  in  the  priory  of 
Kirkham,  under  a marble  tomb  on  the  South  fide  of  the  choir;  and  for  his  bowels, 
before  the  high  altar  at  Belvoir,  towards  the  South  fide  of  the  choir.  His  lady 
was  buried  at  Newftede  *.  William  de  Rofs,  their  fon  and  heir,  was  buried  under 
a fair  tomb  of  (tone  in  the  priory  of  Kirkham-f. 

The  fucceflion  from  the  family  of  Rofs  to  Thomas  Manners,  the  firft  Earl  of 
Rutland,  may  be  feen  in  the  pedigree  which  we  have  printed  in  p.  1012  ^ and  it? 
continuation  to  the  prefent  Duke  in  p.  1013. 

In  1299,  the  27th  year  of  King  Edward  the  Firft,  Ifabella  de  Rofs  had  a grant  of  free- 
warren  in  the  lordlhips  of  Bottesford  and  Redmile,  in  Leicefterfhire;  of  Wolfthorpe. 
in  Lincolnfhire ; and  Orflon  in  Nottinghamfhire  ; the  bounds  of  which  are  exa&Iy 
defined  in  p.  823  ; and  in  the  34th  year  of  the  fame  reign  William  de  Rofs  de 
Hamelak  was  allowed  to  inclofe  100  acres  in  the  parifti  of  Redmile,  under  the 
name  of  Bever  Park , which  was  appropriated  lblely  to  the  prefervation  of  game. 

By  an  inquifition  taken  1352,  26  Edw.  III.  after  the  death  of  William  de  Roos,  it 
appears  that  “he  died  feifed  of  the  caftle  and  manor  of  Belvoir,  with  the  members 
of  Wolfthorpe  to  the  fame  manor  belonging,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  which  were 
held  of  the  king  in  capite  by  knight’s  fervice  ; that  there  were  in  the  faid  manor 
three  carucates  of  land,  which,  being  frifca%  and  uncultivated  on  account  of  the  pe'f- 
tilence  and  wantof  tenants,  Were  worth  no  more  than  3l.ayear;  and  the  rents  from 
tenants  of  all  deferiptions  were  2 61.  18s. ; the  whole  annual  value  was  confequently 
29I.  1 8s. ; from  which  a fee-farm  rent  of  10  marks  being  deduced,  the  clear  rental 
was  231.4$.  8d.  The  pafturage  of  the  park  was  worth  3s.  4d.  a year. 

The  foil  and  pafturage  of  the  warren  of  Beauver  was  then  the  property  of  the 
towns  of  Stathern,  Plungar,  and  Barkfton;  but  was  of  no  annual  value,  on  account 
of  its  being  entirely  appropriated  to  the  fhelterfng  of  game  §.  From  the  rabbits  no 
profit  at  that  time  arofe,  as  they  had  been  almoft  totally  deftroyed,  for  the  inthro- 
nization-feaft  of  the  Archbifhop  of  York||,  and  by  the  inclination  of  the  then  Lord.’* 
Thomas  Lord  Roos,  for  his  fidelity  to  the  Lancaftrian  intereft,  was  attainted  in 
Parliament  the  4th  of  November,  1461;  Rapin  fays,  he  was  beheaded  ; and  Dugdale, 
that  he  died  at  Newcaftle  the  fame  year. 

“ The  Lord  Ros  toke  King  Henry  the  VI.  parte  agayn  King  Edwarde,  where- 
“ apon  the  Lord  Rofes  landes  ftode  as  confifcate.  King  Edwarde  prevailing;  and 
“ Beilevoir  caftle  was  given  in  keeping  to  the  Lord  Haftinges;  the  which  cum- 
“ ming  thither  upon  a tyme  to  perufe  the  ground,  and  to  lye  in  the  caftel,  was 
“ fodenly  repellid  by  Mr.  Haringron,  a man  of  poure  therabbut,  and  frende  to  the 
“ Lord  Rofe.  Wherapon  the  Lord  Haftinges  cam  thither  another  tyme  with  a ftrong 
“ poUre,  and  apon  a ragingwylle  fpoilidthe  caftelle,  defacing  the  rofes,  and  taking 
“ the  leades  of  them*'*,  wherwith  they  were  al  coverid.  Then  felle  alle  the  caf-

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tff  telle  to  mine,  and  the  tymbre  of  the  rofes  onkeverid  rotted  away,  and  the  foile 
“ betwene  the  waulles  at  the  laft  grue  ful  of  elders,  and  no  habitation  was  there 
iC  tyl  that  of  late  dayes  the  Erie  of  Rutland  hath  made  it  fairer  than  ever  it  was  *f*.” 
Lord  Haftings  not  only  obtained  the  grant  of  the  honour,  caftle,  and  lordfbip 
of  Belvoir,  with  the  park  and  all  its  members,  viz.  Wolfthorpe,  Barkefton, 
Plumgarthe,  lledmyld,  Hardeby,  and  Bottesford,  with  the  hamlets  of  Norman- 
ton  and  Efthorpe  ; but  alfo  the  advowfons  of  the  churches,  and  the  rent  called  Caftle - 
guard  throughout  England,  at  that  time  an  appurtenance  to  this  caftle,  as  part  of 
the  pofleftions  of  Thomas  Lord  Boos,  which  by  his  attainder  came  to  the  Crown. 

Edmund  Lord  Roos,  in  confequence  of  his  father’s  attainder  and  his  own  fidelity  to 
the  Houfe  of  Lancafter,  was  obliged  in  his  tender  years  to  go  beyond  the  feas; 
yet  by  the  favour  of  king  Henry  VII.  who  united  the  two  contending  Eloufes  of 
York  and  Lancafter,  he  recovered  the  caftle  and  all  its  rights,  after  it  had 
been  in  the  pofleftion  of  the  family  of  Haftings  for  more  than  twenty  years. 

Thomas  firft  Earl  of  Rutland  (whole  grandfather  Sir  Robert  Manners,  by  his 
marriage  with  Eleanor  filler  of  Edmund  Lord  Roos,  became  pofleffed  of  the 
caftle)  rebuilt  it  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  after  it  had  been  in  ruins  for  about 
fixty  years,  and  made  it  a nobler  ftrutture  than  ever  it  had  been  before. 

At  this  period  it  is  thus  defcribed  by  Leland  : “ It  is  a ftraunge  fighte  to  fe  be 
<c  how  many  fteppes  of  ftone  the  way  goith  up  from  the  village  to  the  caftel.  In 
“ the  caftel  be  2 faire  gates ; and  the  dungeon  is  a faire  rounde  tour  now  turnid  to 
<s  pleafure,  as  a place  to  walk  yn,  and  to  fe  al  the  countery  aboute,  and  raylid 
€t  about  the  round  [wall],  and  a garden  [plane]  in  the  midle.  There  is  alfoe  a 
“ welle  of  a grete  depth  in  the  caftelle,  and  the  fpring  therof  is  very  good  J.*’ 
King  James  I,  in  his  Journey  from  Edinburgh  to  London,  1603,  was  here  on  a 
vifit.  “ On  the  22d  of  April,”  fays  a contemporary  writer  §,  “ his  Majefty  departed 
“ from  Newark  toward  Bever  caftle,  hunting  all  the  way  as  he  rode;  faving  that  in 
“ the  way  he  made  four  knights.  By  the  right  noble  Earl  of  Rutland  ||  his  Highnefs 
“ was  not  only  royally  and  moft  plenteoufty  received,  but  with  fuch  exceeding  joy 
“ of  the  good  eari  and  his  honourable  lady,  that  he  took  therein  exceeding  pleafure. 
And  he  approved  his  contentment  in  the  morning;  for  before  he  W’ent  to  break 
“ his  fail,  he  made  46  knights**;  and  having  refrefhed  himfelf  at  breakfaft,  took 
<f  kind  leave  of  the  Earl  of  Rutland,  his  Countefs,  and  the  reft,  and  let  forward 
“ towards  Burleigh.” 

During  the  convulfive  druggies  of  the  laft  century,  George  the  7th  Earl  of 
Rutland  dying  March  29,  1641,  without  iflue;  his  titles  and  pofteftions  devolved  tb'lds 
kinfman  John  the  eighth  Earl ; who  taking  a decided  part  with  the  Parliamentarians," 
this  caftle  was  taken  pofteflion  of  by  the  Royalifts;  among  whom,  Baptift  Noel 
Vifcount  Cambden  railed  and  maintained,  at  his  own  coll,  a troop  of  hori'e  and  a 
company  of  foot  at  this  garrifon.  Mr.  Thomas  Mafon  alio,  re£ior  of  Alhwell  in 

“ buildid. — The  Lorcle  Haftinges  likewife  fpoiled  Stoke  de  Albanye,  a goodly  maner  place  of  the

Rutlandfhire,  commanded  an  independent  company  there  The  Journals  of  Par* 
Jiament  take  notice  of  letters  from  the  Lord  Grey  of  Groby  and  Col.  Wayte,  Dec. 
24,  1643,  <c  concerning  the  giving  of  a rout  and  overthrow,  by  Colonel  Way te’s 
forces,  to  the  whole  body  of  the  Belvoir  forces  and  a letter  dated  Jan.  9,  1643-4, 
mentions  <c  another  defeat  given  unto  the  forces  of  Belvoir  caftle  \ .”  From  this  time 
little  of  confequence  occurs  till  1643  J,  when,  the  town  of  Leicefter  being  taken 
by  Prince  Rupert,  May  31,  a part  of  the  fpoil  was  carried  to  Belvoir. 

On  the  King’s  removal  to  Newark,  this  caftle,  under  the  command  of  Sir  Gervafe 
Lucas  §,  became  an  objeft  of  attention  to  both  parties.  The  King  flept  here  on  the 
night  of  Auguft  5,  1643  ||.  Early  in  October  the  letters  printed  below**  were 
intercepted  by  Colonel  Roftiter;  who  on  the  1 5th  had  a violent  engagement 
with  the  Princes  Rupert  and  Maurice  TiS  an^  purfued  them  till  they  took  (helter  in 
the  caftle  jj.  Hither  they  were  followed  by  the  King,  who,  after  fleeping  in  the

“ Dear  Sir,  I am  commanded  by  the  Lord  Gerhard,  to  fend  you  this  order  from  the  King; 
and  vvithall  to  let  you  know,  he  (Gerhard)  intends  to  be  with  you  himfelr  to-morrow  (he 
faith)  in  the  morning.  You  will  have  a great  many  troublefome  ghefts,  and  amongft  them  ; a 
moft  faithfull  fervant,  called,  Robert  Hatton.” 

2.  “ To  Sir  Gervafe  Lucas,  Governor  of  Belvoir. 
tc  Charles  R.  Trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet  you  well.  Whereas  we  have  for  the  prefent 
thought  fit  to  difpofe  our  horfe  in  this  (Newark)  and  all  other  garrifons  in  thefe  parf3,  whereby 
they  may  be  ready  for  any  fervice.  Our  pleafure  and  command  to  you  therefore  is,  that  you  im- 
mediately provide  in  that  your  garrifon  (Belvoir)  fit  accommodation  for  Gen.  Gerhard’s  horfe,  being 
about  300,  betides  your  own  ; and  that  you  affift  them  in  levying  and  bringing  in  provisions  for 
the  fupply,  both  of  horfe  and  men,  out  of  the  feveral  townftrips  allotted  for  their  provisions,, 
during  their  ftay  with  you.  Herein  we  expeft  you  fliall  employ  your  beft  care  and  diligence. 
And  fo  we  bid  you  farewell.  From  our  Court  at  Newark,  October  6,  1646.” 

fj  “A  fcout  from  Northampton  brought  news  that  Prince  Rupert  and  Prince  Maurice  were  both 
at  Banbury,  and  that  they  were  nobly  entertained  by  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  and  that  from 
thence  they  were  going  to  Newark  to  the  King,  to  bid  him  farewell ; and  therefore  defired  that 
his  Lordfliip  would  fend  a convoy  with  them  to  Belvoir,  or  fome  other  place,  from  whence  they 
might  go  to  fecure  the  King.”  City  Scout,  0<5t.  2 r,  1645. 

The  following  letter,  Od.  15,  1645,  was  addrefled  to  the  High  Sheriff  of  Northamptonfhire  : 

“ At  Walton,  within  two  miles  of  Belvoyr,  I met  with  prince  Rupert  and  Prince  Maurice, 
with  three  or  four  hundred  horfe  ; and  within  a fhorttime  after  engagement,  their  Forlorn  Hope 
ran  away.  We  purfued  them  unto  the  wails  of  Belvoyr  caftle.  We  tooke  in  the  purfuit  one  major, 
three  captains,  fixty  gentlemen,  and  feveral  other  prifoners,  many  {lain,  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  horfe  taken  ; and  the  two  Princes,  the  Lord  Mullineux,  and  the  Lord  Hawley,  and  eight 
other  great  peribns,  efcaped  narrowly  with  the  reft.  The  King  continues  about  Newark  ; he 
hath  fent  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale  into  the  North.  Your  faithful  fervant,  E.  Rossiter.” 

I J “ Tuefday  morning  we  received  intelligence  of  Prince  Rupert  and  Prince  Mauriceat  Banbury, 
upon  their  march  towards  Newark,  Some  reported  them  to  be  1200,  others  6003  upon  which,  all 

our. 
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caftle  one  night  only  *,  was  conduced  by  Capt.  Mafon,  with  a convoy  of  6co  horfe, 
to  Banbury  in  his  way  to  Oxford.  The  King  efcaped  any  encounter ; but  his  con- 
voy at  their  return  were  routed  by  Major-general  Poyntz,  on  the  6th  of  November, 
and  fhifted  away  to  their  garrifon  at  Belvoir -f->  which  from  that  time  was  ftrongly  af- 
failed  and  refolutely  defended.  The  outworks  and  Rabies,  which  had  been  fortified, 
were  taken  by  (form  § ; and  on  the  1 5th  of  January,  1645-6,  by  order  of  Parliament, 
“ the  mortar-piece,  (hells,  and  equipage  thereto  belonging,  then  at  Reading,  were 
<e  fent  to  Belvoir,  to  be  made  ufe  of  for  the  reducing  of  that  caftle  || a fervice  fo 

our  forces  within  the  garrifon  at  Grantham,  being  300,  and  400  more  which  lay  at  Stamford,  were 
drawn  to  Melton  by  Col.  Roffiter,  to  interpofe  between  the  King  and  the  Princes,  and  to  join 
with  Col.  Manwaring  at  Leicefter,  and  fince  gone  to  Derby  to  join  with  Col.  Poyntz.  Yefterday 
morning,  upon  intelligence  from  Burley,  that  the  report  of  Prince  Rupert’s  coming  was  falfe,  and 
the  King  being  returned  back  to  Newark,  our  horfe  were  ordered  to  return  back  to  Grantham  ; 
no  fooner  were  we  marching,  but  (from  Leicefter)  we  received  intelligence  that  the  Princes  were 
upon  their  march  towards  Belvoir.  Upon  which  we  purfued  them  with  all  fpeed ; they  faced  as 
though  they  would  have  charged  , but  upon  our  advance  towards  them,  they  ran  for  Belvoir  : 
we  purfued  them  clofe  to  the  caftle  walls,  took  one  major,  three  captains,  fixty  prifoners,  Prince 
Maurice’s  trumpeter,  trumpet  and  banner,  thirty  gentlemen  and  reformadoes,  and  about  one 
hundred  and  forty  horfe;  we  wounded  and  killed  divers,  fome  of  quality.  The  two  Princes  hardly 
efcaped  with  about  one  hundred  more.  Some  of  the  officers  we  have  taken  told  us,  that  the 
Princes  fent  the  Lord  of  Northampton’s  regiment  back  to  Banbury,  and  marched  wdth  this  fmall 
party,  only  to  fpeak  to  the  King,  and  take  their  leave  of  him.  The  King  is  now  in  Newark; 
part  of  his  horfe  quarters  between  there  and  Welbeck.  Colonel  Poyntz  is  come  to  De,rby,  and 
Colonel  Manwaring  is  gone  to  him.”  City  Scout,  Odt.  21,  1643. 

* “The  laft  week  we  thought  his  Majefty  would  have  taken  longer  entertainment  at  Newark  ; 
but  it  feems  the  attendance  frighted  away  the  Court.  For  indeed  it  hath  been  fo  hurried  about, 
that  it  wants  proviftons.  It  is  true,  it  would  have  willingly  continued  a little  longer  in  the  Noith  ; 
but  the  grand  Purvoir  (Digby)  was  routed,  and  lent  packing  to  beg  bifeuit  at  Skipton  caftle;  and 
at  his  return  made  fuch  a complaint  to  his  Majefty,  that  forthwith  he  went  out  of  Newark  to 
Belvoir;  which  being  a place  of  lefte  receipt  than  where  he  was,  taking  the  opportunity  of  having 
thofe  that  marched  away  with  him  to  be  cloathed  with  the  darknefs  of  the  night,  they  came 
away  towards  Oxford.  Belike  Prince  Maurice  will  not  be  guilty  of  his  brother’s  fault  ; it  is  bet- 
ter leaving  a garrifon  in  time,  than  hold  it  out  and  lofe  all.”  Mercurius  Veridicus,  Oct.  25,  1645. 

“ We  have  Prince  Rupert  and  Prince  Maurice  at  a bay.  We  were  not  long  fince  near  Belvoir 
caftle,  where  wre  had  gallant  fport ; indeed,  I could  have  wiflied  you  had  feen  it.  Both  the 
Princes,  with  the  Lord  Gerhard,  Lord  Hawley,  Sir  Richard  Willis  the  Governor  of  Newark, 
with  400  Gentlemen  of  quality,  the  meaneft  a Captain,  have  laid  down  their  commiffions,  and 
difengaged  themfdves  of  the  King’s  fervice.”  Col.  Roffiter,  from  Melton  Mowbray,  Od.  29, 
1645.  City  Scout,  Nov.  4,  1645.  f Heath’s  Chronicle,  p.  91. 

f “ Major-general  Poyntz  and  Colonel  Roffiter  coming  but  wdth  twenty  horfe  to  viewr  the  ftrength 
of  Belvoir  caftle;  the  enemy,  having  notice  of  it,  ifl'ued  forth,  being  about  fixty,  and  ten  horfe 
in  number;  and  falling  upon  our  men,  who  were  fo  much  overpowered  in  number,  they  killed 
two  and  wounded  two  more,  and  fo  much  endangered  Major-general  Poyntz,  that  they  tore  his 
coat  Irom  him,  and  feized  on  his  horfe  ; but  Gcd  fo  protected  him,  that  he  efcaped  unhurt ; and 
he  is  now  fafe  in  Belvoir  town,  waiting  an  opportunity.”

*'•  Wee  are  fent  downe  and  authorized  by  the  two  Howfes  of  Parliament,  to  ul'e  our  bell  en- 
deavours for  finilhing  this  bloody,  intebine  vvarre,  wherewith  this  kingdome  hath  been  now  for 
fome  time  affli&ed.  And,  in  purfuance  of  that  duty,  wee  doe  hereby,  in  their  names,  demand 
of  you,  that  you  furrender  up  into  our  hands  the  cable  of  Belvoire  for  their  life.  Wte  doe  fur- 
ther let  you  knowe  the  pious  care  of  Parliament  to  prevent  (as  farr  as  poffibly  may  bee)  the  ef- 
fufion  of  Chribian  biood,  and  the  debrucbion  of  the  towns  and  cables  and  howfes  in  this  king- 
dome  ; and  accordingly  are  willing  to  entertayne  a treaty  with  you.

“ Wee  thought  fitt  to  fummon  Belvoire  cable,  in  our  names,  for  fundry  reafons  conducing  to 
vour  fervice.  A copy  is  herein  inclofed,  and  the  governor’s  anfwer,  togither  with  the  articles 
of  furrender  agreed  on  by  thofe  appointed  to  treat.  The  bearer  hereof,  Captain  Henry  Mark- 
ham, can  fully  relate  all  particulars  ; who  hath  had  his  fliare  in  the  hard  duty.  And  truly,  Sir, 
wee  mub  needs  fay,  that  Col.  Grey  and  the  foldiers  under  his  command,  as  likewife  the  feveral 
troopes  of  horfe,  have  all  of  them  performed  their  duty  with  much  cheerfulnefs.  And,  for  their 
encouragement,  and  the  better  furthering  of  your  fervice,  wee  have  promifed  them  one  week’s 
pay,  which  v/.as  about  600I.  and  hope  you  will  enable  11s  to  perform  itt.  Wee  find  fo  much 
difficulty  in  procuring  the  mortar  piece  from  Reading  (and  nowe  the  weather  is  broken,  the  waves 
fo  impaflable)  that  your  fervice  may  fuffer  much  before  that  come  unto  us.  Wherefore  wee  have 
fent  for  the  cabing  of  two  at  Nottingham.  And,  if  you  pleale  to  order  the  3 50I.  to  us,  and 
add  fomewhat  more  to  it,  we  (hall  be  able  to  pay  for  them,  and  provide  {hells  and  other  neccflTa- 
ries.  And  we  hope  to  have  no  need  of  a maber  of  fire-works  to  be  fent,  haveing  with  us  one 
very  expert;  and  others,  who  have  done  very  great  fervice  againb  Belvoire.  Wee  fhall  now 
apply  our  whole  endeavours  for  the  reducing  of  Newarke.

f “ The  brong  hold  of  Belvoir,  w hich  deriveth  denomination  from  the  fituation  of  the  place, 
which  overlooketh  all  the  country,  there  being  threefcore  and  fix  degrees  or  great  beps  of  bone  to 
the  aicent  of  it,  was  enforced  to  boop  to  the  obedience  of  the  Parliament,  by  reafon  of  the  impetuous 
violence  and  many  fiiot  which  were  made  againb  it  out  of  the  great  mortar-piece  (the  enemy  do 
call  them  mortal  pieces , and  indeed  fo  they  have  proved  to  many  of  them,  not  only  here,  but  at  Baling, 
Wiucheber,  and  divers  other  places).  The  conditions  of  thefurrender  were  thefe:  “ 1.  It  is  concluded

Henry  Markham  with  100  marks,  appointed  him  Governor  of  tlie  caftle  and 
gave  to  the  victorious  foldiers  an  extra  week’s  pay,  amounting  to  600I.  The  Parlia- 
mentarians here  were  foon  reinforced  by  fome  of  the  diffatisfied  leaders  among  the 
Royalifts,  and  by  many  inferior  officers,  who,  attaching  themfelves  to  their  fortunes, 
receded  from  Newark,  and  took  fhelter  in  this  caftle.  The  Parliament  had  at  the. 
fame  time  ftrong  garrifons  at  Nottingham,  Grantham,  Shelford,  and  at  Southwell. 

anc!  agreed  upon,  that  the  caftle  of  Belvoir,  with  ali  the  arms,  ordnance,  and  ammunition,  and 
goods  therein,  (hall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  fuch  as  the  Committee  of  Lords  and  Commons 
fliail  appoint  to  receive  them  for  the  life  of  the  Parliament,,  upon  Tuefday,  being  the  third  of 
February,  by  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  without  any  manner  of  embezzling  the  faid  ammuni- 
tion or  goods.  2.  That  Sir  Gervafe  Lucas,  the  Governor,  and  all  the  officers,  gentlemen,  and 
foldiers,  in  the  faid  caftle,  {hall  have  liberty  to  march  away  to  Lichfield,  with  their  horfe  and 
arms,  with  colours  flying,  and  drums  beating,  matches  lighted,  mufquets  laden  with  bullets ;

fliail  be  given  by  the  faid  Gervafe  Lucas  for  the  return  of  the  faid  convoy.  3.  That  the  Governor, 
Sir  Gervafe  Lucas,  Sir  John  Pate,  Baronet,  and  all  other  officers,  gentlemen,  and  foldiers,  who  are 
yet  within  the  caftle,  fliail  have  fix  days  liberty  for  the  carring  away  of  all  fuch  goods  as  are  now 
within  the  faid  caftle,  which  properly  and  clearly  appear  to  be  their  own,  and  to  have  carts 
and  carriages  provided  for  them  for  the  carrying  away  of  the  fame.  4.  That  all  prifoners  what 
ibever  within  the  caftle  of  Belvoir  fliail  forthwith,  upon  the  figning  of  thefe  articles,  be  fet  at  li- 
berty, and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  at  liberty.  5.  That  the  Governor  of  Belvoir  caftle  fliail 
fend  forth  of  the  caftle,  on  Tuefday  morning  by  nine  o’clock,  Francis  Leak,  Efq.  Major  By  water. 
Captain  Colby,  and  Captain  Goodman,  to  be  hoftages  for  the  performances  of  thefe  articles  011- 
his  part:  and  that  Mr.  Prefcot,  Capt.  Raddock,  Capt.  Buckley,  and  Lieut.  Hurd,  {hall  be  fent 
to  Lichfield,  to  remain  there  until  the  articles  fliail  be  performed  in  the  behalf  of  the  Committee 
of  Lords  and  Commons  now  refiding  at  Grantham.” — The  ftore  of  provifion  which  they  had  in 
the  caftle,  which  would  have  lafted  a fiege  of  three  months  longer  ; and  our  great  mortar-piece 
having  already  played  off  almoft  all  her  granadoes  againft  the  caftle ; was  the  reafon  why  thi$ 
liirrender  was  made  on  more  honourable  conditions  than  could  be  otherwile  expe&ed.  This 
ftrong  caftle  of  the  enemy  being  now  in  the  pofieffion  of  the  Parliament,  the  mortar-piece  is  to’ 
be  removed  to  Newark,  and  more  granadoes  are  to  be  provided.  We  underftand  alfo  that  there 
are  two  more  mortar-pieces  call  by  a bell-founder  in  Nottingham,  which  will  be  of  great  ufe,  not 
only  for  the  taking  of  the  town,  but  the  forts  of  Newark.  In  the  meane  time  mattocks,  fpades,, 
pickaxes,  and  fpades,.  are  provided,  and  vvhatfoever  is  necefiary  for  a fcaiado  ; and  it  is  verily  be- 
lieved that  fome  attempt  will  fuddeniy  be  made  upon  the  town.”  City’s  Weekly  Poft,  Feb.  10. 

* From  whom,  about  the  year  1658-,  we  find  the  following  petition  in  Peck’s  Defiderata  : 

“ When  Mr,  Maikeham  was  made  Governor  of  Belvoir,  he  had  a promife  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  Lords  and  Commons  (who  wrere  then  in  Lincolnfitire  for  regulating  the  forces  before' 
Newarke)  to  receive  an  allowance  for  the  keeping  of  a table,  he  being  at  an  extraordinary  charge 
in  entertaining  both  officers  and  others,  who  continually  attended  the  fiege  againft  Newarke  ; 
but,  33  yet,  he  never  had  any  recompence  for  it.  It  is  therefore  humbly  defired,  that  (for  his 
fatisfa&ion  herein)  he  may  enjoy  Rickenhore  and  Gocerftown  (the  lands  of  one  Blankney-,  an  in- 
dicted rebel),  containing  240  acres  ( now  let  in  leafe  to  him  for  50I.  per  annum),  either  the  inhe- 
ritance of  it,  or  a long  leafe,  paying  no  rent  for  it.  There  is  900I.  due  to  Mr.  Markeham  for 
his  government  of  Belvoir  caftle  three  years  ; for  which  he  petitioned  the  late  Parliament  ; but, 
through  their  multitude  of  bufineffe,  nothing  was  done  in  it.  The  higheft  that  ever  this  farme 
was  let  for,  in  times  of  peace,  was  but  120I.  per  annum.  If  your  Honour  fees  it  convenient, 
that  you  pleafe  to  mention  that  the  Lord  Prote&cr  was  pleafed  to  promife  Mr.  Maikeham  (when 
he  was  wounded  at  Nafeby-fight)  that  he  would  ftiew  him  favour.” 
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On  the  firft  of  March,  1646-7,  the  Parliament^  directed  Belvoir  to  be  difgarri- 
foned,  and  the  new  works  to  be  ilighted  ; and  150I.  was  paid  to  the  troops  Oct.  4, 
in  part  of  their  arrears.  On  the  30th  of  May,  1648,  the  garrifon  was  ordered 
to  be  removed  ; on  the  6th  of  June,  General  Roftiter  was  deiired  “ to  take  fpecial 
“ care  for  the  fafety  of  the  cattle  and  on  the  8th,  the  Lords  defired  the  Com- 
mons would  u fend  an  order  to  the  General,  whereby  he  be  defired  to  take  off  the 
<c  garrifon;  and  that  my  Lord  of  Rutland  may  have  the  difpofition  of  his  own  Cattle, 
“ the  fame  being  his  inheritance whereupon  the  Commons  dire&ed  three  of  their 
members  to  attend  the  Earl  of  Rutland,  “ to  acquaint  him  with  the  urgent  necef- 
€f  fity  of  keeping  the  garrifon  in  Belvoir  cattle  for  the  prelent,  for  the  fafety  of  the 
“ kingdom/’  On  the  8th  of  May,  1649,  the  Council  of  State  were  diredec!  “ to 
M demolilh  the  caftle,  and  to  give  fatisfa&ion  to  the  Earl  of  Rutland  for  the  fame, 
<s  not  exceeding  the  futn  of  1 500].*” 

The  caftle  was  in  a few  years  after  -f  re-built,  and  adorned  with  gardens,  plantations, 
ftatues  Sc c.  to  which  fome  improvements  were  added  about  1730  bv  John  the  le- 

cond  Duke;  fince  which  time  there  appear  to  have  been  no  other  alterations  than 
what  have  been  occafioned  by  the  want  of  neceffary  repairs.  Plantations  however 
are  now  making  on  all  the  neighbouring  hills ; and  the  whole  country  is  improving  fo 
faft  in  beauty  and  profit,  under  the  aufpices  of  his  Grace  of  Beaufort,  that,  in  a 
few  years,  it  will  not  only  be  the  mofl  princely  feat  in  the  county,  but  the  whole 
eftate  around  it  in  the  heft  condition.  Stathern  point,  now  planting,  is  feen  from 
almoft  the  whole  of  Leicefterfhire,  Nottinghamfhire,  and  great  part  of  Lincolnftttre. 

Plates  LXLII.  and  LXIV.  are  North-weft  and  South-weft  Views  of  Belvoir  caftle 
by  Badeflade  and  Toms,  taken  in  1731,  and  now  worked  off  from  the  original  plate, 
from  which  a tolerable  judgement  may  be  formed  of  the  relative  fituation  of  the  va- 
rious pariflies  in  the  more  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Belvoir.  Two  Views  from 

* The  fum  of  2000I.  was  at  firft  propofed  ; but  the  fmaller  fum  was  carried  by  a majority. 

“ June  21,  1649.  Refolvtd,  that  this  Houfe  doth  approve  of  the  fum  of  1500I.  to  be  allowed 
to  the  Earl  of  Rutland,  in  confideration  of  demolifliing  Belvoir  caftle. 

“ Ordered,  that  the  arrears  of  the  fee-farm  rent  of  Belvoir  and  Croxton,  payable  by  the  faid 
Earl  to  the  State,  be  allowed  in  part  of  the  faid  1500I.  ; and  that  the  remainder  of  the  laid  1 ?ool. 
Khali  be  fatisfied  out  of  the  growing  rent,  until  the  whole  fliall  be  fatisfied  ; That  it  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  of  the  Revenue,  to  make  allowance  and  defalcation  to  the  faid  Earl  accordingly.

X If  we  might  give  credit  to  “ Belvoir,  a Pindaric  .Ode  upon  Belvoir  Caftle,  the  feat  of  the  Earls 
“ of  Rutland,  made  in  1679,”  ant*  printed  from  a MS.  in  the  Harleian  Mifcellany,  vol.  IV.  p. 
527 — 545,  the  principal  merit  of  the  prefent  building  is  due  to  Frances,  the  lady  of  the  eighth 
Earl,  who  was  daughter  to  Edward  Lord  Montague  of  Boughton.  This  poetical  rhapfody, 
however,  though  it  has  not  poetry  enough  for  fiction,  appears  to  be  in  many  refpeds  totally  fidi- 
tious.  The  tapeftry,  the  china,  and  the  colledion  of  natural  hiftory,  are  celebrated  by  the  Writer 
in  terms  of  great  exaggeration  ; but  the  fad:  is,  that  the  tapeftry  at  Belvoir  is  neither  beautiful, 
rich,  nor  remarkable  ; the  china  claims  :no  particular  attention  ; and  with  refped  to  natural  hif- 
tory, if  it  ever  contained  any  objeds.of  it,  they  have  long  fince  vaniftied.  We  do  not  recoiled  to 
Jhave  feen  even  a piece  of  fpar  in  the  whole  building. 
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the  Eaft  and  the  South  were  publiftied  by  S.  and  N.  Buck  in  1730;  and  another 
from  the  Eaft:  is  given  by  Mr.  Throfby,  in  his  third  number  of  “ Select  Views.” 

Mr.  Schnebbelie’s,  being  taken  a very  little  to  the  North  of  the  Eaft,  reprefc-nts 
the  country  in  a hill  different  afpeft  ; fee  Plate  LI1I.  p.  997. 

In  Belvoir  caftle,  the  gallery  and  all  the  rooms  are  filled  with  one  of  the  moil 
capital  colle<5lions  of  paintings*  in  this  kingdom,  and  in  the  fined  prefervation  ; 
among  which  are  many  ancient  and  modern  family  portraits,  with  the  original 
one  of  King  Charles  I.  as  he  fat  at  his  trial. 

The  prefent  chapel  has  neat  Gothic  windows,  and  bears  the  appearance  of  anti- 
quity ; is  beautifully  floored  with  marble,  wainfcoted  with  cedar;  and  the  deling, 
is  adorned  with  paintings,  emblematical  of  Heaven  and  Hell. 

The  extra-parochial  place  of  Belvoir  con'fifts  of  about  600  acres  of  wood,  mea- 
dow, and  pleafure-ground,  upon  which  are  no  buildings  but  the  caftle  with  its 
offices -h,  and  the  inn.  The  village  Leland  mentions  in  his  time,  at  the  bottom  of  the 
hill,  and  which  ffieltered  the  Parliamentarian  forces  in.1645  (p.  1247),  ls  now  n0  more. 

A dole  of  fix ty -fix  threepenny  loaves  is  diftributed  at  the  caftle  every  Thurfday 
morning  to  the  poor  of  nine  neighbouring  parifhes. 

AH  the  ancient  books  we  have  feen  fpeak  of  Belvoir  caftle  and  priory  as  being  in  the 
county  of  Lincoln;  but  the  caftle  is  taxed  to  Leicefterlhire,  and  is  now  in  every  re- 
fpeft  confidered  as  being  in  that  county,  with  all  the  lands  of  the  extra-parochial  part 
of  Belvoir  thereto  belonging,  on  part  of  which  is  the  fite  of  the  priory  ; which,  in 
the  return  made  by  the  ecclefiaftical  commiffioners  in  the  reign  of  Henrv  the  Eighth, 
is  enumerated  as  a chapel  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  ; notwithftanding  which,  it 
would  be  a difficult  matter  to  trace  out  the  divifion  of  the  two  counties  near  Belvoir. 

Burton,  p.  43,  fays,  u The  priory  ftands  upon  the  utmoft  part  of  the  (hire,  almoft: 
“ upon  the  very  mere;  fo  that  to  fay  whether  it  be  of  Lincolne  or  Leicefter,  I cannot 
i(  diredtly  aftirme ; this  roll  of  5 Hen.  III.  heere  below  vouched,  doth  ihew  that  it 
<e  is  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  upon  which  ground  I have  here  inferted  it.  The 
“ caftle  is  certainly  of  Lincolnffiire,  (landing  upon  the  top  of  a very  lofty  hill', 
“ containing  from  the  foot  ro  the  top  about  two  hundred  fteps,  yielding  every  way 
“ a moll  delicious  and  pleating  profpeft,  being  accounted  one  of  the  beft  prolpedfs 
“ in  the  land  J.  I have  often  viewed  this  caftle  from  the  place  where  I dwell,  at 
“ Falde  near  Tutbury  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  with  the  help  of  a perfpe&ive 
<l  glafs,  the  ciiftance  of  32  miles.” — The  “ Magna  Britannia”  defcribes  the  caftle 
as  “ (landing  on  the  very  edge  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  infomuch  that  the  priory 
‘c  adjoining  is  difputable  whether ft  is  in  Lincolnfhire  or  in  this  county,  and  the  vale 
4<  beneath  is  but  part  in  this  county,  the  two  other  parts  in  Lincolnffiire  and  Not- 
44  tinghamfhire  ; but  the  caftle  is  certainly  in  the  county  of  Lincoln.  The  vale  be- 
“ neath  is  pretty  large,  and  exceeding  pleafant,  by  reafon  of  the  corn-fields  and 
u paftures  therein.” — When  clouds  and  mifts  hang  over  the  towers  of  the  caftle,

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it  is  a prognoftick  of  much  rain  and  moifture,  to  the  endamaging  of  the  fruitful  plain 
below.  Hence  the  proverb* 

<e  If  Bever  tower  have  a cap,  Churls  of  the  Vale,  look  you  to  that.” 

The  fite  of  the  old  priory  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill,  near  to  the  houfe  called 
Belvoir  Inn  *.  Ic  was  founded,  between  the  years  1070  and  1088,  by  Robert  de 
Todenei,  for  Black  monks ; Was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  annexed  as  a cell  to  St. 
AlbanY*f'.  Todenei  endowed  it  with  divers  lands  and  tithes,  appointing  it  for  the 
burial-place  of  himfelf  and  wife  in  cafe  they  died  in  England,  and  iuch  it  af- 
terwards proved  to  be  for  his  defcendants  till  the  diflolution  of  the  monafteries  j. 
The  lands  thereto  given  were  confirmed  fucceflively  by  his  heirs ; and  laftly  by  Tho- 
mas Lord  Roos,  April  23,  1430. 

“ Of  Robert  Todenei,”  fays  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage  §,  <c  I have  not  feen  any 
tc  other  memorial  than  that  Coucher  book  of  Belvoir  recordeth:  which  is,  that  bear- 
44  ing  a venerable  efteem  to  our  fometime  much  celebrated  Englifh  protomartyr  St. 

Alban,  he  founded  near  to  this  his  caftle  a priory  for  monks ; and  annexed  it  as  a 
4t  cell  to  that  great  abbey  in  Hertfordshire,  formerly  erefted  by  the  devout 
“ king  Offa,  in  honour  of  that  moft  holy  man.  The  particular  circumflances 
<(  touching  which  pious  work  are  thus  related  by  that  regifter;  viz.  that  this 
“ Robert  (who  is  there  called  Robert  de  Belved  ir)  having  begun  the  church 
of  Our  Lady  near  to  that  caftle ; and  being  through  fecular  employments 
fo  hindered,  that  he  could  not  attend  the  finifhing  of  it  according  to  his 
“ mind,  by  the  advice  of  the  venerable  Lanfrank,  then  archbifnop  of  Can 
« terbury,  difpofed  of  it  unto  the  church  of  St.  Alban,  upon  condition,  that 
“ Paul,  the  then  abbot,  fhould  perfeft  it,  and  place  therein  four  monks  of  that 
“ convent,  to  pray  for  the  fouls  of  Earl  Robert  (i.  e.  of  Morton  and  Cornwall), 
44  and  King  William,  as  alfo  for  his  own  foul,  and  the  foul  of  Adela  his  wife,  their 
“ children,  and  parents;  whereupon  he  and  his  wife  were  admitted  into  the  frater- 
44  nity  of  that  great  abbey,  as  abfolutely  as  any  of  the  convent ; with  promife, 
44  that  after  their  refpe&ive  deceafes,  in  cafe  they  ihould  die  in  England,  their 
" bodies  fhould,  by  leave  of  the  abbot,  be  buried,  either  at  St.  Alban’s,  or  in 
“ that  church  of  Our  Lady  at  Belvoir ; their  bounty  being  fo  great  to  thofe  places, 
*(  that  wherefoever  either  of  them  fhould  die,  the  church  of  St.  Alban,  and  this  of 
“ Our  Lady  at  Belvoir,  were  to  have  part  of  their  eftates,  to  be  difpofed  of  as  the 
“ abbot  and  monks  of  St.  Alban’s  fhould  appoint.  As  to  the  particulars  where-

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et  with  at  prefent  he  endowed  this  church  of  Our  Lady  at  Belvoir,  they  were 
“ thefe,  viz.  the  town  of  Horningwold,  with  its  appurtenances,  in  as  ample  man- 
“ tier  as  he  had  it  of  the  king;  likewife,  adjacent  to  this  his  cadle  at  Belvoir, 
<(  four  carucates  of  land,  with  the  meadows  thereto  belonging,  and  twenty  acres  of 
((  land  near  the  church,  whereon  to  eredt  out-houfes  and  other  buildings  for  the 
((  conveniency  of  the  monks;  all  which  to  be  as  free  from  any  exaction,  as  he  him- 
c(  felf  had  the  fame  from  the  king.  Moreover  he  then  gave  unto  them  the  tithes 
“ of  ail  his  vineyards,  and  the  feat  of  a mill  upon  the  next  river  ; as  alfo  the  tithes 
<(  of  ten  towns,  of  all  forts  of  tithable  grain  ; excepting  a third  p3rt  of  each  parilh 
u prieft  *,  the  towns  whereof  he  fo  gave  thefe  tithes  being  thefe,  viz.  Hortune, 
“ Frantune,  Sapertune,  Rifendune,  Stokes,  and  Wiiberftone,  and  one  man  in  each, 
“ with  a garden,  and  one  oxgang  of  land:  in  Segentune  the  whole  tithes,  and 
“ eight  acres  of  land  (four  lying  on  one  fide  of  the  road,  and  four  on  the  other) 
“with  one  garden;  in  Medburne,  the  tithe  only;  in  Wivelle,  the  tithes  and 
es  one  oxgang  of  land,  with  one  man  and  his  garden  ; and  the  tithes  of  LJleffane- 
“ dorp.  All  which  lands  he  gave  free  and  exempt  from  any  cuftom  whatfoever ; 
“ with  command,  that  in  each  town  the  church  fhould  have  the  meadows  near  unto 
“ it,  and  pafturage,  in  as  ample  manner  as  he  himfelf  ever  had.  And  after  the 
“ death  of  Adela  his  wife,  he  alfo  granted  to  the  church  at  Belvoir,  with  the  con- 
C£  fent  of  his  fons  William  and  Jeffry,  one  carucate  of  land  in  Sapertune,  for  the 
“ health  of  her  foul,  with  as  large  privileges  as  he  had  given  to  any  of  the  red.’* 
William  de  Albini*  confirmed,  in  the  chapter-houfe  at  St.  Alban’s,  “ all  that  his  fa- 
<c  ther  and  mother  had  given  to  that  church  of  Our  Lady  at  Belvoir,  defiring  that  he 
tl  might  be  admitted  into  their  fraternity,  as  his  father  and  mother  had  been.  And 
“ this  being  granted,  he  prefented  that  his  confirmation  upon  the  altar  of  Our  Lady 
“ there  ; freely  offering  up  himfelf  a brother  and  monk  to  the  church  of  St.  Alban  ; 
i(  and  giving  thereto,  as  alfo  to  this  church  of  Our  Lady,  a portion  of  all  his  tempo- 
“ ral  edate  after  his  deceafe  ; appointing  that,  if  Ids  death  fhould  happen  to  be  in 
“ England,  his  body  fhould  be  buried  either  at  St.  Alban’s,  or  in  this  church  of 
“ Our  Lady  at  Belvoir,  by  permiffion  of  the  abbot  of  St.  Alban’s ; in  regard  he 
“ was  of  that  fraternity,  as  his  father  had  been.  And  after  this  he  gave  to  that 
“ church  of  Our  Lady  the  land  which  Waleran  his  purveyor  held  in  liungreton; 
*c  and  the  tithe  of  all  the  rents  of  all  his  lands,  in  what  fort  foever,  payable  to 
<tf  himfelf  or  his  heirs  for  the  time  to  come.” 

Robert  de  Todenei,  a younger  fon,  “ gave  to  this  cell  of  Belvoir  thirty  dicks  of 
“ eels,  to  be  paid  yearly  on  St  Matthias  day,  out  of  his  mills  at  Aburne 

And  Agnes  de  Rye,  a daughter  of  the  founder,  ratified  the  grants  which  her  fa~ 
ther  and  mother  had  made  to  the  monks,  of  one  oxgang  of  land  in  Afclakeby, 
and  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  the  demefnes  there,  in  corn,  calves,  lambs,  wool, 
cheefe,  pigs,  bees,  and  apples ; and  of  whatfoever  elfe  was  tithable,  that  lcrdfhip 
being  of  her  marriage  portion.  This  was  confirmed  by  Henry  de  Rya,  her  fon 
The  fecond  William  de  Albini  gave  to  the  priory  of  Belvoir  an  houfe  and  land 
which  pertained  to  the  chapel  §•

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The  third  William,  for  the  health  of  his  foul,  and  the  foul  of  Agatha  his  then 
wife,  and  the  foul  of  Margery  his  former  wife,  gave  to  the  monks  of  Bel  voir  the  manfe 
that  had  been  his  chapel,  with  one  fbeaf  of  every  kind  of  grain  arifing  out  of  all  the 
lands  belonging  to  his  lordfhips  of  Belvoir,  Woifthrop,  Botelsford,  Ofkinton,  and 
Stokes  *.  He  was  the  founder  of  Newftede  Hofpital  ; fee  p.  1301. 

Margaret  Lady  Rocs,  among  other  legacies  to  the  priory  church,  gave  40I.  “pro 
<c  plumbo  emendo  ad  cooperationem  dormitorii  & refedforii,”  on  condition  of  two 
monks  being  found  to  fay  mafs  daily,  for  her  foul,  for  five  years,  in  the  chapels  of 
St.  Nicholas  and  St.  Citha.  Ralph  de  Raynes  gave  four  bovates  of  land  at  Stacher- 
clern  to  this  priory  T and  John  de  Daienant  gave  a carucate  of  land  in  GrenebyT* 

Sir  William  de  Rofs,  who  died  in  1414,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  400I.  for  the 
finding  ten  hone  ft  chaplains,  to  pray  for  his  foul,  and  the  fouls  of  his  father,  mother, 
brethren,  and  filters,  his  friends  and  good-doers,  but  efpecially  for  the  foul  of  his 
brother  Thomas,  for  eight  years,  within  his  chapel  in  Belvoir  caftle,  to  the  end  that 
one  of  them  fhould  every  day  celebrate  a mafs  with  note,  and  for  that  time  be  ac- 
counted as  dean  amongft  them,  and  all  the  other  nine  be  fubjeft  and  obedient  to  him  j, 

Thomas  L ord  Rofs,  in  1430,  in  a charter  enumerating  the  benefactions  to  this  pri- 
ory, confirms  the  feveral  grants  of  his  anceftors§. 

The  priory  of  Belvoir,  at  the  diffolution  of  religious  houfes,  was  valued  at  104!. 
19s.  iod.  or  by  another  account,  129I.  17s.  6d.  Leland  135I. 

This  priory  was  the  burying- place  of  Robert  de  Tode^ei,  and  of  the  Albinis 
his  fucceffors,  and  of  fome  only  in  part,  their  hearts  at  Belvoir,  and  bodies  at  New- 
fted  abbey  near  Stamford,  or  at  Croxton  abbey.  The  family  of  Rofs  alfo  buried 
there,  and  fometimes  only  the  heart,  and  the  body  at  Kirkham  in  Yorkshire,  with 
which  they  were  connedled  [j.  Several  other  benefactors,  priors,  &c.  were  alfo 
buried  in  this  church  **,  whence,  at  the  fuppreflion  of  the  abbeys,  “ many  ancient 
monuments  of  the.Albinies  and  RofTes  were,  by  the  command  of  Thomas  Earl  of 
Rutland,  removed  to  Bottesford.”  Mr.  Peck  adds,  “ All  the  bodies  of  the  Roos’s, 
buried  at  the  priories  of  NewfteaJ,  Kirkham,  Croxton,  and  Belvoir,  as  I have 
been  informed,  were  by  the  then  Lord  Roos  removed  to  Bottesford;”  “ and  pity  it 
“ was/'  fays  Fuller,  “that  his  commendaole  care  was  not  imitated  in  other  piaces■f''f'.,, 

1 he  inn  Rabies  are  builc  upon  a part  of  the  burying-ground,  as  human  bones 
and  fkulls  were  there  lately  dug  up.  Behind  thefe  Rabies,  in  a clofe  called  the 
Dove-cote  dole,  are  evidently  ftrong  marks  of  the  founqations  of  many  build- 
ings; ftones  and  rubbifh  grown  over  with  grafs,  mofs,  &c.  buf  no  walls  remaining. 
In  this  place  about  1730  was  found  a (lone  coffin,  fuppofed  to  be  the  founder’s.

tf  Having  when  at  Bottesford  had  no  opportunity  of  feeing  the  ancient  lead  coffins  of  the  Belvoir 
family  in  the  old  vault,  I have  fince  been  favoured  with  models,  engraved  in  Pi.  LVilh  fig.  o.  borne 
ot  them  had  an  infeription  upon  a brafs  plate,  which  was  foldered  to  the  bread:,  but  which  a.  the  time 
were  not  particularly  attended  to  The  body  ot  one  was  perfectly  round,  tapering  from  the  flioulders 
to  the  feet.  Another  was  quite  fquare,  or  nearly  fo,  tapering  in  the  fame  manner.  A third  (the  mid. 
dlemofi)  evidently  lliewed  the  belly,  the  knees,  the  calves  of  the  legs,  and  particularly  the  feet 
Handing  up,  as  when  a man  lies  on  his  back  with  his  legs  bound  together.  The  whole  body  as  if  wrapt 
in  rollers  all  together  (with  hands  mu  fee r unfeparated)  will  give  a good  idea  of  it.  The  lead  over 
the  body  leemed  to  fit  very  tightly;  and  over  the  head,  face,  and  neck,  it  fitted  alfo  very  well, 
though  the  nofe  and  cheeks  might  not  be  quite  fo  protuberant  as  thefe  figures  may  lead  one  ro  fup- 
pofe  ; but  it  was  partly  fitted  to  the  face,  and  the  deficiency  fupplied  in  fome  meafure  by  engravings 
for  the  eyes,  mouth,  ears,  &c.  Priors 
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Triors  of  Belvoir,  from  Bifhop  Rennet’s  MS  additions  to  Dugdale’s  Monafticon, 
in  the  poflVflion  of  Mr.  Gough,  from  certain  original  charters  of  the  priory  of 
Wallingford,  formerly  belonging  to  Anthony  Wood,  nowin  the  AlhmoleanMufeum:

To  the  priory  of  Belvoir,  the  churches  of  Barkllon,  Claxton,  Elorninghold,  Howes, 

Plungar  I2,  and  Redmile13,  were  wholly  appropriated.  They  had  befides  a portion  of 
the  churches  of  Bottesford,  and  Stathern;  a penfion  from  the  church  of  Offynton  14 
in  Lincolnlhire;  and  annual  rents  from  Belvoir,  Wolfthrope,  and  other  places  ls.

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The  NATURAL  HISTORY  of  the  VALE*  OF  BELVOIR.

THAT  part  of  the  county  of  Leicefter  called  The  Vale  of  Belvoir  lies  to  the 
North,  Norrh-weft,  and  South-wed  of  Belvoir  Cadle,  without  any  definable  limit ; 
and  under  this  name  are  comprehended  a part  of  Nottinghamfliire  and  a few  pa- 
rifiies  in  the  county  of  Lincoln. 

The  foil,  as  well  as  the  firft  appearance,  is  uniform,  with  very  little  diverfiry  of 
wood  or  water.  Viewed  from  the  Cadle,  or  the  hill  of  Belvoir,  the  whole  country 
appears  flat,  and  the  profpeft  rather  extenfive  than  agreeable  *,  yet  it  grows  inte- 
nding upon  a further  examination,  and  gains  in  fertility  what  it  lofes  in  variety. 

The  Natural  Hidory  of  fuch  a country  may  feem  of  little  importance,  and  con- 
fined to  a few  obje&s;  but  whatever  may  be  the  cafe  with  the  common  obferver, 
or  the  admirer  of  general  views,  the  Naturalid  will  certainly  meet  with  much  to 
engage  his  attention,  and  pay  his  refearches. 

This  is  more  particularly  true  in  the  department  of  Natural  Hidory  which  relates 
to  Fofiiology,  and  efpecially  the  divifion  of  Petrefadlions  : in  the  higher  clalfes  of 
the  three  kingdoms  (the  Tria  Regna  Nature  of  Linne)  little  can  be  expe&ed.  Our 
Beads,  Birds,  Reptiles,  and  Fifties,  are  already  defcribed  ; and  few  or  none  of  them 
can  be  confidered  as  local  curiofities.  Our  Infe&s  are  more  numerous,  more  local, 
and  defined  with  more  uncertainty.  The  Vermes  of  an  Inland  County  can  but 
little  engage  our  attention  ; and  in  the  Vegetable  Bace,  the  Botanid  will  fcarcely 
expeff  more  than  the  places  of  growth  for  fome  particular  plants,  and  a defcription 
of  one  or  two  individuals.  The  Minerals  and  Fodils  will  therefore  engage  us 
longer  than  any  other  objefts  of  Natural  Hidory  ; and  of  thefe  fome  account  (hall 
be  given  of  all  the  Genera,  with  a few  of  the  Species,  and  mention  fhall  be  made 
of  certain  Varieties. 

The  Mammalia  of  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  are  not  perhaps  fufticiently  diftinguifhed 
by  any  form  or  property  to  merit  a peculiar  defcription.  The  labouring  Horfes  are 
large  and  heavy,  and  their  prevailing  colour  is  black  ; the  Cows  are  of  a middle 
fize,  and  of  the  horned  breed.  The  Sheep  are  lefs  than  thofe  of  Lincolnfnire  *,  yet 
large,  and  yearly  improving  from  the  breed  introduced  by  Mr.  Bakewell  of  Difhley, 
a gentleman  who  is  much  celebrated  for  his  attention  to  this  part  of  rural  ceconomy  T.

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The  Chace»deer  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Rutland  range  in  confiderable  num- 
bers over  the  Vale  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  Hill- country  ; vet,  through  the 
liberality  of  the  Family,  and  their  regard  to  the  interefts  of  the  Farmer,  they  are 
fewer  than  in  former  times,  when  the  tillage  of  the  foil  wa6  loaded  with  the 
heavy  expence  of  nightly  watchmen  for  the  prefervation  of  their  crops. 

The  remaining  animals,  which,  being  Fera  Natura , are  yet  not  confidered  as 
common  right,  are  Hares  and  R.abbits ; the  former  are  found  plentifully  in  moft 
parts  of  the  Vale  ; and  the  latter,  of  a very  fine  kind,  at  the  foot  and  along  the 
declivity  of  the  hill  which  leads  from  the  Cattle  to  the  parifh  of  Stathern. 

This  and  the  neighbouring  Hill-country  are  celebrated  for  hunting,  and  many 
Foxes  are  found  here  : a few  years  fince,  two  very  beautiful  ones,  of  the  black 
kind,  were  turned  off  from  Croxton  Park  by  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  with  a view  to 
their  affociating  with  the  common  kind,  and  they  did  fo;  but  it  does  not  appear  to 
have  added  any  thing  to  the  variety  or  pleafure  of  the  chace. 

In  the  river  Devon  is  fometimes  found  the  Otter  % but  this  happens  rarely; 
$nd  Badgers  'f  have  been  taken,  but  not  often,  in  the  woods  of  Barfton  and  Stathern. 

The  Fitchet  j,  or  Polecat,  makes  its  ufual  devaluation  in  this  country,  and,  with 
the  Weafel  § and  Ermine  ||,  may  be  frequently  met  with. 

The  Cream-coloured  Mole  **,  a variety  of  the  common  kind,  which  is  mentioned 
by  Mr.  Pennant  as  inhabiting  his  lands  near  Downing,  is  alfo  found  in  the  Southern 
part  of  the  Vale,  but  more  frequently  about  the  parifh  of  Dalby  ; it  particularly 
poffeffes  one  inclofure,  from  which  it  has  almoft  excluded  the  black  kind,  and 
made  them,  though  in  all  the  neighbourhood  very  plentiful,  the  fcarcer  animal  in 
that  meadow. 

The  fmaller  Quadrupedes  in  the  order  of  the  Mammalia,  called  Glires  by  Linne, 
W^ich  are  common  throughout  the  kingdom,  need  not  be  noticed  as  inhabitants  of 
a particular  part  of  it,  as  they  are  neither  found  in  great  numbers,  nor  are  totally 
Grangers. 

The  Birds  in  this  neighbourhood  will  not  long  engage  our  attention.  The 
Kite  is  very  common  in  the  woods  between  Belvoir  and  Stathern,  and  is  at  almoft 
all  times  gliding  over  the  burrows  of  the  Rabbits.  Of  the  Pie  kind,  Woodpeckers 
and  Ja)S  are  numerous.  The  Flooded  Crow  is  feldom  feen ; and  the  FIoopo  is 
totally  a ttranger.  The  Kingfifher  is  more  frequent  in  the  Southern  part  of  the 
Vale  than  might  be  fuppofed  from  its  inland  fituation,  and  the  fmallnefs  of  its 
ft  reams.  The  Gallinaceous  Tribe  (exclufive  of  domeftic  birds)  affords  only  Par- 
tridges and  Quails.  Pheafants  have  been  liberated  in  the  woods  about  Belvoir, 
but  do  not  increafe  there. 

The  divifions  of  Fnferes  and  Grail#,  the  water-birds  of  Ornithologifts,  give  us 
few  fpecies,  as  may  be  imagined  from  the  fituation  of  the  country,  and  its  want  of 
lakes  and  rivers  of  any  confiderable  magnitude.  Even  in  the  numerous  order  of 
Fafferes , or  fmall  birds,  what  is  remarkable  is  rather  the  abfence  of  the  common 
kind  than  the  prefence  of  the  fcarce.  The  Nightingale  is  feldom  heard ; and  the

melody 
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melody  of  thefe  woods  wants  the  addition  of  many  little  warblers,  who  gladden 
other  groves,  and  meliorate  the  notes  of  their  more  harfh  and  difTonant  inhabitants. 

It  has  been  remarked,  by  fome  attentive  obfervers  for  many  years,  that  Swal- 
lows which  vifit  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  enter  it  from  the  North-eaft,  and  commonly 
affemble  and  re  ft  a few  days  about  the  parilli  of  Fofton,  in  Lincolnfnire,  before 
their  dilperlion  through  the  adjacent  country. 

The  Amphibia  of  Linne  are  divided  into  Reptilia , Serpentes , Nantes. 

Of  Reptiles.  The  Vale  of  Belvoir  poflefles  the  common  Frog*  and  Toad  -f- ; 
the  lcaly  Lizard  and  Water  Newt  § ; the  green  Lizard,  a variety  of  the  fcaly  ||, 
has  alfo  been  found  in  the  turfty  paftures  below  Barfton-wood ; it  differs  in  no 
refpeft  but  colour  from  the  common  kind  ; the  length  is  generally  about  fix  inches; 
and  the  fcales  are  a pale  blue  green  without  any  variation. 

No  Serpents  are  found  in  this  part  of  Leicefterfhire,  or,  if  any,  very  few  : a 
perfon  who  has  frequently  fearched  the  country  for  every  objeft  of  Natural  Hiftory, 
for  fix  years  pafl,  has  never  met  with  either  the  Viper**,  Snake -fT,  or  Blind 
Worm  f j ; all  which  are  common  in  the  warm  and  fandy  banks  and  hedges  in 
many  parts  of  England. 

The  divifion  Nantes  contains  no  fpecies  to  be  met  with  in  the  frefh  waters  of 
this  kingdom. 

Fishes  are  the  next  divifion  of  the  animal  fyflem  : of  thefe,  the  little  flreams  §§ 
which  run  acrofs  the  Vale  into  the  Trent  afford  but  few  ; the  Dace,  the 
Roach,  the  Gudgeon,  and  the  Eel,  arc  the  mofl  common  ; fome  Pike  are 
found  here,  with  a few  Perch ; the  bearded  Loche  [Pennant]  inhabits  a few 
clear  and  rapid  brooks,  and  the  Trout  are  occafionally  caught  (but  are  not 
indigenous)  in  the  ftony  part  of  the  river  Devon  ; if  to  thefe  be  added  the 
Minow,  the  Skikleback,  and  the  Amphijboena  aquatica  of  Bertrufius,  Alber- 
tus,  &c.  or  the  Gordius  aquaticas  of  Linne,  this  part  of  the  Natural  Hiflory 
of  the  Vale  will  be  fufEciently  noticed.

1.  Coleoptera  : Beetles. 

2.  Hemiptera  : Grafshoppers,  Bugs,  8cc. 

3.  Lepidoptera  : Butterflies  and  Moths.

7.  Aptera  : Infers  without  wings. 

The  number  of  fpecies  in  each  of  thefe  daffies,  and  more  efpecially  in  the  1 fb, 
3d,  and  6th,  is  very  large  in  every  part  of  this  kingdom  : continual  additions  are 
made  to  our  knowledge,  and  every  year  produces  the  difcovery  of  fome  new  fpe- 
cies : a colledtor  of  infedts  will  in  vain  fearch  the  writings  of  Li. me,  Sccpoli,  De 
Geer,  Fabricius,  and  even  the  authors  of  our  own  country,  for  many  which  he  will 
find  in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  ; he  will,  however,  by  this  means  fee  their  affinity*  and 
the  place  they  hold  among  thole  already  delcribed, 

Of  thefe  Non-defcripts  it  is  hot  intended  to  give  here  a particular  account,  as 
that  belongs  to  a work  purely  entomological,  but  to  mention  ci/cumftances  only 
which  l'eern  appropriate  to  the  country. 

Coleopterous  Insects,  of  the  moft  common  kind  in  many  other  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  are  here  very  fcarce  ; and  others  are  frequently  met  with  which  are  con- 
fidered  as  uncommon  both  in  the  North  and  South  of  England*,  even  the  Scarabaus 
melolontha  (the  common  Cockchafer;  in  fome  years  is  fcarcely  to  be  met  with  with- 
out a particular  fearch,  when  they  are  very  numerous  in  aim  oil:  every  other  county. 
In  the  year  1787  the  oaks  about  Doncafter  were  entirely  ftripped  by  them  ; while 
thofe  in  the  woods  of  Stathern  and  Barfton  had  none  about  them,  but  were  fpoiled 
in  an  almoft  equal  degree  by  the  larva  of  the  Phalana  viridana , the  fmall  green 
Oak  Moth,  which  frequent  thefe  woods  in  numbers  truly  aftonilhing. 

The  Lucanus  Cervus,  or  Stag  Beetle,  is  never  found  here,  nor  perhaps  in  any 
part  of  England  fo  far  North  •,  but  th o.  Lucanus  parallelopipedus  is  very  frequently 
feen  in  old  wood  and  decayed  trees ; it  is  about  the  length  of  the  common  Dor,  of 
Clock  ( Scarabctus  Stercorarius ),  but  is  flat,  and  has  its  jaws  projecting  forward  about 
the  length  of  its  head,  with  one  dent  in  the  middle  of  each  : it  has  the  name  pet* 
rallelopipeaus  from  the  equal  breadth  of  its  head,  thorax,  and  abdomen,  a circum* 
Ranee  not  often  occurring  in  this,  or  perhaps  any  clafs  of  infedts. 

The  Scarabceus  cylindricus  inhabits  the  old  willows  which  are  half  decayed  : it 
has  a form  the  reverie  of  the  laft  mentioned,  being  very  elevated  in  the  thorax,  and 
almoft  cylindrical  : the  thorax  has  five  fharp  dents ; and  the  fmall  head,  which  is 
nearly  concealed,  has  an  eredt  horn;  the  wing-cafes  ( elytra ) are  hard,  punched, 
and  fhining.  This  infedt,  though  not  very  fcarce,  is  noticed  for  the  Angularity  of 
its  make,  there  being  very  few  of  the  kind  in  this  kingdom. 

Bermejles  murinus  (Syftema  Naturae,  Tom.  II.  p.  563.)  is  found  in  Stathern  wood, 
but  not,  as  Linne  mentions,  ct  in  cadaveribus it  haunts  the  moffy  ftumps  of 
various  trees. 

Ips  rufipes  (Mantiffa  Infedtorum  Fabricii,  Tom.  I.  p.  43.)  is  not  deferibed  by 
Linne.  It  is  found  in  the  bark  of  willow  and  other  trees  about  Belvoir  Caflle,  but 
is  a fcarce  infect. 

Ptims  imperialism  Syftema  Naturae  II.  566. 

This  is  deferibed  by  Linne  as  being  the  fizc  of  a wheat  grain,  with  the 

figure 
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figure  of  a white  fpread-eagle  upon  the  back  of  it.  It  is  found  at  Stathern,  but 
not  of  equal  magnitude. 

Silpha  Germanica,  Syf.  Natur.  569.  Nigrophorus  Fabricii. 

Two  fpecimens  of  this  infeft  were  found  near  Belvoir  Caflle,  totally  black, 
with  minute  pundlures. 

CaJJida  murraa . Syf.  Natur.  575. 

This,  with  three  or  four  varieties,  is  frequent  upon  the  Inula  dyfenterica , and 
fome  other  plants. 

Coccinella . Syf.  Natur.  579, 

Thefe  infers  are  commonly  known  by  the  names  of  Lady-Cow  and  Lady-Bird ; 
they  are  generally  red  or  yellow,  with  black  fpots ; fome  black  with  red  fpots; 
others  red  with  white  fpots  ,*  and,  laflly,  fome  black  with  white  or  yellow  fpots. 
Of  thefe  about  fixteen  fpecies  are  met  with  in' the  woods  of  Stathern  and  Bar- 
Bon,  or  other  parts  of  the  Vale,  the  moft  rare  of  which  is  the  Coccinella 
ib-guttata\  a variety  of  the  common  kind,  or  y-punftata,  often  occurs  here, 
with  an  additional  fpot  upon  each  elytra. 

Chryfomela  Tanaceti . Syf.  Natur.  587. 

This  is  a very  common  infeft,  about  one  third  of  an  inch  in  length,  rough, 
black,  ovate,  and  pun&ated  ; it  is  often  found  fingle  upon  ant-hills  and  in 
meadows ; but,  at  particular  times,  they  affemble  in  great  abundance,  and 
almofl  cover  the  ground  for  a confiderable  fpace,  fo  that  many  thoufands  might 
be  taken  at  once : this  happens  likewife  to  the  Coccinella  y-punftata  before 
mentioned,  but  not  in  this  neighbourhood.  On  the  coafl  of  Suffolk  it  is  not 
unfrequent  to  fee  them  lie  dead  upon  the  Bones  very  near  the  fea  in  prodigious 
numbers,  probably  caufed  by  their  flight  over  the  water,  to  a diftance  from 
which  they  are  unable  to  return  ; and  fo  falling  into  it,  they  are  drowned,  and 
thrown  upon  the  fhore. 

Chryfomela  oleracea.  Syf.  Natur.  593. 

This  fmall  blue  fhining  infedt  is  very  common  and  deftrudtive  in  gardens,  and 
among  turnips  and  plants  of  that  kind:  it  is  called  by  Farmers  fimpiy 

“ The  Fly,”  and  is  extremely  injurious  to  the  feed-leaves  of  the  young  plants; 
it  leaps  with  great  force  and  velocity  : the  fpring  is  the  more  common  feafon 
for  it ; but  it  infelfs  gardens  all  the  fummer : a preventive  which  would  be 
effedtual,  and  not  very  expenfive,  is  much  to  be  defired  : foot  Brewed  upon 
the  bed,  and  lime,  are  not  fufficiently  powerful. 

The  Chryfomela  nemorum  differs  in  having  a yellow  border  round  the  elytra* 
It  is  almoB  equally  deBru&ive. 

Bruchus  granarius.  Syf.  Natur.  605. 

In  farm-yards  and  about  corn-Backs  early  in  the  fpring. 

Curculio . Syf.  Natur.  606. 

Many  fmall  fpecies  of  this  genus  are  found  here  ; but  happily  that  pernicious 
one,  the  Curculio  granarius,  the  Weevil  or  Bond,  feldom  haunts  the  granaries 
in  this  neighbourhood.  Another  fpecies  of  the  fame  genus,  Curculio  Uniatus , 

may 
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may  be  feen  in  great  plenty  among  grain  of  every  kind,  and  at  almoft  every 
part  of  the  yean  but,  as  it  does  not  depofit  its  egg  in  any  fort,  no  injury  is 
fuftained  by  its  numbers;  this  is  about  one  fifth  of  an  inch  long,  the  colour 
grey,  the  thorax  having  three  paler  lines  marked  upon  it. 

Attalabus . This  is  called  by  Fabricius  Clerus ; and  the  fecond  fpecies  of  that 
author,  Clerus  dubius , flies  here,  but  not  frequently ; another  fpecies,  hereafter 
defcribed,  is  alfo  found,  but  is  very  fcarce. 

Cerambyx  mofcbatus.  Syf.  Natur.  627.  The  Goatchafcr. 

This  infeft  fmells  ftrongly  of  mufk  : it  is  bright  green,  with  a tinge  of  gold ; 
the  length  of  the  antennae  is  about  one  inch  and  an  half,  and  the  body  an 
inch  long:  it  haunts  willows,  and  fome  other  trees,  in  July  and  Auguft. 

Cerambyx  meridianus , p.  630.  alfo  occurs,  but  rarely. 

Leptura . The  beautiful  fpecies  of  this  genus,  called  Leptura  arietis  and  arcuata , 
with  th z florals  ( Calidium  Jlorale  of  Fabricius),  fly  in  the  woods  below  Belvoir, 
with  feveral  other  fpecies  of  this  and  the  laft  mentioned  genus. 

Elat  or.  Syf.  Natur.  651. 

This  is  diftinguifhed  from  every  other  genus  of  infedt  by  a power  of  fpringing 
upwards  with  confiderable  force  when  laid  upon  the  back  : many  frequent  this 
country;  and  fome  of  them,  as  the  fanguineus  and  aneus , are  beautiful  infers; 
as  is  the  Cupreus  of  Fabricius,  the  elytra  being  half  yellow  and  half  copper- 
green,  with  pectinated  black  antennas : it  is  common  about  Stathern. 

Cicindela . Syf.  Natur.  657. 

The  Cicindela  campejlris , a common,  but  beautiful  infeft,  flies  here  early  in  the 
fpring  : it  is  a gold-green,  with  filver-white  fpots ; the  length  about  half  an 
inch. 

Dytifcus  : the  Water-beetle.  Syf.  Nat.  664. 

One  of  our  largeft  infedts  is  the  Dytifcus  marginatus , common  in  the  pools  of 
this  country,  with  many  other  fpecies  of  Dytifcus , a genus  which  agree  in 
form,  and  vary  in  fize  more  than  moft  others. 

Carabus.  Syf.  Natur.  631. 

The  Carabi  are  the  moil  common  ot  this  clafs  of  infecis ; they  are  called 
Ground-beetles ; are  moR  of  them  black  with  fome  foetor  ; they  are  very 
fwift,  and  very  voracious.  Forty  fpecies  at  lead:  mav  be  taken  in  and  about 
the  gardens  of  Belvoir  Caflle  ; of  which  the  coriaceus , granulatus,  violaceus9 
and  inqufitor , occur  mod  frequently  of  the  large  kind. 

Melos  profear  abceus . Syf.  Natur.  p.  679. 

This  infeft  is  large  and  flow  ; its  wing-cafes  cover  only  half  the  abdomen,  and 
it  has  no  wings  : it  frequents  warm  hedges  and  paftures  early  in  the  fpring  ; 
on  being  touched,  there  iflues  from  the  joints  and  fe&ions  of  the  body  a 
bright  red  pellucid  liquor.  Scopoli  fays,  that  in  the  male  infedt  the  elytra  are 
longer  than  the  abdomen,  but  no  fuch  occur  here. 
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St aphy linns . Syfi  Natur.  683. 

Many  fpecies  of  this  genus  fly  in  this  country  throughout  the  fummer  : they 
feed  upon  dead  and  putrid  flefh  ; are  long  and  (lender  ; and  the  elytra  cover 
about  one  third  of  the  abdomen. 

Staphylinus  maxillofus : the  Lrgeft  fpecies  is  frequent  in  every  part  of  the  Vale. 

St ctphy linns  baheatus  De  Geer,  called  by  Linnd  and  Fabricius  a variety  of  the 
former,  or  the  Junior  Infeff,  is  fometimes  feen  upon  dead  bodies  of  fheep, 
horfes,  &c,  ; but  is  evidently  a different  fpecies,  in  form  as  well  as  colour 
diftinguiihed  from  the  ?naxillofus . 

Staphylinus  rufus : fometimes  feen  in  fungis. 

Forficula  : the  Earwig. 

j For jicula  minor : the  fmall  Earwig,  being  about  one  third  of  the  common  fize, 
frequents  gardens  in  the  fpring. 

To  this  fnort  account  of  fome  fpecies  already  defcribed,  may  be  added  the  three 
following,  which  have  not  been  noticed  : it  would  be  eafy  to  add  many  others  if 
the  limits  of  this  work  permitted. 

Scarabaus  obfcurus . 

Mel  lontha  obfcura according  to  Fabricius. 

In  fize  and  (hape  it  exa&ly  refembles  the  Scarabceus  horticula  ; but  the  elytra 
are  a Alining  black,  together  with  the  thorax,  and  every  other  part  of  the 
infedt  : it  feems  to  have  been  counfounded  with  th q Horticula  by  Entomologifts,, 
fr§m  which  it  differs  in  colour ; nor  is  it  found  with  it  in  gardens,  or  among 
fruit-trees,  but  generally  flying  Angle  in  open  fields  or  meadows. 

It  is  equally  hairy  with  thofe  of  the  Melolontha  kind;  its  antennas  have  3 
lamina  ; and- the  fpines  of  its  anterior  tibia  are  two. 

Attalabus  ruficollis . Clerus  Fabricii. 

Niger,  thorace  rufo>  elytris  nigris  Jlriato-pundatis 
habitat  circa  Mujlon , fed  rarius . 

It  is  five  lines  long,  and  the  elytra  one  and  a half  broad  ; the  thorax  is  red  ; 
the  head,  elytra,  abdomen,  and  pedfinated  antennae,  (hining  black  ; the  pofte- 
rior  palpi  long  and  fecuriform,  which  conffitute  the  character  of  the  Clerus 
according  to  Fabricius. 

Dytifcus  perpufillus.  Hyde  op  hi  Ins  of  Fabricius. 

Niger , thorace  leevi,  elytris  punblato-Jlriatis . 

This  is  the  fmalleft  infedt  of  this  clafs  hitherto  defcribed.  It  is  difficult  to  fix 
the  genus,  but  the  antennae  are  perfoliate  as  in  the  Hydrophili , and  the  feet 
Natatorii ; but  it  is  not  found  in  the  water.  It  has  been  caught  upon  a fheet 
of  white  paper  flying  over  a hot-bed  in  the  fpring : it  is  about  the  fize  of  a 
mite  ( Acanus  firo),  and  the  punctuation  of  the  elytra  cannot  be  diftinguiihed 
by  the  naked  eye  : it  is  many  degrees  lefs  than  the  Staphylinus  Boleti > which 
is  placed  by  Linne  “ inter  minima  infeffa. 
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The  other  clafles  of  infers  will  not  fo  long  detain  us. 

Hemiptera. 

Gryllus  bipunftalus.  Syf.  Natur.  693. 

The  finall  Spring  Locuft,  covered  by  the  long  fcutellum  in  (lead  of  wings : 
found  about  Belvoir  Caflle. 

Gryllus  verrucivorus . 

The  large  Grafshopper  with  fword-form  tail.  About  Stathern,  Mutton,  and 
other  places.  It  frequents  hedges  where  hops  grow. 

Many  fpecies  of  Grylli , Cicada,  and  Cimices,  fly  in  the  gardens  and  planta- 
tions about  Belvoir  Cattle. 

Cicada . Syf.  Natur.  704. 

The  Cicada  fpumaria  is  a fmall  infeft  found  in  gardens,  &c.  involved  in  the 
froathy  fpume  which  proceeds  from  it.  Of  thefe  infers  it  is  difficult  to  num- 
ber, much  lefs  deferibe  the  fpecies,  they  are  fo  nearly  refembling  each  other  : 
twelve  varieties,  or  perhaps  fpecies,  are  found  here,  of  which  no  diferiminating 
character  can  be  given. 

Cicada  bifafeiata . A fmall  neat  fpecies  found  in  the  Vale  about  Harby. 

Not  one  Eta.  Syf.  Natur.  712.  The  Boatfly. 

The  Notonefta  glauca,  the  third  variety  of  Scopoli,  in  his  Entomologia  carnio- 
lica,  p.  119,  is  here  very  common  ; while  the  firtt  or  common  Boatfly  of  Linne 
is  feldom  found. 

Notonefta  Jlriata : many  varieties  in  pools  about  Harby  and  Stathern. 

Nepa,  Syf.  Natur.  713.  Water  Scorpion.  Ponds  about  Belvoir. 

Cimex.  The  Bug. 

The  fpecies  of  this  genus  fly  in  the  wood  oppofite  Bartton  and  about  Belvoir 
in  great  varieties,  among  which  are  feveral  new  ones  ; the  Cimex  liniaris  is 
feldom  found  except  in  a few  ponds  about  Mutton. 

The  Aphides , Chernies,  and  Cocci , are  found  in  every  part  of  the  Vale  in 
great  variety. 

The  Lepidoptera,  or  Butterflies  and  Moths,  fucceed  thefe  in  the  Linnean  Syf- 
tem  *,  and  no  clafs  has  fo  much  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Entomologitt  : 
their  number,  beauty,  and  variety,  are  furprizing.  Harris,  in  his  Englifh 
Aurelian,  enumerates  four  hundred  and  fifteen  : whether  fo  many  fly  in  the 
Vale  of  Belvoir  is  not  eafy  to  tell  ; but  certainly  many  are  there  which  he  has 
not  deferibed  ; fo  that  the  whole  number  in  the  kingdom  is  much  larger  than 
in  his  work.  The  Pbalana  alone  have  afforded  Fabricius  eleven  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  fpecies  in  his  Mantilla  Infe&orum,  1787  ; and  of  thefe,  efpe- 
cially  the  fmaller  kind,  Geometry,  Pyralides , and  i'inia,  mod  are  European 
infers,  and  a great  number  Englifh.  This  is  not  the  cafe  with  his  Papilicnes: 
of  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  Butterflies,  notone  fourth  part  are  European; 
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and  only  about  fifty  inhabit  this  kingdom,  of  which  the  greater  part  are 
found  in  and  about  the  woods  which  reach  from  Stathern  to  Belvoir  Caflle, 
and  the  plantations  about  that  manfion. 

The  Sphinges,  called  the  Hawk,  Elephant,  and  Humble-bee  Moths,  are 
more  rare,  but  fly  in  Belvoir  Gardens.  The  Fillipendula  and  Stellatarum  are 
common. 

Neuroptera,  or  infers  with  nerved  wings,  form  the  next  clafs,  the  number  of 
which  is  comparatively  fmall : a beautiful  variery  of  the  Libellula  VirgQ  flies 
about  the  rivulets  of  this  country,  viz.  Libellula  Corpore  viridi-cceruleo 
nitido,  alis  medio  cosrulefcentibus ; bafi  et  apice  albis,  margine  immaculate,” 
Geoffry  Infecf.  et  Fabricii  Syft.  p.425;  with  feveral  other  varieties  of  the 
Virgo  and  Paella. 

Ephemera.  Syf.  Natur.  906.  The  May  fly.  Day-fly. 

Thefe  infers,  after  living  for  the  (pace  of  three  years  in  their  larva-flate 
in  the  water,  are  laid  to  finifh  the  remainder  of  their  life  (their  perfect  or 
winged  date)  in  one  clay.  “ Volatiles  fadae,”  fays  Linne,  “ breviffimo  fru- 
“ untur  gaudio,  uno  faspe  eodemque  die,  nuptias,  puerperia,  et  exfequias 
“ celebrantes.”  This,  however,  mud  not  be  underftood  quite  literally : an 
Ephemera,  which  has  not  depofited  its  eggs,  will  live  five  or  fix  days;  and 
aimed  every  one,  two  or  three  : the  Striata  and  Diptera  often  furvive  a week  : 
theirs  is  norwithdanding,  in  all  probability,  the  fhorted  life  of  any  winged 
infeft  of  equal  fize. 

Phryganea . The  larva  of  thefe  infers  are  called  Cafe-worms,  and  are  found 
abundantly  in  pools  and  ditches : they  are  a common  bait  for  angling.  Linne 
fays,  Swallows  fleim  the  pools  for  them:  the  fpecies  of  this  infedt  are  here  met 
with  in  great  abundance. 

He  me  robins  perla . Syf.  Nat.  910.  A beautiful  green  four-winged  infeft 
with  golden  eyes,  together  with  three  other  of  the  fame  genus,  are  caught 
in  Stathern  and  Bardon  wood. 

Rupkidia  ophiopjis.  Syf.  Nat.  9 id. 

A fingular  and  fcarce  infeft,  haunts  the  bark  of  old  oaks  in  the  above  woods  : 
it  is  eafily  didinguiihed  by  the  length  and  figure  of  its  thorax,  which  is  flender 
and  cylindrical. 

Hymenoptera,  is  a clafs  of  infers  which  have  four  wings,  all  membranaceous, 
and  are  furnifhed  with  a ding. 

Ichneumon . A fmall  infeft  refembling  a dender  Wafp. 

The  fpecies  of  this  genus  are  here,  as  indeed  in  almod  every  part  of  the 
kingdom,  very  numerous;  thefe  are  the  infers  which  depofit  their  eggs  upon 
the  larva. of  the  Butterfly  and  Moth,  where  they  are  hatched,  and  the  young 
futtained  at  the  peril  of  the  foder-parent,  which  commonly  dies  jud  upon 
its  change  into  a chryfalis  or  pupa.  Older  Entomologids,  not  aware  of  this 

circum- 
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circumflance,  fuppofed  one  kind  of  larva  produced  thofe  very  different  in- 
fers, the  Ichneumon  and  Phalcena . Goedart,  finding  this  of  the  larva  of  the 
Phalana  antiqua , fays,-  “ Eruca  mirifice  propagans  fobolem  dicla  mihi  mi- 
“ randa,  quandoquidem  vel  papilionem  vel  muficam  gign^.” 

Chryfis.  The  Golden  Wafp.  Syf.  Nat.  947. 

One  fpecies  of  this  genus,  the  Ignita,  with  a green  thorax  and  golden  abdo- 
men, is  very  common.  A very  fmall,  but  equally  beautiful  fpecies,  not  de- 
feribed  (or  not  accurately),  flies  about  the  church  and  old  walls  of  Stathern. 

Vefpa  crabro . The  Hornet.  Great  numbers  in  Barflon  wood. 

Vefpa  rufa . Ar  Stathern,  or  one  nearly  refembling  it. 

Apis.  The  Bee. 

About  twenty-four  fpecies  may  be  caught  in  the  woods  below  Belvoir  Hill, 
and  the  gardens  and  plantations-  about  the  Caftle. 

Formica  The  Ant. 

Formica  Herculean a,  rufa,  fufea,  nigra , rubra  and  cafpitum,  all  occur  about  or 
near  Belvoir.  They  are  called, 

1.  The  large  Horfe  Ant. 

2.  The  middle  lized  reddifh  Ant.  Common  Ant. 

3.  The  pale  brown  Ant.  Shining  Ant. 

4.  The  (mall  black  Ant. 

5.  The  very  fmall  red  Ant.  In  grafs. 

6.  The  Mofs  Ant,  with  ttvo  knots  between  the  thorax  and  abdomen. 

Mutilla  formicaria  \ or  rather,  Ichneumon  apterus . In  Barflon  wood. 

Diptera.  Syfl.  Nat.  p.  969. 

Dipterous  Infedts  are  more  particularly  called  Flies ; of  thefe  Linne  enu* 
merares  ten  genera. 

CEJlrus.  The  Breefe  or  Gadfly.  Butler  means  this  genus  when  he  fays, 

“ The  Learned  write,  an  Infe<A  Breefe 
u Is  but  a mongrel  prince  of  bees 
“ That  falls  before  a florm  on  Cows, 

“ And  flings  the  founders  of  his  houfe, 

“ From  whofe  corrupted  flefh  that  Breed 
“ Of  vermin  did  at  firft  proceed.” 

Hudibras,  Part  III.  Canto  II.  1.  1. 

They  depoflt  their  eggs  in  the  ears,  fauces,  anus,  and  back  of  cattle,  and  are 
found  over  the  whole  kingdom  ; but  the  CEJlrus  Bovis  is  not  very  common  in 
this  part  of  it. 

Tipula.  Syf.  Natur.  670. 

A very  common  and  numerous  tribe  of  infers,  found  in  every  part  of  the 
Vale  ; one  large  and  handfome  fpecies  of  which,  is  not  deferibed  by  any 

author ; 
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author  : it  is  of  the  fize  of  the  Tipula  rivofa ; but  the  wings  are  immaculate, 
and  of  a pale  brown-gold  colour ; it  is  very  fcarce,  but  haunts  a few  places 
about  Stathern  in  July  and  Augull. 

6 Tipula  pePHnicornis  breeds  in  rotten  trees,  but  is  not  very  common. 

Mu  fear.  The  Fly  commonly  fo  called. 

Many  fpecies  undeferibed,  and  perhaps  indiferiminate,  will  here  occur  to  the 
Entomologift. 

Tabanus.  Syf.  Natu'r.  1000. 

The  fpecies  Bovinus , Autumnalis , Pluvialis , and  Cacutiens , frequent  the  Vale, 
and  are  diHinguifhed  as  moil  of  this  genus  by  their  fafeiated  or  pun&uated 
eyes.  The  Bovinus  is  not  very  common. 

Culex.  The  Gnat. 

Culex  cilians . Linne.  Stathern,  Harby,  &c. 

Culex  annulatus . Mantifla  Infe&orum  Fabricii,  Tom.  II.  363.  At  Mufton. 
Conops  and  AJilus . Various  fpecies  in  the  woods  about  Bel  voir, 

BombyUus  medius.  Sparingly  under  the  Hill. 

Hippobofca  ovina . 

An  infett  which  is  an  exception  to  this  clafs,  (having  no  wings,  but  otherwife 
agreeing  with  the  winged  Hippobofca ),  is  very  common  upon  the  back  of 
fheep,  adhering  moll  tenacioufly  to  the  wool  by  its  numerous  fmall  and  acute 
claws. 

Aptera.  Infers  without  wings. 

Thefe  are  Lepifma , Podurce , Pediculi,  Pulices , with  each  6 feet. 

Acari,  Phalangii , Aranea , each  8 feet. 

Monoculi , onijciy  each  about  14  feet. 

Scolopendri*  and  full,  each  many  feet.  One  Julus,  240. 

Nothing  particular  need  be  mentioned  of  thefe  genera:  the  fame  fpecies 
which  are  found  in  other  counties  will  be  met  with  here;  but  they  are  fo 
imperfe&ly  deferibed,  that  it  is  very  difficult,  in  many  cafes,  to  fay  if  they  be 
the  individuals  meant  by  authors  or  not. 

Vermes.  Sylt.  Nat.  1069. 

Under  this  title  Linne  comprehends  the  following  animals : 

1.  The  Intejlina , or  Worms,  properly  fo  called,  and  Leeches, 

2.  Molufca , certain  marine  animals  of  a foft,  gelatinous  nature,  having  arms  or 

tentacles. 

3.  Tejlacea , Molufca  covered  with  fhells.  Vulgo  fhell-ffih. 

4.  Lythophyta . Compound  animals  with  calcareous  habitations.  Vulgo,  Corals. 
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To  which  are  appendaged, 

Zoophyta . Compound  animals,  as  it  were,  flowering  (efflorefcent)  from  a veget- 
able ftem. 

It  will  be  immediately  feen,  that  a very  fmall  number  of  thefe  can  be  inhabi- 
tants of  an  inland  country,  where  even  frefh  water  is  not  very  plentiful : each 
divifioh,  however,  (except  the  Lythophyta)  affords  a few  fpecimens. 

Among  the  Intestina  are, 

Gordius  aquaticus  and  argillaceus . In  clay,  and  waters  above  a clay  foil,  like  a 
horfe-hair;  and  vulgarly  fuppofed  to  be  a&ually  hair  animated. 
Fafciola  intejlinalis . In  the  inteffines  of  roach,  &c. 

Hirudo  geometra.  About  Goadby  in  Areams,  and  in  the  Devon. 

Among  the  Molusca  is  only  one  genus. 

Limax  ater . In  woods. 

maximus . About  Belvoir  gardens. 

hyalinus . In  plants  and  moffes,  pellucid,  with  four  or  five  other  fpecies  or 

varieties. 

Testacea.  Syf.  Nat.  1100. 

Land  or  frefh-water  {hells  are  little  prized  by  many  colle&ors  of  natural 
curioflties ; they  have  indeed  little  beauty,  and  their  varieties  are  few;  they 
are  alfo  brittle,  many  of  them  breaking  with  the  flighted  force,  and  are 
reckoned  too  common  to  merit  attention  : yet  they  are  links  in  the  great  chain 
of  being  ; many  of  them  are  curious,  as  affording  a knowledge  of  their  modes 
of  life,  which  could  not  be  obtained  from  Marine  Molufca  ; and,  at  lead 
one  fpecies  in  our  frefli  waters  is  fcarce  and  curious. 

Bivalves. 

Mya  pittorum . Syf.  Nat.  1112.  Tn  the  Devon  plentifully. 

Ttllina  cornea . In  ponds  and  ditches. 

Mytilus  anatinus . In  the  Devon  and  other  dreams. 

Mytilus  cygneus . . Not  immediately  in  the  Vale,  but  lower  down  the  Devon  near 
its  jun&ion  with  the  Trent. 

Univalves. 

Nautilus . 

The  recent  fpecies  of  Nautilus , or  Cornu  Ammonis,  hitherto  found,  are  few  and 
minute:  thofe  defcribed  by  Linne  are  fea-fhells;  but  Mr.  Lightfoot,  author 
of  the  Flora  Scotica,  found  a fmall  fpecies  in  frefh  water.  There  is  one  of 
this  genus,  and  perhaps  the  fame  Mr.  Lightfoot  mentions,  below  Belvc\ 
Caflle,  on  the  left  hand  in  the  way  to  lledmile,  in  a pool  where  the  bur-ree6 
grows. 

Turbo  bidens.  Syf.  Nat.  1240.  In  woods  about  Belvoir.. 
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Turbo  pcrverfits.  In  mofs  and  old  trees. 

Thefe  two  (hells  are  remarked  for  the  turning  of  the  volutions  in  a different 
direction  from  the  common  Univalves ; anfraffiibus  contrariis . 

'Helix.  The  Snail.— viz. 
p la  nor  bis.  In  ponds,  and  river  Devon. 

Vortex.  In  ponds,  rrot  common. 

Albella.  Ant-hills  and  hedges. 

Hortenjis.  Garden  Snail. 

Arbujlorum.  About  Bel  voir. 

Vivipara.  Ditches. 

Zonaria.  Ribband  Snail,  very  common. 

St  agnails.  Very  large  fpecimens  at  Goad  by. 

Putris.  Ponds. 

Auricularla  and  Tentacularia.  Ponds. 

Several  varieties  of  thefe  Snails,  particularly  the  Zonaria , are  found  about 
Belvoir  Caftle. 

The  Lythophyta  are  all  marine  animals. 

Zocphyta. 

Spongia  fluviatilis.  A fragile,  fetid,  fubramofe  Spunge,  is  found  in  a fmall 
rivulet  about  Bingham. 

Spongia  lacujlris.  Creeping,  flat,  fetid  Spunge,  plentiful  in  a little  ftream  under 
the  Bridge,  and  fparingly  in  the  Devon  about  Croxton. 

Tubularia  campanulata.  Monfieur  Tremley’s  Polypus.  Vide  Adams  on  the 
Microfcope,  &c. 

Upon  duck-weed  and  the  byffus  in  feveral  ponds  about  Stathern. 

Vorticella . Syf.  Nat.  1318. 

There  are  in  feveral  pools  and  ditches  throughout  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  many 
kinds  of  Vorticellay  fome  anfwering  to  the  brief  defcriptions  of  Linne,  others 
varying  from  them,  it  is  difficult  to  (fate  the  kinds  or  numbers ; but  the 
lover  of  microfcopical  refearches  need  not  fear  a want  of  obje&s  for  his 
amufement. 

Hydra . The  above  obfervation  applies  alfo  to  this  genus. 

Volvox  Globater.  A common  microfcopical  animalcula. 

Chaos.  Lin.  Syf.  1326. 

Under  this  name  Linne  has  comprehended  all  thofe  animalcula  of  indetermi- 
nate or  changeable  figure,  found  in  vinegar,  pa  he,  water,  and  various  infulions 
of  grain,  hay,  and  herbs ; they  can  fcarcely  claim  a place  in  local  hiftory ; 
and  it  will  be  fufficient  to  obferve,  that  they  may  be  procured  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood (as  perhaps  in  all  other  places)  in  great  variety  and  abundance. 
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Monandria.  H/ppuris  vulgaris.  Mare’s  Tail.  In  the  Devon. 

Di an dri A.  Veronica  Chama’dry s . Wild  Germander.  Knipton  Paftures,  Mufton 
Gone. 


Pingucula  vulgaris . Butter  wort. 

In  low  and  boggy  ground  about  Knipton  by  the  Tides  of  the 
Devon,  but  fparingly. 

Circaa  lutetiana . Enchanter’s  Nightlhade.  In  Stathern  wood. 

Triandria,  Valeriana  officinalis.  Wild  Valerian. 

Under  the  hill  at  Goadby,  Piper’s  Hole,  Devon  fide. 

Iris  f&tidiffima.  Stinking  Iris.

Agaricus* 

The  Agarics  are  fo  numerous  a genus  of  Fungi,  and  fo  liable 
to  confufion  through  want  of  a proper  fpecific  knowledge,  that, 
even  with  the  help  of  plates,  it  is  difficult  fometimes  to  tell  pre- 
cifely  what  an  Author  means.  The  Flora  Cantabrigienfis  of 
Relhan,  Hudfon’s  Flora  Anglica,  Lightfoot’s  Flora  Scotica,  and 
a late  publication  by  Mr.  Bolton,  of  Hallifax,  all  afford  affiff- 
ance  in  this  difficult  part  of  Botany  ; but  there  are  many  Aga- 
rics in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir,  and  about  the  woods  of  Stathern 
and  Barflon,  which  are  undefcribed,  though  they  can  no  more 
pafs  for  varieties  of  any  fpecies  hitherto  defined,  than  any  two 
of  thofe  fpecies  can  be  deemed  varieties  of  each  other.  In 
this  confufion,  it  will  be  fufficient  to  point  out  the  great  variety 
of  thefe  Fungi  here  met  with,  without  entering  into  particulars.

This  curious  fpecies  grows  in  the  gardens  below  Belvoir  Cafile. 
A perfon  who  re  Tided  there  entered  it  in  his  note*  book  feveral 
years  fince  by  the  name  of  Ilel-vella  gelatinofa . It  is  a yellow 
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fubgelatinous  Fungus,  with  a cap,  but  no  lamella.  Several 
grow  together  among  rotten  leaves  and  the  perifhing  plants  in 
September  and  O&ober.

The  ftalk  is  an  inch  high,  and  very  flender  ; the  cup  about  the 
fize  of  half  a pea  hollowed  ; the  colour  brown,  and  the  furface 
fmooth,  both  within  and  without. 

It  grows  in  the  fmall  plantation  on  the  right  hand  in  going 
from  Belvoir  Caflle  to  Blackberry-liill.  Found  in  September.

Thefe  two  Fungi  are  common  ; the  firft  in  the  woods  here  *,  the 
fecond  in  the  paftures ; but,  belides  thefe,  is  a Clavaria  on  the 
hills,  which  cannot  be  called  a variety  of  either.

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FOSSILS. 

Thefe  may  be  confidered  as  native  or  extraneous.  Native  Foflils  are  Earths, 
Salts,  Metals,  and  Inflammables.  Earths  are  calcareous,  barytic,  muriatic,  argilla- 
ceous, and  flliceous. 

Calcareous  Fossils  are  the  moll  numerous  in  the  Vale  of  Bclvoir;  but  native 
Calx  has  not  been  found  there. 

Spar  is  one  of  the  moll  common  of  mineral  bodies ; it  has  not  many  va- 
rieties in  this  country  : the  principal  are, 

1.  Mafles  of  fmall  cryftalized  pyramids  without  a column,  upon  limeftone. 

2.  Small  plated  Spar,  in  the  cavities  of  Anomia . 

3.  Small  cryftalized;  in  thofe  and  other  petrifa&ions. 

4.  Common  irregular  debafed  Spar,  every  where  with  limeftone. 

5.  Staladical  Spar,  crumbly  and  light,  from  the  arches  in  the  entrance 
into  Belvoir  Caftle. 

6.  Dull  and  foft  Ofteocolla,  in  a fpring  which  runs  South  of  Stathern. 
It  is  pipy. 

7.  White  opaque  Spar,  in  fmall  pieces  fcattered  in  various  places,  like 
Gypfum , and  even  ftriated  as  fome  varieties  of  that  foflil. 

Chalk  is  not  found  very  pure  in  any  part  of  the  Vale ; nodules  at  Stathern  are 
white  and  fine,  but  are  debafed  with  a portion  of  Argill ; not  fo  much,  however,  as 
to  render  them  marie. 

Limejlone,  in  various  degrees  of  purity,  over  the  whole  Vale;  pure,  and  without 
extraneous  parts,  at  Croxton  upon  the  Hill ; grey,  in  fmall  mafles,  with  Statagmitse, 
at  Stathern  ; blue  and  hard  in  pieces  intimately  united  with  common  building-ftone  ; 
brown  and  coarfe,  with  fmall  Entrachi > at  Croxton  ; and  over  the  whole  country 
with  various  extraneous  bodies. 

Marble , except  in  fmall  pieces,  fcattered  about  the  roads  and  ploughed  land, 
is  not  difcovered. 

Gypfum  is  dug  in  feveral  places  in  the  Nottinghamfhire  part  of  the  Vale,  and 
mafles  are  found  in  every  part.  The  varieties  are, 

1.  Common  white  ftriated. 

2.  White  fcaly. 

3.  Pale-red  flaky. 

4.  Spar-like  Gypfum , the  Glaciale  of  Linnc,  in  a peculiar  kind  of  foflil e 
Ammonite,  found  at  Mufton  brick-kiln. 

Selenite. 

Ten-fided  Selenite  is  found  at  Stathern  in  blue  calcareous  marie. 


Cal- 
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Calcareous  Earth  with  Clay  ; i.  e.  Marie  of  the  calcareous  kind ; feveral 
varieties  of  this  : 

1.  Fine,  blue,  foft,  and  un&ious,  at  Stathern. 

2.  Fine,  hard,  blue  and  flony,  at  Eafthorpe,  &c. 

3.  Margodes,  with  conchoida)  fractures  in  nodules  in  clay,  at  Stathern, 

4.  Micaceous  marie,  at  Stathern, 

5.  Slaty  black  marie,  at  Langar. 

Almoft  all  the  clay  in  the  country  has  a calcareous  part  5 the  dark  clay 
much,  but  not  fufficient  to  rank  it  in  this  genus. 

Calcareous  Iron  Stones  in  fmall  nodules  are  fometimes  met  with. 

Barytes  is  not  found  here,  except  in  fome  petrifactions,  which,  from  their  fpe- 
eific  gravity,  may  be  fuppofed  to  contain  it ; but  they  have  not  been  fufficiently 
analyzed  to  determine  their  contents. 

Muriatic  Earths  are  not  found. 

Argillaceous  Earhts  are  not  plentiful. 

Pure  clays  are  very  fcarce ; but  there  are  feveral  varieties  of  the  common  kind, 
which  contain  much  Si  lex,  and  fome  calcareous  parts. 

Coarfe  kinds  of  the  Ludus  Helmoritii  occur  in  feveral  places. 

Bole,  of  an  indurated  yellow  kind,  is  found  about  Scalford,  and  in  the  road  to 
Melton  Mowbray ; and  a fine  duhy  calcareous  red  kind  often  lies  in  the  cavities  of 
the  flony  yellow,  which  is  not  calcareous. 

Mica  is  only  found  in  the  maffes  of  granite  (which  themfelves  are  not  often 
met  with)  and  in  the  Micaceous  marie  above  mentioned. 

Granite , compofed  chiefly  of  Mica  and  Quartz,  is  found  in  fmall  pieces  of  a 
black  kind  about  Stathern  and  Harby. 

Silicious  Stones  are  in  few  varieties. 

Flint,  in  fmall  pieces  over  the  ploughed  grounds,  See . 

Single,  or  Shingcl , fmall  fragments  of  worn  quartz,  about  Knipton,  in  the  gravel. 

Jafper,  of  a dull  kind,  with  red  fpecks  at  Stathern,  and  a browner  at  Knipton. 

Dendroides  are  found  fometimes  on  the  coarfer  filicious  hones,  but  no  fine  ones. 
They  occur  alfo  on  the  calcareous. 

Feltfpar  is  found  only  in  granite. 

Silicious  Iron  Stones  are  in  fmall  maffes  in  the  pits* 

Sand  Stone. 

The  building-hone  of  the  Vale  is  principally  taken  from  pits  near  Belvoir  Cable  ; 
it  is  alfo  dug  in  feveral  places  in  the  Vale,  for  walls  and  for  repairing  the  roads : 
it  is  not  of  one  kind,  but  none  of  the  kinds,  are  very  good..  A coarfe  angular,  but 

irregular 
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irregular  grit,  In  an  argillaceous  cement,  is  common  to  them  all,  but  with  more  or 
lefs  calcareous  parts  ; a foft  ftone  near  Croxton  has  no  calx  ; but  many  kinds  are 
nearly  compounded  of  grit  and  calcareous  earth,  with  a fmall  portion  of  Argil. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Mounfey,  of  Bottesford  (from  whofe  obfervations  are  bor- 
rowed the  following  remarks,  and  whofe  collection  has  afforded  every  fpecimen  of 
petrifattion  hitherto  found  in  the  Vale  of  Bel  voir),  in  his  examination  of  the  ffrata 
of  ftone  in  this  neighbourhood,  finds  them  “ to  be  horizontal,  and  not  appearing 
“ any  where  to  dip  or  follow  the  dire&ion  of  the  ground.  In  the  depth  of  twelve 
“ feet  are  in  fome  places  feven  or  eight  regular  ffrata  of  ftone*,  in  others  two  or 
ee  three ; and  fometimes  none  : between  the  ftrata  is  blue  clay-bind.”  This  ap- 
pearance, he  remarks,  is  by  no  means  to  be  depended  upon,  further  than  it  relates 
to  the  very  pit  under  examination,  as  the  number  and  difpolition  of  ftrata  of  this 
country  vary  almoft  infinitely  ; whereas  thofe  of  Derbyfhire,  examined  by  Mr. 
Whitehurft,  have  a fimilar  appearance,  and  the  Miner,  in  any  part  of  his  work, 
can  forefee  his  fucccfs  from  the  nature  of  the  part  which  he  is  then  engaged  with. 
It  is  otherwife  here  : “ The  Duke  of  Rutland,  fome  years  fmce,  borbd  to  the  depth 
<c  of  213  feet  at  Woolfthorpe  for  coal^  and  found  bind  interfered  with  nine  or 
cc  ten  ftrata  of  ftone,  and  fourteen  inches  of  foft  coal  at  the  depth  of  169  feet. 
<(  At  Branfton,  upon  higher  ground,  were  bored  469  feet.”  No  coal  appeared, 
nor  any  fimilarity  in  the  ftrata  of  the  two  pits. 

“ Of  every  kind  of  ftrata  near  the  furface  fome  appearance  of  it  is  turned  up 
€(  by  the  plough;  a fandy  foil  indicates  the  fand-ftone  below;  and  fragments  cf 
“ fhelly  fubftances,  with  brown  rock,  denote  the  ftratum  of  that  kind,  which  is 
“ very  frequent  over  the  country  ; and  where  fingle  AJicria,  or  fmall  pieces  of  that 
“ foflil,  are  found  on  the  foil,  as  near  Bottesford  in  the  river,  maffes  of  the  fame 
“ kind  are  difeovered,  which  are  very  beautiful,  and  polifhable  as  marble. 

“ Parallel  feams  are  in  all  the  pits;  thofe  which  run  North  and  South  are  very 
u regular;  the  crofs  ones,  are  without  order;  and  under  the  ftone,  even  at  the  very 
u bottom  of  the  pits,  particularly  at  Normanton,  are  found  decayed  vegetable 
<c  fibres,  bundled  and  twifted  in  an  irregular  manner,  fometimes  a foot  long,  and 

the  fize  of  coarfe  thread,  and  fometimes  finer  and  fhorter.  No  fufficient  judge- 
“ ment  can  be  formed,  from  their  prefent  appearance  and  fituation,  what  they  ori- 
f(  ginally  were.” 

Sjone  is  dug  at  B^lvoir,  Mufton,  Eafthorpe,  Normanton,  Bottesford,  and  Red- 
mile  ; in  which  places  occur  moft  of  the  petrifaftions  mentioned  in  the  following- 
pages. 

Saline  fubftances  are  feldom  found  here  ; the  only  folid  one  is  an  Embryon 
Allum , found  in  fmall  feales,  like  Mica,  in  lumps  of  brown  clay  : it  lies 
about  ten  feet  deep,  in  the  barn-yard  belonging  to  the  rectory  at  Stathern. 

Salts  arc  faid  to  impregnate  a few  waters  in  this  neighbourhood.;  but 
no  analyzation  has  been  made  which  can  be  depended  upon* 
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The  faline  efflore  fee  nee,  on  walls  by  ftables,  and  places  of  that  kind, 
occurs  here  as  in  other  countries : it  is  formed  by  two,  three,  and  fome- 
time  more  fpecies  of  fait. 

Inflammables  in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  are  of  two  fpecies,  Coal  and  Pyrites* 

Coal  of  a foft  kind,  as  mentioned  by  Mr.  Mounfey,  was  difeovered  at 
Woolflhorpe,  but  in  no  great  quantity ; befides  this,  there  is  found  at 
Normanton*  in  the  blue  limeftone  ftratum*  a bituminous  body,  refembling 
Cannal-coal,  of  a conchoidal  fra&ure  and  lingular  appearance,  intermixed 
with  a eoarfe  white  fpar,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  give  the  whole  a tefieh 
lated  form  : this  foflil  feems  to  originate  in  the  vegetable  kingdom,  and 
Mr.  Mounfey  has  traced  it  till  it  a&ually  terminates  in  a matter  evidently 
ligneous;  immediately  above  the  fparry  compartments  of  this  fubftance, 
lies  a calcareous  eoarfe  ftone,  with  variety  of  foflil  bodies. 

Pyrites,  of  an  irregular  Ihape,  called,  by  Wallerius,  Pyrites / of  bo* 
tryoide  form,  were  found  in  finking  a well  at  Barfton  ; they  are  of  a bril- 
liant pale  yellow  *,  which,  like  all  other  of  this  fpecies  of  mineral,  grew 
dull  when  long  expofed  to  the  air. 

Metal,  whether  in  fubftance  or  ore,  has  not  been  found  in  the  Vale  of 
Belvoir,  except  in  the  iron  ftones,  which  contain  that  fpecies,  though 
probably  in  no  great  quantity. 

Petrifactions,  in  great  numbers,  and  of  many  kinds,  are  found  over  all 
this  country,  and  more  particularly  in  the  North  part  of  the  Vale,  about 
Bottesford,  Eafthorpe,  Mufton,  and  Normantoru 

Of  thefe,  the  Rev.  Mr,  Mounfey,  whofe  colle&ion  has  been  already 
mentioned,  has  in  his  pofleflion  the  greateft  variety,  and  is  continually 
making  additions  to  it : the  following  are  the  principal  genera  which  he 
has  hitherto  found  ; but  the  limits  of  this  work  will  not  admit  an  account 
of  the  numerous  fpecies  comprehended  under  therm. 

Petrificata,  Linne,  Syftema  Naturae,  vol.  III.  157.. 

Amphibolithus. 

1.  Glojfopetra  fubulata , Jlriata , called  by  Luid,  in  his  Lithophylaceum, 
Ljniaculum  and  Siliquafirum  ; it  refembles  a black  polifhed  horfe- 
leech.  Found  at  Eafthorpe.  It  is  of  a metallic  black,  and  highly 
poliftied  like  thofe  found  at  Pyrton-paflage,  but  is  a fcarce  foflil. 

It  is  not  of  the  kind  figured,  plate  VIII.  fig.  1 iv  which  is  the  Glof- 
fopetra  anceps . 
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Helmintholithus. 

This  genus  affords  almofl  all  the  petrified  bodies  we  know;  they  fol- 
low in  the  order  of  Linne. 

1.  Hammonites , or  Cornu  Ammonis  See  plate  VIII.  fig.  7.  8.  and  15. 
And  fig.  22.  is  probably  of  this  genus. 

Species. 

1.  With  a fmooth  back  and  obtufe. 

2.  With  a furrowed  back,  the  furrows  equal. 

3.  With  a furrowed  back,  the  furrows  bifid. 

4.  With  an  acute  whole  back,  and  fiat  difk. 

5.  With  one  furrow  at  the  back,  and  the  difk  with  ridges  al- 
ternately fhorter. 

6.  With  a prominent  ridge  between  two  furrows. 

This  laft  is  the  common  Cornu  Ammonis  of  the  country;  the  numbers 
are  very  great,  and  the  variation  of  fize  aftonifhing  : Da  Cofla  mentions 
a yard  in  diameter  as  the  larged  extreme ;•  and  the  fize  of  a pea  as  the 
fmalled.  Whether  any  here  exceed  the  former  dimenfion  is  not  certain  ; 
but  many  are  fo  minute  as  to  require  the  help  of  a magnifier  to  diflin- 
gifh  their  volutions ; and  being  put  into  a fcale,  which  will  turn  readily 
with  a fourth  part  of  a grain,  or  indeed  with  much  lefs,  they  fcarcely 
caufe  that  fide  of  the  beam  to  preponderate  : between  thefe  dimenfions 
others  are  found  in  every  gradation. 

2.  Serpula . 

Small  pieces  of  done  with  ferpula  are  found  at  Eadhorpe  and  Mudon  ; 
it  is  yet  hollow,  and  about  the  fize  of  large  thread,  and  fome  much 
larger. 

3.  Fatella . 

Fodile  limpets  are  very  fcarce*,  Mr.  Mounfey  has  met  with  a fmall  fpc- 
cimen  at  Normanton. 

4.  Helix . 

In  petrifa&ions  the  genus  Helix  is  not  to  be  didinguifhed  from  the 
Turbo,  nor  even  the  Trochus,  as  the  mouth  is  modly  abraded;  fome 
fpecies,  which  nearly  refemble  the  recent  kind  of  an  oblong  form,  are 
found  at  Eadhorpe  and  Normanton. 

5.  Nerita. 

It  is  very  doubtful,  if  any  of  the  numerous  Univalves  hitherto  found 
in  this  country  anfwer  the  definition  of  this  genus. 

( . Turbo . Plate  VIII.  fig.  3. 

A numerous  genus.  Mr,  Mounfey  has  at  lead  twenty  fpecies,  with 
many  variations : the  Turbo  terebra  of  Linne,  and  one  like  the  Turbo 

8 F 2 at  lit  a no  ulus. 
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acutangulus , are  among  thofe  which  mod  nearly  refemble  the  recent 
kinds. 

They  are  found  in  feveral  pits,  but  chiefly  at  Normanton,  Eafthorpe, 
and  Mufton. 

7.  Trochus.  See  Plate  VIII.  fig.  18. 

Three  or  four  varieties  are  defined  with  a tolerable  degree  of  cer- 
tainty, and  not  unlike  the  recent  kinds ; thefe  are  from  Eafihorpe  pits, 
and  minute  ; but  Trochi  are  found  of  larger  kind,  though  not  fo  perfeft. 

8.  Buccinum . 

A fmali  fpecies  of  this  genus  at  Mufton  and  Sedgbrook ; it  is  fmooth, 
not  umbil-icated,  and  with  feven  volutions, 

9.  Conus . 

One  fpecies  of  the  divifion  Pyriformts . South  of  Mufton. 

10.  Nautilus. 

The  foffile  Nautilus  is  found  in  great  varieties  of  fize,  but  not  of  form  ; 
a petrifattion,  called  by  Da  Cofta  Ammonoides , is  alfo  met  with  about 
Normanton ; they  do  not  materially  differ,  except  in  the  fize  of  the  firft 
volution,  from  the  common  Cornu  Ammonis : thefe  haver  the  beautiful  fo- 
liaceous  appearance  of  the  foffile  in  plate  VIII.  fig.  13. 

11.  Pinna . 

Petrifa&ions  of  Pinna  are  very  fcarce  ; a fpecimen  of  one  or  two  have 
been  found  at  Eafthorpe  and  Normanton,  with  longitudinal  flrke,  but 
no  fpines. 

12.  Mytilus.  Plate  VIII.  fig.  5* 

A {lender  Mufcle,  about  the  length  of  the  Mytius  edulus>  is  common 
in  the  (tone  at  Mufton  *,  and  a larger  and  lefs  (lender  refembling  a 
Pholas ; they  are  alfo  found  very  fmali  upon  a flaty  limeftone  about 
Bennington  and  other  places. 

13.  Anomia. 

This  genus  occurs  in  the  greateft  numbers.  Plate  VIII.  fig.  2.  a . is 
one  fpecies. 

The  fpecies  'J’erebratula  is  common. 

The  Plicatella  is  generally  filled  with  a fine  foliated  Tpar,  and  is 
equally  plentiful. 

The  Angulata  is  more  fcarce,  and  is  filled  with  earth. 

Many  variations,  and  perhaps  fpecies,  are  found  in  the  pits  about 
Stathern. 


14.  Oflrea . 
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14.  0 fire  a. 

Peftens . Plate  VIII.  fig.  12. 

This  divifion  of  OJlreci  affords  feveral  beautiful  fpecimens,  particularly 
one  at  Bottesford  ; it  is  elegantly  flriated  with  If  rise  alternately  lefs  and 
greater ; the  colour  is  a polifhed  black-blue.

Ofirea , properly  fo  called,  have  fewer  variations,  except  in  fize:  there 
are  many  of  this  kind. 

Gryphytes , Beaked  Oyders,  vulgarly  called  Crew  Stones,  are  found  in 
great  plenty  over  the  Vale  ; they- differ  but  little  in  form  or  fize  ; this 
petrifaction  is  a compaft  fpar,  fcaly,  and  fetid  when  (truck.  In  fome 
fpecimens  the  upper  fmall  valve  will  fall  by  a blow,  and  the  fpar, 
where  the  animal  lodged,  from  the  under  valve,  leaving  impreffions  on 
both  fides  where  the  ligaments  tied  it  to  the  fhell.  See  plate  VIII. 
fig.  16.  for  the  larger  or  lower  valve. 

Gryphytes  have  been  found  of  a flinty  matter,  but  not  in  this 
country. 

15.  Area. 

Three  fmall  fpecies ; one  refembling  the  Area  nucleus  of  Pennant, 
found  at  Eaflhorpe. 

16.  Chama. 

Thefe  are  fcarce.  Mr.  Mounfey  has  one  fpecimen. 

17.  Spondylus . 

Several,  and  very  perfect ; they  referable  in  form  the  Gaderopus , but 
are  without  fpines.  Eaflhorpe. 

1 8.  Venus . 

There  are  fome  fmall,  which  are  fcarcely  petrifa&ions ; others  large,  and 
of  a fparry  matter,  the  hinge  being  perfedl,  _and  of  this  genus ; thefe 
(hells  mod  refemble  the  Venus  Erycina  ; but  the  fmaller  fpecimens  only 
differ  in  fize  from  the  Venus  Gallina . 

19.  Donax. 

A petrifadion,  refembiing  the  Genus  Donax  in  the  obtufe  margin,  is 
found  at  Fofton  Field  ; but  the  hinge  is  not  vifible. 


20.  Cardlum. 
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20.  Cardium . Plate  VI I L fig.  4.  and  b.  are  probably  of  this  genus. 

It  affords  a few  fpecimens,  one  like  the  Cardium  e dulls,  but  much  lefs. 

■21.  Beilina,  Plate  VIII.  fig.  2.  b . a Tellin  of  the  Cuneus  kind. 

The  greateft  variety  of  Bivalves  is  found  in  this  genus,  viz. 

1.  Thofe  fmooth  and  nearly  equilateral. 

2.  Furrowed  or  ffriated. 

f 3.  a.  The  fides  unequal,  or  Cunei. 

[3.  b . The  ridges  of  thefe  latter  very  deep  and  rranfverfe. 

4.  Two  very  deep  dents  beneath  the  hinge,  as  figured  (but  not 
accurately)  in  the  Lithophylaceum  Luidii. 

3.  Oblong,  with  the  hinge  at  one  end,  and  feveral  other  varieties. 

Caffs  of  Foffile  Cunei , plain  and  ffriated,  entirely  of  ffony  matter, 
with  no  remains  of  (hell,  are  found  at  Knipton  Brook,  and  many  other 
places ; fome  refemble  the  figure,  N°  17.  of  plate  VIII. 

Thefe  are  the  petrifactions  of  the  Teffaceous  kind,  which  are  more 
certain  ; many  remain,  which  require  further  inveffigation. 

22.  Madreporus . 

The  For  pita,  or  Button-ffone  of  Dr.  Plott,  is  a fcarce  faffil  in  this 
country,  but  is  found  at  Eafthorpe.  See  plate  VIII.  fig.  9.  a . b. 

A variety  not  mentioned  by  Authors  occurs  with  it,  where  one  fide  is 
more  irregular,  but  undivided;  and  the  lamina  on  the  other  fide  radiated 
two  ways,  but  with  their  extremities  terminating  in  the  middle  of  the 
coral. 

Other  Madrepore  of  the  fafciculated  kind  is  found  about  the  country, 
but  not  immediately  in  the  Vale  ; as  at  Harlexton,  in  Lincolnfhire,  it  is 
of  a kind  called  Columella  by  fome  authors,  but  is  fafciculated. 

Minute  fpecimens  of  Efchara  are  difcovered  on  pieces  of  limeffone 
fcattered  about  the  Mill-hill  at  Stathern  5 it  is  precifely  like  the  Efchara 

foliacea , but  lefs. 

Other  fmall  coral,  or  petrifactions  of  Zoophytes,  are  met  with,  which 
cannot  readily  be  referred  to  any  known  genus. 

23.  Entrochus . Plate  VIII.  fig.  10.  c . 

The  Entrochi  of  this  country  are  few  : they  are  found  in  a coarfe  cal- 
careous ffone,  and  principally  at  Croxton  and  Bottesford  : they  are  fmall 
and  fmooth,  and  compofed  of  a pure  white  opaque  fpar.  At  Bottesford 
they  are  mixed  with  the  Afteria. 

24.  Afiernu  Plate  VIII.  ffg.  ic,  and  b . 


25.  Stella 
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25.  Stella  columnaris . Star  Stones. 

Thefe  are  common  at  Knipton  Brook  and  Bottesford  ; and  found,  but 
not  fo  common,  at  other  places  in  the  Vale. 

In  the  firfl,  or  AJleria , the  Stella  is  more  compound,  and  leaves  a 
fpace  in  the  center ; in  the  fecond,  the  points  of  the  radii  unite  in  the 
center,  and  leave  no  fpace. 

A variety,  with  only  four  radii,  was  found  by  Mr.  Mounfey,  but  is 
very  fcarce. 

a 6.  Belemnites . 

Thefe  conical  foffils  are  in  many  places  called  thunder-Rones : they 
are  compofed  of  a denfe  radiated  fetid  fpar  ; they  are  found  all  over  the 
Vale  of  various  fizes,  with  or  without  a nucleus  at  the  bafe. 

Phytolithus  Lithoxylon . 

Petrified  Wood  is  found  at  Eaflhorpe,  Muflon,  and  Sedgbrook,  hard, 
fpatofe,  and  with  evident  fibrofe  texture  : other  fpecimens  are  crumbly 
and  rotten. 

2.  Rhizolithus. 

Petrified  roots  do  not  occur,  unlefs  the  fibres  mentioned  under  the  ar- 
ticle Sand-ftone  can  be- fo  denominated. 

3.  Carpolithus . 

Refemblances  of  fruit,  but  of  a very  uncertain  kind,  are  found  at 
Eaflhorpe.  Plate  VIII.  fig.  6.  is  a Carpalithus , but  not  of  the  kind 
found  here. 

Ossa  Animalium.  Plate  VIII.  fig.  19. 

The  bones  found  petrified  in  the  pits  at  Bennington,  Orfon,  ar.cf 
Eaflhorpe,  can  be  referred  to  no  certain  kind,  but  are  evidently  offeous 
foflils,  the  external  hbrofe  part  and  the  central  interflices  plainly  fhewing 
their  origin  : they  are  probably  different  kinds  of  Vertebra,  nearly  fimilar 
to  thofe  figured  in  plate  IX.  of  the  Foflllia  Hantonienfis.  A very  large 
Rone  has  been  lately  obferved  by  Mr.  Mounfey,  which  has  the  impref- 
fions  of  united  vertebrae,  with  other  feparate  bones,  in  confiderable  quan- 
tity ; this  Rone  lies  under  a poR  which  fupports  a hovel,  and  cannot  at 
prefent  be  particularly  examined.

1.  Forafmuch  as  yt  ys  convenient  and  neceffary  for  every  man  to  declare  the 
trewthe  in  all  caufys  of  confcience  wher  he  hath  intereh,  I Dane  Rychardi  Bever, 
otherwys  Rychardi  Wyn,  born  in  Baldock,  monke,  and  made  prieft  in  Prioure 
Kandylls  days,  in  the  monnahery  of  Bever,  and  thcr  beyng  won  of  the  convent 
contyneally,  contyenenyng  all  Maher  Prioure  Iiamtyrs  tyme,  fo  forth,  contyneally 
untyll  the  date  hereof  and  after  •,  doo  affirme  and  tak  on  my  confcyence  and  fide- 
3yte,  that  Maiher  Prioure  Hamtyll,  and  the  convent  in  hys  tyme,  never  gave  vo- 
fance  or  advocation  of  the  vycorage  of  Claxton  to  Mr.  Tervey,  but  won  ; and 
that  was  abowt  the  begynning  of  hys  beyng  prioure.  The  whych  vofance  Maiher 
Tervey,  on  certain  conlyderatyons  liym  movyng,  about  too  yers  after,  brought  into 
our  chapter  howfe,  and  furrendered  and  delyvered  it  up  again  to  Maiher  Prioure 
and  the  Convent,  and  then  was  made  brother  of  our  howfe,  wyth  other  pleafures

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doon  to  hym.  And  the  fayd  vofance  was  never  after  delyvered  owt  of  owr  howfe 
agen  by  the  convent  of  hus  the  convent,  neither  in  Maifter  Prioure  Hamtyll’s  days, 
nor  after,  ne  no  other  prioure’s  days. 

Wherfor,  yf  yt  be  abrode  agen  in  (any)  perfbns  hands,  it  was  delyvered  forthe 
only  by  Mafter  Prioure  withowte  concerte  of  the  Convent.  And  yt  ys  to  be 
knowne,  that  Maifter  Ilamtyll  was  prioure  of  Bever  abowt  ix  years.  And  the 
number  of  the  convent  (byfyde  the  Prioure  of  Bever)  in  hys  tyme,  and  in  other 
prioure’s  tymes  after  hym,  was  never  above  three  or  four  at  the  moft.  And  there 
was  none  of  the  convent  contynewally  contynewyng  all  Mr.  Harntyll's  tyme,  from 
hys  begynny ng  to  his  latter  ende,  but  only  I ; for  all  the  other  were  then  fikk,  and 
removed  to  and  fro  atte  the  wyll  of  my  Lord  Abbate  of  Synt  Albance.

“ The  Earle  of  Rutheland  in  fum  old  writyngs  is  cawlyd  Lorde  Turbur 
Owt  of  an  old  bote  that  the  Erles  of  Ruthland  bathe. 

In  the  yere  of  owr  Lorde  734,  Alfred-us  tertius  Merc,  rex,  in  the 'f*  yere  of  his 
reigne,  cam  to  the  itronge  cartel!  of  Albanac  near  Grantham,  and  there  defyryd  to 
have  for  wy-fe  one  of  the  3 dowghtars  of  Guliam  de  Abanac,  wherapon  Gul. 
defired  him  to  tary  all  night  at  his  caftle  ; and  in  the  morninge  Gul.  brought  his 
eldill  dowghtar,  namyd  Adeline,  ftarke  naked  in  the  one  hand,  and  a fvverde  draune 
in  the  othar.  His  wyffe  led  the  2,  caul lyd  Etheldred.  Galiam,  fone  to  William, 
led  in  one  hand  the  3 dowghter,  caullid  Maude,  and  a fwerde  in  the  othar. 
Guliam  the  father  then  laid  to  the  Kynge  Alfrid : “ Sir,  heire  be  my  3 donghters, 
chefe  to  wyfe  whiche  ye  lifte  ; but  rather  then  ye  rtiuld  have  any  of  them  to  your 
concubine,  I wold  He  her  with  my  owne  hands/'  The  Kynge  anfwerid,  that  he 
ment  to  take  one  of  them  to  wife  ; and  chofe  Etheldrede  that  had  fat  bottoks,  and 
of  her  he  had  Alurede  that  wan  firfl  all  the  Saxons  the  monarchy  of  England  j.”

Albeniacus,  Lord  of  Bever  cartel,  that  of  furety  ftandith  in  Lffffe0fr!jbr-  ^ the 
Vale  of  Bever,  was  Lord  of  Uffington,  by  Wiland  ryver,  half  a mile  bynethe 
Stanforde,  on  the  farther  fide  of  the  ripe  yn  Lincolnfhire  ; and  there  remainid 
greate  tokens  of  a maner  place  embatelid  of  his;  che  which  by  the  [|  yere  of  Ruthe- 
land now  lyving,  and  having  it  by  Rolle  heir  generale,  hath  well  bene  repairid. 
And  at  fuch  tyme  as  Albeneys  lay  commnnely  at  Uffington,  one  of  them  buildid 
Newfteede,  a priory  of  Chanons  •,  and  there  was  buried,  as  I hard,  the  2,  the  3, 
and  the  4,  of  the  Albeneys

“ This  Newflede  is  withyn  lefte  then  a mile  beneth  Stanford,  but  not  hard  apon 
the  ryver.  And  bycaufe  that  a greate  voice  rennith  that  fumtyme  readinges  of 
liberalle  fciences  were  at  Staunforde,  the  names  of  Peterborough  Haulle,  Sempling- 
ham,  and  Vauldier,  yet  remayn  there,  as  places  for  thofe  houfes  of  men  of  Religion 
that  fent  their  fcholars  thither  to  ftudy  : except  a man  wille  fay  that  thefe  houfes 
©therwife  cumming  to  them  kept  their  names.  There  is  a done  bridge  a quarter 
of  a mile  beyond  Staunforde  towarde  Newflede,  and  under  it  rennith  a riveret 
caullid  Wafche.  This  water  rifith  yn  Leyrceltreftiire,  and  cummith  by  Gritham 

in  Ruthelandfliire,  and  by  Mafler  Harington’s  place  cauiled  The  hole 

courfe,  from  the  hedde  of  it  a litle  byneth  Wafch  bridge,  where  it  goith  into 
Welande  river  a litle  beneth  Staunford  toune,  is  an  xvm  or  xx  miles.  The  com- 
mune faying  is  there,  that  Wafche  and  Wiland  (haul  droune  al  Holande.  There 
cummith  many  fmale  rilles  into  this  river  of  Wafche.  Chafer  ryver  cummith  into 
Weland  about  a 2 miles  above  Stanford,  in  ripa  fuper.  It  rifith  in  Ruthelandfhir,

From  Notingham  to  Leircefter  xvi  miles. 

From  Notingham  to  Bevel*  a xii  long  miles..  Firft  I pallid  by  low  medowe  and 
fum  morifch  grounde  by  the  fpace  of  a 3 miles,  and  then  by  other  3 miles  by  an 
highe  foile,  but  not  hilly  ; and  about  this  3 miles  end  I cam  to  a praty  broke  or 
ryveret,  caullid  Myte,  that  rifith  above  that  place  a vi  miles  or  more  by  Welle, 
and  thens  goith  an  eight  miles  lower  into  Trent,  not  far  above  Newark  town. 
And  cumrring  nere  toward  Mite  brooke,  I lcfte  about  a mile  on  the  lifte  honde 
Aftaflon  village  in  Notinghamftire,  wher  Thomas  Crantnere,  archebisfhop  of  Can- 
torbyri,  was  born,  and  where  tire  heire  of  the  Cranmers,  a man  fcant  of  xl  marks 
landes  by  the  yere,  now  dwellith.  Then  pafting  a 2 miles  by  metely  hvgh  and 

good  foyle,  1 cam  to  a vi  ling  caullid Thens  4 good  miles  to  Bever, 

partely  by  marfch,  medowe,  and  pafture,  and  corn  grounde.  From  Notingham  to 
Bever  all  by  a 1 champaine  ground  T*” — Marke  that  fuch  parte  of  Leircefterfhir 
as  is  lying  by  South  and  F.ft  is  champaine,  and  hath  litle  wood.  And  fuch  parte  of 
Lei  rcefterlhire  as  lyith  by  Weft  and  North  hath  much  vvoode  J.” 

From  Bea  voire  caftelle  to  Croxto.n  2 miles.;  and  from  Croxton  I rood  a 6 miles 
farther  into  a litle  througnfare,  caullid  ^ by  good  pafture  and  corn 

grounde,  but  . and  litle  woode Then  I rode 

a 6 miles  farther  by grounde,  and  there  I enterid  to  the  cawfey  of 

Wathelinge-lt  reate,  that  there  goith  betwixt  Ankefter  and  Staunforde  : and  thens 
a 3 mile  to  Caftelleforde  bridge,  ftil  apon  the  great  crefte  of  Watheling-ftreate,  by 
champaine  grounde,  corn,  and  gras,  but  litle  or  no  woode  §.”

Noting- 
ham  on  the  right  bond  vi  miles  from  Traje&us,  and  Newarke  on  the  lifte  hond  a 
iiii  miles.  Newark  to  us  rip.  citcr  Trent#.  After  that  1 earn  a litle  beyond  Trent, 
X faw  al  champaine  grounde  undecunque  within  fight,  and  very  litle  wood,  but  infinita 
frugum  copia,  To  Langer  village  a iiii  miles,  wher  hard  by  the  chirch  is  a ftone 
howie  of  the  Lord  Scropes  embatelid  like  a caftel.  Half  a mile  or  I cam  to  Lan- 
ger, I cam  by  Sir  John  Chaworthe  a knightes  manor  place,  wherabowt  I (aw  great 
and  mervelus  fair  medows.

Nere  beyond  this  brooke  I pallid  thorough  Claufon  village  in  Leyrceftrefhir. 

FromClaufon  to  Melton  a iiii  good  miles  by  good  corne  ground. 

A ii  miles  beyond  Langer!  faw,  but  far  of,  the  caftelof  Bever  on  a hy  coppid  hille  V* 

tc  Pomery  of  ....  . told  me  that  Pomereis  were  cm  lordes  of  Be/er  caftel  chat 
the  Lord  Rofe  hath  now -f\” 

“ Betwixt  Trent  ripe  and  Melton  many  benes  and  pefon,  as  yt  is  communely 
thorough  al  Leyrceftrefhir. 

Melton,  one  fair  paroche  chirch,  fumtime  an  hofpital  and  celle  to  Lewes  in  SufleXi 

Kyrkby,  a litle  priory  of  Blake  Chanons,  apon  Wreke  ryver,  ii  miles  beneth  Melton 
Mowbray,  was.  a late-  fappreftid.  I hard  fay  that  one  Bellar  was  foundder  thereof. 

From  Melton  to  Burton  Lazar,  a veri  fair  hofpital  and  collegiate  chirch,  fcant  a mile. 

To  Borow  hides  more  than  ii  miles.  The  place  that  now  is  cawllid  Borow 
hilles  is  duble  dichid,  and  conteinith  within  the  diche  to  my  eftimation  a iiii 
fcore  acres.  The  foile  of  it  bench  very  good  corne.  Firft  I tooke  hit  for  a campe 
of  menne  of  warre ; but  after  I plaine  perceivid  that  hit  had  beene  waullid  about 
with  hone,  and  to  be  fare  pullid  out  fame  hones  at  the  entering  of  hit,  wher  hath 
bene  a great  gate,  and  ther  found  lyme  betwixt  the  hones.  But  whither  ther  hath 
beene  any  mo  gates  there  then  one  I am  not  yet  fare,  but  I conjeft  ye.  Very 
often  hath  be  founde  ther  nmni/matn  Romana  of  gold,  fylver,  and  brafle,  and 
fragmentes  of  al  foundations  in  plowyng.  This  ftondeth  in  the  very  hy  way  be- 
twixt Melton  and  London.  Te  thes  Borow  hides  every  yere  on  Monday  after 
White-fonday  cum  people  of  the  contery  therabowt,  and  Ihote,  renne,  wraftel, 
dawnce,  and  ufe  like  other  feates  of  exereyfe.  Borow  village  is  within  lefie  then 
half  a mile  of  hit,  and  there  dwellith  one  Mr.  Borow  the  greateh  owner  ther. 
Borow  hides  be  abowte  a vii  miles  from  Leyrcehre. 

Remembre  that  Croxton  abbay  water,  rifing  at  Croxton,  cummith  into  Eye 
water,  per  ripam  aufiralem , about  a mile  or  more  above  Melton. 

From  Borow  hides  to  Laund  a v mile.  The  foile  direfto- itinere , betwyxt  South 
ripe  and  Laund,  is  baren  of  wood,  but  plentiful  of  corne  and  pafture,  efpecially 
abowte  Launde  quarters.  But  the  foile  abowte  Launde  is  wooddy ; and  the  foreft 
of  Ly,  of  fum  caudid  Lyfeld,  joynithe  to  Launde  by  Efte. 

And  the  foile  of  Owfen  abbay  ii  miles  by  Eft  North  Efte  from  Launde  is  alfo 
veri  wooddy.  The  Chaworthis  were  and  be  founders  of  Laund  priory. 

Almofte  half  a mile  or  I cam  to  Launde,  I pc'ftid  by  Mafter  Smithes- howfe  J, 
maue  .frefch  by  Mr.  Radclifte  that  married  Smithes  daughter  §.

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The  grounde,  a litle  beyound  Launde  toward  Pipwell,  is  not  wooddy. 

To  Haleden,  a preaty  tounlet,  about  a iiii  miles.  To  Metburne  village  a mile.  And 
almofl  a mile  to  a bridge,  wber  I paflid  over  Wyland  river,  .ther  no  great  ftreame. 
Thens  of  to  Pipwel  abbay  about  a iii  miles.  The  bridg  and  water  of  Weland 
ther  devidith  Leyrcedreihire  from  Northampton.  From  Metburne  to  within  a mile 
of  Pipwel  is  mervelus  goodly  medow 

“ Thens  [from  Ingrefbyj  to  Withcock  a 4 miles  by  corne,  padure,  and  wood. 
Mr.  Radeclif  builded  here  a right  goodly  houfe  upon  Smithe’s  ground,  that  now 
dwelleth  yn  it,  and  hath  married  a filler  of  the  Caves.  I take  this  to  be  one  of  the 
f aireft  houfes  in  Leircederfhire,  and  to  be  the  faired  orchardes  and  gardines  of 
thofe  quarters ; but  it  dandeth  low  and  wete,  and  hath  a pole  afore  it ; but  all  the 
vaine  thereabout  is  goodly  padure  ; Launde  priory  is  hard  thereby  'f'.” 

<£  From  Withcock  partely  through  woddy  ground  of  the  fored  of  Leefeild,  and 
fo  into  Ruthelandelhire,  by  woddy  fird,  and  then  all  champain  ground,  but  excecU 
ing  riche  of  corne  and  padure,  to  Uppingham,  a market-towne,  a 4 miles  J.” 

“ Foredes  yn  Leircederfhire.  The  forede  of  Leyrceder  yoining  hard  to  the 
toune:  it  is  a v miles  in  lenghthe,  but  of  no  greate  breede  ; and  is  repienifhed  with 
deer.  The  fored  of  Charley  a xx  miles  yn  cumpace§.” 

“ Dunnington  caflelle  is  in  the  border  of  the  fored  of  Charley  toward  Darbyfhir, 
and  hath  thereby  a park.  As  I remember  it  is  an  8 miles  from  Leirceder.  It 
longed,  as  I hard,  fumtyme  to  the  Lacyes  Earles  of  Lincolne  ; now  it  is  the  Kinges. 

Melburne  cadelle,  a 2 miles  from  Dunnington,  is  praty,  and  as  in  meately  good 
reparation  ||.” 

((  Shirley  towards  Dunnington  is  mentioned  by  Leland,  under  the  head  of  Gentil- 
men  of  Leyrcederlhir  that  be  there  of  mod  reputation 

“ Villares  of  Brokejhy  is  mentioned  by  Leland  'f-f-  under  the  fame  head.  And 
again,  “ N.  B.  The  chiefeft  houfe  of  the  Villars  at  this  tyme  is  at  Brokefby  in 
Ley  reed  re  lb  ire,  lower  by  4 four  miles  then  Melton,  on  the  hither  rype  of  Wreke 
or  Eye  river.  There  lye  buried  in  the  chirch  diverfe  of  the  Villars. 

This  Villars  is  lorde  of  Houbye  hard  by,  fumtyme  parcelle  of  the  Bellars 
landes;  where  alfo  is  a meane  maner-place.  This  Villars  is  alfo  lord  of  Coneham 
in  Lindecolnefhire,  toward  the  partes  of  Trent;  and  there  he  hath  a manor-place. 
This  Villars  at  this  tyme  is  a man  but  of  a 200  markes  of  land  by  the  yere. 
There  is  a mean  gentleman  of  the  Villars  about  Stanford  X *•” 

Digby  of  'Tilton,  Brokefky  of  Shoulby , Neville  of  The  Holt , Schefington  of  Skeffing- 
ton , Vincente  of  Pekleton , and  Purefey  §§  of  Dreyton,  are  alfo  mentioned  by  Leland  |||| 
under  the  head  above  deferibed.  And  in  the  margin  of  another  page  is  written, 
by  one  of  the  family,  “ Purefoy  of  Lutterworth,  com.  Leyrcedr. — The  Purefoys 
were  benefa&ors  to  the  church  of  Lutterworth,  as  we  may  gather  from  their 
arms,  viz.  Azure,  3 dyrrups  Or,  to  be  feen  in  the  church.  See  Burton’s  De- 
feription  of  Leyrcefterlhire,  p.  188.

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P.  431.  Beaumanor  was  granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth  to  Sir  William  Herricke, 
Knight,  who  went  EmbalTador  for  her  into  Turkey,  and  was  alfo  one  of  the  Tellers 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  enjoyed  other  places  under  the  Crown,  in  the  reign  of 
James  I.  In  this  family  it  has  remained  ever  fince.  In  1739,  the  manfion  built 
by  Lord  Beaumont  was  taken  down,  and  the  prefent  houfe  built  in  its  place  by 
William  Heyrick,  Efq.  There  is  in  the  hall  a remarkable  chair,  neatly  carved, 
made  of  one  folid  oak-tree,  cut  down  in  the  grounds  1690,  the  circumference  of 
which  meafures  34  feet,  the  diameter  5 feet  10  inches.  Here  is  alfo  a curious 
portrait  of  William  Jenkins,  of  Yorkfhire,  who  lived  to  the  age  of  169  *.

We  are  told  by  Burton,  that  “ Sir  Wolfton  Dixey,  Knight,  a worthy  citizen  and 
“ mayor  of  London,  built  here  in  1 586  a fair  free  fchool  of  afhler  ftone  for  gram-- 
“ mar  fcholars,  and  endowed  it  with  20I.  lands  by  the  year,  and  a very  fair  houfe  of 
“ the  fame  ftone.”  A MS  note  of  Le  Neve,  adds,  “ The  work  was  performed 
“ by  Sir  Wolfton  Dixie  his  nephew;  the  letters  of  mortmain  30I.  the  lands  at 
this  day  [1707]  worth  39I.  and  fo  much  employed  to  the  fchool ; the  matter.  20U 
the  ufher  13I.  6s.  8d,” 

The  curious  font  in  Market  Bofworth  church  is  engraved  in  Plate  LXI.  fig.  7*- 

In  the  church-yard  there,  on  an  altar  tomb  under  the  Eafl  window:

who,  after  bearing  a moft  painful  diforder  many  years 
with  truly  Chriltian  patience,  fortitude,  and  refignation? 
died  March  22,  1787,  in  the  84th  year  of  his  age.”

And  William  de  Stodham  gave  “ viginti  feliones  de  terra  in  campo  de  Bottisfort ; 
duos,  viz.  juxta  viam  quae  dicitur  Scougate ; & duos  juxta  terram  Johannis  Sturmin, 
Sc  tres  juxta  terram  Roberti  de  Huntendonn ; 8c  unum  qui  dicitur  Lufi-aker  i 8c 
unum  alium  qui  dicitur  Luji-half-aker ; 8c  unum  qui  abuttat  ad  Caldewelle ; & de- 
cern felliones  qui  fimul  jacent  contra  terram  D.  Willielmi  de  Albani  quse  dicitur 
Hardewic  ’*  William  and  Henry,  chaplains  of  Bottesford,  are  witnefles  to  this  deed. 

Hugh  Wade  alfo  gave  two  acres  of  land  u in  campo  de  Bottesfordd* 

It  appears  by  a pedigree  of  Bozun,  that  Bottesford  belonged  to  that  family; 
and  upon  the  divifion  betwixt  the  daughters  an^  coheirs  of  Sir  Richard  Bozun,  it 
came  to  Richard  Paynell,  of  Bothby,  Lincoinfhire.  See  my  pedigree  of  Payndl 
in  the  book  of  pedigrees  of  Lincoinfhire.

P.  434.  The  ancient  fituation  of  Bradgate  is  thus  defcribed  by  Leland  : c<  From 
€i  Leircefter  to  Brodegate  by  ground  welle  wooddid  3 miles.  At  Brodegate  is  a 
f<  fair  parke  and  a lodge  lately  buildid  there  by  the  Lorde  Thomas  Gray,  Marquife

The  ould]  parte  of  the  work[e,  that  now  is  at]  Groby  was  made  [by  the 
u Ferrares.]  But  newer  workes  and  buildinges  there  were  ere&id  by  the  Lorde 
“ Thomas  firft  Marquife  of  Dorfet : emong  the  which  workes  he  began  and  erettid 
“ the  fundation  and  waulles  of  a greate  gate-houfe  of  brike,  and  a tour,  but  that 
iC  was  lefte  half  onfinifhid  of  hym,  and  fo  it  ttandith  yet.  This  Lord  Thomas 
iC  ere&id  alfo  and  almolte  finifhid  ij.  toures  of  brike  in  the  fronte  of  the  houfe,  as 
“ refpondent  on  eche  fide  to  the  gate-houfe.  There  is  a faire  large  parke  by  the 
<c  place  a vi  miles  in  cumpale.  There  is  alfo  a poore  village  by  the  place  and  a 

<(  litle  broke  by  it.  And  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  place  in  the  botom  there  is 

<c  as  faire  and  large  a pole  as  lightely  is  in  Leyrcettrefhire.  There  iffuith  a broket 
4t  ont  of  this  lake  that  after  cummith  by  Groby,  and  [there]  dryvith  a mylle  and 
“ after  [refort]ith  to  Sore  River.  From  Brodegate  to  Lughborow  about  a v miles. 
“ From  Brodegate  to  Bellegreve  village  a 4 miles  by  woddy  and  patture  grounde. 
<c  This  village  is  about  a mile  lower  on  Sore  River  then  Leircetter  is ; and  I cam 
<(  over  a great  ttone-bridge,  or  I enterld  into  it.^  There  dewellith  a gentilman  by 
“ the  name  of  Bellegre,  a man  of  a 50  li.  of  poffeflions  by  the  yere.  There  is 
“ alfo  a nother  mene  gentilman  of  the  Bellegreves  yn  Leircetter  O')  ire.” 

At  Bradgate,  which  is  about  two  miles  from  Groby  to  the  right,  on  the  border 
of  Charnwood  Forett,  was  born  the  Duke  of  Suffolk’s  daughter,  the  famous  Lady 
Jane  Grey.  Her  fweet  difpofition  and  wonderful  accomplifnments  are  well  known.  It 
is  impoflible  to  think  on  her  without  having  the  heart  elevated  by  the  fublimett,  as 
well  as  melted  with  the  tendered  feelings.  How  interetted  mutt  we  feel  about 
Bradgate,  when  we  recoiled!  it  was  not  only  the  birth-place,  but  the  fcene  of  the 
happy  childhood,  and  the  early  ttudies  of  this  incomparable  heroine  ! Of  her 
ftrong  affe&ion  to  learning,  there  is  a remarkable  tettimony  given  by  Mr.  Afcham  j-, 
which,  as  it  does  honour  to  herfelf  and  learned  preceptor,  we  cannot  pafs  by  in 
filence.  “ One  example,”  faith  the,  “ whether  love  or  fear,  doth  more  in  a child, 
Ci  for  virtue  and  learning  I will  gladly  report ; which  may  be  heard  with  fome 
iC  pleafure,  and  followed  with  more  profit.  Before  I went  into  Germany,  I came 
“ to  Brodegate,  in  Lei'cefterfhire,  to  take  my  leave  of  that  noble  lady,  Jane  Gray, 
“ to  whom  I was  exceeding  much  beholding.  Her  parents.,  the  Duke  and  the 

Duchefs,  with  all  the  houttiold  gentlemen  and  gentlewomen,  were  hunting  in  the 
4<  park:  I found  her  in  her  chamber  reading  Phadon  Plaionis  in  Greek,  and  that

et  they  never  felt  what  true  pleafure  meant. — And  how  came  you.  Madam,  quoth 
crI,  to  this  deep  knowledge  of  pleafure,  and  what  did  chiefly  allure  you  unto  it, 
“ feeing  not  many  women,  but  very  few  men,  have  attained  thereto  ? — I will  tell

<c  fevere  parents,  and  fo  gentle  a fchoolmader ; for,  when  I am  in  prefence  either 
“ of  father  or  mother,  whether  I fpeak,  keep  filence,'  fit,  {land,  or  go,  eat,  drink, 
“ be  merry,  or  fad,  be  fewing,  dancing,  or  doing  any  thing  elfe,  I mud  do  if,  as  it 
“ were,  in  fuch  weight,  meafure,  and  number,  even  fo  perfeCHy  as  God  made  the 
ee  wojld  ; or  elfe  I. am  fo  fharply  taunted,  fo  cruelly  threatened,  yea,  prefently  fome- 
,e  times  with  pinches,  nips,  and  bobs,  and  other  ways,  (which  I will  not  name 
“ for  the  honour  I bear  them)  without  meafure  mifordered,  till  the  time  come  that 
<c  I mud  go  to  Mr.  Elmer,  who  teacheth  me  fo  gently,  fo  pleafantly,  with  fuch 
iC  fair  allurements  to  learning,  that  I think  ^all  the  time  nothing  whiles  I am  with 
“ him.  And  when  I am  called  from  him,  I fall  on  weeping;  becaufe  whatfoever 
“ I do  elfe  but  learning,  is  full  of  grief,  trouble,  fear,  and  whole  mifliking  unto 
<c  me  : and  thus  my  book  hath  been  fo  much  my  pleafure,  and  bringeth  daily  to 
“ me  more  pleafures  and  more;  that  in  refpeft  of  it,  all  other  pleafures  in  very 
a deed  be  but  trifles  and  very  troubles  unto  me, — I remember  this  talk  very  gladly, 
“ (faytlv 'Mr.  A.)  both  becaufe  it  is  fo  w.orthy  of  memory,  and  becaufe  it  was  the  lad 
“ talk  that  ever  I had,  and  the  lad  time  that  ever  I faw  that  noble  and  worthy, lady.** 
Of  the  mournful  fate  of  this  mod,  angelic  creature  every  body  has  heard.  The 
fatal  day  that  clofed  her  life  was  February  12,  1553-4.  “ She  had,”  fays  Fuller, 

“ the  innocency  of  childhood,  the  beauty  of  youth,  the  folidity  of  middle,  the 
“ gravity  of  old  age,  and  all  at  eighteen  : the  birth  of  a prince fs,  the  learning  of 
“ a clerk,  the  life  of  a faint,  yet  the  death  of  a malefactor  for  her  parents  offences.” 
Some  curious  particulars  of  this  excellent  Princefs  are  to  be  found  in  Hiftoria 
“ de  la  Vita  e de  la  Morte  de  PUlndriff.  Signora  Gioyanna  Graia,  &c.”  by  Michael 
Angelo  Florio,  1607,  121110. 

In  Burton’s  time  Bradgate  was  the  feat  of  Henry  Grey,  of  Groby ; and  both  this 
place  and  Groby  are  now  the  property  of  the  Eari  of  Stamford  *• 

The  old  lioufe  was  burnt  down  fome  years  ago.  A view  of  the  ruins  was  pub- 
Jifhed  Sept.  4,  1789,  in  Throfby’s  “ SeleCl  Views.”  The  park  dill  remains.

Bredon  church  ftands  eminently  elevated,  upon  the  very  top  of  an  exceeding 
high  limeftone  rock  ;j;,  from  which  it  commands  an  immenfe  circle  of  country,  and 
is  itfelf  a very  noble  feature  to  all  the  parts  around  it*  In  the  outfide  walls  are 
fome  rude  pieces  of  fculpture,  apparently  very  ancient ; and  like  hieroglyphics,

t This  defeription  of  the  church  has  been  communicated  in  MS.  by  the  Editors  of  the  Topo- 
grapher, who  vilited  it  in  Auguft,  1789,  when  it  was  undergoing  a thorough  repair,  fo  that  the 
workmen’s  tools,  &c.  prevented  their  examining  every  part.  They  were  afterwards  informed, 
that  they  miffed  fome  curious  monuments,  &c. — Burton  mentions  66  a tomb  of  Henry  Winter, 
“ who  died  April  10,  1494;”  on  which  wras  graven  “ Arg.  upon  a fefs  Sable  3 ( the  charge  defaced) , 
“ an<l  Sable  a chevron  between  3 tuns  Arg.”  and  fays,  “ there  were  in  a north  chapel  fome  mo- 
“ numents  of  the  family  of  Shirley.”  Sir  George  Shirley,  Bart,  was  buried  here  in  1662. 

; The  lime-works  belong  to  the  Earl  of  Stamford. 
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which  probably  came  from  the  more  ancient  building  adjoining,  of  which  fome 
ruins  yet  remain,  that  tradition  calls  the  relics  of  the  priory. 

Since  the  former  part  of  the  preceding  paragraph  was  printed,  a vifit  to  Bredon, 
April  3,  1790,  enables  me  to  enlarge  and  correct  the  communication  of  my  inge- 
nious friends  the  Editors  of  <c  The  Topographer.’*  The  monuments  they  miffed 
were  fome  flat  ftones  of  alabafler,  which  have  been  fawed  up,  on  new-pewing  and 
new-paving  the  church,  in  fuch  a way  as  to  be  now  totally  illegible.  A good  figure 
of  a woman  remains,  tricked  on  the  half  of  one  of  thele  llabs,  in  the  South  aile. 

Burton  mentions  the  tomb  of  “ Henry  Winter,  who  died  April  10,  1494;  on 
“ which  is  graven  Arg.  upon  a fefs  Sable,  3 [the  charge  defaced],  and  Sable,  a 
“ chevron  between  three  tuns  Argent."  This  is  now  demoiiflied. 

Infcriptions  in  the  Shirley  chapel,  on  the  North  fide  of  Bredon  church  :

Mr.  Shirley  is  reprefented  with  whifkers,  and  a long  beard ; his  hair  cut 
ihort ; a book  in  his  hand  ; a chain  round  his  neck;  a fword  on  his  left  fide  ; a 
dagger  richly  ornamented  on  his  right  ; one  ring  on  the  fil'd  finger  of  each  hand. 

The  lady's  hair  is  cut  fhort ; fhe  is  in  a long  clofe  drefs,  the  body  tied  with 
fmall  cords ; a ruff  and  triple  chain  round  her  neck ; a book  in  her  hand ; 8 rings, 
2 on  the  firft,  and  2 on  the  third  fingers  of  each  hand  ; wide  fleeves,  and  under 
them  lmaller  fleeves  down  to  the  wrift,  the  bottom  flit ; from  the  girdle  round  her 
waift  hangs  a chain,  at  the  end  of  which  is  an  ornament  refembling  a pi&ure  cafe, 
and  on  the  chain  is  faflened  a crofs. 

On  the  front  of  the  tomb  are  the  figures  of  three  fons  and  four  daughters : 

The  eldefi:  fon,  who  is  in  armour,  holds  a fhield  of  arms,  containing,  Shirley , 
impaling  Lovett , with  eight  quarterings;  viz.  1.  A.  three  greyhounds  current 
Gules  ; 2.  Ermine,  a bordure;  3.  a crols  between  four  crofslets ; 4.  three  rams 
paffant ; 5.  a bend  between  fix  martlets ; 6.  a chief  indented  ; 7.  a crofs  engrailed; 
8.  a chevron  Ermine.  [The  colours  are  almoft  all  vanifhed.] 

The  fecond  fon  is  reprefented  as  an  infant  in  a fhroud. 

The  third  fon,  who  is  alfo  in  armour,  has  a fhield,  the  finifler  fide  of  which  is 
blank,  the  dexter  contains  feven  quarterings. 

Three  of  the  daughters  have  the  fame  ornamented  chain  with  their  mother ; and 
are  reprefented  with  fhields,  of  which  one  bears.  Cotton  and  Bruce , quarterly, 
impaling  Shirley  ; another,  a fefs  between  three  cinquefoils,  Fowtrelly  quartering, 
paly  of  fix  ; impaling  Shirley  ; another,  blank. 

At  the  Weft  end  of  the  tomb  the  figure  of  a lady  with  a fhield  of  arms,  inferibed,

On  a large  flab  under  the  above  tablet  is  the  figure  of  a man  in  armour  recum- 
bent ; a book  in  his  hand  ; a double  chain  round  his  neck  ; on  the  left  fide  a 
fword  ; on  the  right  his  dagger  and  gauntlet ; at  his  feet  a lion. 

Round  the  ledge  of  the  tomb  the  fubflance  of  the  above  infcription  is  thus  repeated :

On  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  chapel,  on  a rich  monument  'of  the  architecture  of 
the  fifteenth  century,  under  double  arches,  are  the  figures  of  a man  and  woman, 
each  in  a praying  pofture  ; behind  him  two  fons ; behind  her  a girl,  and  two 
infant  Ions  in  cradles.  The  gentleman  is  in  fhort  armour  ; an  old  iron  fword  and 
gauntlet  are  befide  him,  and  his  helmet  hangs  over  the  tomb.  His  lady  is  in  flow- 
ing robes;  her  hair  in  three  rows  of  fmall  curls,  under  a cap  ornamented  with  a 
ribband  of  pearls;  a ruff  and  chain  round  her  neck  ; fmall  ruffles  at  her  wriffs; 
ileeves  large  and  puckered ; a mantle  hanging  down  her  back.

P.  *436.  Nether  Broughton  lies  about  feven  or  eight  miles  Weft  of  Bel  voir 
caftle,  and  is  confidered  .s  the  extreme  part  of  the  Vale  of  Bel  voir,  which  is  in 
Leicefterftiire  to  the  Weft.  It  is  contiguous  to  the  Wolds,  and  bounded  by  Upper 
Broughton,  Nottinghamlhire,  to  the  Weft  ; Wartnaby,  Leicefterftiire,  to  the  South; 
Clawlon,  Leicefterftiire,  to  the  Eaft ; and  Hickling,  Northamptonfhire,  to  the 
North.  It  was  inclofed  about  twenty  years  ago,  and  contains  about  2000  acres  of 
land,  principally  the  property  of  the  rettor,  and  twenty  freeholders. 

In  the  whole  parifh  are  72  families,  and  287  inhabitants. 

The  Duke  of  Newcaftle  is  lord  of  the  manor. 

Charities : 

Samuel  Wray  and  Thomas  Wright  gave  in  the  year  1682  twenty  pounds  each, 
fecured  upon  a clofe  called  the  Great  Grange  Clofe,  which  yields  to  the  poor  fome- 
times  4I.  yearly,  fometimes  not  fo  much. 

There  is  alfo  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  the  intereft  of  a parifti  (lock  of  5I. 

The  living  is  a reSory,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  in  the  patronage  of  the  coheirs 
of  the  late  Lord  Feveriham,  and  worth  near  200I.  a year. 

The  prefent  re&or  is  Stephen  Greenaway,  who  has  enjoyed  it  near  fifty  years. 

The  church  is  on  the  North  fide  of  the  town,  and  confifts  of  a nave,  two  ailes, 
and  a chancel ; and  a neat  embattled  tower  at  the  Weft  end  of  the  nave,  in  which 
hang  three  bells,  with  the  following  infcriptions :

14  But  fome,  perhaps,  will  object,  that  this  record  may  as  well  touch  Leicefter 
44  foreft  as  this ; to  which  firft  I anfwer,  that  there  was  no  other  foreft  ever  in  this 
44  county,  but  this  only:  for  though  that  near  Leicefter  be  (in  common  fpeech  and 
44  abufiyely)  called  a foreft,  yet  indeed  it  is  no  foreft,.  but  only  a chace,  and  that

“ for  thefe  differences  mentioned  by  Mr.  Manwood  in  his  Treatife  on  the  Fore  ft 
“ Laws.  A chace  hath  no  particular  laws  that  are  proper  to  a chace  only  ; for 
*£  all  offenders  in  a chace- are  to  be  puniftied  by  common  law,  and  not  by  forcft 
£i  law,  nor  by  any  other  law  peculiar  only  to  a chace.  A chace  hath  no  Inch 
(e  officers  as  a foreft  hath  ; for  it  hath  neither  verdurers,  forelters,  regarders,  nor 
regifters,  but  only  keepers  and  woodwards  A chace  hath  no  court  of  attach- 
ments,  {wain-mote,  or  jufti'e  e-feat,  as  a foreft  hath;  .all  which  this  of  Leicefter 
“ hath  not,  and  therefore  is  no  foreft.  Next,  this  chace  of  Leicefter  hath  conti- 
“ nued  (time  out.  of  mind)  replenifhed  with  deer  and  game  : but  this  foreft  of 
“ Cham  wood  (never  ft  nee  the  deaffbi  eftation  thereof)  hath  had  any  game  or  guard 
“ thereto  ; for,  as  Mr.  Manwood  there  holdeth,  that  of  neceffity  a foreft  mu  ft  have 
“ always  beafts  of  venery  and  chace  abiding  in  it,  otherwife  it  is  no  foreft.  Divers 
iS  laws  have  been  made  lor  the  prefervation  and  defence  of  forefts,  as  Carta  de 
Forefta,  made  by  King  Canutus  the  Dane,  at  a parliament  holden  at  Winchefter, 
1016  ; Carta  de  Forefta,  published  the  ninth  of  Henry  the  Third;  and  many 
c<  other  laws  frnce  enadted  ; which  who  is  defirous  to  know,  together  with  the 
*c  antiquity,  manner  ot  creation,  and  other  circumftances  belonging  to  a foreft,  may 
i£  read  the  learned  treatife  of  the  Foreft  Laws,  penned  by  the  laid  Mr  Manwood, 
“ fometime  a fellow  of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  firft  publiftied  by  him  1598,  and  lately  en~ 
6<  larged  and  printed  1615 

“ The  record  here  cited  toucheth  neither  the  foreft  of  Charnwood  nor  of  Lei- 
cefter, but  that  fometime  adjoining  to  Beaumont  in  Rutland;  for  in  the  record  of 
the  perambulation  of  the  foreft,  in  com.  Leic.  it  bounded  upon  the  rivet) of  Wel- 
land, where  there  is  none  at  this  day,  nor  does  even  a tradition  of  any  remain,  which 
in  a term  of  328  years  (from  the  reign  of  King  Henry  III.  to  the  year  1622  when 
Burton’s  book  was  written)  may  eafily  be  ‘worn  out.  Befides,  the  foreft  of 
Charnwood  belonged  to  the  old  Earls  of  Leicefter  of  the  Beaumont  family  ; and 
as  Burton  hath  faid  that  Cher  ley  was  built  by  Robert  Blanchmaines,  and  Cherley 
being  parcel  uf  that  foreft,  it  could  not  be  the  King’s;  but  from  Beaumont  it  came 
to  Quincy  ; from  Quincy  to  Comyn  from  Comyn  to  Beaumont ; from  Beaumont 
to  the  Crown,  1 Edward  IV.  and  never  before.  In  or  about  the  time  of  King 
Henry  the  Third,  William  de  Ferrariis  held  Charnwood  ForeJlt  as  by  feveral  original 
deeds  in  my  poffeflion  may  appear  ; by  two  whereof  he  grants  lands  therein  to 
Richard  Nowel,  with  common  of  pafture,  &c.  ; by  the  other  two,  lands  and  rents 
to  the  prior  of  P.  Le  Neve,  1722. 

In  6 Edward  1.  Hugh  le  Defpencer,  created  after  Earl  of  Winchefter,  held  this 
foreft  of  the  King,  as  it  remains  to  this  day,  paying  yearly  a pair  of  gilt  fpurs. 
King  Edward  I.  gave  this  lordfhip  and'  foreft  to  Alexander  Comin  Earl  of  Bucquan, 
for  his  affiftance  in  Scotland,  during  the  difpute  between  Baliol  and  Bruce;  and 
his  grand-daughter  and  coheir  Alice,  marrying  Henry  Lord  Beaumont,  one  of  his

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defcendants,  Henry  Lord  Beaumont,  inclofed  with  a Rone  wail  a park  in  this  for  eft, 
near  Loughborough,  which  ftill  retains  its  name  of  Beaumanor , but  has  long  been 
difparked.  John  Vifcount  Beaumont,  (lain  at  the  batde  of  Northampton,  38  Hen- 
ry VI.  left  bine  William  Vilcount  Beaumont,  attainted  3 Edward  IV.  who  died 
without  i flue  ; whereupon  Joan  his  fifter  and  heir  carried  it  in  marriage  to  John 
Lord  Loved,  whofe  f- n Francis  Vifcount  Lovell,  attainted  1 Henry  VII.  forfeited 
this  eftate  to  the  Crow#.  He  ciied  without  iffuc  Of  his  two  fillers  and  heirs, 
1.  Joan,  married  Sir  Brian  Stapleton  % Knight;  and,  2.  Fridefwide,  married  Sir 
Edward  Norris  j",  Knight. 

This  foreft,  which  is  about  20  miles  in  compafs,  is  in  form  fomewhat  fquare,  of 
an  hard  barren  foil,  full  of  hills,  woods,  and  rocks  of  ftone,  di  failure  (led  by 
Henry  Iil.  It  extends  about  10  miles  in  length,  and  fix  in  width  ; and,  though  in 
Leland’s  time  it  had  plenty  of  wood,  and  in  the  memory  of  man  a fquirrel  might 
be  hunted  in- it  fix  miles  togetner  without  touching  the  ground,  it  is  now  without  a 
tree  in  the  uninclofed  part  j. 

P.  438.  644..  852.  From  the  family  of  Bozon,  by  the  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Sir  Richard  Bozon,  the  manor  of  Clawfon  came  to  Richard  Paynell,  of  Bothby  Pay- 
nell,  in  com.  Line,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife  ; and  fo  to  Francis  his  fon,  who  died 
without  iftlie  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  See  the  pedigree  of  Bozun  and 
Paynell  amongft  my  book  of  pedigrees  of  the  county  of  Lincoln.  P.  Le  Neve. 

P.  438.  676.  853.  888,  Cole-Orton , commonly  called  Over  ton-Quat  cr  mar Jh 

from  an  ancient  owner,  takes  its  prefent  name  from  the  coal  mines,  which  are 
abundantly  Scattered  there  or.  the  moor.  It  is  a beautiful  high  fituation,  command- 
ing a circle  of  country  on  every  fide  ; one  way  to  the  hills  of  Bradgate  and  Charley 
Foreft  ; another  to  Grace-Dieu  ; a third  to  Dunnington  ; and  a fourth  to  Stanton 
Harold,  &c.  &c.  The  park  (which  is  omitted  by  Burton,  if  not  firft  imparked  by 
William  Maureward,  Knight,  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.  yet  by  William  his  fon, 
who,  we  find,  had  a park  there,  31  Edward  I;  which  was  enlarged,  and  ftored 
anew  with  game,  by  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  in  1606)  is  now  quite  gone;  the  trees 
having  given  place  to  coal-pits.  Burton  fays,  that  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  the 
coal-mines  here  (as  he  heard  reported)  burnt  for  many  years  together,  and  could 
not  be  quenched,  till  that  fulphureous  and  brimftony  matter,  whereupon  it  was 
wrought,  was  utterly  exhaufted  and  confumed.  The  like  fire  in  coal-mines  is  at 
prefent,  continues  he,  burning  near  Willingefworth  and  Weddelbury,  in  the  county 
of  Stafford  §. 

From  the  family  of  Quatermarjh , this  manor  came  afterwards  to  that  of  Maure- 
ward, whole  heirefs  general,  Philippa,  married  in  3 Henry  VI.  Sir  Thomas  Beau- 
mont, Knight,  fecond  fon  of  John  Lord  Beaumont,  Knight  of  ihe  Garter.  From

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him  defcended  Nicholas  Beaumont,  Efq.  M.  P.  for  the  county  of  Leicefter,  14  Eli- 
zabeth, whofe  younger  fon  Sir  Thomas  (anceftor  to  the  prefent  Sir  George  Beau- 
mont, Bart.)  was  fettled  at  Stoughton  Grange.  But  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  of  Cole- 
Orton,  Knt.  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  buried  at  Cole*Orton. 

In  the  South  wall  of  the  South  aile,  under  a Grecian  arch,  is  ere&ed  a beautiful 
altar-tomb,  with  the  figures  of  Sir  Henry  and  his  wife  recumbent,  in  the  drefies  of 
the  times,  cut  thereon,  painted  and  gilt,  and  this  infcription  in  Roman  capitals : 

“ Here  lieth  the  bodies  of  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  Knight,  and  Lady  Elizabeth  his 
wife;  which  Sir  Henry  was  fon  to  Nicholas  Beaumont,  Efq;  and  Elizabeth  was 

daughter  and  heir  of Lovis,  Efq-,  by  whom  he  had  one  only  fon,  viz.  Sir 

Thomas  Beaumont,  Knight,  who  married  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Sapcott?, 
Efq;  which  Sir  Henry  died  the  31ft  of  March,  A.  D.  1607;  and  the  laid  Lady 
Elizabeth  died  the  26th  of  March,  anno  1608.” 

On  the  fide  of  the  tomb  a figure  in  armour  kneeling,  with  thefe  arms  *,  Beau- 
mont impaling  Sapcott  *,  on  each  fide  Beaumont — impaling  G.  a chevron  engrailed 
between  3 birds  A.  Over  the  arch  thefe  arms :

Near  this  is  an  achievement,  Beaumont  impaling  G.  a bend  O.  a cinquefoil  A. 

Sir  Henry’s  only  fon  Sir  Thomas,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Henry  Sapcote,  of  Elton,  in  Huntingdonlhire,  was  firft  created  a Baronet  1619, 
and  then,  in  1622,  a Vifcount  of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  Vifcount  Beaumont  of 
Swords.  He  and  his  fon  Sapcott,  and  grandfon  Thomas,  fucceflively  Yifcounts 
Beaumont,  were  exceedingly  loyal  to  Charles  I.  and  great  fufferers  in  his  caufe. 
Tradition  fays  that  Cromwell  made  this  houfe  at  Cole  Orton  his  head- quarters  dur- 
ing the  attack  of  the  caftle  of  Afhby  de  la  Zouch.  Thomas,  the  la  ft  Vifcount 
died  1702,  and  was  interred  in  this  church,  but  without  any  memorial  He  de- 
vifed  this  and  other  eflates  to  his  coufin  Sir  George  Beaumont,  of  Stoughton 
Grange,  Bart,  who  was  M.  P.  in  feveral  patliaments  for  Leicefter,  and  died  IT37. 
He  is  faid  to  have  been  the  laft  who  refided  at  Cole-Orton.  His  brother,  who 
fucceeded  him,  furvived  but  one  year,  and  then  the  Baronetage  and  eftate  at  Cole- 
Orton  went  to  Sir  George,  of  Dun  mow,  in  Eflex,  great  grandfon  of  the  firft  Baronet 
of  Stoughton,  father  of  Sir  George,  the  prefent  owner. 

The  park  is  gone,  the  trees  are  cut  down  ; only  a fragment  of  the  houfe  re- 
mains, which  is  of  ftone,  and  gives  no  ideas  of  former  magnificence.  Dirty  coal- 
mines furround  it.  There  is  ftill  remaining  a turret  of  the  old  building  at  the 
Eaft  corner  of  the  prefent  houfe  ; but  the  reft,  though  ftrong  and  of  ftone, 
is  more  plain  and  modern.  Mr.  Boult  bee,  formerly  a fteward  to  the  family,  fince 
dead,  inhabited  this  houfe  in  Auguft,  1789,  being  then  above  90  years  old,  very 
well-looking,  and  in  perfect  enjoyment  of  his  faculties. 
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The  taper  fpire  of  the  church  emerging  from  trees  (for  a few  trees  do  remain  in 
the  village,  though  they  are  gone  from  the  park),  is  a beautiful  object  to  the  cir- 
cumjacent country.  The  advowfon  belongs  to  Sir  George  Beaumont,  as  does  nearly 
the  whole  parifh,  and  an  eftate  in  an  adjoining  one,  to  the  amount  in  the  whole  of 
about  ^1500.  a year.  The  church  is  handiome  without,  but  mean  and  fhabby 
within  s and  contains  no  other  monument  but  the  one  already  defcribed  in  p.  1324. 

The  Reverend  Francis  Harris  is  rettor.  and  refides  here*. 

P.  445.  650.  856.  On  a petition  of  the  Provoft  and  Scholars  of  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  the  Bleffed  Lady  and  St.  Nicholas  of  Cambridge,  and  of  our  Bleffed 
Lady  of  Eton,  in  1489,  praying  “ that  the  feveral  lordfhips,  manors,  lands,  &r. 

“ which  bad  been  given  them  by  King  Henry  VI.  manv  of  which  had  been  long 

taken  and  withheld  from  them,  might  be  reftored  the  prayer  of  the  petition  was 
granted  •,  with  the  fingle  provifo,  <£  That  this  a£t  of  reftitution  be  not  in  any  wife 
“ prejudicial  to  the  manor  of  Difeworth , in  the  county  of  Leicefter  T.”

i(  croffe,  Hogs-norton,  Goppefhall,  Swarefton,  Bilfton,  Orton  upon  the  Hill,  Shepey, 
iC  T unffon,  Cuflington,  Appleby,  Little  Afliby,  Caftle  Afhby,  Great  Seale,  Sepfton, 
“ Leire,  Orlefton,  Broughton,  Neylfton,  Over  Normanton,  Belgrave,  Seibye, 
**  Oneleape,  Garthorpe,  Peceleton,  Caftle  DunmngtonP 

The  caftle  (now  leveled  with  the  ground)  which  gave  the  diftinguifhing  name 
to  this  place  was  built  by  Luff  ace  Baron  of  Haulton  ||,  whofe  lineal  descendant  Henry

||  Camden  (ed.  1607,  p.  389.)  fays  it  was  built  by  the  firft  Earls  of  Leicefler ; but  the  account 
above  given  agrees  with  Burton,  p.  89. — Euftace  was  the  fon  of  Nigellus  a Norman,  to  whom  Hugh 
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Lacy  Earl  of  Lincoln  obtained  in  1275  the  privilege  of  a market  and  fair*;  both 
which  have  been  long  difcontinued.  Henry  de  Lacy  dying  in  1312  without  male 
iflue,  this  eflate  palled  with  his  only  daughter  Alice  in  marriage  to  Thomas  Planta- 
genet,  Earl  of  Lancafler,  on  whole  family  (he  fettled  all  her  lands,  though  Ihe  had 
no  iffue  by  him.  I11  the  great  profcription  of  the  Barons  under  King  Edward  II. 
the  hereditary  rights  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Lancafler  and  Alice  Lacy  his  wife  being 
feized  into  the  King’s  hands,  and  alienated  in  divert  ways,  the  King  enforced  her 
to  releafe  this  manor  unto  Hugh  le  Defpenfer  the  younger,  whofe  father  had  been 
created  Earl  of  Winchefler ; but  they  enjoyed  neither  their  honour  nor  eflate  long; 
for,  King  Edward  being  depofed,  they  were  both  executed  ; and  this  manor,  toge- 
ther with  their  other  eflates,  fell  to  the  King,  who  gave  them  to  Edmund  of  Wood- 
dock,  Earl  of  Kent,  his  brother.  King  Edward  III.  being  fettled  on  his  father’s 
throne,  as  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Lancafler  had  been  revenged  on  the  Defpenfers, 
fo  his  family  was  reltored  to  their  honour  and  eflate  ; Henry  Earl  of  Lancafler  hav- 
ing obtained  the  reverfal  of  his  father’s  attainder,  and  a reflitution  to  this  caflle  and 
manor.  This  Henry,  who  was  the  lafl  heir  male  of  the  Plantagenets,  left  only  two 
daughters ; of  which  the  youngefl,  named  Blanch,  being  married  to  John  of  Gaunt, 
Duke  of  Lancafler,  fourth  fon  of  King  Edward  III.  he  at  length  came  into  pofleflion 
of  her  father’s  eilate,  and  was  Lord  of  this  town  ; and  his  fon  Henry,  afterward 
King  of  England,  by  the  name  of  King  Henry  IV.  inherited  it,  and  by  a&  of  par- 
liament united  it  to  the  Crown,  as  parcel  of  the  Dutchy  of  Lancafler  *f.  In  this 
flate  it  continued  till  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  when  Robert  Earl  of  EfTex, 
having  obtained  a grant  of  the  park,  did,  in  the  latter  end  of  that  Queen’s  reign, 
fell  the  fame  to  George  Earl  of  Huntingdon*,  whofe  defendants,  as  we  have 
Ihewn  before,  came  to  refide  here  upon  the  decay  of  their  ancient  caflle  of  Afliby 
de  la  Zouch  §.  In  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.  Sir  John  Coke,  by  purchafe,  be- 
came lord  of  the  manor,  but  not  of  the  foil ; which  King  Edward  IV.  had  granted 
by  patent  to  the  cupyholders  and  freeholders,  and  to  their  heirs  and  afTigns  for  ever. 

Lupus  Earl  of  Chefler  gave  the  manor  of  Hanlton,  and  made  him  baron  thereof,  and  conflable  of 
Cheiter,  to  him  and  his  heirs.  Richard,  fon  of  Euflace,  who  married  Albedra  de  Lifeurs,  heir 
of  Robert  Lacy  Baron  of  Pom  fret  and  Blackeburnflure,  had  a fon  Roger,  who  became  Conflable 
of  Chefler  ; and  on  his  death,  15  John,  1214.,  the  loFtlfliip  of  Donnington  was  retained  in  the 
King’s  hands  ; w ho  reflered  it  in  the  following  year  to  John,  fon  and  heir  of  Roger,  who  wras 
created  Earl  of  Lincoln  in  1232  ; and  whofe  fon  Edmund  obtained  a grant  of  free  warren  here 
in  1250  ; and  dying  before  his  father,  was  fucceeded  by  Henry  Lacy  Earl  of  Lincoln  ; from  w'hom 
it  paffed  as  above  into  the  family  of  Lancafler.  See  Burton,  p.  90 ; and  Dugd.  Bar.  vol.  I.  p.  101.

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A more  bold  and  diftinguifhed  (ituation  could  not  eafilv  be  found  in  any  in- 
land country,  for  the  purpofe  of  a caftle,  than  this  cf  Donnington  ; an  abrupt 
bill,  riling  over  an  extenfive  tra<ft  of  ftar  country,  through  which  the  beautiful 
river  Trent  winds  its  fiivery  ftreams  amidft  luxuriant  meadows  many  miles  each 
way.  And  though  no  traces  but  the  earthworks  of  the  cafile  now  remain,  the  fire 
of  the  town  and  its  lofty  taper  fpire  contribute  greatly  to  the  charms  of  this  country. 

The  prefent  houfe  is  fmall,  and  has  little  in  it  worth  feeing.  It  is  low  in  its 
ftrufture,  and  evidently  the  patchwork  of  different  periods,  blazoned  over  with  a 
difgufting  yellow  colour.  But  the  furrounding  park  is  one  of  the  brig litefl  features 
in  this  country,  and  merits  peculiar  notice,  from  its  variegated  fw ell's  of  fineft  verdure, 
adorned  with  the  beauteous  affemblage  of  noble  trees,  amongff  which  the  full 
fpreading  hawthorn  makes  a mod  lovely  appearance,  particularly  in  fpring. 

Towards  the  North  is  an  abrupt  termination,  called  Donnington  Cliff \ which  lias 
been  always  the  admiration  of  the  traveller,  and  the  amateur  in  pi&urefque  fcenery. 
It  is  richly  cloathed  with  hanging  wood,  almoft  to  the  margin  of  the  river  Trent, 
which  forms  a very  fpacious  and  noble  reach  above;  while  below  it  is  i:  terfe&ed 
by  a large  weir  at  King’s  mills,  a favourite  fpot  for  the  diverfion  of  angling  ; here 
alfo,  in  the  feafon,  excellent  falmon  are  plentifully  taken.  A view  of  the  cliff 
and  its  appendages  from  the  charming  meadows  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river  is 
exquilitely  beautiful.  Two  prints  of  this  fcene  were  publifhed  in  1745  by  Vivares, 
from  paintings  by  Smith  * * * §. 

Returning  to  the  village,  you  come  to  the  handfome  bridge  over  the  Trent,  which 
is  called  Cavendilh  Bridge,  from  the  Devonlhire  family,  who  built  it  in  the  room  of 
a very  convenient  ferry  which  ufed  to  be  here;  the  toll  is  taken  the  fame  as  ufed 
to  be  at  the  ferry,  and  is  half  a crown  for  a chaife.  The  ftone  ufed  in  it  was 
brought  from  a quarry  about  three  miles  off  'f-. 

“ 1634.  The  pryor  of  Norton,  in  Chefhire,  was  patron  of  the  church  of  Doning- 
ton,  in  the  counry  of  Leiceller,  which  pryory  was  founded  of  William  Baron  of 
Haulton  J ; the  faid  church  of  Donington  was  afterwards  appropriated  to  the  fayd 
pryory.  There  was  a chapell  in  the  caftle there,  which  caftle  was  built  by  Euftace 
Baron  of  Haulton,  from  whence  the  towne  hath  the  name  of  Cafile  Donington  ; 
and  the  chapell  there  was  to  be  ferved  by  the  canons  of  the  fayd  pryory  of  Nor- 
ton, and  to  bee  there  refident,  and  to  take  one  halfe  of  the  tyth  of  the  demeafne 
of  the  Lord  Haulton  for  30  years,  and  the  tythes  of  a certain  milne,  and  the  tythes 
of  Wavertofc  for  twenty  yeares.  John  Lord  of  Haulton  built  an  hofpital  § in 
Caftle  Donington,  whofe  governor  was  Humphrey,  chaplayne;  and  there  was  13 
brethren,  with  filters,  but  had  noe  regular  habbit,  nor  observing  any  rule.  And

On  the  North  fide  of  the  church,  upon  a very  fair  and  neat  alaballer  monument 
(a  beaunful  altar-tomb,  with  the  figures  of  a man  and  his  wife  recumbent)  are 
graven  the  coats  of  Hafelrig  and  Staunton , and  Hafelrig  and  Shirley  impaled,  with 
this  epitaph  :

On  the  South  fide  of  the  church  ftandeth  a fair  marble  altar-tomb,  inlaid  with 
a brafs  plate  of  the  figure  of  a man  in  armour  (as  in  plate  LX VI.  fig.  2.)  whereon 
were  engraven  the  coats  of  Hafelrig  and  Staunton , and  many  others  fince  taken 
away  and  broken  ; the  creft  to  one  only  remaining,  viz.  a cock’s  head  between  two 
wings  (which  I take  to  be  the  crell:  to  Staunton's  coat)  with  this  infcription  * : 

“ Hie  jacet  Robertus,  filius  Thomse  Staunton,  armigeri,  8c  Agnes  uxor  predidli

This  place  is  noted  for  its  feftaries  in  religion  ; as  are  feveral  of  the  neighbour- 
ing parilhes,  Melbourne  in  particular,  for  Methodifts,  Anabaptifts,  and  Moravians.

One  of  the  Serjeant’s  family,  who  died  a few  years  ago,  left 
it  to  his  widow  for  life;  flie  married  Sir  William  Gordon,  who  now  lives  here ||.

“ Ermine,  3 Mafcles  in  fefs,  voided,  Gules the  heirefs  of  whom  marrying 
Fowlehurft,  of  Chefhire,  carried  it  into  that  family.  In  20  Henry  IV.  Robert 
Fowlehurft  was  Lord  of  this  place.  The  church,  which  is  a vicarage,  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Abbot  Sanbli  Ebrulfi , and  has  a chapel  annexed  to  it  at  Braunfton. 
The  patron,  in  Burton’s  time,  was  Sir  Henry  Haftings,  of  Kirby,  Knight.  In  the 
church  is  a monument  of  Fowlehurft,  with  his  arms,  “ Gules,  fretty.  Or,  a chief, 
66  Ermine/’  impaling  feveral  others.  Braunjlon , in  this  parifh,  lies  nearer  Leicefter  T*

“ Beaumont,  eldeft  fon  of  John  Beaumont,  late  of  Goodby  in  the  fhire  of  Leic’, 
“ Gentleman,  flayn  at  Ccxhn  Field;”  againft  whom  aifo  an  aR  of  attainder  had 
been  pa  fled.  The  attainders  of  both  were  reverfed  by  authority  of  parliament  *. 

P.  453.  55 1.  639.  The  nunnery  of  Grace-Dicu  was  granted,  at  the  fuppreffion 
of  religious  houles,  to  Sir  Henry  Fofter,  Knight;  who  alienated  it  to  the  family  of 
Beaumont  ; from  whom  it  palled  with  Gerondon  to  Serjeant  Philips ; whole  fon 
Ambrofe  Philips  j,  Efq;  was  the  owner  in  1730.  It  is  now'  the  property  of  Sir 
William  Gordon,  to  whom,  with  about  4 or  £.5000.  a year,  it  carne  in  right  of  his 
wife,  who  w'as  the  widow  of  Mr.  Philips.

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p.  646.  The  cattle  of  Groby , the  mound  of  which  ttill  remains,  was  demolifhed 
by  the  order  of  King  Henry  the  Second  ♦,  and  the  fair  and  ancient  chapel  has  long 
been  ruined  and  gone  *.  A few  brick  remains  of  an  ancient  houfe,  now  uled  as  an 
hovel,  are  vifible  by  the  road  fide.  Groby,  which  gave  the  title  of  Baron  to  the 
Lords  Grey,  was  formerly  a market  town,  by  the  procurement  of  Henry  Lord  Ferrers, 
of  the  grant  of  King  Edward  111.  but  long  fince  difcontinued.  It  is  now  a fmall  and 
inconfiderable  village,  it  is  in  the  parifh  of  Ratby,  about  two  miles  Southward.

He  having  dealt  kindly  and  liberally  with  his  wife,  and  many  of  his  kindred  and 
friends,  and  to  the  poor  of  divers  parifhes,  hath  alfo  by  his  will  given  20I.  of 
current  money  of  England,  to  the  dean  and  prebends  of  the  college  of  St.  Peter’s, 
of  the  city  of  Wettmintter,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  to  be  employed  by  them 
about  the  reparations  of  the  faid  college  church  of  St.  Peter’s. 

And  400  marks,  to  the  intent  that  with  that  money  there  ihould  be  twenty  marks 
worth  of  lands  of  inheritance  of  yearly  rent  to  be  purchafed,  whereby  there  may  be 
one  in  Holy  orders  maintained,  to  fay  Divine  fervice,  fuch  as  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land (hall  allow  of,  every  work-day  in  the  year,  twice  perpetually,  viz.  at  or  about 
nine  of  .the  clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  or  about  three  of  the  clock  in  the  after- 
noon, in  the  parilh  of  St.  Botolph’s  without  Alderfgate,  London.

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And  400I.  to  the  end  and  intent  that  there  fhould  be  20I.  of  lands,  of  annual 
revenue  of  inheritance  by  the  year  bought  with  it,  to  allow  perpetually  to  fix  poor 
men,  and  four  poor  widows  pad  labour,  dwelling  and  inhabiting  within  the  parifh 
of  St.  Botolph  aforefaid,  40  fhillings  a year  apiece,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  with 
this  limitation,  that  the  fa  id  poor  people  (ball  be  bound  to  repair  every  work-day 
in  the  year,  twice  a day,  to  hear  Divine  fervice  in  the  parifh  church  aforefaid,  at 
the  hours  and  terms  aforefaid. 

And  200  marks  more,  to  purchafe  lands  of  inheritance,  of  the  annual  value  by 
the  year,  of  61.  3s  4d.  for  the  maintenance  of  one  within  Holy  orders,  to  fay  Di- 
vine fervice  as  aforefaid,  every  work-day  in  the  week  twice,  through  the  whole 
year  perpetually,  in  the  parifh  church  of  St.  Martin’s,  in  Leicefter,  in  the  county 
of  Leiceder  aforefaid,  at  the  hours  and  times  afore  mentioned. 

All  which  faid  fums  of  money  he  willed  fhould  be  actually  and  really  delivered 
into  the  hands  and  poffeflion  of  the  dean  and  prebends  of  Wedminder  aforefaid, 
within  twenty  days  next  after  his  death,  for  the  performance  and  ufe  afore  men- 
tioned, within  the  fpace  and  time  of  two  years  at  the  uttermod,  after  his  death. 

And  having  made  Audrey,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Charles  Allayne,  of  the 
Mote,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  Efq.  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Chridopher  Allayne,  Knt. 
his  dear  and  loving  wife,  his  full  executrix  ; (he  faithfully  performed  the  fame,  ac- 
cording to  the  truft  repofed  on  her  hufband’s  will.  And  in  remembrance  of  him, 
hath  at  her  own  cod  and  charges  eredled  this  monument.” 

P.  17.  About  the  year  1150  an  agreement  was  made  betwixt  Ranulf  de  Ger- 
nonis  and  Robert  Mellent,  Earl  of  Leiceder,  that  no  cadle  fhould  be  built  betwixt 
Hinckley  and  Coventry,  or  Hinckley  and  Hardrefhull,  by  either  of  them  ; or  that 
if  any  other  perfon  fhould  erett  l'ucb,  they  fhould  mutually  aflift  each  other  in 
demolifhing  the  fame. 

Ten  Sunday  fchools  were  eflablifhed  in  Hinckley  at  Chriflraas  1786,  which  in 
one  year  were  increafed  to  Fifteen  *. 

P.  558.  1120.  Hugglefcotc  is  a fmall  village  in  the  hundred  of  Sparkenhoe. 
King  Henry  III.  in  the  13th  year  of  his  reign,  gave  liberty  of  free  warren  here  to 
Hugh  le  Defpcncer.  After  whole  attainder,  King  Edward  III.  in  the  10th  of  his 
reign,  granted  it  to  Henry  Lord  Beaumont ; and  after  his  attainder,  Edward  IV. 
granted  this  manor  to  William  Mord  Hadings.  Mr.  Burges  has  confiderable 
lands  here  now.  The  village  is  in  the  parifh  of  lbdoke,  and  has  a chapel -annexed 
to  it.  The  patrons  formerly  were  the  heirs  of  Henry  de  Burton.  The  prefent 
patron  is  the  Bifhcp  of  Rocbcder.  The  prefent  incumbent  is  Mr.  Madan,  redtor  of 
St.  Philip,  Birmingham,  and  ptebendary  of  Sawley,  in  the  church  of  Lichfield, 
which  is  annexed  to  it.  The  country  is  confined  and  bad,  the  roads  intolerable  -p.

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P.  459.  The  extra#  from  Ream  regitter  was  copied  by  Mr.  Eray ; who,  in  a 
fecond  edition  of  his  “ Tour,”  fays,  “ Defirous  of  examining  into  fo  extraordinary 
“ a flory  myfelf,  I have  fince  been  at  Kehatn,  and  feen  the  regifter.  It  is  very 
‘{  true  that  it  is  figned  by  Mr.  Sampfon,  as  ir.inifter,  every  year  from  1563  to 
“ 1655,  or  thereabouts;  but  on  infpeftion  it  appears,  that  from  1563  to  about 
“ 1633,  is  nothing  more  than  a tranfcript  made  by  Mr.  Sampfon  from  a former 
“ regiiler,  and  attefted  by  him  at  the  bottom  of  each  page  by  figning  his  name 
££  as°minifter,  omitting  to  date  his  attention.  A circumftance  corroborates  this ; 
“ he  has  added  the  names  of  his  two  churchwardens  after  his  own,  which  are  the

££  than  his  own  age.  It  may  be  further  obferved,  that  after  1633  (or  thereabouts,

P.  461.  The  church  of  Ribwort h Har court  is  a mafly  old  fpire,  built  of  a 
reddifh  coloured  (lone,  and  pleafantly  fituatcd  amidff  fome  trees  o:v  a bold  emi- 
nence, a little  North  of  the  village  ; which  has  alfo  a Prefbyterian  meeting-houfe. 

About  the  middle  of  the  village  of  Kibwortb  Beauchamp  (lands  a large  brick 
manfion  within  a fpacious  court,  now  appropriated  to  the  life  of  a lchool  y:.

Kibwortb  church,  about  7 feet  long,  is  delineated  in  Plate  LXI.  p.  1 197. 

P.  558.  Kirby , which  lies  on  the  Wed;  fide  of  Leicefler  Foreft,  belonged  to 
Sir  William  Herle,  Knight,  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas  in  the  time  .of  Ed' 
ward  I.  He  bore  G.  a fefs  between  3 (hovelers  A.  His  daughter  (or,  according 
to  Burton , grand- daughter)  and  heir  carried  it  in  marriage  to  Sir  Ralph  Haftings, 
who  died  1346,  grandfather  to  William  firft  Lord  Haftings.  Hence  this  continued 
the  chief  feat  of  the  family  for  fome  time,  till  they  had  a grant  of  the  caftle  of 
Aftiby-de-la  Zouch.  In  Burton’s  time  it  belonged  to  Sir  Henry  Haftings,  Knight, 
fon  of  Walter  Haftings,  Efq.  youngeft  fon  of  Francis  fecond  Earl  of  Huntingdon  •, 
which  Sir  Henry  of  Kirby,  and  afterwards  of  Braunfton,  died  Sept.  15,  1649, 
having  married  two  wives.  By  his  firft;  wife  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Edmund  Hud- 
dlefton,  of  Effex,  Efq.  he  had  four  fons  aud  five  daughters  ; by  his  fecond  wife 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  Sir  Philip  Knevet,  Bart,  he  had  three  fons,  1.  Walter;  2. 
Edmund  ; 3.  Henry,  who,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Vifcount  Beaumont, 
had  iffue  Henry,  born  1653  ; 4.  Ferdinand,  who  had  iffue  Eerdinand,  born  1630  •, 
5.  Henry;  6.  Knevet;  7.  Charles.  Sir  Henry,  like  the  reft  of  his  kindred,  was 
firmly  attached  to  the  royal  caufe,  and  paid  /.2072.  for  redeeming  his  efhvte.  It 
was  obferved  of  thofe  fons  of  Francis  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  that  though  they  dif- 
fered in  Religion,  fome  of  them  being  zealous  Papifts,  and  the  reft  as  zealous 
"°roteftants,  yet  they  lived  with  the  greateft  harmony  and  brotherly  affection  -j~.

Near  the  monument  of  Alderman  Newton,  in  /III  Saints  Churchyard, 
Leicelter , are  others  for  William  and  Anne  Wells,  and  fome  of  their  children. 

The  prefent  Mr.  Wells  has  an  old  piece  of  family  plate,  which  belonged  to  his 
great-grandfather,  David  Deakins,  (fee  p.  998 .)  ; on  which  is  engraved  a bend, 
charged  with  three  buckles  between  three  pheons.

P.  602.  Mr.  Bray  fays,  u The  town  of  Leicefter  is  nearly  a mile  fquare,  but  the 
tc  entrance  from  every  quarter  is  difgraced  by  dirty  mud  walls.  The  market-place 
“ is  large  and  fpacious,  with  a handfome  building  in  it  belonging  to  the  corpora- 
“ tion,  where  they  have  their  feafts,  and  where  mufic-meetings  and  affemblies  are 
u held.  The  town-hall  is  mean,  and  in  an  obfeure  fituation  ||.” 

A view  of  Leicefter  from  the  London  road,  which  was  taken  feveral  years  ago 
for  the  ufe  of  Dr.  Farmer,  but  not  publiflaed,  is  here  given  in  plate  LXVIII.

A bill  for  confirmation  of  an  Hofpital  in  Leycefter  was  brought  into  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  frpm  the  .Lords,  March  2,  1575-6  f. 

A Petition  from  divers  Glaziers  of  Leiceder  was  prefented  to  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, Feb.  1 7,  1628-9,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Grievances  -J  *,  but  the 
contents  of  it  do  not  appear. 

The  Ordinance  of  Parliament,  for  putting  the  militia  into  a podure  of  defence, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  prepared  fo  early  as  Nov.  15,  1641,  feems  to  have  been  the 
fird  public  prelude  to  the  deplorable  war  which  followed.  After  various  inef- 
fedual  conferences,  the  Ordinance  was  brought-in,  Feb.  14,  1641*2  ; and  continued 
in  agitation  till  June  4,  1642,  when  it  was  finally  pafifed  by  both  Houfes§. 

In  an  early  ftage  of  this  important  bufinefs,  we  find  that  divers  gentlemen  of  Lei- 
cederfhire,  attending  at  the  door  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  Feb.  1 5,  1641-2,  they 
were  called  in  ; and  prefenfmg  a petition  to  that  Houfe,  in  the  names  of  the  Knights, 
Gentlemen,  and  Freeholders  of  the  county,  and  the  copy  of  another  they  intended 
to  prefent  the  Lords;  they  were  told  by  the  Speaker,  “ This  Houfe  finds  in  your 
“ petition  a great  deal  of  love  and  refpeft  unto  them,  and  of  care  to  the  publick  ; 
u and  that  you  have  feconded  it,  with  coming  fo  long  a journey,  to  exprefs  it  in 
ee  perfon  *,  for  all  which  they  give  you  hearty  thanks : and  do  give  a full  appro- 
M bation  of  your  petition  to  the  Lords  ||.M 

The  petitions  **  were  in  thefe  words: 

1.  “ To  the  Honourable  the  Houfe  of  Commons  now  afifembled  in  Parliament. 

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Leicefter, 
Sheweth, 

That  the  reafon  why  your  petitioners  have  not  hitherto  attended  this  Honour- 
able Iloufe,  was  not  backwardnefie  to  ferve  you,  or  want  of  affedtion,  but  the  re-

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moteneffe  of  their  dwellings ; for  had  we  heard  of  your  dangers,  and  not  of  your 
fafeties,  this  we  doe  boldly  afErme,  that'  the  lad  drope  of  our  bloods  had  beene 
freely  and  fpeedily  hazarded  in  the  defence  of  your  perfons,  and  maintenance  of 
your  priviledges.  Wee  need  not  intreat  you  to  eafe  our  great  preffures,  which  in 
our  foules,  bodies,  and  edates,  wee  have  long  groaned  u&der;  for  we  are  mod  fen- 
fible  of  your  cares,  wifdomes,  unwearied  labours,  and  faithfull  endeavours  to  doe 
what  our  hearts  can  defire. 

We  red  confident  of  your  drong  refolutions  for  the  reliefe  of  our  miferable 
and  didrefied  brethren  of  Ireland  ; your  remonftrance  gives  us  fatisfaCfion  in  whac 
you  declare,  and  for  the  reformation  which  you  intend,  according  to  the  Word  of 
God.  And  we  allure  ourfelves,  you  will  not  fuder  idolatry  in  the  kingdome  of 
England  or  Ireland. 

Therefore  your  petitioners  mod  humbly  pray,  that  the  counfellors  and  aftors  of 
that  mod  horrid,  high,  and  wicked  attempt  againd  his  Majedy,  the  Parliament,  and 
the  very  foundation  of  our  government,  and  alfo  tending  to  the  deftru&ion  and 
utter  ruine  of  fome  of  your  members,  may  be  made  publike  examples  to  all  pode- 
rity,  fo  that  future  times  may  never  dare  to  contrive  that,  which  indruments  iu  this 
age  of  ours  have  endeavoured.  Wee  conceive  ourfelves  exceedingly  concerned 
in  this;  and  the  greated  hazard  of  our  own  lives  could  not  more  aftedft  us,  which 
makes  us  redleffely  to  defire  the  bottome  of  this  bloody  defigne  may  be  founded. 

We  cannot  expreffe  the  thanks  we  (above  many  other  counties)  owe  unto  this 
Honourable  Houfe;  our  edates,  our  lives,  all  are  yours;  the  mod  faithfull  Pre- 
ferver  of  Men  preferve  and  profper  you,  and  your  honourable  proceedings. 

And  your  Petitioners  Ihali  daily  pray,  & c.” 

2.  “To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Houfe  of  Peeres  in  Parliament  affembled. 

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Leiceder, 
Sheweth, 

That  as  the  prefling  grievances,  and  deadly  didempers  in  the  Church  and  State, 
ripened  alinod  to  the  ruine  of  both,  were  by  the  happy  affembling  of  this  Parlia- 
ment abated,  and  a joyful  expectation  of  their  total!  aboliffment  raifed  in  ail  evil l 
affeCted  fubjeCts  : And  as  the  dangerous  influences  of  wicked  counfels,  and  worfer 
defignes,  fince  appearing  in  that  mod  horrid  and  bloody  rebellion  of  Ireland,  in  »he 
various  delayes  and  obdruCtions  cad  in,  to  hinder  all  Parliamentary  proceedings,  the 
defperate  attempts  againd  the  peace  of  the  King,  Parliament,  and  Kingdome,  espe- 
cially in  that  violent  unexampled  breach  of  Parliament  privilege  lately  made,  had, 
ere  while,  damped  our  hopes,  renewed  our  feares,  and  throwne  us  into  a fea  of  dangers 
and  didra&ions : So  now  againe  the  happy  concurrence  of  this  Honourable  Houfe 
with  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  already  ieene  in  fundry  particulars,  hath  revived  our 
hopes,  and  filled  our  hearts  with  joy,  and  brought  us,  though  farre  didant  in  place, 
here  to  make  a perfonall  tender  of  our  gratefull  hearts,  obliged  fervice,  and  mmuft 
expreffions  of  all  humble  thankfulneffe,  for  this  your  noble  and  ready  compliance. 
We  will  ferve  you  with  our  lives  as  freely  as  they  were  given  us,  and  with  our 
edates  to  the  utmod  values : your  fafety  (hall  be  our  happineffe,  your  oppofers 
our  enemies,  your  dangers  and  harmes  as  death  unto  us.

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Our  humble  and  earned  petition  therefore  is,  that  you  would  proceed  to  increafe 
thefe  our  joyes,  and  ttrengthen  thefe  our  ingagements  and  refolutions,  by  a conftant 
concurrence  of  this  Honourable  Houfe  with  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  in  all  their 
noble  delignes  and  endeavours  for  the  publicke  good,  that  delinquents  may  be 
brought  to  fpeedy  and  condign  punifhment ; the  counfellors,  contrivers,  and  actors 
of  that  late  fur  palling  breach  of  Parliament  priviledge  may  be  manifetted,  their 
ayms  and  intentions  difcovered,  and  their  perfons  rewarded  according  to  their  deepe 
demerits;  and  that  future  dangers  from  our  reftleffe  enemies  may  be  prevented,  by  a 
timely  reliefe  of  bleeding  Ireland,  and  a fpeedy  perfe&ion  of  this  kingdomes 
pofture  of  defence.  Then  we  doubt  not  but  the  end  will  crowne  our  prayers,  to 
the  glory  of.  God,  the  peace  of  the  Church,  the  happie  union  of  the  King  and 
Kingdome,  with  your  eternal  1 honours,  never  to  be  blotted  out  by  time  or  malice. 
And,  as  in  dutie  bound,  we  (hall  ever  pray,  &c.” 

June  ii,  1642,  the  King’s  Commiflion  of  Array  for  Leicejlerjhire  (the  firtt  county 
which  his  Majefty  thought  proper  thus  to  diflinguifli)  was  iftued  ; “ empowering 
u the  Earls  of  Huntingdon  and  Devonfliire,  Sir  Richard  Halford  *,  Henry  Mailings  •f', 
“ Efq;  and  other- gentlemen  of  the  county,  to  arm  themlelves,  and  raife  forces,  for 
l(  the  defence  of  the  King  and  country  againft  their  enemies  and  rebels  J.” — In  a 
few  days  after,  “ Divers  letters  and  informations  were  fent  up  to  London,  by  the

He  was 
fo  remarkable  for  his  loyalty,  that  the  King  made  Willow  the  place  of  his  retirement  when  in 
Leicederfliire  ; where  Sir  Richard  not  only  entertained,  but  fupplied  him  with  large  fums  of 
money.  He  likewife  fent  his  eldeft  fon,  Andrew,  with  a certain  number  of  men,  railed  and  main- 
tained at  his  own  charge,  to  attend  his  Majefty,  when  in  Leicefterfhire,  and  the  counties  adja- 
cent ; who  (with  many  other  fignal  fervices)  took  a party  of  the  rebels  prifoners,  amongft  whom 
was  one  Flude,  high  conflable  of  Guthiaxton  hundred,  and  carried  them  to  the  King’s  camp, 
where  they  were  tried  and  hanged  ; but  Oliver  afterwards  condemned  him  for  the  murder  of 
thefe  men  ; and  his  life  was  purchafed  for  no  Iefs  a fum  than  thirty  thoufand  pounds.  Sir  Ri- 
chard was  feveral  times  plundered,  and  at  lafl  compounded  his  eflate  for  two  thoufand  pounds. 
He  died  in  1658,  aged  78,  and  was  buried  at  "Widow. 

f Henry  Haflings,  fecond  fon  of  Henry  the  fifth  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  diflinguifhed  himfelf 
veiy  early  in  the  intereft  of  Charles  I.  Having  given  manifefl  proofs  of  a fincere  attachment  to 
his  Sovereign,  he  was  conflituted  General  of  the  forces  raifed  in  the  counties  of  Leiceder, 
Derby,  Nottingham,  Lincoln,  Rutland,  and  Stafford,  for  the  fervice  of  that  King  ; and,  in  fur- 
ther con  fideration  of  his  loyalty  and  great  fervices,  was,  by  letters  patent,  dated JQdlober  29, 
164J,  created  Baron  of  Loughborough  in  the  county  of  Leiceder,  to  him  and  the  heirs  male  of 
his  body ; and  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county  in  1660.  His  refidence  being  at  an 
old  manfion  ituheparifh  of  Lambeth,  dill  called  Loughborough-houfe,  he  obtained  an  a 61  of  par- 
liament, in  January  1664-5,  “ to  make  the  river  and  fewer  navigable  from  or  near  Bridow-caufeway, 
**  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  into  the  River  of  Thames.’*  He  died  unnrrried,  in  the  month  of 
January,  1-666  ; and  was  buried  in  St.  George’s  chapel  at  Windlor.

“ Leicefler,  by  the  Ordinance  for  the  Militia  ; who  had  taken  part  of  it  into  his 
own  cuflody,  it  being  delivered  unto  him  by  the  fheriff,  upon  an  order  of  both 
“ Houfes  : he  left  part  of  it  at  Leicefler  ; and  the  other  part,  for  the  better  fafety 
t(  of  it,  he  carried  to  his  own  houfe  : and  fome  of  the  company  gave  out,  that  they 
“ would  have  the  blood  of  the  Earl  of  Stamford.  Mr.  Haflings  was  complained  of 
“ here  for  fome  great  mifdemeanors : and  thereupon  meflengers,  by  order  of  both 
“ Houfes,  were  fent  down  to  apprehend  him  and  fome  others ; and  to  bring  them 
§i  np  to  anfwer  the  mifdemeanors  complained  of.  The  meHenger  found  him  in  this 
“ pofture  of  war,  in  the  head  of  his  forces,  in  a place  called  The  Horfe-leas,  near 
“ Leicefler.  Mr.  Haflings,  fpying  him,  faid,  c I know  you  have  an  order  for  others, 
“ as  well  as  for  me/  The  meflenger  did  acknowledge  it,  and  read  his  warrant,  and 
li  aflually  arrefled  him.  The  warrants  for  the  apprehending  of  others  of  his 
“ company  were  likewife  read  : and  the  fheriff  coming  thither  to  aflift  the  meffen- 
“ gers  of  this  houfe,  in  executing  their  warrants,  and  to  preferve  the  peace  of  the 
*c  county ; fome  of  his  company  cocked  their  piftols  and  carabines  againft  the 
“ fheriff  and  the  meflengers  ; and,  by  forces  levied,  refeued  themfelves  from  the  au- 
4<  thority  of  both  Houfes. — Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  for 
“ Leicefler,  to  conflder  of  fome  way  for  the  indemnity  of  thofe  perfons  that  pre- 
u ferve  the  magazine  at  Leicefler;  and  that  the  Leiceflerfhire  bufinefs  be  taken  into 
tc  confideration  the  firft  bufinefs  this  afternoon.” — u Toft  meridiem . Mr.  Serjeant 
“ Wilde  reports  the  impeachment  againft  Mr.  Haflings : which  was  read  ; and, 
<c  upon  the  queflion,  affented  unto  : and  ordered  to  be  ingroffed,  and  carried  up 
u to  the  Lords,  by  Mr.  Serjeant  Wilde,  to-morrow  morning. — Ordered,  That  the 
“ powder,  arms,  and  ammunition,  in  the  county  of  Leicefler,  put  into  certain 
places  of  that  county,  by  the  direclion  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  that  county 
4t  fliail  be  kept  there  flill,  till  further  orders  be  given  to  the  contrary  j'.,>

Henry  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthin,  Thomas  Lord  Grey  of  Groby,  Sir 
Arthur  Haflerigg,  Baronet,  Sir  Edward  Hartop,  and  Sir  Thomas  Hartop,  Knights, 
William  Thewet,  John  Bembridge,  Peter  Temple,  George  Afiiby,  William  Roberts,

In  February,  “ Sir  John  Gell  routed  a party  of  the  King’s  horfe  under  Colonel 
Haftings,  took  120  horfes,  many  prifoners,  and  their  arms**.” 

“ A part  of  the  Earle  of  Manchefter’s  foot  and  horfe  out  of  Lincolnfhire  are 
joyned  with  the  Lord  Graye’s  at  Melton  Mobery,  defigned,  as  fome  fay,  to  befiedge 
Newark;  but  I believe  rather  to  fecure  Nottingham,  in  cafe  the  Earle  of  Newcaflle 
ihould  remove  thither,  which  is  Very  probable  he  may  attempt  if  the  Scots  take 
Newcaftle.  But  for  the  Harming  of  Newark,  we  may  lofe  a whole  army,  and  not 
take  it  by  florming.  Sir  John  Gell  begins  to  inlarge  his  quarters  about  Derby; 
.Haftings  is  put  to  his  trumps,  and  playes  the  after-game  very  ill : though  he  hath 
made  the  country  poore  by  robbing  and  pillaging  them,  yet  is  he  not  one  crofie 
the  richer  ; he  hoped  to  have  gone  away  with  a lump  of  wealth,  but  his  greedy 
fouldiers  will  (hare  with  him,  who  can  fpend  it  as  fall  as  he  can  get  it : he  was  in 
an  ill  cafe  when  he  came  to  Afhby  onely  with  three  men,  and  glad  he  could  efcape 
fo  too.  The  enemy  is  removed  from  Wilne  ferry,  fo  that  there  is  paffage  againe

“ From  Milton  Mowbery  they  write,  that  the  forces  there,  under  the  commaund  of 
Sir  John  Cell,  have  joyned  with  the  Earle  of  Manchcfler’s  forces,  and  have  not 
onely  driven  the  Cavaleers  out  of  the  parts  adjacent,  but  intend  fuddenly  to  make 
an  aflault  uppon  Newarke  uppon  Trent,  they  being  in  all  about  5000  foote  and 
2000  horfe.  The  truth  of  the  fir  it  part  of  this  relation  is  the  rather  to  bee  cre- 
dited, for  that  the  carriers  of  Milton  Mowbery  came  the  laft  week  to  London, 
which  for  diverfe  monethes  before  were  hindered  by  the  Cavaleers 

“ The  Lord  Gray  of  Grooby  being  to  remove  from  Leicefter  to  releive  Melton, 
and  to  order  fome  other  bufinefs  there,  it  feems  the  enemy  had  notice  thereof,  and 
lay  in  the  way  with  fome  foure  or  five  troop  of  horfc ; but  the  Lord  Gray  was  got 
to  Melton  before  they  came:  the  enemy  being  difcovered,  the  Lord  Grey  iffued  out 
upon  them,  and  faced  them,  they  not  knowing  that  the  Lord  Gray  was  there,  nor 
that  our  forces  had  fo  good  a firength,  did  not  move  firft ; till  our  men  fired  fo 
fafl  upon  them,  that  the  reare  of  them  fled,  and  left  two  coronets  of  horfe  behind, 
which  could  not  efcape,  and  thofe  the  Lord  Gray  took,  and  carried  prifoners  to 
Leicefter.  Unfortunately  we  loft  a troop  of  horfe,  fvhich  were  furprifed  neare 
Burley  houfe,  and  carried  away  prifoners  by  the  cavalliers ; but  our  forces  have 
taken  another  troop  of  theirs  neare  Sommerby  in  Lincolnfhire,  which  were  carried 
prifoners  to  Leicefter,  and  will  ferve  to  exchange  for  ours 

“ Our  fcribe  has  gotten  fome  relations  out  of  Leicefterfhire  to  this  effect,  that 
Captaine  Ludlame,  an  alderman  of  the  towne  of  Leicefter,  in  returning  home 
againe  from  Burghley  houfe,  whither  he  had  been  fent  prifoner  for  an  affront  done 
to  the  Lord  Grey ; and  that  fmce  his  returne  he  hath  humbled  himfelf  to  his 
Lordfhip,  which  may  prove  a good  example  to  others,  to  reftraine  them  from  the 
like  offences,  and  teach  them  better  manners.  That  one  of  their  Captaines  loft 
8 of  his  men,  and  14  of  his  horfes,  which  were  taken  in  their  quarters  by  the 
Whorton  cavaliers ; only  their  trumpeter,  being  a couragious,  made  a cleere  efcape 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  and  got  fafe  home  to  Leicefter,  with  the  lofs  of  his  trum- 
pet. That  fome  of  the  countrey-men  brought  a cavalier  prifoner  into  the  towne 
of  Leicefter  Feb.  26,  who  having  been  there  awhile,  got  away  in  his  keeper’s  view, 
by  fwimming  over  two  rivers,  and  fo  efcaped  to  the  enemies  garrifon  againe§.” 

March  11,  two  letters  were  read  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  5 one  from  Lieute- 
nant Col.  Henry  Grey,  from.  Leicefter,  of  March  6,  relating  “ a great  vi&ory 
6f  granted  to  fome  forces  of  the  garrifon  of  Leicefter,  againft  far  greater  forces  of 

the  enemy,  at  Hinckley,  in  Leicefterfhire  || and  likewife  relating,  (<  that  divers 
<£  Minifters.of  that  county  refufed  taking  the  Covenant,  whom  they  have  as  yet 
te  reftrained  at  Leicefler  till  further  orders.”  The  Minifters  were  ordered  u to  be 
41  brought  to  London  in  fafe  cuftody,  and  their  eflatea  to  be  fequeflered

March  23,  “News  came  of  a fkirmiflfing,  March  20,  between  the  Parliament's 
forces  and  the  King’s  at  Coote’s  Bridge,  near  Loughborough  f ; and  on  the  4th  of 
April,  the  Houfe  took  into  conlideration  “ the  managing  of  the  forces  fent  from 
“ Newark  and  Leicefter  againft  the  enemy  gathered  about  Loughborough 

“ Sir  Charles  Lucas  and  the  Lord  of  Loughborough  having  united  their  forces 
together,  Sir  John  Meldrum  commanded  Sir  Edward  Hartoppe  to  incounter  with 
them  with  a party  of  horfe  from  the  hedge  of  Newark,  fearing  that  the  enemy 
(liould  fall  upon  the  garrifon  of  Leicefter,  which  were  then  but  in  a weak  condition  ; 
they  came  to  Loughborough,  and  were  aflifted  with  the  Lord  Graye’s  regiment, 
where  dilcharging  a great  peece  upon  the  enemy,  which  did  great  execution 
amongft  them,  they  forced  them  to  retreat,  and  by  that  means  gained  the  bridge, 
which  was  half  a mile  in  length.  The  enemy,  after  this,  drew  into  a great  medow, 
and  divided  into  five  bodies,  and  without  any  blow  only  faced  our  men  till  night, 
at  which  time  they  retreated  ; and  Sir  Edward  Hartop  having  intelligence  that 
Prince  Rupert,  was  not  far  off,  accompanied  with  two  thoufand  horfe  and  as  many 
foot,  Sir  Edward  retreated  towards  Newark,  and  the  Lord  Gray  towards  Leicefter, 
which  now  continueth  in  a good  condition.  We  are  fince  informed,  that  Prince 
llupert,  {Lengthened  with  the  additionall  fupplyes  of  the  Lord  Loughbourowe’s 
and  Sir  Charles  Lucas’s  forces,  hath  advanced  before  Newark,  and  raifed  the  fiege; 
there  was  fome  incounter  betwixt  the  Parliament  forces  and  his,  wherein  the 
Earle  of  Manchefter’s  foot  fhewed  not  that  courage  and  refolution  as  was  ex- 
pected : there  were  taken  fome  peeces  of  ordnance  and  divers  arms ; the  firft 
charge  from  Prince  Rupert  was  very  violent.  The  enemy  was  much  (Longer  than 
was  reported  ; and  it  hath  pleafed  God,  for  our  humiliation,  to  give  them  there  the 
better  of  us;  yet  ought  we  not  to  be  difeouraged;  Vi&ory  flyes  on  uncertaine 
wings ; and  on  that  fide  to  which  it  ftooped  nox  to-day,  it  may  pleafe  God  it  may 
alight  on  the  morrow  §.’* 

May  13,  1644,  A letter  from  Mr.  Grey,  Governor  of  Leicefter,  dated  May 
11,  confirming  “ that  the  Newcaftle  forces  ||  are  marching  towards  Leieefter  ; and 
u fear  a fiege 

May  23,  “ Ordered,  That  a fervant  of  Colonel  Bond’s  fhatl  have  Mr.  Speaker’s 
warrant  to  go  to  Oxon,  about  the  exchange  of  himfelf  for  Mr.  Hacker  and  Mr. 
Staveley  'f  J*,  prifoners  to  the  King  at  Belvoir  Caftle

“ Winke field  Mannor  is  Bill  befieged  by  Sir  John  Cell  ; and  it  is  hoped  it  will 
fpeedily  be  ours,  either  by  (forming  or  compofition.  Our  forces  have  lately  taken 
King’s  Mills  upon  the  River  of  Trent*  not  farre  from  Willne  Ferry  f.  rlhe  Lord  of 
Loughborough,  in  diftra&ed  feare  and  fpeede,  flies  up  and  downe  the  countrey, 
but  dares  not  come  neere  us;  and  the  forces  of  Warwicke  and  Northatnptonfliire 
being  now  in  the  field,  he  every  houre  expedts  to  have  a fiege  laid  to  Afiiby  de  la 
Zouch,  which,  if  Winkefield  were  once  taken,  he  might  well  be  fure  off.  It  is  to 
be  wondered  (being  in  the  heart  of  that  inland  countrey)  what  (hilt  he  makes 
for  powder  and  ammunition  ; the  garrifons  that  have  furnifhed  him  fo  long  with 
fupplies  being  mod  of  them  furrendered  or  blocked  up  J.” 

Sept.  4,  A petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Lcicefler,  representing  u the  inconveni- 
tc  encies  that  happened  to  the  country  upon  the  differences  that  had  arifen  between 
“ the  Lord  Grey’s  Officers  and  the  Committee,”  was  referred  to  a Committee,  to 
fee  what  was  fit  to  be  done  for  the  compoling  of  the  differences  §. 

In  September,  u about  eighty  of  the  Leicefier  horfe,  in  convoy  of  fome  carriers, 
“ were  fet  upon  by  120  of  Colonel  Haflings’s  men  ; but  the  eighty  routed  and  dif- 
“ perfed  the  120,  killed  8,  and  took  60  of  them  prifoners,  and  (lore  of  arms  ||.” 

In  October,  a party  of  Colonel  Haflings’s  men  came  to  Loughborough  on  the 
Lord’s-day,  rode  into  the  church  in  fermon-time,  and  would  have  taken  away  the 
preacher  out  of  the  pulpit ; but  the  women  refeued  him,  and  proved  then  more 
valiant  than  their  hufbands,  or  Haflings’s  men  ; and  about  this  time  Colonel  Charles 
Fleetwood  took  two  troops  of  the  King’s  horfe  near  Bel  voir  Cafile  **.” 

“ We  are  advertized  that  the  Derby  forces,  confiding  of  foure  troupes  of  horfe, 
have  united  themfelves  to  the  Leicefier  forces ; and  that,  being  ingroffed  into  one 
body,  they  are  now  advanced  to  befiege  Afhby  de  la  Zouch,  which  is  one  of  the

There  were  taken 
three  captains,  divers  inferior  officers,  two  drakes,  and  70  common  foldiers  : after  this  they  took 
in  Winkfield  manor,  and  Shelford  manor.  The  Parliament  ordered  a letter  of  thanks  to  them.”

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firongeft  and  m oft  conftderable  holds  that  the  enemy  hath  in  thofe  places ; and  the 
better  to  eiTcft  their  enterprise,  they  are  now  fortifying  a great  houfe  not  far  from 
it,  a very  defenfible  place  of  itfelfe,  which  commands  one  of  the  chiefeft  paflages 
thereunto.  In  the  meane  time  we  have  received  intelligence  from  Derby,  that  Sir 
John  Gell  is  not  idle  ; but  is  fo  carefull  for  the  fecuring  of  that  county,  that  he  in- 
deavours  to  garrifon  his  fouldiers  within  halfe  a mile  or  a mile  of  the  enemy.  By 
this  means  he  will  keepe  the  countrey  inviolate  from  the  oppreffion  and  outrages  of 
the  enemy,  who  will  not  be  able  to  adventure  abroad  for  plunder,  but  they  will 
be  inforced  to  returns  againe  with  Ioffe  and. with  repentance,  By  this  means  alfo, 
the  enemy  being  denied  all  manner  of  reliefe,  the  country  will  be  the  better  in- 
couraged  and  inabled  to  fupply  its  owne  garrifons 

“ In  November,  a petition  from  Leicefterfhire  defined  that  the  Lord  Grey  might 
be  fent  down  to  them,  being  their  commander  in  chief.  Letters  from  Captain 
Hacker  inform,  that,  at  the  defeat  of  the  Newark  forces,  the  number  of  horfe 
taken  were  about  800.  That  Sir  John  Garlington  was  drowned,  and  divers  others 
of  quality  with  him,  befides  common  foldiers,  in  their  confufed  flight  over  a mill- 
dam.  That  40  commanders  and  officers,  and  near  400  common  foldiers,  were  taken 
prifoners,  and  but  one  man  flain  of  the  Parliament’s.  They  blocked  up  Bdroir 
Cable,  put  a garrifon  into  Grantham,  and  continued  clofe  liege  to  Crowland  and 
Newark.  A party  from  Leicefler  faced  Afhby,  and  drove  away  many  of  their 
cattle ; and  two  days  after  10  or  12  horfe  from  Afhby  came  to  a gentleman’s  houfe, 
where  fome  of  Lord  Grey's  commanders  were  making,  merry,  and  took  them  away 
prifoners.  Two  houfes  near  Afhby  were  garrifoned  by  the  Parliament’s  forces, 
in  December  the  Leicefler  forces  drove  the  forces  of  Haftings  out  of  Afhby- 
town  into  the. tower,  and  took  divers  prifoners  and  arms  JV’ 

“ It  is  reported  that  Prince  Pvtipert  is  advancing  with  another  party  towards 
Nevvarke,  where  no  doubt  but  he  will  be  wellcomed  by  the  Parliament’s  forces ; for, 
as  we  are  certainly  informed,  we  have  thereabouts  already  threefcore  troops  of 
horfe,  collected  out  of  the  garrifons  of  Derby,  Leicefler,  Lincolne,  and  Notting- 
ham, befides  fome  others  fent  by  my  Lord  Fairfax  to  their  affiflance  J.” 

Feb.  4,  1644-5,  <e  Colonel  Haftings,  for  the  King,  fent  out  warrants  for  carriages  to 
fetch  hay  to  Afhby  ; the  Parliament’s  forces  fent  out  their  warrants  to  bring  the 
hay  to  Coleorton  ; but  Haftings  was  too  quick,  and  had  compelled  the  country  to 
load  the  hay,  and  vvith.a  ftrong  guard  was  bringing  of  it  to  his  garrifon.  Captain 
Temple,  the  high- fheriff  of  the  county,  having  notice  thereof,  with  his  troop  got 
between  them  and  Afhby  in  the  van,  and  three  troops  of  Derby  following  in  the 
rear,  after  a little  engagement,  Haftings’s  men  fled,  and  were  routed  and  purfued, 
40  of  them  taken  prifoners,  60. horfe  arms,  and  all  their  hay  §.’* 

u We  gave  you  before  fome  intelligence  in  generall,  that  fome  of  the  Lord  of 
Loughboroughe’s  troopes  were  foundly  beaten  by  our  forces;  we  will  now  give  it 
you  in  particular,  which  is,  that  a party  of  General  Haftings’s  horfe,  confifting  ox

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about  fourty- four,  were  encountered  by  our  rr cn  •,  the  fervice  was  attended  with 
as  much  Leeds  as  fpecd  ; for  prefently,  on  the  fir  ft  charge,  wee  did  take  tliem  all 
prifoners,  with  their  horfc  and  armes,  and  carried  them  prifoners  unto  Derby  : to 
make  this  atchievement  more  remarkable,  it  was  performed  not  far  from  Afhby  de  la 
Zouch.  Mailer  Cleveland  of  Cambridge,  the  contriver  of  that  bold  and  licentious 
pamphlet, called,  ‘ The  Character  of  the  Perfect  Diurnal!/  is  brought  up  to  London 
to  anfwer  for  his  libelling  : you  will  fhortly  read  a Charafter  upon  the  Charafierer  -5? 

Feb.  25,  “ Between  Harborough  and  Leicefter,  a fkirmifh  happened  betwixt  a 
party  of  the  King’s  forces,  commanded  by  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale,  and  a party 
of  the  Parliament’s  forces.  The  latter  loft  about  ico  men  killed,  and  250  taken 
prifoners  ; befides  a confiderable  number  of  horfes.  The  vidtors  lay  in  Leicefter 
that  night,  and  there  received  orders  to  colled!  a fufticient  force,  and  proceed  to  the 
relief  of  Newark,  then  befieged  by  the  Parliament’s  forces ; but  on  their  pjflage 
thither,  they  were  attacked  by  a party  cf  the  enemy,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Rofeter,  near  Melton  Mowbray  in  this  county.  The  Royalifis  fuftained  the  fudden 
and  defperate  attack  of  the  enemy  with  great  bravery,  although  inferior  in  num- 
bers, and  at  laft  obliged  them  to  retire,  leaving  1 o dead  in  the  held,  and  fome 
horfes ; which  helped  to  remount  fome  of  the  King’s  men  who  had  loft  theirs  in 
this  conflict.  The  wounded  men  of  the  King’s  forces  were  left  at  Belvoir  Cable 

“ Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale  routed  a great  body  of  rebels,  confiding  of  at  leuft 
1200  horfe  and  dragoons,  commanded  by  Col.  Roftiter,  a Scot,  near  Melton  Mow- 
bray in  Leicefterfhire ; killed  above  30  of  them,  took  46  prifoners,  with  tour  colours 
of  horfe,  with  the  lofs  of  Sir  John  Girlington,  a gallant  Knight,  Captain  Gafcoigne, 
and  not  above  6 or  7 common  foldiers  on  his  Majefty’s  part  J.” 

“ Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale *s  party  were  met  with  by  Colonel  Roftiter  near 
Melton,  where  they  had  a fharp  encounter,  and  lofs  on  both  fides.  Of  Langdale’s 
party  were  llain  Colonel  Tuke,  Major  Kertlington,  Captain  Markham,  and  about 
100  others;  of  Rofliter’s  about  50,  but  no  officer;  he  loft  one  colour,  and  took 
two.  Langdale  got  provifions  into  Newark,  and  was  recruited  to  3000,  and  Roftiter 
followed  him  with  2000  §.” 

“ On  Tuefday,  May  22,  1645,  the  King  was  at  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon’s ; Wed- 
nefday  the  28th,  at  Coates,  Sr  Harry  Shipworth’s ; Thurfday  the  29th,  at  Lift  one 
near  Leicefter,  which  was  faced  by  the  King’s  army.  The  R.  defaced  with  fire. 
Here  he  flayed  two  nights.  Saturday  the  30th  at  Leicefter,  which  was  taken  by 
the  King  at  two  o’clock.  The  loldiers  were  rewarded  by  plunder.  The  (lain  about 
equal  on  both  fides.  Afterwards  the  King’s  forces  deftroyed  the  Abbey  by  fire  ||.” 

“ On  Saturday  laft  his  Majefty  was  at  Loughborough  in  the  county  of  Leicefter, 
and  fome  of  his  forces  at  Afhby  de  la  Zouch.  On  Wednefday  laft,  the  King 
fummoned  Leicefter;  and  this  day  were  feverall  reports.  Some  fay  that  he  intended  to

that  fome  difcontented  perfons  in  Yorkffiire  are  in  a neutral!  conjun&ion.  Colonel 
Poynes  is  made  governour  of  York,  and  is  fhortly  to  goe  downe  thither*. 

May  31,  the  town  of  Leicefter  was  taken  by  dorm;  of  which  we  find  the 
following  relation  in  Heath’s  Chronicle:  “ After  Prince  Rupert  had  fummoned  it, 
“ wherein  he  offered  quarter  to  the  town,  the  Committee  of  that  county,  then 
“ refident  there,  affembled  all  the  commanders,  and  read  the  fummons  unto  them ; 
<c  by  whom  it  was  refolved  to  give  anfwer  next  morning  ~}v.  The  trumpet  was  no 
ct  fooner  returned,  but  a drum  was  prefently  difpatched  for  a full  anfwer  within  ail 
hour;  which  while  they  debated  beyond  their  dint,  the  King’s  guns  played  from 
“ the  battery,  and  all  foldiers  were  commanded  to  their  refpe£tive  polls ; the 
44  great  and  fmali  Ihot  never  intermitting  that  day  and  night;  when  next  morning 
they  ffonned  at.  fix  or  feven  places  J.  At  Newark-breach  they  entered  fird,

t “ May  30,  his  Majefty’s  army  fate  down  before  Leicefter  ; and  the  morrow  morning  early 
il  tooke  it  by  llorme,.  and  in  it  the  whole  Committee,  Sir  Robert  Pye,  and  many  hundred  prr- 
44  foners,  many  horfes,  much  powder,  arms  and  ordnance,  and  great  ftore  of  wealth.  In  the 
44  aflaulr,  on  his  Majefty’s  part,  were  flaine  Colonel  Saint  George,  and  about  80  others  ; but  of 
“ the  Rebels  about  120.  The  fame  day  the  Rebels  quitted  their  feveral  garrifons  of  Bagworth, 
14  Cole-orton,  Kirby-bellares,  and  Burleigh. — Whilft  his  Majefty’s  army  was  thus  bufied  at 
“ Leicefter,  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  (the  Rebels*  new  general)  lay  fome  15  days  blocking  up  of  Ox- 
44  ford,  though  fruitlefTely for  by  feveral  Tallies  thence,  he  loft  many  of  his  men,  fome  killed, 
44  others  taken  prifoners,  and  not  a fmali  number  running  away,  fo  that  he  raifed  his  fiege 
44  thence  the  beginning  of  June;  and  June  4,  he  aflaulted  Borftall  houfe,  commanded  by  Sir 
t£  William  Campian  for  his  Majefty;  but  was  beaten  off  with  the  Ioffe  of  300  of  his  men,  the 
“ brave  garrifon  loting  but  one  man,  and  four  hurt. — June  6,  there  fell  a ftrange  hiile-ftorme  in 
“ that  part  of  Leicefterfiiire  which  is  in  and  about  Loughborough  ; fome  of  the  haile-ftones  were 
“ as  big  as  fmali  hens  eggs,  and  the  leaft  as  big  as  mufket-bullets  : it  deftroyed  the  corne,  and 
“ did  much  hurt  in  that  part  of  the  country  where  it  fell.’*  Mercurius  Rufticus,  p.  1645. 

44  May  31,  Letters  informed  that  the  King  was  fet  down  before  Leicefter. 

June  2,  On  conll.deration  of  the  King’s  being  at  Leicefter,  and  the  danger  to  the  affociated 
counties  thereby.,  the  Houfe  ordered  that  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  fhould  consider  of 
fuch  difpofal  of  the  armies  under  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  as  may  be  moft  advantageous  for  the  pub- 
lick  ; and  that  the  blocking  up  of  Oxford  be  left  to  Major  General  Browne. 

X The  King’s  forces,  having  made  their  batteries,  Formed  Leicefter ; thofe  within  made  flout 
refiftance  but  fome  of  them  betrayed  one  of  the  gates;  the  women  of  the  town  laboured  in 
making  up  the  breaches,  and  in  great  danger.  The  King’s  forces  having  entered  the  town,  had 
a hot  encounter  in  the  market-place;  and  many  of  them  were  (lain  by  fhot  out  of  the  windows  ; 
that  they  gave  no  quarter,  but  hanged  fome  of  the  Committee,  and  cut  others  to  pieces.  Some 
letters  fay  that  the  kennels  ran  down  with  blood.  That  Colonel  Gray  the  Governor,  and 
Captain  Hacker,  were  wounded  and  taken  prifoners,  and  very  many  of  the  garrifon  put  to  the 
fword,  and  the  town  miferably  plundered.  The  King  entered  the  town  on  Sunday  June  1. 

June  7, . Letters  from  Leicefter  informed,  that  the  Committee-men  and  the  Scots  there  were 
not  killed  in  cold  blood,  as  was  before  reported;  but  that  the  King’s  forces  killed  divers  who 
prayed  quarter,  and  put  divers  women  to  the  lword,  and  other  women  and  children  they  turned 

naked. 
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“ where  Colonel  St.  George  was  flain  with  a great  ffiot,  in  a bravery  and  gallantry 
44  of  courage,  venturing  upon  the  mouth  of  the  cannon.  The  works  being  feized, 
“ there  yet  remained  a work  of  greater  bloodfhed,  the  Market-place,  where  the 
44  defendants  had  drawn  up  their  artillery,  and  for  three  hours  fpace  maintained  the 
“ fight  at  the  crofs  therein.  They  were  at  laft  over-powered  ; the  Committee- 
“ men,  with  Sir  Robert  Pye,  Colonel  Hacker,  and  Colonel  Grey,  taken  prifoners, 
44  and  put  into  cuftody  ; only  Sir  Robert  had  fome  more  refpe£t  {hewed  him.  The 
44  town  was  plundered,  and  fome  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  prefent  fecured  ; the 
44  fpoil  part  of  it  carried  away  to  the  King’s  adjacent  garrifon  of  Newark,  Afhby- 
44  de-la-Zouch,  and  Belvoir  Cattle;  but  the  Parliament  forces  found  very  near  as 
44  good  booty  in  thoie  fudden  fpoils  that  came  from  Nafeby  *.  All  men  upon 
“ this  fuccefs  looked  upon  the  King’s  army  as  far  the  more  puiflant.  Great  fears 
“ and  dittrutts  werearifen  in  the  Parliament  itfelf,  not  much  different  from  defpair; 
44  feveral  members  being  over-heard  to  fay  in  their  paffage  to  the  Houfe  out  of 
44  Weftmintter-hall,  that  there  was  no  hopes  but  in  the  King’s  mercy,  and  that  the 
44  fpediett  recourfe  thereto  would  be  the  fafeft  expedient  for  them.  And  the  Royal 
“ party  were  as  good  as  fure  that  the  day  was  their  own  ; which  they  made  appear, 
“ even  in  London/  by  all  publike  fignes  and  difeourfes.  The  King  himfelf,  de- 
44  ceived  alfo  with  this  lightning  before  his  ruine,  which  he  conttrued  for  the 
“ greateft  funlhine  of  his  felicity,  was  of  the  fame  opinion  ; the  refult  whereof 
“ appeared  in  a letter  written  to  the  Queen,  June  the  8th,  where  he  ufed  this  ex 
44  preffion ; 44  I may,  without  being  too  {anguine  affirm,  that  fince  this  rebellion  my 
iC  affairs  were  never  in  fo  hopeful  a way  !” 

■ aked  into  the  ftreets,  and  many  they  raviflied.  That  they  hanged  Mr.  Reynor  and  Mr.  Sawer 
in  cold  blood  ; and  at  Wighton  they  murthered  Mrs.  Barlowes,  a minifter’s  wife,  and  her 
children  ; that  in  the  {lorming  of  Leicefter  about  300  were  {lain  on  both  (ides,  and  not  more. 

June  10,  One  hundred  pounds  for  Sir  Robert  Pye  as  a gratuity  from  the  Parliament,  and  in 
recompence  of  his  Ioffes  at  Leicefter.  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  and  the  King’s  forces  were  within  fix 
miles  of  each  other.  Langdale’s  regiment  were  in  difeontent  near  Leicefter,  becaufe  they  might 
not  advance  Northwards ; but  the  King  quieted  them  with  a promife  that  they  fliould  march 
thither  within  15  days. — On  the  13th,  the  Parliament  forces  flighted  the  garrifon  of  Cole-orton 
and  Kirby,  and  marched  away.”  Whitlock,  p.  143,  & feqq. 

* 44  June  14,  was  that  fatal  battle  at  Naefby  -Downe  in  Northamptonfliire,  where  hisMajefty’s 
“ army  (till  then  victorious)  was  now  by  the  incertainty  of  warre  much  worfted,  his  foot,  ord- 
“ nance  and  baggage  moll  loft.  Jn  this  battle,  Sir  Peter  Browne,  Sir  Thomas  Dallifon,  Colonel 

Bawd,  Major  Wilfon,  and  Captain  Thorold,  on  his  Majefty’s  part,  were  flaine.  The  whole 
“ number  on  both  fides  flaine  was  conceived  not  to  exceed  400  ; but  more  wounded.  Above 
14  all,  the  rebels*  cruelty  was  remarkable  in  killing  upon  cold  blood  at  leaft  100  women,  whereof 
“ fome  of  quality,  being  commanders  wives,  and  thir  done  under  pretence  that  they  were  Irifh

44  Cromwell  coming  in  with  his  vi&orious  right  wing,  they  all  charged  together  upon  the  King, 
who,  unable  to  endure  any  longer,  got  out  of  the  field  towards  Leicefter.  Prince  Rupert,  who 
now  too  late  returned  from  his  improvident  eager  purfuit,  feeing  the  day  loft,  accompanied  them 
in  their  flight,  leaving  a compleat  vi&ory  to  the  Parliamentarians,  who  had  the  chace  of  them 
for  14  miles,  within  two  miles  of  Leicefter.  The  fame  night  after  the  battle  of  Nafeby,  Sir 
T.  Fairfax  blocked  up  Leicefter  with  his  horfe,  and  next  day  his  foot  came  up  to  him.” 
Whitlock,  p.  145,  146. 
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Mr.  Throfby  has  p refer  ved,  from  a MS.  in  the  Harleian  Library,  the  following 
curious  memoranda,  by  Mr.  Simmonds,  who  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  a Qu ar- 
te r-ma  Pier  in  the  King’s  army. 

“ Gar  Tons  in  com.  Leicester. 

“ R.* * * §  Cole-Overton,  a town  of  ye  Ld  Beaumont,  one  myie  from  Afnby  •}  ; Tem- 
ple Gov.  50  men. 

“ K.  Afhby  de-la-Zonch.  Henry  Haftings,  born  at  Loughborough,  Govr,  the 
ancient  (late  of  His’hip  Ea.  of  Huntingdon  ; 6co  men. 

“ R,  Bagworth  houfe,  or  a lodge,  is  a part  of  Lady  Maud’s  houfe,  3 myle  from 
Afhby  ; 50  men. 

“ R.  Kirby  Bellowes,  a town  of  Sr  Erafm  de  la  Fountagne  : this  man  ran  away  at 
the  news  yt  Sr  Marmaduke  Langdale  ; but  came  again  : 50  men. 

“ To  all  thefe  garrifons  above  mentioned  the  yearly  contribution  amounted  to 
fourfeore  and  feaventeente  thoufand  pounds  with  the  countie  of  Leicefler  only. 

“ Of  late  Belvoir  Caftle  has  one  hundred  allotted  to  it  out  of  this  ill  ire. 

“ And  the  whole  number  of  men  were  not  above  1500  in  all  ye  garrifons. 

“ Wednefday,  May  28.  His  Maj’tie  marched  with  his  army  into  Colonel  Orton’s 

garrifon  of  the then  by  the  abby  of  Gracedieu  where  Sr  Thos  Beaumont 

lives ; there  remains  an  entire  court  of  cloiflers. 

“ Thurfday,  his  Maj’tie  marched  and  pitched  down  before  Leicefler  citty,  a gar- 
rifon of  the  rebels  & commanded  by  Thos  Grey  3d  brother  to  the  Ea  of  Kent  j. 

“ Friday  30,  His  Highnefs  P.  R.  § fent  a trumpet,  after  he  had  fhott  2 great 
peices  at  the  town,  to  fummons  yt  for  his  Maj’tie,  offering  the  Burgers  and  Corpo- 
ration pardon.  They  detayne  his  trumpet ; and  about  1 of  clock  in  the  afternoon 
in  the  interim  the  Prince  railed  a battery  for  6 great  pieces  upon  a hill  where 
fometymes  of  old  had  been  fuch  another  ||  ; about  2 o’clock  one  of  the  Leicefler 

trumpets  was  fent  defiring  time  to  confider  of  it  till  the  morrow  morning he 

would  not  rayfe  any  works  during  this  parley,  his  Highnefs  telling  the  tr.  if  he 
came  again  with  fuch  errand  he  would  lay  him  by  the  heels.  About  half  an  hour 
after  he  comes  again  with  a note  directed  thus : ‘ To  the  Commander  in  chief, 
defiring  time  till  ye  morrow  morning.’  The  Prince  committed  the  trumpet  to  his 
marfhall  till  the  firft  trumpet  they  keepe.  Then  the  P.  about  3 of  the  clock  fent 
them  an  anfwer  in  lowder  terms ; 6 great  pieces  from  the  fort  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  town  playing  on  a flone  wall-yard,  & made  ere  fix  of  the  clock  a breach  of 
great  fpace,  mufket  and  cannon  continually  putting  us  in  mind  of  fomething 
down**.  The  town  of  Leicefler  was  chiefly  governed  by  a committee  ; viz. 

“ Sir  Thos  Pye  of  Farringdon  came  2 or  3 dayes  unto  the  town,  and  was  a 
great  means  of  refifling  the  Pr.  Mr.  Knett  of  Dunton,  Mr.  Hafelrigg,  Ludlam  a

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cHandler  there  *,  Mr.  Payne  of  Medbourne,  Newton  of  Houghton  fometime  a high 
conftable,  Read  of  Korlby,  Mr.  Stevens  Stoneley  a mercer  there  by  the  weft  gate. 

After  the  breach  was  made  in  the  wall  by  the  cannon,  by  6 o’clock  they  in  the 
town  had  gotten  up  a handfome  retrenchment  and  with  3 flankers  (a  great  Spanifh 
piece)  within  4 or  5 yards  of  the  wall. — All  the  evening  was  a general  preparation 
to  affault  the  town  ; and  a little  afore  12  of  the  clock  in  the  night  this  violent  ftorra 
began,  and  continued  till  after  one. 

44  Col.  Geo.  Leflie  Tertia  fell  on  upon  the  breach,  and  were  beat  off ; and  the 
King  fent  his  foot  reg.  of  life  guards  to  aftift,  but  they  got  fully  in  before. 

44  Col.  Bards  Tertia  fell  on  with  fcalling  ladders,  fome  near  a flanker,  and  others 
fcaled  the  Horne  work  before  the  draw  bridge  on  the  eaft  fide. 

44  Sr  Barnard  Afteleyes  Tertia  fell  on  the  north  fide,  which  is  the  river  fide  & 
a draw  nigh  the  abby. 

“ Col.  John  Ruffel  with  the  Princes  reg.  the  blue  cotes  and  alfo  the  Princes 
firelockes,  affaulted. 

44  They  fet  up  the  Princes  black  collers  on  the  great  battery,  where  Ea  of  North- 
town’s  horfe  about  one  of  the  clock  were  let  in  at  the  ports,  & they  fcowered  the 
lyne  and  town  * in  the  mean  time  ye  foot  gott  in  & fell  to  plunder,  fo  that  ere  day 
fully  opened  fcarce  a cottage  was  unplundered.  There  were  many  Scotts  in  the  town, 
and  no  quarter  was  given  to  any  in  the  heat,  more  dead  bod  yes  lay  in  within  the 
lyne  farr  than  what  are  in  the  Groff.  I told  30  or  more  at  the  breach,  as  many 
within  as  without.  Every  ftreet  had  fome;  I believe  200  on  both  fides. 

44  We  loft  Col.  St.  George — Major  Bunnington  fhot  in  the  eye  juft  as  he 
reached  on  the  top  of  the  ladder. 

“ 28  or  30  officers  Major  of  the  Pr  R.  firelockes.  The  army  of  horfe  faced  in 
bodyes  ail  night  in  fundry  places.  About  day  about  10  of  the  enemy  got  out,  and 
efcaped  by  the  river  fide,  and  were  followed. 

“ His  Majeftie  qua.  this  Friday  night  at  Leicefter  abby,  the  Countefs  of  Devon’s 
houfe.  His  Majeftie  refted  at  Leicefter  abby.  The  army  of  foot  in  Leic.  The 
horfe  round  about  in  corpes  and  villages.” 

Humphrey  Brown,  of  Whitfondine,  in  the  county  of  Rutland,  on  the  trial  of  the 
King,  fwore,  44  That  at  fuch  time  as  the  town  of  Leicefter  was  taken  by  the  forces 

of  Charles  the  Firft,  being  in  or  about  June  1645,  Newark  fort,  in  Leicefter, 
44  was  furrendered  to  the  King,  upon  condition,  that  neither  cloaths,  nor  money, 
44  fhouid  be  taken  from  any  of  the  garrifon,  which  had  furrendered  ; nor  any  vio~ 
44  lence  fhouid  be  offered  to  them  •,  and  that,  as  foon  as  the  fort  was  upon  fuch  con- 
44  fideration  fo  furrendered,  the  King’s  foldiers,  contrary  to  the  articles,  fell  upon 
44  the  foldiers  of  the  fort;  did  ftrip  and  wound  many  of  them  ; whereupon  one  of 
44  the  King’s  officers  rebuking  fome  of  thofe  foldiers,  this  deponent  did  he2r  the 
44  King  fay,  4 1 do  not  care  if  they  cut  them  more,  for  they  are  mine  enemies,’  in 

words  to  fuch  effect.  And  that  the  King  was  on  horfeback,  in  bright  armour,  in 
44  the  faid  town  of  Leicefter  -f.”

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Another  officer,  who  was  prefen t at  the  fiege,  blames  the  town’s  people  very 
much  for  their  rafhnefs.  Fie  fays,  46  Men  and  women  fought  in  the  breach,  to  fhew 
“ their  over-zeal  in  defending  the  town.”  They  afterwards  mounted  the  tops  of 
houfes,  and  threw  hones  and  tiles  upon  the  King’s  troops  as  they  paraded  the  flreet. 
From  one  houfe,  in  the  Market-place,  where  the  Parliament  Committee  and  the 
Scots  Deputies  were  fitting,  foine  rafh  people  fired,  and  killed  and  wounded  about 
feven  or  eight  of  the  King’s  dragoons  j upon  which  the  foldiers  grew  ungovernable, 
fecured  every  ayenne  leading  from  the  houfe,  broke  open  the  doors,  and  killed 
every  perfon  without  diftinfiion  found  therein.  Colonel  Grey,  the  Governor,  was 
wounded  and  taken  prifoner,  with  fome  inferior  officers,  and  about  300  men* 

“ There  is  a charge  in  the  Churchwardens  accompts  for  the  parifh  of  St.  Martin, 
that  year,  for  the  payment  of  Win.  Haftwell,  mafon,  for  “ Leivenige  downe  many 

graves  which  weare  taken  up  att  the  burienge  of  feveral  great  officers  of  the 
44  King’s  army,  which  was  flaine  at  the  ftormeinge  of  the  town.”  One  officer  was 
buried  in  the  fame  church,  who  died  of  his  wounds,  at  the  Red  Lion  Inn. — There 
is  an  oral  tradition  in  Leicefter,  that  feveral  people  loft  their  lives  in  this  church- 
yard, where  part  of  the  garrifon  had  been  driven  by  the  Royalifts ; fome,  it  is  faid, 
gained  admittance  into  the  church,  and  annoyed  the  King’s  forces  from  the  battle- 
ments and  leads.  It  appears  from  the  following  charge  in  the  parifh-book  of  that 
time,  that  the  King’s  forces  broke  into  the  church  to  drive  them  thence.  “ Paid 
•4  Francis  Motley  for  mendinge  the  locks  of  the  church-doors  broke  by  the  King’s 
“ army  3s.” — While  the  King  remained  at  Leicefter,  he  feemed  folicitous  to  render  the 
fortifications  as  impregnable  as  poffible : he  augmented  fome  parts,  and  repaired 
others ; but  his  enemies,  being  as  delirous  to  recover  as  he  was  to  preferve  it,  raifed  the 
fiege  of  Oxford,  and  with  Fairfax,  at  the  head  of  the  army,  marched  towards  Lei- 
cefter. TheKing,  being  ignorant  of  the  movement,  marched  with  his  army  to  the  relief 
of  his  garrifon  at  Oxford,  which  brought  on  the  fatal  battle  of  Nafeby.  About  four 
days  after,  the  King’s  governor,  Lord  Loughborough,  delivered  up,  by  capitulation, 
the  Caftle  of  Leicefter,  and  all  its  out-works,  to  Fairfax,  in  which  was  found  a 
large  quantity  of  ammunition,  and  the  King’s  beft  artillery.  The  governor,  at 
that  time,  was  much  cenfured  for  his  not  refilling,  as  it  might  for  a time,  at  leaft, 
have  ftopt  the  rapid  progrefs  of  a victorious  army 

Both  Floufes  of  Parliament  were  now  in  the  utmoft  confternation ; and  conference 
fucceeded  conference.  They  were  attended  by  divers  aldermen  and  other  citizens, 
who  acquainted  them,  C4  that  the  late  news  of  ftorming  of  Leicefter,  and  the  fad 
“ confequences  of  it,  had  made  fo  deep  an  impreffion  on  the  hearts  of  many  of 
“ the  citizens  and  inhabitants  in  and  about  the  city  of  London,  that  they  addreffed 
<c  themfelves  to  the  Lord-mayor  to  call  a Common  Council : That,  according  to 

their  defires,  my  Lord-mayor  did  fummon  a Common  Council ; that  they  had 
“ chofen  a committee,  and  confidered  of  a petition  ; whereby  their  fenfe  might  be 
“ reprefented  of  it  to  both  Houfes:  that  they  had  therefore  chofen  a Committee 


a 
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“ to  deliver  this  petition  ; which  contains  in  it  as  well  their  fenfe  of  this  difafter,  as 
44  the  caufes  (as  they  conceive)  of  it,  and  their  opinions  and  defires  for  the  reme- 
<i  dies  thereof ; and  how  the  like  mifchiefs  may  be  prevented  for  the  future  •* * * §.” 

The  triumph  of  the  Royaliftsf  was  of  very  fhort  duration.  On  the  15th  of  June,  the 
day  following  the  fatal  defeat  of  Nafeby,  “ Fairfax  gave  orders  for  the  army  and 
46  train  to  march  after  them  the  next  day,  being  Sunday,  without  any  more  inter- 
44  million  ; the  purfuit  of  the  victory  being  of  parallel  coni'equence  with  the  ob* 
“ taining  it.  Thefe  orders  were  chearfuliy  obeyed,  though  the  long  march  of  the 
44  foot  for  many  days  together,  and  the  vehemency  of  the  battle,  might  have 
“ made  them  reft.  That  night  they  quartered  at  Great  Glen,  four  miles  fhort  of 
44  Leicefter;  but  the  horfe  came  nearer;  which  fo  much  alarmed  the  nobility  and 
44  gentry  that  had  fled  thither  for  fecurity,  that  they  fled  thence  in  great  hafte, 
44  leaving  the  Lord  Haftings  to  defend  the  place.  The  King  in  the  mean  time, 
44  not  judging  it  fafe  to  lodge  at  Leicefter,  departed  to  Afhby-de-la-Zouch,  where 
44  he  repofed  himfelf  fome  few  hours ; but  flayed  not  there,  making  all  fpeed  he 
44  could  from  Litchfield  in  the  night,  and  from  thence  into  Wales.  The  other  part 
44  of  the  rout,  being  the  Northern  horfe  under  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale,  fled  in- 
44  continently  from  the  battle  to  Newark,  and  narrowly  efcapea  Sir  John  Gell,  who 
44  was  advancing  with  2000  horfe  from  Nottingham,  to  join  with  the  General. 
44  The  General  Fairfax  was  once  unrefolved  whether  he  fhould  prefen tly  march  to 
((  relieve  Taunton,  forely  diftreflfed  by  the  Lord  Goring,  or  undertake  Leicefter. 
“ He  had  received  full  information  of  the  ftrength  of  that  army,  and  what  a 
44  defperate  forlorn  condition  Blake  the  Governor  was  in  ; yet  knowing  that  how 
44  there  was  no  pofflbility  of  junfhire  with  the  King,  of  which  before  the  fight 
44  Goring  had  allured  his  Majefty  within  few  days,  he  refolved  to  reduce  Leicefter 
firft.  On  Monday,  June  16,  the  whole  army  came  before  the  town  j,  when  the 
44  General  fent  a fummons  to  Lord  Haftings  to  deliver  it  to  the  ufe  of  the  Parlia- 
44  ment;  who  very  refolutely  refufed  them,  and  thereupon  command  was  given  for 
ee  a prefent  ftorm  §.  On  the  17th,  being  Tuefday,  great  (tore  of  ladders  were 
“ brought  in,  a battery  raifed,  and  two  demy-cannons  and  a whole  culverin 
“ taken  at  Nafeby  were  placed  upon  an  old  work  againft  the  Newark,  being  the 
44  very  fame  guns  which  the  King,  not  many  days  before,  had  ufed  againft  the 
u fame  place.  Whereupon  the  Lord  of  Loughborough,  feeing  the  relolution  of

j June  16,  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  came  before  Leicefter,  and  fummoned  the  town  to  furrender 
to  him,  and  not  to  force  him  to  take  it  by  ftorm.  The  Governor  anfwered,  “ That  he  would  not 
furrender  it.”  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  called  a council  of  war  about  the  ftorming  of  it,  which  was 
concluded.  The  next  day  they  fell  to  railing  batteries,  and  made  all  provifion  night  and  day  for  it. 

§ June  17,  SirThomas  Fairfax  battered  the  town,  and  ftormed  it  ; and  the  Governorfent  fora 
parley  ; to  which  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  agreed,  and  fent  Colonel  Pickering  and  Colonel  Rainfbo- 
rough  his  commiflioners  into  the  town,  to  treat  about  the  furrender  of  it.  In  the  mean  time,  Sir 
Thomas  Fairfax  loft  no  time  to  make  provifion  for  the  ftorm,  and  had  intelligence  that  the  King 
was  advancing  with  about  4000  horfe  towards  them.  But  the  Commiflioners  agreed  with  the 
Lord  Loughborough,  Governor  of  Leicefter,  for  the  rendition  of  the  town  to  Sir  Thomas  Fair- 
fax upon  articles  ; and  there  he  had  14  pieces  of  ordnance,  30  colours,  200  arms,  500  horfe,  50 
barrels  of  powder,  and  all  their  arms,  ammunition,  proviflons,  bag  and  baggage.  Whitlock,  p,  14.6.

ec  the  enemy,  Tent  a trumpeter  out  that  clay  with  letters,  defiring  a parley  concerning 

the  furrender  of  the  town  ; which  began  that  evening,  and  concluded  in  air 
t(  agreement ; and  on  Wednefday  morning,  June  18,  the  garrifon  marched  our,  the 
“ governor  to  Alhby-de-la-Zouch,  the  foldiers  and  other  officers  to  Litchfield, 
“ with  (laves  only  in  their  hands.  There  were  taken  in  the  town  14  pieces  of  ord- 
“ nance,  30  colours,  200  arms,  500  horfe,  50  barrels  of  powder,  and  other  am- 
“ munition  proportionable 

Sir  John  Gell,  hearing  that  the  King’s  army  was  routed,  and  that  Sir  Thomas1 
Fairfax  had  purfued  them  to  Leicefler,  from  whence  they  alfo  fled  ; a party  of 
his  and  Nottingham’s  horfe  went  out  on  Monday  the  1 6th  of  June.  They  gathered 
up  200  of  the  King’s  horfe,  and  many  of  their  riders  ; and  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax 
blocked  up  Leicefler  with  his  horfe  till  his  foot  came  up  : which  coming  to  him, 
hee  prefently  fummoned  the  towne ; and  the  Lord  Loughborough  (the  Governor 
thereof)  refufmg  to  furrender  it,  prefently  hee  fate  down  before  it;  upon  which 
the  enemy  defired  a parley  * •*,  which  being  granted,  articles  of  furrender  were  agreed 
upon,  the  1 8th  of  June  J-, to  the  effeft  following:  1.  That  the  Lord  Loughborough 
fhould  bee  conveyed  to  the  garrifon  at  Afhby  de  la  Zouch,  and  have  prote&ion  for 
the  fafety  of  his  perfon  thither.  2.  That  all  field  officers,  as  colonels,  lieutenant- 
colonels,  ferjeant- majors,  captains,  and  lieutenants  of  horfe  (but  not  of  foot) 
march  away  with  their  particular  Angle  horfe  and  armes.  3.  That  the  reft  of  the 
officers  and  fouldiers  (hall  be  conveyed  to  Lichfield  garrifon,  with  ftaves  in  their 
hands,  and  no  other  armes.  4.  That  all  horfe,  fave  only  thofe  before  excepted, 
(hall  be  delivered  up  to  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Parliament.  5.  That 
all  fuch  prifoners  as  are  in  Leicefler  (hall  be  releafed  and  delivered  fafe  to  Sir 
Thomas  Fairfax.  6.  That  all  cannon,  armes,  and  ammunition  (fave  only  what 
armes  the  officers  are  to  march  out  with)  and  all  the  provifions,  and  bagge  and 
baggage,  in  Leicefler,  to  be  delivered  up  to  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax.  7.  That  the 
enemy  march  out  the  faid  morning,  June  18  ; that  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  may  march 
in,  and  take  polfeflion  of  the  towne,  by  ten  of  the  clock. — A lift  of  what  was  taken 
in  the  town  and  garrifon  of  Leicefler  : Five  hundred  horfe,  two  thoufand  armes, 
fourteen  peeces  of  ordnance,  fifty  barrels  of  powder,  many  fkeins  of  match,  ail 
Loughborough’s  carriages,  and  much  of  his  treafure  that  hee  had  got  in  plundering 
of  the  towne;  all  their  provifions  and  ammunition,  bag  and  baggage,  thirty  co- 
lours, with  much  other  purchafe,  too  large  to  infift  on  the  particulars  here 

“ By  two  letters  this  day  from  the  army,  dated  Leicefler,  June  19,  there  was  a con- 
firmation of  the  taking  of  Leicefler;  whereunto  I muft  adde,  befides  what  is  already 
fet  down,  that  before  the  furrender  thereof,  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  had  begun  to  ftorm 
it,  and  made  fome  breach  in  the  enemy’s  workes  with  the  cannon. — Letters  alfo 
from  Nottingham  afeertain  us,  that  the  Scots  are  come  thither,  with  a body  of  7000

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foot,  and  4000  horfe ; and  a debate  was  in  the  Houfe  upon  giving  them  further 
orders  touching  their  advance.  It  is  reported,  that  noble  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax, 
being  defirous  to  let  no  opportunity  flip  in  following  the  victorious  fuccefle  God 
hath  given  him,  hath  already  fettled  Leicefler  in  a poflure  of  defence  for  the  Par- 
liament and  is  advancing  thence  to  find  out  of  the  enemy  •f*.” 

On  the  18th  of  June,  before  the  news  of  the  furrender  could  have  reached  the 
Parliament,  an  order  was  made  for  a colle&ion  on  the  following  day,  “ in  all  the 
“ churches  and  chapels  in  the  cities  of  London  and  Weflminfler,  lines  of  commu- 
“ nication,  and  bills  of  mortality,  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Leicefler, 
<c  and  for  the  relief  of  the  foldiers  that  were  prifoners,  and  had  been  taken  there  J.'* 

fc  Two  of  Derby  troops  of  horfe  are  come  to  Leicefler,  for  the  better  fecurity  of 
that  town,  and  to  keep  the  enemy  from  robbing  near  unto  it.  They  marched  to 
Alhby  de  la  Zouch,  and  took  horfe  fufficient  to  make  up  another  troop  from 
Haftings  out  of  the  meadows.  We  hope  Sir  John  Gell’s  and  other  horfe,  which 
were  once  in  a body,  will  be  ready  and  fitted  for  adtion  when  the  Scots  army  leave 
thofe  parts 

July  12 8,  an  Ordinance  was  brought  in,  for  granting  a public  benevolence  fot 
Telief  of  Leicefler,  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  well*affe<Aed  ; 500  mufquets 
and  furniture  were  furnifhed  them  from  the  public  flores ; and  £.1 500  granted  them 
out  of  the  eflates  of  delinquents,  for  providing  horfes,  faddles,  and  piftols  ||. 

In  Augufl,  1645,  ct  Captain  Allen,  with  95  dragoons  from  Burleigh-houfe,  fell 
upon  200  of  the  Newarke  and  Belvoir  horfe,  commanded  by  Sir  Robert  Dalifon ; 
routed  them,  killed  5,  took  feveral  officers,  and  30  prifoners,  80  horfe,  and  refeued 
the  countrymen  and  plunder  which  they  had  taken  **.” 

Augufl  23,  “ From  Newarke  the  King  marched  into  Lincolnfhire,  where  his  army 
committed  many  outrages ; and  the  next  day  he  lay  at  Belvoir  Caftle,  and  the  next 
day  at  Stamford,  which  was  very  fudden.  As  they  palled  along,  fome  forces  from 
Burleigh  and  Leicefler  fell  upon  their  rear,  took  80  horfe,  four  colours,  divers 
arms,  and  about  20  prifoners,  of  the  Lord  St.  Paul's  regiment  'LL.” 

Augufl  30,  the  Committee  at  Leicefler  was  authorized  “ fo  compound  with  fuch 
gentlemen  of  the  county  as  had  aflifted  or  countenanced  the  King  or  his  party ; the 
money  to  be  employed  for  the  fervice  and  maintenance  of  the  garrifon  and  forces  in 
the  town  |J.” 

“ We  will  trouble  you  in  difeourfing  but  of  one  more  of  the  King’s  garrifons  at  this 
time,  which  is  Alhby  de  la  Zouch,  which  is  clofely  befieged  ; the  town  is  much  vifited 
with  the  ficknefle  ; and  in  the  garrifon  or  fort  are  faid  to  be  not  above  60  men  §§.’*

4<  Whereas  it  is  very  well  known  what  miferies  befell  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  and  County 
of  Leicefter,  when  the  King’s  army  took  Leicefter,  by  plundering  the  faid  inhabitants,  not  only 
of  their  wares  in  their  fliops,  but  alfo  all  their  houfhold  goods,  and  their  apparel  from  their 
backs,  both  of  men,  women,  and  children,  not  fparing  in  that  kind  infants  in  their  cradles  ; and 
by  violent  courfes  and  tortures  compelled  them  to  difcover  whatfoever  they  had  concealed  or  hid  ; 
and  after  all  that  imprifoned  their  perfons,  and  thereupon  forced  them  to  borrow  money  to  pur- 
chafe  their  enlargement,  to  the  undoing  of  the  tradefmen,  who  are  indebted  for  a great  part  of 
their  wares,  which  the  enemy  took  away  ; and  alfo  to  the  ruin  of  many  of  the  country,  and  thofe 
the  beft  affe&ed  to  the  Parliament,  that  brought  their  goods  into  the  town  for  protection  : Be  it 
therefore  ordained,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  Lords  and  Commons  afiembled  in  Parlia- 
ment, and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  a general  colle&ion  be  made,  in  and  throughout 
the  City  of  London,  and  Lines  of  Communication,  and  all  other  Cities,  Towns,  Liberties,  and 
Privileged  Places,  within  the  Counties  of  Middlefex,  Kent,  Suflex,  Surrey,  Hertford,  Effex,  Suf- 
folk, Norfolk,  and  County  and  City  of  Norwich,  Bedford,  Cambridge,  and  the  Tile  of  Ely,  Hun- 
tingdon, Lincoln,  Nottingham,  Derby,  Stafford,  Leicefter,  Warwick,  and  the  County  and  City  of 
Coventry,  Northampton,  Buckingham,  Rutland,  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  luch.  inhabitants 
of  the  faid  Town  and  County  of  Leicefler,  who  are  well-affe£ted  to  the  proceedings  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  ruined  by  the  Enemies  taking  of  the  faid  Town.  And  for  the  more  fpeedy  and  better 
effecting  of  this  Ordinance,  the  faid  Lords  and  Commons  do  hereby  command,  That  the  fame  be 
forthwith  put  in  print  and  publifhed,  and  difperfed  into  every  parifh,  town,  hamlet,  and  place, 
within  the  aforefaid  counties,  as  well  within  liberties  as  without  : And  that  the  Parfons,  Vicars, 
and  Curates,  of  the  faid  pariflies,  towns,  hamlets,  and  places  refpeitively;  are  hereby  required  to 
read  this  Ordinance  in  their  feveral  churches  and  chappels  upon  the  next  Lord’s-day  after  the 
fame  (hall  be  delivered  unto  them,  when  the  congregations  are  affembled  together,  both  in  the 
forenoon  and  afternoon  ; and  to  exhort  the  people  to  a free  and  liberal  contribution  to  this  fo 
necefl'ary  and  charitable  a work  : And  the  Minifler  and  Churchwardens  of  every  fuch  parifh,  ham- 
let, town,  and  place,  and  where  no  Minifler  and  Churchwardens  is  or  are,  then  two  of  the  molt 
fufficient  men  of  eflates  of  fuch  parifh,  town,  hamlet,  or  place,  are  hereby  authorized,  after  the 
reading  of  this  Ordinance  as  aforefaid,  to  go  with  all  convenient  fpeed  from  houfe  to  houfe,  to 
every  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  pariflies,  towns,  hamlets,  and  places  refpecStively,  and  to  col- 
lect and  gather  the  free  and  charitable  benevolences  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  that  fliall  be 
willing  to  contribute  to  this  fo  pious  and  charitable  a work  ; and  that  every  fuch  Minifler, 
Churchwardens,  and  other  perfons,  fliall  caufe  to  be  written  in  a fchedule  the  feveral  fum  or 
fums  of  money  fo  given,  and  the  parifh  and  place  where  the  fame  is  fo  given  : And  that  the  faid 
feveral  Minifiers,  Churchwardens,  and  other  perfons,  fhall  fubferibe  the  faid  fchedule  with  their 
hands  ; and  that  they  fliall,  within  twenty  days  next  after  every  fuch  collection  refpe&ively,  bring 
or  fend  the  faid  fchedule,  with  the  money  fo  collected  or  gathered,  and  the  copy  of  this  Ordi- 
nance that  fliall  be  fent  unto  them,  unto  the  Mayor  or  chief  Magiftrate  of  the  chief  City  or 
Town  that  is  in  the  Parliament’s  power,  within  any  of  the  faid  refpe-Stive  counties,  who  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  receive  the  fame  accordingly,  and,  within  twenty  days  after 
their  relpedive  receipt  thereof,  to  fend  the  fame  unto  William  Hobfon,  Thomas  Eyres,  William 
Kendal,  and  Thomas  Churchman,  Gentlemen  and  Citizens  of  London,  at  the  Chequer  Chamber 
in  Guildhall.,  London,  and  there  deliver  the  faid  fchedule,  copy,  and  money,  unto  them  the  faid 
William  Hoblon,  Thomas  Eyres,  William  Kendal,  and  Thomas  Churchman,  who  are  hereby 
appointed  and  authorized  Treafurers  for  that  purpofe,  and  to  receive  the  fame,  and  to  defray 
♦He  neceifary  charges  of  fending  up  the  laid  monies : And  laflly,  it  is  hereby  Ordained,  That  the 
Committee  of  Leicefter,  or  any  feven  of  them  (except  fuch  of  them  as  lhall  expert  benefit  by 
this  Benevolence)  fliall,  by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance,  have  power  to  take  the  accompts  of  the 

faid 
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faid  Treafurers,  and  (hall  alfo  give  them  reafonable  allowances  for  their  charges  ; and  what 
monies  fliall  be  collected  or  gathered  upon  this  Ordinance,  (hall  be  divided  and  paid  by  the  faid 
Treafurers,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  and  amongft  the  aforefaid  perfons,  according  to  the  faid  com- 
putation of  their  feveral  Ioffes  proportionably  ; and  the  certificate  of  them  the  faid  Committee,  or 
any  feven  of  them,  what  every  perfon  or  perfons*  part  or  parts  cometh  unto,  according  to  the  faid 
computation,  together  with  fiich  perfon  or  perfons  acquittance  for  the  receipt  of  his  or  their  part 
or  parts  of  the  faid  colle&ion,  fliall  be  a fufficient  difcharge  to  the  faid  Treafurers.  Provided 
always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  That  this  Ordinance  (hall  continue  for  the  lpace  of  twelve 
months,  and  no  longer  *.** 

Major  General  Poyntz  received  a letter  from  Sir  John  Gell,  to  certifie  him  that 
there  came  to  Afhby  de  la  Zouch  about  5 or  600  of  the  King’s  forces,  which  made 
them  061.  25,  all  day  and  night  in  readinefte;  fome  got  out  of  Newarke  the  25th 
at  night ; Colonell  Manwaring  fent  two  troopes  after  them.  The  Affociation 
may  do  well  to  haften  more  foot  to  keep  them  clofer.  Prince  Rupert  yefterday  fent 
a letter  and  trumpeter  to  defire  a paffe  to  Worcefter ; but  Col.  Roffiter  defired  to 
be  pardoned  till  he  had  fent  unto  the  Houfe  of  Parliament ; and  accordingly  he 
hath  fent,  defiring  to  know  the  pleafure  of  the  Houfe ; for  the  Prince  and  the  reft 
of  the  Gentlemen  are  very  defirous  to  go  beyond  feas,  and  will  engage  themfelves 
upon  their  honours  never  to  take  up  armes  againe  in  this  warre.  Col.  RolTiter 
hath  the  two  Princes’  letters,  and  Col.  Willis’s  letter  (which  do  teftify  fo  many);, 
therefore  you  may  be  confident  thereof.  We  have  a brave  army  of  horfe  at  our 
rendezvous : on  Monday  we  had  with  us  on  our  fide  twenty-two  colours.  Hafte 
caufeth  me  to  be  fo  abrupt.  There  are  two  gentlemen  more,  viz.  Lieutenant-colo- 
nel Oftruen  and  Sir  William  Valentine,  waited  for  an  anfwer  of  the  letters  from  the 
Princes.  The  Lord  Bellaflis  is  governour  of  Newarke  now,  and  one  Terrell  of 
Warton.  Col.  Gen.  Poyntz  continues  ftill  at  Southwell;  and  Welbeck-houfe  will 
be  delivered  if  we  well  fight  Wingfield-manor.

Jan.  1,  1645-6.  u A party  of  the  King’s  from  Afhby  took  the  minifter  of  Morley 
and  of  other  towns,  and  carried  them  away  prifoners;  but  Sir  John  Gell  refcued 
them,  flew  them,  and  took  others  of  the  enemy  prifoners  j.” 

Jan.  19.  “ Colonel  Haftings,  with  the  Afhby  horfe,  furprized  a convoy  of  the 

Parliament’s,  going  to  Belvoir  with  a mortar-piece  and  granadoes  §.” 

Feb.  4.  c*  News  came  of  the  furrender  of  Belvoir  Caftle  j and  Sir  Gervafe  Lucas, 
the  governor,  left  there  one  piece  of  ordnance,  ftoroof  arms  and  provifions  ||.” 

Feb.  7.  *'  A party  of  about  eighty  horfe  and  forty  dragoons  were  fent  from  Leicefter, 
under  Mr.  Meers,  to  Afhby  •,  who  marched  with  fuch  fpeed  and  privacy,  that  they 
came  to  Alhby  about  eleven  o’clock  that  night  undifcovered,  furprized  the  centinels, 
rell-in  at  the  turnpike,  broke  the  chain,  and  entered  the  town.  They  took  a 
hundred  horfe,  1 ich  prize  and  pillage,  plundered  the  town,  refcued  divers  country- 
men prifoners  there,  and  returned  to  Leicefter  without  oppofition

Leicefter  was  ordered  to  be  difgarrifoned,  and  the  works  to 
he  flighted ; and  this  order  was  confirmed  by  both  Houfes  July  19,  1647 

Sept.  25,  1648.  The  Leiceflerfliire  forces,  under  Col.  Hacker  and  Col.  White, 
were  ordered  /.3000  out  of  the  eftates  of  delinquents ; and  had  dire&ions  to  march 
from  Pontefrad:  to  aflift  in  the  bufinefs  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmoreland  'f'f, 

Ofr.  2,  1648,  A Petition  of  divers  Gentlemen  of  the  county  of  Leicefter,  was 
prefented  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  “ in  the  name  of  the  well-affeded  Miniftry, 

Gentry,  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  faid  county ; taking  notice  cf  fome  decla- 
((  rations  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  and  of  this  kingdom,  and  of  the  Votes  for  no 
“ further  Addreffes.”  And,  being  called  in,  received  this  anfwer  from  the  Speaker : 
*(  The  Houfe  has  commanded  me  to  acquaint  you,  that  they  have  read  your  Pe- 
c<  tition  ; that  they  are  engaged  in  a treaty  with  the  King;  and  do  affure  you,  that 
“ in  that  Treaty  they  will  provide  and  take  care  for  the  prefervation  and  fecurity 
<c  of  the  Religion,  Laws,  and  Liberties,  of  the  Kingdom ; and  for  the  fecurity  and 
“ maintenance  of  all  thofe  that  have  adhered  unto  them  J J.”

Right  trufty  and  right  well-beloved  Coufins,  and  right  trufly  and  well-beloved,  Wee  greet  you 
well : Whereas  it  hath  beene  declared  by  the  Votes  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  the  fifteenth 
of  March  laft,  that  the  kingdome  hath  of  late,  and  flill  is,  in  fo  evident  and  imminent  danger, 
both  from  enemies  abroad,  and  a Popifli  difcontented  party  at  home,  that  there  is  an  urgent  and

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inevitable  neceffity  of  putting  our  fubje&s  into  a pofture  of  defence,  for  the  fafeguard  both  of 
our  Perfon  and  People : and  that  fithence  divers  inhabitants  of  divers  Counties  have  addreffed 
their  petitions  to  that  purpofe  ; and  whereas  a fmall  number  of  both  Houfes  (after  it  had  beene 
rejected  by  the  Lords  in  a full  Houfe,  and  without  our  Royall  affent,  or  the  opinion  of  the  Judges 
concerning  the  legality  hereof)  have  attempted,  by  way  of  Ordinance,  to  put  in  execution  the 
power  of  the  Militia  of  the  king-dome,  and  to  difpofTelTe  many  of  our  ancient  Nobility  of  the 
command  and  truft  repofed  in  them  by  Us  ; and  have  nominated  divers  others,  who  have  no  in- 
tereft  in,  nor  live  neere  to  fome  of  the  Counties  to  which  they  are  nominated  for  the  Lieutenancy, 
whereby  they  cannot  be  properly  ferviceable  to  the  Counties  wherewith  they  are  intruded,  nor. 
Our  People  receive  that  content  and  fecurity  which  we  defire  they  fliould  : to  fubmit  to  the  exe- 
cution of  which  power  by  the  way  of  ordinance,  without  it  were  reduced  into  a law  by  A6t  of 
Parliament,  eftablifhed  by  Our  Royall  affent,  were  to  introduce  and  expofe  our  fubjedts  to  a meere 
arbitrary  government ; which  by  God’s  grace  Wee  fhall  never  permit.  We  therefore  confider- 
ing,  that  by  the  laws  of  the  realm  it  belongeth  folely  to  Us  to  order  and  govern  the  Militia  of 
the  kingdome,  have  thereupon,  by  Our  Proclamation  of  the  27th  of  May  lad,  prohibited  all 
manner  of  perfons  whatfoever,  upon  their  allegiance,  to  milder,  levy,  or  fummon,  upon  any  war- 
rant, order,  or  ordinance,  from  one  or  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  vvhereunto  We  have  not  or 
fhall  not  give  Our  exprefle  confent,  any  of  the  trained  bands,  or  other  officers,  without  exprefTev 
warrant  tinder  Our  hands,  or  warrant  from  Our  flieriff  of  the  county,  grounded  upon  a parti- 
cular writ  to  that  purpofe  under  Our  great  feal.  And  confidering,  that  in  antient  time  the  Mi- 
litia of  the  kingdome  was  ever  difpofed  of  by  Commiilions  of  Array,  and  that  by  a particular 
ftatute  upon  record  in  the  Tower,  made  in  the  fifth  yeere  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  by  full  confent 
of  the  Prelates,  Earls,  Barons,  and  Commons,  and  at  their  fuit,  and  by  the  advice  and  opinion  of 
the  Judges  then  had,  fuch  commiilions  were  mitigated  in  refpedl  of  fome  claufes  perillous  to  the 
Commilfioners,  and  approved  of  for  the  time  to  come:  And  that  by  the  fubfequent  records  it 
appeareth,  that  all  Our  Royall  PredecefTours  have  continually  exercifed  that  power  by  fuch  com- 
miffions,  till  of  late  time  they  have  been  difcontinued  by  the  grants  of  particular  Commiffions  of 
Lieutenancy  ; little  differing  in  fubflance  from  the  faid  Commiffions  of  Array,  againfl  which  it 
teems  the  Houfes  have  taken  fome  exception.  And  though  wee  are  no  way  fatisfied  of  the  ille- 
gality of  them,  Our  Councell  being  never  heard  in  the  defence  thereof ; yet,  being  willing  to 
avoid  all  exceptions  at  prefenr,  We  have  thought  fit  to  refer  it  to  that  ancient  legall  way  of 
difpofing  the  power  of  the  Militia  by  fuch  Commiffions  of  Array,  for  defence  of  Us,  Our  King- 
dom, and  Our  Country  : authorizing  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  to  array  and  train  Our 
people,  and  to  apportion  and  affefie  fuch  perfons  as  have  eftates,  and  are  not  able  to  beare  armes* 
to  find  armes  for  other  men,  in  a reafonable  and  moderate  proportion  ; and  to  conduit  them  fo 
arraid,  as  well  to  the  coafis  as  other  places,  for  the  oppofition  and  deftruition  of  Our  enemies  in 
cafe  of  danger,  as  to  your  difcretions,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  fhall  feem  meet  ; whereof 
you  Henry  Earle  of  Huntington,  and,  in  your  abfence,  William  Earle  of  Devon,  or  Henry 
Haftings,  Efquire,  to  be  one  : And  being  both  confident  in  a great  meafure  of  the  loyall  affections 
of  Our  people,  and  very  tender  to  bring  any  unneceffary  burthen  or  charge  on  them,  by  aug- 
menting the  number  of  the  trained  bands  ; We  do  for  the  prefent  only  require  that  you  forth- 
with caufe  to  be  mufiered  and  trained  all  the  ancient  trained  bands  and  freehold  bands  of  the 
County,  carefully  feeing,  that  they  be  fupplyed  with  able  and  fufficient  perfons,  and  compleatly 
armed  ; unleffe  you  find  that  there  be  juft  caufe,  and  that  it  fhall  be  with  the  good-liking  of  the 
inhabitants,  for  their  owne  better  fecurity,  to  make  any  encreafe  of  their  numbers  ; and  over  fuch 
bands  to  appoint  and  fet  fuch  colonels,  captaines,  and  officers,  as  you  fhall  think  mod  fit  for  the 
difcharge  of  that  fervice,  being  fuch  perfons  as  have  confiderable  intereft  in  the  County,  and  not 
ftrangers.  And  in  cafe  of  any  oppofition,  you  are  to  raife  the  power  of  the  County  to  fuppreffe 
u,  and  to  commit  all  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  be  found  rebellious  herein  into  the  cuftody  of  Our 

flieriff;. 
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flieriff ; whofe  care  and  affiitance  Wee  efpecially  require  ; and  that  he  fhall,  from  time  to  time, 
iffue  forth  fuch  warrants  for  the  aflembling  of  Our  people,  at  fuch  times  and  places  as  by  you 
fhall  be  agreed  on,  according  to  the  truft  repofed  in  him  by  Our  faid  Commiffion.  And  Wee 
have  authorized  you  our  Commiflioners,  or  any  three  of  you,  after  fuch  array  made,  from  time 
to  time,  to  train  and  take  muflers  of  Our  faid  bands  ; and  to  provide  beacons,  and  other  necef- 
faries,  for  the  better  exerciiingof  Our  people,  and  difcovery  of  hidden  invafions  and  commotions : 
Of  all  which  your  proceedings  herein,  Wee  expert  a fpeedy  and  plenary  accompt,  according  to 
the  truft  repofed  in  you,  and  authority  given  you  by  Our  Commiftion  on  that  behalf.  Given  at 
our  Court  at  York,  the  12th  day  of  June,  in  the  rSthyeere  of  oyr  Reigne,  1642.”

3.  His  Majefty’s  Speech  at  Leicefter,  to  the  Gentlemen,  Freeholders,  and  Inhabitants  of  that 

County,  July  20,  1642. 

<c  Gentlemen,  Since  I have  found  my  prefence  fo  very  acceptable  amongft  my  good  fubjeds  in 
thefe  Northern  parts,  and  that  the  errors  and  miftakes  amongft  them  have  wholly  proceeded 
from  mif-information,  and  are  removed  with  more  fatisfadion  and  eafe  to  them  than  they  were 
received  ; I hold  it. a piece  of  my  duty  to  take  the  utmoft  pains  I can,  fully  to  inform  and  un- 
deceive my  people  ; and  rather  to  prevent  crimes  than  to  punilh  them.  In  this  errand  I am  come 
to  you,  amongft  whom  there  hath  not  beene  the  leaft  mifunderftanding,  to  lliew  you,  that  I doe 
not  fufped  any  malice  in  the  place  or  in  the  people,  though  perfons  of  as  ill  difpoiitions  have 
been  bufie  in  it,  and  amongft  you,  as  in  any  County  in  England,  and  inch  who  have  taken  as  great 
pains  to  do  mifchief  and  to  bring  confufion,  as  good  men  fliould  for  peace  and  happines  : 
though  ’tis  as  true,  that  very  many  worthier  perfons  amongft  you  have  appeared  of  contrary 
affedions,  which  I fLall  always  acknowledge.  I am  come  to  you  in  a time  too  when  nothing  could 
invite  me  to  fuch  a journey,  but  my  affedion  to  and  good  eiteeme  of  you  ; having  fent  fuch  pro- 
pofitions  for  peace  and  accommodation  to  my  two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  that  1 hope  to  have  no 
other  ufe  of  your  affedions  but  in  your  prayers;  being  fure  they  will  fubmit  to  them  wirh 
alacrity,  if  the  unexcufable  enemies  to  the  peace  of  the  kingdome  be  not  ftrong  enough  to  pre- 
vaile  : and  then  you  will  fintle  yourfelves  lo  much  concerned  (for  I have  required  nothing  that 

with  more  juftice  can  be  denied  me  (if  it  be  duly  weighed)  than  my  Crowne  or  my  life  may  be 
taken  from  me)  that  I {hall  not  need  to  afk  your  ailiftauce.  I know  you  will  bring  horfe.  men, 
money,  and  hearts  worthy  luch  a caufe.  Your  Religion,  your  Liberties,  your  Laws  (which  l 
will  defend  with  my  life,  1 meane  the  good  knowne  Lawes  of  the  Laud,  not  Ordinances 
without  my  content,  which,  till  within  thefe  twelve  moneths,  was  never  heard  of  from  the  founda- 
tion of  this  kingdom)  will  be  the  quarrell : And  in  fuch  a caufe,  the  taking  away  my  townes, 
fliips,  armes,  and  money  from  me,  (hall  not  difliearten  me  : The  concurrence  and  affedion  of 
my  people,  with  God’s  blclfing,  will  l'upply  and  recover  all.”

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Feb.  22, 1648-9,  “The  humble  Reprefcntation  of  the  Committee,  Gentry,  Miniftry, 
“ and  other  well-affe<fted  Perfons,  in  the  County  of  Leicefter,  in  reference  to  the 
“ Agreement  of  the  People  tendered  to  the  Kingdom  as  touching  Religion  was 
prefented  to  his  Excellency  Thomas  Lord  Fairfax,  and  the  General  Council  of 
Officers  of  the  Army  (hewing, 

44  That  the  many  great  and  glorious  bleffings,  which  the  Lord  of  Hofts  hath  be  (lowed  upon 
“ this  (battered  and  nlmoft  ruinated  nation,  by  the  remarkable  valour  and  fidelity  of  your  Excel- 
44  lency,  and  the  Army  under  your  command,  afcending  from  one  high  degree  of  fervice  to 
44  another,  wdth  many  clear  evidences  of  your  loyalty  to  the  nation  ; together  with  the  candour 
“ of  your  Excellency  and  Counceil  of  Warre,  as  it  were,  inviting  all  perfons,  in  your  draught  of 
“ the  agreement  of  the  people,  to  give  in  their  apprehenfions  and  reafons  of  approving  or  dif- 
44  fenting  from  any  thing  contained  therein  ; and  knowing  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  the  very 
44  bed  of  men  to  be  fubjeft  to  frailty  and  errour  (which  we  ought  ferioufly  to  bewaiie  in  ourfelves 
44  and  others),  fometimes  by  miftaken  zeale  carryed  beyond  its  proper  limits,  and  often,  by  an 
*4  exorbitant  charity,  giving  more  latitude  to  tendernefs  and  pitty,  than  can  well  (land  with  divine 
44  truths;  God  in  his  wifdome  having  fet  bounds  to  both,  whofe  laws  challenge  in  all  things 
44  exa<51  obedience  (efpecially  in  fo  high  a point  as  concerns  the  falvation  of  fouls).  Thefe  confi- 
*4  derations  have  moved  11s,  humbly  to  prefent  our  thoughts  to  your  Excellency’s  perufal  and 
44  review',  about  fome  things  of  greateft  weight,  as  concerning  the  glory  of  God,  the  prefervation 
44  of  religion,  and  the  pence  and  happinefs  of  the  Reformed  Churches.  And  we  mod  humbly 
44  defire,  that  the  things  fo  propofed  by  us,  may  be  taken  into  your  grave  examination,  without 
44  prejudice  againft  us,  as  if  we  were  over-biaffed  by  the  example  of  others,  or  any  finifter  ends 
4<  of  our  own  f.” 

March  19,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  county  of  Leicefter  again  petitioned  Parliament, 
and  were  anfwered  thus: 

u Gentlemen,  you  of  the  county  of  Leicefter  ; The  Houfe  hath  read  your  petition 
“ and  I fhall,  as  near  as  I can,  declare  their  fenfe.  The  Houfe  doth  take  notice  of 
“ the  modefty  and  diferetion  of  the  petition,  and  the  petitioners,  in  the  way  of  deli- 
“ vering  it,  and  the  expreflions  in  it.  The  Houfe  doth  likewife  take  notice  of 
“ fome  things  out  of  the  petition  : and  that  is,  concerning  your  county;  whofe 
“ readinefs  to  the  fervice  of  the  publick  the  laft  fummer,  wherein  you  did  great 

“ and  acceptable  fervice  to  the  Commonwealth : And  for  thefe,  and  your 

“ good  affections  always  to  the  publick,  the  Houfe  hath  commanded  me  to  return

<c  receive  fatisfa&ion  and  fafety 

April  23,  1650.  “ The  humble  Petition  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Cham- 

ee  berlains  of  the  Borough  of  Leiceffer,  Maffers  of  the  Hofpital  of  The  Holy  Tri - 
c<  nity,  in  the  Newark,  near  Leiceffer,  was  read.  Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to 
(e  the  Committee  for  removing  obffru&ions  in  the  fale  of  fee-farm  rents,  to  confider 
“ of  this  petition  ; and  how  it  is  fit  the  petitioners  fliould  be  paid,  and  all  others 
“ of  the  like  nature,  whereby  the  fale  of  the  fee-farm  rents  is  hindered  ; and  to 
“ prefent  an  aft  to  the  Houfe,  for  the  one  and  the  other,  if  they  fee  caufe,  for  the 
ct  better  expediting  the  fale  of  the  faid  fee-farm  rents -t.*’ 

In  Auguff  1650,  Sir  John  Gell,  who  had  been  one  of  the  prime  champions  for 
the  Parliament,  and  was  effeemed  the  principal  chieftain  among  the  Prefbyterians, 
was  tried  at  the  bar  of  the  High  Court  of  Juffice ; and  condemned  to  lofe  liis  eftate, 
and  fuffer  perpetual  imprifonment  J.” 

Nov.  24,  1651.  Sir  Thomas  Cave,  Junior,  who  had  been  appointed  high  fhe- 
riff  by  authority  of  Parliament,  had  liberty  given  him  “ to  live  at  his  father’s  houfe 
in  Stanford,  he  executing  the  office  of  Iheriff  for  the  county  of  Leiceffer  §.” 

June  9,  1657.  An  a<ff  for  the  fettling  and  regulating  of  the  hofpital  called 
IVigfton's  Hofpital , in  the  borough  of  Leiceffer,  and  eftabliffiing  thereof,  received 
the  Protestor’s  affent.  Richard  Lee  was  then  maffer ; and  William  Simms,  public 
lecturer  of  the  borough  of  Leiceffer,  confrater. — Major  General  Whalley,  Colonel 
Henry  Markham,  Sir  Chriftopher  Pack,  Henry  Smyth,  Efquire,  Alexander  Baker, 
Samuel  Wanley,  and  Robert  Hicklin,  were  added  to  the  number  of  truffees  ||. 

On  the  fame  day  an  a<ff  was  paffed  “ for  enabling  George  Faunt,  of  Fofton , in  the 
((  county  of  Leiceffer,  Efq;  to  fell  and  convey  part  of  his  lands,  for  payment  of 
i(  feveral  debts  and  legacies  charged  upon  his  eftate  by  Sir  William  Fawnt,  Knight, 
“ deceafed ; and  for  the  raifing  of  portions  for  his  younger  children,  and  making 

his  wife  a jointure.” 

Sept.  9,  1659.  The  Houfe  being  informed,  that  divers  Minifters  of  the  county 
of  Leiceffer  were  at  the  door ; they  were  called  in  ; and  being  at  the  bar, 
Mr.  Yaxley,  after  a fliort  preamble,  fpake  to  this  effeft : “ That  the  petitioners,  all 
“ Minifters  of  the  Gofpel  in  the  county  of  Leiceffer,  faithful  fervants  to  the  Pur- 
“ liament,  and  embarked  in  the  fame  bottom  with  yourfelves ; fome  of  us  marched

u others  : We,  well  knowing,  how  much  it  concerns  us,  with  all  the  true  Godly 
c<  of  the  land,  to  ftrengthen  your  hands  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  are  defired  by 
tc  many  of  our  brethren,  minifters  of  the  Gofpel  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  to 
c<  tender  this  their  humble  reprefentation ; which,  as  well  on  their  behalf,  as  on  our 
“ own,  we  do  humbly  prefent,  in  their  and  our  own  names,  and  defire  it  may  be  com- 
C(  municated  to  the  Houfe.”  Which  (after  the  petitioners  were  withdrawn)  was  read  ; 
and  was  intituled,  “ The  humble  Reprefentation  of  divers  well-affedted  Minifters  of 
“ the  Gofpel  in  the  county  of  Leicefier  whofe  Names  are  hereunto  fubfcribed/* * * § 

The  Petitioners  were  again  called  in  ; and  Mr.  Speaker  gave  them  this  anfwer  : 

“ Gentlemen,  The  Houfe  have  read  your  Petition  ; and,  upon  due  confederation 
“ thereof,  they  find  in  it  a Gofpehfpirit  of  meeknefs,  fincerity,  and  holinefs : And 
“ they  have  alfo  confidered  the  feafonablenefs  of  it,  and  that  it  exprefleth  not  only 
((  an  outward  letter,  but  an  inward  fpirit : They  likewife  find  your  diflike  of  the 
“ kite  infurredtion  ; in  fupprefiing  which,  fome  of  you  have  adventured  your  per- 
“ Tons  to  hazard  ; and  we  and  you  have  caufe  to  give  the  Lord  the  glory  of  this 
“ deliverance  of  us  and  you.  The  Parliament,  who  have  always  owned  and  encou- 
“ raged  a Godly  Miniftry,  have  commanded  me  to  let  you  know,  That  they  accept 
“ of  this  petition  : and  have  alfo  commanded  me  to  give  you  the  thanks  of  this 
t(  Houfe : And,  in  their  names,  I do  give  you  hearty  thanks  *f'.” 

A detter  of  General  George  Monck,  dated  at  Leicefter,  Jan.  23,  1659*60,  and 
directed*  M For  the  honoured  Robert  Rolles,  Efq;  to  be  communicated  to  the  Gen- 
“ rlemen  of  Devonfhire  who  figned  the  late  Letter  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Parlia- 
<l  ment  of  the  Commonwealth  of  England/’  was  read  in  Parliament,  Jan.  26,  and 
printed  in  a fmall  quarto  pamphlet,  1660.  It  contains  many  fenfible  hints  towards 
fettling  the  diftrafted  ftate  of  the  kingdom. 

April  29,  1661,  the  Coronation  of  King  Charles  IT.  was  celebrated  with  particular 
marks  of  loyalty  and  feflivity  at  Melton  Mowbray. 

“ The  great  expreffions  of  this  our  little  town,  of  its  cordial  rejoicing  for  the  accomplifliing 
of  this  ever  blefied  day  of  his  Majefty’s  Coronation,  take  as  follows,  viz.  The  Lord  Archbifhop 
of  Dublin  J,  the  Lord  Rons,  Knight  of  our  county,  with  many  other  perfons  of  quality,  came 
hither  laft  night  (this  being  the  day  of  his  Majelly’s  coronation),  where  was  rendezvoufed  the 
trained  bands  of  this  fide  of  the  county,  by  the  fpecial  command  of  their  noble  Colonel  Sir 
George  Villiers,  Baronet,  and  the  reft  of  the  officers,  &c.  Next  morning  they  marched  in  mili- 
tary polhne  to  the  church,  to  hear  divine  fervice  : after  which  that  truly  noble  and  conftantly 
loyal  perfon,  Sir  Henry  Kudfon  Baronet,  entertained  at  his  own  charge  all  the  perfons  of  honour 
and  quality  aflembled,  keeping  open  houfe  for  the  trained  bands,  and  all  the  country  round  about

J James  Margetfon,  D.  D.  of  Peter  Houfe,  Cambridge,  who  had  fucceeded  to  the  Arch- 
bifiioprick  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1660,  after  the  fee  had  been  vacant,  from  the  death  of 
Archbifhop  Bulkeley,  in  September,  1650,  more  than  10  years.  Dr.  Margetfon  was  tranflate.d  in 
1663  to  Armagh,  uhich  he  held  till  1678. 

§ Created  a Baronet  July  3,  1660.  He  was  buried  at  Melton,  Aug.  27,  1690,  aged  81. 
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which  came  in,  echoing  forth  their  hearty  acclamations  of  “ God  blefs  King  Charles  the  Se- 
k COnd  “ Long  live  King  Charles  the  Second  !”  And  for  perpetuating  the  memory  of  this 
happy  day  (the  Coronation  of  his  moft  Sacred  Majefty  Charles  the  Second)  he  gave  a fat  ox, 
which  was  roafted  whole  in  the  ftreet  before  his  own  door;  every  one  orderly  fharing  it,  and  the 
other  cheer  provided  for  that  day.  The  town  and  country  at  length  grew  to  fuch  emulation  of 
each  other  in  the  eternizing  the  memory  of  this  joyful  day,  that  after  the  ox  was  eaten,  they 
accounted  him  happy  tha<  could  but  carry  away  either  one  of  the  ribs  of  the  ox,  or  the  leaf: 
fhiver  of  the  bones,  to  t readme  up  reliques,  &c.  Ringing  of  bells,  vollies  of  fliot,  bonfires, 
mufic,  dancing,  and  all  the  ufual  ways  of  exprefling  fo  great  a joy,  continued  three  days 

P.  595.  Mr.  Blackburne  fhewed  a drawing  of  this  famous  Roman  pavement  to 
the  Society  of  Antiquaries  in  1782,  fuppofing  it  Hercules  having  caught  the  Endy- 
mion  flag,  and  drawing  the  lion’s  fkin  over  his  head  with  one  hand,  while  the  other 
careffes  and  tames  the  flag.  Cupid  may  have  been  introduced  into  the  floor  of  the 
General’s  pavilion,  as  an  accompanyment  of  Love  with  Vulcan. 

Mr.  Bray,  who  gave  a correct  drawing  of  it  by  Carter,  luppofed  it  the  floor 
of  a bath,  and  the  dory  that  of  Diana  and  Adtceon

P.  721.  If  my  ingenious  friend  Mr.  Throfby  had  feen  what  is  faid  in  this  page 
on  Bow-bridge  by  the  late  worthy  and  accurate  Mr.  Bickerftaffe  *,  and  Mr.  Pridden’s 
neat  view  of  it  in  Plate  XXX.  p.  718,  he  might  have  faved  himfelf  the  trouble  of 
a criticifm ; which  he  has  thrown  out,  however,  with  fo  much  modefty  and  candour, 
that  it  would  be  ungenerous  not  to  incorporate  it  in  thefe  Colle&ions.  “ In  the 
“ Hi  dory  of  Burbach,”  fays  Mr.  Throfby,  <c  Mr.  Nichols  has  given  an  engraving 
“ of  Bow-bridge,  with  a military  proceflion  of  the  burial  of  Richard  the  Third 
<c  over  it  to  the  Grey  Friers  (he  fays)  adjoining.  The  Friars  adjoining  this  Bridge 
“ was  the  Auguftine , or  Black  Friars . The  Grey  Friars  was  fituated  on  the  South 
i(  fide  of  St.  Martin’s  church,  where  Henry  the  Seventh  erefted  a monument  to 
il  Richard’s  memory.  It  is  known  alfo  that  there  was  no  pomp  at  his  burial ; his 

body  was  brought  into  Leicefter  over  a carrier’s  horfe,  and  there  expofed  to  the 
“ derifion  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  Corporation-hall,  then  at  the  end  of  Blue-Boar 
“ Lane.  After  lying  expofed  there  for  two  or  three  days,  it  was  buried  without 
“ ceremony  f in  the  church  of  Grey  Friers,  near  St.  Martin’s  church.” 

The 

* The  Rev.  William  Bickerftaffe,  fon  of  William  and  Anne  Bickerftaffe,  born  at  Leicefter, 
June  17,  1728,  was  appointed  mafter  of  the  Lower  Free  Grammar  School  in  that  town  Jan.  30, 
1749-30;  ordained  in  December  1770 ; and  from  that  period  occafionally  a curate  at  moll  of 
the  churches  in  Leicefter,  and  alfo  at  Great  Wigfton  and  Aylefton,  two  villages  at  no  great 
diftance.  On  the  morning  of  Feb.  26,  1789,  after  having  retired  to  bed  the  preceding  night 
as  well  in  health  as  he  had  been  for  fome  time,  he  was  found  dead,  appearing  to  have 
expired,  as  he  had  always  wiftied,  without  a ftruggle  or  a groan.  He  was  in  the  61ft  year  of  his 
age  ; and  had  not  long  before  reprefented  his  cafe  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  from  whom  he  had 
hopes  of  fome  fmall  preferment.  With  much  claffical  knowledge,  he  poffeffed  a ftrong  vein  of 
pleafantry  and  fatire.  The  duties  of  his  fun&ion  he  difeharged  very  aftiduoufly  ; and,  being

•mall  furplus  of  his  little  revenue  in  alleviating  diftrefs.  To  the  improvement  of  th  fe  “ Col- 
* le&ions”  he  was  particularly  attentive;  and  in  the  defeription  of  various  parts  of  Leicefter,  his 
communications  will  appear  fagacions  and  entertaining.  To  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  he  was 
alfo  a confiderable  contributor;  and  in  that  Milceliany,  vol.  L1X.  p.  203,  are  fome  of  his  letters, 
which  will  give  a better  idea  of  his  merit,  than  can  be  conveyed  by  the  moft  laboured  panegyrick. 

f “ The  body  of  King  Richard,  being  found  among  the  llain,  covered  with  wounds,  duft,  and 
blood,  after  fuffering  many  fhameful  indignities,  was  hung  over  a horfe,  like  a calf,  behind  a 
ptirfuivant  at  arms,  named  Blanch  Sanglier,  or  White-boar,  the  name  of  his  office,  he  wearing 
a filver-boar  upon  his  coat,  the  cognizance  of  Richard,  and  was  carried  to  Leicefter  in  triumph 
that  afternoon.  The  corpfe  was  perfectly  naked,  the  feet  hung  on  one  fide,  the  hands  on  the 
other,  and  the  head,  lately  adorned  with  a crown,  dangling  like  a thrum-mop.  No  King  ever

and  is  only  erroneous  in  mis-ftatii  g the  name  of  the  friary,  being  in  all  other 
circumttances  tt  itfly  con  fon  ant  to  hittorical  verity.  And  Mr.  Throfby  himfelf,  in 
deferibing  the  plate,  overlooks  the  dead  body  of  Richard  III.  acrofs  the  carder’s 
horfe,  and  mittakes  the  armed  party  that  guarded  it  for  a grand  funeral  convoy  or 
military  procellion.

made  fo  degraded  a fpe&acle  ; humanity  and  decency  ought  not  to  have  fuffered  it.  Carte  fays, 
they  tied  a rope  about  his  neck,  which  is  very  probable  ; and  perhaps  about  his  feet,  or  he  could 
not  well  have  been  fattened  to  the  horfe.  This  was  meant  as  a difgrace  for  Richard  ; but  it 
reflected  more  upon  Henry,  or  his  followers  ; for  to  infult  weaknefs  is  highly  blameable,  but 
more  to  infult  the  dead.  The  corpfe  was  expofed  two  days  to  public  view  in  the  Town-hall ; this 
was  Henry’s  policy  to  prevent  a future  impoftor,  and  his  pride  to  fhew  himfelf  a conqueror,  and 
then  interred,  without  ceremony,  in  the  Gray-friers’  church.  Here  Richard  retted  about  fifty 
years,  with  a ferubby  alabafter  monument  erected  over  him  by  Henry.  At  the  deflruction  of 
religious  houfes,  his  remains  were  turned  out  of  their  little  tenement  by  the  town’s  people,  and 
lott  ; and  his  coffin  of  flone  was  converted  into  a watering-trough,  at  the  White-horfe,  in  Gallow- 
tree-gate.  Thus  all  the  grandeur  for  which  Richard  exerted  uncommon  talents  ended  in  a flyle 
below  a beggar.  I took  a journey  to  Leicefier  in  1758,  to  fee  a trough  which  had  been  the  re- 
pofitory  of  one  of  the  moft  Angular  bodies  that  ever  exifted  ; but  found  it  had  not  withftood  the 
ravages  of  Time.  The  bett  intelligence  that  1 could  obtain  was,  that  it  was  dettroyed  about 
the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  George  the  Firft,  and  fome  of  the  pieces  placed  as  fteps  in  a 
cellar  at  the  lame  inn  where  it  had  ferved  as  a trough.”  Hutton.

The  manor  of  Anfley  in  Warwichfhire  was  fold  5 Hen- 
ry VIII.  by  Robert  and  Edmund  Wyethe  of  Loughborough,  to  John  Rampton  of 
AtherRon,  yeoman  ; from  whom  it  was  purchafed,  1 Eliz.  by  George  Wightman 
of  Elmejlhcrpe , gentleman,  who  palled  it,  34  Eliz.  to  William  Glover,  citizen  and 
dyer,  of  London,  by  a mortgage  confirmed  43  Eliz.  by  his  fon  and  heir  George 
Wightman  of  Burbach  #,  gentleman.  In  10  James  I.  it  was  purchafed  by  George 
Ludford,  of  Anfley,  gent,  and  is  now  (1790)  the  property  of  John  Ludford,  Efq.'f* 

Having  had  an  opportunity,  April  2,  1790,  of  examining  the  fragments  of 
monumental  brafs  that  Rill  remain  at  Loughborough , I am  enabled  to  fupply  fotne 
deficiencies  in  the  former  pages,  and  to  furnifli  in  Plate  LXIX.  by  the  afliRance  of 
Mr.  Schnebbelie,  fome  accurate  fpecimens  of  the  writing  of  the  fifteenth  and  fix- 
teenth  centuries. 

Fig.  1.  The  brafs  which  appears  to  be  the  oldeR  is  that  of  Giles  Jordan,  1415, 
(fee  p.  880.)  His  effigies  and  that  of  his  wife  remain;  as  does  the  infeription, 
in  3 lines,  but  very  much  worn.  It  appears,  however,  that  Margaret,  his  wife, 
was  the  daughter  of  a fiffimonger  of  London  ; who  was  a “ fundour,”  but  of  what 
is  uot  now  legible.  The  arms,  quarterly.  Argent,  3 mullets  Gules,  and,  Sable,  a 
chevron,  Or,  between  3 gaibs,  Argent,  are  quite  gone. 

Fig.  2.  Round  the  ledge  of  a flat-Rone  in  the  chancel  is  the  following  frag* 
ment  of  an  infeription  on  an  old  rector  of  Loughborough:

Fig.  3.  In  a crofs  aile  facing  the  South  there  remain  the  figures  of  a man,  his 
wife,  and  twelve  children,  and  this  infeription,  imperfectly  given  in  p.  66 j :

There  is  now  no  trace  of  the  monument  of  Gilbert  Mer\nge\y  a gentleman  of 
Notiinghamfhire,  who  with  his  two  iervants  (Oliver  Farneworth  and  John  Lilly) 
were  Haiti  here  in  1481  ; nor  of  the  warrior  who  fell  on  the  fide  of  Henry  Vil.  in 
Bofworth  field,  1483. 

Fig.  4.  The  brafs  infeription  in  memory  of  Robert  Fry,  another  re£lor,  and 
fubcuRos  pritJStl  ftgtllt,  is  well  preferved  ; but  the  date  of  his  death  does  not 
appear,  Fie  probably  fucceeded  John  Fy  flier,  about  the  year  1 300.  The  inferip- 
tion in  p.  881  is  correct ; except  that  in  line  2.  ihould  be  read  CcnflrictUS. 

The  monument  with  a canopy,  mentioned  p.  667,  is  the  fame  with  that  of  Ro- 
bert Remington , merchant  of  the  Staple,  who  died  in  1312.  A part  only  of  the 
canopy  now  remains,  with  a fingle  Ihield  of  arms,  Fig.  5,  Barry,  nebulee  of  fix, 
Ar.  and  Az.  on  a chief  Gules,  a lion  pafiant  guardant  Or,  The  Merchant , of  the 
Staple . In  Burton’s  time  there  was  another  Ihield  J.

* Though  it  will  not  be  very  eafy  to  afeertain  the  exa<5t  date  of  this  infeription,  nor  even  of 
the  rettor  to  whofe  memory  it  was  placed,  there  will  be  no  great  harm  in  hazarding  a conje6ture. 

John  Southam,  LL.  11.  who  exchanged  this  redtory  in  1416,  appears  to  have  been  a monopo- 
lizer of  church  preferment.  He  had  fucceflively  four  different  prebends  in  the  church  of 
Lincoln;  Afgarby  1388;  Dunham  1392;  North  Kelley  1408  ; and  Welton-Beckall  1416;  and 
held  the  rectory  of  Conifby  in  Lincolnlhire.  At  Lichfield  he  had  the  prebend  of  Ulveton  in 
1408  ; at  York  that  of  Abfihorpe  in  1409;  and  at  Saiifbury  that  of  Grantham  Auftralis  in  1416 
He  was  collated  to  the  archdeaconry  of  Berks  Oct.  13,  1395  ; which  he  exchanged,  Jan.  30,  1403, 
for  that  of  Oxford,  then  part  of  the  diocefe  of  Lincoln  ; in  which  cathedral  his  death  is  thus 
recorded  on  a brafs  plate  under  the  image  of  St.  Chriltopher  :

“ Reader,  be  thou  conftantiy  prepared  for  death  ; to  which  thou  art  expofed 
every  hour,  by  accident,  by  carelelTnefs,  by  humanity.”

In  the  fpring  of  the  year  1790  fix  perfons  have  been  buried  here,  whofe  ages 
amount  to  495,  viz.  1 of  77,  1 of  80,  3 of  83,  and  1 of  89. 

Loughborough  has  twice  given  the  title  of  baron  to  the  family  of  Haftings : 
the  frit  to  Edward,  third  Ion  of  George  the  firfl  Earl  of  Huntingdon  of  that  name, 
to  whom  the  manor  and  title  were  given  by  Queen  Mary,  in  reward  for  his  powerful 
and  timely  affiftance  to  her  againft  his  neighbour  the  Duke  of  Suffolk,  father  of 
the  Lady  Jane  Grey.  She  conferred  the  Garter  and  feveral  high  polls  upon  him  ; 
and  fuch  was  his  attachment  to  her,  that  on  her  death  he  retired  from  the  world  to 
an  hofpital  which  he  had  built  at  Stoke  Pogeis,  in  Bucks,  where  he  died  without 
legitimate  iffue  *.  Charles  I.  gave  the  title  to  Henry  Haftings,  fecoiid  fon  to  Henry 
the  fifth  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  for  an  equally  faithful,  though  Id's  fuccefsful,  ad- 
herence to  him  ; he  aifo  died  without  iffue  *f. 

In  1781  the  title  was  given  to  Alexander  Wedderburn,  Efq.  on  his  being  made 
Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas*,  a gentleman  whofe  abilities  at  the  bar  and  in 
the  fenate  are  well  known. — On  the  left  of  Loughborough  is  a neat  white  houfe 
of  Mr.  Tate,  on  the  rifing  ground  towards  the  fore  ft  J. 

P.  500.  Markfield , a fmall  village,  with  a fpire  church,  is  in  the  hundred  of 
Spark enhoe,  and  was  the  antient  inheritance  of  the  Earls  of  Leicefter,  and  after- 
wards of  Winchefter,  in  the  fame  manner  as  Groby  ; from  whom  by  marriage  it 
came  to  Alexander  Comin,  Earl  of  Bucquan  §.

Hone  in  many  places  (lands  out  bare,  and  is  of  fuch  hardnefs  as  to  refill  all  tools 
after  it  has  been  expofed  to  the  air.  Such  pieces  as  can  be  got  from  under-ground 
are  broken  with  a Hedge,  and  ufed  in  buildings  in  the  fhape  in  which  they  are 
broken 

Here  was  formerly  a cadle,  concerning  which  the  following  agreement  was  made 
in  1 1 $ 1 f : 

“ This  is  the  agreement  betweene  Earle  Ranulf  of  Chefler  and  Robert  Earle  of 
Leceder,  and  the  finall  peace  and  concord  that  was  agreed  uppon  and  devifed  of 
them,  before  the  fecond  Robert  l bifhopp  of  Lincolne  and  their  men.  On  the 
Earle  of  Cheder’s  fide  were  Ric*  of  Louetat,  William  Fitznigill,  and  Ranulf  the 
fheriff.  On  the  Earle  of  Leceder’s  part,  were  Ernald  de  Boys,  Geffrey  the  Abbor, 
and  Reginald  of  Bardney.  To  wit,  that  Earle  Ranulf  hath  given  and  granted  to 
Robert  Earle  of  Leceder  the  caflell  of  Mountforell , to  him  and  his  heirs,  to  be 
holden  of  him  and  his  heirs  enheritably,  and  according  as  the  charter  of  the  laid 
Earl  Ranulf  doth  tedifie  ; and  in  fuch  fort  that  the  Earl  of  Leceder  is  bound  to 
receive  the  faid  Earle  Ranulf  and  his  family  in  the  borough  and  balliwike  of 
Mountforrell  to  warre  whensoever  he  lideth,  as  of  his  owne  fee;  and  in  fuch  fort 
that  the  Earl  of  Leicefier  dial!  not  be  able  therefore  to  forfait  to  Earle  Ranulf  for 
any  ; and  if  it  be  needful  for  Earle  Ranulf,  hia  body  (hall  be  received  into  the 
demeafne  cadle  of  Mountforre!  ; and  that  in  fuch  fort,  that  the  Earle  of  Leceder 
fhall  bear  unto  him  fayth  (always  the  faith  due  to  his  leidge  lord  referved)  ; and  if 
it  be  behoofful  that  the  Earle  of  Leceder  go  againft  the  Earl  of  Chefler  with  his 
leige  lord,  he  may  not  cary  with  him  above  20  knights.  And  if  the  Earl  of  Le- 
ceder, or  thofe  20  knights,  fhall  take  any  of  the  Earl  of  Cheder’s  goods,  it  fhall 
be  all  redored  again  ; nether  may  the  Earle  of  Leceder’s  leidge  lorde,  nor  any 
other,  forfeit  to  the  Earle  of  Cheder,  nor  unto  any  of  his,  none  of  the  faid 
Earle  of  Leceder’s  cadells  nor  lands ; and  in  fuch  fort,  that  the  Earle  of  Leceder 
may  not,  for  ayny  cafe,  ympeach  or  hinder  the  body  of  the  Earle  of  Cheder, 
except  he  hath  defyed  him  15  dayes  before;  and  th.e  Earle  of  Leceder  is  bound 
to  ayde  the  Earle  of  Cheder  agaynd  all  men,  except  the  fay  de  Earle  of  Lecefter’s 
leige  lord  and  Earle  Symon.  Earle  Symon  he  may  ayde  in  this  manner:  that  if 
fo  be  Earle  Ranulf  diall  forfeit  to  Earl  of  Leceder,  then,  in  that  caie,  he  may 
ayde  him  ; and  if  Earle  Symon  fhall  forfeit  to  the  Earle  of  Cheder,  and  will  not 
Teform  himfelf  to  the  Earle  of  Leiceder,  then  (hall  not  the  Earle  of  Leceder  ayde 
him.  And  the  Earle  of  Leceder  is  bound  to  keep  fuch  lands  and  goods  of  the 
Earle  of  Cheder’s  as  are  in  the  power  of  the  fayde  Earle  of  Leceder’s,  without 
fraud.  And  the  Earle  of  Leceder  hath  compounded  with  Earle  Ranulte,  that  the 
cadell  of  Raueneflon  fhall  fall,  unlefs  it  remayne  with  the  allowans  of  Earle*Ra- 
nulfe,  and  in  fuch  fort,  that  if  ayny  woulde  houlde  that  cadell  agaynd  the  Earle 
of  Leceder,  Earle  Ranulfe  fhall  helpe  to  dedroy  that  cadell  without  fraud ; and  if

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Earle  Ranulfe  doe  make  clame  of  William  of  Alnetto,  the  Earle  of  Lecefter 
in  his  court  fhall  doe  him  right  fo  long  as  the  fayde  William  fhall  remayne 
the  Earle  of  Lecefter’s  man,  and  fhall  houlde  his  land  of  him;  and  as  fuch  forte, 
that  if  William,  or  ayny  of  his,  depart  from  the  fidelity  of  the  Earle  of  Lecefter 
for  the  railnge  of  the  caftell,  or  becaufe  he  will  not  anfwere  to  right  in  the  Earle 
of  Lecefter’s  court,  they  dial l not  be  received  into  the  Earle  of  Chefter’s  pro- 
t-edlion,  nether  William  nor  his,  to  do  any  harm  to  the  Earl  of  Lecefter. 

“ In  this  agreement,  there  remayneth  to  the  Earle  of  L.ecefter  the  caftell  of  Wire- 
wyke,  (Lengthened  with  his  other  caftells*,  and  on  the  contrary  part,  Earle  Ranulf 
fhall  owe  fidelity  to  the  Earle  of  Lecefter,  referring  the  faith  due  to  his  leige  lord  ; 
and  if  it  fhall  be  behoofull  for  the  Earl  ot  Chefter  to  goe  agaynft  the  Earle  of 
I.eccfter  with  his  leige  lord,  he  may  not  cary  with  him  above  twenty  knights  : 
if  the  Earle  cf  Chefter,  or  thefe  twenty  knights,  fhall  take  any  of  the  Earle  of 
Lecefter’s  good,  it  fhall  be  wholy  reftored  ; nether  may  the  Earle  of  Chcfter's 
leige  lord,  nor  ayny  other,,  forfeit  to  the  Earle  of  Lecefter,  or  any  of  his,  any  of 
the  Earle  of  Chefter’s  caftells,  nor  ayny  of  his  lande;  and  in  fuch  forte,  that 
the  Earle  of  Chefter  cannot,  for  ayny  caufe,  nor  in  ayny  wife,  impeach  or  hinder 
the  Earle  of  Lecefler’s  body,  unlefs  he  have  defyed  him  15  dayes  before  ; and  the 
Earle  of  Chefter  is  bound  to  help  the  Earle  of  Lecefter  agaynft  all  men,  excepting 
the  Earle  of  Lecefter’s  leige  Lord  and  Earle,  Robert  of  Ferrars : Earle  Robert  he 
may  ayde  in  this  manner  ; if  the  Earle  of  Lecefter  (hall  forfeit  to  the  Earle  Fep. 
rers,  and  he  the  fayde  Earle  of  Lecefter  will  not  reforme  the  forfeit  for  the  Earle 
of  Chefter,  then  may  the  Earle  of  Chefter  help  him  ; and  if  Earle  Robert  of 
Ferrars  fhall  forfeit  ro  the  Earle  of  Lecefter,  the  Earle  of  Chefter  fhall  not  ayde 
him  *,  and  the  Earle  of  Chefter  fhall  keep  the  lands  and  goods  of  the  Earle  of 
Lycefter’s  which  are  in  the  power  of  the  Laid  Earle  of  Chefter,  without  any  fraud. 
And  the  Earle  of  Chefter  hath  compounded  with  the  Earle  of  Lecefter,  that  if  ayny 
would  keep  the  caftell  of  Rauenfton  agaynft  the  Earle  of  L,eicefter,  Earle  Ranulf 
fhall,  without  fraud,  help  to  deftroy  the  fame  caftell  ; nether  may  the  Earle  of 
Chefter,  nor  yet  the  Earle  of  Leicefter,  fortifie  ayny  new  caftell  betweene  Hinckley 
and  Coventry,  nor  betweene  Hinckley  and  Llardrefhell,  nether  between  Coventry 
and  Dunnington,  nether  between  Dunnington  and  Leicefter,  nor  yet  at  Gatham, 
nether  at  Theweldefton,  nether  ayny  neerer,  nether  between  Cheveldon  and 
Belvoir,  nether  between  Belvoir  and  Hocham,  nether  between  Hocham  and  Rock- 
ingham, nether  ayny  neerer,  except  it  be  done  with  the  confent  of  either  parties ; 
and  if  any  in  the  aforefaid  places,  or  within  the  aforefaid  bounds,  fhall  fortifie  any 
caftell,  ether  fhall  be  ayding  unto  the  other,  without  fraud,  owntell  the  fayde  caftell 
be  deftroyed.  And  uppon  this  agreement  each  doth  pledge  his  Chriftianity,  in 
fuch  fort,  that  if  ayny  fhould  ftart  from  this  accorde,  and  would  not  reforme  him- 
felf  within  15  dayes  after,  then  the  Bifhopp  of  Lincolne  and  the  Bifhopp  of 
Chefter  fhall  doe  juftice  uppon  him,  as  upon  one  that  hath  falhfied  his  faith.  And 
the  Bilhop  of  Lincolne  and  the  Bilhop  of  Chefter  fhall  deliver  pledges,  both  of 
them  two,  which  they  have  receaved  for  the  houiding  of  thefe  agreements ; that 
is  to  fay,  unto  him  that  fhall  keepe  and  houlde  thefe  former  agreements.” 


Some 
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Some  very  fma.ll  fragments  of  the  foundation  are  to  be  feen  on  a round  part  of 
the  hill  called  Cattle-hill.  ee  It  is  well  worth  while/’  Mr.  Bray  fays,  “ to  walk 
ever  this  hill,  inftead  of  riding  through  the  town.  The  rich  meadows  below, 
through  which  runs  the  Soar,  and  the  riling  ground  on  the  further  fide  of  it,  with 
the  towns  of  Sileby,  Barrow,  See.  form  a fine  view*.  The  meadows  are  very  flat; 
and,  after  heavy  rains,  the  river  fpreads  to  a great  width.  At  fuch  times  this  hill 
is  Laid  to  bear  a refemblance  to  Gibraltar.  In  the  flreet  is  an  ancient  crofs,  almofl 
hid  by  a paltry  building,  inclofing  the  pedettal  and  part  of  the  fhaft,  which  is  long 
and  (lender,  of  eight  Tides,  fluted,  and  in  the  flutes  are  carved  fome  heads,  quater- 
foils,  and  other  ornaments.  It  is  railed  on  three  fteps,  and  at  each  corner  of  the 
pedeftal  is  a rude  figure  with  wings  T*  It  is  faid  there  is  an  intention  of  taking  it 
down.  There  is  a fmall  chapel  belonging  to  this  town  J. 

The  North-fide  of  Rodely  church-yard  feems  appropriated  to  the  inhabitants  of 
that  part  of  Mountforrel  which  is  within  their  di&rid. 

Two  traders  tokens  of  this  town,  Plate  L.  fig.  ij,  14.  are  noticed  in  p.  1 159; 
to  which  may  now  be  added,  fig.  16,  “ Jofeph  Lovett,  of  Mountforil,  his  halfpenny, 

1667  and  in  the  fame  plate,  fig.  17,  is  another  additional  token,  viz.  “ Tho- 
M mas  Heyricke,  of  Harboro,  his  halfpenny,  16 66.”

P.  505.  673.  At  the  Eafl  end  of  the  South  aile  of  Nailfton  church,  on  a large 
altar-tomb,  is  a fingular  portrait,  tricked  in  alabafler,  of  a very  old  man,  with  a 
long  picked  beard  ; his  hair  cut  fhort,  falling  over  his  forehead.  He  is  in  a Rallied 
doubler,  faced  with  ermine;  and  at  the  left  hand  corner  is  a Riield  of  arms,  two 
ravens.  By  the  infcription,  which  is  in  7 flanzas  of  doggrel  rhyme,  we  learn  that 
Thomas  Corbet,  who  lived  to  be  94,  was  Serjeant  of  the  Pantry  to  King  Henry  VIII. 
King  Edward  VI.  Queen  Mary,  and  Queen  Elizabeth;  that  he  was  the  oldefl 
officer  in -the  court,  and  had  feen  four  coronations;  that  he  had  19  children  in 
18  years  by  his  firfl  wife,  and  another  brood  by  a fecond  marriage  ; and  that  he 
died,  much  lamented  both  by  rich  and  poor,  Aug.  23,  1586.

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many  of  his  friends  as  his  houfe  will  hold  with  apartments,  where  they  are  fur- 
ni fhed  with  dinners,  and  all  provifions,  as  at  any  public  place.  Many  of  thofe  who 
attend  the  hunt,  and  cannot  get  apartments  in  the  houfe,  or  are  Grangers,  come  to 
the  inns,  and  great  numbers  of  hunters  are  alfo  kept  here.  The  company  on  a 
field-day  is  very  numerous,  and  they  go  out  with  as  much  ceremony  as  to  court, 
their  hair  being  always  dreffed 

In  the  church  of  Sbenjlon , in  Stafford  (hire,  is  a very  handfome  monument  of 
azure^ coloured  hone,  of  a very  fine  grain,  and  well-poiifhed,  Handing  on  a founda- 
tion of  white  ones;  with  pillars  of  white  (tone  at  the  four  corners  neatly  cut  and 
polithed  ; in  memory  of  a gentleman,  2 5 years  old,  fon  of  Richard  and  Mary  Burgefs, 
of  Quarndon,  who  put  an  end  to  his  own  life  at  the  Welch-Harp,  in  Upper  Stonall, 
whither  he  came  as  a traveller  in  the  dage-coach. 

P.  82  r.  “ Quenby  Hall  is  an  old  houfe,  built  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  ; but,  what 
is  very  extraordinary,  in  an  admirable  fituation,  being  on  a very  high  eminence,  finely 
wooded,  that  commands  all  the  country  : it  was  formerly  the  tafle  to  place  their 
feats  in  the  lowed:  and  mod:  unpleafant  fituatlons  of  a whole  edate.  Mr.  Aihby, 
when  he  came  to  the  edate,  found  the  houfe  a mere  (hell,  ipuch  out  of  repair,  and 
the  offices  in  ruin.  He  has  in  a few  years  brought  the  whole  into  complete  order  ; 
fitted  up  all  the  rooms  in  a dyle  of  great  propriety  ; his  furniture  rich,  and  fome 
of  it  magnificent — and  his  collection  of  prints  an  excellent  one.  His  library  fu- 
perbly  filled  with  the  bed  and  mod  expenfive  books  in  feveral  languages ; the 
bindings  remarkably  elegant.  Around  the  houfe  is  a new  terrace,  which  commands 
a great;  variety  of  profped ; on  one  fide  very  extenfive,  over  a didant  hilly  country, 
and  even  to  the  mountains  of  the  Peak.  On  the  other  fide,  a beautiful  landfcape  of 
hanging  hills,  with  fcattered  wood,  fhelving  into  a winding  valley,  fo  low,  that  you 
look  down  upon  it  in  a very  pidurefque  manner  : the  fides  of  the  hills  all  cut 
into  rich  inclofures.  Befides  various  offices,  and  a very  complete  kitchen-ground, 
this  gentleman  has  alfo  ereded  three  new  farm-houfes,  and  a parfonage,  in  a neat 
and  fubftantial  manner,  of  brick  and  tile  ; and  fome  cottages  in  the  fame  manner ; 
and  placed  them  at  the  entrance  of  his  village,  in  fuch  a manner  that  they  have  a 
mod  agreeable  effed.  Thefe  works  are  very  noble ; they  ornament  a country,  en- 
courage indudry,  promote  that  ufeful  circulation  which  fhould  ever  attend  the 
refidence  of  a man  of  fortune,  and  are  fure  to  acquire  that  fame,  which  is  due  to 
fo  juft  a fpecies  of  patriotifm  T.” 

By  the  attention  of  Mr.  Affiby,  in  fending  for  a mod  intelligent  grazier  and 
farmer,  one  of  his  tenants,  Mr.  Young  was  enabled  to  give  the  following  account 
of  the  hulbandry  of  the  neighbourhood. 

“ The  principal  part  of  the  country  is  grazing  farms,  which  rife  from  100I.  to 
900I.  a year  ; the  open  field  arable  farms,  from  50I.  to  80I.  a year.  The  foil  is  all 
a ftrong  rich  clay ; letting  (inclcfed)  from  10  s.  to  30  s.  an  acre  ; on  an  average

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about  1 8s.  The  open  fields  to  10s.  The  courfe  of  crops  in  the  open  fields  is, 
1.  Fallow — 2.  Barley  or  wheat — 3.  Beans.  In  the  inclofures : 1.  Turnips,  drawn 
and  fed  on  grafs. — 2.  Barley. — 3.  Wheat  or  oats.  This  is  a wretched  courfe. 
Sorretimes,  1.  Turnips — 2.  Barley — 3.  Clover  two  years. — 4.  Wheat. 

“ In  the  hiring  and  flocking  of  farms,  they  reckon  ioool.  necefiary  for  a farm  of 
200I.  a year  ; and  in  general  that  five  rents  will  flock  grazing  farms.  An  open 
one,  five  rents.  Land  fells  at  from  30  to  35  years  purchafe.  Tythes  are  taken 
in  kind,  but  grazing  is  tithe-free.  Poor  rates  is.  to  4s.  in  the  pound  ; 20  years 
ago  they  wTere  3d.  Fifteen  years  ago  the  rates  of  this  parifh  were  9I.  a year  ; 
now  thev  are  140!.  to  150I. ; and  this  vail  rife  they  attribute  much  to  the  excefs 
of  tea-drinking;  the  lowed  of  the  poor  drink  it  twice  a day,  while  their  children 
have  not  bread  to  eat.  It  is  not  owing  to  an  increafe  of  numbers,  for  they  had  as 
many  poor  15  years  ago  as  now,  and  their  pay,  which  is  now  iod.  was  then  only 
8d.  The  employment  is  fpinning  jerfeys  for  dockings.  Few  leafes  granted.  The 
farmers  carry  their  corn  eight  miles

The  church  is  in  Derbyfoire ; but  the  two  counties  are  fo  intermixed,  that  the 
inhabitants  do  not,  in  many  cafes,  know  their  diftinft  bounds. 

The  houfe  in  which  Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey  was  born  dood  in  both  counties.

f “ In  order  to  throw  a little  light  upon  this  difference,  it  may  not  be  unprofitable  to  give  a-n 
abftradt  of  what  Bin  ton  has  here  colle&ed  and  remarked.  In  an  old  treatife  of  the  antient  laws 
of  this  land,  called  “ The  Mirrour  of  Juftices,”  it  appears  that  about  the  time  of  King  Arthur, 
that  renowned  Bririfh  King,  this  realm  was  divided  into  counties  and  (hires  ; and  the  chief  offi- 
cers of  them  are  there  named  “ Cuftodes  five  Praepoliti  Comitatus,”  afterwards  called  by  the 
Saxons  Sh'iremen  and  Shirceves.  After  the  Heptarchy  was  extinift,  and  the  Weft  Saxon  Kings 
(having  vanquifhed  all  the  reft)  had  lettled  a monarchy,  the  valiant  and  learned  King  Alfred, 
who  began  his  reign  anno  Domini  872,  greatly  reformed  the  firft  divifion  which  was  made  of 
the  (hires.  For,  whereas  many  incroachmenrs  had  been  made,  many  bounds  and  meers  cbfcured 
'and  taken  a ay,  he  rectified  them  again,  making  an  exadt,  plain,  and  diftind  partition  of  each  ; 
taking  advantage  of  all  natural  rivers,  hills,  rocks,  woods,  and  marflies  ; and  in  fome  parts  with 
artificial  boundaries,  which  were  almoft  performed  throughout  the  realm  by  an  exadl  furvev. 
Yet,  not  vlthftandmg  fuch  regulations,  forne  manors  continued  feparate,  which,  in  the  Saxons 
time,  when  ft  me  (lie-riffs  were  hereditary,  fome  officiaries,  and  ba^  jurildieftion  over  the  counties, 
either  by  compofifi  n or  grant,  were  made  fubjedt  to  another  (lieriff’s  authority;  andfo,  by 
time,  were  incorporated  to  the  boih  ol  the  other  county,  though,  in  fact,  they  were  no  part 
thereof,  but  belonged  to  that  county  ui.hin  whofe  bounds  thole  manors  were  fituate:  or  they 
n-.r.y  be  thus  accounted  ol*  during  the  Saxon  Heptarchy,  when  continual  encroachments  and  in- 
v ifi<  nt>  we  re  made  by  thole  (even  Kings  upon  their  neighbours,  that  these  lands  were  wrongfully 
fei?cd  , yet,  being  once  ulurped,  they  retained  the  polleffion,  and  incorporated  them  with  the 
next  county  oi  theirs  to  which  they  were  adjacent.”  Topographer,  vol.  II.  p.  91, 
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The  manor,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church,  was  granted  by  King  Edward  III. 
in  the  tenth  year  of  his  reign  to  Henry  Lord  Beaumont,  and  came  afterwards  to 
the  abbey  of  Girendon  ; and  after  the  Diffolution,  it  was  granted  by  King 
Henry  VIII.  to  Thomas  Maimers  Earl  of  Rutland , who,  in  the  33d  of  that  King’s 
reign,  aliened  the  manor  to  Henry  Digby , of  Tickencote,  in  Rutlandfhire,  Gent. 
It  afterwards  belonged  to  the  family  of  Wilkins , who  rofe  to  riches  and  confequence 
by  coal  mines.  From  the  executors  of  Mr.  Wilkins,  the  manor  was  purchased  by 
Ro^er  Cave  T,  Efq;  only  fon  of  Sir  Roger  Cave,  of  Stanford  Hall,  in  Leicefterfhire, 
Baronet,  by  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Bromley,  of  Bagingron.  After  the 
death  of  Mr.  Cave  in  1741,  the  manor  was  purchafed  by  Leonard  Fojhrooke , Efq; 
of  Shardlow,  in  Derbyfhire,  father  of  Leonard  Fojhrooke , Efq. 

Mr.  Wilkins  built  a very  large  and  magnificent  feat  near  the  hofpital,  in  which 
Mr.  Cave  afterwards  lived  ; but  which  Mr.  Fofbrooke,  foon  after  his  purchafe, 
pulled  down,  fold  the  greater  part  of  the  materials,  and  built  an  handfome  though 
much  fmaller  feat  in  its  (lead.  His  fon,  after  his  marriage  with  a daughter  of 

Winjlanley , Efq;  filler  of  Clement  Winjlanley , Efq*,  of  Braunflon,  relided  during 

feveral  years  at  this  place ; but  on  the  death  of  his  mother  removed  to  Shardlow  ; 
fince  which  it  has  been  occupied  by  feveral  tenants : the  prefent  is  Go  dolphin  William 
Burjlem , Efq.  Mr.  Burjlem  is  concerned  in  the  coal  mines  in  and  near  Cole- 
Orton . The  whole  parilh  of  Ravenjlon , it  is  fuppoled,  affords  coals,  though  the 
quality  may  not  be  good. 

A Mr.  Crefwell  has  alfo  confiderable  property  in  this  parifh,  and  has  lately  ere&ed 
a good  houfe  by  the  road  fide. 

There  is  near  the  church  a good  building  for  an  hofpital  for  32  poor 
widows,  of  Raunfton,  Cole-Orton,  and  Swannington.  They  are  very  amply  pro- 
vided for,  and  ha,ve  a chapel  and  chaplain,  for  whom  an  houfe  is  provided  in  one 
wing  of  the  building.  The  chapel  occupies  the  other  wing.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Tho- 
mas is  the  prefent  chaplain.  In  the  front  are  the  founder’s  arms,  and  this  infeription  : 

“ This  Hofpital  was  built  by 
John  Wilkins  j,  Efq. 

And  with  his  confent  very  liberally 
endowed  by  Rebecca  his  wife, 
in  memory  of  their  only  fon 
Francis  Wollafton  Wilkins, 
who  died  on  the  5th  day  of  February, 
anno  Domini  1711. 

Soli  Deo  Gloria . 

The  two  wings  in  the  front  of  this 

Hofpital  were  ere&ed  by  the  favings 
from  the  fund  appropriated  to  its 
fupport,  anno  Domini  1784.”

Their  father,  John  Mawbey  above-mentioned, 

Was  the  only  fon  of  Mr.  William  Mawbey  of  this  parifh, 
who  died  in  1733,  feventh  fon  of  Erafmus  Mawbey  of 
Shenton,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter , only  fon  of  Richard  Mawbey , 
of  South  Kilworth ; whofe  elder  brother  John , by  Agnes , daughter 
of  William  Chamberlayne , Efq;  of  Leicefter , was  father  of 
Erafmus  Mawbey  or  Mautby , who,  in  1643,  joining  the  regiment  of 
horfe  commanded  by  Sir  Arthur  Hafelrigg , Bart,  with  many  recruits, 
raifed  at  his  own  expence,  was  foon  after  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Roundway -Downy  near  The  Devizes , in  Wiltjhire , 
valiantly  fighting  for  the  Liberties  of  his  Country. 
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His  unfortunate  death,  his  widow’s  fecend  .marriage, 
and  the  calamities  brought  on  them  by  the  Civil  War, 
proved  greatly  prejudicial  to  the  intercfts  of  the  Family. 

John  and  Richard  Mawbey  were  the  eld  eft  fons  of  William 
Mawbey  ; from  d homos  the  third  foo  are  ciefcended  the  Maze  beys 
at  this  time  of  South  Kilwcrth.  The  faid  William , with  his 
brothers  Richard  and  Robert , the  laft  of  whom  was  baptized  at 
South  Kilworth  (as  appears  by  the  regifter  of  that  parifh)  on  12  May, 

1561,  were  the  fons  of  Richard  Mawbey , Efq;  by  Margaret 
hi?  wife,  of  South  Kilwcrth  aforefaid,  born  at  Kettering , in  the  county 
of  Northampton ; and  defeended  of  the  ancient  family  of  the  Mawbey  s 
or  Mautbeys  of  the  county  of  Norfolk . 

Joseph  Mawbey,  Efq;  of  Kennington  and  Botleys , in  the 
county  of  Surrey , Sheriff  in  17 57  for  that  County,  and 
afterwards  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  Borough  of 
Southwark , dedicated  this  monument,  in  1764, 
to  the  memory  of  his  parents  and  progenitors.”

'*  The  name  of  this  family  has  been  varioufly  written,  as  Mawtebey , Maulthy , Mauteby , 
Mawbie , Mawky , and  Mawbey.  It  is  defeended  from  a family  who  took  their  name  from  the 
village  of  Maivibx,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  of  which  village  they  were  early  enfeoffed  by  the 
Crown.  Simon  de  Mauteby  had  an  intereft  therein  in  the  10th  year  of  Richard  I.  when  he  was 
enant,  and  Lambert  Fitz-otho  petent,  in  a fine  of  16  acres  of  land. 

Simon  de  Mauteby  was  the  father  of  Walter  de  Mauteby,  and  he  of  Robert  de  Mauteby,  to 
whom  the  fix  fons  of  Robert  de  Mauteby,  his  uncle,  releafed  three  carucates  of  land  in  Mautby. 
He  was  father  of  Sir  Walter  de  Mauteby,  who  married  Chriftian  de  Baflingham,  one  of  the 
daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Piers  de  Baflingham,  fub-colleclor  and  accomptant  in  the  15th  of 
King  John  ; who,  it  appears,  had  two  other  daughters,  Margaret,  married  to  Sir  John  de  Flegg, 
and  Alia,  married  to  Sir  Peter  de  Brampton  ; and  amongft  thefe  Salkirk  manor,  in  Salle,  was 
divided,  as  well  as  other  the  eflates  of  the  faicl  Sir  Piers  de  Baflingham. 

This  Sir  Walter  de  Mautbey  had  a grant  in  1248,  32  Henry  III.  of  free-warren  in  Mautbey; 
and  he  occurs  lord  thereof  in  the  34th  and  41ft  years  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III. 

About  the  year  1248,  Simon  the  prior  of  Norwich  granted  the  manor  of  Weft  Becham  in  Nor- 
folk, and  all  his  lands  there  (except  the  advowfon  of  the  church  and  glebe  lands)  to  Sir  Walter 
de  Mautby  and  his  heirs.  Sir  Walter  was  fued  in  Henry  the  Third’s  time,  for  impofing  a new 
toll  in  Becham  Fair.  In  1269  (53  Henry  III.)  Sir  Walter  de  Mauteby  purchafed  Flegg  Hall,  in 
Winterton,  of  Sir  William  de  Flegg ; who  alio  releafed  to  him,  in  the  6th  year  of  Edward  I.  all 
his  right  and  title  in  Bafingham  manor,  Weft  Becham,  and  Matlafk.  Chriftian  his  wife  brought 
him  Mauteby’s  manor  in  Burfton.  It  appears  that  William  de  Valentia,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  half- 
brother  to  King  Henry  III.  held  Matlalk  in  capite  of  that  King,  with  Saxthorp,  in  his  34th  year, 
which  were  held  of  him  by  the  faid  Sir  Walter  de  Mauteby,  who  married  Chriftian  above-men- 
tioned, daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  piers  de  Baflingham  ; by  her  he  had, 
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Mr.  John  Mawbey  was  poflefled  of  a fmall  eftate  in  this  parifn,  which,  on  his 
death,  came  to  his  eldeft  furviving  fon,  John  Mawbey , Efq,  On  his  removal  to 
Vauxhall , in  the  county  of  Surrey,  in  1755,  where  for  many  years  he  was  an  a&ive 
juft  ice  of  the  peace,  he  fold  the  eftate  to  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  William  Alcock, 
defcended  from  a family  of  that  name,  of  Sibertoft , in  the  county  of  Northampton  5 
whole  arms  are,  Gules,  a fefs  between  3 cocks  heads,  erafed,  Argent,  barbed  and 
crefted,  Or. — Creft,  on  a wreath,  a cock  Ermine,  beaked,  crefted,  and  wattled.  Or. — 
On  Mr.  Alcock' s death,  in  1764,  the  eftate  came  to,  and  is  now  the  property  of, 
his  eldeft  foil,  the  prefent  Jofeph  Alcock,  Efq.  of  his  Majefty’s  Treafury,  who  is  in 
the  commiftion  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Surrey , and  who  married,  on  March  2, 
1790,  Mils  Elizabeth- Jane  Tayler,  fifter  to  Richard  Fayler,  Efq;  of  Charlton-Houfe, 
in  the  county  of  Midalefex . — John  Mawbey,  Efq;  died  without  any  furviving  ifiue, 
on  June  22,  1786,  at  Fulbrooke,  in  the  county  of  Oxford : his  body  was  depofited  in 
Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey  s vault,  in  the  chancel  of  Chert  fey  church,  in  the  county  of 
Surrey;  at  which  time  the  remains  of  his  daughter,  Maria  Mawbey,  were  placed 
therein,  being  removed  from  Lambeth  church,  at  the  particular  defire  of  his  widow, 
Anne  Mawbey,  who  enjoys  his  eftates  in  Qxjordjhire  and  in  Surrey . 

Sir 

Sir  Walter  de  Mauteby,  who  married  Petronilla ; and  by  her  was  father  of  Sir  Robert  de 

Mauteby.  In  the  6th  year  of  King  Edward  I.  feveral  mefluages  and  lands  in  Salle,  and  in  Dalling, 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  were  fettled  by  fine  on  Sir  Walter  de  Mautby  and  Petronilla  his  wife. 

He  was  fucceeded  by  Sir  Robert  de  Mauteby.  In  the  20th  of  Edward  I.  (anno  1292)  the  jury 
find,  that  neither  the  manor,  nor  any  lands  in  Mauteby,  were  partable,  but  were  to  defcend  to 
Sir  Robert  de  Mauteby,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Walter;  and  the  faid  Sir  Robert  occurs  lord  in  1300. 
In  1307  he  prefented  Thomas  de  Hykeyngge  to  the  reftory  of  Mautby.  In  1284  Sir  Robert  de 
Mauteby  had  a view  of  frank-pledge  and  affize  of  bread  and  beer  in  his  manor  of  Weft  Becham. 

Sir  Robert  de  Mautbey,  by  Alice  his  firft  wife,  had  a daughter  Petronilla,  heirefs  to  Roger  de 
Somery,  of  one  part  of  the  manor  of  Brome  Hall  in  Norfolk,  who  was  married  to  Roger,  fon  of 
William  de  Brome  : they  fettled  in  1302,  temp.  Henry  111.  the  manor  and  advowfon  on  them- 
felves  for  life,  with  remainder  to  Robert,  their  fon.  To  this  fettlemcnt  Henry  de  Brome, 
the  brother  to  Roger,  was  a party.  By  his  fecond  wife,  Sir  Robert  de  Mauteby  had  a fon  and 
fucceftor,  Sir  John  de  Mauteby,  and  a daughter,  Sibil,  married  to  John  Fitz-Simons,  on  whom 
he  fettled  a moiety  of  the  manor  of  Weft  Becham  till  he  portioned  her.  He  was  fucceeded  by 
his  fon. 

Sir  John  de  Mauteby,  who  was  lord  of  Mawtby,  &c.  in  1316,  (9th  of  Edward  II.)  ; and  alfo 
in  1330;  and  in  1336,  in  the  10th  year  of  Edward  III.  as  appears  by  a deed  of  that  date  ; he 
pretented  John  de  Bottesford  to  the  church  of  Bafingham  in  1326,  of  which  he  was  lord  in  the 
9th  year  of  Edward  II. 

In  1316  John  Fitz-Simons  and  Sibil  hi9  wife  (daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Mauteby)  releafed 
to  Sir  John  de  Mauteby,  their  brother,  who  was  then  lord,  their  right  to  a moiety  of  Weft 
Becham  manor. 

The  faid  Sir  John  de  Mauteby  married  Avelina  de  Grenon,  of  Sparham,  in  the  county  of  Nor- 
folk, with  whom  he  had  Mauteby’s  manor  in  that  town.  The  faid  Avelina  (called,  in  the  9th 
\-ear  of  Edward  II.  Avelina  de  Mautbey)  was  returned  lady  of  the  faid  manor.  He  was,  in  the 
6th  year  of  Edw.  I.  lord  of  Bafingham,  Weft  Becham,  and  Matlalk  ; and  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon, 
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Sir  Jofeph  Maw  bey,  Bart,  is  the  only  furviving  fon  of  Mr.  John  Mawbey  • he  quitted 
L'eicejierfhire  at  a very  early  age,  having  been  educated  in  Surrey  by  his  uncle  Jofeph 
Pratt,  Efq;  of  Vauxball , with  an  intention  of  being  admitted  i to  the  church  : but 
that  uncle,  who  was  largely  engaged'  in  the  mak-diftillery,  obferving  the  declining 
(late  of  health  of  another  nephew,  then  his  partner,  prevailed  upon  him  to  relin- 
quilh  ftudy  for  bu !inefs ; in  conlequence  of  which,  he  and  his  brother  John  Mawbey, 
Efq-,  for  ieveral  years  carried  on  the  malt-diftillery  and  vinegar  bulinefs  at  Vauxball , 
which  both  relinquished  after  he  v\as  chofen  Knight  of  the  Shire  for  Surrey ..  His 
uncle,  at  his  death  in  1754,  left  him  confiderable  property;  which  was  further 
increafed  on  his  marriage  in  1760,  with  Elizabeth,  only  furviving  daughter  of  his 
couftn,  Richard  Pratt,  Efq*,  of  Vauxhall  aforefaid  ; who,  on  the  death  of  her  bro- 
ther, Jofeph  Pratt,  Efq;  in  1766,  then  a Fellow  Commoner  of  Trinity  College,  Cam- 
bridge, fucceeded  to  all  his  eftates. 

In 

Sir  Robert  de  Mautbey,  who  in  1347  (20th  Edward  III.)  was  lord  of  Matlalk,  Mawtby,  Ba- 
fingham,  &c.  in  which  year  he  prefented  Thomas  Feltenham  to  the  reftory  of  Bafingham  ; and 
John  de  Batisford  to  the  rectory  of  Mautbey;  and  the  faid  John  de  Batisford  dying  the  fame 
year,  he  again  prefented  Edmund  de  Mawtby  to  the  redtory  of  Mawtby.  He  married  Alianora 
his  wife;  and  they  were  both  living  in  1355,  as  appears  by  a fine  in  that  year.  He  was  fucceeded 
by  his  fon, 

Sir  John  de  Mauteby,  who  was  lord  of  Mawtby,  Bafingham,  Weft  Becham,  Matlalk,  Mawtby’s 
manor  in  Sparham,  Mawtby’s  manor  in  Winterton,  lands  in  North  Walfham,  Worlted,  Dilham, 
&c.  held  of  the  abbot  of  St.  Bennet.  He  prefented  in  1369  Thomas  de  Bolours  to  Bafingham 
church  or  re<ftory ; and  on  his  death,  in  1397,  Clement  Hadham  to  the  faid  church. 

In  1397  he  alfo  prefented  John  Tydefdall  to  the  redtory  of  Mawtby. 

Sir  John  de  Mawtbey,  his  eldeft  fon  (who  died  in  the  life-time  of  his  father)  was  a feoffee  for 
the  manors  of  Lanwades  in  Ulefton,  Peek  Hall  in  Titlelhall  in  Norfolk,  and  fealed  with  a plain 
crofs  ; and,  in  the  year  1374,  was  buried  before  the  altar  of  St.  Mary’s  in  the  church  of  Freton 
St.  Edmund  in  Suffolk,  where  he  lived.  He  left  an  only  daughter,  Alianora  de  Mauteby,  who 
was  married  to  Sir  William  Calthorpe,  fon  and  heir  of  Oliver  Cahhorpe,  who  thereupon  quartered 
the  arms  of  Mawtby  with  his  own.  Thefe  arms  have  been  varioufly  borne  by  the  family ; fome- 
times  Azure,  a crofs,  Or;  fometimes  a crofs  Gilles,  fretty  Or,  between  4 eagles  difplayed,  Azure. 
In  Upwell  church  are  the  arms  of  Clipfby,  impaling  Calthorpe;  where,  amongft  other  quarter- 
ings,  is,  6thly,  Azure,  a crofs  formy.  Or,  for  Mawtby.  By  the  faid  Alianora  de  Mawtby,  Sir 
William  Calthorpe  had  a fon  Sir  William,  father  of  another  Sir  William  Calthorpe,  from  whom 
the  prefent  Earl  of  Egmont  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  is  maternally  defcended. 

Sir  John  de  Mawteby,  the  father,  made  his  laft  will  and  teftament  on  October  2 7 and  29,  1403, 
to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul  of  Mauteby,  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary,  by 
the  body  of  Agnes  his  wife,  under  the  fame  marble  ftone  on  the  right  hand  ; and  appoints  Robert 
de  Martham,  Geoffrey  de  Somerton,  John  de  Grefham,  &c.  executors.  He  gives  Robert  his  fon 
and  heir  all  his  horfes,  cows,  carts,  corn,  bees,  wardrobe,  ornaments  of  his  chapel  in  Mauteby 
manor;  to  John,  fon  of  the  faid  Robert,  a piece  of  filver,  late  John  Mauteby’s  his  uncle;  to 
Thomas  his  fon,  another  piece,  &c.  This  Sir  John  died  on  the  30th  of  Odtober,  1403,  and  the 
will  was  proved  on  the  18th  of  December  following. 

Sir  Robert  de  Mawtbey  fucceeded  the  faid  Sir  John  in  all  his  eftates,  his  elder  brother  John 
having  left  behind  him  one  daughter,  Elianora,  married  to  Sir  William  Calthorpe  as  before  men- 
tioned. 
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In  1757  he  ferved  the  office  of  Sheriff  for  the  county  cf  Surrey.  At  the  general 
ele&ion  in  1761,  he  was  chofen  one  of  the  Representatives  for  tie  Borough  of 
Southwark  in  the  twelfth  Parliament  of  Great  Britain;  and  in  March,  1768,  was 


again  ele&ed  member  for  the  faid  Borough. 


At  the  general  ele&iou  in  17' 


he 


was  candidate  to  reprefent  the  County  of  Surrey  in  Parliament;  but  four  other  can- 
didates having  previoufiy  confolidated  their  refpeflive  inrerehs  againif  him,  he  was 
defeated  at  that  time.  Sir  Francis  Vincent's  death  making  a vacancy  in  June, 
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he  was  again  a candidate  to  reprefent  that  county  in  Parliament,  and  was  choien 
by  a confiderable  majority  ; Sir  Francis  Vincent , fon  of  the  former  member,  and 
Mr.  Norton , now  Lord  Grant  ley , being  his  opponents.  In  1780  he  was  again  chofen 
Knight  of  the  Shire  for  Surrey,  with  Admiral  Keppel , the  coined  lying  between  the1 
latter  and  the  Hon.  Thomas  Onflow  ; and  in  1784  was  again  elected  for  that  county. 
He  has  for  many  years  been  one  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Quarter  Seffions  for  Surrey; 
and  his  life,  as  a Magiftrate  and  Member  of  Parliament,  has  been  adtive,  difintereded, 
and  independent.  He  was  created  a Baronet  of  Great  Britain , by  letters  patent,  on 

July 


30,  1705. 
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Jn  1407  the  faid  Sir  Robert  de  Mauteby  prefented  John  Begge  to  the  reftory  of  Mawtby;  and, 
in  1413,  he  enfeoffed  Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  Sir  Simon  Fclbrigge,  Sir  William  Argenton,  &c.  in  the 
manors  of  Mauteby,  Sparham,  Bafingham,  Becham,  Matlalk,  Brifton,  Kirk  Hall  in  Salle,  Flegg 
Hail  in  Winterton,  Somerton,  &c.  100 s.  in  Caflre  and  Merkefliall,  Freton  manor  in  Suffolk,  to 
fulfill  his  Will  made  the  fame  year  ; by  which  he  enjoins  Elianora,  his  wife,  to  pay  his  debts  ; 
gives  20  marks  per  annum  for  two  years  to  John  his  fon  for  his  maintenance ; 5 marks  to  brother 
John  Ocle,  to  ferve  for  him  and  his  families  fouls ; 20  findings  per  annum  to  Eleanor  his  daughter, 
a nun  at  Shouldham  ; Sol.  to  the  marriage  of  Agnes  his  daughter  ; his  wife,  with  the  remaining 
profits,  to  keep  Walter,  Edward,  Peter,  and  Thomas,  his  fons,  till  of  age,  and  Agnes  till  married. 
All  his  manors,  after  his  mother,  and  brothers,  and  filters  provided  for,  to  be  releafed  to  John  his 
fon,  and  his  heirs  entailed  ; and,  if  Agnes  dies  unmarried  without  her  portion,  that  to  go  to  the 
repair  of  the  South  ayle  of  Mawtby  church. 

Alianora,  his  widow,  re-married  Thomas  Chambers,  Efq;  lord  of  Sparham  in  her  right,  in  the 
year  1442,  20  Henry  VI. 

Of  the  fons,  Walter  and  Edward  died  without  ifiue  ; as  did  Peter  Mautby,  Efq;  the  fourth  fon, 
who  was  buried  in  Sparham  church,  agreeably  to  his  will,  which  was  dated  061.  4,  1438. 

Of  Thomas  de  Mawteby,  the  fifth  fon  (the  anceffor  of  Sirjofeph  Mawbey,  Bart.)  more  hereafter. 

John  de  Mawteby,  Efq;  fifth  fon,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  married  Margaret  Berney,  daughter 
of  John  Berney,  Efq;  of  Reedham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  he  left  an  only  daughter 
Margaret,  heir  to  the  great  eftate  of  the  family,  agreeable  to  the  entail  made  thereof  by  her 
grandfather  Sir  Robert  de  Mautbey  ; file  married  John  Pafton,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  William 
Paffon,  the  Judge,  and  was  greatly  diftinguifiied  for  her  conjugal  affe&ion,  piety,  and  prudence, 
as  may  be  proved  by  the  Pafton  Letters,  lately  publiflied  by  Sir  John  Fenn,  in  which  file  appears 
an  exemplary  pattern  for  wives  and  mothers.  By  the  faid  John  Pafton,  Efq;  (he  was  mother  of 
Sir  John  Pafton,  Knt.  and  other  children  ; from  whom  was  defeended,  in  a direft  male  line,  Sir 
Robert  Pafton,  Bart,  created  by  King  Charles  II.  Baron  Pafton  and  Vifcount  Yarmouth  on 
Auguft  19,  1673  ; and  Earl  of  Yarmouth  on  July  30,  1679.  ^ he  titles  in  this  laft  family  became 

extintt  by  the  death  of  the  laft  Earl  in  1742  ; and  many  of  the  eftates,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Mautbeys,  were  afterwards  fold  in  Chancery  to  George  Lord  Anfon,  from  whom  they  came  to  his 
nephew,  the  late  George  Adams,  Efq;  (who  took  the  name  of  Anfon)  member  of  Parliament  for 
the  city  of  Lichfield,  and  are  now  in  his  family. 
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Amidit.  the  hurry  of  bufinefs  and  public  life  he  has  cultivated  a love  for  ftudy  ; 
and  having,  when  a fchocbboy*  written  many  poetical  pieces,  he  has  hnce  at  in- 
tervals a mu  fed  hirnfelf  in  the  fame  way:  he  is  faid  for  forae  years  to  have  been  a 
regular  correfpoudent  to.  the  different  Magazines  ; in  aimed  all  of  which  are  many 
of  bis  poetical  compofi. lions,  feme  with  his  name  at  length,  but  mod  commonly 
under  borrowed  (igantures.  By  his  lady  above-mentioned  he  has  had  nine  children, 
cf  which  number  Jofephx  Catherine , Mary,  and  Emily,  are  now  living.

The  faid  Margaret  Mautby,  married  as  aforefaid  to  John  Pafton,  Efq;  furvived  her  hufband  ; 
and  by  her  will,  dated  Feb.  4,  1481,  and  proved  Dec.  18,  1484,  bequeaths, 

“ My  body  to  be  buried  i 11  the  aile  of  the  church  of  Mawtby,  in  which  aile  reft  the  bodies  cf 
6‘  diverfe  of  my  lie  anceftors.  I will  that  my  executors  purvey  a ftone  of  marble  to  be  leyde  aloft  upon  my 
“ grave;  and  1 will  have  four  fcotchyus  fet  thereon,  one  at  each  corner  thereof  5 the  firft  Pafton  and  Mawteby; 
£<  the  fecond  Mawthey  and  Berney  of  Redeham  ; the  third  Mauteby  and  the  lord  of  Loveyn  ; the  fourth 
“ Mauteby  and  Sir  Roger  Beauchamp;  and  in  the  middle  of  the  ftone  a fcotchyn  of  arms  alone,  and  under 
“ the  fame  ‘ God  is  my  Truft  with  a feripture  written  in  the  verges  thereof, 

“ Here  lyeth  Margaret  Pafton,  late  wife  of  John  Pafton, 

“ Daughter  and  hey  re  of  John  Mauteby,  Squyr.” 

**  Item,  I will  that  eche  pore  houfhold,  late  my  tenants  at  Sparham,  have  6 s.  Item,  to  the  reparation  of  the 
“ church  at  Redeham,  wher  I was  born,  I bequethe  5 marks,  and  a chefible  of  ftlk,  with  an  auhle  with  my 
“ arms  thereupon.  Item,  to  the  dean  and  his  brethren  at  the  chapel  a field  20  s.  ; to  Edmund  Pafton,  my 
*l  fon,  a ftanding  piece  covered  with  an  unico’-n  ; to  Katherine  his  wife,  a purpylle  gurdyll,  harnefl'ed,  with 
“ filver  and  gylt  ; ro  Robert,  fon  of  the  faid  Edmund,  all  my  fwans  marken  with  Daweney’s  mark,  and  with 
fl  the  mark  late  Robert  Cutler,  clerk,  and  to  heirs  ; to  Anne,  my  daughter,  witf  of  William  Yelverton,  rnyne 
“ green  hanging  in  my  parlour  of  Mauteby  ; to  William  Pafton,  my  fon,  my  ftanding  cuppe,  chafed,  parfel  gylte* 

with  a cover  with  my  arms  in  the  bottome,  and  a flate  peece  with  a tray  1 1 upon  the  cover,  12  filver  fpoons, 
“ 2 filver  falts  ; to  John  Pafton,  my  fon,  a gylte  cuppe  ; and  to  Margery  Pafton,  wief  of  the  (aid  John,  and 
“ Elizabeth  his  fifter,  too  marks;  to  Cultance,  barftard  daughter  of  Sir  John  Pafton,  wheh  flie  is  20  years  of 
**  age  ; to  John  Calle,  Ion  of  Margery,  my  daughter,  aol.  when  lhe  cometh  to  age  of  24;  to  Anne,  my 
“ daughter,  10 1. ; to  Ofbern  Berner,  10  marks.  John  Pafton,  my  fon,  Executor.” 

The  faid  Margaret  Mauteby,  married  to  John  Pafton,  Efq;  was  buried  in  the  South  aile  of 
Mawtby  church.  At  the  Fall  end  of  the  faid  church  againft  the  South  wall,  lies  a curious  an- 
tique monument,  a ftone  coffin,  about  a foot  and  an  half  deep,  reding  on  the  pavement,  and 
&bout  7 feet  in  length  : on  the  lid  of  the  cover  (the  whole  being  of  grey  marble)  is  the  effigies  of 
a Knight  Templar,  crofs-legged  in  armour,  in  full  proportion,  his  fword  in  a broad  belt,  hanging 
over  his  fhoulder,  in  memory,  as  it  is  faid,  for  a knight  of  the  family  of  De  Mawtby,  and  living, 
«s  the  fly le  of  the  monument  befpeaks,  about  the  year  1250.  In  the  faid  church  was  the  guild  of 
St.  Peter,  and  the  arms  impaled  of  Mauteby  and  Loveyn  ; Mawteby  and  Clifton  ; Mauteby  and 
Beauchamp ; Mautby  and  Berney  ; alfo  Mawtby  and  Marfhall.  The  South  ayle,  where  many  of 
the  Mawtbys  were  buried,  and  which  was  rebuilt  by  Margaret,  the  heirefs  of  the  family  ; and 
where  fhe  was  buried,  is,  fays  Blomefitld,  all  in  ruins. 

It  the  hall- windows  of  Mawtby  were  formerly,  amongft  others,  the  arms  of  Pafton  and 
Mawtby;  Mawtby  and  Berney  ; Mautby  impaling  Marfhall  ; Mawtby  impaling  Beauchamp  ; and 
Mawtby  impaling  Clifton. 

Having  done  with  this,  the  eldeft  branch  of  the  family,  we  come  to  treat  of  Thomas  dc 
Mautby,  Efq;  fifth  fon  of  Sir  Robert  de  Mawtby,  and  Elianora  his  wife,  the  immediate  anceftor 
of  Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey,  Bart. 

He  was  of  Sparham  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  was  father  of  Walter  de  Mawtby,  who,  by 
Agnes  Dawtree  his  wife,  was  father  of  Richard  Mautbey,  Efq;  who  by  Mary  his  wife,  the 

daughter  of Baker,  Efq;  was  father  of  Roger  Maw  they,  Efq;  of  Kettering,  in  the  county  of 

Northampton.

The  regifter  of  Raunfton  parifh  has  been  much  negle&ed,  and  does  not  contain  all 
the  births  of  this  family.  During  the  life-time  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rejlell , the  former 
re&or,  it  was  ufuaily  in  the  cuftody  of  "Thomas  Rally  the  clerk,  who  kept  an  ale- 
houfe,  and  was  torn  while  in  his  pofleftion. 

[This  Thomas  Ball,  who  died  Jan.  22,  1786,  in  a good  old  age,  was  in  his  time  a man  of  foine 
celebrity.  He  had  been  56  years  clerk  of  Raunfton  ; and  in  accurate  reading,  flrength  and 
melody  of  voice,  was  excelled  by  few.  He  was  an  ingenious  man,  a good  engraver  of  tomb- 
ftones,  houfe-painter,  gardener,  and  wool  card-maker  j and  in  his  youthful  day  had  been  the 
befl  hedger,  ditcher,  and  mower,  in  the  parifii.  He  might  be  faid  to  die  in  his  profeffion  ; for 
he  loll  his  life  by  a cold  which  he  caught  in  a grave  made  for  one  of  his  grand-daughters.  In 
his  70th  year  he  married  a young  woman  of  the  parifti  for  his  third  wife,  by  whom  he  had  one 
child.  He  had  a numerous  ifl'ue  by  his  former  wife,  who  attended  him  to  the  grave  with  his  old 
friends  and  neighbours.]

1404  ADDITIONAL  COLLECTIONS 

The  works  carried  on  by  Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey  and  his  brother  in  the  malt-diftillery 
siud  vinegar  making,  were  confiderable  enough  to  yield  more  than  £.60,000.  per 
annum  to  government  in  duties.  After  the  former  became  a member  of  Parliament, 
his  brother  and  clerks  principally  condu&ed  the  bufinefs.

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Sir  Jofeph  lived  in  habits  of  great  perfonai  intercourfe  and  friendflaip  with  the 
Right  Honourable  Arthur  Onflow,  Efq*,  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  ol  Commons,  from  the 
time  of  his  ferving  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Surrey,  till  the  latter's  death  in  1768  ; 
and  he  was  the  inffrumenq  under  Providence,  of  faving  the  life  of  Mr.  Onflow . 
The  raalt-diftillery  had  been  under  prohibition  from  the  year  1757  to  1760,  011 
account  of  the  high  price  of  corn : in  the  latter  year  application  was  made  to  Par- 
liament to  permit  its  going  on  again  under  high  duties;  and  this  begat  an  enquiry 
in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  refpeding  that  trade;  during  which  Sir  Jofeph  was 
examined  as  a witnefs  before  a Committee  cf  the  whole  Houfe.  The  Speaker  had 
retired  to  his  own  chamber ; but  left  word  with  a friend  to  inform  him  when  his 
countryman,  as  he  called  Sir  Jofeph,  was  to  be  examined.  On  his  being  called  to 
the  bar,  the  Speaker  quitted  his  chamber,  and  came  into  the  gallery  of  the  Houfe;

This  Erafmus  Mawtbey,  or  Mavvbey,  Efq;  apprehending  the  civil  and  religious  liberties  of  this 
country  to  be  in  danger,  from  the  arbitrary  conduct  of  King  Charles  the  Firft  and  his  minifters, 
took  a zealous  and  active  part  on  the  fide  of  the  Parliament;  for  whofe  fervice,  having,  in  1643, 
raifed  a confiderable  number  of  recruits  in  his  iieignbourhood  at  his  own  expence,  he  conducted 
them  to  his  countryman,  Sir  Arthur  Hafelrigge,  Bart,  with  whom  he  was  p relent  as  a volunteer  at 
the  battle  fought  foon  after  at  Roundway  Down,  near  the  Devizes,  in  Wiltfliire  ; where,  having 
diftinguiftied  himfelf  by  his  bravery,  he  was  unfortunately  {lain,  together  with  many  other  of  his 
friends,  in  Sir  Arthur’s  regiment,  which  had  rendered  itfelf  famous  for  its  valour,  but  which,  in 
this  battle,  fuffered  very  confiderably. 

By  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Walter  Burton,  gent,  of  Hinckley,  in  the  county  of  Leicefter,  he 
had feveral  children,  none  of  whom  lived  to  be  married.  Their  father’s  unfortunate  death,  his 
widow’s  feccnd  marriage,  and  the  calamities  brought  on  them  by  the  civil  war,  proved  extremely 
prejudicial  to  the  interefts  of  the  family.

An  efcape  fo  providen- 
tial had  its  due  weight  on  Mr.  Onflow's  mind ; and  he  always  afterwards  attributed 
his  efcape  to  his  curiofity  in  wifhing  to  hear  Sir  Jofeph’s  examination. 

A family  of  the  name  of  Fratt  have  lived  many  years  in  Raunfton,  though  they 
originally  came  from  Ibjlock , and  other  parts  of  Leiceflerjhire,  One  of  their  arcef- 
tors,  John  Fratt , Efq;  was  colonel  in  the  army  of  the  Parliament  during  the  civil 
wars  of  Charles  the  Firft’s  time  ; and  afterwards,  during  the  Ufurpation,  repre- 
sented the  county  of  Leicefter  in  the  Parliament  which  met  in  1653  : ^ince 
time  one  of  the  family  has  ufually  been  called  Colonel .

Anne,  the  eldeft  furviving  daughter  of  John  Mawbey,  by  Martha  Pratt,  married  Mr.  William 
Cooper,  of  Burbach,  in  the  county  of  Leiceller  ; and  by  him  (who  died  in  1766)  had  fever  a 1 
children,  of  whom  three  daughters  are  now  living ; the  eldeft,  Martha,  is  married  to  the  Rev. 
William  Cooper,  of  Burbach  aforefaid,  vicar  of  Chertfey,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  a benefice 
given  him  by  Sir  Jofeph  Mawbey,  Bart. 

Mary,  the  youngeft  daughter,  married  Mr.  William  Alcock,  of  Raunfion,  by  whom  file  had 
fix  children,  five  of  whom  are  now  living,  viz.  Jofeph  Alcock,  Efq;  of  his  Majefly’s  Trealury  ; 
William  ; John,  of  the  Temple,  London  ; Thomas,  an  officer  in  the  Eaft  India  Company’s 
troops  at  Bengal  in  the  Eaft  Indies  ; and  Maria. 

Jofeph,  the  youngeft  of  the  children  of  Mr.  John  Mawbey,  by  Martha  Pratt,  his  firft  wife, 
is  now  a Baronet,  and  is  feated  at  Botleys,  in  the  parifh  of  Chertfey  and  county  of  Surrey,  of 
whom  we  have  before  treated. 

The  foregoing  account  of  the  family  of  Mawtbey , or  Mawbey,  is  derived  from  various  ac- 
counts in  pofleffion  of  the  family ; Blomefield’s  Norfolk  ; Madox’s  Hiftory  of  the  Exchequer ; 
Parifti  Regiflers ; Englifh  Baronetage,  &c.  &c.

place  thereof,  at  his  own  charges,  built  a new  one  f,  compleat  for  the  workrnanlhip  ; 
plentiful  and  honourable  for  the  furniture,  ornaments,  and  endowment  ; but  molt 
admirable  for  the  time  wherein  the  lame  was  undertaken  and  finilhed  ; it  being  then 
when  the  roofs  of  our  cathedrals  were  generally  pulled  down,  and  the  foundation 
of  all  other  churches  undermined  : the  time  and  manner  of  which  work  is  fet 
forth  by  an  infeription  £ over  the  entrance  thus : 

“ In  the  Year  1653,

<c  By  the  united  ingenuity  of  our  good  friends  Mr.  Rohinfon  and  Mr.  Pridden,  I 
have  obtained,  what  you  and  I have  long  been  wifhing  for,  a plan  of  the  memo- 
rable fpot  where  Richard’s  career  of  empire  was  concluded  with  lofs  of  life. 

<c  With  much  pleafure  do  I reflect  on  the  excurfion  which  gave  birth  to  this  enquiry. 
The  variety  of  adventures  experienced  in  the  courfe  of  a fingle  day  recurs  in  full 
force  to  recollefhon.  The  tranfitions  of  weather,  from  the  calmnefs  of  the  morn- 
ing at  our  leaving  Hinckley,  to  the  exceffive  violence  of  the  thunder-dorm  in  Sutton 
Field;  the  comfort  we  experienced,  whiift  the  dorm  raged  terribly  around,  in  the 
fhelter  afforded  by  Bicklefs  deferted  cottage*;  the  hofpitable  roof  of  the 
benevolent  farmer  at  Shenton  ; the  unexpended  magnificence  of  his  truly  noble 
manfion  T ; the  fplendour  of  a date-room  adorned  with  intermarriages  recorded  by 
ornamental  blazonry,  though  now  ufed  only  as  a granary;  the  keen  appetites  we 
carried  to  our  dinner  (from  the  late  hour  I fhould  rather  fay  fupper)  at  the  com- 
fortable inn  at  Market  Bofworth ; and  the  accidents  which  our  good  friend 
Robinfon  fo  narrowly  efcaped  from  the  impetuofny  of  his  “ high-mettled  deed;’* 
the  long,  but  not  unpleafant,  walk  which  clofed  the  tranquil  evening  (an  evening 
which  was  marked  in  the  metropolis  by  terror  and  confuhon  j)  ; are  all  as  frefh 
in  memory  as  an  event  of  yederday. 

-*  It  was  during  the  inevitable  confinement  under  this  cottage,  marked  B in  the  annexed  plan, 
that  we  were  amufed  and  edified  by  your  converfation  with  Mr.  Robinfon  on  the  wonderful  I'ub- 
je£t  of  electricity.  It  was  here  alfo  that  our  friends  took,  a confiderable  part  of  the  obfervations 
which  have  furnifiied  the  map  ; and  here  the  writer  of  this  letter  amuled  himfelf  by  penning 
the  hafty  Sonnet  which  you  was  fo  partial  as  to  commend,  though  it  had  no  other  merit  than 
the  locality  of  fituation,  as  you  will  readily  confefs  on  feeing  it  in  print  : 

“ Sutton,  thy  friendly  cottage  let  me  hail, 

Whilft,  fhelter’d  from  the  tempeft’s  furious  yell, 

We  calmly  view  the  memorable  Vale

I fee  at  this  moment 
the  waving  corn  through  which  we  walked  to  Sutton  church,  fo  neatly  delineated  in 
Mr.  Pridden’s  landfcape  * ; the  mantling  ivy  on  the  mouldering  gateway  of 
the  hall-houfc  •f',  once  the  refidence  of  the  refpeCtable  family  of  Roberts ; the  cu- 
rious devices,  particularly  the  well-adapted  rofes,  embolfed  on  the  walls  of  the 
building  now  haflening  to  fad  decay  ; and  the  pleafing  monument  of  Sir  William’s 
benevolence  in  the  charitable  foundation  eflablifhed  by  him  in  the  village. 

“ Our  expedition  began  early  in  the  morning  on  Wednefday,  June  17,  1789. 
Determining  to  make  it  a day  of  philosophical  and  antiquarian  refer- rch,  our  fir  ft 
Rage  from  Hinckley  was  only  a Single  mile  along  the  Derby-road  ; where  the 
gravel  pit,  fo  productive  of  curious  fofTils,  arrefted  our  attention,  and  well  deferved 
it.  On  thefe  wonderful  productions  l (hall  not  here  enlarge  ; as  your  cabinet  and 
Mr.  Robinfon’s  have  already  iurnifhed  the  publick  with  a beautiful  and  valuable 
plate  in  the  Hiflory  of  Hinckley  J ; and,  by  the  kindnefs  of  my  Reverend  and  ex* 
cellent  friends  Mr.  Crabbe  and  Mr.  Mounfey,  I am  favoured  with  a Scientific 
analyfis  § of  a flill  larger  collection,  difeovered  principally  in  an  oppofite  angle  of 
the  county. 

“ The  celebrated  fpreading  elm , in  the  lane  leading  from  the  gravel- pit  to  Ba:  well, 
which  preferved  the  life  of  Captain  Shenton  during  the  civil  wars  in  a manner 
Somewhat  fimilar  to  the  Royal  Oak  of  his  Sovereign,  I Shall  alfo  barely  mention,  as 
Mr.  Robinfon  has  already  given  both  a drawing  and  a particular  delcription  of  it  ||. 

“ Two  miles  further  we  reached  Stapleton,  where  Richard  encamped  the  night 
before  his  fatal  battle  ; a village  now  remarkable  for  little  more  than  its  pH-n 
unornamented  church  ; and  at  the  fourth  mile  on  the  turnpike-road  an  eafy 
turn  conveyed  us  to  Sutton-Cheynell,  where  we  were  to  enter  on  the  bufine-s  of 
tracing  out,  from  acfiual  observation,  in  conjunction  with  our  accurate  companions, 
the  precife  Situation  of  the  two  armies,  both  before  and  at  the  time  of  their  engage- 
ment; a talk  that  was  the  lefs  difficult,  as  both  Mr.  Robinfon  and  Mr.  Mutton  hau 
already  taken  much  laudable  pains  to  inveftigate  this  curious  defideratum  in  Eog- 
liih  hiflory.

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ce  Our  horfes,  you  well  remember,  were  left  at  Sutton  ; concluding  that  on  foot  we 
fliould  be  better  able  to  explore 

“ — each  lane,  and  every  alley  green, 

u Dingle,  or  bufliy  dell  of  the  wild  wood, 

“ And  every  bolky  bourn  from  fide  to  fide.” 

<c  Our  guide  was  Mr.  Pvobinfon  ; who,  on  the  precife  anniverfary  of  the  300th  year 
from  the  day  on  which  the  battle  was  fought,  had  traverfed  the  ground  ; and  has  given 
his  opinion  in  fo  concife  a way,  that  I cannot  do  better  than  tranferibe  his  words  : 

c(  The  Ambiem  is  fuppofed  to  be  the  place  of  the  engagement  ; but  there 
“ are  many  opinions  of  the  pofition  of  the  line  of  battle  ; which  the  following,  I 
<r  think,  will  fufficiently  determine.  Richmond  is  faid  to  have  taken  a particular 
“ pofition  for  fecuring  his  right  wing,  &c. ; and  by  fo  doing,  it  is  agreed,  he  had  the 
w fun  on  his  back,  and  full  in  the  face  of  his  enemies;  and  the  battle  is  recorded 
“ to  have  been  fought  on  the  2id  of  Augufl,  1485,  at  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 
“ If,  therefore,  we  draw  a meridian  on  the  fpot,  and  another  line  to  the  well  ward 
“ of  the  fame,  making  an  angle  of  30®,  and  then  interfedt  the  fame  at  right  angles, 
(t  we  have  the  pofition  of  the  line  of  battle  as  drawn  in  my  map.  The  king’s 
“ army,  confiding  of  1 6,ooo,  would  make  an  extenfive  line  ; and  that  of  Richmond 
Ci  being  hardly  one  third  of  the  number,  it  would  be  neceffary  to  fecure  his  wings 
u in  the  bed  manner  podible;  therefore,  it  is  faid,  he  fee u red  the  right  wing  with 
i{  a morafs,  and  probably  the  left  with  the  brook  at  Shenton,  in  which  pofition  he 
“ would  have  Dadlington  brook  in  his  rear.” 

“ The  feenery  is  alfo  thus  deferibed  by  Mr.  Hutton : 

**  Bofworth  Field,  everlaflingly  famous,  derives  its  hiftorical  name  from  Bofworth,  a market- 
town  on  the  Weftern  borders  of  Leicefterfliire,  one  mile  diftant.  Its  real  name  is  Redmoor  Plain, 
from  the  colour  of  the  foil ; as  the  meadows  on  the  Well  are  called  YVhite-moors  for  the  fame 
reafon.  It  belongs  to  Sutton-Cheyneil,  an  adjacent  village  on  the  Ealt.  It  is  rather  of  an  oval 
form,  about  two  miles  long,  and  one  broad,  and  is  nearly  in  a line  between  Bofworth  and  Ather- 
Ifone.  The  fuperficial  contents  may  be  1500  acres,  inclofed  in  a ring-fence.  Part  is  waile  land, 
part  in  grafs,  and  part  in  tillage.  The  whole  field  is  uneven.  The  South  end,  where  Henry  ap- 
proached, is  three  miles  from  Bofworth,  now  a wood  of  four  or  five  hundred  acres,  and  is 
bounded  by  the  above  rivulet.  About  thirty  yards  above  the  wood  is  a fpring  called  at  this  day 
King  Richard’s  Well.  A fmall  difeharge  of  water  flows  from  the  well,  dire&Iy  down  the  hill, 
through  the  wood,  into  the  rivulet  ; but  having  no  channel  cut  for  its  paflage,  it  penetrates 
through  the  foil,  and  forms  that  morafs  which  Henry  is  faid  to  have  left  on  his  right.  Richard 
left  his  tents  Handing,  and  commanded  the  troops  to  rendezvous  in  Sutton-fieid,  about  the 
midway  to Amyon-hill.  Here  he  drew  up  in  order  of  battle;  his  right  extended  towards  the 
North  end  of  the  field,  where  he  made  his  oration,  from  which  the  place  acquired,  and  Hill  bears, 
the  name  of  Dicken  s-nook. 

“ Amj  on-hill  is  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  field,  and  is  by  much  the  highefl  ground  ; the  fummit 
is  two  or  three  hundred  yards  beyond  the  well.  The  hill  has  a fleep  defeent  on  every  fide,  but  is 
fleepefi  towards  the  North,  or  the  Bofworth  fide  ; and  terminates  with  a rill,  a bog,  and  a flat, 
called  Amyon-leys.  The  field  extends  a mile  farther  towards  Bofworth,  but  that  part  was  not 
the  feene  of  a&ion.  Not  one  human  being  refides  upon  this  defolate  field,  or  near  it  ; as  if  that 
place  was  fludioufly  avoided  which  had  been  the  feene  of  blood.  The  remains  of  two  wretched 

mud« 
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mud- walled  tenements  are  upon  the  very  places  once  covered  by  the  troops,  Hewit’s  and  another; 
but  the  families  are  Hed,  mid  the  buildings  in  ruin.  To  have  a clear  view  of  this  battle,  it  will 
be  necefiary  to  expunge  from  our  idea  the  prefent  appearance  of  the  country,  and  view  it  as  in 
1485.  For  this  purpofe,  we  mud  coniider  all  the  adjacent  lordfhips  uninclofed  ; and  the  whole 
feene  as  an  open  country.  We  are  told  by  fome  authors  that  the  two  armies  approached  Bof- 
worth  Field  with  defign,  “ as  a place  meet  for  two  to  engage  but  they  forget  that  moll  places 
were  as  meet.  Thole  where  Richard  and  Stanley  were  encamped,  were  better.  Their  march 
to  the  field  were  not  impeded.  The  ground  over  which  Richard’s  broken  forces  retreated  to 
Crown- hilt , now  full  of  fences,  was  then  wholly  without.  Richmond’s  approach  to  the  field  was 
through  an  open  country,  but  is  now  an  inclofed  lane  fix  miles  long.  Bofvvorth  Field,  which  was 
one  piece  of  uncultivated  land,  without  hedge  or  timber,  is  now  fo  altered  with  both,  that  no- 
thing remains  of  its  former  appearance  but  the  fliape  of  the  ground.  Henry’s  camp  runs  in  a 
draight  line,  about  300  yards  from  the  brook  he  had  eroded,  towards  Amyon-hill,  fometimes 
within  the  wood,  and  fometimes  on  the  White-moors,  according  to  the  zig-zag  of  the  fence; 
which  proves,  that  neither  the  wood  nor  the  hedge  were  then  in  being.  This  hedge  now  divides 
the  manors  of  Sutton  and  Shenton ; but  if  hedges  did  not  then  divide  the  manors,  it  is  reafon- 
able  to  fuppofe  they  did  not  divide  the  interior  parts.  Stoke  was  the  fird  lordfliip  incloled,  ia 
about  1584;  Shenton  in  1646  ; and  Sutton  is  yet  open.  At  the  death  of  the  King,  oppofition 
ceafed,  part  of  his  troop'/  remained  in  the  field,  the  red  fled  different  ways,  but  chiefly  towards 
Stoke,  leaving  Sutton- Cheyneil,  and  Dicken’s-nook,  near  a mile  on  the  left,  and  were  purlued 
with  (laughter  by  the  vi&ors.  This  is  corroborated  by  the  human  bones  and  war-like  imple- 
ments often  found,  particularly  in  about  1585,  when  the  lordfliip  of  Stoke  was  inclofed;  and  by 
the  pits  or  hollows  with  which  their  route  to  Crown-hill  is  marked  ; for  though  tradition  can 
alfign  no  reafon  for  the  hollows,  I judge  they  were  the  graves  of  thofe  who  fell,  and  were  pro- 
mifeuoufly  tumbled  in  by  heaps,  which  would  fink  into  hollows  as  the  bodies  decayed,” 

u Affifted  by  thefe  ingenious  ideas,  we  again  and  again  compared  the  local  fituation  ; 
and  have  every  reafon  to  believe  that  the  plan  now  given  is  tolerably  exact  ; and  to 
that  I may  venture  to  refer,  as  the  cleared  account  of  the  fpot  that  has  ever  yet 
been  given. 

“ With  the  repetition  of  hiflorical  fa&s,  I fhall  not  at  prefent  tire  you*;  if 
you  are  inclined  to  confult  the  Chronicles  of  the  times,  you  may  find  them  amply 
detailed  in  Holinfhed,  voh  II.  p.  753  •,  in  Speed,  p.  947 — 952  ; i/i  the  various 

* I had  fondly  hoped  to  have  gratified  a worthy  friend  by  this  recital  of  a day’s  adventure, 
in  which  he  bore  a confiderable  part ; but  what,”  fays  Dr.  Johnfon,  “ are  the  hopes  of  man  !” 
I am  “ difappointed  by  the  ftroke  of  Death  !”  So  lately  as  the  day  on  which  the  letter  bears 
date  he  faw  it  in  MS.  and  was  delighted  with  the  idea  of  its  being  fpeedily  to  appear  in  print. 
Whild  the  prefent  (lieet  is  adually  palling  through  the  prefs,  I learn,  with  inexpreilible  con- 
cern, that  he  died,  of  a putrid  fever,  on  Saturday  May  1,  1790.  “ His  (Indies  had  been  various, 

<c  and  his  acquaintance  with  books  was  great.”  In  the  month  of  March  Lad  he  had  attained  the 
fummit  of  his  ambition,  by  being  enrolled  a Member  of  the  Society  of  Anriquaries  of  London  ; 
and  gave  early  proofs  that  he  would  have  been  a credit  to  that  refpe<ftable  body,  by  a curious  paper, 
“ on  Stone  Seats  in  Churches,”  which  found  admiflion  into  the  i4  Vetufta  Monumenta  and  by 
an  “ Efiay  on  Rood  Lofts,”  which  will  mod  probably  appear  in  fome  future  volume  of  the 
Aichaeologia.  To  the  “ Gentleman’s  Magazine,”  from  April  1784,  till  his  death,  he  was  an  able 
and  a condant  contributor  ; and  the  prefent  “ Colle&ions”  owe  much  to  his  ingenious  obferva- 
tions.  A view  of  his  houfe  at  Burbach  may  be  feen  in  p.  261  ; and  my  more  particular  obliga- 
tions are  exprefied  in  an  introductory  epidle  to  the  Hidory  of  Aden  Flamvile,  &c.”

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particular  Biographers  of  Richard  the  Third  and  Henry  the  Seventh^;  or  in  any  cf 
the  more  general  Hiliorians  *. 

“ A brafs  thumb  ring,  found  on  the  fpot-f" where  the'batde  was  fought,  is  engraved 
in  Plate  IV.  p.  72  ; and  the  handle  of  a remarkable  crofs-bow  in  Plate  VIII. 
p.  322.  In  Plate  LXX.  here  annexed,  is  delineated  a gold  ring,  found  in  the  fame 
field,  on  which  is  enameled  a white  boar"];,  and  the  motto  s : franche  ; which 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  Mafon,  of  Trinity  College,  and  after  his 
death  was  bought  by  Dr.  Lort  for  the  Duke  of  Devonfhire. 

“ I remain,  my  dear  Sir,  ycurs  faithfully,  J.  Nichols.” 

* “ Richard  was  the  only  Englifli  Monarch  fince  the  Conquefl  who  fell  in  battle, -and  the  fecond 
who  fought  in  his  crown  ; an  indication  of  courage,  becaufe,  from  fuch  a dillinguilhing  mark, 
the  perfon  of  majefly  is  readily  fingled  out  for  deftrudtion.  Henry  the  Fifth  appeared  in  his  at 
Agincourt,  which  was  the  means  of  faving  his  life,  by  fuftaining  a lfroke  with  a battle-axe, 
which  cleft  it.  But  Richard’s  falling  off,  in  his  lail  fiery  ftruggle,  was  taken  up  by  a private 
folclier,  who  contrived  to  fecret  it  in  a bufh  in  the  field,  perhaps  with  a view  to  fecure  it  for 
himfelf.  But  being  difcovered,  it  was  delivered  to  Sir  Reginald  Bray  : hence  arifes  the  device  of 
a crown  in  a hawthorn- bufh  at  each  end  of  Henry’s  tomb  in  Weftminfler  Abbey.  When  the 
purfuit  was  over,  Bray  delivered  the  battered  crown  to  Lord  Stanley,  who  placed  it  on 
Henry’s  head,  hailed  him  King,  and,  as  ufual,  lung  Te-Deum,  and  taught  the  i'oldiers  to 
huzza  the  rural  monarch  with  44  Long  live  King  Henry,”  This  was  performed  upon  a hill 
near  Stoke,  from  thence  called  Crown-hill,  forty-three  acres.  At  the  inclofure  of  the  manor, 
this  hill  was  divided  into  four  parts,  three  of  which  bear  the  names  of  the  Upper,  Mid- 
dle, and  Lower  Crown-hill,  and  the  fourth  Hollow-meadow,  from  the  foldiers  holloaing  when 
Henry  was  crowned.  Tradition  tells  us,  they  raifed  their  voices  to  the  higheft  pitch,  to  inform 
their  companions  in  Bofworth-field,  in  full  view  of  each  other  acrofs  the  valley,  that  the  purfuit 
was  over,  and  the  victory  compleat.”  Hutton. 

f 44  This  battle,  definitive  to  many,  furniflied  the  country  people  with  domeftic  utenfils.  A 
blackfmith  a flu  red  me  he  had  found  a fword-blade,  which  he  ufed  for  a drill-bow.  An  old 
woman  convefted  part  of  another  into  a hanging-lpit  for  roaft-meat,  fo  that  it  continued  its 
ancient  practice  of  wounding  fkfh  Between  King  Richard’s  well  and  the  fummit  of  Ambiem- 
liill,  is  a bed  of  fand,  perhaps  an  acre,  the  only  one  in  the  whole  neighbourhood  ; a gentle- 
man told  me  he  faw  dug  out  of  this  bed,  a fword  and  a candleftick,  a yard  beneath  the  furface, 
both  perfect.  The  iword,  no  doubt,  was  a genuine  antique  ; but  the  candlellick  was  probably 
the  reiick  of  a thief,  who  had  flolcn  fand  in  the  night.  An  antiquary  of  my  acquaintance, 
travelling  over  thefe  folitary  regions,  bought  a ivvord  of  a peafant  for  iixpence,  found  in  open- 
ing a gravel-pit  near  Stoke,  in  high  prefcrvation  j but  as  it  carried  no  ancient  marks,  its 
authenticity  was  doubtful.  I therefore  applied  to  every  fword-maker  in  Birmingham,  who 
ail  agreed  it  was  of  German  conflrudt  on  ; and,  by  comparing  it  with  others  of  various  periods, 
left  no  reafon  to  doubt  its  being  the  ..oils  of  Bofworth-field,  and  had  been  drawn  by  an  officer 
of  horfe.  The  ignorance  of  the  feller,  and  the  miserable  price  it  fold  for,  prove  there  was  no 
deceit  in  the  bargain  ; they  alfo  prove  the  great  value  of  money,  and  the  fmall  value  fet  by 
the  natives  upon  a leading  curiolity,  which,  if  made  public,  would  readily  have  brought  five 
guineas.”  Hutton. 

| 44  During  the  fovereignty  of  Richard,  the  White-boar  was  a common  fign  ; but  at  his  death, 
the  landlords  took  down  their  White  boars  ; and  where  any  one  omitted  it,  the  fickle  multitude 
pulled  it  down  for  him;  and  to  this  day,  we  often  behold  the  fign  of  the  Black-boar,  and  the 
Blue-boar,  but  never  the  White.  Tradition  tells  us,  the  inn  where  Richard  ilept  at  Leicefter, 
was  the  White-boar,  in  honour  of  the  Sovereign  ; but  the  proprietor,  like  others,  was  obliged  to 
change  it  for  the  bine.”

John  Abney,  who  died  vicar  in  1744,  aged  53,  has  a flat  monumental  (tone  in 
the  chancel. 

P.  542.  702.  At  Tilton , Mr.  Ayre,  aconflderable  grazier,  fupplied  Mr.  Young  with 
fome  particulars  of  the  hufbandry  in  that  neighbourhood,  where  farms  rife  from 
40I.  to  5001.  a year:  but  the  whole  country  on  a medium  not  more  than  iool.  a 
year.  The  foil  is  various,  chiefly  rich  clay*,  fome  red  loams  and  loamy  gravels. 
The  inclofures  let  at  14s.  an  acre,  old  ones  at  1 6s.  The  hufbandry  of  the  open 

fields  (of  which  there  are  but  few)  is  much  the  fame  as  that  already  defctibed  at 

Quenby  Hall  When  they  break  up  pafture-land,  it  is  in  the  paring  and  burning 
way,  which  cofts  about  24s.  an  acre : they  fow  turnips  on  it,  of  which  they  get 
great  crops ; and  then  oats  and  barley,  all  which  are  exceedingly  good.  The 
application  of  their  grafs  is  principally  to  grazing  ; their  clofes  rife  from  30  to  69 
acres.  They  turn  the  flock  in,  in  April  or  May  *,  and  feldom  change  it  to  any 
other.  The  only  breed  of  cattle  approved  here  is  the  long-horned,  which  they 
find  from  long  experience  will  fat  better,  are  hardier,  and  more  profitable  : the 
difference  in  the  hide  alone  of  a long  or  fhort-horned  bead,  is  1 5s.  and  in  winter 
they  can  keep  40  of  the  former  to  30  of  the  latter.  The  average  quantity  of  milk 

given  by  their  cows,  3 gallons  a day  ; but  there  are  few  dairies.  The  total 

product  5I.  a head  : the  winter-food  hay  alone.  Their  fwine  fat  on  an  average  to 
16  fccre.  The  flocks  of  fheep  are  various ; fome  perfons  have  above  ioco.  The 
average  fleece  81b.  Mr.  Ayre,  as  well  as  his  father  and  grandfather,  all  very  at- 
tentive graziers,  have  ever  obferved,  that  the  rot  of  fheep  has  been  owing  to  land 
ufually  wet  from  fprings  or  otherwife.  In  the  flocking  of  farms,  they  reckon  that 
ioool.  is  neceflary  to  hire  a farm  of  300I.  a year;  but  in  dear  times  it  will  take 
1200I.  % The  price  of  labour  has  rifen  within  20  years  a third,  and  poor  rates 

doubled  : 

* Mr.  Throfby  has  communicated  the  following  curious  article  refpefting  the  vicarage-houfe  : 
“ Memorandum,  that  Friday  the  4th  of  April,  1595,  William  Scampton,  then  parfon  of  Stoney 
Staunton,  once  vicar  of  Syfton,  and  Hugh  Roberts,  who  next  fucceeded  the  faid  Scampton  in  the 
laid  vicarage  ; in  confideraticn  that  the  vicarage-houfe  was  in  ruin  and  decay,  the  above-named 
Scampton  and  Roberts,  for  the  avoiding  of  trouble  and  law,  was  contented  to  compromife  the 
caufe,  and  the  determining  thereof,  to  the  vicar  of  Barkby,  Goodman  Pickard,  and  Goodman 
North,  who  arbitrated  that  Scampton  fliould  give  unto  the  incumbent,  Roberts,  20s.  and  the 
hovel,  and  the  pales  about  the  garden,  and  the  gates  to  be  converted  to  his  own  ufe,  as  he 
thought  belt  ; to  which  arbitrament,  forafmuch  as  both  had  bound  themfelves  to  the  order  that

% “ I fliall  here  obferve  upon  the  Leicefterfhire  grazing  in  general,  that  Iefs  is  made  of  their  rich 
paflures  than  might  be,  on  various  accounts.  Firfl,  from  the  manner  in  which  they  lay  ; which 
is  the  high  ridge  and  furrow  way;  the  latter  are  generally  wafle  ground,  unlefs  drained,  which  is 
not  very  commonly  done.  Mr.  Ayre,  however,  is  very  attentive  to  this  part  of  hufbandry,  for 
he  drains  well,  and  efpecially  fome  boggy  pieces,  which  ufed  to  he  of  little  value,  but  are  now 
quite  reclaimed,  and  more  uleful  in  a dry  i'ealon  than  any  of  his  lands.  Secondly,  the  innumer- 
able 
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doubled  : they  are  is.  in  the  pound  in  villages;  up  to  4s.  or  5s.  in  flocking  towns;

able  ant-hills  that  occupy  a very  great  proportion  of  the  furface.  Thirdly,  the  fu  fife  ring  weeds 
to  grow  in  fnch  abundance,  thirties,  nettles,  &c.  Mr.  Ayre,  in  thefe  particulars  alfo,  is  much 
more  attentive  than  common  among  them  ; and  has  found  from  experience,  that  cutting  the 
thiftie  into  the  ground,  with  what  is  called  a fpud,  effectually  kills  them,  as  appears  very  clearly 
in  feveral  of  his  fields.  Thefe  circumrtances  lower  the  value  of  grazing  lands  much  : if  all 

wafte  fpots,  and  all  the  growth  of  fuch  rubbifli,  could  be  feen  together  in  one  part  of  each  field, 
I fliould  apprehend,  the  farmers  would  be  frightened  at  the  idea  of  paying  rent  fur  fuch  crops. 
But  there  is  another  circumftance  of  much  importance,  and  which  operates  rtrongly  throughout 
all  this  country.  It  is  the  want  of  feme  arable  land  to  each  farm,  and  of  .knowing  what  to  do 
with  it  if  they  had  it.  The  landlords  in  general  will  not  allow  an  inch  to  be  ploughed  ; but  fuch 
a reftridtion  is  abfurd,  and  works  againft  their  own  profit  as  well  as  the  tenants.  We  have  found, 
that  thefe  graziers  are  all  forced  to  fell  their  beafts  at  Michaelmas,  the  cheapeft  time  of  the  year, 
whether  they  are  fat  or  not,  for  want  of  winter  keeping  : and  are  forced  to  buy  turnips  for  their 
fhcep  near  an  hundred  miles  off.  They  buy-in  their  cattle  in  February  and  March,  and  are 
obliged  to  fodder  them  at  a great  expeuce  with  hay  till  the  grafs  is  ready.  Thefe  circumrtances 
fpeak  for  themfelves  too  rtrongly  for  the  cafe  to  be  doubted  of  a moment.  They  certainly  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  plough  a fmall  proportion  of  their  farms.  But  then,  fay  the  landlords,  be- 
gins our  danger — we  fhall  have  our  grafs  converted  to  arable,  and  the  heart  ploughed  out — 
whereas  they  cannot  damage  grafs.”  There  can  be  no  object  in  letting  a farm  but  permanent 
pcofit  : this  is  their  motive  for  keeping  all  in  grafs  ; but  the  tenants  would  undoubtedly  give 
more  rent,  were  they  allowed  to  plough  a part,  than  ever  they  would  for  all  in  grafs.  Refpedt- 
ing  the  hulbandry  into  which  they  threw  the  land,  I entirely  agree  with  the  landlords,  that  the 
eftate  would  fuffer  if  they  were  left  to  themfelves.  They  would  foon  fee  crops  of  turnips  on 
clays,  which  is  actually  the  cafe  about  Quenby  ; but  there  cannot  be  more  pernicious  management. 
As  arable  fields  in  this  country  fliould  be  abfolutely  more  fubfervient  to  the  grazing  bufinefs — I 
fliould  advife  the  landlords  to  allow  of  no  more  land  being  broken-up  than  was  necclfary  to  turn 
that  to  the  moft  profit ; which  would  be  of  courfe  in  the  railing  winter-food  for  their  cattle  ; 
but  as  the  culture  of  turnips  is  quite  unadvifable  on  this  foil,  the  tenants  muff  be  confined  to 
cabbages.  The  want  of  winter-food  is  fo  great  here,  that  I am  fully  of  opinion  they  would  cul- 
tivate this  plant  were  they  allowed.  However,  if  they  refufed  it,  they  fliould  by  all  means  be 
left  in  their  prefent  fituation — or  rather  with  as  great  a rife  of  rent  as  any  would  give  for. leave 
to  plough  for  turnips  or  ftraw  alone.  For  fuch  blind  obflinacy  cannot  be  too  feverely  puniflied. 
The  general  prejudice  againft  breaking  up  rich  grafs-land,  is  the  feeing  fo  often  the  arable  land 
fo  gained  kept  in  tillage  till  it  is  quite  out  of  heart,  and  then  perhaps  laid  down  again,  as  it  is 
called,  with  clover  and  ray- grafs : the  confequence  of  which  is  a crop  of  trumpery  of  all  forts. 
Tenants  ought  never  to  be  allowed  to  break  up  grafs,  but  under  minute  reftri&ions : the  pro- 
priety of  the  meafure  is  then  indubitable  in  numerous  inftances.  In  the  method  I have  juft  rtated, 
the  new  lays  would  maintain  more  and  larger  ftock  than  the  old  grafs  : the  fweet  and  fattening 
nature  of  the  white  clover  is  well  known  in  this  country  ; there  is  no  grazier  here  that  would 
not  truft  to  it  for  fattening  a heart  fooner  than  an  old  lay.  For  the  richnefs  of  this  fo.il  brings 
it  forward  in  fuch  a luxuriance  of  growth,  that  it  yields  a noble  bite  for  the  largeft  of  cattle. 
Upon  the  whole,  I cannot  but  recommend  to  the  landlords  of  this  country  to  allow  their  tenants 
of  grafs  farms  the  liberty  of  ploughing  a fin  ill  proportion  of  their  pailures  for  the  purpofe  of 
raifing  a fupply  of  winter-food  for  their  ftock  : the  profit  of  their  bufinefs  will  thereby  be  mveh 
greater  ; and  the  tillage  under  proper  management  will  be  the  means  of  bringing  the  whole 
country  into  a much  fuperior  grazing  one  to  what  it  is  at  prefent,  not  only  in  utility,  but  alfo 
beauty.”  Young’s  Eallern  Tour.

P.  997.  The  parifh  of  VVoolfthorpe , or  Woljlrop , in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir,  is 
in  the  hundred  of  Kefteven,  and  county  of  Lincoln,  and  its  fituation  about  a mile 
Eaft  of  Belvoir  Cattle.  It  confifts  of  near  2000  acres  of  old  and  new  inclofures, 
all  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  who  is  Lord  of  the  manor,  except  three 
fmall  freeholds. 

The  church,  about  half  a mile  South  from  the  town  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  is 
in  ruins,  and  is  faid,  by  tradition,  to  have  been  burnt  down  in  the  civil  wars  by  a 
party  of  foldiers  who  lodged  there  during  the  fiege  of  the  cattle,  and  at  their  de- 
parture fet  fire  to  the  ftraw  on  which  they  lay.  What  gives  it  a greater  degree  of 
probability  is,  that  pieces  of  melted  lead  have  frequently  been  found  in  the  rub- 
bilb. 

The  prefent  place  of  worlhip  is  a chapel  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  a more  con- 
venient luuation  ; though  the  old  church-yard  is  the  only  burying-place  for  the 
dead  ; and  marriages  were  folemnized  in  its  ruins,  Iheltered  from  the  weather  only 
by  the  branches  of  an  alder-tree.  The  laft  wedding  was  in  the  year  1760;  ttnee 
which  time  the  ceremony  has  been  performed  in  the  chapel. 

Woolfthorpe  is  one  of  the  ancient  manors  belonging  to  the  lords  of  Belvoir; 
and  it  appears  from  the  charter,  printed  in  p.  1297,  t^lat  **  William  de  Albini  III. 
“ (who  died  in  1236)  gave  to  the  monks  of  Belvoir  Wolttrop,  Botelsford,  Ofkinton,

-Rutland,  but  is  not  much  frequented. 

Mr.  Edward  Guy,  in  the  year  1727,  left  ten  (hillings  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of 
a clofe  in  the  parilh  of  Barrowby,  to  ten  of  the  pooreft  widows  of  Wooltthorpe ; 
but,  in  cafe  io  many  widows  cannot  be  found,  to  ten  of  the  pooreft  people.

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The  regifter,  which  is  for  fome  years  very  imperfeft,  begins  in  1661.  In  20 
years,  beginning  with  the  year  1688,  are  159  Baptifms,  113  burials,  and  23  mar- 
riages; and  in  20  years,  ending  in  1782,  are  births  180,  burials  138,  and  marri- 
ages  33.  The  number  of  families  is  64,  and  inhabitants  284:  and  by  a memo- 
randum, taken  about  50  years  ago,  the  number  of  families  was  71,  and  inhabi- 
tants 333. . 

The  living  is  a re&ory,  in  the  patronage  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  and  worth 
about  130I.  a year.

About  the  chapel  is  nothing  remarkable  : on  the  roof  hang  two  very  fmali 
bells  betwixt  the  nave  and  the  chancel,  which  are  the  whole  of  the  building. 
Whether  the  chapel  was  built  as  a place  of  worfhip  for  the  inhabitants  after  the 
deftru&ion  of  the  old  church  in  the  civil  wars  is  uncertain  j it  has,  however,  a more 
ancient  appearance. 

On  the  North-wall  in  the  chancel,  is  a neat  infcription  on  flaluary  marble  to  the 
memory  of  Adam  Woollands,  fervant  to  Captain  Evelyn  Sutton,  who  died  Nov.  2, 
1782,  on  board  the  Myrtle  tranfport,  in  her  paflage  to  England,  in  lat.  20  20' 
North  ; long.  96°  Eaft,  in  the  28th  year  of  his  age. 

And  on  the  North-cad  corner  an  infcription  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Alice  Shep- 
herd, relief  of  Richard  Shepherd,  of  Wilbarfton,  Gent,  in  Northamptonfhire,  who 
died  Feb.  13,  1718,  aged  78;  alfo  Elizabeth  Shepherd  her  daughter,  who  died 
Auguft  29,  1730,  aged  66  ; and  Mr.  Daniel  Derham  Edwards,  her  great-grandfon, 
who  died  Nov.  15,  1731,  aged  13.

There  are  now  as  many  regiftered  baptifms  and  burials  amongft  the  Prefbyterians 
only  at  this  place,  on  an  average,  as  there  were  at  the  parifh  church  two  hundred 
years  ago ; a circumftance  which,  from  the  great  divifion  in  religious  afiemblies, 
with  the  ftate  of  the  parochial-regiflers  in  the  prefent  century,  points  out  the  daily 
increafe  of  inhabitants,  who  are  now  very  numerous,  and  are  chiefly  employed  in 
the  manufacturing  of  (lockings.

It  is  built  in  the  form  of  a crofs;  the  nave  or 
body  is  divided  into  three  ailes  by  two  rows  of  columns  with  pointed  arches,  five 
in  each  row ; in  the  windows  are  flill  fragments  of  painted  glafs ; in  the  North

Chrift,  and  the  taking  down  from  the  crofs,  and  feveral  more. 

On  the  South  fide  of  the  chancel  are  three  Ralls  and  a pifcina,  with  a fmall 
lacker  for  holding  the  courts,  See, 

On  a white  Rone  is  portrayed  the  figure  of  a prieR  in  the  drefs  of  the  time,  with 
the  following  infcriptiofi  round  him  (the  figure  and  letters  are  cut  deep,  and  filled 
with  pitch)  :

In  the  kitchen  of  the  Swan  Inn  are  the  arms  of  York  and  Lancafler. 

An  old  wall  in  the  iniide  of  a cottage  near  the  turnpike-gate,  on  the  North-weft 
of  the  town,  has  ftill  the  remains  of  a Gothic  door,  iuppofed  to  have  been  a place 
of  worfhip  •,  ancient  windows  at  a little  diflance  have  been  lately  removed. 

The  parifh  of  Melton  is  extenfive,  and  includes  the  fi^e  hamlets  of  Bur  ton' 
Lazars , Free  by,  Sifonby , IVelby , and  Eye-Kettleby  ; all  of  which  have  chapels,  except 
the  laft ; Burton  and  Freeby  are  burying  places,  and  have  regifters:  (Burton  Lazars 
chapel  was  confecrated  June  "9,  1718,  by  the  Bifhop  of  Lincoln)  Sifonby  and 
Welby  not  confecrated  *,  and  Eye  Kettleby  (which,  from  the  foundations  of  buildings, 
appears  to  have  been  a confiderable  place)  has  only  one  houfe,  and  there  are 
fcarcely  any  remains  of  the  chapel,  though  the  walls  were  (landing  a few  years  ago* 

The  vicarage  of  Melton,  with  all  the  hamlets,  is  not  worth  £*200.  a year.  It 
is  in  the  patronage  of  Earl  Howe. 

Melton  regifler  (with  Sifonby  and  Welby)  is  imperfefr  before  1 547  ; after  that 
in  20  years  are  565  baptifms,  348  burials,  and  147  weddings.  In  20  years,  end- 
ing with  1789,  are  803  baptifms,  753  burials,  and  262  marriages.. 

Freeby  regifler  begins  in  1604.  In  the  firft  20  years  were  90  baptifms,  52  bu- 
iials,  and  30  marriages  ; and  in  the  20  laft  years  are  46  baptifms,  and  34  burials. 
They  now  marry  at  Melton. 

Burt  on- Lazars  regifler  begins  in  1718  (the  year  the  chapel  was  confecrated). 
In  the  firft  20  years  were  107  baptifms  and  105  burials  : and  in  the  laft  20  years, 
140  baptifms  and  82  burials. 

There  is  a tradition  of  the  plague  being  at  Melton:  it  probably  was  in  1636 

and  1637,  as  none  of  the  years  prior  or  fubfequent  to  them  have  more  than  60 
burials  ; in  the  year  1636  were  122  burials  ; and  in  1637  were  405  burials. 

In  the  year  1633,  the  regifler  begins  with  publication  of  banns  at  the  Market - 
Crofs . Among  a great  number  entered  are  the  following  :

Melton 
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Melton  church  confifts  of  a nave  and  two  ailes ; a North  and  South  tranfept,  each 
of  which  have  in  the  fame  manner  two  ailes.  Betwixt  the  chancel  and  nave  is  a moft 
beautiful  fquare  tower,  in  which  hang  6 large  bells.  At  the  top  of  the  tower  are 
8 pinnacles.  There  is  a neat  entrance  door  at  the  Weft  end,  through  a portico, 
where  the  fire-engines  for  the  ufe  of  the  town  are  kept  ; the  door  of  the  portico 
is  fi  led  by  four  fine  niches,  a large  and  fmall  one  on  each  fide  ; the  corners  of  it 
have,  inftead  of  buttrefles,  o&agon  pillars,  near  the  top  of  which  are  two  niches, 
one  on  each.  In  the  nave  are  12  clereftory  windows,  and  fix  in  each  of  the  tran- 
fepts.  The  tower,  the  two  tranfe'pts,  the  nave,  and  the  Eaft  ailes  of  the  two  tran- 
fepts,  have  all  battlements;  the  other  two  ailes  and  the  chancel  (which  is  on  the 
Eaft  end)  are  not  embattled.  There  is  a veftry  alfo  embattled  on  the  North  fide 
of  the  chancel,  which  is  evidently  of  later  date  than  the  church  ; and  over  the 
Eaft  window  of  it  is  A.  D.  1532. 

Over  a North  door  of  the  church,  a fmall  figure  of  St.  Peter  with  his  keys. 

The  church  is  very  beautiful  within;  the  pews  remarkably  neat ; and  in  the 
nave  hang  two  elegant  brafs  chandeliers,  on  wich  are,  “ The  Gift  of  Richard  Gre- 
**  gory  of  Burton  Lazars,  in  this  parifti.  Gentleman,  1 746.” 

Benefa&ions  in  Melton  : 

Thomas  Hartopp,  Efq;  of  Freaby  *,  gave  by  will,  in  1 604,  to  the  poor  20s.  yearly. 

Mr.  William  Hickfon,  by  will,  in  1612,  20 s.  yearly. 

Robert  Hudfon,  Efq;  by  will,  in  1638,  the  hofpital  near  the  church  for  6 unmar- 
ried poor  men,  £.13.  a year,  to  be  paid  quarterly  ; befides  £.3.  at  Midfummer  to 
buy  coals;  and  i6j.  8 d.  for  a fupper ; and  10/.  for  one  of  the  poor  men  to  read 
prayers  on  Wednefdays  and  Fridays ; 20 s,  to  the  vicar  for  a fermon  on  Plow 
Tuefday  ; and  2 s.  6d.  for  the  clerk  ; and  2 os.  for  refrefhment,  after  fermon,  for 
the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and  overfeers  of  the  poor;  and  one  {hilling  in  bread  to 
be  given  to  the  poor  every  Sabbath-day. 

Mr.  James  Hickfon,  citizen  and  brewer  of  London,  by  will,  in  1686,  gave  the 
intereft  of  £.50.  to  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  yearly. 

Dame  Abigail  Smith,  of  Sifonby,  by  will,  in  1686,  gave  a clofe  in  Sifonby  for 
the  putting  out  poor  children  of  Sifonby  or  Melton  apprentices ; but  fuch  as  are 
of  Sifonby  to  have  the  preference. 

Sir  Richard  Raynes,  in  1732,  gave  the  profits  of  a tenement  in  Melton,  and  one 
clofe,  to  be  laid  out  in  clothing  and  buying  books  for  fix  poor  boys  educated  in 
the  free-fchool  of  Melton. 

Mrs.  Mary  Green  gave  the  intereft  of  /.50.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Melton. 

Mrs.  Mary  Reeve,  in  1752,  gave  the  intereft  of  /f.50.  to  the  fix  poor  men  of 
Hudfon's  Hofpital. 

* Freeby,  or  Freathby,  was  the  feat  of  the  Hartopps  from  the  time  of  Richard  IT.  Edward  Har- 
topp, created  a baronet  by  James  I.  married  a daughter  of  Sir  Erafmus  Dryden,  of  Canons 
Afliby,  co.  Northampton  ; and  their  grand-fon  married  a grand-daughter  of  Charles,  commonly 
called  Lord  Fleetwood,  one  of  Cromwell’s  Generals.  The  title  ended  in  Sir  John  1765;  and 
the  eftate  defcending  to  his  niece,  the  daughter  of  Cheverton  Hartopp,  Efq;  is  now  the  property 
of  Earl  Howe.

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Roger  Waite,  Gent,  by  will  gave,  1693,  one  fhilling  a week  to  be  diftributed 
in  money  or  bread  to  12  of  the  oldefl  and  pooreft  men  or  women  in  this  town. 

Rev.  Henry  Storer,  of  Frifby,  gave  by  will  in  1620  to  the  poor  feveral  houfes 
in  this  town,  and  land  at  Frifby,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £.27.  ioj. 

Mrs.  Ann  Reeve,  in  1737,  left  £20.  the  intereft  of  which  is  to  be  given  to  the 
poor  of  this  town  yearly. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Henley,  in  1740,  left  the  intereft  of  £.10.  to  10  poor  widows 
yearly  on  Ch  rift  mas*  day. 

Mr.  John  Bourne,  in  1756,  gave  by  will  the  intereft  of  ^.300.  for  the  fupport  of 
three  poor  perfons,  inhabitants  of  Melton,  legally  fettled  there,  of  the  age  of  60 
years,  fingle  and  unmarried,  for  ever. 

Mr.  Anthony  Wadd  gave  by  will,  in  1758,^.20.  to  the  truftees  of  Hudfon’s 
Hofpital,  to  be  put  out  to  intereft  upon  mortgage  lands,  and  the  intereft  thereof  to 
be  once  a year  diftributed  among  the  6 men  of  Hudfon’s  foundation. 

Mrs.  Ann  Hewett  by  will,  in  1760,  gave  £.20.  yearly  to  the  poor,  to  be  laid  out 
in  lb  miner  in  the  purchafe  of  coals,  to  be  fold  at  fuch  rates  as  fhall  again  produce 
the  fum  of  /\20. 

Mrs.  Mary  Briggs,  in  1768,  gave  the  intereft  of  ^.30.  to  be  once  a year  diftri- 
buted among  the  6 poor  men  of  Hudfon’s  foundation. 

There  is  a very  confiderable  eftate  belonging  to  the  town,  which  is  applied  to 
various  purpofes,  out  of  which  a fchool  is  fupported. 

On  Sunday,  May  5,  1776,  the  church  was  ftruck  with  lightning:  a fmall  ball  of 
fire,  which  was  feen  to  defcend  from  a cloud,  forced  its  way  through  a South  pin- 
nacle, leaving  an  hole  as  if  bored  with  an  inftrument.  It  afterwards  ftruck  the 
pinnacle  on  the  North-eaft  corner,  and  fplit  it  to  pieces.  Fragments  of  feveral 
pounds  weight  were  found  in  the  ftreets  but  the  greateft  part,  fuppofed  to  be  5 
or  6 hundred  weight,  broke  through  the  roof  of  that  part  of  the  North  tranfept 
which  is  now  the  fchool.  From  the  bells  the  lightning  was  conduced  a confider- 
able way  down  the  tower  by  a very  thick  wire  (fixed  for  the  purpofe  of  keeping 
the  chimes  from  playing  in  time  of  divine  fervice),  which  it  melted,  or  rather  burnt 
into  many  pieces  5 at  the  end  of  which  it  forced  its  way  through  the  wall,  without 
doing  more  damage  than  fhattering  the  (tone,  a little,  and  displacing  the  mortar. 
The  whole  congregation  felt  an  eleftric  fhock,  and  ran  out  of  the  church  ; but, 
notwithftanding  the  hurry  and  confufion  was  great,  providentially  very  little  acci- 
dent happened. 

In  the  chancel  floor  are  bricks  of  about  3 inches  Square  ; 33  of  which  have  fhields 
with  variety  of  arms.  One  has  3 ip.  g). ; another  a figure  of  a wild  beaft,  inlaid 
and  glazed,  &c. 

On  a flat  (tone  in  the  chancel,  under  the  arms  of  Iiudfon , (Per  chev.  embattled 
Arg.  and  Gules,  three  efcallop  fhells  counterchanged  : creft,  a griffin’s  head  erafed 
Arg.  gorged  with  a mural  coronet  Gules,  charged  with  three  efcallop  fhells  of  the 
firft.)  Fidss  per  charitatem  agens  valet .

Near  this,  on  the  North  wall,  under  the  arms  of  Hudfon  painted  on  wood,  is 
the  following  infcription  : 

“ This  tablet  preferves  the  memory  of  fuch  of  the  family  of  Hudfon  as  are 
interred  under  the  altar ; but  whofe  grave-ftones  were  removed  to  the  pavement 
of  the  chancel  when  the  floor  of  the  altar  was  raifed,  A.  D.  1718.  The  infcrip- 
tions  had  probably  been  worn  out  long  before.  Robert  Hudfon,  Efq;  citizen  of 
London,  and  of  the  parifh  of  St.  Mary  Bothaw,  was  born  in  this  town  1570, 
founded  the  hofpital  adjoining  to  the  church  1640,  and  died  in  1641.

in  Wales,  and  lies  interred  in  a vault  in  Chirk  church + ; and  Elizabeth,  the  only 
lurvivor,  caufed  this  monument  and  infeription  to  be  erefted  to  their  memories  + • 
And  as  all  the  deceafed  here  particularly  named  fpent  their  lives  with  integrity  and 
honour  in  this  world,  their  furviving  friends  may  reft  in  fure  and  certain  hope  that 
they  are  happy  eternally  : For,  + BleJ[ed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord ; 

Near  this,  on  an  altar  monument,  with  the  arms  of  Burges  at  the  head  and 
both  fides,  lies  the  figure  of  a lady  in  alabader  ; two  angels,  in  long  robes  and  in  a 
fitting  podure,  fupport  and  raife  up  the  upper  cufhicn,  on  which  her  head  reds,  &c; 
At  her  feet  are  two  dogs  with  collars  round  the  neck,  &c. 

There  is  alfo  another  tomb  of  a fort  of  black  marble,  on  which  have  been  va- 
rious, figures  in  brafs,  all  now  dedroyed.  Round  the  ledge  has  been  an  infeription 
in  brafs,  but  not  one  letter  prelerved.

* After  copying  this  infeription  literally,  it  may  feem  ftrange  even  to  fuppofe  that  it  is  not 
the  reprefentation  of  Hamon  de  Belers.  The  words  are  in  capitals,  which,  though  re- 
cently painted  over,  are  evidently  modern  when  compared  to  the  monument  itfelf,  and  pro- 
bably not  earlier  than  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  century.  From  a flight  fketch  taken  of 
the  figure  by  Mr.  MounfVy  in  May  1790,  compared  with  another  fketch  of  it  in  the  Villiers 
Pedigree  (Harl.  MSS.  7178.),  it  is  pretty  evident  that  the  two  crofs-legged  figures  noticed  in

— It  is  further  ordered,  for  the  fup- 
plying  of  their  miferable  wants,  that  tnere  lhall  be  warrants  of  diftrefs  granted  for 
the  faid  tax,  in  cafe  of  refufal.” 

In  June  Seflions  *1 642,  the  order  of  £.8.  weekly  was  continued.

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Granby,  with  the  hamlet  of  Sutton,  in  the  Vale  of  Belvoir  and  county  of  Not- 
tingham, has  Hangar  and  Barnflon  on  the  South-well;  Elton  on  the  North  ; and 
Barklton  (LeiCeflerfhire)  on  the  Eaft. 

The  manors  of  Granby  and  Sutton  are  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Rutland, 
who  is  alfo  patron  of  the  living,  impropriator,  and  principal  proprietor. 

In  Granby  are  17  freeholders ; and  in  Sutton  9 ; and  there  are  about  2100  acres 
in  the  whole  parifh. 

The  ancient  regifter  begins  in  1567,  a great  part  of  which  is  very  imperfeft. 

In  the  fir  ft  20  years,  or  thereabouts,  there  appear  to  be  162  baptifms,  1 1 5 burials, 
and  38  marriages;  and  in  20  years,  ending  in  1789,  there  are  250  baptifms,  154 
burials,  and  50  marriages.  The  number  of  families  is  80  (60  in  Granby  and  20  in 
Sutton),  which,  according  to  the  average  of  45  to  a family,  make  360  inhabitants. 

The  vicarage  is  fmall,  and  does  not  exceed  £".40.  a year. 

John  Ahead,  vicar,  was  buried  November  1,  1644;  and  in  the  regifters  no 
more  appear  till  Henry  Hough,  the  prefent  vicar,  in  1768. 

'There  is  very  little  old  inclofure;  and  their  order  or  courfe  of  tillage  in  the 
open  field  is,  ift  year,  barley  ; 2d,  beans  and  peafe  ; 3d,  wheat  ; afterwards  fallow* 

There  is  a benefaflion  of  £.4.  yearly,  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Rutland,  to- 
wards the  maintenance  of  a fchool. 

And  on  the  South  wall  of  the  nave  of  the  church  is  an  infcription  upon  a blue 
flate,  cc  To  the  memory  of  Thomas  Harrifon,  who  gave  £.100.  to  the  poor  of 
“ Granby  only ; the  interefl  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  diftributed  among  fuch 
“ poor  families  as  have  not  collection  of  the  parifh,  by  the  church-wardens  and 
“ overfeers  of  the  poor,  half-yearly,  or  as  the  faid  interefi  fhall  become  due. 
<c  Ob.  OCt.  31,  1776,  ret.  31.” 

The  church  is  not  a beautiful  ftru&ure,  yet  has  an  ancient  appearance.  It  is  in 
a great  meafure  built  with  a thin  blue  limeftone,  got  near  the  town,  and  which  has 
fuffered  much  by  time  : it  has  a nave,  North  aile,  and  porch  ; on  the  Well  end  a 
heavy  embattled  tower  (with  turrets  at  the  corners),  in  which  hang  5 bells  : on 

the  firfl,  “ God  fave  his  church,  1635.”  2d 3d. 

On  the  4th,  “ Of  * Granby's  praife  I found  always  : Deo  gloria  in  txcelfis , 1761 
And  on  the  5th,  “ All  men  that  hear  my  mournful  found,  repent  before  you  be  in 
66  ground.  1629.” 

The  chancel  is  large  ; the  Eaft  window  is  delicate  and  light,  but  perhaps  re- 
markable only  for  being  built  entirely  of  brick  of  the  common  fize  and  fhape  of 
free-ftone,  wrought,  or  rather  originally  call,  into  much  variety  of  Gothic  archi- 
tecture. 

Infcriptions  in  the  chancel  are,  <c  To  the  memory  of  Hannah,  daughter  of  John 
and  Abigail  Anna  Froft,  who  died  February  20,  1738,  aged  16.'”  “ Mr.  John 

Frofl,  March  19,  1739,  aged  58.”  “ T Abigail-Anna,  wife  of  John  Froft, 

daughter  of  Thomas  Seeker,  of  Sibthorpe,  Gent,  died  OClober  16,  1749,  aged  60.” 
“ Rev.  John  Britton,  November  11,  1770,  aged  85  j and  Sarah  his  wife,  who 
died  1739,  aged  48.” 

Great  quantity  of  gybfum,  or  pi  aider- flone,  is  dug  up  in  this  parifh,  principally 
ufed  in  the  neighbourhood  for  the  flooring  of  houfes.

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P.  421.  Since  the  particulars  relative  to  Mr.  Prior’s  map  were  printed,  I have 
been  favoured  by  that  Gentleman  with  the  following  accurate  ftatement  of  his 
fhare  in  that  bufinefs  : 

44  What  you  have  faid  in  regard  to  the  map  is  perfectly  right;  but,  as  it  there  flands,  it  may 
naturally  ocCafion  a queftion,  How  came  I to  dedicate  a map  which  was  made  by  another  perfon  ? 
The  occafion  was  this  ; I afked  my  friend  Burdett  to  take  a furvcy  of  our  county.  He  told  me, 
he  could  not  hay;  for  that  he  was  engaged  to  go  to  Germany,  to  be  an  Engineer  to  the  Prince 
of  Baden.  I then  wiflied  Why  man  to  do  it,  who  had  been  formerly  my  fcholar.  He  faid,  he 
could  not  afford  it ; but  if  I would  undertake  it  (as  Mr.  Burdett  had  recommended  to  me,  having 
previoufly  acquainted  me  with  his  method),  he  fhould  be  glad  to  do  it  for  me.  I confulted 
feveral  of  the  fir fl  people  in  the  county,  whether  they  wiflied  a furvey  to  be  taken,  and  would 
promote  a fubicription  ; to  which  they  readily  aflented.  I then  contradled  with  Whyman  for  a 
certain  fum,  to  make  the  furvey,  and  lay  down  the  map  in  the  way  which  I fhould  direct.  The 
property  was  to  be  mine  ; and  indeed  the  whole  was  done  under  my  direction  and  infpe&iun; 
and  the  fubfcrptions  were  paid  to  me.  I told  the  gentlemen  whom  I intended  to  employ,  and 
wiflied  to  put  Mr.  Whynan’s  name  in  the  map  ; but  thought  I could  nor  put  in  both  our  names 
without  it  appearing  awkward.  1 had  contraded  with  the  publick,  and  was  conceived  by  them 
as  refponfible  for  procuring  an  accurate  furvey.  It  was  nothing  to  them  whom  I employed. 
You  have  my  perfect  confeut  to  reprefent  this  agreement  as  you  pleafe.  1 undertook  the  bufi- 
nefs in  compiiment  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  county  (as  no  other  perfon  would  do  it)  ; and  to 
ferve  my  fcholar,  Mr.  Whyman.
